"  London,  a8th.  7th.  month,  1708. 
"   Dear  Fr'itnds  and  Brethren, 

"MY  ancient  love,  if  you  can  l^Iieve  it,  reaches  to  you,  as  in 
times  paft,  and  years,  th.it  arj  gone,  tven,  in  the  divine  root  and  prin- 
ciple of  tove  and  life,  that  made  us  near  to  one  another,  above  all  worldly- 
con  li  derations  ;  where  our  life,  I  hope,  is  hid  with  Chrift,  in  God,  our 
Father ;  ,ib  that,  when  he  appears,  we  fhall  alfo  appear  with  him,  in 
glory;  and  in  the  meantime,  through  us,  to  thofe  that  love  and  wait 
for  his  appearance,  as  the  defire  of  nations ;  that  we  may  glorify  God, 
his  and  our  everlafting  Father,  in  our  bodies,  fouls  and  fpirits,  in  tempo- 
ral and  eternal  affairs ;  being  indeed  none  of  our  own  ;  forafmuch  as  we 
are  our  own,,  we  are  none  of  the  Lord's;  a  great  myilery,  but  a  great 
truth,  and  of  abfolute  neceflity  to  witnefs,  to  be  of  the  number  of  the 
chofen  nation,  the  peculiar  people,  and  royal  prieilhood  of  Chrifl,  and 
his  glorious  kingdom. 

"  Oh!  my  dear  friends,  let  all  below  this  keep  on  the  left  hand;  and- 
wait  to  feel  thofe  bicffed  things,  to  inherit  right  hand ;  and  in  faith  and 
courage,  cry  aloud  to  the  Lord",  for  his  renewing  and  refrefhing  power, 
that  may  revive  and  reform  his  work  upon  your  hearts  and  minds ;  and 
out  humility,  meekneis,  patience,  felf-dcmal  and  charity,  with  a  blame- 
It  fs  walking,  may  plainly  appear,  and  manifeft  the  work  of  God  upon 
our  hearts,  to  thofe  that  are  without;  which  is  not  only  the  way  to  bring 
up  the  loitertrs,  and  gather  in  the  carelefs  ones,  to  their  duty,  but  fetch 
home  and  bring  in,  the  firangers,  and  the  very  enemies  of  the  blefied 
truth,  to  ccnfeis  and  acknowledge  that  God  is- in  you,,  and  for  you,  of  a 


"  Now,  my  dear  friends,  as  to  outward  things,  I  have  fent  a  new  Go- 
vernor, of  years  and  experience;  of  a  quiet,  eafy  temper;  that,  I  hope, 
will  give  offence  to  none ;  nor  too  eafily  put  up  any,  if  offered  him,  with- 
out hope  of  amendment.  The  Queen  very  gracioufly  approved  of  him> 
at  iirft  offer,  and  gave  him  her  h:md  to  kifs ;  and,  at  laft,  being  intro- 
duced by  the  Earl  of  Godolfbin,  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  Grt^t  Britain* 
at  Wind/or,  fhe  added,  "  Sir,  I  tuijb  you  a  good  journey,  andjball  be  ready 
to  fer-Ui.-  voz/."  He  is  fober,  underftands  to  command  and  obey,  moderate 
in  his  temper,  and  of  what  they  call  a  good  family  :  his  grandfather,  Sir 
Vincent  Guol'in,  having  been  an  early  great  planter  in  Ireland,  in  King 
James  the  firft,  and  the  mil  Charles's  days;  and  he  intends,  if  not  ill 
treated,  to  lay  his  bones,  as  well  as  fubftance  among  you ;  having  taken 
Lave  of  the  war,  and  both  England  and  Ireland  to  live  amongft  you  ;  and 
as  he  is  not  voluptuous,  fo,  I  hope,  lie  will  be  an  example  of  thriftinefs. 
In  fhort,  he  lias  inftrudlions,  as  much  to  the  virtue,  jxifiice  and  peace  of 
the  country,  as  I  can  exprefs  myfelf,  or  you  defire,  for  your  comfortable 
living:  pray,  therefore,  receive  him  kindly,  and  exprefs  it,  by  a  inodeft 
fubfiitencc  ;  or,  rather,  ^ivc  it  me,  to  give  him,  or,  how  you  pleafe.

"  HAVING  this  opportunity,  we  can  do  no  lefs 
than  congratulate  thy  feafonable  acceffion  to  this 
government,  and  render  our  inoft  grateful  acknow- 
ledgments to  the  Queen,  for  her  gracious  accep- 
tance of  the  Proprietary's  nomination  of  thee,  to 
fupply  his  abfence,  and  to  him,  for  conftituting  a 
perlbn  of  fo  fair  a  character,  furnifhed,  as  we 
hope,  with  a  full  refolution,  as  well  as  power,  to

"  The  Lord  Lovelace,  Governor  of  Nsiu  York,  and  a  promiflng  one 
indeed,  preffes,  and  the  Admiral's  orders,  for  failing,  are  gone  down ; 
the  wind  fair,  and  Governor  Gookin  leaves  me  to-morrow. ' 

"  I  earneftly  befeech  you  to  afiift  James  Logan,  and  who  elfc  the 
Tnulees,  for  the  payment  of  the  money  here  advanced,  fliall  nominate, 
not  only  to  get  in,  but  turn  into  money,  the  beft  you  are  able,  that  I 
may  come  honourable  to  you,  and  fpcedily  ;  which  I  hope  to  do,  asfoon  as 
you,  and  thefe  friends  here,  think  fit.  Let  me  have  this  pledge  of  your 
love,  and  it  {hall  be  a  lafting  one,  to  advife  and  affift  you  for  the  expediting 
the  matter  ;  for  be  affured,  I  long  to  be  \vith  you  ;  and,  if  the  Lord 
bring  me  and  mine  well  there,  I  hope  not.  LO  return  on  almoft  any  terms, 
at  lead  not  without  your  advice  and  fatibiaction ;  for  care  of  you,  and 
fettling  plantation*  for  my  poor  minors ;  for  planters,  God  willing,  they 
ihall  be,  in  their  father's  country,  rather  than  great  merchants,  in  their 
native  land ;  and  to  vifit  friends  throughout  the  continent,  at  leafl,  their 
chicfell  bufmefs. 

"  In  the  firft  love  I  leave  you  and  yours,  and  all  the  Lord's  people 
amongfl  you  ;  my  family  and  affairs,  to  the  merciful  providence  and  or- 
der ings  of  our  great  and  gracious  God,  that  welcomed  us,  iu  poor  Ame- 
rica, with  his  excellent  love  and  prefence,  and  will,  I  hope,  once  more, 
and  remain  your  loving  and  faithful  friend,

Note.  This  was  the  charter  of  the  Friends'  public  grammar  fchool, 
ki  Philadelphia,  before  mentioned ;  though  it  was  neither  the  firft  nor 
laft  of  that  iuftitution. 
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$709.  redrefs  the  grievances,  and  remove  the  oppreflionSj 
**-^^-*~  that  this  poor  province  has,  for  fome  time,  labour- 
ed under,  occafioned  by  the  irregular  adminiftra- 
tion  of  the  late  Deputy  Governor  ;  who  was  too 
much  influenced  by  evil  counfel ;  to  which  the  mi- 
feries  and  confufion  of  the  ftate,  and  divifions  in 
the  government,  are  principally  owing. 

"  We  are  ready  to  reprefent  fuch  of  thofe  public 
grievances,  as  are  laid  oerore  us,  or  occur  to  our 
knowledge,  in  particular  articles,  and  bring  them  to 
a  proper  exarneii ;  but,  perceiving  by  thy  meflage 
to  the  houfe  yefterday,  that  thou  art  not  ready,  at 
this  time,  to  proceed  with  us  to  buiinefs,  we  {hall 
take  leave  only  to  mention  fome  of  thofe  things, 
of  which  the  public  weal  of  this  country  loudly 
calls  for  a  mod  earned  application  and  ipeedy  re- 
drefs. 

"  In  the  firft  place,  we  are  to  lay  before  thee, 
that  of  the  falfe  alarm  in  May,  1706;  wherein 
the  late  Governor  was  chief  aclor  ;  and  for  which 
he  is  highly  chargeable ;  having  fhot  at  the 
Queen's  fubjects,  putting  many  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  town  in  danger  of  their  lives,  and  forced 
great  quantities  of  powder  and  lead  from  the 
owners,  and  gave  it  to  fuch  as  wafted  it,  when  he 
knew  there  was  no  occafion  to  ufe  it ;  whereby  he 
deprived  the  place  of  what  ammunition  might  be 
ready  for  thole,  that  had  freedom  to  make  ufe  of 
it,  for  their  defence,  in  cafe  of  an  attack. 

"  The  next  is  that  notorious  aft  of  hoftility, 
he  committed  by  firing  fhot  at  the  Queen's  fubjecls 
paffing  by  Newcaftle^  in  the  river,  upon  their  law- 
ful trade,  to  and  from  this  port. 

"  We  mention  theie,  as  they  are,  in  our  opi- 
nion, offences  of  a  deep  dye,  and  committed 
againft  the  Queen's  crown  and  dignity,  as  well  as 
againft  the  peace,  and  ought  to  be  charged  upon 

him, 
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him,  before   he   departs  this  province;  but  the    1709, 
method  of  the  profecution  againil  him  we  fubmit  **p^r^> 
to  thy  prudent  care  and  difcretion,  and  we  fhall 
be  ready  to  do  what  is  proper  on  our  parts. 

"  That  the  Treafurer*  of  the  lad  tax  has  refuf- 
ed  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  the  Aifembly, 
in  paying  the  public  debts,  according  to  the  re- 
fpective  orders  drawn  upon  him,  and  figned  by 
the  Speaker  ;  and  that  the  Collegers  of  the  faid 
tax,  who  neglected  their  duty,  in  gathering  the 
fame,  have  not  been  obliged  thereunto,  according 
as  the  act  of  Affembly,  in  that  cafe,  directs,  and 
more  particularly  the  Collector  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia. 

"  That  the  courts  of  judicature  of  this  pro- 
vince have  been,  and  are,  erected  by  ordinances 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  againft  the  advice, 
and  without  the  aflent  of  the  Aflembly  ;  which 
\ve  complain  of,  as  a  great  opprejfion  and  aggriev- 
ance  to  the  people,  we  reprefent,  and  defire  the 
fame  may  be  fpeedily  redreffed,  and  the.  bill  pre- 
pared for  the  eftabliihing  courts,  with  other  ufeful 
bills,  ready  to  be  prefented  to  the  Governor,  may- 
be confidered. 

"  We  are  given  to  underftand  that  thoti 
brought  fome  commands  from  the  Queen  to  this 
government,  as  well  as  inflructlons  from  the  Pro- 
prietary, relating  to  the  public,  which,  with  a 
copy  of  thy  commiffion,  and  the  royal  approba- 
tion, we  defire  may  be  communicated  to  this 
houfe,  at  our  next  meeting,  which  we  intend  on 
the  twentieth  day  of  the  next  month,  and  mail 
adjourn  accordingly,  unlefs  it  be  thy  pleafure  to 
call  us  fooner  ;  which  we  mall  be  ready  to  comply 
with,  not  only  in  expectation  of  a  fpeedy  redrefs 
of  our  grievances,  but  to  fettle  by  law,  how  mo-

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ney  mall  be  paid  upon  contracts  made,  before  the 
new  currency  of  money  takes  effect.

Thus,  by  the  Affembly's  very  firft  addrefs  to 
Governor  Gookin,  were  the  former  animofities 
continued  ;  for  the  principal  and  ruling  members 
of  the  houfe  were  flill  the  fame,  who  had  fo  long 
been  accuftomedto  complain  of  grievances,  if  not  to 
exaggerate,  or  imagine  fome  things  of  that  kind  ; 
infomuch,  that,  though  they  had  fufficient  reafon 
to  complain  of  part  of  Evans's  conduct,  in  proper 
TheAfiem-  ^mG  and  place,  yet  their  manner  of  mentioning 
biy  fhew  fome  things  under  the  name  of  opprejjlon  and  griev- 
Smper  than  ance>  anc* m  demanding,  or  urging,  for  others,  fuch 
prudence,  a  mode  of  fatisfaction,  as  the  nature  of  their  cafe 
rendered  irapoffible  to  obtain  in  the  province,  par- 
ticularly thofe  reflecting  Evans  and  his  admini- 
ftration  ;  which,  perhaps,  would  have  been  more- 
prudently  dropped,  with  the  removal  of  their  caufe, 
feemed  to  fhew  more  their  temper  of  mind,  than 
prudence :  but  Evans's  ill  or  imprudent  conduct 
had  made  fuch  deep  impreflion  on  their  minds, 
and  difpofed  them  fo  much  to  a  difcontented  and 
angry  difpofition,  that  in  fome  of  their  reprefen- 
tations,  they  appear  not  only  to  have  exaggerated

complained  of  fome  things  as  fuch,    which,    in  N 
reality,  and  according  to  the  laws  and  conftitution, 
could  not  properly  come  under  that  name. 

The  Governor's  reply  to  the  Afiembly's  addrefs 
is  contained  in  his  firft  fpeech  to  the  houfe,  on  the 
1 3th  of  the  next  month,  April,  as  follows,  viz. 

"  Gentlemen^

to  you,  I  had  nothing  to  take  notice  or,  but  what  Affembly'* 
I  myfelf  might  have  to  lay  before  you ;  but  your  addrefs, 
addrefs,  prefented  to  me  in  March  lafl,  when  you 
fent  me  notice  that  you  were  fitting,  will,  before 
we  proceed  to  any  other  bufmefs,  require  fome 
anfwer ;  in  which  I  will  be  plain  and  fhort,  as  the 
matter  will  bear. 

"  I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  congra- 
tulations, and  do  affure  you,  that  I  come  with 
full  refolutions,  on  my  part,  to  employ  the  power, 
with  which  the  Proprietary  has  thought  fit  to  ho- 
nour me,  and  her  Majefty  has  gracioufly  pleafed 
to  approve  of,  to  render  the  people  of  this 
government  as  happy  and  eafy  as  is  poffible  for 
me,  in  all  things,  that  mall  concern  their  true 
intereft,  and  be  to  their  real  advantage.  I  have 
enquired  what  might  be  meant  by  thofe  aggr lev- 
antes,  opprejjions  and  confufions^  which  you  complain 
of,  and  whatfoever  I  mall  meet  with,  that  deferves 
thofe  names,  mail  have  my  ready  concurrence 
to  remove  them,  as  far  as  they  mall  appear ;  but 
mull  fay,  that,  I  believe,  one  effectual  method  to 
free  all  people  from  the  apprehenfions  of  griev- 
ances, will  be,  to  lay  all  former  animofities  and  jea- 
loufies  afide,  and,  for  the  future,  apply  themfeives 
to  fuch  bufmefs  as  they  are  concerned  in,  for  the 
public,  with  a  freedom  and  opennefs  of  temper, 
and  an  unbiased  inclination  to  promote  the  com-

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1709.  mon  good,  without  any  other  particular  view:  if 
^-^^^  we  mould  be  fo  fortunate  as  to  take  example  from 
her  Majefly's  glorious  adniiniftration  of  her  domi- 
nions at  home,  and  that  of  her  parliament,    we 
Ihould  not  fail  of  being  extremely  happy. 

"  As  to  thofe  two  pad  actions  of  my  immediate 
predeceflbr,  of  which  you  complain,  I  can  only 
inform  you,  that  they  were  both  well  known  in 
Britain,  before  I  left  it ;  and  that  I  had  no  di- 
rections to  make  any  enquiry  into  them ;  and 
that,  upon  the  heft  advice  I  can  receive  here,  I 
find  they  will  not  properly  fall  under  my  cogni- 
zance, in  the  ftation  I  am  placed  in,  and  therefore 
cannot  think  it  fit  to  concern  myfelf  with  them. 

"  But  I  am  obliged  to  obferve  to  you  that  the 
Council  of  the  province,  now  with  me,  think 
themfelves  very  unjuftly  treated  by  the  mention 
you  have  made  of  them,  if  they  (as  it  is  generally 
underflood)  be  intended  by  the  evil  counfel,  of 
•which  you  have  taken  notice ;  and  therefore,  will 
take  the  liberty  to  vindicate  themfelves,  as  you 
will  fee,  by  their  application  to  me ;  to  which  I 
refer  you. 

"  The  charge  againft  the  Treafurer,*  I  find, 
is  occafioned  by  his  and  the  Council's  underftand- 
ing  the  aft  of  Aifembly,  by  which  the  money, 
that  comes  into  his  hands,  has  been  granted, 
fomewhat  differently  from  what  the  prefent  and  late 
Hotffes  of  Reprefentatives  have  done :  he  pleads 
the  law,  as  his  bed  direction  ;  and  you  cannot  but 
agree,  that  it  is  fit  that  this  alone  (I  mean  the  lawj 
ought  to  determine  the  matter.  As  far  as  I  have 
hitherto  been  abl.e,  I  have  prefled  the  collection 
of  the  taxes,  and  ihall  continue  the  beft  of  my 
care,  until  they  be  fmifhed. 

"  The  method  of  eftabliming  courts,  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  was  alib  well  underftood 

m

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in  Great  Britain,  and  was  approved  of  there,  as  1709. 
being  grounded  on  unqueftionable  powers,  grant-  **~~^~~- 
ed  the  Proprietary.  The  bill  formerly  propofed 
by  the  Affembly,  for  that  purpofe,  which  is  now 
before  the  board,  has  not  been  allowed  of;  but 
feeing  the  prefenfeftablifhment,  which  was  drawn, 
as  I  am  informed,  according  to  the  plan  laid 
down  in  that  bill,  carries  fome  inconveniencies 
with  it,  and  requires  an  alteration,  I  (hall  be  ready 
to  agree  to  any  other  reafonable  bill,  that  you 
mall  hereafter  propofe,  for  fettling  courts  of  judi- 
cature, in  fuch  a  regular  method,  as  may  be  a 
lading  rule  for  holding  them. 

"  I  have  no  inftru£tions,  gentlemen,  from  her 
Majefty,  that  will  concern  you ;  thofe  from  the 
Proprietary  being  to  myfelf,  as  occafion  offers, 
and  where  it  may  be  proper,  I  fliall  acquaint  you 
with  the  particulars.  I  have  ordered  copies  of 
my  cornmiflion,  and  her  Majefty's  approbation, 
to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  you. 

"  I  fhould  now  propofe  to  your  ferious  confi- 
deration  fome  other  matters  of  ths  higheft  import- 
ance, without  which  government  cannot  long  fub- 
fift  ;  as  a  due  provifion  for  the  fupport  of  it,  and 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  people ;  but  what  I  mall 
principally  recommend  to  you,  at  this  time,  is  the 
latter  part  of  the  laft  paragraph  of  your  addrefs, 
viz.  To  prepare  a  bill  for  fettling  by  law,  how 
money  mail  be  paid,  upon  contracts  made,  and 
to  be  made,  before  the  new  currency  of  money 
takes  effect :  This,  as  I  find,  by  the  great  uneafi- 
nefs  of  the  people,  is  a  matter  that  will  require  a 
very  fpeedy  provifion,  and,  therefore,  hope  you 
will  find  fuch  juft  and  equal  methods  for  it,  as 
neither  the  debtors,  on  the  one  hand,  nor  credit- 
ors, on  the  other,  may  fuffer  by  the  alteration  ; 
to  which  1  defire  you  may  forthwith  proceed,  with 
as  little  lofs  of  time  as  is  poflibie ;  after  which  we 

may 
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1709.    may  have  opportunity  to  enter  into  confideration 
*~~*^-'  of  fuch  other  matters,  as  may  naturally  fall  before 
you." 

The  Governor's  fpeech  produced  an  anfwer 
from  the  Affembly,  on  the  i4th;  in  which,  be- 
er, &c.  fides  infilling  on  what  they  had  before  advanced, 
they  diftinguifhed  what  they  meant,  in  their  ad- 
dreis,  when  they  faid,  "  fhe  late  Governor  ivas 
too  much  influenced  by  evil  counfel"  by  exprefsly 
throwing  the  whole  blame  on  James  Logan,  and 
fome  other  perfons,  who  were  not  of  the  Govern- 
or's council.  They  moreover  promifed  to  *nake 
due  provifion  for  the  fupport  of  government ;  and 
agreed  to  confider  and  prepare  the  bill,  which  the 
Governor  recommended,  as  a  very  neceffary  part 
of  their  bufmefs  ;  and  then  they  hoped  and  expecl- 
cd  a  redrefs  of  their  grievances. 

The  following  is  the  Council's  addrefs  to  the 
Governor,  in  reference  to  the  evil  counfel,  men- 
tioned in  the  addrefs  of  the  AiTembly,  and  replied 
to  in  the  Governor's  fpeech,  but,  in  order  of  time, 
it  precedes  the  Aifembly's  anfwer,  viz.

"  WE,  the  members  of  Council  for  the  faid 
province,  who  attended  the  board,  during  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  the  late  Lieutenant  Governor,  up- 
on viewing  the  addrefs  prefented  by  the  Aflembly 
on  the  9th  day  of  March  laft,  think  ourfelves 
obliged  to  obferve,  that,  in  the  firft  paragraph  of 
it,  complaining  of  aggrievances  and  oppreffiofU9 
which,  they  fay,  this  province  has,  for  fome  time, 
laboured  under,  occafioned  by  the  irregular  admi- 
fiillration  of  the  late  Deputy  Governor,  they  have 

thought 
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thought  fit  to  add  thefe  words,  who  was  too  much-   1709. 
influenced  by  evil  counfel ;  to  whom  the  miferies  *-^^ 
and  confufions  of  the  date,  and  divifions  in  the 
government,  are  principally  owing. 

"  It  was  long,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor, 
before  we  could  induce  ourfelves  to  believe,  that 
men,  fo  well  acquainted  with  the  characters  of 
moil  of  us,  in  our  feveral  (cations,  in  the  country, 
could  poffibly  intend  us  by  the  charge,  until,  by 
the  observations  of  others,  we  were  forced  to  take 
a  nearer  notice  of  the  expremons  ;  upon  which 
\vc  are  forry  to  find,  that  the  word  counfel,  as 
there  ufed,  together  with  the  general  conftruction 
of  the  fentence,  feems  not  to  admit  of  any  other 
interpretation,  but  that  to  us  principally  is  owing 
whatever  the  Affembly  has  thought  fit  to  complain 
of,  or,  can  reduce,  under  the  general  terms  they 
have  ufed :  if  they  will  difavow  any  fuch  intention, 
we  mall  crave  no  other  fatisfaclion  ;  but,  if  not, 
we  muft  then  defire,  that  they,  and  all  men  con- 
cerned in  thefe  affairs,  may  know, 

"  That,  notwithftanding  the  Proprietary  and  late 
Lieutenant  Governor,  according  to  the  eftablifhed 
rules  in  all  governments  whatfoever,  from  the 
moft  polite,  to  the  mod  barbarous,  nations  in  the 
world,  finding  themfelves  under  a  neceffity  of  hav- 
ing a  Council  about  them,  to  advife  with,  in  affairs 
of  government,  have  thought  fit  to  choofe  us  for 
that  fervice,  in  which,  according  to  our  feveral 
folemn  engagements,  we  have  acquitted  our- 
felves, to  the  beft  of  our  judgments  and  abilities, 
yet  not  one  of  us  receives,  or  ever  expccls,  any  other 
advantage  by  it,  than  the  fatisfaction  of  having 
difcharged  our  duties  to  the  country  we  live  in, 
and  to  advance  the  profperity  and  happinefs  of  it, 
as  much  as  may  lie  in  our  power.  We  have  no 
falaries,  nor  allowance,  paid  us  by  the  country 
for  this,  nor  oiEccs  of  profit,  to  encourage  us ; 

what 
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1709.  what  we  do  is  at  our  own  expenfe  of  time,  trou- 
t^r***  ble  and  charge,  and  upon  our  own  eftates  is  all 
our  dependance,  which,  giving  us  as  good  an  in- 
tereft  in  the  country,  as  others  can  pretend  to, 
and  being  out  of  the  reach  of  any  poilible  views 
different  from  the  good  of  the  whole,  no  man, 
without  a  manifefl  violence  to  his  reafon,  can  ima- 
gine but  that  we  are  as  much  concerned,  and, 
therefore,  would  be  as  careful  to  prevent  and  divert 
any  miferies^confufions^  or  divifions,  that  may  threat- 
en the  province,  as  any  other  fett  of  men  what- 
foever  ;  fo  that  this  charge,  from  the  Aflembly, 
if  levelled  againfl  us,  is  not  only  unjuil,  but  will  be 
judged,  we  believe,  exceedingly  ungrateful,  by 
all  that  impartially  confider  us,  and  our  circum- 
(tances,  among  our  neighbours. 

"  After  this  general  accufation,  involving  us 
in  all  things,  that  have  been  irregularly  commit- 
ted, or,  that  any  perfon  can  think  fo  to  have 
been,  they  enumerate  four  particulars,  which 
they  call  aggrievances.  To  the  two  firft  we  have 
nothing  to  fay  ;  and  we  hope  no  man  can  believe, 
that  any  one  of  us  was  fo  much  as  privy  to  them, 
much  lefs  that  v/e  advifed  them  ;  we  here  folemnly 
declare,  each  for  himielf,  that  we  did  not.  The 
other  two  we  acknowledge  ourfelves  to  be  con- 
cerned in,  and  mall  always  juflify  :  that  is,  firfl, 
That  we  advifed  the  Treafurer  to  take  his  directi- 
ons from  the  law  alone,  and  without  regard  to  the 
partial  order  of  the  aifembly  to  the  contrary,  to 
make  his  payments  in  equal  portions ;  which,  we 
hope,  cannot  be  accounted  a  grievance :  and  in 
the  next,  To  prevent  the  greateft  of  all  poflible 
grievances ,  the  want  of  public  juftice,  of  which,  by 
the  meafures  taken  by  the  Afiembly  of  that  time, 
the  country  was  long  deprived ;  we  advifed  the 
Governor  to  make  ufe  of  the  powers,  with  which 
he  was  unqueflionably  vefted,  to  open  the  courts 
again,  and  to  reft  ore  the  courts  of  juftice  to  the 

opp  relied 
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opprefTed  country;  which  had  long  languifhed  1709. 
through  the  want  of  it,  until  they  could  be  other-  v-x~y'>-' 
wife  eftablifhed.  Men  unacquainted  with  affairs 
of  this  kind,  and  who  mud  take  their  information 
from  others,  may  be  impofed  on  by  perfons  of 
defign,  and  believe  that  to  be  irregular,  which,  in 
itfelf,  is  a  mod  wholefome  and  neceffary  act ;  but 
we  can,  with  aifurance,  affirm,  that  we  had  full 
fatisfaclion,  from  men  of  the  bed  abilities,  that 
what  we  advifed  and  concurred  in  this  matter,  was 
regular,  jud  and  legal. 

"  Upon  the  whole,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor, 
though  on  the  one  hand,  we  mail  be  exceedingly 
unwilling  to  have  any  mifunderftanding  with  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  well  knowing  it  to 
be  an  unhappinefs,  that  all  reafonable  meafures 
Ihould  be  taken  to  prevent ;  yet,  on  the  other, 
we  fhall  not,  by  any  contrivances,  be  diverted 
from  difcharging  the  truft  repofed  in  us,  during 
our  continuance,  in  this  flation,  with  honour  and 
juftice,  to  the  bed  of  our  abilities ;  but,  from 
time  to  time,  fhall  offer  to  the  Governor  fuch  ad- 
vice as  we  fhall  judge  mod  conducive  to  the  gene- 
ral good  of  the  province  ;  in  the  welfare  of  which 
we  are  fo  nearly  concerned,  in  our  fever al  private 
intereds  ;  and  in  the  meantime,  hope.we  may  judly 
expecl  to  be  fecured  from  calumny  and  mifrepre- 
fentation.

The  Governor  having  laid  this  reprefentation  of 
The  Affem-  the  Council  before  the  AlTembly,  it  produced  an 
Wydjfpieaf-  addrefs  to  him,  by  way  of  anfwer,  from  the 
kc.  Houfe.  In  this  they  blamed  the  Council,  for 
feeming  to  apply  to  themfelves,  in  general,  what 
was  meant  by  the  words,  evil  counfel ;  of  which, 
they  faid,  they  had  given  their  explanation  before, 
in  their  anfwer  to  the  Governor's  fpeech.*  They 
were  difpleafed  at  the  Council's  declaring,  they 
had  nothing  to  fay,  refpecUng  the  two  particulars 
of  Evans's  conducl,  mentioned  in  the  Aflembly's 
addrefs,  viz.  That  ofthefa/fc  alarm,  in  1706,  and 
the  affair  at  Newcajlle.  As  to  the  other  two 
points,  in  regard  to  the  Council's  advifing  the 
Treafurer  and  the  Governor,  as  they  acknow- 
ledged themfelves  to  have  done ;  the  Aifembly 
appeared  incenfed  at  the  Council's  prefuming  to 
do  the  former,  as  it  was  not  properly  their  office ; 
and  they  cenfured  them  for  oppofing  the  late  Af- 
fembly,  in  their  advice  to  the  Governor,  on  the 
bill  of  courts,  and  their  affenting,  at  the  fame 
time,  to  the  Governor's  ordinance,  for  carrying 
into  execution  the  fame  thing,  and  fo  nearly  in 
the  fame  manner,  that  the  faid  bill  was  intended 
to  do  ;  in  fhort,  they  were  angry  that  the  Coun- 
cil fhould  prefent  (in  their  words,  patronize}  fuch 
an  addrefs,  fo  oppofite  to  the  views  and  drift  of 
the  Houfe,  and  declared,  they  confidered  it,  as 
an  indignity  offered  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the 
late  Aifembly.

actions.     It  is  fcarcely  to  be  doubted  that  there  thefe  pro- 
"was  real  occafion,  in  fome  cafes,  to  complain  of  Ceedins8» 
grievances,  which  demanded  proper  attention  and 
relief;  but  the  word  grievance,-  was  become  com- 
mon, and  fo .  often  ufed,  that  its  proper  applica- 
tion feems  not  always  to  have  been  fufficiently  at- 
tended to  ;  for  it  is  certain,  that  by  too  much  in- 
dulging a  difpofition  and  habit  of  complaint,  it 
has  fometimes  remarkably  affected  the  imagina- 
tions of  men,  and  magnified,  in  appearance,  what 
was  but  fmall,  in  reality  ;  and  there  have  been  in-

There  are  but  few  things,  for  which  an  apology  Apology 
may  not  be  made,  and  plaufible  reafons  given ;  for  the  Af~ 
and  it  may  reafonably  be  allcdged  that  the  views 
and  intentions   of  fome  of  thefe   AfTemblies,  in 
thus  carrying  their  difagreement  with  the  Execu- 
tive, in  fome  cafes,  to  fuch  extreme,  were  good  ; 
and  confequently  miftake,  or  excefs,  in  their  con- 
duel,  might  be  the  more  excufable :  for  it  is  not 
to  be  denied  that  fome  good  effects  to  the  province, 
in  reality,  refulted  from  thefe  proceedings.     Be

great  inducements  for  him  to  endeavour  to  dimi-  ^^ 
Rim  his  difficulty  and  trouble  on  its  account ;  more  rid,  fo/te* 
efpeeially  when  it  was  in  his  power,  in  fuch  an 
eafy  and  effectual  manner,  to  accomplifh  it ;  to 
which  it  alfo  appears,  by  his  private  letters,  yet 
extant  in  his  own  hand  writing,  he  was  fometimes 
fo  much  difpofed,  that  had  he  not  ftudied  what 
he  was  perfuaded  was  the  particular  interefl  and 
real  good  of  the  province,  before  his  own  preca- 
rious gain,  and  prefent  quiet,  he  would,  before 
this  time,  have  put  the  fame  in  execution  :  for  it 
was  moft  probable,  and  he  appears  to  have  been 
fully  of  opinion,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  pro- 
vince could  not  have  been  advantaged,  or  better- 
ed, by  fuch  a  change  of  government,  in  thofc 
times,  but  the  contrary ;  provided  they  rightly 
underilpod  their  prefent  privileges,  and  knew

We  fee  no  caufe  to  decline  faying  fo  ftill :  and  what,  if  we 
add,  That  we  defire  the  Proprietary  would  be  content  to  live  upon  his 
rents ;  and  that  fines,  forfeitures,  efcheats,  and  other  profits  and  perqui- 
fites  of  government  fhould  be  employed  for  the  common  good,  and  pub- 
lic fervice  of  the  government,  it  would  not  be  without  precedent  ?"  &c. 

"  We  are  not  willing  to  fuppofe,  when  the  Proprietary  was  favoured 
with  the  royal  charter,  and  by  virtue  thereof  affumed  the  government 
of  this  province,  and  entitled  himfelf  to  royal  mines,  efcheats,  fines, 
forfeitures,  and  other  profits  (which,  in  their  nature,  are  the  rights  of 
the  crown,  and,  as  fuch,  ought  to  be  employed  for  the  common  good) 
'  that  he  intended  to  deck  himfelf \  or  tis  Deputy,  ivitb  thefe  Jewels,  and  not 
have  directed  them,  and  other  fupplies,  given  for  the  fupport  of  govern-, 
meat,  to  be  employed  for  the  good  of  the  public,  as  revenues  of  that 
pature  ought  to  be,  but  we  rather  conclude,  the  contrary."

The  wifefi  But  abfolute,  or  unlimited,  perfection  is  not  to 
forrTetimes  ^e  exPc&e<i  m  human  nature ;  and  if  the  wifefi 
err,  &c.  councils  of  men  fometimes  err,  how  much  more 
may  a  young  AlTembly  of  honeft,  or  well  mean- 
ing, coloniils  be  reafonably  luppofed  liable  to  mif- 
take  their  own  real  intereft,  under  the  moft  plau^ 
fible  views  of  any,  in  thus  contending  for  what 
they  thought  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
people  ?  who,  in  a  legiflative  capacity,  had  not 
yet  arrived  at  that  maturity  of  judgment,  and 
prudence  of  aclion,  which  length  of  time  and 
experience  alone  can  give  ? 

After  having  prefented  their  remonftrance,  the 
Houle  adjourned ;  and  at  their  next  meeting,  on 
the  firft  day  of  the  fourth  month,  the  Governor 
made  them  the  following  fpeech,  *viz. 

"  Gentlemen,

in  execution.  Bofton,  Rhode  IJland  and  Conneclicut 
have  outdone  her  Majefty's  expectations  j  and  I 
hope  we  fhall  not  be  wanting  in  our  duty. 

"  The  quota  for  this  province  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty  men,  befides  officers,  to  be  victualled  and 
paid,  as  thofe  of  the  other  governments ;  the 

charge, 

*  That  is,  they  had  more  liberties  and  privileges,  or  means  of  render- 
ing themfelves  happy,  under  the  Proprietary,  by  a  prudent  and  proper 
ufe  of  them,  than  could  reafonably  be  expected,  immediately  under  the, 
crown ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  too  great  a  mis-ufe  of  tliefc,  either  by 
contention,  or  otherwifc,  might  poffibly  render  the  regal  government, 
.'•r  greater  rrftraint,  more  beneficial,  or  better  and  happier,  for  a  people 
fo  difjx;fcd;  for  the  t,fh:cb  of  privilege  and  liberty,  in  any  cafe  or  fitw^ 
f:r;.:,  c^;;  c;;;r  fl^l  iron;  a  proper  uio  of  them. 
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charge,  I   fuppofe,  will   amount   to   about   four    1709. 
thoufand  pounds. 

"  Perhaps  it  may  feem  difficult  to  raife  that 
number  of  men,  in  a  country  where  mofl  of  the 
inhabitants  are  obliged,  by  their  principles,  not  to 
make  ufe  of  arms ;  but,  if  you  will  raife,  for  the 
fupport  of  government,  the  fum  demanded,  I  do 
not  doubt  getting  the  number  of  men,  whofe 
principles  allow  the  ufe  of  them,  and  Commif- 
fioners  may  be  appointed  for  difpofal  of  the  coun- 
try's money ;  that  the  people  may  be  fatisfied, 
that  the  money  is  applied  to  no  other  ufe,  than 
this  expedition. 

"  I  mufl  recommend  to  you  the  prefent  cir- 
cumflances  of  the  three  lower  counties ;  you  are 
not  nowfalfely  alarmed  ;  Newcajile  feems  the  only 
place,  proper  to  make  any  defence ;  I  find  them 
ready  and  willing  to  do  any  thing,  in  their  power, 
for  the  good  of  the  countiy,  and  look  on  them- 
felves  as  a  frontier  to  you,  though  a  weak  one ;  and 
if  they  perifh,  in  all  probability,  your  deflru&ion 
will  not  be  far  off ;  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  it 
is  your  intereft,  that  they  be  furnimed  with  all 
things  neceflary  to  oppofe  the  enemy. 

"  I  have  only  to  add,  that,  as  all  private  af- 
fairs ought  to  be  poflponed  to  her  Majefly's  imme- 
diate fervice,  fo  it  will  not  confifl  with  my  duty 
to  hearken  to  any  propofals,  or  enter  into  any 
bufmefs  with  you,  till  her  Majefty's  commands  be 
complied  with ;  and,  therefore,  defire  you  will 
give  this  affair  all  poffible  difpatch."

ble  why  this  principle  of  the  Quakers  againft  war,  ^-^^ 
and  the  evil  confequences  arifmg  from  it,  when 
duly  confidered,  fhould  be  an  objection,  fo  very  pie 
material,  as  fome  perfons  make  it,  againft  any  ^ 
clafs  or  defcription,  of  people,  in  the  general  blamed  as 
community,  whofe  profitable  induftry,  and  benefi-  ^Sc** 
cent  conduct,  in  all  other  refpects,  render  them 
of  fo  much  the  greater  utility,  and  real  benefit  to 
the  public  and  common  good,  even,  in  this,  and 
every  other  department  ;  and  that  more  efpecially 
in  thefe  latter,  more  improved,  or  refined  ages  of 
the  world,  fince  war  is  become  more  a  trade,  or 
fludy  of  a  certain  clafs  of  men  only,  and  more 
reftri&ed  to,  and  managed  by,  a  part  of  the  ge- 
neral community,  appropriated  to  that  purpofe, 
than  it  was  formerly,  in  the  more  barbarous  itate 
of  mankind,  when  every  one  went  to  war,  capa- 
ble of  bearing  arms,  while  now  it  is  experienced 
that  the  far  greater  part  of  the  people,  in  all  the 
moft  civilized  ftates,  are  better,  or  more  prefera- 
bly employed,  in  promoting  and  procuring  the 
neceflary  fupport  of  the  whole  community,  at 
large  :  it  would  be  a  very  great  impropriety,  to 
blame  any  one  member  of  the  human  body, 
which  is  confined,  or  appointed  to  one  particular 
office,  for  not  performing  that  of  another  ;  for 
which  it  is  neither  qualified,  nor  intended,  by  the 
Author  of  human  nature  :  the  body  politic  con- 
fills  of  many  parts,  or  members,  as  well  as  the 
human  ;  and  their  offices,  in  a  well  regulated 
ftate,  are  as  various  :  wifdom  is  no  lefs  requifite  They  a/* 
than  ftrength  ;  and  the  arts  of  peace,  with  the  ™ore  con

onake  but  a  very  lorry  figure,  in  any  nation,  with- 
out thofe  means,  which  are  the  effecls  of  the  for- 
mer. Can  any  thinking  and  reflecting  mind  be 
-fo  unacquainted  with  the  excellency  of  thole  quali- 

fies., 
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1709.  ties,  which  diftinguifli  the  rational  from  the  irra- 
s-*^r^>/  tional  creation,  as  not  to  be  fenfible,  that  it  is 
better  by  wifdom,  or  good  policy,  to  prevent  war, 
than  by  force  of  arms,  and  the  art  military  to 
fupport,  or  only  to  fufpend  it  ?  For  it  is  impota- 
ble, that  the  application  of  a  thing,  by  which,  in 
reality,  that  fame  thing  folely  exifts,  and  is  kept 
alive,  mould  put  an  end  to  it,  or  entirely  take 
away  its  exiflence.  War  is  certainly  the  greateft 
punifhment  in  the  world,  that  the  Almighty  hath 
ailigned  for  the  wickednefs  of  the  human  race ; 
and  it  is  the  departure  of  mankind  from  their  true 
intereft,  and  real  good  alone,  which  makes  it  necef- 
fary  ;  confequently,  as  a  principle  of  thinking  and 
acting  gains  ground,  or  increafes,  in  the  world, 
which  approaches  neareft  to  the  flandard  of  truth, 
and  takes  away  the  caufe  of  punifhment,  in  the 
fame  proportion,  muft  the  ncceflity  and  practice 
of  this  evil  decreafe  in  it. 

Akfurd  ob-  But,  of  all  people  thofe  appear  to  have  the  leaft 
iTainfUhe  reaf°n  to  make  this  objection  a  fubject  of  corn- 
Quakers  of  plant  againft  the  .Quakers-  of  Penn/yfaania,  who, 
Pennfyiva-  ^nowmg  their  principle,  in  this  refpecl,  never- 
thelefs,  in  preference  to  all  the  reft  of  the  colonies, 
and,  even,  to  all  the  reft  of  the  world,  which 
were  before  them,  equally  free  for  their  choice, 
have  removed  from  various  diftant  parts,  and 
fettled  among  them ;  yet  many  fuch  have  been 
known  in  this  province !  But,  which  is  ftill  more 
remarkable,  that  people  profefTedly  of  a  different 
way  of  thinking,  in  this  particular,  fhould,  in 
greater  numbers,  and  much  more  abundantly, 
flock  into  Pennfylvanla9  from  abroad,  than  into 
any  other  of  the  colonies  befides ;  and  yet  this  has 
been  the  real  cafe  here,  both  in  later  years,  and 
alfo  in  the  more  early  times  of  the  province: 
which  certainly  fhewed  a  very  diftinguiming  pre- 
ference, which,  in  reality,  was  thereby  given  to 
the  Quakers  and  their  principles,  notwithstanding 

the 
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the  high  abfurdity,  which  any  of  thofe  people,    1709. 
who  have  thus  made  Pennfyhania  their  choice,  w""v~"-* 
may  fmce  have  exhibited,  by  declaiming  againft 
them  on  this  account :  for  it  cannot  be  reafonably 
fuppofed  they  were  ignorant  that  this   country, 
and  the  government  of  it,  could  not  poilibly  have 
been  granted,  at  firil,  to  the  Quakers,  on  account 
of  their  fighting  principles  ^   or  that  they  mould  de- 
fend it  <with  arms,  by  any  who  properly  knew 
them,  notwithflanding  they  were  empowered,  or 
entrufted,  fo  to  do,  if  they  chofe  it ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  for  thofe  other  qualifications,   at  leaft, 
not  lefs  neceffary  and  beneficial,  for  the  fupport  intention  of 
and  real  happinefs  of  any  country,  of  which  the  the  srant

fenfible  the  Quakers  were  polfeffed  ;  becaufe,  in  a  p.ennfylva- 
nation,  where  fufficient  numbers  of  fighting  men  ma' 
are  not  wanting,  on  occafion,  and  may,  at  any 
time,  be  had  for  money,  to  defend  all  parts  of  its 
dominions,  and  where  no  man,  by  the  laws,  is 
compelled  to  fight,  who  pays  his  equivalent  to  the 
fupport  of  the  government,  there  would  be  no 
abfolute  neceffity,  neither  was  it  intended,  in  the 
grant  of  the  province,  and  of  the  powers  of  go- 
verning it,  under  the  crown,  to  take  thefe  peace- 
able people  from  that  proper  attention,  which  was 
due  to  the  department,  in  which  they  were  placed, 
for  the  general  good,  in  their  civil  capacity ;  nor,  on 
that  account,  to  opprefs  any  one  part  of  the  com- 
munity, for  the  fake  of  the  other's  advantage^ 
unequally. 

This  appears  to  have  been  the  principal  end  and 
defign  of  the  Britifh  government,  at  firft,  refpecU 
ing  this  province,  notwithftanding  thofe  demands 
of  a  military  nature^  which,  either  from  a  miflaken 
notion  of  thereby  more  effectually  ferving  the 
public  utility,  or  from  other  views,  different  from 
the  real  nature  and  original  defign  of  the  fir.ft  fet- 
tle ment  and  conftitution  of  Pennfyfoania,  have

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1709.    fince  been  made  from  it ;  not  fufficiently  adverting 
*-^~v^-'  to  the  natural,  advantageous,  and  more  excellent 
confequences,  which  absolutely,  and  of  neceflity 
mufl  always  ultimately  arife  from  the  principle, 
praclice,  induftry,  and  virtue  of  fuch  a  people, 
to  the  general  community,  in  proportion  to  the 
fmall  number  of  thofe,  who  hold  this  principle, 
Number  of  as  the  Quakers  do  ;  a  number,  which,  in  all  pro- 
vCTHkei?ne"  ^ability,  if  we  may  judge  of  the  future  by  the 
tote  very   paft,  from  the  nature  and  effect  of  fuch  a  princi- 
&c.  pje?  as  }le],j  by  them,  whether  viewed  in  a  favour- 
able,  or  unfavourable  light,   will  never  be  very 
large.* 

The  Aflembly  having  confidered  the  Governor's 
fpeech,  divers  of  the  Members  confulted  a  num- 
ber of  their  principal  conftituents,  and  Members 
of  Council,  being  Quaker  s^  on  the  occafion  jf 
which  the  Houfe  mentioned,  in  their  addrefs,  or 
anfwer  to  the  Governor ;  in  which  they  declared, 

"  That  were  it  not,  that  the  raifmg  of  money 
to  hire  men  to  fight  (or  kill  one  another)  was 
matter  of  confcience  to  them,  and  againfl  their 
religious  principles,  they  mould  not  be  wanting, 
according  to  their  abilities,  to  contribute  to  thofe 
defigns."  They  expreffed  their  regard  and  loyal* 
ty  to  the  Queen,  and  their  prayer  for  the  long 
continuance  of  her  reign,  and  concluded,  "  That, 
though  they  could  not,  for  confcience  fake ',  comply 
with  the  furnifhing  a  fupply  for  fuch  a  defence,  as

•which  was  out  of  their  line  of  duty ;  though  this 
their  mode  ultimately  anfwered  equally  the  Go- 
vernor's requefl,  or  intention. 

To  this  they  added,  in  their  addrefs,  "  That 
they  humbly  hoped  he  would  be  pleafed  to  accept 
this,  as  a  teflimony  of  their  unfeigned  loyalty, 
and  thankful  acknowledgment,  for  her  grace 
and  clemency  towards  them,  and  the  reft  of  her 
fubjects  ;  and  though  the  meannefs  of  the  prefent 
were  fuch  as  was  unworthy  of  the  favour  of  her 
acceptance  (which  indeed,  faid  they,  was  caufed 
not  through  want  of  good-will,  and  loyal  affection, 
but  by  inabilty  and  poverty,  occafioned  by  great  TheAffem- 
loiTes,  late  taxes  mifapplied,*  lownefs  of  the

After  this  feveral  meflages  and  anfwers  pafled 
between  the  Governor  and  Alfembly,  on  the  fub- 
jecl,  but  without  any  effect  ;  for  the  Houfe,  being 
determined  to  adhere  to  their  refolve,  concluded  They  ad- 
it  to  be  their  opinion,  that,  as  the  Governor  had  heretothdr

reiufed  to  give  his  audit  to  their  propoial  or  railing 
the  ;£.  500,  above  mentioned,  and  to  proceed  to 
other  bufinefs,  till  it  was  now  too  late,  in  the  fea- 
fon,  to  fit  longer,  at  prefent,  they  would  there- 
fore adjourn,  till  the  harveft  was  over. 

Of  this  the  Governor,  being  informed,  by  a 
written  mefTage  from  the  Houfe,  it  produced  fur- 
ther altercation,  or  difpute  between  them  j  the 
Governor  being  determined  to  proceed  to  no  other 
bufinefs,  till  that  of  the  Queen  was  firfl  iifued; 
and  the  Houfe  declaring,  they  wouM  not  agree  to 
the  Governor's  propofal  of  raifing  money,  either 
directly,  or  indirectly,  for  the  expedition  to  Ca- 
nada, for  the  reafons  they  had  given  ;  yet  they 
continued  their  refolution  of  raifing  £.  500,  as  a 
prefent  to  the  Queen,  and  intended  to  prepare  a 
bill  for  that  purpofe,  at  their  next  meeting,  on 
the  1  5th  day  of  Auguft  next  ;  to  which  time  they  TheAffem- 

bly  adjourn. 


The  Governor  convened  the  Afiembly  before 
the  time,  to  which  they  had  adjourned  ;  and,  in 
a  fpeech,  he  told  them,  "  That  their  enemies,  Purport  of 
having  plundered  Lewiftown,  watered  in  the  bay,  ^ 
and  founded  it,  as  they  paffed  along,  gave  alarming  &c. 
apprehenfions  of  a  nearer  vifit  ;  and  that  he  de- 
manded fome  provifion  to  be  immediately  made, 
in   cafe   of  emergency.3'  —  "  That  the  chiefs  of 
feveral  Indian  nations,  being  in  town,  a  fupply 
was  immediately  requifite,  to  make  them  a  fuit- 
able  prefent  ;  that  the  importance  of  their  friend-

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1709.  mip,  and  the  eafy  terms  of  maintaining  it, 
W~N"%-*'  were  diffidently  evident ;" — "  That,  of  the  mo- 
ney, which  had  been  appropriated  for  that 
ufe,  now  nothing  remained,  for  a  prefent  to 
them ;  and  that,  though  money  could  not  fo  fud- 
denly  be  raifed,  as  the  cafe  required,  yet  they 
might  find  means  to  procure  credit,  fo  as  that 
they  might  not  go  away  empty." — "  That  there 
was  no  manner  of  provifion  for  the  Governor's 
fupport ;  That  the  Proprietary,  on  whom  the  Af- 
iembly  had  too  often  had  expectation,  in  the  cafe, 
had,  by  his  late  hard  treatment,  from  fome, 
whom  he  had  too  far  trufted,  been  entirely  difa- 
bled  (were  it  in  itfelf  reafonable)  to  continue  any 
fuch  provifion  ;  confequently  their  immediate  re- 
folution  was  abfolutely  neceilary  to  contribute 
what  was  proper  in  this  point ;  otherwife  they 
mu (t  expect  a  change  that  would  prove  more 
chargeable." 

ran  of  the      The  AfTembly  expreffed  their  concern  for  what 
-Affcmbiy's  had  happened  at  Lew/fawn ;   and  that  the  Go- 
c<  vernor  was  already  acquainted  how  far  the  gene- 
rality of  the  people  of  the  province  could  oppofe 
fuch  an  attempt.     They  admired,  that,  after  fuch 
large  lums,  raifed  for  the  fupport  of  government, 
they  were  notwithstanding  left  fo  unprovided,  as 
the  Governor  had  reprefented  ;  and  they  earneftly 
requeued  his  afTiftance,  to  call  the  late  Governor 
and  Secretary  to  account,  for  the  money,  which, 
they  laid,  mould  have  been  applied  to  the  ufe  of 
They  agree tne  public.

to  a  bill,  for  the  eafe  and  fecurity  of  the  people, 
in  that  refpect,  properly  regulated,  and,  on  his 
part,  to  do  his  duty,  fo  he  hoped  they  would  be 
careful  to  offer  him  nothing  that  he  could  not  af- 
fent  to,  without  a  violation  of  his  honour  and  truft, 
&c.  he  recommended  their  reviewing  the  bills, 
palTed  by  the  former  AfFemblies ;  and  thanked 
them  for  the  provifion,  which  they  had  made  for 
the  Indians :  which  concluded  the  feffions. 
ThcAffem-  The  Affembly,  at  their  next  fitting,  in  Auguft, 
i/tteir1  notwithflanding  the  Governor's  recommending 
former  de-  them  to  conduct  their  proceedings  fo  far  conform- 
able to  the  powers,  he  had  to  oblige  them,  that 
their  labours  might  not  be  in  vain,  and  his  point- 
ing out  to  them  the  exceptionable  parts  of  the 
bill  of  courts,  &c.  flill  remained  tenacious  of  their 
own  method,  and  adhered  to  their  former  claims. 
Upon  which,  at  their  next  meeting,  on  the 
28th  of  September,  he  fent  them  a  written  mei- 
fage,  which  concludes  with  the  following  para- 
graph.

they  might  actually  be  paffed  into  laws,  yet,  until 
I  fee  the  country  as  ready  to  difcharge  their  duty, 
in  providing  for  my  fupport,  in  the  adminiilra- 
tion,  independent  of  any  fupply  from  the  Propri- 
etary, who,  as  I  told  you  before,  cannot  now 
(were  it  even  reafonable)  fpare  any  part  of  his  eftate 
here,  to  that  purpofe,  I  fhall  account  myfelf  very 
imjurl  to  the  duty  I  owe  myfelf,  if  I  concur  in 
any  other  public  act,  in  legislation,  though  truly 
inclinable  to  do  all,  for  the  advantage  ©f  the  public, 
that  can  reafonably  be  expected  from  me  :  but  a 
Governor  cannot  lie  under  a  greater  obligation'  to 
the  people,  than  they  do  to  him ;  nor  can  that  be

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accounted  a  free  gift  from  them,  which  is  but    1709. 
their  indifpenfible  duty ;  for,  at  this  time,  there  is 
no  fupport  for  a  Governor,  in  this  government, 
but  what  mufl  be  granted  by  an  act  of  an  Affem- 
bly.     You  have  told  me,  that  you  had  voted  jive 
hundred  pounds  to  the  Queen,  three  hundred  pounds 
for  the  fervice  of  the  public,  and  two  hundred 
pounds  to  me ;  and  you  have  lately  informed  me, 
that  when  I  had  palled  the  other  acts,  the  Speaker 
would  prefent  a  bill  to  me,  for  railing  that  mo- 
ney.

it.  Could  it  be  expected,  I  fay,  that  I  mould 
pafs  all  that  you  defired  of  me,  and  then  depend 
on  your  prefenting  that  bill?  Or,  can  it  be 
thought  reafonable,  or,  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
public,  that  I  mould  pafs  an  act,  for  raifing  and 
applying  eight  hundred  pounds,  for  feveral  ufes, 
befides  thofe  two  hundred  pounds ^  faid  to  be  grant- 
ed to  me,  without  taking  proper  advice  upon  it, 
of  thofe,  whom  the  difcharge  of  my  duty,  as 
well  as  my  inclinations,  obliges  me  to  confult,  in 
all  public  matters  ;  nor  that  I  mould  have  it  in  my 
power  to  object  to,  or  alter,  any  part  of  the 
whole  bill,  after  it  is  prefented  ?  No,  gentlemen, 
as  I  have  no  defigns,  but  what  are  plain  and  ho- 
ned, fo  I  mud  expect  a  fuitable  treatment ;  and, 
therefore,  I  now  defire  you  faithfully  to  lay  before 
the  people,  whom  you  reprefent,  and  to  whom 
you  are  returning/ what  I  have  here  faid  to  you ;

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1709.  and,  upon  this  occafion,  aflure  them  from  me,  that 
v-^~v~"-'  unlefs  they  take  care  to  grant  a  requifite  fupport, 
vermxrre-  anc^  m  ^ucn  a  manner,  as  is  fit  to  be  accepted,  I 
fufes  fur-  {hall  not  at  all  think  mfelf  concerned  to  attend

was  now  advanced  above  their  power,  obftru&ed  ^ *"" 
all  their  public  tranfaclions,  that  did  not  pleafe 
him,  treated  the  Members  of  the  Houfe  with  in- 
fult  and  abufe,  and,  in  effect,  was  the  chief  caufe 
of  their  grievances  and  calamities. 

In  October  next  following,  the  fame  Members  of  The  old 
AfTembly  were  moflly  re-elected,  and  David  Lloyd  Affably

again  chofen  Speaker  :  to  whom  the  Governor,  choien. 
in  his  fpeech,  on  the  i7th,  after  having  mentioned 
divers  other  affairs,  before  the  former  Affembly, 
unfinifhed,  and  further  preffed  their  making  due 
provifion  for  the  fupport  of  the  lieutenancy  of  the 
government,  a  duty,  which,  he  faid,  was  fo  in- 
cumbent upon  them,  that  without  it,  no  govern- 
ment could  have  a  being  ;  he  thus  expreffed  him- 
felf: 

"  Gentlemen,  you  are  met  for  no  other  end,  part  of  the 
than  to  ferve  the  country,  whom  you  reprefent ;  Governor's 
I  hope,  therefore,  you  will  fludy  all  poffible  t 
means,  that  may  contribute  to  the  real  happinefs 
of  that :  which,  I  believe,  you  will  find,  may  be 
much  promoted  by  improving  a  good  underfland- 
ing  between  you  and  me,  in  our  refpective  fla- 
tions. 

"  I  would  not  willingly  look  back  upon  fome 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  lad  Houfe,  only  from 
thence  I  muft  give  you  a  neceffary  caution,  to 
dwell  lefs,  than  has  been  done,  on  that  general 
language  of  evil  counfel,  or  counlellors,  generally 
ufed,  as  an  artful  method,  to  ftrike  at  the  counfel- 
led  ;  but,  with  me,  I  believe,  without  occafion  ;  or, 
that  of  grievances  and  opprcffions,  words,  by  God's

"  I  have  already  faid,  that  I  would  not  look 
back  to  the  proceedings  of  the  lail  Houfe ;  but 
the  Secretary  has  found  himfelf  fo  much  aggriev- 
ed by  their  remonflrance,  that  he  has  preiented, 
for  my  perufal,  a  long  defence ;  in  which  I  (hall 
not  think  myfelf  any  further  concerned,  than  to 
obferve  to  you,  that,  to  my  furprife,  he  has 
charged  the  Speaker  of  that  Houfe  with  fome 
proceedings,  which,  if  true,  will  require  your 
confideration,  and  fome  further  meafures  to  be 
taken  upon  them  ;  for  which  reafon,  I  have  or- 
dered him  to  lay  a  copy  of  them  before  you  ; 
and  I  mufl  fay,  if  that  reprefentation  be  well 
grounded,  I  cannot  fee  that,  under  this  govern-

they  considered,  in  great  meaiure,  as  the  caufe  of 
the  mifunderftanding  between  them  and  the  Go- 
vernor,   they  faid  :— "  But,    may  it  pleafe  the 
-     Governor,  we  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  the  duty 
fwcr.         incumbent  on   us,  to  contribute  to  this  general 
fupport  of  the  lieutenancy,  is  grounded  upon  a 
condition  precedent ;  fo  that  the  people,  accord- 
ing to  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Englifh  go- 
vernment, 
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vernment,  are  not  obliged  to  contribute  to  the    1709. 
fupport  of  that  adminifhration,  which  affords  them  ^-^~*" 
no  redrefs,  when  their  rights  are  violated,  their 
liberties  infringed,  and  their  reprefentative  body 
affronted  and  abided  :  hence  it  is,  that  that  branch 
of  the  legiilative  authority  feldom  move  to  give 
fupplies  till  their  aggrievances  are  redreffed,  and 
reparation  made,    for  the    indignities  they   meet 
with  from  the  other  branch  of  the  fame  authority. 

"  We  are  very  fenfible  that  the  end  of  our 
meeting  is  to  ferve  the  country  ;  and  we  affure 
the  Governor,  there  fhall  be  nothing  wanting,  on 
our  parts,  to  promote  it,  and  improve  a  good  un- 
derftanding  between  him  and  us,  in  our  refpeftive 
flations :  but  let  not  the  language  of  the  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people,  about  evil  counfellors, 
grievances  and  opprejfions^  be  irkfome  to  the  Go- 
vernor ;  for  we  ihall  not  anfwer  the  true  end  of 
our  meeting,  nor  discharge  our  duty  and  truft  to 
thofe,  that  fent  us,  if  we  be  filent,  and  not  infifl  up- 
on redrefling  thofe  things,  that  are  amifs,  with  a 
refolution  to  ufe  our  endeavours  to  remove  what 
appears  to  (land  in  the  way. 

"  We  have,  with  all  the  application,  this  fhort 
time  could  allow,  informed  ourfelves  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  late  Affemblies,  and  find  no  juft 
grounds  for  the  Governor  to  fuppofe  that  their 
complaints  of  evil  counfel  or  counfellors  have  been 
ufed  as  methods  to  ftrike  at  him ;  but,  we  be- 
lieve, it  was  their  care,  as  we  find  it  to  be  ours, 
that  the  Governor  may  not  be  impofed  on,  or 
prevailed  with,  to  adhere  to  evil  counfel.,  and  ren- 
der his  a&ings  inconliftent. 

"  We  fuppofe  it  needlefs  to  be  more  exprefs, 
than  the  late  Affembly  have  been,  to  demonflrate 
what  an  enemy  the  Secretary  has  been  to  the  wel- 
fare of  this  province ;  and  how  abufive  he  has 

been 
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1 709.  been  to  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  ;  fo  that 
*— -v-«~  we  can  do  no  lefs  than  repeat  the  requefl  of  for- 
mer  Aflemblies,  to  have  him  removed  from  the 
Governor's  Council ;  which  we  doubt  not  will  be 
a  moll  effectual  means  to  improve  a  good  imder- 
ftanding  between  thee  and  us. 

"  If  the  Governor  will  look  back,  and  duly 
confider  the  complaints  and  remonftrances  of  the 
late  AiTembKes,  it  will  appear,  that  grievances  and 
Gpprcffions  are  words,  which  are  formed  upon  juft 
complaints ;  and  for  which  the  country  wants  re- 
drefs ;  fo  that  what  the  Governor  fuppofes,  on 
that  head,  is  not  candid  towards  the  reprefentatives 
of  the  people. 

"  May  it  pleafe  the  Governor,  whatever  might 
be  the  occafion,  or  defign,  of  the  lail  claufe,  in 
thy  fpeech,  we  are  of  opinion,  it  was  not  well 
timed ;  for  if  the  Secretary's  charge,  againft  our 
Speaker,  had  any  weight,  it  mould  have  been 
propounded  as  an  objection  agair.fl  the  AfTembly's 
choice  of  him,  for  Speaker  :  but,  after  thou  hadil 
declared  thy  approbation  of  their  choice,  that 
thou  ihouklil:  be  prevailed  upon  fo  far  to  patronize 
the  Secretary's  infmuation  againft  the  Speaker, 
as  to  make  it  a  part  of  thy  fpeech  to  us,  before 
we  had  feen,  or  heard,  the  charge,  we  can  do  no 
lefs  than  refent  it,  as  an  indignity  offered  to  this 
Houfe  ;  for,  though  we  are  men,  that  cannot  be 
much  meaner  in  the  Governor's  eye,  than  we  are 
in  our  own  efleem,  yet  we  mull  put  him  in  mind, 
that,  fince  the  royal  charter  commits  this  part  of 
the  lepifkitive  authority  to  our  care,  we  ought  to 
have  the  regard,  due  to  our  ftations.'* 

After  this  the  Governor  went  to  Newcaftle  ;  and 
in  the  mean  time  the  AfTembly  adjourned.  On 
their  meeting  again,  about  the  beginning  of  No- 
vember, the  Secretary,  Jams  Logan.,  intending 

for 
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for  England,  preferred  to  them  a  petition,*  requeft-    1 709. 
ing  that  preparation  might  be  made  for  his  trial, 
upon  the  impeachment  of  a  former  Affembly,  in 
the  year   1706.     They,    therefore,  fell  upon  his  ons  the  AC. 
cafe,  and  took  into  consideration  his  defence  ;  and 
his  charge  againft  their  Speaker,   David  Lloyd,

*  This  petition  was  as  follows  : 

"  To  the  Houfe  of  Representatives  of  the  province  of  Ptnrfylvattia ; 

"  The  petition  cf   'James  Logan,  Secretary  of  die  laid  province, 
"•  in  moft  humble  manner  fheweth, 

"  THAT,  whereas  the  Affembly  of  this  province,  chofen  the  firft. 
<]ay  of  October,  1706,  thought  fit  (as  is  well  known  to  you)  in  the 
month  of  February,  in  the  fame  year,  to  exhibit  to  the  then  Lieutenant 
Governor,  certain  articles  of  impeachment  againft  me ;  copies  of  which 
have  been  induftrioufly  diflfuftd  abroad ;  and,  fince  that  time,  other 
complaints  have  alfo  been  prefrnted;  and  upon  the  preemption,  that 
thofe  accufations  might  be  true,  divers  applications  have  been  made,  by 
the  laft  Aflembly.  to  the  prefent  Lieutenant  Governor,  recjueHing  that  I 
might  be  removed  from  his  Council,  &.c. 

"  Yet,  fo  it  is,  may  it  pleafe  the  Houfe,  that  not  one  of  thefe  arti- 
cles, or  complaints,  have  ever,  to  this  day,  been  duly  heard,  or,  at  any 
time,  fo  proved,  or,  even,  rendered  intelligible,  as  that,  according 
to  juftice,  I  might  have  the  opportunity  of  aniwcring  theni,  or  fpcaking 
in  my  own  juflification,  notwithftanding  I  had,  by  feveral  repeated  in- 
ftances,  earneftly  prefled  to  obtain  that  favour ;  by  which  means,  and 
the  endeavours,  that  divers  perfons,  highly  difaffected  to  me,  have  ufed 
to  calumniate  me,  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  province,  I  have  been 
moft  grievoufly  injured  and  opprcfied ;  now,  inafmuch  as,  for  fome 
months  paft,  it  has  been  generally  known,  that  I  am  fpeedily  to  under- 
take a  voyage  for  Great  Britain,  whither  the  Proprietor's  affairs  do,  at 
prefent,  urgently  call  me  ;  and  being,  by  the  late  AfTembly's  moft  bittor 
rtmonftrance  againft  me,  laid  under  a  greater  ntceffity  than  ever,  to  clear 
myielf  of  the  feveral  unjuft  imputations,  th:ir  have  been  thrown  on  me, 
ld>  any  perfon,  in  thofe  diftant  places,  to  Vvjiiv.li  I  am  to  repair,  and  to 
'which  the  AfTembly's  papers  have  been  folickoufiy  tranfmitted,  fhould 
be  fo  far  impofed  on,  as  to  believe  that  thofe  accufations,  without  any  trial, 
have  really  fome  weight  in  them  ;  which,  upon  a  trial,  notwithftanding, 
)  luvc  no  caufe  to  doubt,  but  will  totally  difappear :  I,  therefore,  hum- 
bly befeech  this  Houfe,  that,  for  rendering  me  the  relief,  that  is  due  to 
the  great  wrongs,  1  have  fuftain^d,  they  would  be  gracioufly  pleafcd  to 
order  all  thofe,  who  have  appeared  againft  me,  the  fevereft  and  moft 
implacable,  of  my  enemies,  whoever  they  be,  to  proceed  in  profecutinjj 
me,  with  their  utmoft  zeal  and  ardour ;  that  the  very  worft  of  my  fail- 
ings, in  public  aifairs,  may  be  drawn  in  the  moft  legible  characters,  and 
expofed  without  mercy,  to  the  eyes  of  all  men ;  to  the  end  that,  in  be- 
holding them,  they  may  fully  know  the  extent  of  my  crimes  ;  and  there- 
upon regard  me,  as  I  fhall  be  found  to  defcrve,  and  not  otlurwifc. 

"  But,  becaufe  the  time  of  my  departure  now  draws  nigh,  I  muft, 
therefore,  further  befeech  the  Houfe,  that  this  proiecution  may  be  car-

prehend  Speaker,  for  apprehending  the  Secretary,  and  for 
committing  him  to  the  county  gaol  of  Philadelphia^ 
founded  on  what  they  thus  expreffed,  in  the  laid 
warrant,  viz.  "  For  his  offence,  in  reflecting  upon 
fundry  Members  of  this  Hovfe,  in  particular,  and  the 
'whole  Houfe,  in  general,  charging  the  proceedings 
of  this  Affembly  with  unfairnefs  and  injuftice."*

"  At  the  Affembly  held  at  Philadelphia  the  2jth  day  of  November, 
1709. 

"  The  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  did  yeftcrday  adjudge  James  Logan, 
for  his  offence,  in  reflecting  upon  fundry  Members  of  this  Houle  in 
particular,  and  the  whole  Houfe  in  general,  charging  the  proceedings  of 
this  Affembly  with  unfairnefs  and  injuftice. 

"  Thcfe  are,  therefore,  in  the  behalf  of  the  faid  Houfe  of  Reprefen- 
tatives to  reouire  and  charge  thee  to  attach  the  body  of  the  faid  James 
Layan,  and  him  take  forthwith  into  thy  cuftody,  within  the  county  gaol 
of  our  lady  the  Queen,  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  under  thy  charge, 
and  him  therein  iafely  to  detain  and  keep,  until  he  fliall  willingly  make 
his  fubmiflion,  to  the  fatisfa&ion  of  this  Houfe,  or  of  fuch  order  as 
this  Houfe  fhall  take  for  the  fame,  during  the  continuance  of  this  prefent 
Affembly;  and  this  fhall  be  thy  fufficient  warrant  in  that  behalf.

*  WHEREAS,  th    Members  chofen  to  ferve  in  Affembly,  for  this 
province,  as  appears  by  certain  refolves,  and  divers  expreffions  ufed  by 
them,  on  this  occafion,  as  I  am  credibly  informed,  have  threatened  to 
take  into  cuflody  James  Logan,  Secretary  of  this  province,  and  a  Mem- 
ber of  Council  for  the  fame ;  and  thereby  would  prevent  his  intended 
voyage  towards  Great  Britain ;  whither  the  Proprietor's  affairs  do  call 
him,  in  which  he  is  now  ready  to  embark,  notwithftanding  it  has  ne- 
ver appeared  that  any  Affembly  in  this  province  are,  in  themfelves, 
veiled  with  any  authority  to  attach  any  perfon,  who  is  not  of  their  own 
houfe,  and  much  lefs  a  Member  of  Council :  nor  is  there  any  jurifdic- 
tion  yet,  for  the  trial  of  fuch  as  they  account  offenders  againft  them : 
and  notwithftanding,  at  the  time  of  making  t'he  faid  refolves,  they  were 
not  legally  an  Affembly,  nor,  for  the  future,  can  be  fuch,  until  I  fh.aH 
fee  caufe  to  call  them.     [Note,  this  is  faid  on  account  of  their  having 
dropped  their  adjournment.]     Now,  to  prevent  any  difordcr,  that  may 
arife  from  fuch  undue  and  irregular  proceedings,  I  do  hereby  require  and 
ftrictly  command  you,  the  faid  Sheriff,  that  you  fuffer  not  the  faid 
James  Logan  to  be  any  wife  molefted  by  virtue  of  any  order,  or  pretend- 
ed order,  of  Affembly,  whatever ;  and,  in  cafe  any  of  the  faid  Affem-

ty  vindicated  himfelf,  and  fo  far  fucceeded  againft 
tne  vi°^ence  °f  tne  oppofition,  that  he  not  only 
views,  &c.  furvived  the  ftorm,  and  continued  in  his  offices, 
but  alfo  was  afterwards  Prefident  of  the  province  j

province  in  from  the  beginning,  or,  at  lead,  from  very  early 
&c/  '  times  ;  who  thought  it  their  duty  and  interefl  con- 
ftantly  to  oppofe  the  Proprietary,  in  all  cafes  indif- 
criminately,  where  either  his  power,  or  intereft, 
xvas  concerned ;  and  though  frequently  but  fmall 
and  weak,  yet  they  were  fufficiently  able  to  em- 
barrafs  the  public  proceedings,  and  endanger  the 
general  tranquillity,  according  as  time  and  oppor- 
tunity offered  :  thefe,  for  a  number  of  years  pad, 
having,  by  continual  complaints  of  great  and  nu- 
merous grievances  unredreffed,  worked  up  the 
rninds  of  many  well-difpofed  perfons,  in  the  pro- 
vince, into  the  belief  of  the  reality  of  more  of 
this  kind  than  ever  exifted  in  if,  thereby  occafion- 
ed  hard  thoughts  of  the  Proprietary,  and  fome- 
what  of  an  unworthy  treatment,  even,  from  fome 
of  his  friends ;  infomuch,  that,  for  a  confidera- 
ble  time,  they  had  obtained  a  majority  in  the  Af- 
fembly,  and  vifibly  acted  in  the  extreme  againft 
him.

in  thefe  times,  particularly  obliged  him ;  as  fully 
appears  by  many  of  his  private  letters,  during  the 
latter  part  of  his  life,  largely  expreffing  his  ardent 
and  longing  defire  to  live  and  die  in  this  country ; 
consequently  fome  things,  in  his  province,  were 
not  in  that  order,  which  could  have  been  defired, 
though  far  from  being  as  they  were  reprefented  ; 
which,  in  fuch  a  new,  young  and  unexperienced 

government, 
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government,  in  a  colony  compofed  of  fuch  an    1703. 
heterogeneous  mixture  of  people  of  different  hu-  ^ 
mours,  opinions  and  interefts,  and  in  a  land  of  fa 
great  liberty,  as  this  then  was,  fo  much  the  more 
required  the  prefence  of  an  able  and  conflant 
hand,  to  manage  and    redrefs ;    though,   in  the 
whole,  compared  with  others,  it  was  manifeftly 
in  a  very  happy,  thriving  and  flourishing  condition. 

From  hence,  however,  his  aclverfaries,  and  the  Andendai*.

was  amifs ;  and,  as  it  is  an  ealy  matter  to  perluade  ana  Confti- 
people  that  they  are  aggrieved,  more  efpecially  tution>  &c- 
when  under  fuch  a  variety  of  difficulties  as  is 
common  and  natural,  at  lead  in  fome  degree,  to 
any  new  fettlement  of  this  kind,  they,  therefore, 
influenced  many  of  the  well-meaning  to  join  in  the 
oppofition ;  which  was  now  carried  on  with  a 
high  hand  ;  though,  it  is,  with  great  reafon,  ap- 
prehended, divers  of  thefe  neither  defigned,  nor 
faw,  the  confequence,  to  which  their  proceedings 
naturally  and  ultimately  tended  ;  which,  at  length, 
about  this  time,  produced  the  following  fevere 
and  expoftulatory  letter  from  the  Proprietary  to 
the  Aifembly,  viz.

1710.  "  When  it  pleafed  God  to  open  a  way  for  me 
^^^^  to  fettle  that  colony,  I  had  reafon  to  expect  a  fo- 
lid  comfort  from  the  fervices,  done  to  many  hun- 
dreds of  people ;  and  it  was  no  final  1  fatisfaction 
to  me,  that  I  have  not  been  difappointed  in  feeing 
them  profper,  and  growing  up  to  a  flourifhing 
country,  bleifed  with  liberty,  eafe  and  plenty, 
beyond  what  many  of  themfelves  could  expect  j 
and  wanting  nothing  to  make  themfelves  happy, 
but  what,  with  a  right  temper  of  mind,  and  pru- 
dent conduct,  they  might  give  themfelves.  But, 
alas !  as  to  my  part,  inflead  of  reaping  the  like 
advantages,  fome  of  the  greateft  of  my  troubles 
have  arofe  from  thence ;  the  many  combats,  I 
have  engaged  in ;  the  great  pains,  and  incredi- 
ble expenfe,  for  your  welfare  and  eafe,  to  the  de- 
cay of  my  former  eftate ;  of  which  (however 
fome  there  would  reprefent  it)  I  too  fenfibly  feel 
the  effects  ;  with  the  undeferved  oppofition,  I  have 
met  with  from  thence,  fink  me  into  forrow ; 
that,  if  not  fupported  by  a  fuperior  hand,  might 
have  overwhelmed  me  long  ago.  And  I  cannot 
but  think  it  hard  meafure,  that,  while  that  has 
proved  a  land  of  freedom  and  flouriming,  it 
fhould  become  to  me,  by  whofe  means  it  was 
principally  made  a  country,  the  caufe  of  grief, 
trouble  and  poverty. 

"  For  this  reafon  I  mull  defire  you  all,  even, 
of  all  profeffions  and  degrees,  for  although  all 
have  not  been  engaged  in  the  meafures,  that  have 
been  taken,  yet  every  man,  who  has  an  interefl 
there,  is,  or  muft  be,  concerned  in  them,  by 
their  effects ;  I  muft,  therefore,  I  fay,  defire  you 
all,  in  a  ferious  and  true  weightinefs  of  mind,  to 
confider  what  you  are,  or  have  been,  doing; 
why  matters  muft  be  carried  on  with  thefe  divifions 
and  contentions,  and  what  real  caufes  have  been 
given,  on  my  fide,  for  that  oppofition  to  me,  and 
my  intereft,  which  I  have  met  with  j  as  if  I  were 

an 
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an  enemy,  and  not  a  friend,  after  all  I  have  done    1710. 
and  fpent,  both  here  and  there :    I  am  fure,    I  v-^r~v^^' 
know  not  of  any  caufe  whatfoever.     Were  I  fen- 
lible  you  really  wanted  any  thing  of  me,  in  the 
relation  between  us,  that  would  make  you  hap- 
pier, I  fhould  readily  grant  it,  if  any  reafonable 
man  would  fay  it  were  fit  for  you  to  demand ; 
provided  you  would  alfo  take  fuch  meafures  as 
were  fit  for  me  to  join  with. 

"  Before  any  one  family  had  tranfported  them- 
felves  thither,  I  earneflly  endeavoured  to  form 
fuch  a  model  of  government,  as  might  make  all, 
concerned  in  it,  eafy ;  which,  neverthelefs,  was 
fubjecl:  to  be  altered,  as  there  mould  be  occafion. 
Soon  after  we  got  over,  that  model  appeared,  in 
fome  parts  of  it,  to  be  very  inconvenient,  if  not 
impracticable  ;  the  numbers  of  members,  both  in 
the  Council  and  Alfembly,  were  much  too  large  ; 
fome  other  matters  alfo  proved  inconfiflent  with 
the  King's  charter  to  me ;  fo  that,  according  to 
the  power  referved  for  an  alteration,  there  was  a  9 

neceffity  to  make  one,  in  which,  if  the  lower 
counties  were  brought  in,  it  was  well  known,  at 
that  time,  to  be  on  a  view  of  advantage  to  the 
province  itfelf,  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  thofe 
counties,  and  to  the  general  fatisfaclion  of  thofe 
concerned,  without  the  lead  apprehenfion  of  any 
irregularity  in  the  method. 

"  Upon  this  they  had  another  charter  pafTed, 
nemlne  contradicente  ;  which  I  always  defired  might 
be  continued,  while  you  yourfelves  would  keep 
up  to  it,  and  put  it  in  practice ;  and  many  there 
know  much  it  was  againfl  my  will,  that,  upon 
my  laft  going  over,  it  was  vacated.  But  after 
this  was  laid  afide  (which  indeed  was  begun  by 
yourfelves,  in  Colonel  Fletcher's  time)  I,  accord- 
ing to  my  engagement,  left  another,  with  all  the 
privileges,  that  were  found  convenient  for  your 

good 
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1710.  good  government ;  and,  if  any  part  of  it  has 
^^p/  been,  in  any  cafe,  infringed,  it  was  never  by  my 
•approbation.  I  defired  it  might  be  enjoyed  fully. 
But  though  privileges  ought  to  be  tenderly  pre- 
ferred, they  mould  not,  on  the  other  hand,  be 
aiTerted,  under  that  name,  to  a  licentioufnefs : 
the  defign  of  government  is  to  preferve  good  or- 
der ;  which  may  be  equally  broke  in  upon  by  the 
turbulent  endeavours  of  the  people,  as  well  as  the 
overflraining  of  power,  in  aj  Governor.  I  de- 
figned  the  people  mould  be  fecured  of  an  annual 
fixed  election  and  Affembly ;  and  that  they  mould 
have  the  fame  privileges  in  it,  that  any  other  Af- 
fembly has,  in  the  Queen's  dominions ;  among 
all  which  this  is  one  conftant  rule,  as  in  the  par- 
liament here,  that  they  mould  fit  on  their  own 
adjournments ;  but  to  ftrain  this  expreflion  to  a 
power,  to  meet,  at  all  times  during  the  year, 
without  the  Governor's  concurrence,  would  be 
to  diftort  government,  to  break  the  due  propor- 
tion of  the  parts  of  it,  to  e-ftablim  confufion  in  the 
place  of  neceflary  order,  and  make  the  legiilativc 
the  executive  part  of  government.  Yet,  for  ob- 
taining this  power,  I  perceive,  much  time  and 
money  has  been  fpent,  and  great  ftruggles  have 
been  made,  not  only  for  this,  but  fome  other 
things,  that  cannot,  at  .all,  be  for  the  advantage 
of  the  people  to  be  pofTefled  of;  particularly  the 
appointing  of  Judges ;  becaufe  the  adminjflration 
might,  by  fuch  means,  be  fo  clogged,  that  it 
would  be  difficult,  if  polftble,  under  our  cir- 
cuniilances,  at  fome  times,  to  fupport  it.  As 
for  my  own  part,  as  I  defire  nothing  more  than 
the  tranquillity  and  profperity  of  the  province  and 
government,  in  all  its  branches,  could  I  fee  that 
any  of  thefe  things,  that  have  been  contended  for, 
would  certainly  promote  thefe  ends,  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  indifference  to  me  how  they  were  fettled. 
But  feeing  the  frame  of  every  government  ought 

to

to  be  regular  in  itfelf,  well  proportioned  and  fub-  1710. 
ordinate,  in  its  parts,  and  every  branch  of  it  in- 
vefted  with  fufficient  power  to  difcharge  its  fefpec- 
tive  duty,  for  the  fupport  of  the  whole,  I  have 
caufe  to  believe  that  nothing  could  be  more  de- 
flruclive  to  it,  than  to  take  fo  much  of  the  pro- 
vifion,  and  executive  part  of  the  government  out 
of  the  Governor's  hands,  and  lodge  it  in  an  un- 
certain collective  body  ;  and  more  efpecially  fines 
our  government  is  dependent,  and  I  am  anfwerable 
to  the  crown,  if  the  adminiftration  mould  fail, 
and  a  Hop  be  put  to  the  courfe  of  juftice.  On 
thefe  confederations  I  cannot  think  it  prudent,  in 
the  people,  to  crave  thefe  powers ;  becaufe  not 
only  I,  but  they  themfelves,  would  be  in  danger 
of  fullering  by  it ;  could  I  believe  otherwife,  I 
fhould  not  be  againfl  granting  any  thing  of  this 
kind,  that  were  afked  of  me,  with  any  degree  of 
common  prudence  and  civility.  But,  inftead  of 
rinding  caufe  to  believe,  the  contentions,  that 
have  been  raifed  about  thefe  matters,  have  pro-* 
ceeded  only  from  miflakes  of  judgment^  with  an 
earnefl  defire,  notwithstanding,  at  the  bottom^ 
to  ferve  the  public  (which,  I  hope,  has  flill  been 
the  inducement  of  feveral  concerned  in  them)  I 
have  had  but  too  forrowful  a  view  and  fight  to 
complain  of  the  manner,  in  which  I  have  been 
treated.  The  attacks  on  my  reputation,  the  ma- 
ny indignities  put  upon  me,  in  papers  fent  over 
hither,  into  the  hands  of  thofe  who  could  not  be 
expected  to  make  the  moft  difcreet  and  charitable 
ufe  of  them ;  the  fecret  infmuations  againfl  my 
juftice ,  befides  the  attempt,  made  upon  my  eftate  ; 
refolves  pafl  in  the  AfTemblies,  for  turning  my 
quit-rents,  never  fold  by  me,  to  the  fupport  of 
government ;  my  lands  entered  upon,  without  any 
regular  method  ;  my  manors  invaded,  (under  pre- 
tence I  had  not  duly  furveyed  them)  and  both  thefe 
by  perfons  principally  concerned  in  thefe  attempts 
VOL.  IL  [7]  againft 
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1710.  againft  me  here;  a  right  to  my  overplus  land* 
s-*^^*-/  unjuftly  claimed  by  the  pofleiTors  of  the  tra&s, 
in  which  they  are  found ;  my  private  eftate  con- 
tinually exhaufting,  for  the  fupport  of  that  go- 
vernment, both  here  and  there ;  and  no  provifion 
made  for  it  by  that  country  ;  to  all  which  I  cannot 
but  add,  the  violence,  that  has  been  particularly 
fhewn  to  my  Secretary  ;  of  which  (though  I  mail, 
by  no  means,  protect  him  in  any  thing,  he  can 
be  juftly  charged  with,  but  fufFer  him  to  Hand  or 
fall  by  his  own  actions)  I  cannot  but  thus  far  take 
notice,  that,  from  all  thefe  charges,  I  have  feen, 
or  heard  of,  againfl  him,  I  have  caufe  to  believe, 
that  had  he  been  as  much  in  oppofition  to  me,  as 
he  has  been  underftood  to  Hand  for  me,  he  might 
have  met  with  a  milder  treatment  from  his  profe- 
cutors ;  and,  to  think  that  any  man  mould  be  the 
more  expofed  there,  on  my  account,  and,  inflead 
of  finding  favour,  meet  with  enmity,  for  his  be- 
ing engaged  in  my  fervice,  is  a  melancholy  con- 
fideration !  In  fhort,  when  I  reflect  on  all  thefe 
heads,  of  which  I  have  fo  much  caufe  to  complain, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  think  of  the  hardfhips  I, 
and  my  fuffering  family,  have  been  reduced  to, 
in  no  fmall  meafure,  owing  to  my  endeavours  for, 
and  difappointments  from,  that  province,  I  can- 
not but  mourn  the  unhappinefs  of  my  portion, 
dealt  to  me  from  thofe,  of  whom  I  had  reafon  to 
exped  much  better  and  different  things ;  nor  can 
I  but  lament  the  unhappinefs,  that  too  many  of 
them  are  bringing  on  themfelves,  who,  inflead 
of  purfuing  the  amicable  ways  of  peace,  love  and 
unity,  which  I,  at  firft,  hoped  to  find  in  that  re- 
tirement, are  cherifhirig  a  fpirit  of  contention  and 
oppofition  ;  and,  blind  to  their  own  intereft,  are 
overfetting  that  foundation,  on  which  your  hap- 
pinefs  might  be  built. 

"  Friends,  the  eyes  of  many  are  upon  you  ;  the 
people  of  many  nations  of  Europe  look  on  that 

country 
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country,  as  a  land  of  eafe  and  quiet,  wifhing  to  1 7 1  o. 
themfelves,  in  vain,  the  fame  bleffings,  they  con-  s— r~v'^-' 
ceive  you  may  enjoy  :  but,  to  fee  the  ufe  you  niake 
of  them,  is  no  lefs  the  caufe  of  furprife  to  others, 
while  fuch  bitter  complaints  and  reflections  are  feen 
to  come  from  you,  of  which  it  is  difficult  to  con- 
ceive, even,  the  fenfe  or  meaning.  Where  are 
the  dijireffes,  grievances,  and  opprejjions^  that  the 
papers,  lent  from  thence,  fo  often  fay,  you  lan- 
guifh  under!  while  others  have  caufe  to  believe, 
you  have  hitherto  lived,  or  might  live,  the  hap- 
piefl  of  any,  in  the  Queen's  dominions  ? 

"  Is  it  fuch  a  grievous  opprcjjlon^  that  the  courts 
are  eflablifhed  by  my  power,  founded  on  the  king's 
charter,  without  a  law  of  your  making,  when 
upon  the  fame  plan  you  propofe  ?  If  this  difturb 
any,  take  the  advice  of  other  able  lawyers  on  the 
main,  without  tying  me  up  toj:he  opinion  of  prin- 
cipally one  man,  whom  I  cannot  think  fo  very 
proper  to  direct  in  my  affairs  (for,  I  believe,  the 
late  AfTembly  have  had  but  that  one  lawyer  amongfl 
them)  and  I  am  freely  content  you  fhould  have 
any  law,  that,  by  proper  judges,  fhould  be  found 
fuitable.  Is  it  your  opprejfion  that  the  officers  fees 
are  not  fettled  by  an  acl  of  Aflembly  ?  No  man 
can  be  a  greater,  enemy  to  extortion,  than  myfelf : 
do,  therefore,  allow  fuch  fees  as  may  reafonably 
encourage  fit  perfons  to  undertake  thefe  offices, 
and  you  fhall  foon  have  (and  fhould  have  always 
cheerfully  had)  mine,  and,  I  hope,  my  Lieute- 
nant's concurrence  and  approbation.  Is  it  fuch 
an  opprejfion^  that  licences  for  public  houfes  have 
not  been  fettled,  as  has  been  propofed  ?  It  is  a 
certain  fign  you  are  flrangers  to  opprejjion,  and 
know  nothing  but  the  name,  when  you  fo  highly 
beflow  it  on  matters  fo  inconfiderable ;  but  that 
bufmefs,  I  find,  is  adjufted.  Could  I  know  any 
real  opprejjion^  you  lie  under,  that  is  in  my  power 
to  remedy  (and  what  I  wifli  you  would  take  pro- 
per 
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1710.  per  meafures  to  remedy,  if  you  truly  feel  any 
wr~NOw/  fuch)  I  would  be  as  ready,  on  my  part,  to  remore 
them,  as  you  to  defire  it ;  but  according  to  the 
beft  judgment,  I  can  make  of  the  complaints,  I 
have  feen  (and  you  once  thought  I  had  a  pretty 
good  one)  I  muft,  in  a  deep  fenfe  of  forrow,  fay, 
that  I  fear,  the  kind  hand  of  Providence,  that 
has  fo  long  favoured  and  protected  you,  will,  by 
the  ingratitude  of  many  there  to  the  great  mercies 
of  God,  hitherto  (hewn  them,  be,  at  length,  pro- 
voked to  convince  them  of  their  unworthinefs  ; 
and,  by  changing  the  bleffings,  that  fo  little  care 
has  been  taken,  by  the  public,  to  deferve,  into 
calamities,  and  reduce  thofe,  that  have  been  fo 
clamorous,  and  caufelefsly  difcontented,  to  a  true, 
but  fmarting  fenfe  of  their  duty.  I  write  not  this, 
•with  a  defign  to  include  all ;  I  doubt  not,  many 
of  you  have  been  burdenetT  at,  and  can,  by  no 
means,  join  in  the  meafures  that  have  been  taken ; 
but  while  fueh  things  appear  under  the  name  of 
an  Aflembly,  that  ought  to  reprefent  the  whole,  I 
cannot  but  fpeak  more  generally  than  I  would  de- 
fire,  though  I  am  not  unfenfible  what  methods 
may  be  ufed  to  obtain  the  weight  of  fuch  a 
name. 

"  I  have  already  been  tedious,  and  mall  now, 
therefore,  briefly  fay,  that  the  oppofition,  I  have 
met  with  from  thence  muft,  at  length,  force  me 
to  confider  more  clofely  of  my  own  private  and 
finking  circumftances,  in  relation  to  that  province. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  defire  you  all  ferioufly  to 
•weigh  what  I  have  wrote,  together  with  your  duty 
to  yourfelves,  to  me,  and  to  the  world,  who  have 
their  eyes  upon  you,  and  are  witnefles  of  my  early 
and  earneft  care  for  you.  I  muft  think  there  is  a 
regard  due  to  me,  that  has  not  of  late  been  paid  ; 
pray,  confider  of  it  fully,  and  think  foberly,  what 
you  have  to  defire  of  me,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
ought  to  perform  to  me,  on  the  other ;  for,  from 

the 
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the  next  Affembly>  I  mall  expect  to  know  what  1710. 
you  refolve,  and  what  I  may  depend  on.  If  I 
muft  continue  my  regards  to  you,  let  me  be  en- 
gaged to  it  by  a  like  diipofition  in  you  towards  me. 
But,  if  a  plurality,  after  this,  mail  think  they 
owe  me  none,  or  no  more,  than  for  fome  years  I 
have  met  with,  let  it,  on  a  fair  election,  be  fo  de- 
clared, and  I  mall  then,  without  further  fufpenfe, 
know  what  I  have  to  rely  upon.  God  give  you 
his  wifdom  and  fear,  to  direct  you,  that  yet  our 
poor  country  may  be  bleffed  with  peace,  love  and 
induftry,  and  we  may  once  more  meet  good  friends, 
and  live  fo  to  the  end  ;  our  relation,  in  the  truth, 
having  but  the  fame  true  intereft.

What  reply  was  made  to  this  letter  does  not  ap- 
pear ;  but  notwithstanding  what  might  have  been 
thought  deficient,  or  amifs,  on  the  Proprietary's 
fide,  the  ferious  nature  of  it  could  not  but  affect 
the  confi derate  part  of  the  AlTembly  with  more 
regard  for  the  father  of  their  country,  now,  in 
his  declining  age,  and  for  his  difficult  fituation, 
occafioned  originally  and  principally  on  account  of 
it,  or,  for  the  real  advantage  of  the  colony,  than 
they  had,  for  fome  time  paft,  exhibited  ;  feeing  it 
plainly  hinted  to  what  their  proceedings,  neceflarily 
tended,  and  the  means,  though  not  expreffed, 
which  he  fhould  foon  be  obliged  to  ufe,  without 
an  immediate  alteration  of  the  AfTembly's  conduct, 
relative  to  him  and  his  intereft.  The  confequence 
thus  far  appears,  that,  at  the  next  annual  election 
of  the  Members  of  Aflembly,  in  October,  1710, 
there  was  not  one  of  thofe  Members  returned, 
who  ferved  in  the  preceding  year,  but  an  entire

The  Governor,  ht  his  fpeech  to  the  Houfe,  on 
Part  of  the  the  1  6th  of  the  month,  told  them,  "That  he 
^  not  doubt  it  was  obvious  to  every  one's  under- 
{landing,  why  he  could  not  agree  with  the  laft 
Affcmbiy.  Aflembly  ;  but,  as  he  took  them  to  have  different 
fentiments,  they  might  promife  themfelves,  that 
his  ready  affent  to  all  bills,  drawn  up  for  the  pub- 
lic good,  would  not  be  wanting  ;  and  that,  as  he 
had  often  exprefTed  his  refolution  of  fettling  among 
them,  he  could  have  no  aims,  contrary  to  the  in- 
tereil  of  the  people  :  that  thus  a  confidence  might 
be  eflablifiied  in  each  other,  he  hoped,  they  would 
cheerfully  proceed  with  their  bills,  and  make  fuch 
provifion  for  the  fupport  of  the  government  as 
confilted  with  the  character,  that  the  province 
juflly  bore,  in  all  her  Majefty's  dominions.  He 
concluded  with  recommending  them  to  difpatch, 
and  cautioning  them  to  avoid  the  expenfe  of  a 
long  fitting  ;  a  practice,  that  fome  former  ArTem- 
blies,  by  giving  way  to,  had  left  a  debt  upon  the 
country,  that,  perhaps,  they  would  not  very  eafily 
difcharge."

In  the  fummer  of  the  year   1711,  Governor    1711. 
Gookin,  having  received  an  exprefs  from  England,  Expeditkm 
refpe&ing  the  expedition  againft  Canada,  conven-  to  Canada, 
ed  the  AfTembly,  and  acquainted  them  therewith,  &Cm 
and  the  preparations  of  the  northern  colonies,  for 
that  end. 

He  recommended  them  to  exert  themfelves, 
fuitably  on  the  occafion,  not  to  be  behind  their 
northern  neighbours,  in  anfwering  the  Queen's 
expectation,  and  to  enable  him  to  raife  and  fup-, 
port  the  quota  of  men,  affigned  this  province,  or 
elfe,  that  they  would  make  an  equivalent ;  and  he 
laid  before  the  Houfe  certain  papers,  with  the 
Queen's  inftructions  to  him,  relative  to  the  affair ; 
which  lafl  were  as  follows  :

pence  half  penny  per  pound,  on  eftates,  and  twenty 
millings  per  head,  on  fingle  freemen  :  and  a  bill 
for  that  purpofe  was  pafTed  by  the  Governor.

The  Governor,  in  a  fpeech  to  the  Houfe,  this 
winter,  expreffed,  That  the  Proprietary,  in  his  let-  The  Pro- 
ters  to  him,  had  fignified  his  defire  to  ferve  the  P£*°*  d*-  i 
people  of  this  province,  and  left  it  to  themfelves,  ferve  the 
to  think  on  the  means,  that  might  befl  conduce  to  ^plreoof 
their  own  quiet  and  intereft :  at  the  fame  time,  T^^&OI 
offering  his   ready  concurrence  to  any  thing  of 
that  nature,  which  they  fhould  propofe,  confid- 
ent with  the  honour  and  intereft  of  the  crown,  of 
the  Proprietary,  and  of  the  public  welfare ;  and 
recommending  to  their  confederation,  that,  as  to 
himfelf,  he  had  been  above  three  years  engaged  in 
the  affairs  of  the  province,  and  almoft  fo  long  in 
it ;  that  what  he  had  received  from  the  public,  ap- 
peared by  the  acts  of  the  laft  AfTembly;  which 
was  far  fhort  of  what  the  Proprietary  gave  him  to 
expecl  from  the  people. 

The  Houfe,  iri  anfwer,  thankfully  acknowledged 
the  Proprietary's  kind  regard,  and  defires  to  ferve 
thema  with  the  Governor's  oifered  and  ready  con- 
currence to  what  fhould  contribute  to  that  end. 
They  promifed  to  take  care  of  the  Governor's 
fupport ;  and  accordingly,  afterwards  agreed  on 
fuch  provifion  for  the  fame,  as  was  to  mutual

°  the  Af-  his  intentions  of  furrendering  the  government,  in 
a  few  months :  in  confequence  of  which  he  had 
reafon  to  believe,  he  mould  not  be  continued  Go- 
vernor under  the  crown  ;  he  declared  his  readinefs 
to  ferve  them,  during  the  fhort  time  he  mould 
probably  be  in  the  adminiftration  ;  and  he  requeil- 
ed  them  to  take  effectual  meafures,  to  have  ready, 
when  called  for,  the  fum  granted  by  the  late  Af- 
fembly;  that  the  debts  incurred,  on  account  of 
the  Indian  treaties,  be  immediately  difcharged, 
and  that  the  Indians,  then  in  town,  be  well  fatis- 
fied ;  who  h?.d  propofed,  in  behalf  of  the  Five 
Nations,  to  eftablifh  a  free  and  open  trade  between 
them,  in  Pennfyfoania,  for  the  future.  He  de- 
clared, that,  as  to  himfelf,  he  had  but  a  melan- 
choly profpecl: ;  that,  after  all  he  could  hope  for, 
-and  'his  adminiftration  over,  he  mould  find  him- 
ielf  a  great  lofer,  by  coming  to  Pennfyhania  ; 
which,  as  they  probably  would  be  the  lail  Aflem-

Note.  In  the  year  1712,  John  Low  don,  John  Miller,  Michael  Light* 
foot,  James  Starr,  Thomas  Garnet,  and  other  Friends  or  ^voters,  fettled 
in  Nciv  Garden^  in  Clejler  county.  The  firft  of  thcie,  John  Loivdon,  died 
at  AbingJon,  Philadelphia  county,  in  1714.  He  came  from  Ireland^  about 
the  year  1711,  was  nn  eminent  preacher  among  tho  Qakcrs^  travelled 
much  in  that  fervice,  and  was  much  clhcomcd  and  bcbvsd.

In  the  year  1713,  died  Samuel  Carpenter,  of  Philadelphia,  the  Trca- 
furer  of  the  province  ;  and  was  fuccccdcd  in  his  office  by  Samuel  Prof  ten, 
appointed  by  the  Affembly. 

Samuel  Carpenter  arrived  very  early  in  the  province,  and  was  one  of 
the  moft  ccnfiderable  traders  and  ftttlers  in  Pe.infyliic.nia;  where  he  held, 
/or  many  years,  fomc  of  the  preateft  offices  in  the  government;  and 
through  a  great  variety  of  bufmefs  he  preferved  the  love  and  efteem  of  a 
large  and  txtrnfivc  acquaintance.  His  treat  abilities,  r.c~tivity  and  bene- 
volrnt  difpo^idbn  of  mind,  in  divers  capacities,  but  more  particularly 
cmone;  his  friends,  the  QurJi-rs,  are  faid  to  have  rendered  and  diftinguifn- 
t-d  him  as  a  very  ufefiu  and  valuable  member,  rot  only  of  that  religious

N  the  fummer  of  this  year,  (1715)  there  was    1715. 
complaint  made  in  the  Houfe,  of  frequent  and  ^ 
great  tumults,   raifed  in  Philadelphia,  under  the 
pretence  of  fupporting  and  abetting  of  one  Francis  &c- 
Philips,  who  had  been  indicted  for  high  crimes 
and  mifdemeanors ;    upon   which   the   AfTembly 
prefented  to  the  Governor  the  following  addrefs.

04  The  addrefs  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  freemen  Governor 
of  the  faid  province,   in  General  AfTembly  therel 
met,  the  loth  day  of  June,   1715. 

"  May  it  pleafe  the  Governor, 

"  We  were  in  hopes,  that  the  opening  of  the 
courts  of  juftice  might  have  been  a  means  to  put 
a  flop  to  thofe  tumults,  which  frequently  happen- 
ed in  this  city,  iince  the  beginning  of  our  feilion, 

fb 
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1715.    fo  that  our  meeting  now  would  have  been  to  crown 
*-^~^<  our  labours  with  a  general  fatisfa&ion. 

"  But,  to  our  great  difappointment,  we  un- 
derfland,  by  credible  information,  that  fome  of 
thofe  who  oceafioned  thofe  tumults,  in  order  ta 
annoy  their  oppofite  party,  are  now  levelling  their 
malignity  againit  the  Magiftrates  of  this  city  and 
county,  and  endeavouring  to  prevail  with  the 
Governor  to  be  of  opinion,  that  here  is  no  power 
to  bring  to  trial  a  certain  clergyman,  who  is 
charged  by  indiclment,  at  the  King's  fuit,  for 
committing  fornication^  againil  the  King's  peace, 
and  the  law  of  this  province,  &c.

Note.  The  following  Indian  treaty,  may  (hew  the  manner  of  treating, 
with  thefe  people  about  this  time ;  omitting  the  marks  or  figures  of  the 
different  belts,  which  were  in  the  margin  of  the  original. 

"  At  a  Council  at  Philadelphia,  1 4th  June,  1715. 
"  Prcfent,  die  honourable  Charles  Gookin,  Lieutenant  Governor, 

"  Jofeph  Growdon,  Richard  Hill, 

Griffith  O\ven,  Ifaac  Norris, 

James  Logan,  Robert  Afiito'ti, 

"  The  chiefs  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Indians,  in  a  Vifit  to  th« 
Governor,  £c  met  in  the  court  houfe,  at  Philadelphia  ;  Sajfoonan  being 
their  head,  and  Ofeffao,  the  late  Shatvanefe  king,  with  his  companions 
attending  him ;  and  then  opening  the  Cal-.imet,  with  great  ceremony  oi 
their  rattles  and  fongs,  it  was  offered  by  Saffoonan,  the  king,  to  the  Go- 
vernor and  Council,  and  to  all  others  of  the  Englifu  there  met ;  and  af- 
terwards it  was  alib  offered  by  him  to  all  his  Indians ;  and  then  with  the 
fame  ceremony  was  put  up  again. 

"  Then  SaJ/lonan  rofe,  and  fpoke  to  the  Governor,  and  faid,  "  Tins 
the  Calumet,  the  bond  of  peace,  which  they  had  carried  to  ail  the  nationr 
found,  they  had  now  brought  hither  ;  that  it  was  a  fure  bond  and  feat 
of  peace  amongft  them,  and  between  them  and  us;  and  they  defired,  by- 
holding  up  their  hands,  that  the  God  of  heaven  might  be  witnefs  to  ity 
and  that  there  might  be  a  firm  peace  bctwee-n  them  and  us  for  ever." 

"  To  which  the  Governor  anfwered ; 

"  That  he  was  very  glad  to  fee  them  retain  fo  flrong  a  fenfe  of  that 
firm  peace,  which  was  fettled  between  William  Penn,  the  Founder  and 
Chief  Governor  of  this  country,  at  his  firft  coming  into  it,  in  behalf  of 
himfclf,  and  all  his  people,  with  them  and  all  theirs;  that  they  were 
fenfible  we  had  always  preferved  it  unviolated,  on  our  fide  ;  and  were 
glad  we  had  reafon  to  fay,  they  had  done  the  fame,  en  theirs  ;  that  we 
defired  nothing  more,  than  that  the  great  God,  who  made  heaven  and 
earth,  and  all  living  creatures,  and  who  knew  the  thoughts,  and  faw 
all  the  a&ions  of  men,  to  whom  they  applied,  ihcuH  be  witnek  ^1  ^  hat 
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"  We  defire  the  Governor  to  confider,  that  1715. 
fornication,  and  fuch  like  offences,  which,  in  "— "~v"^ 
other  places,  may  be  of  ecclefiaftical  connufance, 
are,  by  the  laws  of  this  province,  made  triable  in 
the  quarter  feflions ;  and  as  our  laws  are,  by  the 
royal  charter^  to  be  inviolably  obferved ;  fo  the 
Governor  and  Magiflrates  are  bound  in  duty  to 
caufe  the  fame  to  be  put  in  execution :  therefore 
we  are  of  opinion^  that  whoever  doth,  or  mall, 
affert,  or  endeavour  to  incenfe,  or  perfuade,  the 
Governor,  or  any  other,  that  the  court  of  quarter 
feffions,  as  by  law  eftablifhed,  hath  no  cognizance 
of  the  faid  offences,  are,  and  mall  be,  deemed 
fenemies  to  the  Governor,  and  government,  of  this 
province.

"  With  which  fpeech  they  exprcfled  themfelves  greatly  fatisfied. 

"  Sajfoonan  addtd,  that  hearing  of  foirte  murmurs  among  fome  of 
themfeives,  to  prevent  any  mifunder (landing,  they  came  to. renew  the 
former  bond  of  fricndfhip  :•— That  William  Pcnn  had,  at  his  firft  coming^ 
made  a  clear  and  open  road,  all  the  way  to  the  Indians ;  [by  this  meaning 
a  friendly  communication]  that  they  defired  the  fame  might  be  kept 
open  ;  and  that  all  obftru&ions  fhould  be  removed ;  of  which,  on  their 
fide,  they  will  take  care; 

"  He  then  prefentcd  a  belt  of  Wampum,  and  added  to  the  fame  effect  : 

"  That  they  defired  the  peace,  which  had  been  made,  mould  be  fo 
firm,  that  they  and  we  mould  join  hand  in  hand  fo  firmly,  that  nothing, 
even  the  great ajl  tree,  mould  be  able  to  divide  them  afunder. 

"  After  this,  they,  feeming  to  wait  for  an  anfwer,  were  defired  to  pro^ 
eeed,  and  to  deliver  what  they  now  had  further  to  fay ;  and  that  anfvver* 
and  returns,  for  binding  the  friendlhip,  on  our  fide,  would  be  made  to 
them  altogether. 

"  Saffoonan  accordingly  proceeded  and  faid,  That  their  late  king  Skalit~ 
e'bi  defired  of  them  that  they  would  take  care  to  keep  a  perfect 
with  the  E/iglifi,  and  that  they  Ihoukl  be  joined  as  one ;  that  the  Indians 
(hould  be  half  EngliJL,  and  the  Englijb  make  themfelves  as  half  Indianst 
that  they  might  the  better  be  as  the  fame. 

"  He  further'  added,  laying  down  a  fecond  belt,  That,  as  the  fathers 
have  been  iii  peace,  fo  they  defired  that  their  children  ar.l  our  children 
ftill,  as  they  mould  be  born,  and  come  into  the  world  hereafter,  might 
be  brought  up  in  the  fame  union  ;  and  that  it  fliould  be  continued  between 
their  and  oar  poflcrity,  from  generation  to  generation  for  ever. 

"  He 
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1715.  "  And  now,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor,  to 
v^v~>-*'  take  fpeedy  care,  by  fuch  ways  and  means,  as 
may  be  effe&ual,  to  difcourage  and  fuppreis  the 
faid  tumults,  and  difperfe  all  tumultuous  gather- 
ings of  people,  in  this  city ;  and  more  efpecially 
thofe,  who  mail  endeavour  to  weaken  the  hands 
of  the  Magiflrates,  in  the  difcharge  of  their  duty, 
or  mall  fpeak,  or  aft,  in  derogation  to  their  autho- 
rity, or  mall,  in  any  wile,  attempt  to  fcreen,  or 
refcue  the  faid  malefactor  from  the  courfe  of  juftice* 

"  As 

"  Ke  added,  That,  in  the  laft  council,  which  they  held  with  us,  they 
fpoke  concerning  the  fun ;  by  whofe  influence  they  had  lived  in  warmth 
and  plenty,  from  the  beginning ;  that  they  now  defired  the  fame  happi- 
nefs  might  be  continued  to  them  with  us,  in  the  firmeft  peace  ;  and  that 
it  might  laft  as  long  as  the  fun  fhould  endure :  that  when  any  clouds  in- 
terpofe  between  them  and  the  fun,  it  brings  coolnefs,  and  is  unpleafant ; 
the  fame  will  be,  if  any  cloud  fhould  arife  between  them  and  us;  and, 
therefore,  they  defire,  if  any  thing  of  that  kind  appear,  it  may  be  diffi- 
pated,  without  delay. 

"  He  laid  down  a  third  belt,  and  continued  in  the  fame  flrain,  defiring 
as  before,  that  they  might  ftill  enjoy  the  warmth  of  the  fun,  and  our  friend- 
fhip  together ;  that  then  they  fhould  want  no  neceflaries  of  life,  but  en- 
joying all  the  comforts  of  it,  with  their  wives,  and  might  repofe  them- 
ielves  with  them  in  peace  and  fafety,  without  any  diflarbance. 

"  This  he  delivered  in  behalf  of  all  our  Indians,  on  this  fide  Sufqur- 
kanna,  who  are  all  concerned  with  him  in  this  treaty ;  and  this  was  all 
he  had  to  fay  on  this  fubje<5L 

"  He  then  began  again,  and  laying  down  a  bundle  of  deer  fkins,  faid, 
That  now  they  would  difcourfe  of  matters  of  trade  between  them  and 
us;  that  hitherto  it  had  been  like  a  houfe  with  two  doors,  one  for  them, 
the  other  for  the  Englijb;  but  the  goods  were  placed  in  the  dark ;  fo  that 
they  were  wholly  ignorant  how  they  had  been  dealt  with,  or  how  they 
fliould  trade. 

"  He  repeated  the  fame,  laying  down  a  fecond  bundle  of  flcins,  and  de- 
fired they  might  be  informed  of  the  terms,  they  might  trade  upon,  that 
if  occ;ifion  v/ere,  they  might,  at  any  time,  fend  their  wives,  and  be  out 
of  danger  of  being  cheated. 

"  He  added  a  third  bundle  of  deer  fkins,  complaining  how  hard  it  was 
upon  them ;  for  that  they  knew  not  what  they  were  to  expecl  for  their 
goods,  and  that  they  could  fcarce  purchafe  ours. 

"  Laying  down  a  fourth  bundle,  being  fkins  and  furs,  he  defired,  that 
we  might  be  as  people,  eating  all  of  the  fame  difn,  and  fo  they  might  be 
dealt  with,  as  if  they  were  our  own  people. 

"  Prcfenting  a  fifth  bundle,  he  faid,  that  formerly  they  exactly  knew 
the  prices  both  of  our  goods  and  theirs ;  but  now  they  varied  fo  much, 
there  was  no  understanding  them. 

•:  Witl* 
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ce  As  we  have  been,  and  hope,  mall  be,  wil-  1715. 
ling  to  fupport  the  government,  fo  we  are  ear- 
neftly  concerned,  that  the  King's  fubje&s  may  be 
protected  under  thy  adminiftration ;  and  for  that  end 
we  do  infift  that  thou  wilt  be  pleafed  to  caufe  the 
laws  to  be  duly  put  in  execution ;  and  to  counte- 
nance, and  not  difcourage,  the  Magiflrates  and 
officers,  in  the  difcharge  of  their  duties  ;  that  fo  the 
people  may  be  reduced  to  their  former  obedience, 
and  application  for  redrefs  eifewhere  prevented. 

"  We  alfo  defire  that  perfons  be  commiflionat- 
ed,  and  courts  called,  for  fpeedy  trial  of  thofe 
criminal  caufes  now  depending." 

To  this  the  Governor,  by  a  meflage,  returned 
the  following  anfwer  ; 

"  Gentlemen? 

M  With  a.  fixth  bundle,  he  faid,  That  through  this  uncertainty,  he  wore 
himfelf  fuch  ragged  breeches,  that  he  was  afhamed  to  fhew  them,  and 
,<kfired  this  inconveniency  might  be  remedied. 

"  Offering  a  feventh,  he  complained  that  they  were  often  impofed  on 
by  the  weight  of  our  money,  when  they  came  to  fell,  that  we  certainly 
knew  the  value  of  theirs;  but  they  could  not  underiland  ours;  and, 
therefore,  defired  that  this  great  inconveniency  might  alfo  be  remedied. 

"  He  offered  an  eighth,  informing,  that  Qpeffab  (formerly  king  of  the 
Shaivanefe,  but. now  abdicated)  lived  at  a  great  diflance,  and  entertained 
them  with  viduals  and  provifions,  when  they  went  that  way ;  and  there- 
fore they  defired,  that  when  he  Ihould  come  among  us,  he  might  be  re- 
ceived as  one  of  themftlves,  with  the  fame  opcnnefs,  that  he  received 
from  them. 

"  Having1  ended  their  difcourfe,  they  were  told,  that  to-morrow  they 
ihould  receive  anfwers  to  all  they  had  faid ;  and  were,  for  the  prefent, 
difmiffed. 

"  Orders  were  given  to  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  Jfaac  Norris,  and 
the  Secretary,  to  take  an  account  of  the  prefents,  now  made,  and  their 
value  ;  and  that  goods  fhould  be  provided,  to  be  ready  in  the  morning ; 
And  the  faid  prefents  were  found  to  confift  of,

"  The  tumults,  that  have  hitherto  happened, 
I  have  immediately  endeavoured  to  quell ;  and  I 
fw*r.  hope  with  good  died  ;  the  courts  are  now  open- 
ed ;  the  adminiftration  of  juftice  is  reflored  ;  and 
if  any  fhould  be  fo  audacious  as  to  oppoie  the 
Magiftrates,  they  mould  not  want  my  countenance 
and  affiflance  to  fupprefs,  the  attempt :  I  am  for- 
ry  it  mould  be  furmifed  to  the  Aflembly  by  any, 
that  thofe  who  mew  a  malignity  to  the  magiftracy 
could  have  grounds  pf  hope  to  prevail  with  me  to 
favour  them ;  on  the  contrary,  they  mall  find  (if 
there  be  any  fuch)  that  I  mail  exert  all  the  author 
rity  with  which  I  am  inverted,  to  fupport  the 
proprietary  powers  of  government,  and  the  Ma- 
giftrates,  in  the  execution  of  the  laws,  and  full 
diicharge  of  their  duty.

"  Prefents  having  been  prepared,  according  to  order,  and  the  Jndlant, 
being  met  and  feated,  the  Governor  ordered  the  interpreter  to  inform 
f.hem,  "  That  their  vifit,  on  fo  friendly  a  defign,  as  ftill  further  to  ftrength- 
<en  the  bend  of  Peace  between  us,  was  very  acccptal  •  j  ;  that  we  doubted 
not  but  they  would  think  themfelves,  and  their  children  from  generation 
to  generation,  obliged  to  keep  inviolable  thofe  firm  treaties  of  peace, 
which  had  been  made,  and  which  we  had  kept,  and  were  refolved  ever 
to  keep  fiim,  on  our  fide;  and  hope  none  of  them  have  any  caufe  to 
murmur;  if  they  knew  of  any,  they  are  dcfired  to  mention  it  fret>y. 

"  That  the  great  Queen  of  England,  who  had,  for  fo  many  years, 
reigned  with  great  fuccefs,  was  now  dead,  and  was  fucceeded  by  a  King, 
who  has  been  a  great  General,  in  the  wars,  is  a  wife  King,  and  has 
more  dominions,  than  any  King  of  Great  Britain  ever  had  before  him ; 
that  under  him,  as  well  they  (the  Indians)  as  we,  his  other  fubje&s,  may 
live  in  the  fame  peace,  that  we  have  enjoyed  any  time  before ;  that  our 
Proprietary,  their  Friend,  William  fc»n,  is  flill  living,  though  but  weak 
in  health. 

"  That,  a*  to  the  complaints,  they  made  concerning  trade,  the  Go- 
yernor  is  forry  he  cannot  give  them  «  more  entire  fatisfudion  in  it,  and

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Jofeph  Growdon  was  chofen  Speaker  of  the  Afr    1715. 
fembly,  ele&ed  in  October,   1715.     At  the  firft  ^^^^ 
meeting  of  this  Affembly,  in  the  fame  month,  the 
Governor  in  his  fpeech,  acquainted  them  with  his  vernoHn, 
intention  of  going  home,  in  the  fpring  ;  on  which  tends  to 
account  he  had  writ  to  the  Proprietary  for  his  l°c.home* 
leave,  and  to  fome  other  perfons  of  note,  to  pro- 
cure 


remove  every  hardfhip,  which  they  lie  under ;  but  that  all  trade  is  un- 
certain ;  our  own  wheat  the  laft  year,  yielded  twice  the  price,  it  does 
this;  all  our  goods,  which  they  buy,  are  brought  from  England,  whi- 
ther we  alfo  fend  theirs ;  that  fometimes  a  habit,  which  is  in  fafhion  one 
year,  is  laid  afide  the  next;  and  accordingly  the  fkins,  of  which  they  are 
made,  will  be  of  a  higher  or  lower  value.  It  is  the  fame  with  all  our 
other  merchandize,  as  with  thofc  which  they  buy  ;  their  only  fecurity 
and  fafety  will  be,  to  trade  with  the  honefteft  men,  and  thofe  of  the 
beft  reputation,  and  prefer  thofe  who  will  give  the  moil ;  that  thii  is 
pur  rule,  in  all  our  byfinefs,  and  they  muil  do  the  fame. 

"  That  Ope/ab  has  long  been  under  a  league  of  friendfhip  with  as ; 
and  though  he  has  now  left  thofe  Indians,  among  whom  he  formerly  lived, 
yet  we  lhall  ftiew  him  the  fame  friendfhip  as  ever  5  and  fhall  depend  upon 
the  fame  from  him ;  and  that,  upon  this  further  recommendation  from 
them,  he  will  think  himfelf  as  one  of  them,  and  under  the  fame  bond 
with  them ;  and,  therefore,  we  defire,  that,  as  he  lives  at  a  great  dif» 
tance,  and  may  fee  many  foreign  Indians,  he  will,  from  time  to  time, 
inform  us,  if  he  hears  of  any  thing,  which  may  concern  us ;  and  this  we 
defire,  and  fhall  expect  and  depend  on  from  him,  and  all  his  friends  there ; 
as  alfo  that,  if  they  know  any  thing  now  of  any  late  motions  to  or  from 
the  fouthward,  they  would  acquaint  us. 

"  Concerning  which,  being  particularly  afked,  OprJJah  affirmed,  he 
knew  nothing. 

"  The  Governor  further  ordered,  they  (hould  be  told,  That  all  the 
fober  Englljh  very  much  lamented  that  they  could  not  guard  themfelves 
better  againft  liquor ;  that  they  fhould  fend  their  young  men  abroad  to 
hunt,  and,  at  their  return,  fhould  fell  their  goods  for  fuch  things  as 
would  be  of  real  fervice  to  them,  and  not  throw  it  all  away  for  that  de- 
ftru&ive  liquor  rum ;  which  robbed  them,  not  only  of  their  goods,  but 
of  their  lives  alfo. 

"  All  which  being  delivered  together  with  the  prefents,  which  were 
provided,  Pokebais,  in  the  name  of  the  reft,  exprefied  their  fatisfa&ion 
and  thanks,  for  the  favours  now  mewed  them."

"  Though  by  divers  concurring  caufes,  and 
particularly  the  great  indifpofition  of  our  Pro- 
prietary and  Governor  in  chief  of  this  province,* 
•we  have  been  hitherto,  to  our  great  trouble,  pre- 
vented the  opportunity  of  expreffing  to  the  King 
our  fmcere  joy,  for  his  happy  and  peaceable  ac- 
cefTion  to  the  throne  of  his  anceflors,  and  thereby 
fecuring  to  all  his  proteftant  fubjecls  the  full  en- 
joyment of  their  religious  and  civil  rights  ;  yet 
none  could  be  more  fenfible  of  the  great  blefling, 
nor  exprefs  a  warmer  zeal  for  his  fervice,  in  their 
earliefl  approaches,  than,  at  all  times  fmce,  has 
filled  our  thankful  breads  ;  and  although  we  had 
not  the  defired  advantage  of  expreffing  thefe  our 
fentiments,  yet  we  became  the  eafier  under  that 
difappointment,  by  accounting  the  majority  of 
this  province  included  in  that  general  application, 
made  by  their  friends  at  London,  in  behalf  of  the 

whole 

*  The  Proprietary,  as  before  obferved,  had,  in  the  year  1712,  been 
fo  affeded,  as  to  his  health,  (fuppofed  to  be  by  an  apoplexy)  that,  in  a,

"  Such  has  been  the  King's  goodnefs,  not  only 
exprefled  in  his  firft  generous  royal  declaration, 
and  repeatedly  fmce,  from  the  throne,  but  more 
powerfully  exerted  through  a  moil  wife  and  Hea- 
dy adminift ration,  in  purfuing  every  meafure, 
that  might  contribute  to  the  fafety  and  happinefs  of 
his  people  ;  in  making  the  known  laws  the  invaria- 
ble rule  of  his  government ;  in  reftoring  the  ho- 
nour of  the  Brittfh  nation  abroad  ;  and  in  procur- 
ing for  his  fubjecls  fuch  advantages,  in  commerce, 
as  could  fcarce  be  hoped  for,  after  they  had  been 
fo  unhappily  given  away,  that,  even,  the  remoteft 
parts  of  the  King's  great  dominions  feel  the  be- 
nign influences  of  his  paternal  affeclion  to  the 
whole,  and  are  laid  under  doubled  obligations  to 
make  the  utmoft  returns  of  gratitude,  as  well  as 
obedience,  for  their  happinefs,  under  his  aufpicious 
reign. 

"  It  is,  therefore,  the  more  furprifmg,  that 
there  mould  be  any  of  the  Britifh  race,  within 
that  Ifland^  fo  loft  to  all  fenfe  of  their  own  inte- 
reft,  as  well  as  their  engaged  duty  to  a  Prince  of 
the  mod  confpicuous  and  mod  confummate  virtues, 
as  to  exprefs  the  leaft  uneafy  murmurs,  much  lefs 
to  rife  in  an  open  and  unnatural  rebellion ;  for 
the  fuppreflion  of  which,  by  the  great  wifdom 
and  vigilance  of  the  King,  and  his  miniftry,  and 
faithfulnefs  of  his  fervants,  we  do,  with  hearts 
full  of  the  fmcereft  gratitude  and  joy,  return  our 
moft  humble  acknowledgments  to  the  Fountain  of 
infinite  goodnefs  and  mercy,  that  has  fo  eminent- 
ly appeared  in  the  fupport  of  the  royal  throne, 
eftabliihed  on  the  lafling  foundation  of  juftice, 
and  to  the  confufion  of  all  the  deteflable  machi- 
nations, vainly  formed  againft  it. 
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i  7 1 6.  "As  for  us,  our  known  principles  are  fo  efTen- 
*-^v~*-/  tially  interwoven  with  the  proteftant  intereft  of 
Great  Britain,  and  our  greateft  concerns  do  fo' 
entirely  depend  on  the  prefer vation  of  thy  perfon, 
and  royal  iffue,  long  to  reign  over  us,  that  we 
cannot  poffibly  feparate  our  own  welfare  from  the 
indifpenfible  duty  of  fhewing  ourfelves  with  the 
mod  hearty  afFec^ion^  thy  loyal  and  mod  obedient 
fubje&s. 

"  That  confufion  and  difappointment  may  at- 
tend all  the  wicked  devices  of  thy  enemies ;  that 
the  minds  of  thy  people  may  be  compofed,  and 
univerfally  infpired  with  the  fame  fpirit  of  love 
and  obedience^  as  that,  wherewith  we  now  ap- 
proach thy  throne ;  and  that  the  watchful  provi- 
dence of  Almighty  God  may  always  attend  the 
King,  and  confirm  the  wifdom  and  juftice  of  his 
rightful  government  over  us,  is  the  moil  fincere 
and  unfeigned  defire  of  the  King's  humble  and 
dutiful  fubjects;

In  October  following^  Richard  Hill  was  choferi 
Speaker  of  the  new  AfTembly ;  during  whofe  'fef- 
fions  not  much  of  public  importance,  in  a  legif- 
lative  capacity  $   for  the  benefit  of  the  province^ 
The  GO-     feems  to  have  been  tranfacled  :~for  the  Govern- 
dif-  or?  about  this  time,  appears  to  have  differed,  irt 
fentiment,    not  only  with   the'  reprefentatives   of 
the  people,  in  his  refufmg  to  qualify  Quakers  foi? 
Magiftrates,  and  in  other  important  affairs,   but 
he  alfo  difagreed  with  the  Council.3*

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He  had  repeatedly  charged  the  prefent  Speaker    1716. 
of  the  ArTembly,  who  was  then  alfo  Mayor  of  the  s-^^ 
city  of  Philadelphia,    and  Ja?nes  Logan,   the  Se- 
cretary of  the  province,    men  in  high  office  and 
truft,    with   difaffection  to   the   King;  of  which 
they  complained  to  the  Aflembly ;  but  he  refufed 
to  give  either  them  or  the  Houfe  any  fatisfaclion, 
or  proofs,  for  what  he  had  aflerted. 

The  Aflembly,  therefore,  declared  it  their  opi- 
nion, that  the  faid  charge  was  without  any- 
ground,  or  reafon  to  fupport  it,  and  feemed  to  be 
intended  to  render  thefe  perfons  obnoxious  to  the 
King  and  government. 

But  thefe,   and  fome  other  matters  of  com- 
plaint, more  fully  appear  in  the  following  repre- 
fentation  which  was  prefented  to  the  Governor,  in 
the  ninth  month  this  year ;  and  a  duplicate  of  it 
fent  to  Great  Britain,  viz.

TheAffem- "  A  reprefentation  of  the  freemen  of  the  faid  pro- 
Nation^          vince>  in  General  Affembly  met,  the  third  of 
Governor  the  ninth  month,   1716. 

"  May  it  pleafe  the  Governor,. 

"  When  our  Proprietary  and  Governor  in 
Chief,  firft  obtained  a  grant  of  this  province  from 
the  crown,  and  a  numerous  colony  of  induftrious 
people  fettled  therein,  we  are  well  aflured  it  was 
his  inclination,  as  well  as  vifible  intereft,  to  ren- 
der them  as  fafe  as  poflible,  under  his  adminiftra- 
tion. 

66  And,  as  his  religious  perfuafion,  as  a  diflen- 
ter  from  the  eflablifhed  Church  of  England,  was 
well  known,  and  therefore  thofe  of  the  fame 
profeffion  made  a  great  part  of  the  firft  adventurers 
with  him,  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  he  would 
ever  think  himfelf  obliged  to  provide  that  they 
mould  enjoy,  in  Pennfylvania,  at  lead,  equal  eafe 
and  privileges  with  any  other  Englijh  fubjeds  of 
the  fame  rank,  in  any  of  the  King's  dominions. 

"  Accordingly  when  neceflitated  to  be  abfent 
from  us,  as  he  has,  for  the  moil  part  been,  he 
took  care,  from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  fuch 
perfons,  to  be  his  deputies,  in  the  government, 
in  whofe  moderation  and  tendernefs  towards  his 
friends,  as  well  as  loyalty  to  the  crown,  and  juf- 
tice  to  all  its  fubjects,  he  believed  he  might  confide. 

"  When  the  Governor,  therefore,  firft  brought 
over  the  Proprietary's  commiflion  of  deputation, 
for  the  government,  we  could  not  doubt  but  that, 
being  the  Proprietary's  choice,  and  ading  folely 
by  powers,  derived  from  him,  he  would  fteadily 
purfue  the  meafures,  that  had  generally  been  ta- 
ken, from  our  firft  fettlement,  and  endeavour  to 
make  all  the  fubjecls  of  the  crown,  under  the 
Proprietary's,  government,  equally  fecure  and  eafy. 

"  Oa 
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**  On  this  expectation,  confirmed  by  the  Pro-    1716. 
prietary's  letters  of  recommendation,   the  AfTem-  *~^>*~*~' 
blies,  not  doubting  the  Governor's  good  intentions 
towards  them,  freely  difcharged  what  was  incum- 
bent on  them,  and  it  is  hoped,  in  no  fmall  mea- 
fure,  to  the  Governor's  fatisfaction. 

"  Nor  while  the  Proprietary's  health,  and  for- 
mer abilities  happily  continued,  had  the  inhabitants 
much  reafon  to  complain,  but  that  the  Governor 
made  the  Proprietary's  directions,  from  home,  as 
far  as  they  could  be  obtained,  and  the  advice  of 
thofe,  the  Proprietary  had  inftructed  here,  the 
rule  (in  great  meafure)  of  his  conduct,  in  what 
related  to  the  Proprietary's  intereft,  or  govern- 
ment, and  to  the  privileges  of  the  people. 

"  But  whether  it  be  now  owing  to  the  difcon- 
tinuance  of  thofe  orders  and  directions,  which 
•has  followed  on  the  late  great  and.  melancholy 
change,  in  the  Proprietary's  health,  or  to  fome 
unhappy  advice  from  others,  or  to  any  new  formed 
views,  we  know  not ;  but  this  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives,  foon  after  their  firfl  meeting,  rinding  the 
Governor  had,  at  length,  fo  far  loft  fight  of  the 
obligations  he  lay  under  to  his  principal  and  con- 
ftituent,  as  to  enter  on  meafures  inconfiftent  with 
his  intereft,  and  our  ^onftitution,  and  the  liberties 
of  the  people,  we  judged  it  our  indifpenfible  duty  to 
apply  to  the  Governor  for  redrefs ;  who  declaring 
his  opinion  to  be  fuch  as  would  not  admit  of  any, 
we  defired,  with  due  fubmiflion,  that  he  would 
be  pleafed  to  fuffer  the  reafons  of  that  opinion  to 
be  argued  before  him ;  but  finding,  to  our  trou- 
ble, that  all  our  endeavours  were  in  vain,  we 
think  ourfelves  obliged,  in  the  difcharge  of  the 
truft  repofed  in  us,  fully  to  reprefent  the  fatal 
confequences,  as  well  as  the  unreafonablenefs,  of 
thofe  meafures,  to  the  end  that  a  proper  relief 
may  be  obtained ;  without  which  the  greater  part 

of 
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1716.   of  the  inhabitants  of  this  province  mud  be  ren- 
^^^^  dered  miferable ;  which  we  humbly  offer,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  Thofe,  who  accompanied  the  Proprietary  in 
the  fettlement  of  this  colony,  being  chiefly  (as 
has  already  been  obferved)  of  thofe  called  Qua- 
kers, who,  lying  under  fome  hard/hips,  in  their 
native  country,  becaufe,  for  confcience-fake,  they 
could  not  comply  with  the  laws  there,  for  taking 
oaths,  expected  that,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  of 
legiilation,  granted  by  the  crown,  to  the  Proprie- 
tary and  them,  they  might,  after  the  hazard  and 
toil  of  their  removal  hither,  be  capable  of  enjoy* 
ing  the  privileges  of  Englifh  fubjecls,  without 
violation  of  their  religious  principles. 

"  Accordingly  the  Proprietary  and  AfTemhlies 
provided  laws,  by  which  thole  people  might  be 
erabled  to  hold  any  offices  (there  being  but  few 
others  at  that  time,  to  fill  them)  or  to  give  evi- 
dence in  any  cafe  whatloever. 

"  Some  difputes  afterwards  arifing  on  this  fub- 
jecl,  the  late  Queen,  by  her  order,  in  Council, 
dated  the  2ifl  of  January,  1702,  was  pleafed  to 
extend  to  this  province,  the  affirmation  allowed  to 
the  Quakers,  in  England,  by  the  feventh  and 
eighth  of  William  the  Third,  not  only  for  the  pur- 
poles  intended  by  that  in  England,  but  alfo  for 
the  quaHfication  of  Magiflrates  and  officers ;  and 
the  fame  being  from  thence  applied  to  other  cafes, 
this  order,  on  the  repeal  of  our  own  acts,  in  a 
great  meafure,  fupplied  what  was  neceflary,  in 
this  point,  for  the  adminiftration  of  juftice, 

"  But  the  acl  of  parliament  itfelf  being  near 
ks  expiration,  it  was  found  neceilary,  as  well  on 
that,  as  fome  other  confederations,  to  eftablifh, 
by  an  act  of  the  province,  the  qualifications  of 
officers,  and  the  manner  of  giving  evidence,  by 
\  and  the  Governor  (upon  the  Aflem- 

bly's 
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bly's  performing  the  conditions  propofed  them)    1716. 
palled  acts  for  that,  as  well  as  other  purpofes,  to 
anfwer  the  exigencies  of  the  government. 

"  That  the  faid  affirmation-a&s  mould  have 
full  force,  according  to  the  intention  of  them,  of 
fuch  importance  to  the  eafe  and  fecurity  of  the 
whole  province,  that  it  could  fcarcely  be  fuppof- 
ed,  any  perfon  amongft  us,  who  profefied,  even, 
the  mod  flender  regard  for  the  people's  welfare, 
would  attempt  to  deprive  them  of  the  advantages 
thereof. 

"  It  is,  therefore,  the  more  furprifmg,  that 
the  Governor  himfelf  (from  whofe  ftation,  and 
the  truft  repofed  in  him,  by  our  Proprietary,  the 
moil  tender  concern  for  the  fafety  and  well-being 
of  all  his  Majefty's  fubje&s,  under  his  care,  might 
reafonably  be  expected)  mould  be  the  principal,  if 
not  the  firft,  perfon,  in  the  government,  who 
would  render  the  intention  of  thofe  acts  void  to 
us,  though  palled  by  himfelf  into  laws  fo  lately 
before,  by  publicly  declaring  his  opinions,  in  fuch 
manner,  as  would  render  the  faid  acts  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  England,  and  repealed  by  the  act 
of  parliament  of  the  firft  of  his  prefent  Majefty ; 
in  purfuance  of  which  opinion,  he  has  refufed 
to  qualify  fuch  perfons  for  offices,  that  could  not 
take  the  oath,  according  to  the  law  of  England. 

"  The  confequence  of  which  is,  that,  as  no 
Quaker  in  Great  Britain,  is  qualified,  or  permit- 
ted, to  give  evidence,  in  any  criminal  caufes,  or 
ferve  on  any  juries,  or  bear  any  office,  or  place  of 
profit,  in  the  government ;  fo,  mould  the  fame 
hold,  in  this  colony,  not  only  the  great  number 
of  the  firll  adventurers,  with  their  defcendants, 
of  the  fame  profeffion,  are  to  be  wholly  excluded 
from  having  any  part,  or  mare,  in  the  adminiflra- 
tion  of  juftice,  and  the  execution  of  the  laws  of 
the  country,  (which,  as  it  would  be  a  general  in- 

conveniency, 
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1716.  conveniency,  fo  would  it  throw  the  burden  too  hea- 
~~*~^~'  vily  on  a  few  of  the  inhabitants)  but,  what  is  of  no 
lefs  importance,  for  the  fecurity  of  thofe  of  other 
profeffions,  the  greateft  outrages  and  barbarities, 
againft  any  perfon,  may  be  committed,  in  the 
face  of  any  number  of  Quakers^  and  the  male- 
factors, though  brought  to  trial,  mufl  efcape  with 
impunity,  for  want  of  legal  evidence,  if  that  of 
the  Quakers  is  not  to  be  fo  accounted ;  of  which 
the  Governor  cannot  forget  a  very  memorable  in- 
ftance,  when  (at  a  time,  that  unhappily  there  was 
no  act  of  the  province,  for  an  affirmation^  but  the 
Queen's  order  was  thought  fufficient,  during  that 
interval,  for  all  but  capital  cafes)  it  is  prefumed  a 
murderer  efcaped  the  fentence,  that  was  due  to 
him,  for  want  of  fuch  evidence,  as  was  efteemed 
legal,  though  more  than  one  Quaker  appeared  in 
court,  \vho  were  witneiTes  to  the  fact 

"  But,  befides  thefe  inconveniencies,  however 
great,  there  remains  one  further  confequence  of 
that  conftruction  of  the  act,  which,  perhaps,  the 
Governor  is  not  fufficiently  advifed  of;  which  is, 
That,  if  no  Quaker,  in  Great  Britain,  nor  the 
Plantations,  can  bear  any  office,  or  place  of  pro- 
fit, in  the  government,  fome  may  judge  it  a  natu- 
ral inference,  that  the  Proprietary  himfelf  is  equally 
affected  by  it ;  and  then  all  powers  derived  frorn 
him,  as  well  thofe  lodged  in  the  Governor,  by 
his  deputation,  as  the  magiftracy  and  inferior  offi- 
cers, fall  together. 

"  Having  thus  far  pointed  out  the  deftructive 
confequences  of  that  opinion,  mould  it  fully  take 
place  in  this  province,  we  judge  it,  in  the  next 
place,  incumbent  on  us,  in  duty  to  the  Governor, 
and  for  the  difcharge  of  the  truft,  repofed  in  us, 
by  thofe  we  reprefent,  to  offer  to  the  confideration 
of  the  Governor,  and  all  others  concerned,  fuch 
reafons  as  have  occurred  to  us,  in  our  enquiry  into 

this 
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this  head ;  which  we  hope  (with  fubmiflion)  will    1716'. 
render  it  inconteftibly  evident  that  the  affirmation-  N— ^-»' 
acts  of  this  province  are  in  full  force ;  and  are 
neither  repealed,  nor  affected  by  any  act  of  parli- 
ament, that  has  come  to  our  knowledge  ;  but  that 
the  Governor  is  obliged  to  take  care  that  the  fame 
be  equally,  with  any  other  act,  put  duly  in  execu- 
tion. 

"  By  the  fame  royal  charter  of  King  Charles 
the  Second,  by  which  this  province,  with  licence 
to  tranfport  an  ample  colony  thereunto,  was  granted 
to  our  Proprietary,  and  the  Governor  in  Chief, 
the  faid  King  grants  to  him  and  his  heirs,  &c.  pow- 
er to  make  laws  jointly  with  the  people  ;  and  di- 
rects the  force  and  limitation  of  them,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words,  as  they  fland  in  divers  parts  of  the 
faid  charter,  but  are  here  collected,  viz. 

"  We,  repofmg  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in 
the  fidelity,  wifdom,  juftice  and  provident  circum- 
fpection  of  the  faid  William  Penn^  for  us  and  our 
heirs  and  fucceffors,  do  grant  free,  full  and  abfo- 
lute  power,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  to  him 
and  his  heirs,  and  their  deputies  and  lieutenants, 
for  the  good  and  happy  government  of  the  faid 
country,  to  ordain,  make,  enact,  and,  under  his 
and  their  feals,  to  publifh  any  law  whatfoever,  for 
raifmg  of  money,  for  the  public  ufes  of  the  faid 
province,  or  for  any  other  end,  &c.  by  and  with 
the  advice,  affent  and  approbation  of  the  freemen 
of  the  faid  country,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
or  of  their  delegates,  &c.  and  the  fame  laws  duly 
to  execute  unto  and  upon  all  people  within  the  faid 
country,  and  limits  thereof;  which  laws,  fo  as 
aforefaid  to  be  publifhed,  our  pleafure  is,  and  fo 
we  enjoin,  require  and  command,  fliall  be  molt 
abfolute  and  available  in  law :  and  that  all  the 
liege  people  and  fubjects  of  us,  our  heirs  and 
fucceffors,  do  obferve  and  keep  the  fame  inviola- 
bly 
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1716.  bly  in  thofe  parts,  fo  far  as  they  concern  them, 
^^^•^  under  the  penalties  therein  exprefled,  or  to  be  ex- 
prefled.  Provided  ne-uerlhslefs,  That  the  faid  laws 
be  confonant  to  reafon,  and  be  not  repugnant,  or 
contrary,  but  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be, 
agreeable  to  the  laws,  flatutes  and  rights  of  this 
our  kingdom  of  England.  And  our  further  will 
and  pleafure  is,  That  the  laws  for  regulating  and 
governing  property,  within  the  faid  province,  as 
•well  for  the  defcent  and  enjoyment  of  lands,  as 
likewife  for  the  enjoyment  of  fucceffion  of  goods 
and  chattels,  and  likewife  felonies,  fhall  be  and 
continue  the  fame  as  they  mail  be,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, by  the  general  courie  of  the  law,  in  our  king- 
dom of  England,  until  the  laid  laws  fhall  be  alter- 
ed by  the  faid  William  Penn,  his  heirs  and  afligns, 
and  by  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province,  their  de- 
legates, or  their  deputies,  or  the  greater  part  of 
them.  And  to  the  end  that  the  faid  William  Penn, 
his  heirs,  or  others,  the  planters,  owners,  or  in- 
habitants of  the  faid  province,  may  not,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  by  mifcoriftru&ion  of  the  powers 
aforefaid,  through  inadvertency,  or  defign,  depart 
from  that  faith,  and  due  allegiance,  which,  by 
the  laws  of  this  our  realm  of  England,  they,  and 
all  our  fubje&s,  in  our  dominions  and  territories, 
always  owe  unto  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  &c. 
Our  further  will  and  pleafure  is,  That  a  tranfcript 
or  duplicate  of  all  laws,  which  fhall  be,  as  aforeiaid, 
made  and  publifhed,  within  the  faid  province,  fhall, 
within  five  years  after  the  making  thereof,  be  tranf- 
mitted  and  delivered  to  the  Privy  Council,  for  the 
time  being,  of  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  ;  and  if 
any  of  the  faid  laws,  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months, 
after  they  fhall  be  fo,  as  aforefaid,  tranfmitted  and 
delivered,  be  declared  by  us,  our  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors,  in  our  or  their  Privy  Council,  inconfiftent  with 
the  fovereignty,  or  lawful  prerogative  of  us,  our 
heirs,  or  fucceflbrs,  or  contrary  to  the  faith  and 

allegiance 
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dlegiance  due,  by  the  legal  government  of  this  1716* 
realm,  from  the  faid  William  Penn,  or  of  the  plant-  ^ 
ers,  or  inhabitants  of  this  province ;  and  that 
thereupon  any  of  the  faid  laws  mall  be  adjudged 
and  declared  to  be  void,  by  us>  our  heirs  or  luc- 
cefiors,  under  our,  or  their  privy  feal,  that  then, 
and  from  thenceforth,  fuch  laws,  concerning  which 
fuch  judgment  and  declaration  mail  be  made,  mail 
become  void,  otherwife  the  faid  laws,  fo  tranfmit- 
ted,  (hall  remain  and  fland  in  full  force,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof. 

"  Purfuant  to  thefe  powers,  the  faid  acts  of  this 
province,  for  an  affirmation,  were  made  and  pub- 
limed.  And  though  a  confiderable  part  of  the 
five  years,  limited  in  the  charter,  is  yet  unexpired, 
the  fame  have  been  duly  tranfmitted ;  nor  have 
we  heard  any  thing,  but  that  they  are,  or  may  be, 
well  approved  of;  having  reafon  to  hope,  that 
they  contain  nothing,  for  which  ("according  to  the 
tenor  of  the  faid  royal  charter)  they  ought  to  be 
declared  void  ;  and,  therefore,  are  of  as  full  force^ 
as  abfoliite  and  available,  and  to  be  obferved  and 
kept  as  inviolably  as  any  law  whatfoeVer,  that  can 
be  enacled  in  this  province,  and  ought  accordingly 
to  be  as  duly  executed  by  the  Governor,  to  the 
full  extent  thereof. 

"  But  the  Governor,  in  anfwer  to  a  refolution 
of  this  Houfe  of  the  i8th  of  Gclober  lafc,  which 
was,  That  the  royal  charter  makes  the  ads  of  this 
province  molt  abiolute  and  available  in  law,  until 
repealed  by  the  King,  is  pleafed  to  fay^  That  he 
joins  with  the  AiTembly,  in  this  refolve,  provided 
the  laws  are  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  England  ; 
and  by  the  following  paragraph,  in  the  fame  an- 
fwer, which  is,  That  he  allows  the  laws  of  the 
province  had  fettled  the  qualifications  of  Magif- 
trates  and  other  officers,  until  the  publication  of 
the  act  of  King  George^  relating  thereto,  he  has,

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1716.  at  laft,  thought  fit  to  give  fo  much  under  his  hand, 
s-^^~  as  his  opinion,  the  natural  conftrudlion  whereof  is, 
that  the  faid  affirmation-acls  of  this  province  (being 
the  fubjecl  then  in  hand)  were  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  England,  and  repealed  by  the  faid  acl  of 
parliament. 

"  But  this  we  humbly  offer,  That,  if  it  mufl 
be  termed  repugnant,  becaufe  it  differs  from,  or 
is  not  the  fame  with,  the  a£t  of  parliament,  then 
the  claufe  of  the  royal  charter,  which  grants  pow- 
er to  the  Governor  and  AfTembly  here  to  alter  the 
laws  of  England,  for  the  defcent  of  lands,  enjoy- 
ing eilates,  and  punifhing  felonies,  in  the  province 
(as  is  above  recited  from  the  faid  charter)  appears 
-to  be  ufelefs  and  vain. 

"  But  it  is  further  to  be  confidered,  That,  as 
the  term  repugnant,  always  implies  an  abfolute 
oppofition,  or  contrariety,  in  matter,  it  cannot 
be  faid  that  an  acl  of  this  province,  which  ena- 
bles thofe,  called  Quakers,  to  ferve  in  offices, 
upon  juries,  and  to  be  evidence,  in  all  cafes  (the 
circumftances  of  the  country  requiring  that  it 
fhould  be  fo)  is  contrary  to  an  acl:  of  Great  Britain, 
which  enables  them  only  to  give  evidence  in  civil 
cafes ;  thefe  two  differ,  it  is  true,  and  fo  it  was 
certainly  confidered  and  expecled,  at  the  time  of 
the  royal  grant,  that  our  acls  might,  in  fome  mea- 
fure,  differ  from  thofe  in  England  ;  otherwife  thofe 
in  England  would  fuffice  ;  and  no  fuch  power  for 
altering  them  needed  to  have  been  granted :  on 
the  contrary,  the  acl  of  this  province,  purfuant 
to  the  directions  of  that  royal  charter,  is  as  nearly 
agreeable,  as  to  our  conveniency  may  be,  to  the 
flatute  provided  for  Quakers,  in  Great  Britain. 

"  But  the  Governor,  we  prefume,  could  not 
intend,  by  his  anfwer,  That  this  acl,  at  the  time 
of  pairing  it,  was  repugnant  to  any  of  the  laws 
of  England,  though  it  differed  from  them,  for  in 

that, 
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that,  certainly,  he  could  not  have  given  it  his  fane-  1716. 
tion ;  it  muft,  therefore,  be  meant,  that  it  is  be-  ^^ 
come  repugnant  only  fince  the  fuppofed  publication 
of  the  Britijh  act,  which  he  conceives  repealed  it ; 
or,  to  ftate  what  can  be  alledged  on  that  head,  in 
its  full  force,  and  the  plaineft  terms  it  will  bear, 
that  the  act  of  the  fir  ft  of  king  George,  entitled,  An 
act  for  making  perpetual  an  acl  of  the  feventb  and 
eighth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majejly,  King 
William  the  Third,  entitled,  An  act,  That  the  fo- 
lemn  affirmation  and  declaration  of  the  people  called 
Quakers,  fhould  be  accepted  inftcad  of  an  oath,  in 
the  ufual  form,  &c.  extends  to  this  province  that 
act  of  King  William,  by  thefe  words  in  the  laft 
claufe  of  it,  viz.  Provided  always,  That  fo  much 
of  this  act,  as  relates  to  the  affirmations  to  be 
made  by  the  people  called  Quakers,  fhall  be  ex- 
tended to  that  part  of  Great  Britain,  called  Scot- 
land, for  ever,  and  to  the  plantations  belonging 
to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  for  five  years,  &c. 
Therefore,  that,  as  the  Quakers  are  not  permit- 
ted, by  that  act,  in  Great  Britain,  to  hold  offices, 
ferve  on  juries,  or  be  evidence  in  criminal  cafes, 
fo,  by  its  being  extended  to  the  plantations,  they 
are  as  effectually  difabled  there,  and  that  all  acts 
of  this  province,  for  qualifying  Quakers,  in  thefe 
cafes,  are,  by  the  fuperior  force  of  this  act  of 
parliament,  repealed,  and  made  utterly  void. 

"  But  when  the  language  of  the  act  itfelf 
comes  to  be  confidered,  the  whole  feeming  force 
of  this  objection  will,  we  prefume,  entirely  difap- 
pear  ;  the  claufe  of  limitation,  in  the  feventh  and 
eighth  of  William  the  Third,  is  in  thefe  words : 
"  Provided,  and  be  it  enabled,  That  no  Quaker,  or 
reputed  Quaker,  JJ^all,  by  virtue  of  this  acl,  be 
qualified  or  permitted,  to  give  evidence,  In  any  cri- 
minal caiifes,  to  ferve  on  any  juries,  to  bear  any  of- 
fice, or  place  of  profit,  in  the  government,  any  thing 
in  this  acl.  contained  to  the  contrary  not-ivithftanding" 

Upon 
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1716.  Upon  which  we  conceive  that  Brigadier  Hunter^ 
V— -v—-"  Governor,  under  his  Majefty,  of  the  provinces 
of  New  Tcrk  and  New  Jerfcy,  has  (in  a  cafe  pa- 
rellel  with  ours)  obferved,  in  his  printed  declarati- 
on en  that  fubjeet,  under  the  tide  of,  "  An  anfwer 
to  what  has  been  offered,  as  argument  againft  the 
validity  and  force  of  an  act  of  Affembly,  entitled, 
An  act)  that  the  folemn  affirmation  and  declaration 
of  the  people  called  Quakers^  &c.  pafled  in  the  pro? 
vince  of  New  Jerfey,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Queen  Anne^  to  be  of  fuch  force,  as  to 
be  worthy  our  recital :  in  which,  after  he  has  ob- 
ferved,  in  general,  in  the  following  words  : — - 
<;  Into  what  a  woful  condition  mufl  the  planta- 
tions be  plunged,  if  fuch  laws  as  (hall,  by  a  Legi- 
flature  lawfully  conftituted  by  virtue  of  letters 
patent,  under  the  broad  feal,  be  enacted  for  the 
good  government  and  eafe  of  the  fubjects  there, 
fhall,  by  implication,  or  conftruction,  be  deemed 
to  be  repealed  !"  &c.  he  is  pleafed  to  fay,  that  act 
of  Affembly  is  not  fo  much  as,  by  implication, 
repealed ;  for  the  words  of  that  act,  upon  which 
they  lay  the  ftrefs  of  the  argument,  are  thefe, 
Provided^  that  no  .Quaker  Jhall,  by  virtue  of  this 
acl)  be  qualified,  &c,  Now  I  know  no  Quaker, 
continues  that  gentleman,  that  pretends  he  is,  or 
can,  by  virtue  of  that  act,  be  qualified ;  but  I 
believe  every  Quaker  thinks  that  he  is,  or  may  be, 
qualified  by  an  act  of  Affembly,  entitled,  An  act, 
that  the  folemn  affirmation  and  declaration  of 
the  people  called  Quakers,  &c.  paffed  in  the  pro- 
vince, and  fent  home,  &c.  It  is  as  plain  as  words 
can  make  it,  that  that  act,  of  the  feventh  and 
eighth  of  King  William.,  has  no  negative,  but  upon 
itielf,  and  confequently  cannot  be  alledged  in  bar 
to  any  laws  already  enacted,  in  the  plantations, 
pr  even  fuch  as  may  be  enacted ;  for,  by  thefe 
letters  patent,  which  gave  a  being  to  this  govern- 
jueht  and  Legislature,  all  fuch  laws,  as  ihall  be 
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enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Affembly,    1716. 
are  declared  to  be  in  full  force,  from  the  time  of  w^v"— ' 
.enacting. 

"  The  fame  worthy  gentleman  and  Governor 
is  further  pleafed,  in  the  faid  print,  to  publifli  an 
inflruction  from  the  late  Queen,  in  whofe  reign 
that  act  of  Affembly  was  made,  directing  him  to 
pafs  fuch  an  act  in  New  Jerfey  ;  by  which  inft ruc- 
tion her  Majefly  was  pleafed  further  to  declare 
her  will  and  plcafure,  "  That  fuch  of  the  people 
called  Quakers.,  as  mall  be  found  capable  of  ferv^ 
ing  in  her  Council,  the  General  Affembly,  and  in 
other  places  of  trufl  and  profit,  in  New  Jerfey, 
and  accordingly  be  elected,  or  appointed,  to  ferve 
therein,  may,  upon  their  taking  and  figning  the 
declaration  of  allegiance  to  her  Majefty,  in  the 
form,  ufed  by  the  fame  people,  in  England,  to- 
gether with  a  folemn  declaration  of  the  true  dif- 
charge  of  their  refpective  trufts,  be  admitted  by 
the  Governor  to  any  of  the  faid  places  or  employ* 
ments."  And  he  adds,  "  That  the  fame  inftruc- 
tions  are,  word  for  word,  alfo  contained  in  his 
prefent  Majefty's  inftructions  to  the  Governor, 
dated  the  firft  of  July,  1715.  By  which  it  ap- 
pears, that  both  the  late  Queen  was,  and  his  pre- 
fent Majefty  is,  willing  that  the  people  called 
Quakers,  immediately  under  their  government,  in 
New  Jerfey,  mould  enjoy  the  full  privileges, 
which  are  craved  here,  as  due  to  the  people,  we 
reprefent,  by  their  charteral  rights,  under  the 
government  of  our  Proprietary,  William  Penn. 

"  To  this  we  may  add  what  has  alfo  been  ob- 
ferved,  on  the  fame  fubject,  by  the  Chief  Juftice  of 
New  Jerfey,  in  his  fpeech,  delivered  at  the  fupreme 
court,  in  May  laft,  at  Burlington^  which  is  alfo 
printed ;  wherein  he  clearly  gives  his  opinion  in 
jaw,  very  nearly  in  the  fame  terms,  the  Governor 
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1716.    had  done  before,    and  then  proceeds,    in  thefe 
^~~^~"  \vords,  viz. 

"  The  a£fc  of  parliament  of  Great  Britain  is  an 
enlargement  of  the  Quakers  privileges  to  what  it 
never  was  before ;  it  makes  that  perpetual  to 
them,  in  England,  which  before  was  temporary 
and  expired,  or  near  expiring,  by  its  own  limita- 
tion, carries  the  fame  into  that  part  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, called  Scotland,  where  it  was  not  before, 
and  makes  it  perpetual  there,  and  into  the  plan- 
tations, generally,  for  five  years.  This  does  no 
way  hinder,  but  that,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  Af- 
fembly  of  the  province  (which  is  a  municipal  law 
thereof)  the  Quakers,  or  reputed  Quakers,  are 
qualified  to  be  of  juries  and  evidence,  and  bear 
offices  of  truft  and  profit,  in  the  government ; 
nor,  but  that  they  may  be  fo  qualified  hereafter, 
by  any  other  law,  hereafter  to  be  made,  for  that, 
or  the  like  purpofe,  although  by  virtue  of  that 
acl  of  parliament,  they  are  not  fo  qualified. 

"  Having  thus  far  dated  this  point,  we  fhall 
now  leave  it ;  but  that  we  are  obliged  to  give  the 
ienfe  of  this  Houfe  to  that  part  of  the  Governor's 
ani'wer  to  our  refolves,  in  which  he  is  pleafed  to 
fay,  That  though  he  was  of  opinion  he  could 
not  be  fafe  in  giving  any  qualification  but  an  oath, 
yet  by  a  dedimus  they,  (the  officers  and  witneffes) 
might  have  been  qualified,  as  the  law  directs. 

"  On  which  we  mu(t  humbly  obferve,  That 
though  it  may  be  very  certain  a  dedimu  spot  eft  aiem, 
duly  iiiued  by  the  Governor,  is  no  lefs  fufficient, 
in  law,  for  adminiilering  qualifications  to  any 
officer,  than  the  Governor's  act,  in  his  own  per- 
ibn  ;  which,  no  twit  lift  an  ding,  the  Governor  has 
riot  of  late,  thit  we  know  of,  conclefcended  to, 
but  refilled  to  admit  fuch  of  thofe  called  Quakers, 
as,  by  virtue  of  the  Proprietary's  charter  to  the 
ptAxic,  were  elected  to  ferve  in  certain  offices, 

until 
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until  that  more  remarkable  cafe  of  the  laft  quali-  1716. 
fication  of  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia ;  yet  no  ' ^~*~ 
fuch  dedimus  will  anfwer  the  exigencies  of  this 
government,  mould  the  Governor's  opinion  ob- 
tain :  for  mould  it  be  taken  for  granted,  that  the 
affirmation-ad  of  this  province  is  actually  repealed 
by  the  aft  of  parliament,  then  all  fuch  qualifica- 
tions will  be  conilrued  illegal,  whether  given  by 
himfelf,  or  other  perfons,  empowered  by  him. 
And  as  the  Judges  of  the  fupreme  court  have  ren- 
dered their  reafons  to  the  Houfe,  for  their  not 
proceeding  to  try  the  criminals,  now  in  the  refpec- 
tive  gaols  of  this  province,  viz.  That  they  cannot 
think  it  prudent  to  proceed,  by  virtue  of  the  Govern- 
or's commiffion  to  them,  in  oppofition  to  his  opinion,  in 
fo  tender  a  point ~,  as  the  li-ves  of  his  Majefty's  fub- 
jetts  :*  fo  all  others  mud  be  difcouraged  in  cafes  of 
fuch  vaft  confequence ;  for  no  dedimus  will  make 
that  aft  fufficient,  that  is  in  itfelf  illegal. 

"  It  has,  by  this  time,  we  hope,  clearly  ap- 
peared, from  what  has  been  offered,  That  the 
opinion  of  the  Governor  is  (with  fubmifnon)  nei- 
ther founded  on  law  nor  reafon  ;  but  from  hence 
we  cannot  but  defire  the  Governor  may  be  in- 
duced more  ferioufly  and  maturely  to  confider  how 
unaccountable  and  altonifhing  it  muil  appear  to 
mankind,  that,  while  fuch  perfons  as  Governor 
Hunter,  who  holds  his  commiflion  directly  from 
the  crown,  is  accountable  to  no  other  principal, 
nor  under  obligations  to  any  called  a  Quaker,  as 
a  fuperior,  has  thought  it  neceffary,  in  the  difcharge 
of  his  truft,  to  publifh  his  reafons,  in  fuch  a  mari- 
ner, for  removing  miftakes,  and  allaying  the 
diilurbances  from  thence  fomented  ;  at  the  fame 
time,  though  fuch  an  example  be  fet  to  us,  at  no 
greater  diftance,  than  the  other  bank  of  Delaware^ 
our  Proprietary,  William  Penn's  Lieutenant,  in  the 

province, 

*  The  names  of  thefe  Judge*  were,  William  Trent,  Jonathan  Dick- 
infon  and  George  Roach, 
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1716.  province  of  Pennfyfoania,  fhould  be  drawn  into' 
v*-^v"^~  meafures  ib  injurious,  not  only  to  the  intereft  of 
his  principal,  from  which  he  derives  his  power,- 
but  to  the  very  being  of  the  confirmation,  over 
which  he  is  entruiled  to  prefide.  We  heartily 
\vifh  we  could,  by  any  conftru&ion,  find  other 
caufes,  to  which  thefe  procedures  might  be  im- 
puted, than  a  formed  defign  ;  but  we  are  juflly 
alarmed  at  fome  other  late  proceedings  of  the  Go  - 
vernor,  which,  as  they  have  naturally  fallen  under 
our  notice,  we  think  ourfelves  alfo  obliged,  in  du- 
ty, to  reprefent  :- 

"  When  the  Houfe  had  chofen  their  Speaker^ 
and  the  Governor,  without  any  objection,  ap- 
proved their  choice,  they  proceeded  to  take  the 
ufual  qualifications  as  the  law,  in  that  cafe,  directs ; 
but  upon  the  rumours,  that  had  been  fpread,  of 
perfons  difaffected  to  his  prefent  Majefty,  that  this 
Houfe  might  give  the  utmofl  expreflions,  they 
could,  of  their  loyalty,  they,  by  a  mefTage  to  the 
Governor,  requefted  to  know,  if  befides  what 
they  had  taken  as  ufual,  the  Governor  had  any 
directions  from  Great  Britain,  or  any  other  qua- 
lification to  offer  to  the  Houfe  ;  to  which,  he  was 
pleafed  to  anfwer,  he  had  not :  the  Houfe  notwith- 
ftanding  refolved  to  neglect  no  part  of  their  duty> 
but  to  give  all  the  amirances  of  the'-r  loyalty,  in 
their  power,  thought  fit  unanimoufly  to  take  and 
fubfcribe  the  tefl,  called  the  abjuration?  every  one, 
in  the  way  prefc.ribed  to  them  by  the  feveral  acts 
of  parliament,  according  to  their  religious  perfua- 
fions,  and  then  proceeded  to  the  bufinefs  before 
them. 

<c  But  being  informed  that  the  Governor  hacfj 
at  divers  times,  and  to  fundry  perfons,  charged 
the  prefent  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  now 
Speaker  of  the  Houfe,  as  a  perfon  difaffe&ed  to 
his  Majefty,  King  George ;  and  that  he  further 

all  edged,* 
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alledged,  the  only  caufe  of  difference  betwixt  him  1716. 
and  the  faid  Mayor,  was,  becaufe  the  Governor 
would  not  agree  to  proclaim  the  Pretender,  or 
\vords  to  the  fame  effect ;  the  Houfe  conceived 
thernfelves  obliged,  in  duty  to  his  faid  Majefty,  to 
enquire  into  the  grounds  of  this  heinous  charge, 
that,  in  cafe  there  mould  be  any  found,  they  might 
purge  themfelves  of  the  fcandal. 

"  Accordingly,  having,  in  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe,  taken  full  proofs,  that  the  Govern- 
or had  fo  charged  the  Speaker,  and  finding,  by 
the  fame  evidence,  that  he  had,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, alfo  charged  yames  Logan,  Secretary  of  the 
province,  they,  by  a  meifage,  defired  of  the  Go- 
vernor, that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  lay  before  the 
Houfe  his  grounds  for  thefe  accufations ;  but  he 
returned  jio  other  anfwer,  than,  "  That  he  thought 
himfelf  not  obliged  to  render  any  reafons  to  the 
Houfe  for  his  accufation,  but  would  do  it  at  the 
board  at  home ;"  and  the  Member s^  fent  on  the 
meifage,  could  not  perfuade  him  to  give  any  rea* 
fons  here* 

"  The  Houfe  thereupon  judged  it  ftill  the  more 
incumbent  on  them  to  enquire  fully  into  the  mat- 
ter ;  and  accordingly  they,  by  a  written  ineffage,  in- 
formed the  Governor,  That,  being  under  a  deep 
concern^  oh  all  occafions,  to  mew  their  loyalty, 
as  faithful  fubjecls,  to  King  George,  they  could, 
by  no  means,  think  themfelves  difcharged  of  their 
duty,  without  further  enquiring  into  the  truth  of 
the  report,  which  they  had  received ^  and  acquaint- 
ed the  Governor  with,  which  affected  their  Speak- 
er and  another  perfon,  bearing  confiderable  offices 
and  trufts,  in  the  government ;  and  finding  the 
Governor's  anfwer  to  the  laft  mcflage,  concerning 
the  fame,  not  fatisfactory,  they  further  acquainted 
him,  that  the  Houfe  intended  immediately  to  re- 
folve  into  a  committee,  in  order  to  enquire  into

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1716.  that  matter,  and  that  the  faid  committee  would 
v-'~v~w  be  defirous  to  receive  from  the  Governor,  or  any 
other  perfon,  any  information  concerning  the 
fame,  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  extent  of  what 
is  their  duty,  and  purge  the  Houfe  of  any  Mem- 
ber, or  Members  thereof,  that  may  appear,  or 
mall  be  found  guilty  of  difloyalty  to  the  King,  or 
difaftedion  to  his  government,  under  which  the 
Houfe  unanimoufly  declared  themfelves  extremely 
happy,  and  well  fatisfied. 

"  But  the  Governor,  though  another  meflage 
was  fent  to  him,  to  crave  his  anfwer,  could  not 
be  prevailed  on  to  give  any,  but  that  he  had  no- 
thing to  lay  before  them  ;  the  Houfe  notwith- 
flanding,  while  formed  into  a  committee  for  that 
purpofe,  proceeded  to  make  the  utmoft  enquiries, 
in  their  power  ;  but  could  not  find  the  leafl  ground 
to  fufpect  the  perfons  charged,  or  to  believe  the 
accufations,  againfl  them,  had  any  manner  of 
foundation. 

"  Now  what  fentiments  can  be  formed  of  fuch 
a  conduct,  in  a  perfon,  acting  in  fo  exalted  a  fla- 
tion,  the  Houfe  mufl  acknowledge  themfelves  to 
be  at  a  lofs  to  determine !  But  the  Houfe  would 
confider  it,  as  no  fmall  happinefs  to  the  whole 
province,  could  they  be  allured  that  the  Govern- 
or had  no  defign,  by  his  reprefentations  to  any 
board,  at  home,  to  raife  a  merit  to  himfelf,  on 
the  ruin  of  others ;  who,  could  they  be  heard 
there,  and  fully  known,  might  be  found  as  faith- 
ful and  loyal,  in  their  itations,  to  the  prefent  efta- 
blimment  and  fucceflion,  as  any  of  the  King's 
fubjects  whatfoever. 

"  Had  the  Governor  believed  the  Speaker  to 
be  fuch  a  perfon,  as  he  has  thought  fit  to  render 
him,  it  was  doubtlefs  incumbent  on  the  Govern- 
or to  except  againft  him,  when  firfl  prefented  by  the 
Houfe,  in  that  fiction,  or  had  he  ftifpected  either 

the 
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the  Speaker,  or  any  other  Member,  to  be  difaf-  1716. 
fefted  to  the  King,  it  might  be  no  lefs  expe&ed,  s-*~v^-/ 
that  he  fhould  have  recommended  to  the  Houfe, 
the  further  qualification  of  the  abjuration,  as  a 
teft  to  them :  but,  if  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe 
of  Reprefentatives  of  Pennfylvania,  and  others 
acting  in  the  great  trufts,  are  to  be  rendered  to 
the  miniflry,  or  to  any  board,  as  perfons  fo  no- 
torioufly  difaffectd,  as  the  Governor's  charges  im- 
ply, and  this  without  the  lead  proof  offered  here, 
though  fo  importunately,  and  yet  dutifully  folicit- 
ed,  it  will  force  all  thinking  perfons  on  apprehen- 
fions,  that  there  is  more  intended  by  it,  than  can 
fafely  be  acknowledged  here,  where  things  and 
perfons  are  better  known,  than  can  poffibly  be  at 
fuch  a  diftance,  as  the  other  fide  of  the  ocean. 

"  Having  proceeded  to  fuch  a  length,  on  thefe 
two  important  fubje&s,  we  fhould  now  chufe  to 
bring  this  reprefentation  to  a  period,  but  that  the 
Governor's  written  anfwer  to  another  mefTage 
from  the  Houfe  exacts  our  notice  ;  in  which  he  is 
pleafed  to  fay,  That  he  is  given  to  underftand, 
(for  which  he  thinks  fit  to  quote  the  language  of 
former  Affemblies,  and  fome  of  the  Council)  that 
this  Houfe  did  not  defign  to  make  laws,  nor  raife 
any  money  this  feflion,  but  upon  terms  inconfifl- 
cnt  with  the  Governor's  duty  and  fafety  to  comply 
with.  To  which  the  juflefl  reply  we  can,  at 
prefent,  return,  is,  That  this  Houfe  came  toge- 
ther with  no  other  views,  than  to  difcharge  their 
duty,  in  all  refpe&s,  to  the  befl  of  their  fkill  and 
power ;  and  they  have  nothing  to  crave  of  the 
Governor,  but  what  they  firmly  believe  is  not 
only  his  duty,  but  for  his  honour  and  fafety,  to 
grant  them :  they  would  willingly  have  proceed- 
ed to  enquire  what  further  laws  may  be  neceffary 
for  the  well-being  of  the  province,  in  general,  the 
Governor  having  told  us,  in  his  fpeech,  That,  if 

we 
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1716.  we  fhould  have  any  other  bills  to  offer,  that  might 
v^v— ^  be  for  the  intereft  and  tranquillity  of  the  people, 
he  fhould  be  ready  to  pafs  them,  and  promifed 
himfelf,  that  he  would  make  a  return  fuitable  tq 
their  circumftances,  and  the  advantages  they  will 
receive  by  them :  but,  in  his  next  written  mef- 
fage,  he  informed  the  Houfe,  "  That  he  difa- 
greed  from  both  the  Council  and  Aflembly,  in  his 
opinion,  upon  a  point  of  fuch  importance  to  the 
fecurity,  as  well  as  tranquillity  of  the  people,  that 
no  bill  of  ours  can  be  of  more  to  us :"  the  pur- 
port of  which  was,  that  he  declared  (in  oppofition 
to  both  Council  and  Aflembly)  that  one  of  the 
lafl:  laws,  he  himfelf  had  pafled,  which  moft  near- 
ly  aifecled  us,  was  void,  and  this  by  conftrutHon 
only ;  we  could  not,  therefore,  find  any  encou- 
ragement from  the  Governor's  propofals  to  us,  to 
think  any  other  bill,  we  could  offer,  was  worth 
the  foliciting,  and  much  lefs  deferving,  a  further 
confideration. 

"  To  this  we  muft  not  omit  adding,  That  we 
find  judgment  was  given  againft  one  Hugh  Lowdon9 
-at  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  September  lail, 
whereupon  the  faid  Hugh  Lo?vdon,  giving  way  to 
the  greatefl  refentment  and  rage,  vowed  revenge, 
at  the  utmoit  hazards,  againft  the  aforefaid  Speak- 
er and  Secretary  (being  two  of  the  Juftices  of  that 
court)  and  haying  furnifhed  himfelf  with  piftols, 
way-laid  them,  at  their  doors,  and  meeting  the 
Speaker,  the  fame  night,  he  prefented  at  him  a 
piftol  loaden  with  bullets  ;  although,  by  the  over- 
ruling hand  of  Providence,  no  further  mifchief 
enfued.  As  this  attempt  could  not  but  raife  a 
horror  in  the  hearts  of  all  good  men,  we  find  the 
faid  Lovudon  was  bound  over  to  the  court,  now  fit- 
ting, and  indictments  were  found  againd  him,  for 
the  fame  ;  at  which  the  Governor,  inflead  of  pro-! 
tect'ng  the  Magiftratcs,  in  the  difcharge  of  their 

traits, 
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trufts,  has  now  thought  fit  to  grant  Noli  Profequi's,    1716. 
in  the  faid  Lowdorfs  favour,  in  the  fame  manner  v-^^t*-/ 
he  had  formerly  done,  for  one  Francis  Phi/lips 
(that  fcandal  to  his  order)  when  indi&ed  and  pro- 
iecuted  for  notorious  crimes,  after  all  the  neigru 
bouring  clergy  had  difowned  him.     Which  pro- 
ceedings, as  they  rendered  the  adminiflration  con- 
temptible, fo  we  alfo  juflly  fear  they  will  encou- 
rage ill-minded  men  to  the  fame  attempts,  in  hopes 
of  the  like  favour. 

"  But,  to  fum  up  the  whole,  we  can  truly  fay, 
we  are  extremely  troubled,  that  we  cannot  enjoy 
the  fame  happinefs,  that  mod  of  our  neighbours 
refpe&ively  do,  of  feeing  our  Governor  take  fuch 
meafures,  as  fhould,  by  an  agreeable  force,  fway 
the  people's  inclinations,  to  render  him  eafy,  in 
all  refpech ;  which  can  be  effected  by  no  means 
fo  powerfully,  as  firfl  rendering  them  eafy,  in  the 
enjoyment  of  thofe  privileges,  which  they  have  an 
undoubted  right  to :  and  we  are  but  too  well  af- 
fured,  that  the  only  caufe  of  a  failure  herein,  is 
the  Governor's  miftake,  fince  the  Proprietary's 
indifpofition,  in  the  choice  of  his  advifers ;  who, 
whatever  views  they  may,  at  prefent  form,  will, 
at  length,  be  found  the  fole  occafion  of  all  the 
difappointments,  that  may  fall  to  the  Governor's 
portion  ;  for,  even,  though  ading  by  commiffion, 
immediately  from  the  crown,  he  would  have  the 
fame  injured  people  to  deal  with." 

Thus  far  this  reprefentation :  what  follows  of 
it  is  chiefly  a  number  of  law  cafes,  adduced  in 
confirmation  of  the  opinion  of  the  Houfe  ;  which 
may  be  feen  at  length,  in  the  printed  votes  of  the 
Affembly  of  the  province.

1717.  A  doth  not  appear  that  Governor  Gookin  made 
"~^~^~  any  reply  to  this  reprefentation  ;  but  that,  in  the 

firft  month,  1716-17,  by  a  written  meffage  to  the 
The  GO-  Houfe,  he  took  his  laft  leave  of  them,  in  full  af- 

furance,  that  he  mould  foon  be  fuperfeded  ;  and, 


takes  his     without  making  any  further  reflection  on  them, 

the  -AfTen>  or  tneir  conduct,  he  recommended  to  their  confi- 

}>;/,  &c,      deration  the  charge  of  his  returning  to  feek  ano- 

ther employment  ;  declaring,  that  the  uncertainty 

of  his  being  provided  for  at  home  ;  the  thoughts 

of  what  he  had  left,  to  ferve  the  Proprietary  and 

the  province,  and  the  difappointments  he  had  met 

with,  fo  filled  his  mind,  that  they  would  excufe 

his  not  faying  any  more. 

The  Affembly  gave  him  two  hundred  pounds, 
on  the  occafion  ;  and  on  the  firft  of  May  next

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Sir  William  Keith  was  a  man  of  popular  addrefs,    1717. 
and  acquainted  with  the  art  of  gaming  the  affec-  <TTwnJ^ 
tion  of  the  people  ;  which,  after  fo  much  alterca-  am  Keith 
don  and  tedious  difpute  between  the  Aflembly  and 
the  two  preceding  Governors,  Evans  and  Gookin, 
had  fo  much  the  more  effect,  and  rendered  his  ad- 
miniflration  both  the  more  acceptable  and  ufeful 
to  the  province.    The  following  was  his  firft  fpeech 
to  the  Aflembly,  on  the  twentiety  day  of  the  fixth 
month,  Auguft,  O.  S. 

"  Mr.  Speaker,  and 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  Affembly, 

"  Being  informed,  upon  my  arrival  here,  that  Governor 
the  feafon  of  harveft,  then  at  hand,  could  not  Keith's  firft 
well  permit  you  to  meet  me,  in  your  reprefentative 
capacity,  until  that  bufy  time  be  over ;  I  did,  out  biy. 
of  a  tender  regard  for  your  interefts,  then  delay 
the  fatisfaction  I  (till  propofed  to  myfelf,  in  meet- 
ing with  this  prefent  Aflembly ;  and  I  will  always 
endeavour  to  make  the  time,  you  muft  neceflarily 
beftow  on  the  public  fervice,  as  eafy  and  pleafant 
to  yourfelves  as,  I  hope,  it  will  be  profitable  and 
fatisfactory  to  the  country  in  general. 

"  If  an  affectionate  defire,  to  oblige  and  ferve 
the  people  of  this  province,  can  qualify  me,  in 
their  good  opinions,  for  the  ftation  wherein  I  am 
now  placed,  I  may  then  expect  that  the  country's 
and  the  Governor's  interefl  will  be  effectually  efta- 
blifhed  upon  one  bottom,  as  that  he,  who  truly 
wifhes  well  to  either,  cannot  but  find  himfelf  en- 
gaged to  ferve  both ;  and  you  yourfelves  may 
eaiily  infer  the  warmth  of  my  inclinations  towards 
the  fervice  and  profperity  of  this  country. 

"  Firft,  From  the  expenfive  application,  laft 
year,  by  which  I  carefully  introduced  to  his  royal 
highnefs,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  then  Regent,  the 
humble  addrefs  of  the  Alterably  to  the  King,  in 

fuck 
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1717*  fiich  manner,  as  freely  to  obtain  his  royal  high- 
~^^~  nefs's  moil  gracious  afTurance,  that  the  people 
called  Quakers,  were  a  body  of  loyal  fubjects,  for 
whom  the  King  had  great  regard ;  and  that  his 
highnefs  was  forry  the  King  was  not  then  prefent 
to  receive  fo  good  an  addrefs ;  but  that  the  Qua- 
kers might,  at  all  times,  depend  on  his  highnefs's 
good-will,  to  ferve  them,  in  any  thing,  they  had 
to  afk  of  his  royal  father. 

"  Then,  the  diligence,  wherewith  I  obtained, 
at  a  confiderable  charge,  the  commifiion  of  Go- 
vernor, without  any  other  certain  profpect,  or 
advantage,  but  only  that  I  mould  be  thereby 
enabled  more  effectually  to  ferve  you. 

"  And,  laflly,  by  the  great  fatigue  t  have  un- 
dergone, fince  my  arrival  here,  that  no  opportu- 
nity might  be  flipped,  to  encourage  virtue,  and 
promote  the  general  good  of  your  country  ;  but 
thefe  confiderations  are  trifles,  compared  with  the 
indifpenfible  obligation,  that  is  of  neceffity  upon 
you,  to  fupport  the  dignity  and  authority  of  this 
government,  by  fuch  a  reafonable  and  difcreet 
eftablimment,  as  the  nature  of  the  thing,  and  your 
own  generofity  will  direct. 

"  And  whatfoever  you  mall  think  fit  to  do,  in 
that  kind,  pray  let  it  no  longer  bear  the  undelerved 
and  reproachful  name  of  a  burden  upon  the  peo- 
ple ;  but  rather  let  your  Governor  be  enabled  to 
relieve  the  country  from  real  burdens*  by  putting 
it  in  his  power  to  direct  a  better  ceconomy,  and 
more  frugal  management  of  fuch  taxes*  as  would 
anfwer  the  ufes,  for  which  they  are  intended,  if 
not  fquandered  by  the  bare-faced  partiality  and  un- 
profitable expenfe  of  the  officers  appointed  to  affefs 
and  collect  the  fame. 

"  Gentlemen,  I  doubt  not,  but  you  will  take 
the  firft  opportunity,  under  a  new  adminiftration, 
to  examine  the  flate  of  your  laws,  in  order  to 

revive 
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revive  fome,  that  are  obfolete,  or  expired;  and    1717. 
to  make  fuch  alterations  and  additions,  as  fhall  be  ^^^^ 
found  neceffary,  for  perfecting  the  conftitution, 
and  good  order  of  government,  in  this  province. 

"  For  that  end,  I  am,  on  my  part,  ready  to 
concur  with  you,  in  every  thing,  which  you  can 
poffibly  defire,  or  expeft,  from  a  Governor,  who 
confcientioufly  intends  to  obferve,  and  fteadily 
refolves  to  purfue  the  duty  of  his  office." 

On  the  twenty-fecond,  the  Affembly  prefented 
him  the  following  addrefs,  viz. 

"  The  addrefs  of  the  freemen  of  Pennfyfoania,  in  TheAffem- 
Affembly  met,  in  anfwer  to  the  Governor's 
fpeech  of  the  twentieth  inftant. 

"  May  it  pleafe  the  Gevernor,  fPeech- 

"  We  gladly  embrace  this  firft  opportunity  to 
congratulate  the  Governor's  happy  and  fafe  arri- 
val to  us,  with  an  eye  to  that  good  Providence, 
which  preferved  him  and  his  family  from  pirates  j 
who,  at  that  time,  much  infefted  our  coaft  ;  fome 
of  whom  (as  we  are  informed)  waited  with  hopes  % 
of  his  falling  into  their  hands. 

"  This  Houfe,  maturely  confidering  the  Go- 
vernor's fpeech,  find  themfelves  obliged,  in  duty, 
to  make  grateful  acknowledgments,  for  the  Go- 
vernor's tender  regards  to  the  intereft  of  the  pub- 
lic. 

"  The  Governor's  affectionate  defire,  to  oblige 
and  ferve  the  people  of  this  province,  doth,  and 
mail,  meet  with  dutiful  returns,  in  all  matters, 
that  come  before  us ;  and  this  Houfe  will  contri- 
buce  all,  in  their  power,  to  preferve  the  intereft 
of  the  Governor  and  people  upon  one  bottom. 

"  And  as  we  muft  acknowledge  the  people  of 
this  province  to  ftand  highly  obliged  to  the  Go- 
vernor's application  and  care,  in  prefenting  to  the

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1717.  Prince,  then  Regent,  the  humble  addrefs  of  the 
s*^>r>w'  Afiembly  of  this  province,  fo  we  gladly  take  this 
occafion  to  confefs  the  warmth  of  our  hearts,  in 
loyalty,  duty  and  affe&ion  to  the  King,  and  roy- 
al family,  and  entreat  the  Governor,  upon  all  oc- 
cafions,  fo  to  reprefent  us. 

"  We  cannot  but  exprefs  the  pleafure,  and 
great  fatisfa&ion  of  this  Houfe,  in  that  the  Pro- 
prietary hath  been  pleafcd  to  place,  and  his  Ma- 
jefly  to  approve  of,  fo  worthy  a  gentleman,  in 
commiflion  over  us ;  and  hope  our  behaviour,  and 
that  of  all  the  people  of  this  province,  will  always 
be  fuch  as  may  preferve  the  good  inclinations  of 
the  Governor  to  ferve  the  country ;  an  inilance 
whereof  we  have  in  the  fatiguing  journeys  he  hath 
taken,  in  the  late  hot  feafon,  to  promote  the  good 
of  thofc  under  his  government. 

"  As  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  defer  calling 
us,  for  the  fake  of  harveft,  fo  we  crave  leave  to 
obferve  to  him,  that  feed  time  being  juft  at  hand, 
it  will  be  a  great  ir.conveniency  to  many  of  the 
Members  to  flay  long  at  this  feafon,  fo  that  we  do 
not  undertake,  at  this  fitting,  to  enter  upon  an 
examination  of  our  laws,  or  any  bufmefs  that  will 
require  length  of  time,  but,  depend  upon  the 
Governor's  refolves  and  good  intentions  to  oblige 
the  people,  by  concurring  with  any  thing,  they 
can  reafonably  defire,  for  their  fervice, 

"  We,  on  our  part,  being  fully  fatisfled,  in 
our  duty  of  fupporting,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  the 
dignity  and  authority  of  this  government,  have  at 
this  time  voted,  nervine  contradicente,  that  the  fum 
of  five  hundred  pounds  mall  be  given  to  the  Go- 
vernor, and  paid  out  of  the  firft  public  money, 
that  mall  arife,  by  any  means,  in  the  treafury ; 
and  to  make  it  more  certain,  are  now  preparing 
a  bill,  which  will  be  offered  to  the  Governor,  for 
augmenting  the  public  ftock," 

To 
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To  this  addrefs  the  Governor  made  the  follow-    1717* 
Ing  reply,  wz. 

"  Mr,  Speaker,  and 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  Affe?nblyy 

'"  I  received  a  very  affectionate  addrefs  from  Governor 
your  Houfe  ;  for  which  I  heartily  thank  you  ;  and  Keith'*  re- 
the  generous  acknowledgment,   you  have   been 
pleafed  to   make  of  my  late  endeavours  to  ferve 
this  country,    cannot  but  greatly  encourage  me 
diligently  to  carry  on  the  fame  public  fervice,  in 
all  its  parts. 

"  Your  dutiful  expreffions  of  loyalty  and  affec- 
tion to  the  King  and  royal  family,  mail  be  care- 
fully reprefented  by  me  to  his  Majefty,  and  his 
fervants,  in  the  miniflry ;  and  while  the  fpirit  of 
unanimity,  and  fo  amiable  a  temper,  with  refpecl 
to  government,  is  continued  and  preferved  amongfl 
you,  I  will  take  upon  me  to  fay,  that  you  may  be 
firmly  affured  of  the  King%  favourable  counte- 
nance, and  gracious  cond^fcenfion,  in  all  our  ap- 
plications to  the  throne. 

"  Gentlemen,  fmce  you  have  obferved  to  me, 
that  it  will  be  inconvenient  for  you  to  enter  upon 
any  bufmefs  now,  which  may  detain  you  from 
your  urgent  affairs,  at  this  time,  in  the  country, 
I  cannot  but  condefcend  that  you  may  make  fuch 
an  adjournment,  as  you  think  will  bed  fuit  with 
the  feafon  of  the  year ;  for  I  mall  ftill  have  a  great 
regard  to  the  ©pinion,  as  well  as  the  advantage 
and  eafe,  of  fo  good  an  Affembly." 

The  Aflembly,  elected  in  October,  1717,  chofe 
William  Trent ,  Speaker.     About  which  time,  the  Many  fb- 
great   influx  of  foreigners,*   into  the  province,  reigners  ar- 

j  rfve  in  the 

created  province. 

*  Many  of  the  Mennonifls^  &c.  appear  to  have  arrived  in  Pennfylva- 
«;V,  about  this  time,  from  Germany,  &c. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1717,  died  Dr.  Griffith  Owen,  of  Pllla- 
Metphia*     H#  came  to  Penttfyfoartia  among  the  early  iettlers ;  ancl  was  faid 
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1717.  created  fuch  apprehenfions,  that  Governor  Keith  9 
in  his  fpeech  to  the  Houfe,  after  recommending 
their  revifmg  and  amending  their  laws,  propoied 
to  tne^r  confideration,    whether  fome  regulation 
might  not  be  ncceflary,  in  regard  to  the  unlimited 
numDers  of  thefe  foreigners  coming  without  li- 
cence from  the  King,  or  leave  of  the  government  ? 
On  which  affair,   the  Aflembly,   in  their  reply, 
likewife  expreffed  their  concern,  with  the  jeaiou-r 
fies  and  uneafinefs,  raifed  in  the  minds  of  the  in- 
habitants,   refpecting   the   inconveniencies,    that 
might  attend  their  fettlement,  in  too  large  num- 
bers  together,    in  one    place,    or  promifcuoufly 
among  the  Indians.     They  defired  the  Governor's 
fentiments  thereon  ;  and  that  he  would  either  ap- 
point a  committee  of  the  Council,  to  join  with 
one  of  the  Aflembly,  on  this  buimefs,  or  other- 
wife,  as  he  thought  proper. 

This  the  Governor  approved  of;  but,  as  he 
had  lately  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  fhate,  on  the 
affair,  the  further  confi deration  of  it  was,  for  the 
prefent,  deferred,  in  expectation  of  advice  from 
England :  and  being  defired  by  the  AfTembly  to 
give  them  his  affiitance,  in  the  revifal  of  their 
laws,  he  willingly  and  obligingly  agreed  to  their 
requen:. 

1718.  In  the  fpring  of  the  year  1718,  Sir  William  Keith 
propofed  to  join  with  the  Houfe,  in  the  following 
addrefs  to  the  King  ;  which  was  drawn  up  by  him, 
and  laid  before  the  AfTeHibly,  for  their  concur* 

rence  5 

to  be  of  great  and  eminent  fervlce  among  them,  in  divers  capacities. 
As  a  preacher  among  the  Shakers  he  was  highly  efleemed,  being  an  ac- 
tive, exemplary,  and  very  ufeful  member  of  that  religious  fociety.  In 
the  civil  department  his  merit  and  abilities  raifed  him  to  feveral  public 
ftations;  wherein  he  acled  with  judgment  and  integrity,  being  long  one 
«f  the  Governor's  Council,  &c.  But  his  pracliec  as  a  Phyfician,  in 
•which  he  was  very  knowing  and  eminent,  rendered  him  of  ftill  greater 
\vlue  ana  importiutce,  in  the  place  where  he  lived  ;  with  thefe  qualities 
jie  is  laid  to  have  prefcrveJ  the  iincerity  and  meekneft  of  a  true  Chriftiu 
i.n.  anri  ciL-d  much  beloved  by  a  large  acquaintance  of  people  of  differ- 
ent ranks  :ir,d  fuciciics, 


to 
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fence  ;  to  which,  with  fome  alteration,  or  amend-    1718. 
ment,  and  an  exception  to  the  flyle  of  it,*  they  *-^~~* 
acceded  ;  and  it  being  figned  by  the  Governor, 
and  Speaker  of  the  Affembly,   was  accordingly 
forwarded  to  Great  Britain,  viz. 

"  To  the  Kings  moft  excellent  Majefty. 

"  The  humble  addrefs  and  reprefentation  of  the  A^drefs 
Governor  and  General  Affembly  ,  of  your  Ma-  the  King 
jetty's  province  of  Pennsylvania,  met,  at  Phi- 
ladelphla,  the  day  of  May,   1718. 

"  Moft  gracious  Sovereign, 

"  We,  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal 
fubjefts  and  fervants,  being  filled  with  a  dutiful 
and  juft  fenfe  of  that  tender  care  and  concern, 
which  your  Majefty  has,  on  every  occafion,  been 
pleafed  to  exprefs,  for  the  peace  and  profperity  of 
all  your  people,  do,  with  profound  humility  and 
fubmiflion,  prefume  to  addrefs  your  facred  Majefty, 
in  behalf  of  your  Majefty's  good  fubjedfcs,  the 
people  of  this  province,  whom  we  have  the  ho- 
nour, at  this  time,  to  reprefent,  in  a  legiilative 
capacity. 

"  May  it,  therefore,  pleafe  your  Majefty  to 
know,  that,  in  the  year  1681,  this  colony  was 
fettled  by  a  confiderable  number  of  Englifh  fub- 
je£ts,  called  Quakers,  under  the  care,  encourage- 
ment and  direction  of  William  Penn,  Efquire,  our 
Proprietary  and  Governor  in  Chief. 

"  That  the  perfecution,  which,  in  thofe  days, 
prevailed  againft  Proteftant  diffenters,  in  England, 
was  the  principal  motive  and  reafon,  why  the  firft 

fettlers 

*  The  cuftoms  peculiar  to  the  Balers,  as  a  religious  people,  have 
already  been  mentioned  in  the  introduction  ;  and,  according  to  one  of 
thefe  cuftoms,  I  find,  in  the  printed  votes  of  the  Affembly,  on  this  af- 
fair, the  following  obfervation,  Wz.  "  The  ftyle  of  the  faid  addrefs  be- 
ing- in  the  plural  term,  (you}  aud  the  majority  of  the  Affembly  being  of 
the  people  called  ^aiers,  the  Houfe  entire  y  agree  to  the  matter  and 
fubftiuice  of  the  f:rd  addrefs;  but  except  cnly  againft  fome  part  of  the

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1718.    fettlers  of  this  country  removed  their  eftates  and

peaceably  enjoy  that  innocent  liberty  of  confcience, 

which  they  conceived  to  be  every  man's  natural 

right. 

"  That,  by  the  unwearied  application,  induftry 
and  expenfe  of  the  inhabitants,  this  colony  is  now 
increafed  to  a  confiderable  body  of  people,  whereof 
the  majority  continue  to  remain  in  the  fociety  of 
Friends,  called  Quakers. 

"  That,  fuch  being  the  peculiar  and  diftinguifh- 
ing  circumftance  of  this,  from  any  other  colony, 
under  his  Majefty's  dominions,  in  America,  the 
offices  of  government  mufl,  of  neceflity,  be  fup- 
plied,  and  the  powers  executed,  by  thofe  of  the 
Quaker9 s  perfuafion,  intermixed  with  fuch  others, 
as  are  to  be  found  here,  in  the  communion  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  good  Proteftant  fubjects, 
well  affected  to  your  Majefty,  and  your  govern- 
ment. 

"  That  the  happy  influence  of  your  Majefty's 
moft  equal  and  juft  adminiflration,  every  where, 
has  perfectly  united  our  hearts  and  minds  to  con- 
tribute our  utmofl  endeavours,  for  carrying  on 
the  bufmefs  of  the  government  of  this  province, 
in  fuch  manner,  as  may  be  mofl  agreeable  and  ac- 
ceptable to  your  Majefty,  and  your  miniftry,  at 
home. 

"  That,  for  this  end  we  have  laboured,  more 
generally  of  late,  to  regulate  the  proceedings,  in 
our  courts  of  judicature,  as  near  as  poffibly  could 
be  done,  to  the  conftitution  and  practice  of  the 
laws  of  England. 

"  That,  from  many  years  experience,  we  are 
fcot  only  convinced  that  the  folemn  affirmation  al- 
lowed in  Great  Britain,  to  the  people  called  Qua* 
kcrs,  doth,  in  all  refpects,  and  in  every  cafe,  here, 

aafwer 
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anfwer  the  legal  and  effential  purpofes  of  an  oath,    1718* 
but  alfo  the  growing  condition  of  this   colony,  v-B^r"**/ 
which  brings  great  numbers  of  people  yearly  from 
Europe,  to  refide  among  us. 

"  The  multitude  of  pirates  abroad,  and  other 
loofe  vagrant  people,  who  are  daily  crowding  in, 
to  fhelter  themfelves  under  the  peaceable  admini- 
flration  of  this  government ;  and  the  abfolute  ne- 
ceility  there  is  to  punifh  fuch,  as  mall  dare  to  op- 
pofe,  and  break  through,  the  known  laws  of 
fociety  and  humanity,  lays  us  under  the  greatefl 
obligations,  with  fecurity  to  our  lives,  as  well  as 
the  juft  maintenance  of  your  Majefly's  royal  au- 
thority over  us,  not  to  reject  or  defpife,  the  folemn 
affirmation,  allowed  to  the  Quakers ;  without 
which,  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  aflure  your  Ma- 
jefty,  judges,  juries,  nor  evidences,  fufficient, 
could  never  yet  be  found  here,  in  the  moil  crimi- 
nal and  notorious  cafes. 

"  That  formerly,  it  having  been  found  imprac- 
ticable to  keep  and  preferve  the  public  peace, 
within  this  government,  any  other  way,  than  by 
admitting  the  folemn  affirmation^  in  all  cafes  what- 
foever,  to  have  the  fame  force  and  effect  in  law, 
as  an  oath,  upon  a  reprefentation  thereof  to  the 
board  of  trade,  the  late  Queen  Anne,  by  an  order, 
in  council,  dated  the  2 ill  of  January,  1702-3, 
was  pleafed  to  direct,  in  the  alternative,  viz. 
<;  That  all  peribns,  acting  in  any  judicial,  or  other, 
offices,  within  this  province  of  Pennfyfoania,  and 
three  lower  counties  upon  Delaware,  mould  be 
obliged  to  take  an  oath,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
folejnn  affirmation  allowed,  in  England,  to  the  peo- 
ple called  Quakers,  and  that,  in  all  their  public 
and  judicial  proceedings,  the  faid  judges  and  offi* 
cers  mall  be  obliged  to  adminifter  the  oaths,  ap- 
pointed by  law,  or  the  faid  atteftation, 

44  That 
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1718.  "  That  the  Quakers ,  in  general,  having  ap- 
s*^v^^/  proved  themfelves  to  be  an  induftrious  and  quiet 
people,  mod  heartily  attached  to  your  Majefty's 
royal  perfon  and  government,  your  loyal  fubjects 
of  that  perfuafion,  in  this  province,  do  humbly  hope 
that  your  Majefty  will  vouchfafe  to  indulge  their 
tender  conferences,  in  the  cafe  of  oaths,  with  the 
fame  freedom,  that  has  been  granted  to  them  by 
your  royal  predecefibrs,  and  thereby  we  mall  be 
effectually  enabled  to  perform  our  respective  duties, 
in  preferving  your  Majefty 's  peace,  within  the  ju- 
rifdiclion  of  this  province,  and  to  enforce  the  jufl 
regard  and  obedience,  due  unto  your  royal  autho- 
rity, as  becomes,  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,  your 
Majefty's  moil  loyal,  molt  faithful,  and  moft  obe- 
dient fubjects  and  fervants." 

This  affair  of  the  folemn  affirmation  of  the  Qua* 
hers,  appears  not  to  have  been  finally  fettled,  or 
fixed,  to  the  fatisfaction  of  the  province,  and  ac- 
cording to  that  right,  which  the  inhabitants  of  it 
thought  themfelves  juftly  entitled  to,  till  the  year 
1725  ;  which  will  be  mentioned  hereafter  in  its 
proper  place. 

At  the  conclufion  of  this  feffion,  near  the  ap- 
proach of  harveft,  Governor  Keith  ^  in  his  fpeech 
The  GO-  to  this  Affembly,  highly  complimented  them,  on 
account  of  the  valuable  and  wholefome  laws, 
^  "  which  (fays  he)  were  compofed  with  fo  much 
care,  by  your  diligent  application,  and  the  great 
temper,  and  perfect  unanimity,  wherewith  the 
public  affairs  had  been  carried  on,  through  all  the 
parts  of  the  adminiftration  of  the  government, 
for  the  laft  twelve  months ;  which,  he  further  de- 
clared, muft,  by  that  time,  have  convinced  all 
reafonable  men,  -among  them,  of  the  many  and 
great  advantages,  that  fuch  a  harmony  fecures  to 
the  commonwealth ;  at  the  fame  time  affuring 
them  of  his  fixed  refolution,  according  to  the  ut-

mod  of  his  capacity,  to  act,  in  every  refpect,  for    1718. 
the  general  good  and  interefl  of  the  province.         ^~^<-^ 

On  the  3oth  day  of  the  jth  month,  (July)  William 
1718,  at  Rufhcomb^  near  Twyford,  in  Bucking-  Penn's 
bamjhire*  in  England,  died  the  truly  honourable  d< 
Proprietary  and  Founder  of  the  province  of  Penn» 
fyfoania,  William  Penn,  aged  about  feventy-four 
years.  He  had,  in  the  year  1712,  as  before  men- 
tioned, been  feized  with  fome  fits  of  the  apoplec- 
tic kind  ;  which,  for  the  lad  fix  years  of  his  life, 
had  fo  affected  his  mental  faculties,  efpecially  his 
memory,  as  to  render  him,  Jn  great  meafure,  in- 
capable of  public  bulinefs  ;  which,  with  the  gra- 
dual decline  of  his  flrength  of  body,  continued 
to  increafe,  till  the  laft  period  of  his  days  :  during 
which  time,  nevertheless,  he  is  faid  to  have  been 
moflly  fenfible,  intelligent,  and,  by  his  behaviour 
and  expreflions,  at  different  times,  to  thofe,  who 
were  prefent  with  him,  manifeded,  that  he  re- 
tained, till  his  death,  the  happy  enjoyment  of  that 
divine  and  mental  felicity,  which  refulted  from 
the  nature  of  his  religion,  and  manner  of  life. 

Much  of  his  character  may  be  feen  in  the  pre-  of  his  cha- 
ceding  (ketch  of  his  life,    and  in  this  Hiftbrical  raaer>  &c« 
Account  of  Pennfylvania  :  a  life  of  univerfal  be- 
nevolence,  and  good  actions,  to  mankind,  in  ge- 
neral, both  in  a  religious  and  civil  capacity.     But 
the  moft  lading  memorial  of  his  great  utility  to 
the  human  race  is  his  literary  works,  fird  printed 
in  two  folio  volumes,  and  his  flourifhing  and  hap- 
py province  of  Pennfylvania.     The  former  being 
indructive,  in  the  paths  of  virtue,  and  true  feli- 
city, to  future  generations  ;  and  the  latter,  an  ex- 
cellent example,  for  unrounding  countries,  and  \ 
fucceeding  ages,  to  imitate,  of  the  happy  effects 
of  a  wife  and  generous  plan  of  liberty,  and  a  pru- 
dent religious  toleration,  among  a  virtuous  people. 

As

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1718.  As  to  himfelf,  I  find  exprefied  of  him,  by  thofe, 
""  who  Had  the  bed  opportunity  of  being  acquainted 
Particular  with  his  true  character  and  real  merit,  That  he 
properties.  \Vas  a  perfon  endowed  with  great  penetration  and 
forethought ;  and  a  mofl  fmcere  lover  of  truth 
and  fincerity  (which,  in  no  fmall  degree,  is  alfo 
manlfeft  from  the  fhort  fketch  of  his  life  and  tranf- 
aclions,  given  in  the  preceding  part  of  this  work). 
He  had  great  natural  abilities,  and  much  acquired 
knowledge ;  which  he  ever  rendered  fubfervient 
to  the  great  intereds  of  religion  and  virtue.  He 
was  chade  and  circumfpedl,  yet  pleafant  in  con- 
verfation ;  and  of  an  engaging  and  obliging  dif- 
pofttion  and  behaviour.  He  exhibited  to  the 
world  a  bright  and  amiable  example,  wherein  the 
mofl  excellent  qualities  of  the  accomplifhed  gen- 
tleman, and  real  Chridian  united ;  and,  in  diffe- 
rent countries,  ranks  and  conditions  of  men,  ap- 
peared a  mining  inflance,  that  piety  and  virtue  are 
not  incompatible  with  a  fine  underdanding. 

Religious  Befides,  being  divinely  qualified,  he  was  a  very 
Benefit.  able  anj  excellent  indruinent,  in  the  hand  of 
divine  Providence,  in  removing  much  of  that 
fuperditious.  bigotry  and  ignorance,  which,  for 
ages,  had  overfpread,  and,  even,  till  his  time, 
remained,  in  a  very  remarkable  manner,  to  cover 
the  minds  of  all  ranks  of  people ;  and,  by  intro- 
ducing, in  their  Head,  efpecially  among  the  higher 
clafs  of  men,  a  more  liberal,  and  rational,  way 
of  thinking,  on  religious  fubjecls  ;  and  in  what 
relates  to  the  beft  improvement  of  the  human 
mind,  and  its  trued,  and  mofl  lading  interefl. 

Moreover,  actuated  by  the  fame  principles,  and 
induced  by  the  fame  motives,  of  univerfal  bene- 
volence and  improvement,  in  the  condition  of  the 
human  race,  he  has,  in  the  much  admired,  and 
long  conipicuous  effecls  of  his  civil  polity  and  go- 
vcriiment,  eminently  exemplified  to  the  world, 

how 
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how  happy  it  is  poflible  for  mankind  to  live  here,  1718. 
on  earth,  if  the  fault  is  not  their  own  ;  a  glorious  v"^>^w 
example,  and  worthy  of  all  imitation  !  wherein  it- 
is  moft  manifeft,  that,  contrary  to  the  common 
courfe  of  human  affairs,  war,  violence  and  injuf- 
tice  have,  in  an  extraordinary  manner,  given  way 
to  the  happy  and  glorious  means  of  peace,  a-nd  of 
Chriflian  perfeverence  in  patience,  equity  and  be- 
neficence to  mankind  ;  infomuch,  that  if  the  fable 
of  the  golden  age  was  ever  verified,  or  a  paradijlcal 
Jlate  introduced  on  earth,  in  reality,  it  has  been 
univerfally  acknowledged,  they  muft  have  borne 
the  neareft  refemblance  to  that  of  Pennfyhania  ! 

In  his  printed  works  themfelves  are  exhibited 
the  manner  of  his  writing  and  the  nature  of  his 
compofitions  :  his  ilyle  is  free  and  fweet,  yet 
ftrong  and  nervous  ;  without  affectation,  and  not- 
laboured  with  a  tedious  formality  of  expreffion  ; 
which  before  had  been  fo  cuftomary  and  fafhiona- 
ble,  in  the  nation  ;  but  his  periods  are  generally 
fhort,  yet  full,  flowing  and  agreeable,  that  he  in- 
fenfibly  gains  upon  his  reader  j  and  while  he  allures 
his  attention,  he  adds  profit  to  delight  :  but  orna- 
ment of  fpeech  was  the  leafl  part  of  his  fludy  ; 
the  grand  objects  of  his  concern  were  the  nature 
and  importance  of  his  fubjeds  ;  which,  though 
fome  of  them  refpe&ed  particular  times,  perfons 
and  things,  were  generally  the  moft  interefting, 
that  could  poffibly  employ  the  attention  of  the 
human  mind. 

Should  any  perfons  be  difpofed  to  cenfure  him,  of  Willi 
on  account  of  fome  of  his  Lieutenant  Governors,  Perm's  g°- 
or,  the  want  of  flill  further  advantages,  which, 
they  may  apprehend,  were  in  his  power  to  have 
granted  the  province,  it  may  be  obferved,  That  it 
is  not  fo  much  the  pofleffion,  as  the  proper  ufe,  of 
any  thing  valuable,  which  renders  people  happy  ; 
and  the  perverfion  thereof  caufes  their  mifery  ;

he  actually  did,  purfued  a  conduct,  agreeable  to 
the  partial  interefl  of  fome,  or  the  contracted 
minds  of  others ;  or,  had  he  acted  from  views  of 
that  impracticable  equality,  or  ungovernable  liberty, 
which  the  Eutopian  imaginations  of  fome  mallow 
projectors,  and  rafh  fchemers,  might  endeavour 
to  promote,  who,  by  attempting  too  much,  lofe 
all,  many  would  never  have  fo  happily  experienced, 
nor  the  world  have  feen,  the  glorious  effects  of 
his  excellent  management,  for  ib  long  a  fpace  of 
time.

further  he-  changes  in  the  government,  at  that  time,  in  En- 
gland,  efpecially  at  the  revolution :  for  there,  it 
is  manifeft,  as  well  as  elfewhere,  he  was  not  with- 
out adverfaries ;  and  thofc  not  the  leaft  powerful 
and  dangerous.     Likewife  the  difficulties,  confe- 
quent  on  a  vaft  expenfe,  was  another  obftacle  in  his 
way  to  further  good  fervice,  and  his  wonted  libe- 
rality ;  in  which  it  is  well  known  his  great  gene- 
rofity,    in  fettling  and  encouraging  the  colony, 
had,  in  a  particular  manner,  involved  him,  to  the 
great  reduction  of  his  private  eftate,  fo  liberally, 
and  mofl  evidently  fpent  for  a  more  public  and 
general  benefit ;  but,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that 
the  ingratitude  of  feme  people  is  too  liable  to  mif- 
conftrue,  flight,  or  undervalue,  the  kindeft  bene- 
ficence,   though,    in  its  confequences,    to  them- 
lelves  very  confiderable,  while  they  think  any  more 
may  be  had.

among  his  friends,  the  Quakers,  in  England  and 
Ireland^  is  faid   to  have  been  of  fmgular  fervice 
to  him. 

As  to  what  few  frnall  irregularities  and  defki-  His  ^fcnct 
cncies,  really  exifled  in  the  government,  or  ma-  mo%  the 
nagement  of  the  province,    unmagnified  by  his  "^  ^fas 
adverfaries,  or  miftaken  friends,   which,  at  any  really  amifs 
time,  wanted  proper   redrefs,  or  affiftance,  they  irj  ^  Pro~ 
were  principally  owing  to  his  abfence  from  it ; 
which,  it  is  certain,  was  very  much  againft  his 
mind,  and  chiefly  occafioned  by  the  neceffity  of 
his  circumflances,    the  unfettlednefs  of  the  go- 
vernment in  England,  together  with  the  attempts 
of  his  enemies,  and  his  great  beneficence  to  his 
province,  with  his  fmall  and  difcouraging  returns 
from  thence. 

From  thefe  and  fimilar  confiderations,  it  will 
be  eafy  to  perceive  the  nature  of  fome  of  his  dif- 
ficulties, and  the  obflru&ions  to  fuch  further  pub- 
lic fervice,  as  might  have  been  defired,  in  a  per* 
fon  of  his  difpofmon,  rank  and  ftation ;  which  may 
account  for  part,  at  lead,  of  the  exceptionable 
conduct  of  fome  of  his  Deputy  Governors ;  for 
whofe  office  it  was  no  eafy  matter  to  procure  pro-  suitable  de- 
per,  and,  in  every  refpeft,  fuitable  perfons ;  as  Put>r  G°-

a"   fofe?  or  poffible,  for  the  Proprietary,  in  his  then 
prefent  circumftances,    to    have  contravened,    in 
fuch  manner,  as  fome  feem  to  have  expected  he 
ought  to  have  done ;   for  the  very  maintaining, 
and  immediate  preiervation  of  the  government, 
and  confequently  of  the  privileges  of  the  province 
itfelf,  at  that  time,  undoubtedly  depended  more 
on  much  of  the  fame  conduct,  which  thefe  feem 
to  have  judged  fo  exceptionable,  on  the  part  of 
the  Proprietary,  or  of  his  Deputy  Governors,  than 
they  appear  to  have  apprehended :  inftead  of  which, 
fuch  a  change  of  the  government,  as  would  then 
moil  probably  have  been  effected,  either  by  a  re- 
fumption, ,  or  difpofal,  of  it,  to  the  crown,  (which, 
in  confequence  of  the  attempts  of  his  and  its  ene-

fuch  a  cafe,  mould  not  be  retained  long  in  our  1718, 
minds ;  but  the  virtues,  and  excellent  fervices,  ^~*^tt' 
of  fuch  illuftrious  and  worthy  perfons  ought  to 
be  had  in  everlafting  remembrance :  fervices^ 
which,  being  immortal  here  on  earth,  crown  their 
agents  with  deathlefs  praife,  and  eternal  felicity  ; 
and  place  them  beyond  the  power  of  envy  and 
detraction ;  where,  befides  that  ferenity  of  mind, 
which  arifes  from  the  fenfe  of  a  life  well  fpent, 
their  companion  in  this  mortal  Hate  of  exiftence, 
they  alfo  enjoy  that  glorious  eternity,  in  the  hap* 
py  manfions  above,  which  Cicero,  in  his  treatife, 
entitled,  Somnlum  Scipionis,  declares  to  be  the 
portion  of  all  true  and  genuine  Patriots:  "  A 
certain  place,  in  heaven  (fays  he)  is  afligned  to 
all,  who  preferve,  or  aflift  their  country,  or  in^ 
creafe  her  glory ;  where  they  are  to  enjoy  an  eter- 
nity of  happinefs.  For  nothing  is  more  accepta- 
ble to  that  God  of  Gods,  who  governs  the  fyflern 
of  the  world,  and  directs  all  human  occurrences, 
than  thofe  councils  and  aflemblies  of  men,  that, 
being  united  by  focial  laws,  from  thence  are  term-

1718.      A  HE  late  Proprietary  left  his  eftate,  in  En- 
•^v~>^  gland  and  Ireland,  amounting  to  the  yearly  value 
ii-  of  £.  1500  flerling,    and    upwards,    to   William 
Penn  pcn^  \^  eldeft  furviving  fon  and  heir,  by  Gu- 
!S^c.  lielma  Maria,  his  firft  wife,  and  to  the  iffue  of 

that 
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that  marriage;  which,  at  the  time  of  making  his  1718. 
laft  will,  in  1712,  befides  his  faid  fon  William  ^~~*^—' 
Penn^  and  his  daughter  Latitia,  appears  to  have 
confifted  of  three  grand  children,  Guliehna  Maria, 
Springett  and  William,  the  children  of  his  fon 
William.  He  could,  therefore,  make  no  provifion, 
out  of  the  laid  eftate,  for  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  which  were  very  confiderable  ;  nor  for  his 
widow,  and  his  offspring  by  her  ;  which  are  men- 
tioned, in  his  laft  will,  to  be,  John,  Thomas, 
Margaret,  Richard,  and  Dennis,  all  minors. 

It  is  obfervable  that  his  eftate  in  Europe,  about 
this  time,  was  efteemed  of  more  value,  than  all 
his  property  in  America,  efpecially  under  its  then 
prefent  incumbrance  (the  mortgage  of  1708  not 
being  yet  entirely  difcharged*)  and  as  he  left  it  by 
his  laft  will  and  teftament,  made  on  the  fixth  of 
April,  1712  ;  wherein  both  the  province,  and  the 
government  of  it,  are  left  and  devifed  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  «w%. 

"  My  eldeft  fon  being  well  provided  for  by  part  of  the 
a  fettlement  of   his  mother's,    and  my   father's  Pr»prie- 
eftate,  I  give  and  devife  the  reft  of  my  eftate,  in  wiu>  ^Ct 
manner  following.     The  government  of  my  pro- 
vince of  Penfifoania  and  territories  thereunto  be- 
longing,  and  powers  relating  thereunto,  I  give 
and  devife  to  the  moft  honourable,  the  earl  of 
Oxford,  and  earl  Mortimer,  and  to  William,  earl 
Poivlett,  fo  called,  and  their  heirs,  upon  truft,  to 
difpofe  thereof  to  the  Queen,  or  any  other  perfon, 
to  the  beft  advantage  they  can,  to  be  applied,  in 
fuch  manner  as  I  mall  hereafter  direct.    I  give  and 
devife  to  my  dear  wife,  Hannah  Penn,  and  her 
father  Thomas  Callowhill,  and  to  my  good  friends, 
Margaret  Loivther,  my  dear  filler,  and  to  Gilbert

Second,  That  before  William  Penn  made  his  laft  tuill,  he  had  propofed 
and  offered  his  powers  of  government,  and  government,  of  the  province 
and  territories  to  be  fold  and  furrendered  to  Queen  Anne;  and  about  the 
time  of  his  making  his  faid  tvill,  fuch  propofal  was  referred  to  the  con- 
flderation  of  the  Commiflioners  for  trade  and  plantations,  and  the  then 
Attorney  General ;  upon  whofe  report  thereon  to  the  Queen,  fhe  refolved 
to  accept  a  furrender  and  conveyance  thereof,  from  William  Penn,  and 
to  pay  him  £.  12,000,  for  the  fame,  within  the  fpace  of  four  years, 
from  the  date  of  fuch  furrender  and  conveyance ;  to  which  he  confented. 
In  the  mean  time,  while  the  Attorney  General  was  preparing  the  proper 
deeds  and  inftruments,  for  this  purpofe,  the  Queen  agreed  to  advance  to 
William  Penn  £.  I, coo,  in  part  of  the  faid  £.  J 2,000,  which  fum  of 
£.  i ,000,  by  a  warrant,  under  the  Queen's  fign  manual,  bearing  date, 
at  her  conrt,  at  Windfor  Cnjlle,  the  pth  day  of  September,  1712,  -ordering 
the  then  Lord  High  Trcafurer  to  pay  the  fame  to  William  Penn,  he  actu- 
ally foon  after  received ;  but  before  the  furrender  was  perfected  he  was 
taken  ill,  and  became  incapable  of  executing  it. 

Third,  As  to  what  was  clevifed,  in  the  faid  will,  to  the  three  carls,  it 
is  reprefented,  in  the  above  mentioned  bill,  That  they  were  truflees  there- 
in, only  for  the  widow  Hannah  Penn,  the  executrix,  and  refiuuary  legatee, 
of  Willia7;i  Penn,  the  teftator's  perfonal  eftate  ;  the  agreement,  aforefaid, 
between  the  £j>u?cn  and  William  Penn,  for  fale  of  the  government, 
for  £.  12,000,  by  the  Queen's  directing  the  payment  of  £.  I, coo,  part 
thereof,  to  William  Penn,  and  his  receiving  the  fume,  in  purfuance  of 
faid  diredion,  being,  in  part  executed,  on  both  fides,  whereby  all  that 
was  agreed  to  be  fold,  and  the  money  raifed  by  fuch  faie,  are  made  to  be 
a  part  of,  and  to  fall  into,  the  per{hnal  eftate  of  the  faid  teftator,  Willi* 
Am  Penn,  in  rcfpe<5t  to  thcfe  different  claims. 

Fourth,  And,  that,  upon  the  queftion,  whether,  what  was,  as  afore- 
faid,  clevifed  to  the  faid  earls,  to  be  fold,  fhould  be  accounted  part  of  the 
real,  or  perfonal  eftate  of  the  teftator  William  Penn,  the  faid  earis  declined 
to  a&,  in  their  trufl,  or  to  affign  over  the  famr,  without  the  decree  of 
the  court  of  cbanc?r\,  for  their  indemnity ;  which  decree,  the  lords,  com- 
miilioncrs,  of  the  treafury  infifted  was  abiolutely  ncceffary,  with  an 
efic&ual  conveyance  to  the  King,  before  the  rciidue  of  the  faid^.  12,000 
could  be  paid  to  the  executrix;  Hannah  Puna,  &c."

He  was 
one  of  the  people  called  Q^.ikers,  a  merchant  of  confiderahle  fortune, 
and  poflefled  a  large  "efiate,  in  PhiludtlpLia,  where  he  lived  after  his 
arrival  aforefaid.  He  was  entrufted  with  a  great  (hare  of  the  admini- 
ftration of  juftice,  in  PtanfylvMiia^  being  both  the  Speaker  of  the  Af- 
fembly,  and  Chief  Jufticc  of  the  province.  He  bore  a  generally  good 
r,  was  uuivetfaUy  much  beloved,  and  died  in.  the  year  1722. 
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17184  ing  their  fentiments  on  the  fame.  The  Houfey 
^^^^  after  mentioning  their  deep  forrow  at  the  Pro- 
prietary's death,  highly  approved  of  both  the

told  thefe  differences  are  not  likely  to  be  fpeedily 
adjufted. 

"  Gentlemen,  my  duty  to  the  crown  unquef- 
tionably  obliges  me,  while  in  this  flation,  at  all 
times,  to  ufe  my  utmoft  diligence,  in  preferring 
the  good  order  and  peace  of  the  government, 
and  to  keep  the  King's  fubjects  of  this  colony, 
firm  in  their  allegiance,  and  dutiful  obedience, 
to  his  moil  excellent  Majefty,  and  our  Sovereign 
Lord  King  George ;  to  the  end,  therefore,  that 
this  may  be  done,  with  the  greatefl  cheerfulnefs 
and  unanimity,  and  likewife,  that  all  due  refpect 
might  be  paid  to  Mr.  Penn,  and  every  other: 
branch  of  the  late  Proprietary's  family,  I  mud 
defire  that  you  will  aflifh  me  with  your  opinions 
and  advice ;  which,  I  doubt  not,  will  have  the 
fame  weight  with  all  parties  concerned  in  Britain, 
as  you  may  be  allured,  it  will  ever  have  with  me. 

"  I  have  received  a  meiTage  from  the  Indian. 
Chiefs  of  Coneftogot)  by  a  letter  to  Mr.  Secretary 
Logan  ;  which  informs  us,  that  our  Indian  hunters 
had  been  attacked,  near  the  head  of  Pctowmack  ri- 
ver, by  a  confiderable  body  of  fouthern  Indians^ 
Come  out  to  war  with  the  Five  Nat 'ions ,  and  the 
Indian  fettlements  of  Sufquebanna.  They  have 
killed  feveral  of  our  people,  and  alarmed  them  all ; 
fo  that  the  careful  attention  and  vigilance  of  this 
government  was  never  more  called  upon  than  at 
this  juncture;  and  much  will  depend  upon  your

Sovereign,  King  George. 

"  And  fmce  the  Governor  has  been  pleafed  to 
fhew  fo  great  a  regard  to  the  advice  of  the  repre- 
fentative  body  of  the  freemen  of  this  province, 
as  to  confult  them,  in  a  matter,  which  fo  highly 
concerns  them,  we  muft  acknowledge  is  a  great 
condefcenfion,  and  an  additional  inflance  of  his 
known  affection  to  this  colony,  with  kind  incli- 
nations to  preferve  the  public  peace  and  weal  of 
this  government* 

"  The  contents  of  thofe  inftruments  and  writings, 
which  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to  lay  before  this 
Houfe,  brought  us  under  a  very  deep  concern, 
how  to  aflift  him  with  advice,  fuitable  to  the  pre- 
fent  emergency ;  for  we  find  the  firft  part  of  the 
Proprietary's  will  feems  to  veft  a  truft  in  the  no- 
ble lords,  there  named,  in  order  to  accomplifh 
the  treaty  of  furrender  of  this  government  to 
the  crown,  which  was  begun  by  our  late  Proprie- 
tary.

much  affett  us,  as  the  want  of  afcertaining  the 
terms,  which  we  have  been  always  given  to  expect 
would  accompany  the  furrender,  in  favour  of  the 
people  called  Quakers^  who  embarked  with  the 
faid  Proprietary,  in  the  laudable  defign  of  this 
confiderable  addition  of  the  Britijh  empire  ;  and, 
therefore,  think  it  our  duty,  at  this  juncture,  to 
claim  thofe  rights  and  favours,  which  have  been 
promifed  us. 

"  The  Governor  well  knows  that  the  prefent 
adminiflration  of  this  government,  fince  the  Pro- 
prietary's deceafe,  is  fupported  by  a  law,  confirmed 
by  her  late  Majefty,  Queen  Anne  ;  and  by  virtue 
thereof,  is  to  continue  till  further  order  from  the 
King,  or  the  heirs  of  the  faid  late  Proprietary  and 
Governor  ;  and  notwithstanding  the  great  regard, 
the  Governor  has  to  the  commiilion,  fent  him  by 
the  faid  Proprietary's  heir  at  law,  yet  fince  that 
heir  feems  not,  by  the  aforefaid  willy  invefted  with 
the  powers  of  government ;  but  the  devife  thereof, 
made  to  the  faid  Lords,  being  allowed  by  his  own 
council  to  be  good ;  and  fince  it  doth  not  appear 
that  commiffion  is  attended  with  the  neceflary  re- 
quifites,  directed  by  acts  of  parliament,  for  quali- 
fications of  perfons  concerned  in  fuch  flations,  and 
fecurity  of  plantation-trade,  we  conceive  it  will 
contribute  to  the  peace  of  this  government,  and 
be  fafe  for  the  Governor,  that  he,  for  the  prefent, 
forbear  to  publifh  the  faid  commiffion ;  and  hope 
there  will  be  no  juft  occafion  given,  if  the  Go^ 
vernor  mould  wave  fuperfeding  the  powers  given 
him  by  the  faid  heir  at  law,  until  he  receive  the 
pleafure  of  the  faid  truftees,  or  has  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor's decree,  for  his  direction ;  the  rather,  be- 
caufe  we  underftand  that  an  amicable  fuit  is  depend- 
ing in  chancery  betwixt  the  executrix,  and  heir  at 
law,  in  order  to  fettle  both  their  claims  to  this  go.

the  fame  will  contribute  to  their  eafe  and  fafety, 
and  obtain  the  friendfhip  and  prote&ion  of  this 
government ;  and  this  Houfe  gives  the  Governor 
affurance,  that  the  necefTary  charges  thereof  mall 
be  provided  for ;  and  that  it  is  their  full  purpofe, 
to  fupport  the  adminiflration,  to  the  beft  of  their 
power.

Speaker  of  the  new  Affembly,  the  Governor  pre- 
fented  them  with  the  royal  affent  to,  and  perpetual 
confirmation  of,  a  very  important  law  to  the  pro-  A  V<ri7  im- 
vince,  which  had  been  paiTed  by  him,  in  May,  couISncd^ 
1718,  entitled,  "  An  act  for  the  advancement  of 
jujtice,  and  more  certain  adjiiinijlration  thereof.*' 
The  fuccefs  of  which,  he  allured  them,  was  chiefly 
owing  to  the  perfect  harmony  and  good  correfpond- 
ence,  that  had  hitherto  fubfiiled  between  him  and 
the  reprefentatives  of  the  people.  To  whom  the 
Houfe  in  reply,  expreffed  their  lafting  obligations 
.to  the  Governor,  for  his  extraordinary  diligence, 
in  fo  fpeedily  getting  the  royal  approbation  to  the 
faid  law,  for  his  care  and  fervices,  on  other  occa- 
fions,  and  his  afFedion  for  the  inhabitants  of  the 
province.

Note.  On  the  loth  of  March,  1720,  died  Vincevt  CaldnveU,  of  Marl- 
t>orougb,  in  Chi'fter  county,  an  eminent  and  highly  efteemed  preacher 
among  the  Quakers  .-  he  came  to  Pcnnfylvania  in  1699,  and  retained  a 
good  character  till  his  death. 

In  the  next  following  year,  died  William  Baldwin,  of  Bucks  county, 
an  eminent  preacher  in  the  fume  religious  fideiy,  and  in  great  cftecin 
both  among  thtm  and  others,.

by  an  interpreter,  to  the  following  purpofe,  viz. 

"  That  this  being  the  firft  time  that  the  Five 
Nations  had  thought  fit  to  fend  any  of  their  Chiefs 
to  vifit  him,  he  had  come  a  great  way  from  home 
to  bid  them  welcome  ;  that  he  hoped  to  be  better 
acquainted,  and  hold  a  further  difcourfe^  with 
them,  before  he  left  the  place* 

"  They  anfwered.  That  they  were  come  a  long 
way,  on  purpofe  to  fee  the  Governor,  and  to 
fpeak  with  him  ;  that  they  had  heard  much  of  him, 
and  would  have  come  here  before  now  ;  but  that 
the  faults,  or  miftakes,  committed  by  fome  of 
their  young  men,  had  made  them  afnamed  to  mew 
their  faces  ;  but  now,  that  they  had  ieen  the  Go- 
vernor's face,  they  were  well  fadsfied  with  their 
journey,  whether  any  thing  elfe  was  done,  or  not. 

"  The  Governor  told  them,  That  to-morrow 
morning  he  defigned  to  fpeak  a  few  worcL  to  his 
brothers  and  children,  the  Indians  of  Conefio^e, 
and  their  friends,  upon  Sufquehanna  ;  and  defired 
that  the  deputies  of  the  Five  Nations  might  be  pre- 
fent,  in  council,  to  hear  what  is  faid  to  them.

"  The  Governor  fpoke  to  the  C one/logos  Indians  ^ 
as  follows,  viz. 

"  My  Brothers  and  Children, 

"  So  foon  as  you  fent  me  word,  that  your  near 
friends  and  relations,  the  Chiefs  of  the  Five  Na- 
tions, were  come  to  vifit  you,  I  made  hafte,  and  am 
come  to  fee  both  you  and  them,  and  to  aflure  all 
the  Indians  cf  the  continuance  of  my  love  to 
them. 

"  Your  old  acquaintance  and  true  friend,  the 
great  William  Penn,  was  a  wife  man  ;  and,  there- 
fore, he  did  not  approve  of  wars,  among  the  /#- 
dians,  whom  he  loved ;  becaufe  it  wafted  and  de- 
flroyed  their  people ;  but  always  recommended 
peace  to  the  Indians,  as  the  fureft  way  to  make 
them  rich  and  ftrong,  by  increafing  their  numbers. 

"  Some  of  you  can  very  well  remember  fmce 
William  Penn,  and  his  friends,  came  firfl  to  fettle 
among  you,  in  this  country  :  it  is  but  a  few  years, 
and  like  as  yeflerday,  to  an  old  man ;  neverthelefs, 
by  following  that  great  man's  peaceable  counfels, 
this  government  is  now  become  wealthy  and  pow- 
erful, in  great  numbers  of  people.  And  though 
many  of  our  inhabitants  are  not  accuftomed  to  war, 
and  diflike  the  practice  of  men  killing  one  another; 
yet  you  cannot  but  know,  I  am  able  to  bring  feve* 
ral  thoufands  into  the  field,  well  armed,  to  defend 
both  your  people  and  ours,  from  being  hurt  by 
any  enemy,  that  durfl  attempt  to  invade  us. 

"  However,  we  do  not  forget  that  William  Pcnn 
often  told  us,  that  the  experience  of  old  age, 
which  is  true  wifdom,  adviies  peace ;  and  I  fay  to 

you. 
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you,  that  the  wifeft  man  is  a!fo  the  braveft  man  :  1721. 
for  he  fafely  depends  on  his  wifdom  ;  and  there  *~^^" 
is  no  true  courage  without  it. 

4C  I  have  fo  great  a  love  for  you,  my  dear  bro- 
thers, who  live  under  the  protection  of  this  go- 
vernment, that  I  cannot  fuffer  you  to  be  hurt,  no 
more  than  I  would  my  own  children,  I  aui  but 
juft  now  returned  from  Virginia  ;  where  I  wearied 
myfelf,  in  a  long  journey,  both  by  land  and  water, 
only  to  make  peace  for  you,  my  children,  tin* 
you  may  fafely  hunt  in  the  woods,  without  danger, 
from  Virginia,  and  the  many  Indian  Nations  >  that 
are  at  peace  with  that  government.  But  the  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia  expects,  that  you  will  not  hunt 
within  the  great  mountains,  on  the  other  fide  of 
Potowmack  river ;  being  a  fmall  tract  of  land, 
which  he  keeps  for  the  Virginia  Indians,  to  hunt 
in  :  and  he  promifes  that  his  Indians  fhall  not  come 
any  more  on  this  fide  Potowmack,  or  behind  the 
great  mountains  this  way,  to  diiturb  your  hunting, 
And  this  is  the  condition  I  have  made  for  you  ; 
which  I  expect  you  will  firmly  keep,  and  not  break 
it  on  any  confideration  whatfoever. 

"  I  defire  that  what  I  have  now  faid  to  you  may 
be  interpreted  to  the  Chiefs  of  the  Five  Nations 
prefent :  for  as  you  are  a  part  of  them,  they  are, 
in  like  manner,  one  with  us,  as  you  yourfelves 
are  ;  and,  therefore,  our  counfels  muft  agree,  and 
be  made  known  to  one  another;  for  our  hearts 
Ihould  be  open,  that  we  may  perfectly  fee  into 
one  another's  breads.  And  that  your  friends  may 
fpeak  to  me  freely,  tell  them  I  am  willing  to  foiv 
get  the  miftakes,  which  fome  of  their  young  rren 
were  guilty  of,  amongft  our  people.  I  hope  they 
will  grow  wifer  with  age,  and  hearken  to  the  grave 
counfels  of  their  old  men  ;  whofe  valour  we  efteem, 
becaufe  they  are  wife ;  but  the  rafhnefs  of  their 
young  men  is  altogether  folly."

"  John  Cartlidge,  Efquire,  and  Mr.  James  Ic 
Tcrt,  Interpreters  from  the  Delaware  into  Englifh. 

u  Ghefaont,  in  the  name,  and  on  the  behalf  of 
all  the  Five  Nations,  delivered  himieif,  in  ipeaking 
to  the  Governor,  as  follows  : 

"  They  were  glad  to  fee  the  Governor,  and 
his  Council  at  this  place ;  for  they  had  heard  much 
of  the  Governor,  in  their  towns,  before  they  came 
from  home ;  and  now  they  find  him  to  be  what 
they  had  then  heard  of  him,  viz.  their  friend  and 
brother,  and  the  lame  as  if  William  Penn  were  itill 
amongft  them. 

i  "  They  affure  the  Governor  and  Council,  that 
they  had  not  forgot  William  Pern's  treaties  with 
them  ;  and  that  his  advice  to  them  was  flill  frefh 
in  th-cir  memories. 

"  Though  they  cannot  write,  yet  they  retain 
every  thing,  faid  in  their  councils,  with  all  the 
nylons  they  treat  with  ;  and  preferve  it  as  carefully 
in  their  memories,  as  if  it  was  committed,  in  our 
method,  to  writing. 

"  They  complain,  that  our  traders,  carrying 
goods  and  liquors  up  Sufyuehanna  river,  fometimes 

meet 
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meet  with  their  young  people,  going  out  to  war,    1721. 
and  treat  them  unkindly,  not  only  refuting  to  give  Vrf^>r>»' 
them  a  dram  of  their  liquor,  but  ufe  them  with  ill 
language  and  call  them  dogs,  &c. 

"  They  take  this  unkindly ;  becaufe  dogs  have 
no  fenfe,  or  underftanding :  whereas  they  are 
men,  and  think  that  their  brothers  mould  not 
compare  them  to  fuch  creatures. 

"  That  fome  of  our  traders  calling  their  young 
men  by  thefe  names,  the  young  men  anfwered  ; 
"  If  they  were  dogs,  they  might  acl:  as  fuch ;" 
whereupon  they  feized  a  cag  of  liquor,  and  ran 
away  with  it." 

N.  B.  This  feems  to  be  told  in  their  artful  way, 
to  excufe  fome  fmall  robberies,  that  had  been  com- 
mitted  by  their  young  people. 

"  Then  laying  down  a  belt  of  wampum  upon 
the  table,  he  proceeded  and  faid, 

"  That  all  their  diforders  arofe  from  the  ufe  of 
rum,  and  ftrong  fpirits ;  which  took  away  their 
fenfe  and  memory ;  that  they  had  no  fuch  liquors 
among  themfelves  $  but  were  hurt  with  what  we 
furnifned  them ;  and  therefore  defired  that  no 
more  of  that  fort  might  be  fent  among  them. 

"  He  produced  a  bundle  of  dreffed  fkins  and 
faid, 

"  That  the  Five  Nations  faithfully  remember 
all  their  ancient  treaties ;  and  now  defire  that  the 
chain  of  friendmip,  between  them  and  us,  may 
be  made  fo  ftrong,  as  that  none  of  the  linl^s  can 
ever  be  broken. 

"  Prefents  another  bundle  of  raw  fkins,  and 
obferves, 

"  That  a  chain  may  contract  ruft  with  lying, 
and  become  weaker ,  wherefore,  he  defires  it  may 
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1721.  noxv  be  fo  well  cleaned,   as  to  remain  brighter 
v"*"^^*-/  and  ftronger,  than  ever  it  was  before. 

"  Prefents  another  parcel  of  fkins  and  fays, 

"  That,  as,  in  the  firmament,  all  clouds  and 
darknefs  are  removed  from  the  face  of  the  fun,  fo 
they  defire  that  all  the  mifunderflandings  may  be 
fully  done  away ;  fo  that  when  they,  who  are 
now  here,  mall  be  dead  and  gone,  their  whole 
people,  with  their  children  atid  poflerity,  may  en- 
joy  the  clear  fun-mine  of  friendfhip  with  us  for 
ever  ;  without  any  thing  to  interpofe,  or  obfcure  it. 

"  Prefents  another  bundle  of  fkins,  and  fays, 

"  That,  looking  upon  the  Governor,  as  if  Wil- 
liam Penn  was  preient,  they  defire,  that,  in  cafe 
any  diforders  fhould  hereafter  happen  between 
their  young  people  and  ours,  we  would  not  be  too 
liafty  in  refenting  any  fuch  accident,  until  their 
council  and  ours  can  have  fome  opportunity  to 
treat  amicably  upon  it ;  and  fo  to  adjufl  all  mat- 
ters, as  that  the  friendship  between  us  may  flill 
be  inviolably  preferved. 

"  Prefents  a  fmall  parcel  of  dreffed  fkins,  ancl 
defires, 

"  That  we  may  now  be  together  as  one  people  j 
treating  one  another's  children  kindly  and  aiicc- 
tionately,  on  all  occalions. 

"  He  proceeds  and  fays, 

"  That  they  confider  themfelves,  in  this  treaty, 
as  the  full  plenipotentiaries  and  reprefentatives  of 
the  Five  Nations  ;  and  they  look  upon  the  GOT 
vernor,  as  the  great  King  of  England's  reprefent> 
ative :  and,  therefore,  they  expect  that  every 
thing  now  flipulated  will  be  made  abfolutely  firm 
and  good,  on  both  fides. 

*'  Prefents  a  bundle  of  bear  fkins,  and  fays, 

«  That 
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<c  That  having  now  made  a  firm  league  with    1721. 
us,  as  becomes  our  brothers,  they  complain  that  N— ^*~*"/ 
they  get  too  little  for  their  fkins  and  furs,  fo  as 
they  cannot  live  by  their  hunting ;  they  defire  us, 
therefore,  to  take  companion  on  them,  and  con- 
trive fome  way  to  help  them,  in  that  particular* 

ce  Prefenting  a  few  furs,  he  fpeaks  only  as* 
from  himfelf,  to  acquaint  the  Governor, 

"  That  the  Five  Nations  having  heard  that  the 
Governor  of  Virginia  wanted  to  fpeak  with  them, 
he  himfelf,  with  fome  of  his  company,  intended 
to  proceed  to  Virginia,  but  do  not  know  the  way, 
how  to  get  fafe  thither. 

"  On  the  8th  of  July,  the  Governor  and  his 
Council,  at  the  Houfe  of  John  Cartlidge,  Efq. 
near  Coneftogoe,  having  advifed  upon,  and  pre- 
pared, a  proper  prefent,  in  return  for  that  of  the 
Indians,  and  in  confirmation  of  his  fpeech,  ac- 
cording to  cuftom,  in  fuch  cafes,  which  confided 
of  a  quantity  of  ftrowd  match-coats,  gun  powder, 
lead,  bifcuit,  pipes  and  tobacco,  adjourned  to 
ConeftogQS  the  place  of  treaty." 

"  At  a  Council,  held  at  Conefto^e,  July  8th, 
1721.  P.  M. 

"  Prefent,  the  fame  as  before ;  with  divers 
gentlemen  attending  the  Governor,  and  the  Chiefs 
of  the  Five  Nations  ;  being  all  feated  in  council, 
and  the  prefents  laid  down  before  the  Indians,  thg 
Governor  fpoke  to  them,  by  an  interpreter,  i» 
thefe  words  : 

"  My  Friends  and  Brothers, 

"  It  is  a  great  fatisfaction  to  me,  that  I  hard 
this  opportunity  of  fpeaking  to  the  valiant  and 
wife  Five  Nations  of  Indians,  whom  you  tell  me* 
you  are  fully  empowered  to  reprefent. 

«  I 
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1721.  "  I  treat  you,  therefore,  as  if  all  thefe  nation^ 
^v^**'  were  here  prcfent ;  and  you  are  to  underftandy 
what  I  now  fay,  to  be  agreeable  to  the  mind  of 
our  great  Monarch,  George,  the  King  of  England^ 
who  bends  his  care  to  eftablim  peace  amongfl  all 
the  mighty  nations  of  Europe  ;  unto  whom  all  the 
people,  in  thefe  parts,  are,  as  it  were,  but  like 
one  drop,  out  of  a  bucket,  fo  that  what  is  now 
tranfacted  between  us,  mufl  be  laid  up,  as  the 
words  of  the  whole  body  of  your  people  and  our 
people,  to  be  kept  in  perpetual  remembrance. 

"  I  am  alfo  glad  to  find  that  you  remember 
what  William  Penn  formerly  faid  to  you.  He  was 
a  great  and  a  good  man  :  his  own  people  loved  him ; 
he  loved  the  Indians,  and  they  alfo  loved  him.  He 
was  as  their  father  ;  he  would  never  fuffer  them  to 
be  wronged  ;  neither  would  he  let  his  people  enter 
upon  any  lands,  until  he  had  firft  purchaied  them 
of  the  Indians.  He  was  juft,  and  therefore  the 
Indians  loved  him. 

"Though  he  is  now  removed  from  us;  yet 
his  children  and  people,  following  his  example,  will 
always  take  the  fame  meafures ;  fo  that  his  and 
our  pofterity  will  be  as  a  long  chain,  of  which 
he  was  the  firfl  link ;  and  when  one  link  ends  ^ 
another  fucceeds,  and  then  another ;  being  all 
firmly  bound  together  in  one  llrong  chain,  to  en- 
dure for  ever. 

"  He  formerly  knit  the  chain  of  friendfhip 
with  you,  as  the  chief  of  all  the  Indians,  in  thefe 
parts ;  and  left  this  chain  fhould  grow  rufty,  you 
now  defire  it  may  be  fcoured-  and  made  ftrong, 
to  bind  us,  as  one  people,  together.  We  do  affure 
you,  it  is,  and  has  always  been,  bright  on  our 
fide  ;  and  fo  we  will  ever  keep  it. 

"  As  to  your  complaint  of  our  traders,  that 
they  have  treated  fome  of  your"  young  men  un- 
kindly, I  take  that  to  be  faid  only  by  way  of  ex- 

cufe 
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tufe  for  the  follies  of  your  people,  thereby  en-  1721. 
devouring  to  perfuade  me,  that  they  were  pro-  **^r^~' 
voked  to  do  what  you  very  well  know  they  did ; 
but,  as  I  told  our  own  Indians,  two  days  ago,  I 
am  willing  to  pafs  by  all  thefe  things ;  you  may 
therefore  be  affured,  that  our  people  mall  not  of- 
fer any  injury  to  yours ;  or,  if  I  know  that  they 
do,  they  mall  be  feverely  punifhed  for  it.  So  you 
mull,  in  like  manner,  ftrictly  command  your  young 
men,  that  they  do  not  offer  any  injury  to  ours. 
For  when  they  pafs  through  the  utmoft  fkirts  of 
our  inhabitants,  where  there  are  no  people  yet 
fettled,  but  a  few  traders,  they  mould  be  more 
careful  of  them,  as  having  feparated  themfelves 
from  the  body  of  their  friends,  purely  to  ferve 
the  Indians  more  commodiouily  with  what  they 
want. 

"  Neverthelefs,  if  any  little  diforders  mould, 
at  any  time,  hereafter  arife,  we  will  endeavour 
that  it  mail  not  break,  or  weaken,  the  chain  of 
friendfhip  between  us :  to  which  end,  if  any  of 
your  people  take  offence,  you  muft,  in  that  cafe? 
apply  to  me,  or  to  our  chiefs.  And  when  we 
have  any  caufe  to  complain,  we  mail,  as  you  de- 
fire,  apply  to  your  chiefs,  by  our  friends,  the 
Coneftogoe  Indians :  but,  on  both  fides,  we  mud 
labour  to  prevent  every  thing  of  this  kind,  as 
much  as  we  can. 

"  You  complain,  that  our  traders  come  into 
the  path  of  your  young  men,  going  out  to  war5 
and  thereby  occafion  diforders  among  them ;  I 
will,  therefore,  my  friends  and  brothers,  fpeak 
very  plainly  to  you,  on  this  head. 

"  Your  young  men  come  down  Sufquehanna 
river,  and  take  their  road  through  our  Indian 
towns  and  fettlements,  and  make  a  path  between 
us  and  the  people,  a^ainft  whom  they  go  out  to 
war.  Now,  you  mult  know,  that  the  path,  this 

VOL.  II,  [18]  way, 
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1721.  way,  leads  them  only  to  the  Indians ,  who  are  in 
^v*"*"  alliance  with  the  Engtijh  ;  and  firft,  to  ihofe,,  who 
are  in  a  Uriel:  league  of  friendmip  with  the  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia  ;  juft  as  thefe,  our  friends  and 
children,  who  are  fettled  among  us,  are  in  league 
with  me  and  our  people. 

"  You  cannot  therefore  make  war  upon  the 
Indians,  in  league  with  Virginia,  without  weaken- 
ing the  chain  with  the  Engli/h  :  for,  as  we  would 
not  fuffef  thefe,  our  friends  and  brothers  of  Co- 
nrftogoe,  and  upon  the  river,  to  be  hurt  by  any 
perfons,  without  confidering  it,  as  done  to  our- 
felves ;  fo  the  Governor  of  Virginia  looks  upon 
the  injuries,  done  to  his  Indian  brothers  and 
friends,  as  if  they  were  done  to  himfelf.  And 
you  very  well  know,  that,  though  you  are  five 
different  nations,  yet  you  are  but  one  people ;  fa 
as  that  any  wrong,  done  to  one  nation,  is  receiv- 
ed as  an  injury,  done  you  all. 

"  In  the  fame  manner,  and  much  more  fo,  it 
is  with  the  Englifh,  who  are  all  united  under  one 
great  King,  who  has  more  people,  in  that  one 
town,  where  he  lives,  than  all  the  Indians,  in 
North  America,  put  together. 

cc  You  are  in  league  with  New  Tork,  as  your 
ancient  friends,  and  nearefl  neighbours  ;  and  you 
are  in  league  with  us,  by  treaties,  often  repeated, 
and  by  a  chain,  which  you  have  now  brightened. 
As,  therefore,  all  the  Englijh  are  but  one  people, 
you  are  actually  in  league  with  all  the  Englifb  go- 
vernments, and  rniifl  equally  preferve  the  peace 
with  all,  as  with  one  government. 

"  You  pleafed  me  very  much,  when  you  told 
me,  that  you  were  going  to  treat  with  the  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia.  Your  nations  formerly  entered 
into  a  very  firm  league  with  that  government ;  and, 
if  you  have  fuiFered  that  chain  to  grow  nifty,  it  is 

time 
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time  to  fcour  it ;  and  the  Five  Nations  have  done    1721. 
very  wifely  to  fend  you  there  for  that  purpofe. 

66  I  do  afiure  you,  the  Governor  of  Virginia  is 
a  great  and  a  good  man ;  he  loves  the  Indians^ 
as  his  children,  and  fo  protects  and  defends  them  ; 
for  he  is  very  ftrong,  having  many  thouland 
Chriflian  warriors  under  his  command ;  whereby 
he  is  able  to  afliil  all  thofe,  who  are  in  any  league 
of  friendfhip  with  him.  Haften,  therefore,  my 
friends,  to  brighten  and  ftrengthen  the  chain  with 
that  great  man  ;  for  he  defires  it,  and  will  receive 
you  kindly.  He  is  my  great  and  good  friend  \ 
I  have  been  lately  with  him ;  and  fmce  you  fay, 
you  are  ftrangers,  I  will  give  you  a  letter  to  him, 
to  inform  him  of  what  we  have  done,  and  of  the 
good  defign  of  your  vifit  to  him,  and  this  country. 

"  My  friends  and  brothers,  I  told  you  two 
days  ago,  that  we  mud  open  our  breafts  to  each 
other ;  I  (hall,  therefore,  like  your  true  friend, 
open  mine  yet  further  to  you,  for  your  good. 

"  You  fee  that  the  Engli/h^  from  a  very  'fmall 
people,  at  firft,  in  thefe  parts,  are,  by  peace 
amongft  themfelves,  become  a  very  great  people 
amongft  you,  far  exceeding  the  number  of  all  the 
Indians,  we  know  of. 

"  But  while  we  are  at  peace,  the  Indians  con- 
tinue to  make  war  upon  one  another ;  and  deftroy 
each  other,  as  if  they  intended  that  none  of  their 
people  mould  .be  left  alive  j  by  which  means  you 
are,  from  a  great  people,  become  a  very  fmall 
people ;  and  yet  you  will  go  on  to  deftroy  your- 
ielves . 

"  The  Indians  of  the  fouth,  though  they  fpeak 
a  different  language,  yet  they  are  the  fame  people, 
and  inhabit  the  fame  land,  with  thofe  of  the  north. 
We,  therefore,  cannot  but  wonder,  how  you, 
that  are  a  wife  people,  fhould  take  delijht  in  put- 
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1721.   ting  an  end  to  your  race  :  the  'Englijh,  being  your 

^"*~  true  friends,  labour  to  prevent  this-     We  would 

have  you  ftrong,  as  a  part  of  ourfelves  :  for,  as 

our  ilrength  is  your  flrength,  fo  we  would  have 

yours  to  be  as  our  own. 

"  I  have  perluaded  all  my  brethren,  in  thefe 
parts,  to  confider  what  is  for  their  good  ;  and  not 
to  go  out  any  more  to  war  ;  but  your  young  men, 
as  they  come  this  way,  endeavour  to  force  them. 
.And  becaufe  they  incline  to  follow  the  couniels  of 
peace,  and  the  good  advice  of  their  true  friends, 
your  people  ufe  them  ill,  and  often  prevail  with 
them  to  go  out,  to  their  own  definition.  Thus 
It  was,  that  their  town  of  Coneflogoe  loft  their  good 
King,  not  long  ago  ;  and  thus  many  have  been 
loft.  Their  young  children  are  left  without  pa- 
rents 5  their  wives  without  hufbands  ;  the  old  men, 
contrary  to  the  courfe  of  nature,  mourn  the  death 
of  their  young  ;  the  people  decay,  and  grow  weak  ; 
we  lofe  our  dear  friends,  and  are  afflicted.  And 
this  is  chiefly  owing  to  your  young  men. 

"  Surely,  you  cannot  propofe  to  get  either 
riches,  or  pofleflions,  by  going  thus  out  to  war  : 
for  when  you  kill  a  deer,  you  have  the  flem  to  eat, 
and  the  fkin  to  fell  ;  but  when  you  return  from 
war,  you  bring  nothing  home,  but  the  fcalp  of  a 
dead  man  ;  who,  perhaps,  was  hufband  to  a  kind 
\vife,  and  father  to  tender  children,  who  never 
wronged  you  ;  though,  by  lofmg  him,  you  have 
robbed  them  of  their  help  and  protection  ;  and,  at 
the  lame  time,  got  nothing  by  it. 

"  If  I  were  not  your  friend,  I  would  not  take 
the  trouble  of  laying  all  thefe  things  to  you  ;  which 
I  defire  may  be  fully  related  to  all  your  people, 
when  you  return  home,  that  they  may  confider  in 
time,  what  is  for  their  own  good.  And,  after  this, 
if  any  will  be  fo  madly  deaf  and  blind,  as  neither 
to  hear  nor  fee  the  danger  before  them,  but  will 

3* 
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go  out  to  deftroy,  and  be  deftroyed,  for  nothing,  1721, 
1  mud  defire  that  fuch  foolifh  young  men  would  — ^^*^' 
take  another  path,  and  not  pafs  this  way,  amongft 
our  people,  whofe  eyes  I  have  opened ;  and  they 
have  wifely  hearkened  to  my  advice.  So  that  I 
muft  tell  you  plainly,  as  I  am  their  heft  friend, 
and  this  government  is  their  protector,  and  as  a 
father  to  them,  we  will  not  fuffer  them  any  more 
to  go  out,  as  they  have  done,  to  their  deftrudtion. 
I  fay  again,  we  will  not  fuffer  it ;  for  we  have  the 
counfel  of  wifdom  amongft  us,  and  know  what  is 
for  their  good.  For  though  they  are  weak,  yet  they 
are  our  brethren ;  we  will  therefore  take  care  of 
them,  that  they  be  not  mifled  with  ill  counfel.  You 
mourn  when  you  lofe  a  brother  ;  we  mourn,  when 
any  of  them  are  lofl ;  to  prevent  which  they  mall 
nor  be  mffered  to  go  out,  as  they  have  done,  to 
be  deftroyed  by  war. 

"  ^7  g00^  friends  and  brothers,  I  give  you  the 
fame  counfel,  and  earneftly  delire  that  you  will 
foli.nv  it,  fmce  it  will  make  you  a  happy  people. 
I  give  you  this  advice,  becaufe  I  am  your  true 
friend ;  but  I  much  fear  you  hearken  to  others, 
who  never  were,  and  never  will  be,  your  friends. 

"  You  know  very  well,  that  the  French  have 
been  your  enemies,  from  the  beginning ;  and 
though  they  made  peace  with  you  twenty-two  years 
ago,  yet,  by  fubtle  practices,  they  (till  endeavour 
to  enfnare  you.  They  ufe  arts  and  tricks,  and  tell 
you  lies,  to  deceive  you  ;  and  if  you  would  make 
ufe  of  your  own  eyes,  and  not  be  deluded  by  their 
jefuits  and  interpreters,  you  would  fee  this  your- 
felves :  for  you  know  they  have  no  goods  of  any 
value,  thefe  feveral  years  pail,  except  what  has 
been  fent  to  them  from  the  Englljh  of  New  Tork, 
and  that  is  now  all  over.  They  give  fair  fpeeches, 
inftead  of  real  fervices ;  and  as,  for  many  years, 
they  attempted  to  deftroy  you  iu  war,  fo  they  now 

endeavour 
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1721.  endeavour  to  do  it  in  peace  ;  for  when  they  per* 
^•^N^x^  fuade  you  to  go  out  to  war  againfl  others,  it  is 
only  that  you  may  be  deflroyed  yourfelves  ;  which 
we,  as  your  true  friends,  labour  to  prevent ;  be- 
caufe  we  would  have  your  numbers  increafe,  that 
you  may  grow  flrong,  and  that  we  may  be  all 
ftrengthened  in  friendfhip  and  peace  together. 

"  As  to  what  you  have  faid  of  trade,  I  fuppofe 
the  great  diftance,  at  which  you  live  from  us,  has 
prevented  all  commerce  between  us  and  your  peo- 
ple. We  believe  thofe,  who  go  into  the  woods,  and 
ipend  all  their  time  upon  it,  endeavour  to  make 
the  belt  bargains  they  can,  for  themfelves ;  fo,  on 
your  part,  you  muft  take  care  to  make  the  beil 
bargains  you  can  with  them.  But  we  hope  our 
traders  do  not  exacl ;  for  we  think  that  a  ilrowd 
coat,  or  a  pound  of  powder,  is  now  fold  for  no 
more  buck  fkins  than  formerly.  Beaver,  indeed, 
is  not,  of  late,  fo  much  ufed  in  Europe ;  and, 
therefore,  does  not  give  fo  good  a  price ;  and  we 
deal  but  very  little  in  that  commodity.  But  deer 
{kins  fell  very  well  among  us ;  and  I  mail  always 
take  care  that  the  Indians  be  not  wronged.  But,  ex- 
cept  other  meafures  be  taken  to  regulate  the  Indian 
trade  every  where,  the  common  method  ufed  in 
trade  will  Hill  be  followed ;  and  every  man  mud 
take  care  of  himfelf ;  for  thus  I  muft  do  myfelf, 
when  I  buy  any  thing  from  our  own  people ;  if  I 
do  not  give  them  their  price,  they  will  keep  it; 
for  we  are  a  free  people.  But  if  you  have  any 
further  propofals  to  make  about  thefe  affairs,  I  am 
willing  to  hear  and  confider  them ;  for  it  is  my 
defire  that  the  trade  be  well  regulated  to  your 
content. 

"  I  am  fenfible  rum  is  very  hurtful  to  the  Indi- 
fxns  ;  we  have  made  laws,  that  none  fhould  be  car- 
ried amongft  them ;  or,  if  any  is,  that  it  fhould 
be  flaved,  and  thrown  upon  the  ground  ;  and  the 

Indians 
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Indians  have  been  ordered  to  deftroy  all  the  rum,  1721 
that  comes  in  their  way,  but  they  will  not  do  it ; 
they  will  have  rum ;  and  when  we  refufe  it,  they 
will  travel  to  the  neighbouring  provinces  and  fetch 
it ;  their  own  women  go  to  purchafe  it,  and  then 
fell  it  amongil  their  own  people,  at  exceflive  rates* 
I  would  gladly  make  any  laws  to  prevent  this,  that 
cculd  be  effectual ;  but  the  country  is  fo  wide,  the 
woods  are  fo  dark  and  private,  and  fo  far  out  of 
my  fight,  if  the  Indians  themfelves  do  not  prohi- 
bit their  own  people,  there  is  no  other  way  to 
prevent  it ;  for  my  part,  I  mall  readily  join  in  any 
meafures,  that  can  be  propofed,  for  fo  good  a 
purpofe. 

"  I  have  now,  my  friends  and  brothers,  faid 
all,  that  I  think  can  be  of  fervice,  at  this  time, 
and  I  give  you  thefe  things  here  laid  before  you, 
to  confirm  my  words,  viz.  Five  coats,  twenty 
pounds  of  powder,  forty  pounds  of  lead,  for  each 
of  the  Five  Nations  ;  that  is,  twenty-five  coats, 
one  hundred  pounds  of  powder,  and  two  hundred 
pounds  of  lead,  in  the  whole  ;  which  I  defire  may 
be  delivered  to  them,  with  thefe  words,  in  my 
liame,  and  on  behalf  of  this  province :  I  mail  be 
glad  to  fee  often  fome  of  your  chief  men,  fent  in 
the  name  of  ail  the  reft  ;  and  defire  you  will  come 
to  Philadelphia,  to  vifit  our  families,  and  our  chil- 
dren born  there,  where  we  can  provide  better  for 
you,  and  make  you  more  welcome ;  for  people 
always  receive  their  friends  beft  at  their  own 
houfes.  I  heartily  wifh  you  well  on  your  journey, 
and  good  fuccels  in  it.  And  when  you  return 
home,  I  defire  you  will  give  my  very  kind  love, 
and  the  love  of  all  our  people,  to  your  kings,  and 
to  all  their  people. 

"  Then  the  Governor  rofe  from  his  chair  ;  and 
•when  he  had  called  Ghefaont,  the  fpeaker,  to  him, 

he 
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1721.   he  took  a  corronation  medal  of  the  king,  and  pre* 
~  lented  it  to  the  Indian  in  thefe  words : 

"  That  our  children,  when,  we  are  dead,  may 
not  forget  thefe  things,  but  keep  this  treaty,  Le- 
tween  us,  in  perpetual  remembrance,  I  here  deli- 
ver to  you  a  piclure,  in  gold,  bearing  the  image 
c  my  great  niafler,  the  King  of  all  the  Englijh  : 
and  when  you  return  home,  I  charge  you  to  deli- 
ver this  piece  into  the  hands  of  the  firft  man,  or 
greateft  chief  of  all  the  Five  Nations,  whom  you 
call  Kannygwah,  to  be  laid  up  and  kept,  as  a  token 
to  our  children's  children  ;  that  an  entire  and  lafl- 
ing  friendfhip  is  now  eftablifhed  for  ever,  between 
the  Eng///t}9  in  this  country,  and  the  great  Five 
Nations." 
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voured by  the  generality  of  the  people  ;  but  dijliked 
by  fofhe. — -Sentiments  of  feveral  gentlemen  and 
merchants,  relating  to  a  paper  currency ',  prefented 
to  the  AJfembly.

Jeremiah  Langhorne  was  Speaker ;  to  which  Af-  w ^^-^- 
fembly,  in  the  winter,  the  Governor1,  in  his  fpeech,  Governor 


having  intimated  the  neceillty  of  their  united  and  n.eTes  j 
diligent  application  to  reflore  the  planter's  credit,  concern  and 
without  difccfurag-ihg  the  merchant,  by  whofe  in-  [j^6™^ 
duftry  alone,  fays  hej  "  Their  trade  muft  be  fup- 
ported  with  a  fufficieni  currency  of  cafhj*  thus  fur- 
ther expreifed  himielf :  "  My  mind  is  fo  fully  bent 
upon  doing  this  province  fome  effectual  fervice, 
that  I  have  lately  formed  the  deiign  of  a  confider*

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1721.  able  fettlement  amongft  you,  in  order  to  manu- 
*~^^~  fa&ure  and  confume  the  grain ;  fur  which  there 
is,  at  this  time,  no  profitable  market  abroad  ;  and 
although  this  project  will  doubtlefs,  at  firft,  prove 
very  chargeable  and  expenfive  to  me,  yet,  if  it 
meets  with  your  approbation,  and  the  good  will 
of  the  people,  I  am  well  amired  it  cannot  fail  of 
anfwering  my  purpofe,  to  do  a  real  fervice  to  the 
country,  and  every  interefl  and  concern  of  mine 
ihall  ever  be  built  on  that  bottom,"  &c. 

The  houfe  was  highly,  pleafed  with  the  Govern- 
TheAffem-or's  kind  regard  for  the  public  good  ;  "  His  zeal 
S^hT" to  reftore  the  planter's  credit,  with  his  j nil  care 
Governor's  of  the  merchant,  who,  of  late,  with  others  equally, 
regard,  &c.  jiaj  jajj  ,unjer  the  greatcft  difadvantages  of  want 
of  a  fufficient  currency  of  cam,   as   appeared  to 
them,  from  the  melancholy  complaints  of  the  peo- 
ple, declaring  they  would  readily  fall  in  with  any 
fcheme,  that  mould  appear  to  them  conducive  to 
a  remedy."     They  gratefully  acknowledged  his 
patriotic  defign  to  manufacture  and  confume  the 
grain  of  the  country,  and  heartily  thanked  him 
for  his  good  condefceiifion,  and  repeated  offers-  of 
advice  and  affiilance,  for  the  public  utility.

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perfons,  of  the  name  of  Cartlidge.  The  Govern-  1722. 
or,  having  commiffioned  James  Logan,  and  Col.  ^^^^ 
John  French )  two  of  his  Council,  to  go  to  Cone- 
Jiogoe,  to  enquire  into  the  affair,  after  their  return, 
at  the  requeft  of  the  AfFembly,  laid  their  report 
of  it  before  them.  The  Houfe,  in  their  addrefs 
to  the  Governor  thereon,  exprefTed  their  utmoft 
concern  on  this  affair:  they  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged, and  highly  commended  the  Governor's 
prudent  conduct,  and  fleady  adminiftration  of 
juftice;  but  more  efpecially  at  that  time,  on  an 
occafion  of  the  greatefl  importance  to  the  peace 
and  fafety  of  the  government,  by  his  empowering 
two  gentlemen  of  his  Council  ib  able  and  pru- 
dent, on  the  prefent  emergency;  "  Whofe  wife 
conduct  (faid  they)  is  very  confpicuous  from  their 
report  laid  before  the  Houfe  by  the  Governor ;" 
"  That,  at  the  relation  of  the  difmal  circum- 
llances,  they  were  filled  with  horror  and  furprife, 
that,  after  fo  long  continuance  of  the  peace,  firft 
fettled  by  the  honourable  Proprietary,  William 
Penn9  with  the  Indians,  any  breach  mould  be  now 
made  by  thofe,  under  the  name  of  Chriflians,  to 
the  reproach  of  that  name,  and  danger  of  the 
fafety  and  peace,  both  of  this  province  and 
others." 

They  earneftly  requefted  the  Governor  to  per- 
fi(l  in  his  laudable  endeavour,  to  bring  the  ag- 
greffors  to  condign  punifliment,  with  all  poflible 
fpeed,  left,  by  delay  of  juflice,  the  Indians  ihould 
be  induced  to  withdraw  their  allegiance  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  affection  from  this 
government,  and  be  provoked  to  do  themfelves 
jullice,  in  a  manner,  that  might  be  of  mo  ft  dan- 
gerous confequence:  "  That  he  would  advife 
'with  his  Council,  in  making  treaties  with  them; 
for,  (faid  they)  as  they  are  fame  of  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  this  government,  we  have  no  realbn 

to 
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1722.   to  doubt  but  they  will  be  concerned  for  the  good 
v-^r~  of  the  fame,"*  " 

They  further  preffed  the  maintaining  the  league 
of  friendship,  firft  made  by  their  worthy  Prcprie- 
tary,  as  a  thing  of  the  greateft  importance,  that 
could  poflibly  come  before  them ;  and  therefore, 
they  unanimoufly  recommended  the  execution  of 
ftrict  juftice,  as  the  befl  and  mod  effectual  means 
for  that  end ;  the  want  of  which,  in  the  appre- 
hciaion  of  that  vindictive  people,  had  produced 
fad  and  fatal  confequences  to  other  provinces ; 
they  likewife  propoied^  to  the  Governor's  con- 
fiderarion  fome  particulars,  to  be  immediately 
done,  in  the  affair  ;  and  mentioned  the  repeated 
requeft  of  the  Indians^  that  ftrong  liquors  mould 
not  be  carried,  nor  told,  among  them ;  with  the 
petition  of  fundry  inhabitants  of  the  province,  to 
the  fame  import ;  which  the  laws  hitherto  made. 
In  that  cafe,  had  not  been  able  to  prevent ;  they, 
therefore,  requefled  the  advice  and  affiftance  of 
the  Governor  and  Council  therein,  &c. 

The  Governor  thanked  them  for  the  great  fatif- 
faction,  which  they  expreffed,  with  his  conduct 
and  adrnihifbration ;  and  declared,  "  That  he  had 
carefully  endeavoured  to  follow  the  late  honour- 
able Proprietary's  Jleps  in  fuel)  affairs ;  to  keep 
the  natives  always  in  a  lively  and  perfect  remem- 
brance of  his  love  to  them,  and  to  build  all  their 
treaties  of  peace  with  them,  upon  the  fame  prin- 
ciples and  maxims  of  good  policy,  which  he  ufed 
and  maintained  when  he  was  here  himfelf."  He 
likewife  affured  the  lloufe,  that  he  had,  at  that 
time,  all  the  probability,  which  the  nature  of  the

would  admit  of,  for  fettling  matters  again  1722. 
with  the  Indian  nations,  upon  that  juft,  firm  and 
friendly  foundation,  which  the  fjoufe  fo  earneflly 
defired  and  recommended  to  him.  He  acknow- 
ledged the  jnfufficiency  of  the  laws,  to  reftraia 
people  from  carrying  too  great  quantities  of  rum, 
and  felling  it  among  the  Indians,  thereby  debauch- 
ing and  cheating  them ;  which,  he  faid,  he  had 
complained  of  to  former  AfTemblies. 

Great  pains  were  taken,  in  this  affair ;  an  /#- 
dlan  meffenger,  Satchecc.ho,  was  difpatched  to  the 
five  Nations  ;  the  fufpe&ed  perfons  were  commit- 
ted to  prifon ;  and  the  Governor,  with  two  of 
the  Council,  met  and  treated  with  the  Five  Nations, 
at  Albany ,  refpec~ting  it ;  befides  the  prefents, 
which  were  made  to  the  Indians.  The  Five  Na- 
tions defired  that  the  Cartridges  mould  not  fuffer 
death ;  and  the  affair  was,  at  length,  amicably 
fettled. 

Among  the  wholefome  laws,  paffed  by  the  Go-  several 
vernor,  this  year,  for  improving  the  produce 
the  province,    meliorating  its  ftaple  commodities, 
then  in  bad  credit,  at  foreign  markets,  and  for  &7. 
other  pupofes ;  there  was  one  alfo  entitled,  "  An 
aft  to  prohibit  the   felling  of   rum,    and  other 
ftrcng  liquors,    to  the  Indians,    and  to  prevent 
abufes,  that  may  happen  thereby.'5*

and  to  relieve  their  complaints. 

The  Houfe,  in  anfwer,  as  kindly  acknowledged 
the  Governor's  care,  and  conftant  inclinations, 
for  the  good  and  profperity  of  the  province  ;  and, 
joining  with  them,  in  fentiment,  refpecling  the 
necefTary  things,  which  he  recommended  to  their 
confideration,  they  undertook  the  regulation  and 
improvement  of  fome  of  the  law  proceedings ; 
efpecially  refpecling  attachments  ;  and  feveral  laws 
were  pafTed,  for  thefe  purpofes. 

About  this   time  the  province  appears  to  have  scheme  for

and  the  want  of  a  fufficient  medium,  or  currency,  j."^.,^"1*" 
of  cam ;  for  the  relief  of  which  divers  propofals  /niTmo. 
were  made;  and  among  the  reft,  that  of  paper  I^2. 
money,    or  paper  bills  of  credit,  was    now  intro- 
duced ;     which    occafioned   confiderable    debate, 
between  men  of  different  fentiments,  refpecling  it. 

The  Governor  was  a  ftrong  advocate  for  a  pa- 
per  currency,  and  took  great  pains  to  promote  it ; 
with  whom  appeared  to  join  the  generality  of  the 
people.  But  divers,  who  were  confidered  as. 
peribns  of  inoft  property,  judgment  and  weight,, 
in  the  province,  did  not  like  the  fcheme  :  but  then 
their  diflike  was  chiefly  founded  on  the  difficulty 
of  preferving  the  faid  currency  from  depreciation  ;  of  tlte  ;„„ 
which  they  law,  had,  in  general,  occaiioned  mif-  troduciion 
chievous  and  fraudulent  confequeaces,  in  other 
provinces ;  together  with  fome  modes,  which  were 
propofed,  of  ifluing  and  conducting  the  fame ; 
fo  that  their  oppofition  was  not  fo  much  entirely 

ao-ai.nft 
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1722*  againft  a  paper  credit,  properly  guarded  and  con- 
w~*~'*~'  duded,  as  againft  fraud,  or  thofe  modes  of  form- 
ing and  managing  it,  which  had  been  fo  ruinous  in 
other  places,  ;r  fuch  as  they  judged  would  be1 
equally  pernicious,  if  adopted  here*  Hence,  in 
the  1 1  th  month  this  year,  when  the  fcheme  was 
.  tinder  confideration  of  the  Aflembly,  Ifaac  Nor- 
ris  and  James  Logan,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
feveral  gentlemen  and  merchants,  prefented  the 
following  fentiments  thereon,  in  writing,  to  the 
Houfe,  viz. 

"  To  the  honourable  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  of 
the  province  of  Pennfylvania.* 

Sentiments  u  Being  admitted,  upon  our  addfefs  to  thd 
°emiTmeii  Houfe,  prefented  yefterday,  to  exhibit  any  further 
andmer-  fentimerus,  in  relation  to  a  paper  credit^  now  vi- 
chants,  &c.  g0rouf|y  preffed  to  be  eftablifhed  by  law ;  we

*  A  few  days  after  this  the  following;  paper  was  laid  before  the 
i^oufe,  in  anfwer  to  thefe  jentitnetttt  of  federal  gentlemen  and  merchants,  in 
relation  tc  a  paper  currency,  viz. 

*'  To  tlie  honourable  Houfe  of  Rtprefentattoes  of  the  province  of  Penn- 
fylvania, in  Aflembly  met,  the  24th  of  January,  1722-23'. 

"    May  it  pleafc  the  honourable  Houfe, 

"  We  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  fome  confiderations,  in  anfwer  ttf 

the  finthjier.ts  of  federal  gentlemen  and  merchants,  in  relation  to  a  paper  ere* 
dit  which  they  were  admitted  to  prefent,  the  tenth  initant. 

"  Pirjl,  It  is  but  i'sfi  to  concede  to  their  notion,  that  this  province  is 
dependent  on,  and  derives  all  its  powers  frcm,  Great  Britain;  and  that 
it  is  the  higheft  wifdom,  in  oar  Legiflaturc,  to  direct  themfelves  by 
the  fame  prudent  meafures,  ds  fat  as  our  circumftances  with  theirs  may 
agree. 

"  Sc:vnJtyt  tt  is  by  them  alledged,  that  when  the  nation  Xvas  diftreffcd 
by  war,  ai;d  their  coin  generally  debafed,  yet  tb?  parliament  \voulu  not 
advance  their  currency,  on  any  account;  rmd  -Vat  they  renewed  it,  at 
the  fame  finenefs,  to  pals  at  the  former  fates ;  and  they  have  unaltera^ 
bly  kept  to  the  fame.  And  further,  that  tivdve  bu,:<>  >d  thoifand pounds 
made  good  to  private  perfoiis  all  their  lofs,  received  frofti  exchanging 
their  clipped  and  debafed  coin,  fcr  the  i:cw  milled  money,  delivered 
at  par:  to  which  we  fay,  that  we  know  (by  vhat  authority  foever  it 
was,  or  is  done)  that  fince,  if  not  then,  the  coin  hath  been  (particularly 
the  gold)  often  raifed  and  lowered ;  and  that  the  tivelve  hundred  tlcufand 
pounds  did  make  good  all  the  lei's  in  the  kingdom,  for  the  debafed  coin, 
is  an  aflertion,  we  doubt  not,  but  there  are  many,  in  Great  Britain 
(and  fome  here)  can  inform  thofe  gentlemen  otherwife* 

«  Thirdly, 
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accordingly  offer  the  following  heads,  which  may    1722. 
be  fupported  by  folid  arguments,  when  the  Houfe 
thinks  fit  to  require  them. 

"  jF//y?5   That  as  this  province  derives  all  its  of  the  in-" 
powers  from,    and  is   wholly   dependent  on  the  f"f™ero£ 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  it  will  be  the  higheft  currency, 
\viidom  in  our  Legiflature,  upon  all  exigencies,  to 
direct  themfelves  by  the  fame  prudent  and  juft 
meaiures,  which  the  parliaments  of  that  kingdom 
have  always  purfued,  in  the  like  cafes ;  in  whom 
nothing  has  been  more  coafpicuous  than  a  mod 
ftri£l  care,  that  nj  fubject  mould  lofe  by  the  coin, 
or  public  credit,  of  the  kingdom.

"  Thirdly^  In  concurrence  with  the  fentlments  of  thefe  gentlemen,  in 
their  t>>ird  paragraph,  we  humbly  recommend  it  to  our  legiflators,  that 
our  bills  be  eftablifhed  upon  ib  juft  a  foundation,  that,  while'  in  being, 
they  may  ftill  continue  of  the  fame  value  with  real  mousy,  according  to 
the  rates,  at  which  they  are  firft  iffued. 

"  Fourthly,  If  thoFs  bil's  cannot  be  procured,  where  they  are  to  be 
ifTued,  for  a  lefs  pledge  or  fecurity,  than  gold,  or  filver,  would  be,  th.3 
cafy  terms  of  refunding  them  will  not  leffen  their  value ;  for  the  ftamp 
ef  authority  has  ics  own  laws,  as  unalterable  in  themfelves,  as  thofj  of 
inured,  or  increafe,  are  in  ufury  ;  and  which,  fuch  as  are  verfed  in  thofc 
affairs  as  carefully  coafider. 

"  Ff'jlyy  The  fchemes  moft  Commonly  talked  of,  for  lending  out 
fums  to  be  difchargedby  annual  payments,  eq  lal  to,  or  not  much  exceed- 
ing the  mtereft.  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  without  paying  any  prin- 
cipal, are  not  partial  and  unjuft,  nor  deftru<5tive  to  the  public  credit ;  for 
the  pledge  fecured  is  rmre  than  an  equivalent  to  the  fum  received,  and 
the  intereft  given  is  not  inconiid  jrable,  even,  of  the  lowed  rated  fchemes. 
To  whom  are  they  partial  and  unjufl,  fmce  no  method  is  propofed,  or 
contrived,  for  any  particular  mar,  or  men,  excluding  others  ?  The  benefit 
is  to  be  general ;  and  though  the  necelfities  of  the  poor  chiefly  call  for  the 
fuccour,  yet  it  is  more  withi  i  the  compafs  of  the  rich  to  be  thereby  fa- 
voured ;  bscaufe  they  have  plenty  of  pledges:  let  them  not,  then,  complain 
of  partiality,  or  injuftice,  through  their  own  negligence.  How  are  fuck 
fchemes  deftrucStive  to  public  credit,'  fmce  the  public  is  capable  of  yield- 
ing fo  muck  relief  to  a  necefiltous  people,  without  hurting  itfelf  ?  No, 
the  defign  is  laudable,  and  greatly  becomes  our  generous  patriots.  But, 
perhaps,  there  are  fome,  that  are  partial  to  themfelves,  although  they 
feem  to  fpeak  in  defence  of  the  p ->blic,  affording  us  room  to  guefs,  they 
would  have  no  money  borrowed,  but.  of  private  perfons,  and  begrudge 
the  borrowers  of  the  public,  the  gain  of  near  thirty  pot/nils,  according  to 
the  exqu'fhe  calculation  of  thofe  gentlemen;  becaufe  they  themfdves 
know,  that  fuch  an  advantage  is  not  equal  to  the  fvveet  incomes  of  ufury. 

"  Sixthly,  All  fueh  projects  ar?  not  exceed;ngly  weak  and  unjuft;  for 
what  m^n,  had  h.2  nuney  by  him  to  lead,  would  refufo  it,  on  fufficlent 

fecurity  ? 
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1722*  "  Secondly -,  That  as,  when  the  nation  was  moft 
^~*~  grievouily  dillrefled,  in  the  time  of  a  dangerous 
and  expenfive  war,  by  a  general  debating  of  their 
current  coin,  the  parliament  would  Hearken  to  no 
propofal  (though  many  were  made)  for  relieving 
the  (late,  by  raifing  the  new  minted  money  to  a 
higher  value ;  but,  under  the  vaileft  difficulties, 
renewed  it,  at  the  fame  weight  and  fmenefs,  to 
pafs  at  the  former  rates ;  which  they  have  unalter- 
ably kept  to.  And  further,  by  the  furrf  of  twelve 
hundred  thoitfand  pounds^  made  good  to  private 
perfons  all  the  lofs  of  exchanging  their  clipped  and 
debafed'coin,  for  the  new  milled  money,  which 
was  delivered  out  at  a  par  to  them :  fo  the  like 
ju'ftice  and  prudence  requires,  that  no  further 
alteration,  than  what  the  parliament  has  made 
here,  mould,  on  any  terms,  be  admitted,  in  the 
value  of  our  gold  and  filver,  but  that  it  flill  con- 
tinue,  as  it  now  paries. 

"  Thirdly, 

fecurity  ?  And  if  he  does  lend  it,  on  fuch  fecurity,  where  can  we  fuppoie 
the  lender's  lofs  to  be  ?  Or,  wherein  is  the  paper  credit  leffened,  when 
there  is  more  than  its  value  to  fupport  it  ?  Their  fuppofing  it  to  be  lent 
to  all,  is  an  amufement;  a  1x1  the  tribunal  is  eafy  to  be  erected,  to  find 
out  perfons  of  worth,  from  thofe  that  are  worth  nothing;  and  the  poor 
(who,  they  fay,  have  as  little  merit  as  any)  may  have  a  chance  to  get  it 
by  labour,  by  the  employers  having  fomething  to  pay  both  to  their  own, 
and  the  poor  man's  advantage :  and  thus  a  way  may  eafily  be  found  for 
dirpenHog  the  public  favours.  We  prefume  to  add,  to  thefe  great  and 
rich  men  (and,  therefore,  according  to  their  account,  fober  and  induftri- 
ous  rntn)  that  we  humbly  hope  a  medium,  in  bufinefs,  will  run  us  from 
the  looie  way  of  luxury,  idlenefs  and  folly,  which  often  happens  from  be- 
ing non-plus* d  in  a  regular  difpatch  of  affairs,  for  want  of  pay,  when  due. 

"  Seventhly i  This  currency,  or  paper  money,  will  not  fall  in  value,  if 
raifed  on  a  good  foundation,  as  recommended  in  the  third  article.  The 
rife  of  filver  is  alone  owing  to  the  avarice  of  the  pofleflbi1 ;  who,  know- 
ing there  is  no  other  currency  (and  that  too,  at  this  time,  extremely 
fcarce)  they  have  impofed  on  the  neceffities  of  the  people,  by  advancing 
it  near  tivojbillin'rs  in  the  pound;  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  our  bills, 
being  always  capable  of  purchafing  our  country  produce,  'their  value  be- 
ing equal  to  iilver,  will  again  reduce  it  to  it*  fhited  worth,  and  be  as 
iktisfaelory  to  the  kind  lender,  who,  (according  to  them)  relieved  the 
bi.-rrower  in  diftrefs,  or  fold  him  land,  or  goods,  at  the  reul  value,  at 
the  time  of  lending,  or  fale. 

"  E/vIjiUy,  Thofe  do  not  deceive  themfelves,  who,  Lecaufe  gold  and 
filvtr  may  be  hat',  at  Nw  York,  or  other  places,  in  cxcha.'i^e  (or  their 

' 
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"  Thirdly,  That,  as  the  parliament,  as  often  as  1722, 
they  found  it  neceirary  to  iflue  bills  of  credit,  ^^^^ 
called  exchequer  bills,  or  notes,  took  the  utmofl 
care,  to  keep  them  equal  in  value  with  filver,  by 
giving  the- Bank  of  'England,  when  they  fell  into  any 
difcount,  vafl  fums  of  money,  to  receive  thofe 
bills,  as  their  own,  and  to  exchange  them  with 
ready  cam,  on  the  demand  of  the  bearer :  fo  it 
appears  abfolutely  neceffary,  that  if  bills  of  credit 
be  raifed  here,  due  care  mould  be  taken  (fmce  we 
can  have  no  fuch  banks,  in  this  province,  as  are  in 
Europe,  whofe  rules  are  to  pay  down  ready  money 
for  their  bills,  upon  demand)  to  eftablifh  them  on 
fo  juft  a  foundation,  that,  while  in  being,  they 
may  ftill  continue  of  the  fame  value  v/ith  real  mo- 
ney, according  to  the  rates,  at  which  they  are  at 
firft  iiiued. 

"  Fourthly, 

paper  money,  fuppofe  that  the  one  is  as  good  as  the  other.  It  is  a  re- 
ceived maxim,  that  the  value  of  any  thing  is  in  proportion  to  what  it 
will  purchafc :  now  paper  bills  will,  at  this  time,  and  would  formerly, 
purchafe,  in  Neiv  York,  goods  cheaper  than  cafh  will,  at.  Philadelphia  ; 
and  it  is  obvious  that  fome  other  reafon  may  have  occafioned  the  rile  of 
filver  and  gold  there ;  fince  we  have  here  advanced,  at  lead,  fix  pence 
per  ounce,  on  filver,  beyond  the  rate  afcertained  by  act  of  parliament, 
without  any  fuch  motive  as  paper  money. 

'*  Thefe  being  premifed  on  the  general  heads,  what  next  follows  is  in 
anfwer  to  their  three  conclufiye  points. 

id.  "  If  the  whole  furn  ftruck  be  fo  frmll,  that  it  will  not  anfwer  the 
abfolute  and  immediate  neceffities  of  thofe  who  have  real  fecurities  to 
give,  it  will  not  (we  hunjbly  conceive)  be  fufficient  to  pafs  from  hand 
to  hand,  for  a  currency. 

2d.  "  That  which  is  a  benefit  to  any  perfon,  for  five  years,  will  be  a 
further  benefit,  for  a  longer  term  ;  and,  perhaps,  the  fixing  it  to  a  fhorr 
date  may  abridge  fome  perfons  from  effecting  what  they  might  accom- 
plifh  for  their  own  good,  and  the  country's  advantage,  in  more  time-. 
The  difficulty  of  exchanging  worn  out  bills  for  new,  in  an  office  to  be 
erected  for  that  purpofe,  we  doubt  not  the  care  and  ability  of  this  Af- 
fembly  to  furmount,  and  render  practicable.  And,  if  our  laws  can  con- 
tinue in  force  no  longer  than  five  years,  without  ihe  royal  approbation, 
yet  we  prefume  a  law  fo  beneficial  -o  the  fubject  here,  fo  concurrent  to 
the  practice  of  neighbouring  colonies,  and  no  ways  repugnant  to  the 
laws  of  England^  will,  when  duly  reprelented  at  home,  not  want  that  ap- 
probation. 

3d.  "  We  confide  in  this,  that  the  wifdom  of  this  lononraLh  Hi;fi 
needs  no  direction,  in  the  care  to  be  taken,  of  finking  the  p.iper  currency 
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1722.  *c  Fourthly,  That,  if  thofe  bills  be  ifiued  on  any 
*-^>-~*~  eafier  terms  to  the  receiver,  than  gold,  or  filver 
would  be,  if  it  were  to  be  paid,  or  lent,  out  of 
the  treafury,  by  how  much  eafier  thefe  terms  are, 
by  fo  much,  at  lead,  will  the  bills  fall  in  value ; 
for  credit  has  its  own  laws,  as  unalterable  in  them- 
feives,  as  thofe  of  motion,  or  gravity,  are,  in  na- 
ture, and  which,  fuch,  as  are  verfed  in  thefe 
affairs  in  Europe,  as  carefully  confider. 

^  Fifthly^  That  the  fchemes  moft  commonly 
talked  of,  for  lending  out  fums,  to  be  difcharged 
by  annual  payments,  equal  to,  or  net  much  ex- 
ceeding, the  mterefr.,  for  a  certain  number  of 
years,  without  paying  any  principal,  are  partial 
and  unjufl,  and  would  be  deilruclive  to  public 
credit ;  bacaufe  the  confideration  given  is  not  an 
equivalent  to  the  fum  received. 

"  For 

In  courfe,  and  in  a  juft  manner ;  for  we  efteem  you  (and  not  thefe  gen- 
tlemen petitioners)  to  be  proper  judges  of  the  methods  hitherto  difcourf- 
edof. 

"  Thefe  obfervations,  may  it  pleafe  this  honourable  Houfe,  on  the 
fentiments  of  thofe  gentlemen,  we  humbly  offer  to  your  confideration, 
and  pray  your  favourable  conftruclion." 

Soon  after  the  preceding  anfwer  was  delivered  to  the  Houfe,  it  wag 
followed  by  a -paper,  in  reply  to  it,  containing,  the  further  fent'nuents  of 
the  gentlemen  >  merchants,  &.c.  on  the  fame  fubjt&,  viz. 
"  To  tie  honourable  Houfe  o/'Reprefentatives  •/  the  province  of  Pennfylvania. 
Further  "  In  the  important  affair  cf  a  paper  credit,  now  under  the  con£dera- 

fentiments,  tion  of  your  Houfe,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  honeil  men,  amcngft  us, 
&c.  think   of  it  from  the  fame  principles,  and  with  the  feme  inclinations, 

viz.  to  promote  the  true  intertft  and  reputation  cf  this  colony. 

"  Upon  thefe  views  alone  we  lately  took  the  liberty  to  petition  your 
honourable  Houfe,  to  be  heard  upon  the  fubjed,  ard  the  i,e« 'day  ex- 
hibited our  fentiments,  in  writing,  drawn  into  fevera)  heads,  and  built, 
on  fuch  folid  foundations  of  truth,  that  we  are  well  aflured  they  cannot 
be  fliaken. 

"  Yet,  as  the  opinions  of  men  arc  extremely  various,  and  great  pains 
have,  of  late,  been  taken  here,  to  inftil  and  ftrengthen  popular  errors, 
on  that  fubje&$  we  find  divers  of  thefe  drawn  up,  in  a  paper,  lately 
prefented  to,  and  received  by,  the 'Houfe;  containing,  as  it  fcys,  force 
confiderations,  in  anfwer  to  our  faid  fentiments,  but  truly  confifting,  in 
a  great  meafure,  of  thole  common  miflakes,  which  have  unhappily  oc- 
cafioned  fuch  differences  in  opinion,  even,  among  the  well-meaning,  who, 
we  prefume,  all  aim  at  the  public  good. 
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<c  For  inftance,  mould  one  hundred  pounds  be  1722, 
lent  out,  to  be  diicharged,  by  the  payment  only  ^"^^ 
of  eight  pounds  annually,  for  fixteen  years  ;  were 
fuch  an  annuity  to  be  bought,  according  to  the 
known  rules  for.  put-chafing  eftates,  it  would  here 
be  worth  no  more  than  feventy  pounds  Jtxteen  Jail- 
ting*  and  three  pence^  in  ready  money ;  nor  is  an 
annuity  for  nine  pounds  ten  millings  per  annum, 
for  twelve  years,  worth  more  than  fwenty-one 
founds  twelve  findings.  In  j^ther  of  thefe  cafes, 
the  borrower,  could  he  difcharge  debts  of  that 
value  with  it,  though  he  were  to  pay  the  annuity 
in  gold  and  filver,  would  gain  near  thirty  pounds 
by  the  loan,  but  no  other  perfon  would  feel  the 
leafl  advantage  by  it ;  now,  if  no  man  would  let 
out  his  own  money  on  thefe  terms,  none  ought  to 
defire  it  fo  of  the  public  ;  the  credit  of  which  is 
of  vaftly  greater  importance,  than  any  private  per- 
fons ;  bccaufe  a  failure,  in  that,  affects  the  fortune 
of  every  individual,  in  his  money,  the  medium  of 
his  commerce  and  dealing. 

«  Sixthly, 

0  The  more  clearly,  therefore,  to  manifeft  thefe  popular  deceptions, 
to  prevent  the  unhappy  confequence,  that  may  attend  their  obtaining 
further  place,  and  more  effe&ually  to  eftablifn  the  truth  and  certainty  of 
thofe  heads,  we  before  prefented,  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing* obfervations,  on  the  feveral  parts  of  that  paper,  with  Ibme  fur- 
ther fentiments,  on  the  whole  matter ;  which,  we  hope,  will  be  inter- 
preted according  to  their  true  intention,  that  is,  to  ferve  the  public,  in 
which  we  are  all  jointly  embarked. 

"  The  defign  of  what  we  then  exhibited  to  the  Houfe  (as  is  evident 
from  all  the  parts  of  it)  was  not  to  oppofe  *.  paper  credit,  but  to  fhew  the 
danger  of  ill  concerted  fchemes,  and  to  point  out,  as  far  as  was  then 
proper,  what  we  conceived  to  be  the  moft  effectual  meafures,  for  an- 
fwering  all  the  juft  ends,  propoied  by  fuch  a  credit. 

"  In  the  three  Srft  articles  was  reprefented  how  much  it  became  us,_ 
as  a  government  depending  on  Britain,  to  copy  after  the  great  examples, 
their  parliaments   have  fet  before    \\^\  particularly  thefe  two   caf.::-.   of 
keeping  our  coin  conftantiy  to  the  fume  rates,  and  fupporting  the  c: 
of  our  bills,  when  iffued,  equivalent  to  fuch  money. 

"  To  the  firft  of  thefe,  thofe,  concerned  in  that  paper,  are  obliged 
to  concede. 

"  To  the  fecond  they  anfwer  with  a  grofs  mi/lake,  and  an  unbecom- 
ing trifling:  for,  it  id  pofkiveiy  true,  that  Dies  tlie  great  reformation 

of 
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"  Sixthly,  That  all  fuch  projects  are  either  ex* 
ceedingly  weak,  or  unjuft ;  for  the  paper  money 
is  to  be  lent  either  to  all,  who  fhall  defire  it,  on  a 
tender  of  the  fecurity,  propofed,  or  to  fame  only  ; 
if  to  all  (as  it  is  natural  for  all  men  to  defire  what 
they  may  gain  by)  it  will  be  impracticable  to  ftrike 
enough,  to  anfwer  all  demands ;  or,  if  it  were 
flruck,  it  would,  becaufe  of  its  quantity,  become 
of  little,  or  no  value ;  if  to  a  few  only,  what 
tribunal  can  be  erected,  to  judge  and  diflinguifh, 
who  of  the  King's  fubjects,  are  to  be  admitted  to 
the  favour,  and  who  to  be  rejected  ?  If  the  poor 
only  are  to  be  the  objects,  they  have  not  fecurity 
to  give,  or,  if  they  had,  perhaps  they  have  as  lit- 
tle merit  as  any ;  commonly  people  become  weal- 
thy by  fobriety  and  induftry,  the  moft  ufeful  qua- 
lifications in  a  commonwealth,  and  poor  by  luxury, 
idlenefs  and  folly.  What  rules  then  can  be  found, 
for  difpenfmg  the  public  favours  ? 

"  Seventhly^ 

of  the  Engtijb  coin,  in  1696,  there  has  not  been  the  leafl  alteration  in  it ; 
guineas,  which,  till  lately,  never  were  a  legal  tender,  were  limited  that 
year,  that  they  fhould  not,  under  a  penalty,  he  received  at  more  than 
jiventy-tivo  JbiUings  each.  But  no  fooner  did  filver,  the  true  lawful  mo- 
ney of  the  kingdom,  circulate  freely  again,  which,  by  the  great  dili- 
gence of  the  fcveral  mints,  they  did,  within  fix  months  after ;  but  the 
people  refufed  to  take  them  at  more  than  tiventy-one  Jblllings  and  fix  pence, 
as  formerly;  at  which  rate  they  have  coriftantly  continued,  till  the  mines 
of  America,  efpecially  of  Brajll,  producing  much  more  gold  than  filver, 
in  value,  the  firil  has  fallen,  in  Europe ;  on  which,  to  prevent  the  ex- 
portation of  filver,  they  are,  by  a  late  a6t  of  parliament,  reduced  to 
twenty-one  Jbillin^s ;  and  at  that  rate,  at  length,  made  a  legal  tender, 
that  is,  lawful  money  of  the  nation.  If  foreign  gold,  or  filver,  be 
meant,  which  are  only  merchandize,  and  rife,  as  the  demand  is  for  ex- 
portation, thefe  are  entirely  out  of  the  queftion.  To  the  other  part, 
•where  they  allcdge,  that  the  twelve  hundred  tloufand  pounds  did  not  make 
good  all  the  lofs,  in  the  kingdom  ;  we  fay,  that  our  informations  are  as 
good  as  any  can  pretend  to,  in  this  province. 

"  That  fum,  on  large  trials,  made  in  the  exchequer,  of  the  monies  re- 
ceived the  year  before,  was  judged  fufficient  to  make  good  the  whole 
lofs;  and  all,  who  brought  in  their  money,  within  the  time  limited, 
had  it  made  good  to  them.  It  is  true,  fome  perfons  difaffe&ed,  to  the  go- 
vernment, and  others  fond  of  their  hoards,  forbore,  and  fuffered  accord- 
ingly :  but  the  great  care  of  the  parliament,  and  therefore  the  truth  of 
our  uffcrtion,  are  from  hence  equally  clear. 

«  The 
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"  Seventhly,  That  by  thefe  fchemes,  the  more  1722. 
the  currency,  or  paper  money  falls  in  value  (by  ^ 
which  word  falling,  is  meant  the  rlfing  of  gold, 
filver,  Englifli  goods,  and  all  other  commodities, 
in  nominal  value,  which  is  the  certain  proof  of  the 
other's  falling)  the  greater  is  the  borrower's  advan- 
tage ;  for  the  more  eafily  will  he  pay  his  annuity ; 
fo  that  he  may  happen,  by  virtue  of  the  acl,  to 
difcharge,  with  the  value  of  twenty  pounds,  a 
debt  of  one  hundred,  due  to  the  man,  who,  per- 
haps, kindly  lent  him  the  money,  to  relieve  him 
in  diflrefs,  or  honeftly  fold  him  his  land,  or  goods, 
at  their  real  value,  at  the  time  of  lending,  or  fale. 

"  Eighthly^ 

K  The  third  head,  which  is  the  greateft  point,  of  keeping  up  our  bills 
to  the  fame  value  with  real  money,  according  to  the  rates,  at  which 
they  are,  at  firft,  iffued,  is  alfo  conceded,  in  general  terms ;  and  the 
juft  foundation  mentioned,  is  all  that  is  contended  for. 

"  But  what  is  advanced  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  articles,  is  the  grand 
popular  error,  that  endangers  a  difappointment,  in  that  great  end  pro- 
pofed.  For  no  flamp  of  authority  can  give  an  intrinfic  worth,  where 
it  really  is  not.  Experience,  whofe  inftrudtions,  even  the  weakeft  may 
reach,  will  fhew  us,  that  bills  of  credit  have  been  iffued  in  no  place  on 
this  continent,  where  they  have  not,  fooner  or  later,  funk  below  the 
value,  at  which  they  were,  at  firft,  made;  and  yet  they  all  had  as  pow- 
erful a  flamp  of  authority  as  any  we  can  give.  We  are  now  upcn  put- 
ting; in  practice  a  project  of  the  fame  kind ;  it  is,  therefore,  the  more 
highly  incumbent  on  us,  prudently  and  advifedly  to  confider,  in  time, 
r>y  what  means  the  inconveniencies,  that  have  attended  others,  in  theirs, 
may  be  prevented  in  our  undertaking. 

"  The  firft  remark,  we  offered,  on  this  haul,  was  from  this  founda- 
tion, that,  if  the  public,  by  their  terms  of  ifiuiiig  their  bills,  fhew  they 
eftimate  them  at  lefs  than  they  would  real  money ;  all  mankind,  but  ef- 
pecially  the  trader,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  exchasge  his  commodity  for 
its  real  value,  will  naturally  be  taught  to  do  the  fame.  The  greatnefs 
of  the  fecurity  makes  no  manner  of  difference,  unlefs  the  borrower  of 
the  bills  fhould  be  obliged,  for  one  hundred  pounds  lent  in  them,  to  repay, 
upon  that  fecurity,  the  like  fum  of  gold  or  filver,  aud  not  in  the  fame 
fpecie  ;  for  fhould  one,  upon  lending  any  rarity,  of  no  great  intrinfic  va- 
lue, take  a  fecurity  of  one  hundred  pounds,  to  have  it  returned,  this  would 
not  add  to  the  real  worth  of  the  thing  lent,  though  it  mewed,  the  len- 
der refolved  to  have  it  rcftorcd  to  him ;  or,  if  a  man  fhould  aflign  the 
bond  of  another  perfon  of  dubious  credit,  for  one  hundred  pounds  due,  for 
the  confederation  of  ffty  pvunJs  only,  to  be  paid  by  the  aflignee,  ill 
twelve  months,  to  the  affignor ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  ffty  pounds  t 
fhould  take  a  mortgage,  or  fecurity,  worth  five  hundred  pounds,  this  in- 
ileed  will  make  the  debt  of  fifty  more  certainly  good,  but  will  net  add 
tone  farthing  to  the  value  of  the  bond  afligned.  in  the  fame  manner,  ;.f 
a  perfon  be  pofieffcd  of  ffty  poitntls%  in  bills  of  credit,  thc-u^h  there  1>_  a

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1722.  "  Eighthly  -,  That  all  thofe  deceive  themfelves, 
'-^^-'  w]10?  becaufe  gold  and  filver  may  be  had  at  New- 
York,  or  other  places,  in  exchange  for  their  pa- 
per money,  fuppofe  that  the  one,  therefore,  is  as 
good  as  the  other,  unlefs  the  filver  can  be  had  at 
eight  foillings  per  ounce,  or  the  gold  at  fix  /hillings 
per  penny  weight,  at  New  Tork^  as  they  were  rated 
at  the  firil  (hiking  of  their  bills  ;  but  when  their 
filler  brings  from  nine  to  ten  (hillings  per  ounce, 
and  their  light  pifloles  pafs  at  twenty-eight  millings, 
or  higher,  then  bills  are  truly  fo  much  fallen  in  va- 
lue, as  the  others  are  advanced.  So,  in  Carolina^ 
fiiver  is  to  be  purchafed  for  their  bills,  but  it  is  at 
thirty  joinings  per  ounce,  though  they  were  itruck, 
as  is  faid,  at  je-ven  fhiilings  only  ! 

"  Thefe  being  premifed  as  general  heads,  what 
next  follows,  is  to  point  out  what  are  conceived  to 
be  the  only  means  of  fupporting  the  credit  of  fuch 
a  currency,  if  nTued. 


fecurity  of  one  or  iivo  hundred  pounds  given  fot1  them,  in  the  office,  by  the 
borrower,  at  the  firfl  taking  of  them  out,  fliould  thefe  bills,  for  the 
fame  reafons,  that  have  prevailed  in  Bojlon,  and  other  places,  in  the  like 
cafe,  fink  in  their  value,  and  become  worth  lefs  than  forty  ftotih'ds,  while 
in  that  perfon's  hands,  the  fecurity  given  will,  in  no  manner,  compen- 
fate  that  lofs  to  the  poffefior  ;  for  neither  he,  nor  even  the  public,  can 
have  uiy  fatisfadion  from  the  fecurity  ;  becaufe,  if  the  borrower  re- 
turns the  bills  again,  when  due  from  him,  though  they  fhould  not  then 
be  worth  tiventy  pounds  of  that  coin,  by  which  they  were  firil  rated,  hi* 
fecurity  will  be  entirely  difcharged  by  the  payment.  This  is  mofl  evi- 
dent and  plain  to  any  man  of  reafdn,  who  will  make  ufe  of  it  :  but  per- 
fcns  over-  run  with  the  common  notions,  depending  on  the  applaufe  of 
fuch  as  are  ready  prepared  to  give  it  to  every  thing,  favouring  their  cwri 
opinions,  may  think  it  fufficient  for  anfwering  the  moft  ctrtam  tiuth, 
barely  to  deny  it,  and  confide  in  the  numbers,  that  are  to  fupport  their 
affertions  ;  which  we  conceive  hus  been  the  only  motive  to  thofe  pcrfcns, 
v/ho  drew  up,  or  prefented  the  paper,  now  under  confideration  ;  but 
the  unhandfome  reflections,  that  are  caft,  in  that  part  of  it,  {hall,  fof 
the  prefent,  be  waved,  and  referred  to  the  clofe  cf  this,  as  a  more  proper 
place. 

"  In  our  fifth  and  Cxth  heads  we  afiertect,  that  fuch  fchemes  as  were 
then  commonly  talked  of,  were  partial,  weak  and  unjuft  ;  as  they  were 
intended  to  make  grants  very  beneficial  to  the  fir  ft  borrower,  hut  injuri- 
ous to  the  others  :  that  all  would  equally  covet  the  f;.me  advantage  ; 
bui  that,  from  the  nature  of  the  thing,  all  could  not  pofiibly  partake  of  it  ; 
'mlefi  the  quantity  of  the  bills  were  fo  vafl  as  to  render  them  of  little,' 
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<c  Fir/},  That  the  whole  fum  (truck  be  but  fmall,     1722 
and  juft  fufficient  to  pafs  from  hand  to  hand,  for  s-^v^ 
a  currency. 

"  Secondly,  That  it  be  not  continued  for  any 
longer  time ;  for  the  paper  will  wear  out,  and  it 
will  not  be  fo  eafy  to  exchange  it  for  new,  as  fome 
have  imagined  ;  which,  it  is  much  to  be  doubted, 
will  be  found  impracticable  :  befides,  the  fooner  it 
is  to  expire,  the  more  eafily  will  people  be  fatisfied 
to  take  it.  But  further,  our  laws  can  continue 
in  force  no  longer  than  five  years,  without  the 
royal  approbation. 

"  Thirdly,  That  care  be  taken  to  force  the  fink- 
ing of  it  in  courfe,  and  in  a  juft  manner,  by  mea- 
fures,  that  mail  render  it  abfolutely  neceflary  for 
the  public  to  have  it  funk ;  which,  it  is  conceived,

or  no  value.  The  truth  of  all  which  is  fo  clear  and  plain,  that  it  would 
be  little  lefs  than  a  mockery  to  human  reafen,  to  offer  arguments  for 
fupporting  what,  if  underftood,  is  felf-evident.  But  this  is  n»w  entire- 
ly out  of  time,  the  wifdom  of  the  AfTembly  having  admitted  none  of 
thofc  fchemes,  there  guarded  againft,  and  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  4. 
reafon  for  offering  that  part  of  the  paper  to  the  Houle,  after  all  the 
votes,  that  have  been  patted  on  this  affair,  unlefs  it  be  to  prepare,  with, 
an  extreme  modefty,  for  another  pufli,  to  overfet  all  that  has  hithert* 
been  voted. 

"  Their  whole  anfwer  to  the  feventh  head  is  grounded  on  another  great 
miftake,  in  the  caufe  of  the  rife  of  filver  amongft  us;  which  is  truly  thus: 
In  the  year  1709,  when  the  acl  of  parliament,  for  reducing  our  coin,  took 
place,  filver  was  our  common  currency  ;  gold  being  then  but  rarely  feen  ; 
but  as  it  was  judged  neceffary  (feeing  the  a6t  was  fiJent  in  it)  to  make  that 
alfo,  as  well  as  filver,  pafs  current  by  weight,  at  fome  determinate  rate ; 
and  being,  at  that  time,  worth  four  pounds  an  ounce,  or  four  {hillings  per 
penny  weight,  in  Britain,  it  %vas  advanced  in  the  fame  proportion  with  fil- 
ver, (viz.  one  third)  to  five  foiling*  and  four  pence  per  penny  weight;  but 
feecaufe  this  fum  could  not  be  fo  divided  by  twenty-four,  as  to  render  it, 
practicable  to  reckon  (ingle  grtins  by  farthings,  without  a  fraction,  it 
was,  by  common  confenfc,  raifed  to  jive  Jlillings  andjlx  pence,,  that  a  grain 
might  be  accounted  at  tivo  penes  three  farthings.  This  iteming  fmall 
difference,  with  the  advance  given  in  England  by  the  Eajl  India  compa- 
ny for  Spanijb  Jit-ver,  wrought  fo  great  a  change  in  our  currt^jcy,  that 
our  payments  were  moflly  made  in  gold,  Neiu  York  and  Britain  gradu- 
ally cxhaufting  our  fdvcr ;  inibmuch  that,  even,  nine  or  ten  years  ago, 
five  per  cent,  advance  was  given,  in  gold,  in  exchange  for  Spanift  fi- 
ver ;  though  afterwards,  upon  a  greater  importation  of  the  latter,  this 
difference,  for  forac  time,  abated ;  but  gold  having  ftiJJ  further  fallen  in 

yalae, 
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1722.    none  of  the  methods   hitherto  difcourfed  of  will 
^^-^  effect.     Thefe  heads,  may  it  pleafe  the  Houfe,  are 
what  we  have,  at  prefent,  humbly  to  offer  to  your 
confideration,  on  this  fubjed:." 

A  few  days  after  this  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe, 
the  Governor  alib  delivered  them  his  fentiments, 
in  writing,  on  the  fame  fubjedt,  as  follows  :

"  Credit  may,  no  doubt,  be  compared  to  the 
mathematics,  in  fo  far  as  both  fciences  will  admit 

of 

value,  in  Britain,  the  clifparity  has  again  further  incrcafed ;  for  account- 
ill0"  pieces  of  eight,  only  at  jive  fallings  and  four  penes  per  ounce,  xvhich 
ia  under  a  medium  for  their  common  price ;  and  gold  at  three  pounds 
fifteen  fallings,  which  is  near  it.t  prefent,  or  late  value,  in  England;  an 
ounce  of  Spanijk  fllver  is  truly  equivalent  to  frv  en  fallings  and  fix  fencey 
in  gold,  at  Jive  founds  ten  fallings  per  ounce,  as  we  rate  it.  It  is  there*- 
fore,  neither  avarice,  nor  ftxrping,  that  has  occasioned  this  advance,  in 
the  exchange  of  thefe  two  metals,  but  the  eifential  difference,  in  their 
intrinfic  value,  at  the  market,  to  which  they  are  carried ;  which  is  ef- 
timated  by  rules,  that  ever  will  prevail  among  competent  rcafoners  on 
the  bafis  of  trade ;  though  fuch,  as  go  beyond  their  left,  will  meddle 
with  matters  out  of  their  fpherc,  are  uncapable  of  comprehending  them. 

"  But,  from  hence  a  fure  rule  may  be  taken,  in  relation  to  paper, 
that  by  fo  much  as  the  value  of  public  bills  link,  by  fo  much  \vill  gold 
and  iilvcr  rife,  in  proportion  to  their  intrinfic  worth ;  as  we  find  our  fi- 
ver has  done,  in  proportion  to  our  gold ;  and  the  constant  ftandard,  to 
nieafurrthis  by,  will  be  the  exchange  between  the  Englijh  colony,  where 
they  arc  made  current,  and  Great  Britain,  From  hence  the  lofs  on  bills 
is  to  be  eftimated  in  all  places,  where  they  pafs :  the  exchange  in  New 
Tort,  before  the  bills  fell,  vie.  in  1716,  waajf/^v  per  cent,  and  in  Bojlont 
not  long-  before;  but  faire  1717,  tlie  year  they  uttered  their  laft  great 
quaatit'/  of  bills,  it  arofe  to  ftxty-fvt  per  cent,  and  in  Bof.on,  it  is  now 
rxa.i  one  kindred  aititjifty  per  cent,  as  in  Carolina,  it  is  from^iW  to  fix  cents 
ance  on  one  hundred  pounds  ferKrig, 

"  The  anfwer  to  the  eighth  is  of  a  piece  with  the  reft,  a  prefumptu- 
ous  denial  of  a  poficive  truth,  that  is  in  itfelf  inconteftible ;  for  the  lan- 
«vua^e  of  the  New  Tori  bill  run*  thus,  vis.,  for  a  bill  of  twenty  fallings  ; 
"  Thi.t  bill,  of  tiuo  ounces  ten  penny  lueirht  of  f  Lite,  due  from  the  colony  of 
Nt-M  Tvrk  ttt  tin  pojfjjor  thereof,  fall  IK  rpa/,  in  value,  to  Seville  pillar,  or 
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«>f  deducing  folid  conclusions  from  felf-evident  and     1722. 
clear  principles ;  and  yet,  by  the  fubtilty  of  an  **~^"*~-' 
artift,  truth,  or  falfehood,  in  either  of  them,  is 
often  fo  wrapped  up  and  involved,  that  it  is  loft 
unto,    or  mifapprehended  by  the  plained,  and, 
generally  fpeaking,  much  the  honeitefl  part  of 
mankind. 

"  But  the  common  neceffity,  and  general  inte- 
reft  of  the  whole  body  of  the  people,  being  a  fub- 
jecl  of  importance,  on  which  we  ought  to  fpeak 
plainly,  and  act  freely,  I  mail,  without  any  pre- 
amble, or  difguife  whatever,  communicate  my 
thoughts  to  you,  in  the  fimpleft,  and  moil  intelli- 
gible manner,  that  I  can. 

"  Firft,  If  it  be  true,  that  the  riches  and  pro- 
fperity  of  this  province  chiefly  depend  on  the  ma- 
nufacture of  provifions,  and  the  exchanging  of  that 
manufacture,  with  other  things,  to  advantage,  it 
will  alfo  be  true,  that  whatever  increafes  the  one, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  encourages  the  other,  will 

juftly 

Me xic o  plate ^  &c  And  yet  tliat  very  bill  fhall,  at  this  time,  purohafe 
very  little  more,  '(if  any  thing)  in  pieces  cf  eig'ht,  than  iiuo  ounces.  It 
is,  therefore,  undeniably  true,  that  fuch  a  bill  is  net  equivalent  .to  fri-a 
tuners  and  a  half  of  fuch  plate ;  becaufc,  being  fallen  from  its  firft  in- 
tended value,  it  •will  not  purchafc  fo  much  :  and  it  is  really  furpvifing  how 
any  men,  in  direct  contradiction  to  common  fenfe,  can  amufe  therafelves 
and  others  with  fuch  groundlefs  notions.  'J'he  price  of  goods  at  NW 
Tori,  whether  ch-aper  or  dearer,  than  at  Pbilad.'lpbla,  is  out  of  the  quef- 
tion;  unlefs  it  could  be  alledged,  that  a  bill  of  twenty  Jbil!ln<rs  will  pur- 
chafe  as  much  of  thofe  good*,  as  can  be  bought  with  the  real  weight  of 
1-vo  ounces  and  a  half  of  Spantft  filver ;  which  the  bokleft  afiertor  will 
fcarce  venture  to  affirm. 

"  We  further  beg  leave  to  obferve,  en  their  aufwer  to  the  three  laft 
articles  : 

"  Firj!,  That  to  fupply  the  want  of  a  nrrrl-um  for  commerce  is  the 
honeil  intention  of  the  propofal  for  bills  of  credit,  and  not  to  difckarge  the 
debts  of  thofe  who  want  meant,  from  the  public,  to  get  clear  of  them. 

"  Secondly,  All  bills,  bonds,  &c.  on  an  equal  fecv.rity,  arc  the  more 
valued,  the  iboncr  they  become  due;  and  the  footer  public  bills  are  to     - 
fink,  the  greater  will  be  their  credit.     It  i«  -cruo,  that  th-j  longer  the 
time  is,  the  more  eafy  it  may  feem  to  the  firft  bru rower;  but    in  the 
iwhole  courfe  of  the  bills,  after  their  feccud  paytxnt,  this  will  but  di- 

jniuiih 
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1722.    juftly  deferve  the  name  of  a  public  good  ;  and  the 

*~^*~**'  majority  of  thofe,  employed  in  fuch  manufacture 

and  exchange,  have  thereby  a  right  to  be  confi- 

dered  as  the  body  of  the  people,  whom  you  repre- 

fent. 

"  Secondly,  It  is  evident,  that,  where  there  is  no 
public  debt,  and  a  real  value,  in  lands,  to  be 
pledged,  paper  money  may,  if  there  is  occafion 
for  it,  be  flruck  to  advantage,  without  any  rifk  at 
all ;  for  though,  perhaps,  it  may  contribute  to 
hurt  fome  weak  people,  in  the  ill  management  of 
their  private  affairs,  yet,  while  any  unfrugal  per- 
fon  is  loft  to  the  community,  and  is  fucceeded  by 
one  more  induflrious  than  he,  the  public  cannot 
fufFer  by  fuch  a  change, 

"  Thirdly,  If,  in  the  cafe  of  a  paper  currency* 
among  us,  it  mould  happen  to  follow  (as  it  may 
be  fuppofed  it  will)  that  filver  and  gold  will  be 
kept  up  for  remittances  to  Great  Britain,  we  mail 
then  have  no  other  means  of  dealing  with  one  ano- 
ther, but  the  paper :  fhould  the  quantity,  there- 
fore, 

minifh  their  credit.     If  eight  years  be  preferable  to  far,  becaufe  of  tbe 
length  of  the  time,  the  fame  argument  may  be  urged  Kljixtec*  or  twenty. 

"  Thirdly,  It  is  extremely  mannerly  (we  grant)  to  leave  it  entirely  to 
the  Affembly,  to  confidcr  the  manner  of  finking  the  bills  ;  but  this  com- 
plaifance,  it  is  doubled,  is  more  owing  to  an  unconccrnedncfs  in  that 
point,  when,  or  whether  ever,  they  fink,  provided  they  ars  once  obtain- 
ed, than  to  any  real  modefty ;  otherwise,  it  was  certainly  a  breach  of 
that,  after  the  Houfe  had  voted  both  the  fum  and  the  time,  not  to  ac- 
quiefce  in  their  wifdom,  but  to  folicit  an  enlargement. 

"  We  pay  as  great  a  deference,  may  it  pleafe  the  Houfe,  to  the  legif- 
lative  authority,  as  any  others ;  yet  we  well  know  their  wifdom  will  in- 
fluence thtm  to  lend  conftantiy  an  cpen  ear  to  all  neceflary  hints  from. 
\vithout  doors,  that  may  contribute  any  advantage  to  the  important  af- 
fairs, brought  from  time  to  time,  under  their  confi deration. 

"  From  hence  it  is,  that  we  fhall  yet  crave  liberty  to  offer  our  further 
fentiments,  not  only  in  relation  to  a  paper  credit,  but  upon  fome  other 
points,  that  nearly  concern  the  profpcrity  of  this  colony. 

"  Such  bills,  we  find,  have  been  iffued  in  Amer'na,  on  two  different- 
foundatious;  the  one  has  been  to  raife  a  large  fum  immediately,  on  the 
credit  of  futmre  taxes,  duties,  &c.  by  which  they  were  to  be  regularly 
funk,  in  tim,e;  the  other  to  be  lent  out  on  fecurities,  aud  to  be  funk  by 

tbe 
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fore,  be  lefs  than  is  neceffary  to  circulate  our  home    1722 
trade,  in  its  natural  courfe,  ufurers  and  fharpers  *~^~* 
would  have  the  fame  opportunity  as  they  have  now, 
to  lie  at  catch  for  bargains,  and  make  a  monopoly 
of  trade,  by  engrolTmg  the  current  money  into 
their  hands. 

"  Fourthly,  The  very  effence  and  nature  of  ere- 
dit,  as  well  as  the  practice  and  experience  of  the 
greater!  banks  in  Europe,  directs  all  fuch  bills  to  be 
ilTued  at  fomething  lefs  than  the  common  interefl, 
for  that  is,  in  effect,  a  premium  by  the  public,  to 
encourage  their  circulation :  and  whofoever  is 
picaied  to  fay,  that  the  bank  of  Amfterdam  lofes 
credit,  by  lending  money  at  two  per  cent,  or  the 
bank  of  England,  by  lending  money  at  four  per 
cent,  ilrali  icarce  prevail  with  me  to  think  the  afier- 
tion  worthy  of  any  anfwer. 

"  Fifthly,  I  am  not  of  opinion  with  thofe  gen- 
tlemen, who  are  plcafed  to  alledge,  that  the  value 
of  filver,  at  New  Tcrk,  which,  in  the  month  of 
September  laft,  was  from  eight  Jhillings  and  fix 

pence 

the  borrowers  repaying  them  into  the  treafury.  Thofe  of  NCI>J  York 
and  South  Carolina  were  by  the  firll  method,  and  thofe  of  Ne<w  Entla*4 
and  Rhode  I/land,  by  the  fecund. 

"  In  Carolina  they  were  obliged,  for  the  defence  of  their  town  and 
country,  againft  feme  threatened  invafions,  to  raife  an  immenfe  fum,  for 
fo  fmall  a  colony,  vaftly  exceeding  the  cccaiions  they  lisd  for  a  currency, 
cfpecialiy  fmce  their  rice,  which  foreigners  come  to  cany  away,  will 
purchafc  mofl  of  the  goods  they  want ;  and  this  funk  the  credit  ©f  tiir-ir 
bills  to  the  low  ftate  they  were  dcpreffed  to.  In  New  Tori,  their  firft 
bills,  raifcd  by  the  fame  method,  •viz.  by  anticipating  the  duties,  by 
which  they  wer^  to  be  funk  agnin,  l:?pt  up  their  credit;  and,  becaufe 
pf  the  certainty  of  their  terminating,  and  the  quantity  being  moderate, 
for  a  place  of  fuch  large  and  extended  commerce,  th?y  continued  of 
equal  value  with  their  current  filver,  until  the  year  1717,  v.iien  they  ijTucd. 
another  large  fum.  and  for  a  longer  term ;  upon  which  their  credit  im- 
mediately fell  to  a  difparity  with  their  real  money. 

"  Farther  to  the  caftward,  their  bills  b?ir.g  iiTued  en  loans  only,  by 
•which  method  they  cannot  be  called  i::,  vith  fo  much  certainty,  t'n-y 
confequcntly  fell  more  than  one  third  below  the  value,  at  which  they 
•were  firft  ftruck;  and  the  fame  may  be  eipe&ed  from  the  like  rncafuivs 
to  happen  here  ;  for  feeing-  very  few  borrowers  are  found  to  ciioharge 
t-1-:  -;:  mortgages  to  private  perfcns,  in  ^ime,  a.ic:  :-cord:rg  to  contra^,  it 

-will 
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1722.  pence  to  eight /hillings  and  nine  pence,  is  occafioned 
^^^  by  their  paper  ;  for,  in  this  province,  where  there 
never  has  been  any  paper  yet,  from  Jive  to  ten  per 
cent,  has,  for  feveral  years,  been  given  in  exchange 
for  filver.  And  as  to  their  computation  of  gold, 
the  gentlemen,  perhaps,  have  not  had  occafion, 
of  late,  to  be  informed,  that  the  heavieft  piftoles, 
in  Tork,  go  at  no  more  than  twenty -eight  /hillings, 
and  fmaller,  or  cut  gold,  at  the  common  flandard 
value,  in  that  province  ;  where,  it  is  believed,  the 
people  could  not  podibly  carry  on  half  the  quantity 
of  their  preient  trade  and  bufmefs,  without  the 
help  of  paper. 

"  Sixthly,  I  mud  alfo  take  leave  to  differ,  in 
©pinion,  with  thofe,  who,  without  enquiry,  and 
by  wholefale,  are  pleafed  to  condemn  all  fchemes 
of  lending  money,  to  be  difcharged  by  annual  pay- 
ments ;  for  I  truly  think  that  method  will  not  only 
fuit  the  different  circumftances  and  convcniency  of 

the 

will  be  expected  that  lue  public,  to  whom  fuch  loud  cries  are  raifed, 
for  fucconr  to  the  diftreffed,  will  rather  be  more  indulgent,  than  ri- 
gorous, to  their  humble  fuppiiants. 

"  It  will,  therefore,  be  evident,  that  to  keep  up  the  credit  of  bills, 
the  quantity  muft  be  moderate,  and  Ihould  be  fomewhat  under  a  fuffici- 
ency  for  a  circulating  currency,  that  we  may,  as  they  do  in  New  York, 
•omrive  means  to  fappiy  ourfelves  with  feme  quantities  of  cafn,  which 
is  real  treaiure  in  a  country,  -while  bills  are  no  more  than  borrowing 
from  one  another  without  adding  one  penny  to  the  wealth  or  flock  of 
the  colony ;  and  next,  that  a  certainty  of  their  being  funk  in  a  reafona- 
ble  time,  will  principally  contribute  to  fupport  that  credit. 

'<  It  was  obferved  before,  in  the  laft  article,  prefented  by  us,  to  the 
Houfe,  that  fuch  meafures  ougbt  to  be  tr.ken  for  this,  as  mall  render  it 
absolutely  necciTary  for  the  public,  that  the  bills  ihall  be  funk  regularly. 

"  It  is  therefore,  upon  the  whole,  with  ull  di:e  fubmiflion,  propofed 
to  the  con'fideration  of  the  Houfe,  whether  it  may  not  be  rather  requifitc 
to  retrench 'the  quantity,  Lift  voted,  than  to  augment  it,  as  feme  de- 
fire;  confidering  that  im  founds  of  that  currency  will  probably  cir- 
culate more  and  faftcr  than  iiveniy  or  thirty  of  gold  or  fiivcr ;  becaufe 
the  latter  has  a  conilant  intrinfic  value,  while  the  other,  more  fubjedl 
to  change,  and  defigntd  only  for  a  medium  of  commerce,  will  be  more 
hrUkly  fhifted  from  hand  to  hand,  to  ?.nfvvcr  that  ptipofe  ?  and  whether 
the  following  methods  of  applying  it  may  not  r*udcr  it  more  fcrrkeablc, 
c'/'z.  that,  feeing  the  public  is  now,  by  the  Treafjrer's  account,  befides 
oti'.er  fums  not  yet  fettled,  above  me  tbcvfandjix  handicJ fcuads  in 

debt, 
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the  people  beft,  but,  in  all  refpecls,  will  prove    1722. 
the  fafefl  and  nioft  profitable,  as  well  as  equal ;  and  >-^"^--' 
my  reafons  for  it,  are  thefe : 

"  i  ft.  Whatever  quantity  be  iiTued,  if  one  fifth, 
fixth,  or  tenth  part,  of  the  fum,  according  to  the 
time,  for  which  it  is  to  laft,  mult  neceifarily  come 
into  office  every  year,  it  may  be  lent  out  again,  at 
Jive  per  cent,  for  any  time,  within  the  term,  to 
fuch  perfons  as  had  no  place,  or  opportunity,  to 
come  into  the  firft  loan :  by  which  means  all  the 
frightful,  odd  things,  mentioned  in  the  gentle- 
men's fixth  obfervation,  will  prefently  vanifh ;  for 
every  man,  in  this  cafe,  according  to  his  ability, 
may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  lhare  in  that  advantage ; 
which  the  public  moft  generoufly  and  prudently 
offers  to  the  necefiities  of  the  people. 

"  2ndly,  If  fo  great  a  mare  of  the  whole  comes 
In  yearly  to  the  office,  in  order  to  be  lent  out  again, 
it  will,  in  a  great  meafure,  prevent  engroffing, 

and 

debt,  and  the  fupport,  for  the  enfulng  year,  is  yet  to  be  provided  for,  a 
fum  of  about  three  tlouf and  pounds,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  bills,  to  be  funk, 
by  an  excife,  or  fuch  other  method  as  the  Houfe  fuall  beft  approve  of, 
for  returning  that  fum,  in  three,  four  or  five  years,  as  fhall  be  judged 
moft  convenient. 

"  That  a  fum,  fufficient  to  finifh  the  prifo*  and  ivorklovfe  of  Philadel- 
phia,  be  lent  out  of  the  bills  of  the  city  and  county,  to  be  returned  into 
the  trcafury,  by  a  yearly  tax  on  the  inhabitants,  not  exceeding  one  penny 
per  fowiJ,  till  the  fa  id  fum  be  difcharged;  the  prefent  taxes  of  threepence 
per  pound  being  too  heavy,  in  thefe  difficult  times,  for  the  public  to  bear. 

"  That  the  refl  be  lent  out,  as  is  already  propofed  to  the  Houfe,  oa 
good  unqueftion?.l»ls  fecurities,  at  the  intereft  agreed  on;  but,  for  the 
better  affuring  their  finking,  that  all  public  monies,  raifed  by  any  taxes, 
cxcifc,  or  duties  vvhatfoever,  bs  paid  into  the  refpedtive  treafurics  only  i» 
that  fpecie,  to  be  there  funk ;  and  the  full  value  of  fuch  public  monies 
be  made  good  out  of  the  fums,  paid  in  by  the  borrowers,  whether  in 
«oui,  paper,  or  country  produce,  to  anfwer  the  ends,  for  which  the 
fame  was  raifed  ;  by  which  means  the  bills  muft  neceffarily  be  funk,  and 
the  payments  be  duly  made  by  the  borrowers,  without  any  cxcufe  or  fa- 
vour. 

;t  That,  for  the  more  effectual  fupport  of  the  credit  of  the  bills,  fa- 
ftnce  in  the  pound  be  allowed  to  the  perfon,  who  pays  them  hi,  as  pub- 
lic money,  to  be  mads  good  out  of  the  intereft,  paid  by  the  borrower. 
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1722.  and  help  the  circulation  confiderably ;  it  will  alfo 
v^v~w  give  more  frequent  opportunity  of  difcovering 
frauds,  and  gradually  increafe  the  public  flock  and 
revenue  of  the  bank ;  and  by  that  means  it  will 
demonftrably  fmk  the  original  fum,  within  the 
time  prefixed ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  paper,  at  the 
end  of  that  term,  will  either  be  found  in  the  office, 
or  its  value  in  cafh,  ready  to  pay  what  mall  then 
happen,  by  accident,  to  be  yet  abroad. 

"  Seventhly,  If  too  great  a  fecurity  is  demanded 
for  the  loan  of  public  money,  I  think,  it  will,  in 
a  great  meafure,  fruftrate  the  defign  of  relieving 
many  of  the  middling,  or  mod  induftrious,  fort 
of  the  people  j  wherefore,  it  is  my  opinion,  that 

one 

"  Thefe  meafures,  may  it  pleafe  the  Houfe,  it  is  believed,  will  very 
touch  contribute  to  anfwer  the  juft  ends,  propofcd  by  the  bills,  with 
the  leaft  injury,  or  lofs,  to  the  receivers. 

"  The  reflections,  in  this  laft  paper,  as  well  as  others,  which  have 
induflrioufly  been  rendered  popular,  fhall  be  anfwered,  by  ihewing,  from 
the  flate  of  the  country,  how  destructive  to  its  trie  intereft  that  fpirit  is, 
to  which  too  many  appear  to  have  reiigned  Ihemfeives,  that  thofe,  who 
are  fincerely  well  affeded  to  the  public,  may,  with  a  more  diftinguifh- 
i:ig  judgment,  obferve  the  meafures,  by  which  our  common  iutersil  may 
be  moft  effectually  promoted ;  for  which  end,  we  beg  leave  to  add  the 
following  remarks,  viz. 

"  That  this  fmall  colony,  confiHing,  at  prefent,  only  or  three  coun- 
ties, and  of  no  extraordinary  foil,  lituate  but  on  one  fide  of  on"  naviga- 
ble river ;  is,  therefore,  inferior,  in  natural  advantages,  to  all  ethers 
aro'ind  us;  and  having  no  produce,  but  what  other  colonies,  more  com- 
modioufly  fituated,  not  only  rival  us  in,  but,  of  ]at^,  have  outdone  us, 
•vve  cannot,  therefore,  equally  flourifh  with  others,  unlefs  we  cornprnfate 
thefe  natural  defv-ds,  by  fuch  improvements,  in  induftry,  and  other  good 
qualities,  as  may  defervedly  acquire  us  a  reputation. 

"  That  the  hufbandman  and  merchant  are  the  principal  fupporters  of 
the  colony,  from  whom  all  other  kinds  of  bufmefs,  among  us,  receive 
their  encouragement ;  the  one  raifing  the  produce,  and  the  other  export- 
ing it  by  narigation. 

"  That,  by  the  common  methods  of  our  trarle,  for  want  of  a  vent 
abroad,  for  our  wheat,  and  what  is  manufactured  from  it,  we  can  nevef 
become  confiderable ;  and  therefore  it  is  neceflary  that  the  countryman 
mould  endeavour  for  fome  other  improvements,  and  the  merchant  labour 
to  find  out  new  channels  for  comirere,  by  purfulng  it  a.  ail  the  bnu  < .!'.>. s, 
that  may  lie  open  to  us,  in  other  countries  ;  for  both  thefe  will  ever,  in 
reality,  have  a  natural  dependence  on  each  other, 

"  That 
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one  half  of  the  value  of  ground  rents  may  very    1722* 
fafely  be  lent  to  thofe,  who  are  willing  and  able  to  ^^^ 
give  fuch  fecurity. 

"  Eighthly^  If^  upon  further  corifideration,  yoii 
find  that  the  fum  intended  may  be  iiiued  to  better 
advantage,  for  a  longer  time,  I  think  the  objection, 
that  our  ads  can  only  fubfift  five  years,  without 
being  approved,  is  of  no  weight ;  for,  befides, 
that  it  would  not  be  very  civil,  to  fuppoie  that  the 
legiflative  authority  here  would  deliberately  go  up- 
on any  act  of  that  importance^  or  indeed,  of  any 
kind,  which  we  had  the  lead  caufe  to  fufpect  would 
be  difagreeable  to  his  Majefty,  or  the  fentiments 
of  his  miniftry :  we  know  very  well,  it  is  in  his 
Majefty's  royal  power  and  prerogative,  to  repeal 
and  make  void,  at  any  time,  all  acts  of  AlTembly, 
to  be  made,  or  pafTed,  in  America :  and,  for  my

"  That  it  is  an  unhappinefs  to  this  country,  that  there  are  not  more 
wealthy  men  in  trade,  who,  by  large  flocks,  could  force  fuch  an  extend- 
ed commerce,  as  in  New  York  and  Bojlon ;  for  by  thefe  means  more  fhip- 
ping-,  and  therefore,  more  workmen  and  people  would  be  employed;  and 
both  a  greater  exportation  and  confumptibri  of  the  country  pioduce,  to 
the  encouragement  of  the  farmer,  would  be  occaiioned  by  it. 

"  That  it  has  ever  been  accounted  a  great  advantage  to  a  country,  to 
have  men  in  it,  who  can  fupply  others  with  money,  in  their  neceffities, 
on  fuch  terms  as  the  laws  approve  ;  for,  from  fuch  opportunities,  the 
Induilrious  and  ingenious,  who,  for  want  of  fomething  in  thsir  hands* 
might  be  ever  tied  down  to  poverty,  may  find  means  to  raife  themfelves 
(as  many  have  done)  to  fortunes  and  a  capacity  of  being  extremely  ufe- 
ful ;  from  hence  many  have  received  vail  advantages,  by  cbmpaffino- 
Bargains,  that  otherwife  they  muft,  fdrever  have  gone  without.  In 
fhort,  there  is  nothing  more  equitable  than  that  the  active  and  induariouS 
fhould,  for  a  moderate  confideration,  have  the  ufe  of  other  men's  ftocks^ 
who  either  fdr  want  of  Ikill,  or  inclination,  caiinot  employ  it  them* 
felves. 

"  That  the  wealth  of  a  country  conMs  of  the  riches  or  its  inhabi ; 
tants,  and  the  richer  any  country  is,  the  better  it  is  for  a  poor  man  td 
live  in.  All  thefe  being  unqutftionable  truths,  it  is  as  aildnifhing  to1 
confider,  while  vre  h:;ve  fcarce  one  man  in  the  country,-  that  can  be  ao 
counted  rich,  when  compared  with  divers  in  other  colonies ;  while  the. 
province  really  fuffers  for  want  of  more  men  of  ability,  to  promote  its 
intereft,  and  enlarge  its  commerce;  on  which  great  numbers  of  the 
people  have  their  dcpendance ;  while  money  can  fcarce  be  had  on  any 
terms,  to  lend,  or  borrow,  and  leldom  ever  could  be  obuliT.'d  en  loari} 
fout  by  entreaty,  and  with  felicitation ;  it  is  aftuniihing,  -we  lay,  to  con-* 
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1722.  p^rt,  if  I  did  not,  in  my  confcience,  believe  that 
s-^r^~  the  aft,  now  propofed,  would  be  made  on  fuch 
a  rational,  juft  and  equal  foot,  as  would  rather 
claim  his  Majefty's  gracious  favour,  in  aflenting  to 
h,  than  render  it  obnoxious  to  his  impartial  juftice, 
I  mould  neither  have  given  myfelf  nor  you  this 
trouble. 

"  Gentlemen,  thefe  are  mod  frankly  and  fm- 
cerely  my  present  fentiments  of  the  matter  before 
you  ;  and,  as  I  do  not  find  myfelf  inclined  to  dif- 
pute,  and  much  lefs  to  mew  any  ftiffhefs,  or  ob- 
ilinacy,  in  an  affair  of  fuch  a  general  concern,  I 
mall  very  much  rely  on  your  diligent  circumfpec- 
tion  and  care,  for  the  good  of  your  country,  being 
ftill  ready  and  willing  to  give  you  all  the  ailiftance 
in  my  power.

fink  them.  For  which  purpofe  the  acl,  among

tancy,  idlenefs  and  profufenefs,  have  been  under  a  necefiity  of  mortgag- 
ing their  lands  ;  lands  are  a  real  permanent  eftate  ;  but  the  debt,  in  paper 
currency,  by  its  multiplication,  depreciates  more  ?nd  more  ;  thus  their  land 
eftate,  in  nominal  value,  iacreafes,  and  their  debt,  in  nominal  value,  de- 
ereafes  ;  and  the  large  quantity  »f  paper  credit  is  proportionably  in  favour 
of  the  debtors,  and  to  the  difadvantage  of  the  creditors,  or  induftrious, 
frugal  part  of  the  cplony  :  this  i«  the  wicked  myflery  of  this  iniquitous 
paper  currency. 

"  A  public  credit  paper  currency  (fays  he)  is  a  great  promoter  of  expedi- 
tions. I.  Thefe  bills,  to  defray  the  charge,  are  foon  expedited,  but  with 
9  confequcnt  diftajit,  but  certain  ruinous  effecl:.  2.  This  affluence  of  pa- 
per credit  invites,  or  encourages  people  to  borrow,  and  run  in  debt,  be- 
yond what  they  can  extricate,''  &e. 

Again  the  fame  author  fays,  "  The  colony  of  Maffacbufet?  s  Bay  was 
the  leader  of  paper  currencies,  in  the  Briti/b  plantations,  and  have  now, 
at  length  (1749)  carried  this  fraud  to  the  utmoft,  even,  beyond  Nortts 
Carolina"  &c.

may  not  be  improper,  in  this  place,  to  obierve,  rencyin 
upon  a  requifition  afterwards  from  the  government, 
in  Great  Britain,  in  the  year  1739,  to  have  the 
ftate  of  the  paper  currency,  with  the  rates  of  paf- 
fing,  buying  and  felling  gold  and  filver,  in  the 
Britifh  colonies,  from  the  year  1700,  to  that  time, 
laid  before  the  parliament :  the  Affembly  of  Penn- 
fyhania,  therefore,  in  November  1739,  drew  up 
an4  delivered  to  Governor  Thomas,  the  following 
report,  which  exhibits  the  further  account  of  this 
affair,  to  the  faid  year,  viz. 

"  An  account  of  the  feveral  acts,  pafled  in  the 
province  of  Pennfyhania,  for  creating,  or  iffuing, 
paper  bills,  or  bills  of  credit,  with  the  account  of 
thofe  bills,  and  the  value  thereof,  in  money  of 
Great  Britain  ;  and  the  provifion  made  for  finking, 
or  difcharging  the  fame,  together  with  the  fum  of 
bills,  that  have  been  funk,  or  di [charged ;  alfo 
the  fum  of  bills  fubfifting,  or  paffing  in  payment, 
at  this  time,  with  the  amount  of  the  value  thereof, 
in  money  of  Great  Britain. 

"  In 

Governor  Hutchinfon,  in  his  hiftory  of  MaJJac'bufeits  Bay,  obferves, 
"  Jn  1702,  6/8  was  equal  to  an  ounce  of  filver.  In  1749,  5<D/"v,ras 
judged  equal  to  an  ounce  of  filver.  I  faw  a  five  (hilling  bill,  which  had 
been  iffued  in  16^0  (when  the  firil  bills  of  credit,  that  were  ever  ifiued 
in  the  colonies,  were  occafioned  by  a  New  England  expedition  againft  the 
French^  &c.)  and  was  remaining  in  1749,  and  was  then  equal  to  eHit 
pence  only,  in  lawful  money ;  and  fo  retained  but  about  one  eighth  of 
Jts  original  value — In  1/49  bills  of  credit  were  abolifhed ;  aud  unlefs 
fhe  eviis,  which  they  occafioned,  fhould  be  forgotten,  the  government, 
Jit  mull  be  prefumed,  will  never  iffue  any  more."

difcharging,  or  finking,  the  faid  bills,  it  was  theix-m 
provided  and  enacted,  that  a  real  ellate,  in  fee 
pntplti  °f  double  the  value  of  the  fum  lent  out, 
fhould  be  fecured  in  an  office,  erected  for  that 
purpofe ;  and  that  the  Aims,  fo  lent  out,  fhouid 
be  annually  repaid  into  the  office,  in  inch  equal 
Aims,  or  quotas,  as  would  effectually  fink  the  whole 
capital  fum  of  forty-jive  thoufand  pounds ,  wi 
the  time  limited  by  the  aforeiaid  acts ;  which  Ann, 
being  computed  in  filver,  as  it  was  then  received, 
and  paid,  among  us,  and  reduced  to  fterlingmonty 
of  Great  Britain,  amounts  to  jT.

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funk  and  deflroyed,  the  province  found  themfelves  1723. 
greatly  ftraightened  by  means  thereof,  and  likely  '*-^^** 
to  become  fubject  to  many  difappointments  and 
loiTes,  for  want  of  a  fufficient  medium  in  trade, 
if  the  remaining  quotas,  or  payments,  fhould  con- 
tinue to  be  funk,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
ads :  therefore,  an  act  was  then  palled  for  conti- 
nuing the  remaining  fum  of  £.  38,889  15,  for, 
and  during  the  term  of  eight  years,  by  re-emitting, 
or  lending  out  again,  the  quotas,  or  fums,  to  be 
paid  in,  by  the  refpective  borrowers,  on  the  fame 
Securities  and  provi/ions,  as  were  directed  by  the, 
former  acts.

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1723*  the  faid  acts,  by  virtue  thereof,  being  at  this  time, 
*^~v^*"'  to  be  funk  and  deftroyed,  which  would  unavoid- 
ably have  involved  the  merchants,  as  well  as  farm- 
ers, in  new  difficulties,  and  laid  the  province  un- 
der a  neceflity  of  making  new  ads  of  Afiembly, 
for  emitting  more  bills  of  credit  in  lieu  thereof, 
an  act  was  then  patted  for  continuing  the  value  and 
currency  of  thofe  bills,  for  the  term  of  eight  years, 
by  lending  out  the  fame,  as  they  became  due,  with 
the  fame  provifions,  and  on  the  fame  real  fecuri- 
ties,  provided  for,  and  directed  by,  the  former 
ads. 

"  The  amount  of  the  bills  of  credit,  in  the 
prefent  year  1739,  by  virtue  of  the  feveral  afore- 
faid  acts,  amounting  only  to  £.  69,889  15,  from 
the  daily  increafe  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  con- 
tinued importation  of  foreigners,  among  us,  being 
found  by  experience,  to  fall  fhort  of  a  proper  me- 
dium, for  negociating  our  commerce,  and  for  the 
fupport  of  government,  an  act  was  palled  for  cre- 
ating and  ifluing  a  farther  fum  of  eleven  thoufand 
one  hundred  and  ten  pounds  five  Jhi/lings,  and  for 
continuing  the  whole  amount  of  our  bills  of  cre- 
dit, for  a  fhort  time  of  years,  under  the  fame  real 
fecurities,  and  with  the  fame  provifions  and  limi- 
tations, as  directed  by  the  former  acts ;  by  means 
of  which  additional  fum>  the  whole  amount  of 
the  bills  of  credit,  current  in  the  province,  is  at 
this  time  eighty  thoufand  pounds :  which  fum  being 
computed,  as  now  purchafed  here,  and  reduced  to 
ft er ling  money  of  Great  Britain,  makes  £.  50,196. 
Yet,  notwithstanding  merchants  and  others  have 
given  fome  advance,  to  purchafe  gold  and  filver,- 
we  are  afTured,  from  experience,  that  difference 
arifes  only  from  the  balance  of  our  trade5  with 
Great  Britain,  being  in  our  favour,  by  means  of 
the  far  greater  quantity  of  Englijh  goods  import- 
ed into  this  province,  fmce  the  creating  and  iflu- 
ing our  bills  of  credit ;  for  the  adventurers  ad- 
vancing 
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vancing  the  price  of  their  commodities,  and,  en-  1723. 
couraged  by  meeting  with  a  ready  fale,  became  S-^Y"^/ 
great  gainers,  while  wheat,  flour,  and  all  the 
valuable  produce  of  the  province,  continued  at, 
or  near,  the  ufual  prices,  and  are,  at  this  time, 
to  be  purchafed  with  our  bills  of  credit,  as  low, 
or  lower,  than  has  been  almoft  ever  known,  when 
gold  and  filver  were  the  medium  of  our  trade ; 
and  all  tradefmen,  hired  fervants,  and  other  la- 
bourers, have  always  been,  and  are  flill,  paid  at 
the  fame  rates,  and  no  more,  for  their  labour, 
than  they  formerly  received,  before  the  creating, 
or  iffuing,  our  bills  of  credit."* 

In  October  1723,  David  Lloyd  was  elefted 
Speaker  of  the  Affembly,  and  in  the  year  next 
following  William  Biles  was  in  the  fame  office ; 
during  which  time,  the  ufual  cordiality  and  har- 
mony appear  to  hare  fubfifted  between  the  two 
branches  of  the  Legiilature. 

The    Governor,    Sir   William   Keith,    appears  Governor 
manifeftly,    not  only  in  his  adminiftration,    but  ^J^  *flb- 
alfo  in  his  general  conduct,  to  have  been  a  great  popularity, 
folicitor  of  popularity ;  and  he  both  poffefied  and  ^c>

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1724.    practifed  thofe  arts,  which  ieldom  fail  to  pleafe 
'  the  populace ;  which,  in  perfons  of  ability  are  no 
lefs  dangerous,  in  the  extreme,  to  which  there  is 
the  greatefl  temptation,  than  they  are  really  ne- 
ceflary,  when  kept  within  due  bounds,  and  pro- 
perly tempered,  to  execute  any  good  and  important 
defign  in  public  affairs :  this  appears  to  have  been 
fo  far  the  cafe,  with  refpect  to  Governor  Keith ,  that, 
though  his  exerting  himfelf,  at  all  events,  to  pleafe 
thofe  he  governed,  and  his  harmonizing  fo  very 
much  with  the  Aifembly,  were  productive  of  di- 
vers advantages,  and  much  benefit  to  the  province, 
yet  his  views  of  raifmg  and  fupporting  himfelf 
upon  the  foundation  of  popular  applaufe,  carried 
him  to  fuch  an  extreme,  that,  the  more  firmly  to 
eftabliih  himfelf  in  the  favour  of  the  people,  from 
whom  he  drew  his  fupport,  he  neglected  thofe 
who    advanced    him   to    the   ilation,    which    he 
filled,  and  broke  through  the  terms,  on  which  he 
had  engaged  in  the  government,  by  rejecting  the 
advice    of    the    Council    and   the    Proprietary's 
Governor    friends,  and  by  acting  contrary  to  the  inftructions 
Keithdifre-  of  his  principal ;  the  abfolute  obfervance  of  which 
frSrudions  was  t^e  compact  of  his  lieutenancy ;    this  was, 
&c.  «  That  he  Jhould  pafs  no  laws,  nor  tranfact  any 

thing  of  moment ,  relating  to  the  public  affair s^  with- 
out the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Council."

in  thenifelves ;  that,  moreover,  by  the  prefent 
charter  of  privileges,  granted  by  the  Proprietary  to 
the  people,  the  Council  was  no  part  of  the  legifla- 
ture  j  and,  therefore,  had  no  right  to  interfere,  in 
acts  of  government,  fo  as  to  be  a  reftraint  upon

Governor  Keith ,  in  his  defence,  &c.  votes  of  Affcmbly,  vol.  ii.  pag. 
438,  fays,  "  Wherefore,  I  fhail  conclude  this  paper  with  a  fhort  and 
plain  ftatc  of  the  proprietary  right,  as  well  as  the  people's  privileges,  as 
they  are  afcertained  and  contained  in  that  royal  grant,  which,  without 
the  unanimous  confeat  of  all  the  parties,  or  a  legal  forfeiture  incurred, 
cannot  be  varied,  and  therefore  all  fubfequent  charters,  cominiffions,  in.- 
firu&ions,  &c.  and  even  acts  of  Affembly,  not  yet  approved  of  by  the 
erowa,  which  appear  to  be  inconfiftent  with  the  terras  of  the  laid  royal 
graat,  muil,  fo  far  as  they  are  fo,  be  underftood  to  be  void,  and  of  no 
force. 

"  The  royal  charter,  with  refpect  to  the  Proprietary  and  the  people 
jointly,  may  be  confiiiered  as  the  terms,  or  condition  of  that  bond  of 
friendfhip,  and  mutual  intereft,  entered  into  between  the  Proprietary 
and  the  firft  purehafers  and  fettlers  of  this  colony,  and  their  heirs  and 
affigns  for  ever;  and  as,  in  all  matters  of  government,  the  Proprietary 
is  always  to  be  reprcfentcd,  cither  by  himfclf,  or  his  Deputy  Governor, 
fo  is  the  people  to  be  reprcfented  by  themfeives,  or  their  delegates,  law- 
fully chofen  and  convened,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  faid  charter ; 
and  thefe  two  reprcieiuations,  from  time  to  time,  do,  without  the  inter- 
vention of  any  other  perfon,  or  thing,  evidently  coinpofe  the  whole 
Jegillative  power,  or  General  Affehibly  of  this  province. 

"  Now  all  mea,  who  have  yet  formed  to  themfeives  any  intelligible 
ideas  of  government,  miift  know,  that  legiflative  power  cannot  be  re- 
ftrained in  acts  of  legiflature,  even  by  its  conftituciKs;  for  as  the  acts  of 
the  people's  reprefentatives,  or  delegates,  do  moil  certainly  bind  the 
whole  people,  whom  they  rtprefent,  fo  do  the  acts  of  the  Deputy  Go- 
vernor bind  his  principal,  whom  he  reprefents  in  a  legiflative  capacity." 

Da-old  Lloyd,  in  his  vindication,  &c.  votes  of  Affombly,  vol.  ii.  pag. 
444,  fays,  "  The  Proprietor  had  power  to  mukc  Dermfeies  and  Lieute- 
nants ; 
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The  Proprietary's  friends,  on  the  other  hand,  1724. 
alledged  the  reafonablenefs  and  juftice  of  the 
thing,  and  the  abfolute  neceffity  of  fuch  a  Coun- 
cil,  or  of  the  Council's  having  fuch  a  check  on  the 
Deputy  Governor,  both  for  the  fafety  of  the  Pro- 
prietary,  and,  even,  the  further  fecurity  of  the 
people  ;  befides  the  conflant  practice  of  the  firft,  or 
late  Proprietary,  William  Perm,  and  its  confiilen- 
cy  with  the  nature  of  an  Englifn  conilitution  : — 
For,  faid  they,  in  all  the  royal  governments,  the 
Governors  are  the  King's  deputies,  or  reprefen- 
tatives ;  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  in  America, 
who  is  not  bound  by  fimilar,  and  much  more  ex- 
tenilve  inft  ructions,  in  reference  to  their  refpe&ive 
Councils,  notwithftanding  their  office  of  deputy, 
and  reprefentative  capacity ; — That,  in  the  abfence 
of  the  Proprietary,  who  is  fo  greatly  interefled  in 
whatever  concerns  the  public  affairs,  for  a  Lieu- 

tenant 


nants ;  in  which  cafe  (23  it  is  in  all  other  cafes,  where  a  Deputy  may  be 
appointed)  the  law  fays,  he  has  full  power  to  do  any  ad,  or  thing,  which 
his  principal  may  do ;  and  that  is  fo  effentially  incident  to  a  Deputy, 
that  a  man  cannofc  lie  a  Deputy,  to  d«  any  fmgle  acl;  or  thing ;  nor  can 
a  Deputy  have  lefs  power  than  his  principal ;  and  if  his  principal  make 
him  covenant,  that  be  iviil  not  do  any  particular  thing,  whicii  the  princi- 
pal may  da,  the  covenant  is  void  and  repugnant"  &c. 

Governor  Keith  again  fays,  you  will  underfland  from  whal  is  obferved, 
that  the  prefent  Council  of  this  province  cannot  legally  be  underftood  to 
be  any  other  than  a  Couneil  of  flate,  to  advife,  and  to  be  pre&nt,  as  fo- 
kmn  witnefies  to  the  Governor's  actions,"  &c. 

Governor  Keith's  anfiuer  to  the  ividoiv  Pcnns  inflruflicns,  Ibid. 

Among  the  arguments  advanced  by  James  Lcgan,  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  queftion,  are  the  following,  viz. 

"  There  is  not  one  word  in  the  whole  charter,  that  directs  the  manner 
of  paffing  bills,  into  laws ;  it  is  exprefs  and  abfolutely  grants  the  Affem- 
hly  a  power  to  prepare  bills,  but  without  any  reflriclion  to  forbid  the 
preparing  of  any  elfewhere :  and  what  ie  yet  more  remarkable,  in  tfce 
direction  of  the  ftile,  the  word  advice  is  }eft  out,  though  commonly  v.fed 
in  all  a<9:s  of  parliament,  and  in  the  acls  of  AfTembly,  in  other  places. 
All  which  clearly  fhcws  that  the  Proprietary's  intention,  in  that  charter, 
\vas  not  to  bind  up  hirafelf,  nor  Lieutenants  from  advifm*  and  confultlag 
with  others,  in  legiflation.  It  alfo  further  fticws  his  rcfolution  to  guard, 
in  the  language  of  the  charter,  againft  thofe,  who,  a  little  before  that 
time,  had  flarted  up,  in  cppoiition  to  him,  and  his  intereit,  and  fbw;ht 
•  to  turn  his  kindeft  grants  of  favour,  to  ferve  the  unkindefl  purpofes 
him,  that  they  might  from  thence  have  BO  manner  of  juft  pre- 
tence 
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1724.  tenant  and  temporary  Governor,  perhaps,  of  fome 
"  diftant  country,  and  with  little,  or  no  folid  con- 
nections, in  the  province,  to  be  left  to  act,  in 
government,  entirely  as  he  pleafes,  in  refpeft  to 
his  principal,  without  any  check  whatfoever  from 
a  Council,  compofed  of  fuch  of  his  friends  as  are 
inhabitants  of  the  firft  character  and  property  in 
the  province,  and  thence  fo  much  the  more  inter- 
eiled  in  its  welfare,  was  in  fuch  an  important  fta- 
tion,  very  unfafe  not  only  for  the  Proprietary,  but 
alfo  unreafonable  and  unjuft,  to  expect  it ;  and, 
even,  if  duly  confidered,  lefs  fecure  to  the  people 
themfelyes ;  that,  by  the  royal  charter,  "  The 
full  and  abfohue  power  of  legiflation  was  vefted 
in  the  Proprietary,  or  in  his  Deputy,  with  the 
advice,  qffent  and  approbation  of  the  freemen, 
or  their  delegates,  &c.  to  be  aflembled  for  that 
purpofe,  in  fuch  fort  and  form,  as  to  the  faid  Pro-* 
prietary  and  them  fhall  feem  bed ;  but  that  the 
AiTembly,  by  the  prefent  charter  of  privileges, 
agreed  on  between  the  Proprietary  and  people,  in 
1701,  are  not  authorifed  to  advije,  (a  part  re- 
quire 

tcnce  againft  his  further  proceedings,  in  taking  the  heft  precaution  he 
could,  for  his,  and  the  country's  fecurity,  during  his  abfence, 

"  And,  in  order  to  this,  he  immediately,  by  letters  patent,  under  the 
great  feal,  bearing  even  date,  with  the  charter,  viz.  the  Both  of  Oclcber, 
1701,  eftablifhed  a  Council,  to  cor.fult  and  ajfijl  the  Proprietary  Limfclft  or 
Ins  Lieutenants,  or  Deputies,  tuith  the  bcjl  of  their  advice  and  counjel,  i-;  pub- 
lic affairs,  and  matters  relating  t»  the  government,  and 'to  the  peace,  iv  ell-being 
fndfafety  of  the  people  thereof;  and  in  the  abfence  of  the  Proprietary,  or  up(,n 
the  Liuctenanfs  death,  or  incapacity,  to  exerc'fe  all  and  ft/igular,  the  powers 
ef  government,  &:c.  And  though  he  was  then  about  to  leave  in  the  lieute- 
nancy, a  gcntlsman  of  known  honour,  fincerity  and  integrity,  viz. 
Andre™  Halmiiion,  yet  he  obliged  him,  by  his  inftrudliens,  as  he  after- 
wards did,  the  fucceeding  Governors,  Colonel  Evans,  and  Colonel 
Gookln,  to  a&  in  all  things  of  moment,  relating  to  the  public  (and  iurely 
none  will  exclude  legiflation  from  that  lift)  by  the  advice  acd  approbation 
of  the  Council;  which  thofe  gentlemen,  in  thcfe  points,  as  ftri<5tly  ob- 
ferved.  And  tlie  prefent  Governor  (Kittl)  may  remember  that  he  not 
only  received  the  like  iuflru&iuns  with  his  commiflion,  but  for  feme 
reafons,  beft  known  to  thofe  who  required  it,  was  obliged  in  the  penalty 
of  one  tLoufand pounds  Jlerlinv  to  obferve  them  ;  and,  to  leave  the  kfs  room 
for  difpnte,  tiisy  v/ere  alfo  put  upon  record,  at  his  fzrft  arrival ;  which 
1  mention,  only  bccaufe  thefc  precautions  are  the  firfl  of  the  kind,  I  have 
known,"  &c. 

Logans  memorial,  volts,  vol.  ii.  pag,  4^1. 
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quired  of  the  freemen  by  the  royal  charter)  but    1724. 
only  to  enaft ; — That,  for  this  purpofe,  &c.  the  ^ 
Council  was  eftabliflied  by  the  Proprietary,  William

"  That  the  great  eft  of  Deputies  can  break  their  in- 
Jlru&ions  ;  and  that  they  are  liable  to  bs  removed 
for  it ;"  beyond  which  the  matter  will  not  bear  a 
further  argument. 

"  All  other  attempts,  therefore,  to  labour  thefe 
points,  can  only  tend  to  continue  difhonourable 
difputeSj  in  the  government,  and  engage  the  whole 
country  in  quarrels,  that  can  no  otherwife  affect 
it,  than  by  involving  it  in  reproach,  and  heaping 
provocations  on  the  Proprietary's  family."

both  the  defign  of  the  Proprietaries,  by  thefe  in-  ^-^-^ 
flructions,  and  alfo  the  views  of  the  perfons,  who 
were  primarily  and  principally  concerned  in  thus 
reprefenting  the  fame,  as  contrary  to  the  charter- 
al  rights  of  the  province,  are  further  intimated, 
as  follows,  viz.

"  It  gave  me  no  fmall  concern,  when  I  received  The  widow 
the  remonftrance  of  the  2oth  of  March,  1724-5,  ^to'th"" 
from  the  late  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  free-  Affembiy, 
men  of  the  province  of  Penfilevania9  with  their  in  I7*6' 
refolution,  that  fome  part  of  a  private  letter  of 
inftruftions,  fent  by  me  to  the  late  Deputy  Go- 
vernor,* was  contrary  to  the  liberties  and  privi- 
leges, granted  by  charter  to  the  people  of  that 
province  ;  and  my  concern  was  the  greater,  when 
I  confidered,  that,  as  their  happinefs  had  ever 
been  the  peculiar  care  of  my  late  hufband,  in  his 
life  time,  fo  the  continuance  of  it  has  been  no  lefs 
the  defire  of  myfelf,  and  the  whole  family,  ever 
fince  his  death.  I  purpofed  long  ere  this  time  to 
have  anfwered  that  remonftrance,  but  finding  my 
fincere  intentions  to  preferve  peace  and  unanimity, 
in  the  province,  had  been  manifeftly  perverted, 
to  the  great  difquiet  of  the  people ;  and  that  too 
by  thofe,  who/e  duty  it  was  to  have  acted  another 
part,  I  was  willing  to  lay  hold  of  a  more  favourable 
opportunity,  (when  you  might  be  left  to  your 
own  prudent  deliberations,  without  being  influ- 
enced to  mifinterpret  the  good  intentions  of  the

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1725.  family  towards  you)  to  afTure  you,  that,  if,  at 
'*~^~*~'  any  time,  I  fall  fliort  of  doing  any  thing,  that 
may  advance  your  intereit  and  reputation,  it  mufl 
proceed  only  from  my  not  having  it  in  my  power. 
And  as  to  that  part  of  my  letter,  which  was  made 
ufe  of  to  procure  that  remoilftrance,  I  do  acknow- 
ledge it  was  defigned  as  a  cautionary  direction,  or 
limitation,  upon  the  acting  Governor ;  but  with- 
out the  lead  apprehenfiori  that  it  could  ever  have 
been  conilrued,  by  the  Affembly,  as  any  defign 
upon  the  liberties  of  the  freemen  of  Penjilvania  : 
becaufe  the  Council,  according  to  its  constitution, 
either  is,  or  ought  to  be,  compofed  of  perfons  of 
the  bell  circumflances  and  abilities,  refiding  and 
inhabiting  within  the  faid  province ;  and  whofe 
interefl  muft,  without  all  doubt,  be  the  fame  with 
your  own,  and  that  of  the  people,  whom  you  re- 
prefent.  Nor  was  this  inflruction  any  other,  but, 
in  effect,  the  fame  with  what  had  ever  been  given, 
by  my  late  hufband,  your  Proprietor,  to  all  his 
Deputy  Governors  :  and  (without  mentioning  the 
unhappy  occafion  given,  for  writing  that  letter) 
I  was  the  rather  induced  to  renew  this  mitruction, 
becaufe  by  the  proceedings  of  your  own  Houfe, 
but  a  few  years  ago,  it  appears,  the  then  AfTembly 
cxprefTed  a  very  particular  concern  at  the  Deputy 
Governor's  declining  to  take  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  upon  the  bills,  fent  to  him,  from  their 
Houfe,  to  be  palled  into  laws  :*  and,  therefore,  I 
mufl  conclude,  that,  if  in  this,  you  had  been  en- 
tirely left  to  have  followed  the  refolutions  of  your 
own  judgments,  you  would  have  continued  of  the 
fame  fentiments,  and  have  judged  it  a  very  ncceJTa- 
ry  ifytrutfion,  at  that  time,  all  circumflances  con-

My  age,  and  low  (late  of  health 
make  it  tedious  and  difficult  for  me  to  apply  my 
thoughts  to  bufmefs ;  and,  therefore,  I  {hall  add 
no  more,  but  that  the  Governor,*  appointed  by 
my  grandfon,f  with  the  concurrence  and  confent 
of  the  family,  is,  for  his  prudence,  well  recom- 
mended to  us  here,  and  hath,  in  charge,  from  us, 
as  much  as  lies  in  his  power,  to  do  every  thing, 
which  he  lawfully  may,  to  make  you  a  happy 
people  ;  which  we  apprehend  to  be  the  furefl  way 
to  advance  the  intereii  of  our  family,  in  Pen/il-va- 
ma,  as  well  as  moft  agreeable  to  my  own  inclina- 
tion and  defires.

cording to  their  beft  difcrction  is  taken  away  by  the

an  eminent  preacher  among  the  Quakers,  and  much  beloved  for  his  piety 
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upon  the  nomination  of  each  fucceflive  Lieutenant    1725. 
Governor,  to  give  inflructions  to  fuch  Lieutenant ;  ^^v^** 
and  as  long  as  a  Lieutenant  Governor  may,  by 
his  mifbehaviour  (if  left  entirely  to  his  difcretion) 
bring  the  Proprietaries  eftate  and  franchifes  into 
danger  ;  fo  long  the  Proprietaries  murt  contend  to 
give  inflructions  to,  and  take  bonds  from,  their 
Lieutenant  Governors.'*

J725'  JL  HE  ufe  of  an  affirmation ,  inftead  of  an  oath, 
oTth^  in  all  cafes,  was  one  of  thofe  privileges,  for  the 
fmmtion  enjoyment  of  which  Pennfylvania  was  firfl  fet- 
blifhedTn  tied  by  the  Quakers ;  and  which  they  had  en- 
Pcnnfyiva-  joyed  uninterrupted  for  above  twenty  years,  with 
the  happy  eiFeQs  of  the  confequence  thereof,  in 
the  province.  But  after  the  refumption  of  the 
government,  on  the  laws  being  revifed,  in  1-700 
and  1701,  the  law  rcfpecling  the  manner  of  giv- 
ing evidence,  with  divers  others,  were  remitted  to 
Queen  Anne,  in  Council,  in  1705  ;  when  the  faid 
law  was  repealed  ;  not  with  defign  to  deprive  the 
Quakers  there  of  the  faid  privilege,  but  folely  on 
account  of  its  making  the  punifhinent,  for  falfe 

affirming, 
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affirming,   greater  than  the  law  of  England  re-    1725. 
quired,  for  falfe  fwearing ;  as  appears  by  the  At-  *~~*~^ 
torney  General  Norths fs  opinion  thereon. 

The  repealing  of  this  law  occalioned  much  dif- 
ficulty among  the  Quakers,  in  the  province ;  and 
divers  attempts  were  made,  from  time  to  time, 
for  reviving  the  aforefaid  privilege,  but  without 
fuccefs,  till  the  year  1725,  when  an  aft,  pre- 
fcribing  the  forms  of  declaration  of  fidelity,  abju- 
ration and  affirmation,  inflead  of  the  forms  before 
required,  having  been  paffed  in  the  province,  was 
ratified  by  the  King,  in  Council  ;  and  thereby 
became  perpetual. 

The  Quakers,  in  New  Jerfey,  were,  for  a  con-  And  in 
fiderable  time,  fubjecT:  to  fimilar  difficulties,  upon  Ne 
the  fame  account ;    though  the  equity  of  their 
right  to  an  affirmation,  in  their  own  form,  was  as 
old  as  the  conflitution ;  and,  in  fact,  the  fettle  - 
ment  of  the  province  primarily  depended  upon 
the  enjoyment  of  that  religious  and  civil  liberty,

firmation  Jn  the  year  1725,  and  alfo  the  Quaker s,  from 
their  yearly  meeting,  at  Philadelphia,  feparately, 
to  manifefl  their  gratitude  for  the  royal  confirma- 
tion of  the  affirmation  act  of  Pennfylvama^  ad- 
drefled  the  King,  on  the  fubject  j*  the  addrefs 
of  the  latter  was,  as  follows,  viz. 

"  To 

allegiance,  or  obedience  to  him;  and  I  do  folemnly  promife,  that  I  will 
be  true  and  faithful,  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  king  George,  and  to  him 
will  be  faithful  againfl  all  traiterous  confpiracies  and  attempts  whatfoever, 
which  fliall  be  made  againft  his  perfon,  crown  and  dignity :  and  I  will 
do  my  beft  endeavour  to  difclofe,  and  make  known  to  king  George,  and 
his  fucceflbrs,  all  treafons,  and  traiterous  confpiracies,  which  I  fball 
know  to  be  made  againft  him,  or  any  of  them.  And  I  will  be  true  and 
faithful  to  the  fueceifion  of  the  crown  againft  him,  the  faid  James,  and 
all  other  perfons  whatfoever,  as  the  fame  is,  and  ftands,  fettled  by  an 
act,  entitled,  An  aft  declaring  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  fiiyctf,  and  fei- 
ilinp  the  fucceljion  of  the  croivn  to  the  late  queen  Anne,  and  the  heirs  cf  her 
tofly,  being  Protejlants ;  and  as  the  fame,  by  one  other  act,  entitled,  An 
a5i  for  the  further  limitation  of  the  croivn,  and  Letter  fecurivg  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  fubjeff,  is  and  Hands  fettled  and  entailed  after  the  deceafe 
of  the  faid  late  queen,  and,  for  default  and  iffue  of  the  faid  late  queen,  to 
the  late  princefs,  Sophia,  eleclrefs  and  dutchefs  dowager  of  Hannvoer% 
and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  being  Protcftants.  And  all  thefe  things  I  do 
plainly  and  fmccrely  acknowledge,  promife  and  declare,  according  to  the 
exprefs  words,  by  me  fpoken,  and  according  to  the  plain  and  common 
fenfe  and  underftanding  of  the  fame  words,  without  any  equivocation, 
mental  evafion,  or  ft-crct  refervation  whatfoever.  And  I  do  make  this 
recognition,  acknowledgment,  renunciation  and  promife  heartily,  wil- 
lingly and  truly." 

The  form  of  adminiftering  the  folemn  declaration,  or  affirmation,  was, 
by  a  queftion  afked,  as  follows,  viz.

"  Thcfe  two  addreffes,  tranfmitted  to  us  from  Pennsylvania,  are,  one 
from  the  AfTembly  of  that  province,  the  other  from  our  Friends,  called 
Quakers,  in  their  private  capacity. 

"  Thy  dutiful  fubje&s  do,  in  both  thefe,  exprefs  their  humble  and 
thankful  acknowledgments  for  the  king's  gracious  goodnefs  to  them,  in 
giving  the  royal  fanftion  to  an  a&  of  that  Aflembly  ;  whereby  they  are 
replaced  in  a  privilege,  they  had  as  firft  planters  of  that  colony.  What 
we  beg,  is,  that  the  king  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  accept,  from  us, 
thcfe,  their  dutiful  addrefles." 

The  king's  anfwer. 

"  I  (hall  be  always  pleafed  to  do  you  fervice." 

The  following  extracl,  is  taken  from  "  An  epiftle  of  caution  to  Friend*, 
in  general,  relating  to  tlte  fol:mn  affirmation  :  from  a  meeting  of  .the  people 
called  Quakers,  held  ia  London,  the  and  of  the  firft  month,  1721-2,  and 
is  here  inferted,  to  fhev/,  in  part,  the  fenfe,  and  conscientious  fincerity 
of  that  people,  in  England,  dn  a  fimilar  occafion,  viz. 

"    Dear  Friends  and  Brethren, 

"  This  meeting,  under  a  weighty  fenfe  of  the  great  favour,  which  it 
hath  pleafed  the  Lord  to  incline  the  heart  of  the  king,  and  thofe  in  the 
government,  to  grant  us,  by  paffing  into  a  law,  a  form  of  folemn  affirm- 
ation, which  will  remove  the  confcientious  fcruples,  that  many  Friends 
lay  under,  (and  thereby  enable  all  to  follow  their  lawful  occupations, 
trades,  and  civil  concerns,  without  let,  or  hindrance,  on  any  account) 
doth  find  a  concern  to  recommend  to  all  Friends,  in  their  quarterly, 
monthly,  or  particular  meetings,  \vhere  this  law  doth,  or  may  extend; 

«  That 
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1725.  not  fee,  or  be  thankful  for  fuch  happinefs,  ages 
v-^^**'  to  come  will  look  upon  it  with  admiration  ;  and 
kings  may  fet  before  them  the  exr.mple ;  pofteri- 
ty  may  mark  it  in  their  annals  ;  and  if  ever  again 
attempts  mould  be  made  upon  true  liberty  and 
the  laws,  princes  may  find  the  miftake  and  dimo- 
nour  in  fuch  endeavours,  in  former  times,  and 
remark  thy  reign,  as  the  way  to  true  grandeur. 

"  We  have  great  caufe,  among  the  reft  of  our 
fellow  fubjects,  to  exprefs  our  affection  and  duty 
to  our  fovereign,  and  to  be,  as  we  truly  are,  par- 
ticularly thankful  for  the  royal  affent  to  an  act  of 
this  province,  entitled,  An  a£l  for  the  prescribing 
forms  of  declaration  of  fidelity,  abjuration  and  af- 
firmation ^  inftead  of  the  forms  heretofore  required  in 
fuch  cafes. 

"  This  benevolence  of  our  king,  in  a  matter* 
which  fo  nearly  touches  the  confcience,  makes 
deep  impreflions  on  our  hearts ;  but  to  the  Al- 
mighty, who  fees  them,  do  we  earneftly  pray  for 

the 

"  That  they,  in  an  efpecial  manner,  have  a  watchful  eye  and  overfight 
of  their  feveral  members,  that  this  great  favour  be  not  abu/ed*  or  mifufed^ 
by  any  profefling  truth  Xvith  us, 

"  Our  bleffed  Lord,  and  Lawgiver,  Jefus  Cbri/l,  told  his  difciples, 
"  Te  are  the  light  of  the  tvorlct ;  a  city,  that  is  fet  on  a  hill,  cannot  be  hid." 
And  in  every  age,  as  many  as  do  walk  in  obedience  to  his  gofpel,  mufl 
unavoidably  be  fo ;  the  dally  crofs  and  fdf- denial,  which  he  doth  enjoin, 
(thofe  fure  tokens  of  a  Chriilian  difciple)  are  public  marks,  which  are 
cafily  feen,  and  readily  obfervcd,  by  thofe,  with  whom  we  have  occafion 
of  bufmefs,  or  concern ;  and  our  tranfa&ing  thereof  with  uprightnefs, 
juftice  aftd  moderation  will  fhew  that  we  have  an  awful  regard  to  our 
Lord  Jefus  Chrijt,  whom  we  acknowledge  and  deckre  to  be  our  great 
Lawgiver  and  Example. 

"  The  great  end  and  dcfign  of  the  new  covenant,  grace  and  truth, 
which  is  come  by  him,  is  to  draw  men  into  obedience  to  his  law,  written 
in  the  heart  ;  by  which  only  the  infide  can  be  made  clean  ;  and  accord- 
ing  to  the  degrees  of  obedience  to  this  divine  law,  which  the  apoftle 
calls,  The  law  of  thefp'nit  of  life  in  Chrijl  Jefus,  the  proper  efTecl:  thereof 
will  appear ;  that  is,  the  infide  ivill  be  made  clean  alfo.

chafe,  in  the  original  lettlement,  it  is  plain,  look-  addrefsf&c. 
ed  upon  their  being  replaced  in  the  enjoyment 
thereof,  as  a  great  favour;  and  fo  far  were  they 
from  thinking  it  unneceiTary  to  exprefs  it,  that  they 
declared  it,  their  duty  thus  gratefully  to  acknow- 
ledge it :  which,  with  their  continued  care  and 
practice  afterwards,  not  to  abufe  the  fame,  mewed 
as  much  a  difpofition  worthy  of  fuch  favour  and 
beneficence,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  exhibited,  on 
the  other,  a  regard  for  the  juftice  and  happinefs, 
due  to  that  people,  in  thofe,  who  were  poffelfed 
of  power :  fuch  actions  will  ever  remain  an  obli- 
gation on  their  pofterity,  fo  long  as  they  continue 
in  the  profeflion  of  the  fame  principles,  and  duly 

regard 

which  the  government  hath  kid  upon  us,  not  only  by  the  favour  of  this 
a6t,  but  alfo  by  the  manner,  wherein  they  have  conferred  it :  for,  in 
the  preamble,  it  is  faid  ;  it  is  manifejl  that  the  faid  people  called  Quakers^ 
]tH*u;  not  abufcd  the  liberty  and  indulgence^  alloii-e.i  them  by  lain.  Which  te£- 
timony  of  the  Legiflature  concerning  the  ufe  of  the  Iztefolemn  affirmation^ 
,upon  twenty- five  years  experience,  ought,  at  leaft,  to  ilir  up  alj  Friends 
to  great  watchfulnefs  and  care,  in  the  ufe  of  this  further  eafe  and  relief; 
that  this  teftimony  may  be  continued,  and  thereby  confirm  the  govern- 
ment in  their  favourable  fentiments  concerning  us. 

"  And  as  this  fignal  indulgence  may  draw  the  eyes  and  obfervation  of 
many  people  upon  us,  it  may  be  expecled,  among  thefe,  fome  will  look 
on  us  with  an  evil  eye,  watch  for  our  halting,  and  feek  occafion  againft 
us,  upon  any  mifufe,  or  abufe,  of  this  legal  privilege,  which  any,  pro- 
fefling  truth  with  us,  or  but  bearing  the  name,  fliould  fall  intq,  or  com- 
mit. 

"  Firft,  therefore,  that  ther,e  may  be  no  mifufe  of  this  favour,  we  do 
earneftly  defire  and  entreat,  that  the  feveral  meetings  do  advife  and 
exhort  Friends,  that  they  watch  againft  all  vexatious  and  trifling  caufe* 
of  difference ;  and  not,  for  any  fuch  caufe,  implead,  or  commence  fuits 
of  law,  upon  the  encouragement  of  thhfolemn  affirmation^  for  that  would 
certainly  be  a  perverting  the  good  defign  of  the  government,  in  th« 
granting  the-reof,  and  inuft  be  deemed  a  great  mifufe  of  this  privilege. 

"  Secondly,  That  there  be  no  abufe.?  thereof  committed,  we  do,  in 
like  manner,  entreat  and  daftre,  that  Erieads  may  be  et'ho.-ted  and  ;ul- 
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1725.  regard  the  example  of  their  forefathers,  to  incite 
w"^~^  their  circumfpe&ion,  in  both  their  religious  and 
civil  conduct,  with  all  dutifulnefs  and  fidelity  to 
the  government ;  under  which  they  partake  not 
only  of  the  common  protection,  but  alfo  enjoy 
fuch  particular  indulgence.

Paring  in  mentioned  that  of    another,    viz.  the  liberty  of 
courts,  in    appearing  covered,    or,    with  their  hats   on  their 
way^n™   heads,    (according    to    their    ufual  cuftom  every 
Pcnnfyiva-  where)  in  all  courts  of  judicature :    which  this 
people,    in  that  province,  likewife  confidered  as 
one  of  their  charteral,  or  legal  and  indubitable 
rights,  however  fmall,  trifling,  or  humourfome,  it 
may  appear  to  thofe  perfons,  who,  by  their  con- 
dud:,  while,  at  the  fame  time,  they  may  thus  re- 
prefent,   or  make  light  of  the  ceremony  of  the 
hat,  abfurdly  render  it  an  affair  of  fo  very  great 
Importance,  as  fcarcely  on  any  terms  whatfoever, 
to  bear,  or  difpenfe,  with  an  emancipation  from 
the  ufe  of  it,  in  any  people !

vifcd,  when  any  jufl  and  valuable  occafion  doth  require  any  to  make  ufc 
of  this  affirmation,  that  fuch  Friend,  or  Friends,  be  very  considerate,  and 
fure  of  the  truth  of  what  they  are  about  to  affirm ;  for  where  property, 
or  liberty  are  concerned,  a  falfe  or  corrupt  evidence  is  very  injurious, 
and  may  prove  deflru&ive  ;  befide,  it  ought,  on  all  occafions,  to  be  re- 
membered, that,  a  falfe  ivitnefs  Jhall  not  be  unpuni/led,  and  he  that  fpeaketb 
lies  foall  not  efcafe ;  and  that  the  command,  thou  Jbalt  not  bear  falfe  tvifnefs, 
is  as  well  in  the  gofpel  as  in  the  law ;  and  that  alt  liars  Jball  have  their 
fart  in  the  lake,  tuhich  burneth  ivith  Jlre  and  brimjlone.  To  thefc  inward 
©bligatioHs,  on  the  confcience,  to  truth-fpeaking,  there  w  alfo  added  the 
outward  guard  of  pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  be  inflicted  on  fuch 
as  fhall  lawfully  be  convidted  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

"  We  cannot  omit  alfo  to  remind  you,  that  fhould  any,  under  our 
jiame,  fo  far  depart  from  the  righteous  law  of  God,  as  herein  to  become 
guilty,  they  will  thereby  contract  to  themfelves  perpetual  infamy,  and 
to  the  body,  whereof  they  may  pretend  to  be  members,  very  great  fcan- 
dal  and  reproach ;  and  fuch  inftanccs  repeated  might  provoke  the  govern- 
ment to  deprive  us  of  this  great  benefit ;  how  great  would  be  the  load  of 
guilt  on  any,  who  fhould  be  the  occafion  thereof! 

"  Let  it  be  alfo  confidered,  that  the  ground  of  our  petitioning  and 

Eliciting  this  further  cafe  and  relief,  was  a  confcicntious  fcruple,  tgfwtar 
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The  inftitution  of  a  court  of  chancery,  in  the  1725. 
province,  in  the  year  1720,  has  been  already  v-^^*x 
mentioned.  At  this  court,  in  which  Sir  William 
JKeith  was  Prefident,  John  Kinfey,  a  Quaker 
and  a  lawyer  of  eminence,  who  was  afterwards 
Chief  Juftice  of  Pennfylvania,  was,  in  the  year 
1725,  obliged,  in  the  way  of  his  bufinefs,  to  at- 
tend ;  where  appearing  with  his  hat  on  his  head,  is  inter- 
according  to  the  ufual  manner  of  that  people,  the  ruPtcd» &c- 
Prefident  ordered  it  to  be  taken  off;  which,  was 
accordingly  done.  His  friends  the  Quakers,  took 
the  affair  under  confideration ;  and  foon  after,  at

ligious perfuajion ;  an  addrefs.,  being  accordingly 
prepared,  was  prefented  to  the  Prefident,  Go- 
vernor Keith  ;  which,  with  the  entry  made  there- 
on, 

a?  al^  at  the  fame  time  to  be  guilty  oifalfe  affirming,  and  while  they  pre- 
tend to  great  degrees  of  purity,  to  fall  Ihort  in  common  honefty  !  It  is 
indeed  among  the  higheft  degrees  of  hypocrify,  a  crime  abhorred  by 
God  and  man  !  &c. 

*'  To  all  thefe  particulars  (feveral  of  them  being  here  omitted)  we 
think  it  neceflary  to  add,  and  very  earneftly  and  tenderly  to  recommend 
to  all  Friends,  that,  as  much  as  may  be,  they  do  avoid  all  difputes  and 
differences,  with  their  neighbours;  and,  as  much  as  pomble,  follow 
peace  tvith  all  men ;  and,  in  a  particular  manner,  we  do  prefs,  that  all 
riifputes  and  differences,  between  Friends ,  be  avoided;  or,  if  any  do  hap- 
pen, that  earneft  endeavours  be  ufed,  by  -accommodation  or  equitable 
and  impartial  reference,  to  end  them,  without  going  to  law ;  that  fo  the 
rebuke  of  the  apoftle  may  not  neceffarily  be  applied  to  any,  "  Noiv, 
therefore,  there  is  utterly  a  fault  among  you,  Lscaufc  yc  go  to  laiu  %uith  one  ano- 
ther" 

"  Dear  Friends,  thefe  things,  in  Chriftian  concern  of  mind,  we  have 
reprefentcd,  in  order  that  all  i-nay  be  ftirred  up  to  a  humble  and  faithful 
walking,  not,  as  knowing  that  any  will  fall  fhort,  in  the  above  particu- 
lars, but,  beloved,  ivt  are  pcrfuaded  better  things  «f  you ;  and  tbinpj  that 
ffccompany  fafaation,  though  thus  ive  fpeai.

"John  Kinfey,  when  the  Governor  was  pleafed  to 
command  his  to  be  taken  off,  before  he  could  be 
admitted  to  fpeak,  in  a  cafe  depending,    at  the 
court  of  chancery,  after  that  he  had  declared,  that 
he  could  not,    for  confcience,   comply  with  the 
Governor's  order  to  himfelf,  to  the  fame  purpofe  ; 
which,  being  altogether  new  and  unprecedented, 
in  this  province,  was  the  more  furprifmg  to  the 
fpe&ators,    and  as  we  conceive  (however  flight 
fome  may  account  it)  has  a  tendency  to  the  fub- 
verfion  of  our  religious  liberties. 

"  This  province,  with  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment, was  granted  by  king  Charles  the  Second  to 
our  Proprietor,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  faid  grant, 
was  known  to  difient  from  the  national  way  of 
worfhip,  in  divers  pointy,  and  particularly  in  that 
part  of  outward  behaviour,  of  refufmg  to  pay 
unto  man  the  honour,  that  he,  with  all  others,. 
of  the  fame  profelfion,  believed  to  be  due  only  to 
t  the  Supreme  Befog;  and  they,  on  all  occafions, 

have 
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have  fupported  their  teftimony,  fo  far  as  to  be  fre-    i725- 
quently  fubjeded  to  the  infults  of  fuch  as  required  "~~^f~^' 
that  homage. 

C£  That  the  principal  part  of  thofe,  who  accom- 
panied our  faid  Proprietor,  in  his  firft  fettlement 
of  this  colony,  with  others  of  the  fame  profeffion, 
who  have  fmce  retired  into  it,  juftly  conceived, 
that,  by  virtue  of  faid  powers,  granted  to  our 
Proprietor,  they  mould  have  a  free  and  unquef- 
tioned  right  to  the  exercife  of  their  religious  prin- 
ciples, and  their  perfuafion,  in  the  aforementioned 
point,  and  all  others,  by  which  they  were  diftin- 
guilhed  from  thofe  of  other  profeflions ;  and  it 
Teems  not  unreafonable  to  conceive  an  indulgence

intended  by  the  crown,  in  gracioufiy  leaving  the 
modelling  of  the  government  to  him  and  them, 
in  fuch  manner,  as  may  bell  fuit  their  circum- 
ftances  ;  which  appears  to  have  been  an  early  care 
in  the  firft  Legiflators,  by  feveral  a£ts,  as  that  for 
liberty  of  confcience ;  and  more  particularly,  by 
a  law  of  the  province,  paffed  in  the  i3th  year  of 
king  William,  chap,  xcii,  now  in  force  :  it  is  pro- 
vided that,  in  all  courts,  all  perfons,  of  all  per- 
fuafions,  may  freely  appear,  in  their  own  way, 
and,  according  to  their  own  manner^  and  there 
perfonally  plead  their  own  caufe,  or,  if  unable, 
by  their  friends ;  which  provifion  appears  to  be 
directly  intended  to  guard  againfl  all  exceptions  to 
any  perfons  appearing  in  ibeir  own  way,  as  our 
friend  did,  at  the  aforefaid  court. 

"  Now,  though  no  people  can  be  more  ready, 
or  willing,  in  all  things  effential,  to  pay  all  due 
regard  to  fuperiors,  and  honour  the  courts  of  juf- 
tice,  and  thofe  who  adminirter  it,  yet,  in  fuch 
points  as  interfere  with  our  confcieatious  perfua- 
fion, we  have  openly  and  firmly  borne  our  tefti- 
mony, in  all  countries  and  places,  where  our  lots 
have  fallen.

But  whatever  might  have  been  his  motives  for  pennfyiva- 
his  popular  conduct,  in  the  government,  and  how  nia  intent- 
far  foever  he  may  be  thought  reprehenfible,  in  minlftra-  * 
ftudying  to  gratify  thofe,    whom  he  governed,  tio«» 
more  than  was  juft  and  prudent,  yet,  it  is  mod 
certain  that  the  real  intereft  of  the  province  of 
Pennfyhania  was  much  indebted  to  his  care  and 
management,  while  in  that  office. 

But  after  he  was  fuperfeded  by  Patrick  Gordon,  H;S  diiho- 
in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1726,  he  refided  fome  nourabie 
time  in  the  province,  uling  all  means  in  his  power,  ^  u  ' 
to  divide  the  inhabitants,  embarrais  the  adminiftra- 
lion,*  and  diflrcfs  the  Proprietary  family ;  till  at

*  The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  paper,  which  appears  to  have

declared  themfelves  to  have  been  extraordinarily 
benefited  by  his  public  conduct,  in  the  adminiflra- 
tion,  if  it  was  in  their  power  to  have  prevented 
his  being  in  fuch  a  fituation,  is  neverthelefs,  per- 
haps, an  inftance  of  the  general  and  natural  con- 
fequence  and  folly  of  too  great  a  dependance  oa 
popular  favour. 

c°rdouGr  Patrick  Gordon  appears  to  have  firft  met  the 
firft  meets  AfTembly  of  Pennfjl'vanla^  in  the  beginning  of  the 
the  Affezn-  6th  month,  1726,  though  he  arrived  in  the  pro- 
vince, with  his  family,  fome  time  before.  But 
during  the  fore  part  of  his  adminift ration,  for 
two  or  three  years,  the  public  tranfactions  were 
not  a  little  difturbed,  or  obitructed,  by  the  faction 
created  by  Sir  William  Keith  ;  who,  as  before  ob- 
ferved,  v/as  chofen  a  Member  of  AfTembly,  at 
the  next  election,  in  October,  of  which  David 
Lloyd  was  Speaker.

general  tranquillity,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
many  wholelbme  laws  were  made,  great  improve- 
ments carried  on,  and  trade  considerably  increaf- 

ed; 


in  town,  at  the  time,  on  pretence  they  wanted  one  H£emfort  obftinately 
•nd  oruelly  rciufcd  to  join  them,  in  hopes  of  difabling  them  to  make  a 
IloufV;  b'-'caule  the.  fevcntecn  wanted  one-third  of  one  Member,  to 
make  up  two-thirds  of  the  whole,  (the  quorum.)  Thofe  feventeen,  how- 
ever, in  companion  to  the  diftreffed  country,  proceeded  to  give  the  Go- 
vernor the  neceffary  afiiftancc;  yet  would  do  nothing  more;  and  the. 
next  afienibly  fully  confirmed  what  they  had  done."  MS, 
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cd  ;  infomuch  that  about  this  time,  the  author  of   1726. 
a  publication,  called  by  Anderfon,  in  his  biftorical  ^~* 
deduction  of  commerce,  &c.  a  judicious    tract,  enti- 
tled,   "  The  importance  of  the  Erltlfh  plantations 
in  America  to  thefe  kingdoms,  &c.  confide  red,"  Lon- 
don, printed,  1731,  fpeaks  thus  therein  of  this 
province,  viz. 

"  That  Pennfyhania  which  has  not  any  peculiar  Statc  of 
ftaple,  (like  Carolina,  Virginia  and  Maryland)  and  n;a  ai/out " 
was  begun  to  be  planted  fo  late  as  1680,  mould,  this  time. 
at  prefent,  have  more  white  inhabitants  in  it,  than 
all  Virginia,  Maryland  and  both  the  Carollnas,  is 
extremely  remarkable!  And  although  the  young- 
eft  colony,  on  the'  continent,"  [Georgia,  &c. 
was  not  yet  planted]  "  they  have,  by  far,  the 
fined  capital  city  of  all  Britijh  America ;  and 
the  fecond  in  magnitude.  The  caufes  ufually 
afligned  for  this  vaft  increafe  of  white  people,  in 
fo  ihort  a  time,  are  thefe,  viz.  firft,  their  kind 
treatment  of  the  Indians,  their  neighbours ;  here- 
by rendering  that  province  abfolutely  fafe  from 
their  attempts.  Some,  indeed,  have  gone  fo  far, 
as  to  aifert,  that  they  are  the  only  Britijh  colony 
that  have  treated  the  poor  native  Indians  with  hu- 
manity :  for,  that  no  other  Britijh  colony  admits 
of  the  evidence  of  an  Indian  againfl  a  white  man  : 
nor  are  the  complaints  of  Indians  againfl  white 
men  duly  regarded,  in  other  colonies ;  whereby 
thefe  poor  people  endure  the  mod  cruel  treatment, 
from  the  very  worfl  of  our  own  people,  without 
hope  of  redrefs  !  And  all  the  Indian  wars,  in  our 
colonies,  were  occafioned  by  fuch  means.  Se- 
condly, the  excellency  of  'Pennsylvania's  laws ; 
whereby  property  is  effectually  iecured  to  all  its 

inhabitants. 

Note.  Robert-  Fldcler  of  Abtngton,  in   Psnafyfajnia,  died  in  Anguft,  Robert 
1716.     He  had  filled  feveral  public  ftadons  with  honour  and  integrity ;  Fletxh<-r 
and  is  faid  to  have  had  a  clear  chara&er,  was  much  refpecTtcd  by  molt  ob.iit-, 
forts  oi  people,  and  made  a  happy  exit,  at  ]ait,    as  his  death-ba!  t\j--f»f» 
fions,  in  manufcript,  teilify.    His  death  was  accounted  a  great  a/.d  public 
lofo,  but  more  cfpecially  to  his  (VStnd*,  the  Qtalcrs,  ?.nd  his  pci^ 
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1726.  inhabitants.  Thirdly,  the  unlimited  toleration 
s-^"""'  for  all  manner  of  religious  periuafions,  without 
permitting  any  claims  to  ecckfiqftical  power,  to 
take  place.  All  men,  who  are  Proteftants,  are 
indifferently  eligible  to  the  magiftracy  and  Legif. 
lature,  let  their  private  opinions  be  what  they 
will,  without  any  religious  tefl." 

Refpecling  Pennfyhania's  product,  commerce, 
and  benefit  to  Great  Britain,  about  this  time, 
(1731)  the  fame  author  further  fays,  viz, 

"  ^ke  Pro(^u^:  °^  Pcnnfyl'vaula,  for  exporta- 
produce  of  ti0n,  is  wheat,  flour,*  bifket,  barrelled  beef  and 
-  pork,  bacon,  ha nis,  butter,  cheefe,  cyder,  ap- 
P^esJ  f°aP>  myrtle- wax  candles,  ftarch,  hair-pow- 
der, tanned  leather,  bees  wax,  tallow-candles, 
ftrong  beer,*  linfeed  oil,  ftrong  waters,  deer-fkins, 
and  other  peltry,  hemp  (which  they  have  encou- 
raged by  an  additional  bounty  of  three  half  pence 
per  pound  weight,  over  and  above  what  is  allowed 
by  act  of  parliament)  fome  little  tobacco,  lumber 
[/.  e.  fa  wed  boards,  and  timber  for  building  of 
houfes,  cyprefs  wood,  mingles,  cafk-flaves  and 
headings,  mafbs,  and  other  (hip  timber]]  alfo  drugs, 
of  various  forts  (as  faffafras,  calamus  aromaticus, 
fnake-root,  &c.)  laftly,  (adds  our  author)  the 
Ptnnfylvanians  build  about  2,000  tons  of  fhipping 
a  year  for  fale,  over  and  above  what  they  employ 
in  their  own  trade ;  which  may  be  about  6, coo 
tons  more.  They  fend  great  quantities  of  corn 
to  Portugal  and  Spain,  frequently  felling  their

*  Governor  Gordon  in  a  fpeech  to  the  AfTembly,  in  the  firft  month 
1731,  lays 

"  I  have  underflood,  that  when  this  colony  was  young,  and  had  but 
little  experience,  it  exceeded  all  its  neighbours,  in  the  fmenefs  of  its 
Jlaur  and  bread,  and  goodnefs  of  its  beer ;  which  are  the  only  produce  of 
our  grain ;  the  regulations,  which  have  already  been  made,  in  the  two 
firft,  have  greatly  contributed  to  their  improvement,  as  well  as  the  rer 
pution  of  the  province;  and  it  will  become  the  Legislature  to  continue 
their  care  and  concern,  in  a  point  of  fuch  confequence  to  the  whole 
community,"  &c.

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fhips,  as  well  as  cargo;  and  the  produce  of  both  1731. 
is  fent  thence  to  England ;  where  it  is  always  laid  %—^^»/ 
out  in  goods,  and  fent  home  to  Pennfylvania." 
"  They  receive  no  iefs  than,  from  4,000  to  6,oco 
piftoles  from  the  Dutch  ille  of  Curagoa  alone,  for 
provifions  and  liquors.  And  they  trade  to  Surinam, 
in  the  like  manner,  and  to  the  French  part  of 
Hifpaniola,  as  alfo  to  the  other  French  fugar 
i/lands  ;  from  whence  they  bring  back  molafles, 
and  alfo  fome  money.  From  Jamaica  they  fome- 
times  return  with  all  money  and  no  goods ;  be- 
caufe  their  rum  and  molarles  are  fo  dear  there. 
And  all  the  money  they  can  get,  from  all  parts ; 
as  alfo  fugar,  rice,  tar,  pitch,  &c.  is  brought  to 
England,  to  pay  foi  the  manufactures,  &c.  they 
carry  home  from  us ;  which  (he  affirms)  has  not, 
for  many  years  paft,  been  Iefs  than  £.  150,000 
per  annum.  They  trade  to  our  provinces  of  New 
England,  Virginia,  Maryland  and  Carolina,  and 
to  all  the  iflands  in  the  Weft  Indies,  (excepting  the 
Spanijh  ones)  as  alfo  to  the  Canaries,  Madeira  and 
the  Azores  iiles ;  like  wife  to  Newfoundland,  for 
fifti ;  which  they  carry  to  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
up  the  Mediterranean  ;  and  remit  the  money  to 
England ;  which,  one  way  or  other,  may  amount 
to  £.  60,000  yearly ;  but  without  their  trade  to 
the  French  and  Dutch  colonies,  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
they  could  not  remit  fo  much  to  England  ;  neither 
could  they  carry  on  their  trade  with  the  Indians  if 
they  did  not  take  off  the  rum  and  mclajjes,  as  well 
?&fugars  of  thofe  colonies,  in  part  of  payment  of 
the  cargoes  they  carry  thither."

"  Our  long  and  ardent  defires  to  fee  one  of 
our  honourable  Proprietaries  amongfl  us,  are  now 
fulfilled  ;  and  it  is  with  pleafure  we  can  fay  thou 
art  arrived  at  a  time?  when  the  government  is  in 
perfect  tranquillity  ;  and  that  there  feems  to  be  no 
emulation  amongft  us,  but  who  mail,  by  a  peace-

"  Be  pleafed  to  accept  of  our  bed  wifhes  for 
thy  health  and  profperity  ;  and  give  us  leave  to 
fay,  as  no  difcouragements,  nor  any  artifices  of 
ill  men,  have  hitherto  been  able  to  deter  the  good 
people  of  Pennfyhania  from  a  firm  adherence  to 
your  honourable  family,  fo  we  fhall  always,  to 
the  utmoft  of  our  power,  fupport  and  maintain 
that  government,  under  which  we  do,  with  all 
gratitude,  acknowledge,  v/e  enjoy  fo  many  valu- 
able privileges."

both  the  province  and  territories  of  Penq/yfoanw 

and  Maryland,  according  to  articles  of  agreement, 

indented,  made  and  concluded  upon,  the  loth  of 

May,  in  the  fame  year,  between  Charles,  Lord 

Baltimore,  the  Proprietary  of  Maryland,  and  the 

above  mentioned  Proprietaries  of  Pennfyfoania.*

*  Dr.  Douglas,  in  hisfommary  of  the  Britifh  fettlements,  in  North 
America,  fpeaks  thus,  on  this  fubject  :  (Bojlo.n,  printed,  1753)  viz. 

"  As  the  controverfy,  of  long  {landing,  concerning  the  boundaries, 
between  Lord  Baltimore  of  Mat-^J:.  •;??',  ar:d  the  7V;w  of  Pcnnfylvania, 
has  made  much  noife  ;  we  fhall  iniirc  u  ihcrt  abitract  of  the  fame,  for 
the  amufement  of  the  curious." 

Lord  Baltimore''?,  royal  grant  of  Maryland  was  a^out  50  years  prior  to 
Mr.  Penns  grant  of  Pennfyfoania  ;  but  in  Baltimore's  grant  there  was  an 
exception  of  lands  belonging  to  the  Dutch,  which  are,  at  prefent,  the 
three  lower  counties  upon  Dtlaivare  river  ;  when  Mr.  Penn  took  poffef- 
fiori,  he  found  one  Dutch  and  three  StcfiL's  coiigregations. 

The  Tand  difpute  was  concerning  the  conftrucliion  of  the  expreflion 
40  degrees  of  latitude;  Maryland  grant  1632,  fays,  to  tie  4O//>  degree  of 
latitude,  which  the  Maryland  fide  of  the  queftion  ccnfcrue  to  he,  to  40 
degrees  compleat  ;  PeHttfyltfanla*  grant,  1  68  1,  fays,  to  Ijjin  at  the  beginning 
of  t/>e  4OfL  fA'<rrse,  which  tlie  Penvfylvania  fide  conftrue  to  be  juft  after  the 
39th  degree  is  ccmpler.ted  ;  thus  there  was  a  diiputc  of  the  extent  of  one 
degree  of  latitude,  or  69  Englifi  miles.

was  executed  by  the  faid  Lord  Baltimore,  directed  >*^r^*^- 
to  Samuel  Ogle,  Charles  C divert 9  Philemon  Lloyd,

•  and  Mat  hew  Tilghman  Ward,  Efquires5  appointing 
them,    or  any  fix,    five,  four  or  three  of  them, 
commiilioners,  for  the  fame  purpofes,  in  the  part 
of  the  faid  Charles,  Lord  Baltimore. 

In  which  articles  of  agreement,  between  the 
faid  Proprietaries,  publifhed  in  Philadelphia,  in 
1733,  respecting  the  limits  and  boundaries  between 
the  two  provinces,  including  thofe  of  the  territo- 
ries of  Pennfylvania,  it  is  mentioned  to  the  follow- 
ing purport,  viz. 

That  a  due  eafl  and  weft  line  fhall  be  drawn  Boundaries 
from  the  ocean,  beginning  at  cape  Hlnlopen,  which  p^"^ 
lies  fouth  of  cape  Cornelius,  upon  the  eaftern  iide  Baltimore-. 
of  the  Pen'mfula ;  and  thence  to  the  weflern  fide 
of  the  Pen'mfula,  which  lies  upon  Chefapeak  bay, 
and  as  far  weftward  as  the  exact  middle  of  that 
part  of  the  Pen'mfula,  xvhere  the  faid  line  is  run.

"  Confidering  that  Maryland  grant  was  prior,  and  that  the  Maryland 
people  had  mu.de  confiderable  improvements  by  poffeifions,  within  that 
degree  of  latitude,  the  affair  was  compromifed  feemingly  in  favour  of 
Maryland,  by  a  written  agreement,  May  loth  1732,  "  and  that,  in  two 
calendar  months  from  that  date,  each  party  Ihouid  appoint  commiffioiiers, 
not  more  than  feven,  whereof  three  or  more,  cf  ea'ch  fide,  may  acl,  or 
mark  out  the  boundaries  aforefaid,  to  begin,  at  furtheft,  fometime  in 
O&ober  173-2,  and  to  be  completed  on,  or  before,  ajth  December,  1733, 
and  when  fo  done,  a  plan  thereof  (hall  be  figrred,  fealcd  and  delivered 
by  the  commiffioncrs  and  their  principals,  and  fhall  be  entered  in  all  the 
public  offices  in  the  feveral  provinces  and  counties ;  and  to  recommend, 
to  the  refpective  Legiflatures,  to  pafs  an  acl  for  perambulating  thefe  bouii" 
daries,  at  leafi  once  in  three  years. 

"  The  party  defaulting  to  pay  to  the  other  party,  on  demand,  fix 
tboufiinJ  pounds  fterling ;  accordingly  the  cormniliioner*  refpe&iveiy  ap- 
peared; but,  upon  fome  differences,  in  opinion,  the  boundaries  were 
not  made  in  the  time  limited ;  the  failure  was  in  Lord  Bultimore^s  fide, 
who  alledged,  that  he  had  been  deceived  in  fixing  cape  Hetilepeti  2O  miles 
fouth  wefterly  of  the  weftern  cape  of  Dela-ware  bay  ;  whereas  cape  Hsu- 
lopcn  is  the  weftern  cape  itfelf ;  the  Poms  affirm  that  the  weftern  cape 
is  cape  Cornelius,  and  cape  Hcnlopen  is  a'bout  miles  ibuthwardly  of  it, 
according  to  the  Dutch  maps,  and  defcriptionj,  publilhed  about  the  time, 
tvhen  Lord  Edii.narn  obtained  hi&  grant*

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1732.  That  from  the  weflern  end  of  the  faid  eaft  and 
-*"v^-/  weft  line,  in  the  middle  of  the  Peninfula,  a  (trait 
line  mail  run  northward,  up  the  faid  Peninfula^  till 
it  touch  the  weftern  part  of  the  periphery,  or 
arch,  of  a  circle,  drawn  twelve  Englijh  ftatute 
miles  diftant  from  Newcaftle,  weftward  towards 
Maryland^  fo  as  to  make  a  tangent  thereto,  and 
there  the  faid  ftrait  line  ihall  end. 

That  from  the  northern  end  of  the  laft  menti- 
oned ftrait  line,  drawn  northward,  a  line  mail 
be  continued  due  north,  fo  far  as  to  that  parallel  of 
latitude,  which  is  fifteen  Englifh  ftatute  miles  due 
fouth  of  the  moft  fouthern  part  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia. 

That  in  the  faid  parallel  of  latitude,  fifteen  miles 
due  fouth  from  Philadelphia*  and  from  the  north- 
ern 

"  Bceaufe  of  non-performance,  the  Pemrs,  1735,  exhibited  a  bill,  in 
the  chancery  of  Great  -Britain,  again  ft  Lord  Baltimore,  praying  that  the 
laid  articles  may  be  decreed  to  fubfifl,  and  be  carried  into  execution, 
and  that  any  doubts  arifen  may  be  cleared  by  faid  decree. 

"  After  tedious  delays,  at  length,  May  15,  17^0,  the  Lord  Chancellor 
decreed  cofts  of  fuit  againft  Baltimore,  and  that  the  articles  of  May  loth 
1732,  be  carried  into  execution ;  and  that  before  the  end  of  three  calen- 
dar months,  from  May  Ijth,  twofeveral  proper  instruments,  for  appoint- 
ing commiffioners,  not  more  than  feven  of  a  fide ;  any  three,  or  more, 
of  a  fide,  may  run  and  mark  the  boundaries,  to  begin  fometime  in  No- 
vember next,  and  to  be  completed  on,  or  before,  the  lafl  day  of  April, 
1752,  to  be  figned,  &e.  recorded,  &c.  and  enaded,  &c.  as  per  agree- 
ment of  173^5  above  related. 

"  Lord  Chancellor  decreed  concerning  the  late  difputes,  I.  That  the 
centre  of  the  circle  be  fixed  in  the  middle  of  the  town  of  Neivcajlle.  2, 
That  the  faid  circle  ought  to  be  a  radius  of  12  Englijb  miles.  3.  That 
cape  Henlopen  ought  to  be  deemed  at  the  place,  laid  down  in  the  maps 
annexed  to  the  articles  of  1732. 

"  The  commiflioners,  appointed  by  each  party,  met  at  NeiucnfJe,  No- 
vember 15,  1750;  they  agreed  on  a  centre  in  Ncivcajlle,  from  whence 
the  12  miles  r^dii  are  to  proceed;  but  a  difpute  arofe  concerning  the 
menfuration  of  thefe  12  miles.  Lord  Baltimore  $  commiffioners  alleged 
that  thefe  miles  ought  to  be  meafured  fuperficially  ;  the  PennS  commiffi- 
oners alledged,  that,  confidering  the  various  inequalities  of  the  ground, 
fuch  radii  could  not  extend"  equally,  consequently,  from  them  no  true 
arch  of  a,  circle  could  be  formed,  and  infilled  upon  geometrical  and 
agronomical  menfuration  :  thus  the  proceedings  of  the  commiffioners 
flopt;  and  they  wrote  to  their  refpe<5Hve  principals  for  further  inftruc- 
relating  to  that  point,  arid  adjourned  to  April  25,  1751."

confequence  of  which  the  inhabitants  on  the  Perm- 
fylvania  fide,  near  where  the  boundary  line  ought 
long  before  to  have  been  afcertained  and  marked 
out,  were  fometimes  expofed  to  unreafonable  de- 
mands from  Maryland  claims,  and  difagreeable,  or 
ill  treatment  of  that  government,  for  want  of  the 
fame :  for  it  was  not  finally  executed  till  the  year 
1 762  ;  when  thefe  families,  or  Proprietaries,  agreed 
to  employ  two  ingenious  mathematicians,  Charles 
Mafon,  and  Jeremiah  Dixon,  after  their  return 
from  the  cape  of  Good  Hope  ;  where  they  had  been 
to  obferve  the  tranfit  of  Venus ^  in  the  year  1761, 
finally  to  fettle,  or  mark  out  the  fame ;  which 
was  accordingly  performed  by  them  ;  and  flone  pil- 
lars eredled,  to  render  the  lame  more  durably 
confpicuous.

Prefident  Logan,  during  the  time  of  his  Prefi-  jam«  LO- 
dentfhip,  as  well  as  both  before  and  after  it,  in  san  Preli" 
conjunction  with  the  Council,  appears  to  have  had  council, 
occafion,  among  other  things,  to  exert  his  abilities,  &c- 
in  the   management    of   Indian   affairs ;    among 
which  people  he  had  great  influence.     In  which 
time  likewife  the  claims  of  Maryland  upon  the 
Pennjy  Iranians,  who  were  fettled  near  the  place 
where  the  boundary  line  ought  to  have  been  mark- 
ed out  before  this   time,    and  the  difturbances 
ariilng  from  the  government  and  people  of  Ma- 
ryland on  that  account,  gave  much  uneafmefs  and 
trouble   to   divers  inhabitants  who  were   fettled 
within  the  bounds  of  Pennfyfoania ;  but  in  gene- 
ral, during  his  adminiflration,  the  public  affairs 
feem  to  have  been  well  conducted,  for  about  the 
fpace  of  two  years,  till  the  arrival  of  George  Tho-  Governor 
mas,  Efquire,  in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1738^  Thomas  ar- 
who  fucceeded  in  the  government.

Mr.  Logan  died  much  lamented,  Novem- 
ber, 1751.  After  nine  years  government,  Colonel  Thomat  refigned,  in 
1747;  and  was  fucceeded  by  Jawes  Hamilton,  Efquire,"  &c. 

N~o!e,   Benjamin   Franklin,   afterwards  the  famous  Dr.   Frank!';*  of  P/\'- 
iadelpbia,  is  firtt  mentioned   as  being  chofen  clerk  to  the  Affembly,  ill 
Oclober,  1736;  for  which  office  he-  pctitiyned  tbo  Honie  in  i 
t«      otb  GrrwJox. 
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1738.  the  forepart  of  his  adminiftration  his  conduct 
feems  to  have  been  fatisfattory  to  the  country  ; 
but  afterwards,  the  war  commencing  between  En- 
gland  and  Spain,  about  the  year  1740,  his  manner 
of  urging  fome  military  demands,  with  which  the 
Affembly,  being  chiefly  Quakers,  on  account  of 
their  religious  principles,  could  not  comply,  feems 
to  have  introduced  fo  much  altercation  and  difpute 
between  them,  for  fome  years,  as  to  render  the 
adminiftration  difagreeable  to  both,  though  the 
Affemblies,  at  that  time,  were  not  averfe  to  grant 
money  for  the  general  ufe  of  the  crown  ;  which 
they  then  did,  at  different  times,  to  a  confiderable 
amount.* 


He  firft  met  thc  A{rembly  of  Pennfyhania  in 
firft  meets    the  fixth  month,   1738  ;  and  in  his  firft  fpeech  to 
the  Affem-  the  Houfe,  on  the  8th  of  that  month,  informed 
them,  he  had  been  appointed  to  the  government 
above  a  year  before  ;  but  his  embarkation  was  im- 
peded by  unexpected  delays,  made  by  Lord  Bal- 
timcre's  objecting  againft  the  Proprietaries  of  Penn* 
Jylvania  appointing  a  Governor  over  the  three  low^ 
er  counties,  &c.  which  objection,  after  fome  time, 
was  difregarded,  and  his  appointment  both  over 
the  province,  and  the  faid  counties,  approved  by 
the  king. 

*739-  In  the  fixth  month,  1739,  the  Speaker  of  the 
Affembly,  Andrew  Hamilton  ,  in  his  fpeech,  when 
he  took  leave  of  the  Houfe,  on  account  of  his 
age  and  infirmities,  &c.  exprelfed  himfelf  in  the 
following  manner,  refpecling  the  happy  conftitu-

*  During  thefe  times,  when  England  war,  at  war  with  Spain,  after- 
wards joined  by  France,  thc  Affembly  in  1741,  granted  for  the  king's 
ufe  £.  3,000,  and  in  1746,  £.  5,000  more,  befules  fome  other  payments 
of  a  fimilar  nature;  as  the  Indemnifying  of  matters,  whcfe  bound  fer- 
tra'nts  had  enlifled,  &c. 

Befides,  the  expences  on  Indian  affairs,  paid  out  of  the  provincial  flock 
by  the  Treafurer  and  Truftecs  of  the  Iran  <»ifice,  from  the  year  1733  to 
1751,  were  £.  8,366,  which  make  /,'.  464  annually,  cu  an  average  of 
18  years,  during  a  time  of  great  tranquillity  with  them.

"  I  would  beg  leave  to  obferve  to  you,  that  it  Part  of 
is  not  to  the  fertility  of  our  foil,  and  the  commo- 
dioufnefs  of  our  rivers,  that  we  ought  chiefly  to  laft 
attribute  the  great  progrefs,    this   province  has 
made,  within  fo  fmall  a  compafs  of  years,  in  im-  the 
provements,  wealth,  trade,   and  navigation,  and 
the  extraordinary  increafe  of  people,  who  have  p 
been  drawn  hither,  from  almoft  every  country  in 
Europe;  a  progrefs,    which  much  more   ancient 
fettlements,  on  the  main  of  America,  cannot,  at 
prefent,  boafl  of;  no,  it  is  principally,  and  almofl 
wholly,  owing  to  the  excellency  of  our  conftitu- 
tion ;  under  which  we  enjoy  a  greater  mare  both 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty  than  any  of  our  neigh- 
bours. 

"  It  is  our  great  happinefs,  that,  inftead  of 
triennial  Affemblies,  a  privilege,  which  feveral 
other  colonies  have  long  endeavoured  to  obtain, 
ours  are  annual ;  and,  for  that  reafon,  as  well  as 
others,  lefs  liable  to  be  praclifed  upon,  or  cor- 
rupted, either  with  money  or  prefents.  We  fit 
upon  our  own  adjournments,  when  we  pleafe,  and 
as  long  as  we  think  neceffary;  and  we  are  not  to 
be  fent  a  packing,  in  the  middle  of  a  debate,  and 
difabled  from  rcprefenting  our  juft  grievances 
to  our  gracious  fovereign,  If  there  fhould  be  oc- 
cafion  ;  which  has  often  been  the  fate  of  AfTetn- 
blies  in  other  places. 

"  We  have  no  officers,  but  what  are  neceffary  ; 
none  but  what  earn  their  falaries,  and  thofe  gene- 
rally are  cither  elected  by  the  people,  or  appointed 
by  their  reprefentatives. 

"  Other  provinces  fwarm  with  unneceffary  of- 
ficers^ nominated  by  the  Governors;  who  often 
make  it  a  main  part  of  their  care  to  fupport  thofe 
officers,  (notwithstanding  their  oppreflions)  at  all

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1739.  events.  I  hope  it  will  ever  be  the  wifdom  of  our  Af- 
*  femblies  to  create  no  great  offices  nor  officers,  nor 
indeed  any  officer  at  all,  but  what  is  really  necef- 
fary  for  the  fervice  of  the  country,  and  to  be  fure 
to  let  the  people,  or  their  representatives,  have, 
at  leaft,  a  fhare  in  their  nomination,  or  appoint- 
ment. This  will  always  be  a  good  fecurity  againft 
the  mifchievous  influence  of  men  holding  places 
at  the  pleafure  of  the  Governor. 

"  Our  foreign  trade  and  ihipping  are  free  from 
all  impofts,  except  thofe  fmall  duties,  payable  to 
liis  majefty,  by  the  ftatute  laws  of  Great  Britain. 
The  taxes  which  we  pay,  for  carrying  on  the 
public  fervice,  arc  inconfiderable ;  for  the  fole 
power  of  raifmg  and  difpofmg  of  the  public  mo- 
ney for  the  fupport  of  government,  is  lodged  in 
the  AfTembly  ;  who  appoint  their  own  Treasurer  ; 
and  to  them  alone  he  is  accountable.  Other  inci- 
dental taxes  are  afTefTed,  collected  and  applied  by 
perfons  annually  chofen  by  the  people  themielves. 
Such  is  our  happy  ftate,  as  to  our  civil  rights. 

"  Nor  are  we  lefs  happy,  in  the  enjoyment 
of  a  perfecl  freedom,  as  to  religion.  By  many; 
years  experience  we  find,  that  an  equality  among 
religious  focieties,  without  diilinguifhing  any  one 
feel:  with  greater  privileges  than  another,  is  the 
moft  effectual  method  to  difcourage  hypocrify, 
promote  the  practice  of  the  moral  virtues,  and  pre- 
vent the  plagues  and  mifchiefs,  that  always  attend 
religious  fquabbling. 

"  This  is  our  conflitution  ;  and  this  conflitution 
was  framed  by  the  wifdom  of  Mr.  Penn,  the  firfl 
Proprietary  and  Founder  of  this  province  ;  whofe, 
charter  of  privileges,  to  the  inhabitants  of  Penn- 
fyhania^  will  ever  remain  a  monument  of  his  be- 
nevolence to  mankind,  and  reflect  more  lafting 
honour  on  his  defendants,  than  the  largeft  pof- 
feilions.  In  the  framing 'this  government,  he  re- 
fer ved  no  powers  to  himfclf,  or  his  heirs,  to  op- 

prefs 
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prefs  the  people,  no  authority,  but  what  is  necef-  1739. 
fary  for  our  protection,  and  to  hinder  us  from  v^^v"^x 
falling  into  anarchy  ;  and  therefore  (fuppofmg  we 
could  perfuade  ourfelves,  that  all  our  obligations 
to  our  great  lawgiver,  and  his  honourable  defcend- 
ants,  were  entirely  cancelled,  yet)  our  own  inte- 
refls  fhould  oblige  us  carefully  to  fupport  the  go- 
vernment, on  its  prefent  foundation,  as  the  only 
means  to  fecure  to  ourfelves  and  our  pofterity,  the 
enjoyment  of  thofe  privileges,  and  the  bleiTmgs 
flowing  from  fuch  a  conftitution,  under  which  we 
cannot  fail  of  being  happy,  if  the  fault  is  not  our 
own. 

"  Yet  I  have  obferved,  that,  in  former  AfTem- 
blies  there  have  been  men,  who  have  acted  in 
fuch  a  manner,  as  if  they  utterly  difregarded  all 
thofe  ineftimable  privileges,  and  (whether  from 
private  pique  and  perfonal  difiike,  or  through  mif- 
take,  I  will  not  determine)  have  gone  great  lengths 
in  rifking  our  happinefs,  in  the  profecution  of  fuch 
mea'fures,  as  did  not  at  all  fquare  with  the  profef- 
fions,  they  frequently  made,  of  their  love  to  our 
government. 

"  When  I  reflect  on  the  feveral  ftruggles,  which 
many  of  us,  now  prefent,  have  had  with  thofe  men, 
in  order  to  refcuethe  conftitution  out  of  their  hands, 
which,  through  their  miftakes  (if  they  really  were 
miftakes)  was  often  brought  on  the  brink  of  de- 
ftruclion,  I  cannot  help  cautioning  you,  in  the 
moft  earneft  manner,  againft  all  perfonal  animo- 
fity,  in  public  confultations,  as  a  rock,  which,  if 
not  avoided,  the  conftitution  will,  at  fome  time 
or  other,  infallibly  fplit  upon."* 

CHAPTER 

*  Andrew  Hamilton,  Efquire,  of  Philadelphia  ^  died  in  the  latter  end 
of  the  fummer  1741.

*  The  number  of  bought  and  indented  fervants,  who  were  thus  taken 
from  their  matters,  as  appears  by  the  printed  votes  of  the  Affcmbly,

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worthy  Magiflrate  of  Lancafter  county,  and  a  1741.

"  As  a  new  commiflion  of  the  peace,  for  this  county,  is,  I  fuppofe,  Speech  of 
now  to  be  publimed,  in  which  my  name,  and  fome  of  my  brethren,  are,  John 
I  prefume,  left  out ;  I  dcfire  your  patient  and  attention  a  few  moments,  Wrifht 
while  I  give  the  laft  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury,  which  I  lhall  ever  do,  Efqmre, 
from  this  place,  and  take  leave  of  my  brethren,  the  Juflices,  and  my  &c. 
friends,  the  good  people  of  the  country,  as  a  Magiftrate. 

"  I  have,  for  upwards  of  twenty  years,  borne  a  commiflion  of  the 
peace,  in  -Chefier  and  Lantajler  counties,  under  the  refpe&ive  Governors 
of  this  province ;  arid  have  lived  in  faniiiiar  friendship  and  good  umler- 
ftanding  with  all  of  them,  until  of  late. 

"  About  twelve  years  ago,  under  the  mild  and  peaceable  adminiftra- 
tion  of  Governor  Gordon,  I  was  one  of  thole,  who  were  inftrumtntal  in 
procuring  this  part  of  the  province  to  be  treckd  into  a  feparate  county, 
and  have  contributed,  according  to  my  fAiiall  ability,  to  have  rule  r.nd 
order  cftahliftied  and  preferved  among  (I  us.  I  have  always  attended  the

"  In  tranfading  of  public  affairs  (as  in  thofe, 
which  are  private)  a  diverfity  of  fehtime'nt*  may 
have  appeared,  fometimes  among  ourfelves,  fome- 
times  perhaps  with  our  Proprietaries  j  and  yet,  as 

our 


country,  in  feme  other  ftation,  required  my  abfence ;  and  it  has  been  my 
lot  repeatedly  to  give  the  charge  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
from  this  place. 

"  I  am  now  an  old  man  ;  too  old,  if  both  opportunity  and  inclination 
fhould  invite  (which  I  am  well  affured  never  will)  ever  to  take  the  bur-' 
den  upon  me  again;  and,  therefore,  am  willing  to  make  you  a  few  ob- 
fervations  on  power  and  government,  and  the  prefent  pofture  of  affairt 
here. 

"  I  fhall  pafs  over  the  original  of  the  Englifi  cohftitution ;  the  feveral 
fteps  and  gradations,  by  which  it  has  rofe  to  the  purity  and  perfection, 
it  is  at  this  day;  the  many  attempts,  which  have  been  made  to  invade  it, 
and  the  blood  and  treafure,  which  have  been  fpent,  in  defence  of  that 
conftitution,  and  thofe  liberties,  which  render  the  Englijh  nation  fo  fa- 
mous throughout  the  world. 

"  And,  firft,  I  obferve  to  yon,  gentlemen  of  the  Grand  Jury,  that  the 
privilege  of  trials,  by  juries^  is  counted  older  than  the  Englifi  govern- 
ment, and  was  not  unknown  to  the  ancient  Britons :  juries  are  looked 
upon  as  an  effential  felicity  to  Englijb  fubjects;  and  are  put  iu  the  firft 
rank  among  EngHJb  liberties:  the  reafon  given  is  this;  bccaufe  no  man's 
life  fhall  be  touched,  for  any  crime  (out  of  parliament)  unlefs  he  be 
thought  guilty  by  two  feveral  juries  ;  and  thcfe  juries,  being  fubftantial 
men,  taken,  from  time  to  time,  out  of  the  neighbourhood  of  the  per/on 
accufed,  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  be  biafed  ;  whereas,  it  is  obfervable,  that 
Judges  are  made  by  prerogative ;  and  many  have  been  preferred  by  cor- 
rupt miniflers  of  ilate ;  and  may  be  fo  again  ;  and  fuch  advanced  ;*s  will 
fcrve  a  prefent  turn,  rather  than  thofe  of  more  integrity,  and  flrill,  in  the 

hivs, 

"   Junes 
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our  different  fentiments  have  been  the  refult  of   1741. 
honeft  minds,  whofe  determinations  (though  pof-  ^^^^ 
fibly  miflaken)  were  intended  for  the  public  good, 
it  ought  not,  nor  hath,  erafed  thofe  ties  of  grati- 
tude, which  we  defire  may  ever  remain  between 
the  defendants  of  our  late  worthy  Proprietary, 
and  the  freemen  of  this  province. 

"  The  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  colony, 
and  that  of  our  Proprietary  family,  feem  to  us 
mutually  to  depend  on  each  other,  and  therefore, 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  that  we  are  fo  defirous 
of  their  refidence  among  us :  it  being  reafonable 
to  think,  we  are  mod  fecure  from  any  attempts 
on  our  liberties,  when  the  adminiftration  of  go- 
vernment, and  the  management  of  the  public  af- 
fairs of  the  province,  are  under  the  immediate  in- 
fpection  of  thofe,  whofe  intereil  it  is  to  prefer ve 
cur  conftitution  from  any  encroachments. 

"  Thefe 

"  Juries  are  of  two  kinds,  and  are  commonly  diflinguifhed  by  Grand 
and  Petit  Juries ;  the  former,  which  you  are,  have  larger  power  than 
the  other,  as  very  plainly  appears  by  the  qualification,  which  you  have 
taken.  Your  power  extends  to  all  offences  within  the  county  ;  and  your 
office  is  principally  concerned  in  two  things,  prcfeni^snts  and  indi&mcntt,j 
the  difference  of  which  is  this,  the  firil  is,  when  you,  of  your  own 
knowledge,  or  enquiry,  take  notice  of  fomc  offence,  crime,  or  nuifanec, 
to  the  injury  of  the  public,  which  you  think  ought  to  be  punifhed,  or 
removed,  and  give  notice  to  the  court,  in  writing  briefly,  of  the  nature 
of  the  thing,  and  the  perfon's  name  and  place  :  this  is  called  a  pnfentmen:, 
and  differs  from  an  indiclment,  in  thefe  two  refpecls ;  firft,  in  that  it  is 
not  drawn  up  in  form  :  tvhereas  indicl/nenis  are  generally  drawn  up  and 
prefented  to  you,  by  the  Attorney  General  and  the  witneffes  qualified  to 
attend  you ;  and  when  you  have  examined  them,  you  either  indorfe,  that 
it  is  a  true  bill ;  or,  that  it  does  not  appear,  to  you,  fufficient  grounds 
for  the  accufation,  that  the  perfon's  life,  eflate,  or  reputation,  mould  be 
brought  in  quefcion  ;  all  which  is  understood,  by  indorfitig  the  word  igno- 
ramus. From  hence  it  appears  that  you  are -.appointed,  as  well  to  be 
guardians  of  the  lives,  liberties,  eftates,  and  even,  reputations  of  the 
innocent,  as  to  be  a  means  of  bringing  offenders  to  juflice.  And,  as 
you  are  endued  with  a  fufficient  portion  of  underftanding,  to  know  what 
offences  are  reprefentablc  by  you,  I  fhall  not  enumerate  them ;  having-  al- 
ready faid,  they  are  generally  under  your  notice  ;  but  fhall  rather  recom- 
mend to  yea,  and  your  fucceffors,  a  fteady  care,  both  for  the  fecurity  of 
the  innocent  (for  by  you  malicious  profecutions  may  be  cropped  in  bud) 
and  for  bringing  offenders  to  the  juftice  cf  the  law ;  that  by  their  public 
fhame  and  fuffering,  they  and  olLers  may  be  Jeterred  from  the  like  cf- 
fences,  for  the  future. 

«  The 
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1741.  "  Thefe  confiderations,  as  we  are  informed  the 
*~^~^  Proprietary  is  determined  to  leave  us,  afford  not 
the  moft  pleafmg  reflections ;  but,  as  we  prefume, 
the  affairs  of  the  family  render  it  neceffary,  and 
are  in  hopes,  that  either  he  himfelf,  or  fome  other 
of  our  Proprietaries,  will,  in  a  little  time,  return, 
it  behoves  us  to  acquiefce  under  it.  Whatever 
little  differences  in  opinion  may  have  happened, 
\ve  hope  the  Proprietaries  will  believe  the  freemen 
of  this  province  retain  that  regard,  which  is  due 
to  them ;  and  would  be  glad  of  any  proper  opportu- 
nity of  demonstrating  it :  and  fuch  is  our  confi- 
dence in  the  Proprietary  family,  that,  if  any  at- 
tempt {hail  be  made  to  the  prejudice  of  thofe 
rights  (which  under  our  gracious  king,  we  now 
happily  enjoy)  they  will  to  the  utmoft  of  their 
power,  oppofe  it,  and  thereby  lay  us  under  like 
obligations  for  the  continuance  of  thofe  privileges, 
which  we  readily  own  are  due  to  their  worthy  an- 
terior, for  bellowing  them. 

"  As 

"  The  office  of  a  civil  Magiftrate,  or  Jufticc  cf  the  Peace,  is  an  office 
of  high  trufb,  and  ought  to  be  executed  with  great  care,  circumfpection, 
and  good  confcience.  Magiftrates  may  be  looked  upon  as  Miniiters  un- 
der Cod,  invefted  with  fome  branches  of  power,  for  the  public  benefit, 
•viz.  To  be  a  terror  and  fcourge  to  evil  doers,  and  a  praife  to  them  who 
do  ivell ;  and  while  they  lead  lives  exemplary  of  this,  and  in  their  public 
a&ions,  have  this  principally  in  view,  diflributing  juftice  impartially, 
with  clean  hands  and  pure  hearts,  their  poft  is  truly  honourable,  and 
they  are  highly  worthy  of  regard.  But  if  they  unhappily  deviate  from 
this  rule,  if  they  are  found  in  the  practice  of  thofe  crimes,  which  they 
ought  to  punifh  and  fupprefs,  if  they  pervert  juftice  for  bribes,  and  op* 
prefs  the  poor  and  innocent,  they,  therefore  render  themfelves  highly 
unworthy  of  an  office  of  fo  great  a  trail. 

"  I  was  always  a  friend  to  power,  well  knowing  that  good  and  whole- 
fome  laws,  duly  executed,  are  fo  far  from  being  a  rtftraint  upon  true 
liberty,  that  they  are  only  as  regulating  fprings  to  the  paflions,  and  pro- 
ductive of  it ;  and  our  worthy  Founder,  and  firft  Proprietor  tells  us, 
"  That  he  cempofed  bit  frame  of  government  ivitlj  a  i>ieiv  to  fapport poivcr  in 
reverence  tv'itb  the  people,  and  to  fccnre  tbc  people  from  the  abufe  of  poiver  : 
and  thefe  two  are  generally  obfcrved  to  attend  each  other,  as  caufes  and 
their  efle&s.  And  a  noted  profeilor  of  the  law,  in  this  province,  fome 
years  ago,  when  he  efpoufed  the  caufe  of  liberty,  and  loaded  with  age 
and  infirmities,  took  a  long  journey  in  defence  of  it,  has  thefe  words  on 
power  :  "  It  may  jujlly  be  compared  to  a  great  river,  ivhich,  ivhile  kepi  within 
due  bounds,  is  both  beautiful  and  nfrftil ;  b^t  ti'Lcn  it  oi>erf.oivs  its  batiks,  it  is 
then  too  impetuous  to  hejkmmtd;  it  bears  dmvn  all  Lcfort  it,  and  brings  ihjlruc- 
iivn  and defolnt'ion  ic/ji-re  it  comes."

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"  As  the  welfare  of  this  province  hath  fo  near  1 74 1 . 
a  dependance  on  that  of  our  Proprietary  family, 
our  mtereft  and  duty  enjoin  our  particular  concern 
for  them ;  give  us  leave,  therefore,  on  this  occa- 
fion,  to  exprefs  our  hearty  denres  for  thy  profper- 
ous  voyage,  and  fafe  return  among  us." 

To  this  addrefs  the  Proprietary  anfwered,  as 
follows : 

"  Gentlemen, 

"  I  thank  you  for  the  regard  fhewn  to  my  fa- 
mily,  in  this  addrefs,  and  for  your  good  wiflies 
for  my  profperous  voyage.

;  As  I  am  very  lure  both  my  brothers  and 
myfelf  have  the  true  intereft  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  province  very  much,  at  heart,  you  may  reft 
allured,  we  will  oppofe  any  attempts  that  may  be 
made  on  their  juft  rights,  which  we  think  it  is  our 
indifpenfible  duty  to  fupport.

"  If,  then,  thefe  are  the  ill  effects  of  lavrlefs  power,  every  wife  man 
ought  -to  be  on  his  guard,  to  prevent  them,  by  keeping  up  the  banks  of 
liberty,  and  common  right,  the  only  bulwark  againfl  it. 

"  It  was  in  defence  and  fupport  of  this  great  bulwark,  againfl:  the  at- 
tempts of  power,  under  a  pretence  of  ferving  his  majefty,  but  done  ia 
fuch  a  manner  as,  I  apprehend,  cannot  be  fuppofed  was  ever  intended, 
or  expected,  by  our  moft  gracious  fovereign  ;  whofe  diftinguifhing  cha- 
racter is,  to  protect  and  not  to  opprefs;  and  whatever  burden  the  ne- 
ceffity  of  the  times  requires  to  be  laid  on  the  fubjects  under  his  immedi- 
ate and  juft  admin iftration,  is  laid  equally  and  impartially;  I  fay,  it  was  to 
the  oppofition,  given  by  the  Houfe  of  Refrefintatrves,  to  the  manner,  in 
which  thefe  attempts  were  made,  and  the  juft  concern  and  diflike  (hew- 
ed thereto,  that  we  may  impute  the  late  changes,  made  in  the  commif- 
fions  of  the  peace,  throughout  the  province,  whatever  other  pretences 
they  may  be  gloffed  with. 

"  For  this  caufe,  my  friends  and  country-men,  for  the  caufe  of  En- 
glifi  liberty,  for  flandhie:  in  the  civil  defence  of  right  and  property,  are 
we  difmiffed ;  and  I  rejoice,  and  am  heartily  glad,  that  I  have  been  one 
of  thofe,  who  are  thought  worthy  of  dilpleafure. 

"  And  now,  to  conclude,  I  take  my  leav-?j  in  the  words  of  a  Judge 
in  Jfi-ael,  "  Hsre  I  am,  tuitnefs  againjl  ;;.-,-  ;  ivlom  bavs  I  defrauded', 
whom  have  I  oppre/td ;  or,  of  ivbofe  hands  Lcve  I  received  any  bribe >  to 
blind  my  eyes  tLertiuith  ?  And  I  tvill  rejlore  /'/." 

"  May  the  Prince  of  Peace,  who  is  the  King  of  kings,  protect  the 
people  of  this  province,  from  domeftic  foes  and  ibreigoT  enemies !  is  my 
hearty  defire ;  and  fo  I  bid  you  all  farewell."

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1741.  "  The  affairs  of  my  family  now  call  me  to  En- 
v— ^•"^  gland ;  and  I  cannot,  at  our  parting,  better  evi- 
dence my  regard  for  you,  than  to  recommend  it 
to  you  to  aft,  in  your  ftation,  as  good  fubjecls  to 
the  king,  really  fenfible  of  the  benefits,  you  en- 
joy, under  his  mild  and  equal  adminiftration  ;  and 
that  you  will  take  fuch  meafures  for  the  defence 
of  this  province,  as  the  prefent  poflure  of  affairs 
abroad  require,  in  which  you  will  have  all  the  af- 
fiftance  from  the  Governor,  that  can  be  expecled 
from  a  gentleman  in  his  flation,  who  has  no  view, 
but  the  king's  honour,  arid  the  fecurity  of  your 
conftitution.

Thomas  Thomas  Penn,  after  this,  on  the  death  of  his 
cMnes^the  Drotner  John,  in  1 746,  became  the  principal  Pro- 
chief  Pro-  prietor,  and  pofierTed  of  three  fourths  of  the  pro- 
prietor, &c.  v]nce>  HQ  lived  the  longeft  of  the  three  brothers  -%

Refpecting  this  fame  John  Wright,  it  may  be  further  obferved,  in  this 
place,  that  he  died  about  the  year  1751,  in  Lancafter  county,  where  he 
had  lived,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age. 

It  is  recorded  of  him,  "  That  he  was  born  in  the  year  1667,  in  Lan- 
eajkire,  in  England,  of  religious  and  reputable  parents ;  who  were  among 
the  early  profeffors  of  the  doclrines  held  by  the  people  called  Quakers •, 
and  lived  and  died  highly  efteemed  members  of  that  community.  He 
was  educated  with  a  view  to  the  practice  of  phyfic ;  but  he  declined  pur- 
fuing  it;  and  entered  into  trade,  till  the  year  1714;  when  he  removed 
with  his  family,  into  Pennfyfoania,  well  recommended  by  certificate, 
from  his  friends,  the  Bakers,  in  that  part  of  England,  both  as  to  his 
moral  character,  and  as  a  preacher,  in  the  fociety  ;  with  whom  they  had, 
for  many  years,  lived  in  ftricl  amity. 

"  Soon  after  his  fettlement  in  the  province,  his  principles  and  conduct 
recommended  him  to  the  notice  of  the  public  :  he  was  a  Reprefentative 
to  the  General  Affembly,  for  Chejler  county,  and  many  year*  one  for 
Lancajler  county.  In  his  ftation  as  a  Judge,  for  the  laft  county,  he  was 
noted  for  a  prompt,  honelt  plairinefs,  and  candour,  and  an  inflexible  in- 
tegrity ;  one  inftan«e  of  which  appears  in  the  caufe  and  manner  of  hiff 
difmiffion  from  that  office,  in  1741,  as  above  mentioned. 

"  He  continued  to  attend  the  Affemblies,  till  broken  health,  and  an 
advanced  age,  rendered  fuch  attendance  difficult,  and  fometimes  impracti- 
cable ;  although  the  people  among  whom  he  lived,  from  a  long  experi- 
ence of  his  fervices,  and  regard  to  him,  would  not  be  prevailed  on  by 
himfelf,  or  his  family,  to  name  another  in  his  fkad,  for  that  flation ; 
but  continued  to  return  his  name  till  he  died. 

«  Through 
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but  he  appears  never  to  have  been  very  popular,  1742. 
in  the  province  :  he  is  faid,  in  general,  to  have  v—  ^^—  ' 
conducted  himfelf  rather  too  much  referved  to- 
wards the  people,  and  too  nearly  attached  to  cer- 
tain views,  for  his  private  intereft,  in  reference  to 
the  province  ;  which  are  things  oppofite  to  popu- 
larity. Befides,  the  imprudence  of  fome  perfons  in 
the  province,  in  order  to  mew  their  diflike  at  fome 
part  of  his  conduct,  which  did  not  pleafe  them, 
tended  to  create  and  increafe  a  fimilar  difpofition, 
where  the  contrary  ought  the  more  to  have  been 
cultivated  and  cherifhed  ;  but,  in  general,  he  was 
a  perfon  of  a  worthy  character,  and  of  moderate 
principles. 

In  the  fifth  year  of  Governor  Thomas's  admini-  A  riotous 
ftration,  in  October,  1742,  at  the  aruiual  election,  &^aon' 
for  the  Members  of  AfTembly,  in  Philadelphia, 
happened  fuch  an  inflance  of  the  unwarrantable 
effect  of  party  fpirit,    as,  at  that  time,  made  a 
lading  impreffion  on  the  minds  of  many  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  greatefl  bleilings,  when  perverted  to  wrong  Bicffings 
purpofes  become  the  greatefl  curfes  to  mankind  ;  mav  be 
and  the  very  fources  of  happinefs  and  profperity, 
by  miflake  and  abufe,  are  changed  into  the  caufes  &c- 

of 

"  Through  every  ftation  in  life,  his  good  will  to  mankind,  his  love 
of  peace  and  good  order,  and  his  endeavours  to  give  them  a  permanent 
footing,  in  his  neighbourhood,  and  in  the  country,  in  general,  were 
known  to  be  his  delight  and  ftudy  :  his  fenfe  of  religion,  and  the  tefli- 
mony  he  bore  to  it,  were  free  from  intemperate  zeal,  yet  earned,  and 
attended  with  life  and  fpirit,  influenced  by  the  love  of  God,  and  bene- 
volence to  his  whole  creation  ;  fuch  he  continued,  with  his  underftanding 
clear,  his  mind  calm,  chearful  and  refigned,  to  the  advanced  period  of 
old  age,  when  he  expired  without  a  groan." 

On  the  1  9th  of  Oclober,    1742,  died   Robert    Jordan   of  Philadelphia;  Death 
a  perfon  of  note,  and  an  eminent  preacher,   among   the  Quakers  ;   in  memor;a[ 
which  fervice  he  had  travelled  much  in  divers  countries  :   accounts  fay  of  o£  ROU 
him,  that  he  was  juilly  efteemed  arid  beloved,  not  only  by  thofe  of  his  Tor(jan 
own  religious  fociety,  but  alfo  by  others,  both   of  high  and  low  rank, 
who  had  the  pleafiire  of  his  acquaintance  :   that  he  was  generous  in  his 
fentiments,  free  and  communicative,  yet  very  circumfpecl:,  in  his   con- 
verfation  and  behaviour  ;  and  carried  with  him  through  life,  the  e 
cinra&eriftics  of  a  good  man,  and  a  miniftor  of  Chriil.

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1742.  of  infelicity,  and  the  mofl  pernicious  evils;  even, 
^^^  liberty  itfeif,  than  which  nothing  is  more  defirable, 
when  carried  beyond  a  certain  point,  degenerates 
into  licentioufnefs ;  and,  from  its  effects,  pro- 
ducing the  word  kind  of  tyranny,  is,  of  all  evils, 
frequently  rendered  the  mod  dedruclive  to  the 
human  race ;  for,  as  one  bead  of  prey  devours 
another,  fo  men,  whatever  refined  notions  they 
may  other  wife  poflefs,  or  pretend  to,  when  re- 
flrained  neither  by  law  nor  confcience,  are  more 
pernicious,  and  that  often  to  their  own  fpecies, 
than  the  word  of  favages,  or,  even,  the  mod  ra- 
venous of  the  brutal  kind  !  It  is  thus  that  men 
originally,  by  their  own  actions  and  depravity, 
lofe  that  true  liberty,  to  which  they  would  other- 
wife  be  entitled  ;  and  the  human  fpecies  is  thereby 
brought  into  vaffalage  to  their  own  folly.  Too 
great  liberty  is  the  caufe  of  too  great  reftraint  up- 
on it ;  and  every  extreme  is  the  fource  of  the  con- 
trary ;  may  this  never  be  the  cafe  of  Penn/yfoa- 


Liberty,  which  had  long  been  confpicuous  in  the 
it  province,  and  of  which  the  early  inhabitants  had, 
kinds  of  in  general,  fo  long  mewed  themfelves  worthy,  by 
Pamfyiva-  not  making  an  improper  ufe  of  it,  had  drawn 
nia,  &c.  great  numbers  of  various  forts  of  people  into  the 
country ;  many  of  whom  were  perfons  of  very 
different  principles  and  manners  from  thofe  of  the 
generality  of  the  more  early  fettlers,  and  many  of 
their  fucceflbrs  and  defendants.  Hence,  in  fuc- 
ceeding  years,  certain  fymptoms  of  an  approach- 
ing change,  in  this  valuable  blefling,  began  to  grow 
more  and  more  confpicuous,  through  the  forma- 
tion and  increafe  of  party,  among  many  of  the 
later  inhabitants,  joined  and  inftigated  by  divers 
others ;  and,  in  their  elections  for  Members  of 
Atfembly,  to  foment  the  fpirit  of  oppofition  againfl 
the  old  interefti  and  the  defenders  of  the  eftablifh- 
ed  conftitution  of  the  province,  and  the  defcend- 

ants 
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ants  of  the  early  fettlers,    who  were  principally    1742. 
concerned  for  its  prefervation,  being  chiefly  £>ua-  ^-^^-x 
kers,    to  a  higher  degree,    than  had  ever  been 
known  before. 

The  mofl  remarkable  and  unwarrantable  in-  Account  of 
fiance  of  this  nature,  that  I  find  on  record,  in 
this  province,  was  this,  which  I  have  mentioned, 
in  the  year  1742  ;  when  a  large  number  of  failors, 
from  the  mipping  in  the  river  Delaware,  during 
the  time  of  election  (not  being  any  way  interefled, 
or,  of  right,  concerned  therein)  armed  with  clubs, 
fuddenly  and  unexpectedly  appeared,  in  a  tumul- 
tuous manner,  and  formed  a  riot,  at  the  place  of 
election,  knocking  down  a  great  number  of  the 
people,  both  Magiftrates,  Conflables  and  others, 
worthy  and  reputable  inhabitants,  who  oppofed 
them  ;  and,  by  violence  having  cleared  the  ground, 
feveral  of  the  people  were  carried  off,  as  dead ! 

This  was  repeatedly  done,  upon  the  return  of 
the  electors ;  till,  at  !a(t,  many  of  the  inhabitants, 
being  enraged,  took  meafures  to  force  them  into 
their  mips,  and  near  fifty  of  them  into  prifon ; 
but  they  were  foon  difcharged :  for  it  afterwards 
appeared,  that  they  had  been  privately  employed,  jl>a|'arr.ty&c 
in  this  work,  by  fome  party  leaders  ;  it  being  then 
in  time  of  war,  when  confequently  party  fpirit, 
which  is  fo  nearly  allied  to  it,  and,  in  the  ex- 
treme, ends  in  the  fame,  was  encouraged  to  make 
greater  efforts,  to  diflract  the  public  proceedings, 
and  under  this  Governor's  adminiflration,  by  more 
ways  than  one,  to  divert  ihe  eilabliihed  form  of 
the  conflitution,  from  its  peaceable  order  and  courfe, 
into  that  of  its  oppofite  nature ;  in  which  an  in- 
creafmg  party  here,  fince  that  time,  though  gene- 
rally under  the  mod  fpecious  and  plaulible  pre- 
tences, have  ever  appeared  to  take  delight :  for 
change  is  grateful  to  the  human  race  ;  and,  proba- 
bly, no  government  of  mankind  is,  at  all  times, 

entirely 
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1743.  entirely  free  from  factious  fpirits ;  and  a  large 
<— — ^  number  will  always  be  found,  efpecially  where 
much  liberty  abounds,  which  is  only  proper  for 
the  wife  and  good,  whofe  intereft,  as  well  as  plea- 
fure,  it  will  ever  be  to  favour  r evolutional  confe- 
quences. 

of  GO-  During  Governor  fbomas's  adminiflration,  the 

vemor  ^     Indian  affairs,  feem  moflly  to  have  been  well  ma- 
adjSnSA-  naged,  and  harmony  continued  with  that  people ;

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In  confequence  of  Governor  Thomas's  refigna-    1748, 
tion,  the  adminiftration,    as  ufual,   devolved  on  N-^>r^* 
the  Council,  Anthony  Palmer  being  Prefidcnt,  till 
November,  1748  ;  when  James  Hamilton,  of  Pen n- 
fyivanla^  arrived  Governor  from  England ;  a  gen- 
tleman of  confiderable  fortune  in  the  province,  in  1743. 
and  well  efteemed  by  the  people :  he  was  the  fon 
of  Andrew  Hamilton^  before  mentioned  as  a  law- 
yer of  note,  in  Philadelphia ;  and  who  likewife 
had  held  feveral  eminent  public  offices,  in  the  go- 
vernment, with  reputation. 

Governor  Ha?nilton  continued  till  his  refignation  Governor 
in  Oclober,   1754;  when  he  was  fucceeded,  in  * 
the  government,  by  Robert  Hunter  Morris  of  New 
Jerjey,  fon  of  Lewis  Morris  who  had  been  Go- 
vernor of  that  province.

Note.  In  May,  1750,  died  at  Burlington,  in  Wejl  jerfey,  of  an  apo-  Death  and 
plectic  fit,   John  Kinfey  of  Philadelphia.     He  was  an  eminent  lawyer;  memorial  of 
and,  during  the  laft  feven  years  of  his  life,  Chief  Juftice  of  Pcnnfylva-  John  Kin- 
n'm  \  which  ftation  he  held  with  an  unblemished  integrity;  and  with  lo  fey,  &c. 
ni'jch  reputation,  that,  even,  the  chief  part  of  the  lower  courts  followed 
him   there.     He  had  been  many  years  a  Member  and  Speaker  of  the 
Affembly  of  New  Jerfiy ;  where  he  diftinguifhed  himfelf  with  fo  much 
Zeal  and  true  patriotism,  as  greatly  endeared  him  to  the  people  of  that 
province.   On  his  removal  to  Philadelphia,  in  1730,  he  was  foon  chofen  into 
the  Affembly  there ;  of  which  he  was  Speaker  during  the  laft  ten  years 
of  his  life  fucceffively ;  except  a  month,  or  two,  when  he,  being  on  an 
embaffy  to  an  Indian  treaty,  held  at  Albany,  "John  Wright,  before  men- 
tioned, officiated  in  his  ftead. 

He  had  very  much  practice  and  fuccefs  in  the  law,  and  was,  for  feme 
time,  Attorney  General,  his  long  experience  and  great  ability,  in  the  ma- 
nagement of  public  affairs,  his  fkill  in  the  laws,  and  readtrie.lt,  for  com- 
municating his  knowledge  therein,  often  without  fee  or  r..\v::rd,  and  his 
tendernefs  to  his  friends,  the  people  called  Balers,  by  whom  he  was 
tiefcrvedly  efteemed  a  valuable  member,  in  their  religious  fcciety,  with 
the  exercife  of  many  civil  and  focial  virtues,  are  faid  to  have  rendered 
his  life  v?ry  ufcful  and  valuable,  aud  his  death  much  lamented,  a»  a 
great  aud  univerlal  lofs  to  thefe  provinces. 

Ifrad  Pemberton,  of  Philadelphia,  died  on  the  I9fh  of  JV.nuary,   1754,  Ifracl  Peffl- 
in  the  6gth  year  of  his  age.     lie  was  the  fon  of  Phineas  Pewit, -tin,  one  berton. 
of  the  ilrft,  or  very  early,  fettlers  of  Pt:r;!:j\!->jn:j,  and  many  years  an 
honourable  Member  of  the  provincial  Council,  ui  \\\-  early  time  of  the 
province.

of  him  fay,  that  he  was  a  man  of  a  calm,  even  and  chearful  difpofition 
of  mind;  which,  being  improved  "by  an  early  acquaintance  with  the 
principles  of  the  religion  which  he  profeffed,  rendered  his  whole  life  an 
inftruclive  example  of  the  Cbrijlian  virtues :  that  he  was  much  beloved 
and  efteemed  by  his  friends  the  Bakers,  for  his  many  and  long  continued 
good  fer vices,  in  that  fociety,  and  univerfally  refpecled  by  all  oth*rs  of 
his  acquaintance,  for  his  fteady  conduct,  manly  behaviour,  open  finceri- 
ty,  and  quiet,  inoffenfive  life  and  ccnverfation,  preferring  a  compliance 
with  his  known  Chrijlian  duty  before  ail  other  confiderations ;  that  he 
was  generous,  charitable  and  humane ;  and  among  the  firft  in  moil  pub- 
lic contributions,  and  acts  of  real  beneficence. 

Michael  Michael  Lightfoot  of  Philadelphia,  died  in  December,  1754.     He  came 

Li^htfoot.  from  Ireland,  and  fettled  in  Neiv  Garden,  Chejler  county,  ill  Pcnnfylva- 
nia,  about  the  year  1712.  He  was  an  eminent  preacher  among  the 
Quakers ;  and  travelled  much  in  that  capacity,  in  divers  countries,  both 
in  Europe  and  America ;  being  highly  efteemed  by  thofe  of  his  own  re- 
ligious fociety,  as  a  bright  and  exemplary  goipel  minifter,  and  of  great 
fervice  in  that  vocation  :  in  general,  he  is  faid  to  have  been  a  man  of  an 
amiable  and  unblemifhed  character.  After  he  removed  to  Philadelphia, 
during  the  laft  eleven  years  of  hi*  life,  he  held  the  office  of  provincial 
Treafurer  for  Pennfylvania ;  which  he  difcharged  with  much  honour  and 
integrity. 

John  Smith  John  Smith  of  Burlington,  in  Netu  Jerfey,  fon  of  Richard  Smith,  for- 
merly of  the  fame  place,  aud  brother  of  Samuel  Smith,  author  of  the 
hiflory  of  that  province,  (of  a  family  originally  from  TCorkJnre,  in  En- 
gland} died  on  the  26th  day  of  the  third  month,  1771,  in  the  4pth  year 
of  his  age.  As  he  was  a  perfon  of  an  amiable  character,  goed  example, 
and  public  utility,  not  only  in  the  province  of  New  J<->f<y,  but  alfo  in 
that  of  Pefinfylvania,  it  may,  therefore,  not  be  improper,  in  this  place, 
to  mention  refpecUng  him  ;  that,  being  brought  up  to  mercantile  affairs, 
he  lived  feveral  years  in  Philadelphia  as  a  merchant,  huving  married  Han- 
nah, the  daughter  of  James  kovan,  Efquire,  a  woman  of  good  and  ami- 
able qualities;  by  whom  he  had  feveral  children.  After  her  death,  in 
the  year  1762,  he  retired  to  Burlington,  the  place  of  his  birth;  having 
been  a  very  ofeful  and  valuable  member  of  fociety,  and  ferved  feveral 
years  in  the  provincial  Alfcmbly  of  Pfm'fylvania,  with  good  ability,  re- 
putation and  integrity ;  befides,  "being  much  engaged  in  the  affairs  of  his 
own  religious  community  of  the  people  called  ^ualers,  in  Philadelphia  ; 
by  whom  he  was  highly  efteemed  and  beloved,  for  his  gcodfenfe,  liberal 
and  generous  fentiments,  agreeable  and  inftructive  conversation,  his  ex- 
tenfive  abilities,  and  generally  beneficent  Lit,  ;^d  kind  fervices;  which 
were  fo  very  confiderable,  as  to  leave  hfting  impi'efkons,  on  the  minds 
of  his  friends  and  acquaintances,  in  that  city,  and  to  render  his  memory 
dear  to  many. 

After  his  removal  to  Burlirgton,  he  was  appointed,  by  mandamus  from 
the  king,  one  of  the  Council  for  New  Jerfey ;  in  which  office  he  conti- 
nued to  be  ufeful  to  the  public ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  particularly  fer-

viccable  in  his  own  religious  fociety,  till  the  time  of  his  ficknefs  and 
death. 

He  was  endowed  with  great  conciliating  abilities ;  and  the  preferva- 
tion  of  peace  and  concord,  among  mankind,  was  much  the  fubjedl  of 
his  attention  and  delight. 

He  was  engaging,  open,  friendly  and  undeiigning,  in  his  addrefs  and 
behaviour ;  of  a  chearful  and  benevolent  difpofition  of  mind ;  well  Ikilled 
in  the  laws  of  his  country ;  and  very  ready,  generous  and  ferviceablc, 
in  giving  his  advice  and  affiftance. 

In  his  religious  character,  he  exhibited  an  excellent  example  of  true 
practical  Cbrijlianity,  free  from  all  affe&ation  and  narrow  nefs  of  mind. 
He  was,  in  feveral  relations,  one  of  the  beft  of  neighbours  and  of  men. 

He  had  a  turn  to  literature,  and  though  he  was  not  favoured  with 
much  of  a  learned  education,  yet,  as  he  was  a  perfon  of  good  natural 
parts,  much  reading,  and  converfed  with  all  ranks  of  men,  in  his  own 
country,  he  writ  feveral  pieces,  to  good  advantage,  on  different,  but 
generally  the  mod  imerefting  fubjecl:s,  of  a  religious,  moral  and  civil 
Aaturc ;  forae  of  which  have  b-scn  publifhcd  for  general  benefit. 
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CONCLUSION. 

THUS  far  appears  the  manner  of  the  rife,  colo- 
nization, increafe  and  happy  efhtblifhmeric  of  the 
flourifhing  province  of  Pcnnjyhania  ;  which,  by 
means  of  the  very  remarkable  induftry,  honefty, 
moderation,  and  good  policy  of  the  firft  and  early 
colonifls  and  their  fucceflbrs,  from  a  wildernefs, 
became  as  a  fruitful  field,  and  a  very  valuable 
and  important  addition  to  the  Britifh  intereft  in 
America,  without  any  expence  to  the  parent 
country.* 

The  enjoyment  of  that  rational  freedom  of 
thinking,  and  religious  worfhip,  with  a  juft  and 
equal  participation  of  natural  and  civil  rights, 
which,  in  the  populoufnefs,  and  general  polity  of 
Europe,  feemed  to  be  either  too  much  loft,  or? 
at  lead,  too  partially  diitributed,  wTas  the  compact 
of  fettlement ;  and  the  refloration  and  fruition  of 
that  peace  and  tranquillity,  which  the  wickednefs 
and  folly  of  the  human  race  had  fo  much  banim- 
ed  from  the  world,  by  the  more  effectual  encou- 
ragement and  promotion  of  primitive  truth  and 
fimplicity,  in  the  actions  and  manners  of  men, 
in  a  way,  that  feemed  bell  to  thofe  concerned, 
and  fo  far  as  the  itate  of  human  nature  wrould  ad- 
mit, were  the  chief  views  and  motives  to  the  un- 
dertaking. 

That  thefe  were  the  real  principles,  upon  which 
the  conititution  and  government  of  Pennfylvania 
were  primarily  founded,  it  is  fufficiently  known 
and  manifefl,  from  the  bed  documents,  and  con- 
firmed by  a  feries  of  moil  certain  facts,  as  given, 
though  defectively,  in  the  preceding  hiftory,  and

its  great  and  rapid  increafe,  its  happy  and  flou- 
riming  condition  fince,  down  to  the  prefent  time, 
have  been  principally  owing  to  the  influence  of 
thefe  fame  principles,  in  degree  dill  prevail;:

which,  we  are  told  formerly  produced  the  golden 
age,  and  fo  far  actually  realizing  ancient  fable, 
that  to  its  inhabitants,  perhaps,  before  any  other 
people,  on  the  furface  of  the  globe,  might  parti- 
cularly, and  with  great  propriety,  have  been  ap^ 
plied  the  exclamation  of  the  poet  Virgil, 

"  Felices  illinium  fua  ft  bona  normt,  Ag; . 

as  well  as  that  of  Milton,  refpecting  the  (late  of 
the  fird  parents  of  mankind, 

"  and,  O  !  yet  happieft,  if  ye  feek 

No  happier  (late,  and  know  to  know  no  more." 

But  all  things  have  their  time ;  and  both  king- 
doms and  empires,  as  well  as  final ler  dates,  and 
particular  perfons,  mud  die  ;  "  fails  ac  ab  engine 
pendet ;"  yet  folly  often  fhortens  their  duration, 
as  wifdom  and  virtue  prolong  their  more  happy 
exidence  :  and  we  may  plainly  ice  men  frequently 
and  greedily  embrace  the  former,  for  the  latter, 
and  with  great  zeal  and  confidence  often  purfue 
their  own  mifery,  under  a  drong  perfmhon  of 
the  contrary :  for,  as  the  human  body,  when  in 

its 
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its  moft  plethoric  ftate,  and  in  the  greateft  appear- 
ance of  health  and  vigour,  is  often  then  mod  in 
danger,  or  nearefl  a  iudden  change,  fo  the  late 
and  prefent  extraordinary  profperity,  the  increa- 
fmg,  rlouriihing  and  happy  ftate  of  this  country, 
at  prefent,  above  others,  may  probably  be  a  prog- 
noftic,  or  fign,  of  its  being  in  a  more  critical  fitu- 
ation  and  danger. 

For  fo  long  as  the  fatal  delufion,  which,  \ve 
are  told,  originally  rendered  mankind  unhappy,  ftill 
continues,  though  in  different  degrees,  and  various 
appearances,  to  except  entirely  from  its  baneful 
influence  no  part  of  the  human  race,  every  con- 
dition, in  this  world,  will  be  fubjecl  to  muta- 
bility ;  but  then  the  remedy  has  ever  been  equal 
to  the  difeafe ;  for  the  Creator  and  Supporter  of 
the  world,  whofe  peculiar  attribute  it  is,  to  pro- 
duce good  out  of  evil,  has  placed  within  the  power 
and  choice  of  mankind,  thofe  means  of  recovery 
from  all  evil,  which  are,  at  leaft,  adequate  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  it ;  and  fometimes  places 
fpecial  examples  before  the  eyes  of  the  human 
race,  like  this  of  Pennfylvama,  to  mew  them  the 
abfolute  poflibility  of  a  ftill  fuperior  blifs,  and 
more  exalted  felicity,  than  is  commonly  experi- 
enced in  the  world,  not  only  in  an  individual,  but 
alfo  in  a  collective,  or  national,  and  more  univerfal 
capacity.

PART   I. 

Tbefeafons  and  temperature  of  the  weather. — Na« 
ture  of  the  land  and  foil,  &c. — Face  of  the  coun* 
try  in  general ;  as  the  mountains,  rallies,  plains 
risers,  and  creeks, 


Seafons  and  JL  HAT  greater  degree  of  ficcity  in  the  tempe- 
rature of  the  air,  which  prevails  more  on  conti- 
nents, than  iflands,  or  fmaller  tracts  of  land,  fur,- 
rounded  by  water,  is  obfervable  in  Pennfyfoania. 
For  the  weather,  round  the  year,  is  much  dryer 
here,  than  in  Great  Britain,  notwithstanding  the 
more  violent  changes,  in  this  country,  when  they 
happen.  The  winters  are  longer  and  more  fevere ; . 
the  fummers  hotter  and  dryer ;  the  fprings  very 
ihort ;  the  autumn  long  and  mild ;  but  notwith- 
ftanding the  length  and  feverity  of  the  winters, 
they  are  generally  more  clear,  agreeable  and  heal- 
thy, than  in  England ;  but  the  fummers  lefs  fo, 
by  reafon  of  their  great  heat  and  fudden  changes  ; 
which  caufe  dyfenteries,  lingering  and  putrid  fe- 
vers, with  other  dangerous  diftempers,  in  the  latter 
part  of  fummer,  &c. 

Tempera-  The  temperature  of  the  air,  and  the  nature  of 
e  the  weather,  are  much  governed  by  the  particular 
and  variable  winds,  which  prevail  mod  in  the  dif- 
ferent feafons ;  fome  of  which  have  a  very  remarks 
able  and  fudden  influence  thereon,  efpecially  thofe 
in  winter ;  which,  during  that  part  of  the  year, 
blow  more  from  the  weft-northerly,  than  from 
any  other  quarter.  Thefe  winds  feldoni  fail  to 
produce  a  clear  fky,  and  a  remarkable  fharp  cold, 
even,  in  every  fccifon  of  the  year ;  as  thofe  from 

.  the 
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the  fouth-weflerly  are  diftinguifhed  for  producing 
hazinefs  and  warmth  or  heat  in  fummer.  But  the 
eaftern  winds  are  frequent,  and  as  much  obferved 
to  bring  on  hazinefs,  fogs,  or  clouds,  and  wet  or 
falling  weather,  as  the  former  are,  for  their  re- 
fpeclive  cold  and  heat,  with  their  peculiar  drynefs  ; 
and  they  are  obferved  in  later  years  to  be  more 
common  and  prevalent  than  formerly  reprefented 
to  have  been. 

Hence  that  temperature  of  the  feafons,  which  Extremes 
is  more  peculiar  to  the  infular,  than  to  the  conti-  goidfwith 
nental  parts  of  the  'world,  and  fo  remarkable  in  their  confc- 
Great  Britain,  is  not  experienced  here,  by  reafon 
of  the  heats  and  colds  being  more  intenfe,  and 
fudden,  often  occafioned  by  the  quick  and  uncer- 
tain fhifting  of  the  wind  ;  which  have  a  furprifing 
effect  on  vegetation,  and  even  on  animal  life  itfelf, 
both  to  accelerate,  and  fometimes  increafe  them, 
as  well  as  to  fhorten  their  duration :  for,  as  the 
vegetables  are  drawn  up  in  a  rapid  manner  (like 
plants  under  glaffes,  or  in  a  very  warm  expofure, 
in  colder  climates)  by  the  great  and  fudden  heats, 
in  the  beginning  of  fummer ;  whereby  the  very 
ground,  more  efpecially  that  which  is  higher  than 
the  reft,  and  moft  expofed  to  the  fun,  and  parch- 
ing dry  winds,  appears  frequently,  in  a  mcrt  time, 
to  be  exhaufted  of  its  virtue  and  goodnefs,  or 
deprived  of  that  frudlifying  quality,  which  nou- 
rifhes  plants  and  herbage :  fo  they  are  often  as 
fuddenly  cut  down  by  the  fucceeding  frofts,  or  de- 
flroyed  by  the  fevere  cold,  or  want  of  moifhire. 
And  notwithstanding  the  fpring  commences  at 
Philadelphia  near  a  month  later  than  about  London, 
yet  the  harveft  in  Pennfyhania  is  a  month  earlier 
than  in  England ;  which  renders  that  feafon  very 
fhort  in  the  former. 

Violent  gufls  of  thunder,  wind  and  rain,  are 
frequent  in  the  warm  feafons,  with  fudden  cold 

after 
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after  them,  and  a  north  weft  wind  ;  which  mbre 
often  are  confequent  upon  the  intenfe  heats.  The 
fnows  are  frequently  very  deep,  in  winter,  and 
the  frofls  fo  intenfe,  that  it  has  not  been  very  un- 
common for  the  large  river  Delaware,  even,  where 
it  is  near  a  mile  broad,  to  be  frozen  over  in  one 
night,  fo  as  to  bear  people  walking  upon  the  ice 
in  the  morning  ;  which  river  fometimes,  in  the 
winter  feafon,  for  feveral  weeks  together,  even, 
oppofite  to  Philadelphia,  is  as  much  frequented 
with  loaded  carnages  of  all  forts,  bringing  country 
produce  upon  the  ice  to  the  city,  as  any  part  of 
terra  Jirma.*

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gree  of  heat,  as  predominates  here  in  fummer,  is 
not  fo  well  able  to  bear  thefe  great  changes,  as  it 
would  otherwife  be ;  for  Itrangers,  who  remove 
hither  from  colder,  or  more  northern  latitudes,  are 
obferved  generally  to  bear  them  better,  at  firit, 
than  the  natives  of  the  country,  or  fuch  as  have 
lived  long  in  it ;  and  the  lives  of  both  animals 
and  vegetables,  as  they  moftly  arrive  fooner  at 
maturity,  are  generally  of  fhorter  duration,  than 
in  fome  of  the  more  northern,  or  temperate  cli- 
mates ;  hence,  in  winter,  every  green  thing  of 
the  gramineous  kind  appears  to  be  entirely  dead  ; 
and  that  beautiful  verdure^  which,  in  England r, 
remains  to  adorn  the  ground  round  the  year,  is 
not  to  be  feen  here,  in  that  feafon  ;  and  the  effect 
of  thefe  great  and  fudden  changes,  even,  in  the 
VOL.

"  Beneath  the  temp'rate  zone  the  land  doth  He, 
Where  heat  and  cold  a  grateful  change  fupply. 
To  fifteen  hours  extends  the  longeft  day, 
When  fol  in  cancer  points  his  fervid  ray. 
Yet  here  the  winter  feafon  is  fevere ;

And  all  the  feafon  boats  and  fhipping  may 
With  oar  and  fail  divide  the  liquid  way ; 
So  various  and  uncertain  is  the  clime 
For  heat  and  eold  extreme,  in  little  time,'*  &;

proportion,  no  lefs  confpicuous,  in  this  country.*- 

Nature  of        In  a  province  of  fo  large  extent  as  that  of  Perm*

ion  muit  conlequently  be  various ;  yet  much  more 
of  a  fimilarity,  in  this  refpecl:,  runs  through  the 
whole  of  it,  at  leaft,  fo  far  as  at  prefent  cultivated, 
than  is  to  be  found  in  the  fame  extent,  any  where 
in  England. 

If  the  lands  be  divided  into  three  parts,  of 
kinds,  according  to  the  prefent  application,  ufe 
and  fuitablenefs  of  them,  viz.  grazing^  arable  and 
barren^  or  leaft  ufeful^  the  firft  is  but  a  very  frnall 
proportion ;  and  there  is  not  much,  that  may 
properly  be  called  very  rich,  or  good  gfafs  land, 
in  it  (I  mean  fo  far  as  at  prefent  improved)  when 
compared  with  that  of  fome  other  countries,  ex- 
cepting near  rivers,  creeks,  and  runs  of  water; 
where  in  the  vallies,  and  fuch  low  places  as  are 
enriched  by  the  floods  and  warning  down  of  the 
foil,  from  the  hills  and  uplands,  and  longed  retain 
moifture,  the  land  is  the  moil  fertile,  and  com- 
monly appropriated  to  grafs  :  but  then  thefe  places 
generally  are- more  unhealthy,  being  very  fubjecl: 
to  agues,  intermittent  and  How  fevers,  while  in 
the  more  elevated,  poor  and  barren  lituations, 
which  are  lefs  profitable  to  the  cultivator,  the  in- 
habitants 

*  Dr.   Douglas )  in  his  fummary  hlftorlcal  and  political,   &c.  of  thf 
Sritijb  fettlements  in  America,  before  mentioned,  oblerves, 

"  As  NC-W  England  lies  in  the  leeward  of  the  \veflerly  extended  con- 
tinent of  North  America,  the  winds  (being  generally  wefterly)  glading 
continually  along  this  vaft  tracl  cf  land,  much  heated  in  funnner,  and- 
much  cooled,  or  frozen,  in  winter,  occafion  the  country  to  be  much  hot- 
ter in  fummer,  aiid  much  cooler  in  winter,  than  in  Great  Britain :  reci- 
procations, but  not  to  extremes,  are  falutary  to  the  conflitution,  where 
the  tranfitions  are  gradual ;  thus  \ve  may  obferve  in  nature,  that  for  the 
benefit  of  the  earth's  produce,  there  is  a  reciprocation  of  fummer  and 
winter,  day  and  night,  &c  In  countries  where  the  feafons  are  upon  the 
extremes,  in  fumnief  and  winter,  as  in  Nciv  England,  confutations  do 
not  wear  well,  analogous  to  the  timber  and  plank  cf  a  {hip  betw.ui 
wind  and  water.  Longevity  appears  moftly  in  ijland  countries,  where, 
with  a  fmall  latitude,  or  vaiiation,  the  temperature  of  the  air  com; 
nearly  the  fame,  £.c, 
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habitants  moftly  enjoy  a  clearer  air,  and  better 
ftate  of  health. 

The  fecond  fort  of  land,  which  is  far  the  great- 
eft  part  of  what  is,~at  prefent,  improved,  is  rather 
of  a  poor,  fhallow,  or  middling  kind  of  foil ; 
but,  as  much  of  it  is  of  a  flrong,  clayey,  or 
loamy  nature,  and  in  fome  places  abounds  with 
limeftone,  it  is  moftly  very  capable  of  improve- 
ment, even  after  it  has  been  much  worn  out  by 
bad  management,  and  is,  for  the  moft  part,  very 
fuitable  for  grain  ;  to  which  ufe  it  is  chiefly  ap- 
plied, fo  far  back  in  the  country  as  improvement 
has  hitherto  advanced. 

Of  the  third  kind  of  land,  in  the  province, 
which  is  of  very  little,  or  no  value,  it  is  difficult 
to  afcertain  the  quantity ;  but,  in  divers  places  of 
the  more  remote  and  mountainous  parts,  no  imall 
proportion  of  the  land  is  fo  broken,  ftony,  rocky, 
or  barren,  as  to  be  either  from  its  prefent  fituation, 
not  worth  improving,  or  otherwife  entirely  incapa- 
ble of  culture ;  fome  places  fcarcely  producing 
any  tree,  or  vegetable,  whatever ;  and  others,  at 
bell,  only  thofe  of  the  moft  dwarfilh,  or  fimibby 
kind. 

Face  of  the  country ',  mountains,  rivers,  &c. 

All  the  land  fituated  fouth-weftward  of  Hudfen*$  see  Lewis 
or  North  River,  to  the  north  boundary  of  Garo-  Ev^ns's 
Una,  in  latitude  36  f,  may  be  divided  into  diiFe- al 
rent  and  regular  ftages ;  in  which  the  firft  object 
to  be  obferved,  is  a  remarkable  rief  or  vein  of 
rocks,  of  the  talky,  or  ijlnglafs  kind,  arifing  gene- 
rally a  little  higher  than  the  adjoining  land,  and 
extending  from  New  York  city  fouth-wefterly,  by 
the  lower  falls  of  Delaware,  at  Trenton  ;  by  thofe 
of  Schuylkill,  a  little  above  Philadelphia  ;  of  Suf- 
quehanna,  a  few  miles  above  the  head  of  Chef  apeak 
bay ;  and  of  Gunpowder  and   Paiapfco  rivers,  \\\ 
Maryland ;  of  Potomack,  Rapahiinuock*  and  James 

River. 
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River,  in  Virginia  ;  and  of  Roanoak  in  North  Ca« 
rolina. 

This  is  fuppofed  to   have  been  a  former  mari- 
time boundary  of  this  part  of  America,  and  forms 
a  very  regular  curve.     The  land  between  this  rief 
and  the  fea,  from  the  Nave  fink  hills,  near  Shrewf- 
burj,  in   Eqft  Jerfey,  fouth   weftward  along  the 
Lower       whole    coaft,    may   be    denominated    the    Lower 
piams.        Plains  •  which  confifts  of  foil,  warned  down  from 
above,  and  of  fand,  accumulated  from  the  ocean. 

Where  thefe  plains  are  not  penetrated  by  rivers, 
they  are  white  fea  fand,  about  twenty  feet  deep, 
and  entirely  barren.  But  the  borders  of  the  ri- 
vers, which  defcend  from  the  uplands,  are  rendered 
fertile  by  the  foil  wafhed  down  by  the  floods,  and 
mixed  with  the  fand,  gathered  from  the  fea  :  the 
fubitratum  of  fea  mud,  fhells,  and  other  foreign 
fubjefts,  are  a  fufficient  confirmation  of  this  fuppo- 
fition. 

Hence  for  forty  or  fifty  miles  inland  from  the  fea 
fhore,  excepting  as  above,  all  the  fpace  from  the 
Nave/inks  to  Cape  Florida,  is  entirely  barren,  where 
the  warn,  from  the  upland,  has  not  enriched  the 
borders  of  the  rivers ;  or  where  fome  ponds,  or 
defiles,  have  not  furnifhed  proper  fupport  for  the 
growth  of  white  cedars. 

Vein  of  There  is  commonly  a  vein  of  clay  feaward  of  the 
clay,  &c.  yinglafs  Rief,  from  three  to  four  miles  wide ;  which 
is  a  coarfe  fuller's  earth ;  and,  with  a  proper 
mixture  of  loam,  is  excellently  well  adapted  for 
bricks  :  at,  or  near,  which  vein  of  clay,  that  part 
of  Pennfylvania,  which  is  nearefl  the  fea,  or  from 
about  Trenton,  on  Delaware,  to  the  borders  of 
Maryland,  in  general  commences ;  and  Philadel- 
phia is  partly  fituated  upon  it. 

From  this  rief  of  rocks,  over  which  all  the  ri- 
vers fall,  (as  before  mentioned)  to  that  chain  of 
broken  hills,  commonly  called  the  South  Moun- 
tain, 
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fain,  there  is  a  fpace  of  very  uneven  ground,  ex- 
tending, in  different  places,  fifty,  fixty,  or  feventy 
miles,  and  rifmg  fenfibly  on  advancing  further  in- 
land ;  which  fpace  may  be  denominated  the  upland.  The  upland 
This  confids  of  veins  of  different  kinds  of  foil  and  &c* 
fubdrata,  for  fome  fcores  of  miles  in  length  ;  and, 
in  fome  places  it  is  overlaid  with  little  chains  of 
hills.  The  declivity  of  the  whole  gives  a  great 
rapidity  to  the  dreams  of  water ;  where  the  vio- 
lent guds  of  wind  and  rain,  to  which  the  climate, 
in  hot  feafons,  is  very  fubject,  have  warned,  or 
wore,  it  much  into  gullies,  and  carried  down  the 
foil,  to  enrich  the  borders  of  the  rivers,  in  the 
lower  plains,  Thefe  deep  inequalities  render  much 
of  the  country  not  eafily  capable  of  culture ; 
whereby  it  is  likewife  impoveriflied,  by  reafon  of 
the  almoft  continual  warning  away  of  the  richer 
mould,  that  covers  the  furface. 

The  South  Mountain  is  not  in  ridges,  like  the  South 
Endlefs  Mountains,  fo  called,  but  in  fmall,  broken,  Mo 
deep,  dony  hills ;  nor  does  it  run  with  fo  much 
regularity.  In  fome  places  it  gradually  diminishes 
to  nothing,  not  appearing  again  for  fome  miles ; 
and,  in  others,  it  ipreads  ieveral  miles  in  breadth. 
Between  the  South  Mountain,  and  the  high  chain 
of  the  Endlefe  Mountains,  (often  for  didinction, 
called  the  North  Mountain,  and  in  fome  places, 
the  Kittatinni  and  Pequelin)  there  is  a  valley  of 
pretty  even  good  land,  from  eight  to  ten  or  twenty 
miles  wide,  which  is  perhaps  fome  of  the  belt 
land,  if  not  the  mod  confiderable  quantity  of  it, 
that  the  Englijlo  at  prefent,  (about  the  year  1753, 
when  mod  of  thefe  obfervations,  on  the  face  of 
the  country,  were  made  and  publifhed  by  Lewis 
Evans  of  Philadelphia)  are  poffeffed  of,  or  have 
improved ;  it  runs  through  New  Jerfey,  Peimfyl- 
'vania,  Maryland,  Virginia ;  and  is  every  where 
enriched  with  limedone. 

The 
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r.ndiefs  The  Endlefs   Mountains,    which  is  the  Indian 

Mountains,  n          i  /t-  r     i 

&c.  name  tranilated,  and  exprelfive  of  their  unknown 

extent,  are  the  next  in  order,  and  make  the  fourth 
Jtage.  They  are  not  confufedly  fcattered,  in  lofty 
peaks,  over-topping  one  another,  but  ftretch  in 
long  uniform  ridges,  fcarce  half  a  mile  perpendi- 
cular, in  any  place,  above  the  intermediate  vallies. 
In  fome  places,  as  towards  the  Kaats-Klll  moun- 
tains, near  the  head  of  Delaware  river,  in  New 
York  government,  and  the  head  of  Roanoak,  in 
the  fouth  weft  part  of  Virginia,  they  appear  to 
terminate ;  but,  in  a  little  fpace,  they  fpread  out 
again  into  new  branches,  apparently  as  extenfive 
as  before.  The  further  chain,  or  Allegenny  ridge 
of  mountains,  keeps  moftly  on  a  parallel  with  the 
Jfinglafs  Rief,  and  terminates  in  a  rough,  ftony 
place,  at  the  head  of  Roanoak  and  New  River •,  on 
the  borders  of  Virginia,  and  Carolina.  The  more 
eafterly  chains,  as  they  run  further  fouthward, 
trend,  or  fpread  themfelves  more  and  more  wef- 
terly ;  whereby  the  upland  and  rich  valley,  before 
mentioned,  are  fo  much  wider  in  Virginia,  than 
further  north ;  and  which  caufes  them  to  meet 
and  interfect  the  Allegenny  mountains. 

Some  chains  of  thefe  mountains  are  fmgle  nar- 
row ridges  ;  as  the  Kittatinni ;  fome  fpread  two 
or  three  miles  broad,  on  the  top  ;  others  fteep  on 
one  fide,  and  extend  with  a  long  flope,  on  the 
other  ;  and  the  fteeper  they  are,  the  more  rocky  ; 
but  they  are  every  where  woody,  where  the  foil  is 
proper  and  fufficient  to  fupport  the  trees.  To- 
wards the  further  ridges,  north  eaftward,  the 
mountains  confiil  of  rich  land  ;  and  in  fome  places, 
they  are  only  as  large  as  broad  banks,  three  or 
four  miles  acrofs.  In  the  way  to  Ohio,  by  Franks 
Town,  in  Pennfyhania,  being  paft  the  Allegenny 
mountains,  the  ground  is  rough,  in  many  places, 
and  continues  fo  to  the  river.  Near  this  place  the 
Laurel  Hill  fprings  from  the  mountains,  and  con- 
tinues, 
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tinues,  though  not  large,  in  a  very  regular  chain, 
it  is  thought,  to  the  Ouafioto  mountain,  or  the 
fouthern  branches  of  the  Ohie.  For  though  the 
Allegenny  is  the  mod  wefterly,  on  the  weft  branch 
of  Sufquehanna  river,  in  Pennsylvania,  yet  it  is  far 
from  being  fo  in  Virginia.  Except  the  further 
ridges,  laft  mentioned,  there  is  but  little  good 
land  in  the  mountains ;  and  not  one-tenth  part  is 
capable  of  culture  ;  but  what  fmall  quantity  there  Net  much 
is,  confifts  of  extreme  rich  foil,  in  lawns  on  the  socd  llntl 
river  fides ;  being  fo  much  rich  mud  fubfided 
there,  and  commonly  gathered  above  falls,  for- 
merly  in  drowned  lands,  and  now  drained,  by 
the  rivers  wearing  channels  through  the  rocks. 

To  the  north  weftward  of  the  Endlefs  Mountains 
is  a  country  of  vaft  extent,  and,  in  a  manner,  as 
high  as  the  mountains  themfelves.  The  abrupt 
termination  thereof,  near  the  fea  level,  as,  on  the 
weft  fide  of  Hudfon's,  or  North  river,  below  Al- 
bany,  appears  like  a  very  high  mountain*  For 
Kaats-Kills,  though  of  more  lofty  ftature  than  any  P-^; 
other  mountains,  in  thefe  parts  of  America,  are 
but  the  continuation  of  the  plains,  on  the  top ; 
and  the  cliffs  of  them,  in  the  front,  they  repre- 
fent  towards  Kinderhook.  Thefe  upper  plains  con- 
fift  of  extraordinary  rich  land,  and  extend  from 
the  Mohocks  river  through  the  country  of  the  Con- 
federate^ or  Six  Nation,  Indie'::.  Their  termina- 
tion northward  is  at  a  little  diihince  from  lake  On- 
tario, near  latitude  43° ;  but  where  it  is  weft  ward 
is  unknown ;  for  thofe  moft  extenfive  plains  of 
Ohio  are  part  of  them,  which  continue  to  widen, 
as  they  extend  further  wefiward,  even  far  beyond 
the  Miffi/fippi ;  and  their  boundary  fouthward  is  a 
little  chain  of  broken  hills,  about  ten  or  fifteen 
miles  fouth  of  the  river  Ohio. 

The  Delaware  and  Sufquehanna,  rivers  of  Penn-  of  in.-  -:•*•*. 
fyhanta^  at,  or  near  their  heads,  approach,  as  is  ia  thf-fe  "-

iuppoled, 
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fuppofed,  within  lefs  than  thirty  or  forty  mile;? 
of  Hudfon's,  or  New  York  river  ;  and  fo  near  to 
the  former  does  the  tide  flow  up  the  laft  menti- 
oned river  ;  whereas  the  Delaware  runs,  perhaps, 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  the  Siif- 
quehanna,  probably,  near  two  vhundred  miles, 
down  their  channels,  before  they  meet  the  tide ; 
which  phenomenon  is  eafily  explained,  when  it  is 
confidered,  that  the  Delaware  and  Sufquehannd 
have  their  heads  in  thefe  plains,  and  Hudibn's,  or 
North  River,  has  the  tide  at  the  foot,  or  bottom 
of  them. 

The  flat  country,  lower  plains,  which  lies  be- 
tween   the  falls  and  the  fea,  is,  for  the  mod  part, 
well  watered  with  beautiful  bays,  rivers  and  creeks, 
Salt  madh-  navigable  for  all  forts  of  veilels.     All  the  creeks 
cs'  &c"       on  Delaware  bay,  the  verges  of  the  founds,  which 
extend  along  the  fea  coaft,  and  fome  creeks  in 
Virginia,  and  towards  the  head  of  Chef  apeak  bay, 
on  the  weft  fide,  are  bordered  with  fait  marfhes  ; 
fome  a  mile  or  two  wide. 

Thofe  parts  of  New  Jerfey,  Pennfyhania,  Ma- 
Afd\antua?ie  ryland,  and  Virginia-   between  the  J/tnflafs  Vein-

country,     and  the  North  Mountain,  nope   towards   the  fea 
&c-  with  great  declivity  ;  whereby  the  rivers  and  rivu- 

lets have  great  rapidity,  and  are  excellently  well 
adapted  for  all  forts  of  mills,  turned  by  water ;  a 
great  advantage  to  fome  of  thefe  middle  colonies, 
where  bread  and  flour  are  the  itaple  of  commerce* 
In  the  Endlefs  Mountains  the  rivers  are  generally 
ftony  and  rapid ;  and,  in  fome  places,  where  in- 
terrupted with  riefs  of  rocks,  not  yet  worn  to  the 
level,  they  fall  in  cataracts  ;  and  above  fuch  places 
they  are  generally  dead  and  flow,  or  fpread  in 
ponds,  and  drown  the  furrounding  lands.  In  the 
elevated  fiats,  which  form  the  country  of  the  Con- 
federate, or  Six  Nation,  Indians,  and  on  the  Ohio, 
the  rivers  are  generally  eafy  in  their  currents  ;  and 
as  that  country  is  of  vafl  extent,  they  are  large 

and 
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and  excellently   accommodated  for  inland  navi- 
gation. 

Part  of  the  eaft  end  of  lake  Erie  is  faid  to  be  Lake  Erie, 
within  the  bounds  of  Pennfyfoania  ;  it  being  fup-  &c- 
pofed  to  be  rather  fouth  of,  or  within,  the  42d 
degree  of  north  latitude,  and  between  four  and 
five  degrees  of  longitude  weft  from  Philadelphia. 
It  is  a  beautiful  freili  water  lake ;  is  faid  to  have 
a  fine  fandy  more  on  the  north,  as  well  as  in  many 
places  on  the  other  fides  of  it,  efpecially  towards 
the  fouth  eaft  part,   bordering  on  Pennfyfoania. 
The  weather  and  temperature  of  the  air  is  ac- 
counted more  moderate  there,  than  at  lake  Ontario, 
(at  whofe  eaft  end  is  Ofwego,  in  latitude  43°  1 7'  N.) 
and  the  other  great  lakes ;  which  are  all  fituated 
further  north;  it  extends  perhaps  two  hundred  see  Car- 
and  fifty  miles  eaft  and  weft,  and  near  fixty  or  ^s  £** 
feventy  north   and  fouth  ;  it  communicates  with 
the  lake  Ontario,  on  the  north  eaft  part  of  it,  by 
the  ftraits  and  cataracl  of  Niagara  ;  and  on  the  north 
weft,  with  the  lake  Huron,  by  a  ftrait  called  by 
the  French  Detroit,  paffable  by  large  veiTels. 

The  water,  or  ftraits  of  Niagara,  at  the  place  straits  ami 
of  the  famous  and  ftupendous  fall,  or  caiamtt,  ^f  Nia- 
of  that  name,  is  faid  to  run  from  S.  S.  E.  to  N. 
N.  W.  where  the  rocks,   which  form  the   great 
fall,  extend  in  a  femicircle  one  thoufand  and  eighty 
feet  acrofs  it.     This  fall  is  aflerted'to  be  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-feven  feet  perpendicular ;  and  to 
be   fometimes   heard   at    the    diftance   of   fifteen 
leagues :  moft  of   the  water,  ,  which   runs  from 
thefe  large  lakes,  on  the  N.  W.  viz.  Lake  Superior,  See  p. 
Lake  Michigan,  Lake  Huron,  and  Lake  Erie,  paffes  K*lm>*  tra- 
this  fall,  in  its  way  to  Lake  Ontario,  and  from 
thence  to  the  river  St.  Lawrence. 

Hudforfs,  or  North  River,  at  whofe  entrance  Hadfon's 
{lands  the  city  of  New  Tork,  in  north  latitude  40°  or  North 
42'  -|,  has  the  tide  and  a  good  depth  of  water,  for 
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floops,  to  Albany,  near  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles,  into  the  upland,  in  a  north  direction ;  and 
opens  communication  with  the  inland  parts  of  the 
continent,  of  very  great  importance ;  while  all 
the  rivers  fouth -weft  ward,  as  before  obferved,  are 
navigable  by  fea  veflels  in  the  lower  flats  only. 

Delaware  Delaware  river,  which  divides  Pennfylvania  from 
nvex,  &c,  jy-^  JerJ'ey,  from  its  head,  in  latitude  about  42° 'f 
north,  down  to  Trenton  falls,  with  all  its  curves 
and  windings,  forms  a  general  courfe  nearly  north 
and  fouth,  but  a  little  weftward,  of  above  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles ;  and  in  that  fpace  is  faid 
to  have  fourteen  confiderable  rifts,  principally 
below  Eajion,  in  Northampton  county  ;  yet  all  paff- 
able  at  times,  in  the  long  flat  boats,  ufed  in  the 
navigation  of  thefe  parts ;  fome  of  them  carrying 
from  five  to  fix  hundred  bufhels  of  wheat.  The 
worft  rifts,  or  thofe  called  falls,  are  fourteen  miles 
above  Eajion  ;  and  from  thence,  in  different  places, 
for  the  fpace  of  thirty  miles,  down  to  Trenton ; 
yet  thefe  are  all  furmounted  mfrefocs,  or  in  floods, 
by  the  boats,  as  far  as  from  the  Meneftnks.* 

Weft  The  weft  branch  of  Delaware,  called  the  Lehi, 

Dciawarf  which  goes  off  at  Eojton,  and  waters  the  county 
of  Northampton,  is  but  inconfiderable,  compared 
with  the  north  eaft  branch,  already  defcribed. 
From  Trenton,  where  the  river  meets  the  tide,  to 
Philadelphia,  the  Delaware  runs  about  thirty  miles, 
navigable  for  fea  velfels ;  and  from  Philadelphia 
to  the  fea,  it  is  above  one  hundred  miles,  along 
the  courfe  of  the  river  and  bay ;  firft,  in  a  fouth 
weft,  and  then  in  a  fouth  eaft  direction  ;  the  river 
is  near  a  mile  broad  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

scuikil  Sculkil  is  a  fine  branch  of  the  Delaware ;  in- 

&c-  to  which  it  falls  about  four  miles  below  Philadel- 
phia ; 

*  The  north  ftation  point,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  Delaware,  from  which 
the  line,  which  divides  the  government  of  Ne*w  York  from  Neiu  Jtrfiy* 
is  drawn,  to  Hudfons,  or  New  Tori,  river,  is  in  north  latitude  41°  4°S 
and  above  the  Mencfinks. 
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phia ;  and  up  which  the  tide  flows  about  five  miles 
above  the  city,  to  the  falls ;  three  or  four  miles 
above  which  falls  are  others ;  all  paflable  with 
large  boats,  in  frefhes,  down  to  the  city.  From 
thefe  falls  to  Reading,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  for 
forty  or  fifty  miles  into  the  interior  parts  of  the 
province,  through  the  counties  of  Philadelphia 
and  Berks ,  it  forms  a  fine  gliding  ftream,  eafily 
fet  againft,  or  overcome,  with  poles ;  as  the  bot- 
tom is  generally  even  ;  and  in  moderate  feafons, 
will  furnifh  fifteen  or  fixteen  inches  of  water,  at 
leaft,  in  the  fhalloweft  places,  all  the  way :  it  is 
capable  of  much  improvement,  for  the  advantage 
of  both  town  and  country.* 

There  are  befides  a  confiderable  number  of  na- 
vigable ftreams,  or  creeks,  which  run  into  the 
Delaware,  both  on  the  Jerfey  and  Pennfylvania 
fides  of  it,  both  above  and  below  Philadelphia  ; 
which  afford  an  eafy  conveyance  of  country  pro- 
duce to  that  city  ;  but,  in  general,  they  are  navi- 
gable only  with  frnall  veflels,  for  a  fhort  diftance 
into  the  country. 

Delaware  bay  is  faid  to  be  fixty  miles  long,  from  Delaware 
the  capes  to  the  entrance  of  the  river  at  Bombay  bay>  &c- 
Hook  ;  and  fo  wide  in  fome  places,  that  a  fhip,  in 
the  middle  of  it,  cannot  be  feen  from  the  land- 
It  opens  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  fouth  eaft,  between 
cape  Hinlopen  on  the  weft,  and  cape  May,  on  the 
eaft ;  thefe  capes  are  about  eighteen  miles  diftant 
from  each  other ;  the  former  in  the  territories  of 
Pennfyhania,  and  the  latter  in  New  Jerfey.  Of 
the  ftreams,  which  empty  into  this  bay,  Maurice 
river,  in  New  Jerfey,  is  accounted  one  of  the 
largeft ;  and  is  faid  to  be  navigable  for  veilels  of 
one  hundred  tons  fifteen  miles,  and  for  fhallops, 
or  fmall  veflels,  ten  miles  further.

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This  bay  and  river  are  faid  to  have  been  named 
from  the  title  of—  Weft,  Lord  de  la  war,  Governor 
of  Virginia,  about  the  year  1 6 1 1  ;  but  the  Indian 
name,  according  to  an  old  Swedifh  manufcript, 
was  Poutaxat. 

Sufqua-  Sufquahanna  river  rifes  beyond  the  north  boun- 

hanria  river  dary    Qf   Pennf},/van^     from    tWO    fmall    lakes,     in 

about  43°  north  latitude,  and  eaftward  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  the  government  of  New  Tork  ;  it  runs 
thence  a  confiderable  way  fouthward,  and  then 
fouth  weft  ward,  in  a  very  crooked,  or  winding 
courfe,  into  the  interior  parts  of  Pennfylvania  ; 
then  turning  eaftward,  it  continues  in  a  fouth  eaft 
direction,  till  it  enters  Maryland ;  whence,  pro- 
ceeding a  few  miles,  within  that  province,  it  after- 
wards falls  into  the  upper  part,  or  head,  of  Che- 
fapeak  bay,  after  a  courfe  of,  perhaps,  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  miles,  being  above  a  mile  wide 
in  fome  places  near  its  mouth ;  but  much  of  it 
Ihallow,  in  proportion  to  its  breadth.  It  is  navi- 
gable for  canoes  quite  from  the  lakes,  at  the  head 
of  it,  to  the  falls  of  Ccntwago,  in  York  county. 
There  are  no  falls  in  the  upper  part  of  the  river, 
till  about  three  miles  below  Wioming,  in  Norfhum-, 
berland  county ;  but  from  thence  to  Conewago  there 
are  feveral.  The  falls  of  Conewago  are  the  worft  ; 
and  below  thefe  are  feveral  others.  By  reafon  of 
thefe  falls  this  large  river  has  no  continued  inland 
navigation  to  near  its  mouth ;  nor  for  fea  veffels 
above  miles  from  the  head  of  the  bay. 

The  moft  confiderable  branches  of  the  Sufqua- 
hanna are  Owege,  T^ohiccon  or  Cayuga,  Senajhe,  or 
Weft  Branch,  yuniata,  Swatara,  Coneuuago,  and  Co- 
dorus,  which  waters  Torktown;  and  Cone/logo,  which 
runs  by,  or  near,  Lancafter.  Tohiccon  promifes  well 
for  a  good  navigation  with  canoes,  to  near  the  head

Shani'.kin  near  the  jnncrion   of  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Branches  cf  Suf- 
qnehaiina,  is  in  htitucb  40°  40'. 
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of  Allegenny  river ;  it  being  a  large  and  gentle 
ftream.  The  Weft  Branch  is  faid  to  be  mallow 
and  rapid,  but  has  fcarce  any  falls  in  it.  Juniata, 
which  runs  through  Cumberland  county,  is  faid  to 
be  a  fine  navigable  flream  for  a  great  diflance. 

The  large  and  beautiful  bay  of  Chef  apeak  may 
properly  be  called  the  bay  of  Sufquahanna,  though  bay' 
all  the  large  rivers  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  like- 
wife  empty  themfelves  inta  it.  This  bay  is  faid  to 
be  near  one  hundred  leagues  in  length,  to  the  fea  ; 
and  in  fome  places  near  twenty  miles  broad,  inter- 
fperfed  with  iflands,  and  navigable  for  large  fhips, 
the  whole  length  of  it. 

Between  this  bay  and  that  of  Delaware,  is  fitu-  Pemnfuia 
ate  the  pemnfula,  which  is  compofed  of  the  three 
lower  counties  on   Delaware,  or  the  territories  of  &c. 
Pennfyhania,  on  the  eaft,  and  part  of  Maryland, 
on  the  weft  and  fouth,  with  that  part  of  Virginia, 
on  the  mod  fouthern  part  of  it,  which  is  called 
Accomac,  &c. 

The  length  of  this  peninfula  north  and  fouth, 
from  the  moft  fouthern  point  of  cape  Charles,  in 
latitude  about  37°  12'  to  the  head  of  Chef  apeak 
bay,  near  latitude  39°  35',  is  probably  about  one 
hundred  and  feventy  miles ;  its  breadth  near  Lew- 
iftown,  or  cape  Hinlopen,  is  about  feventy  miles ; 
but  from  thence  it  decreafes  in  breadth  both  north- 
ward and  fouthward  j  fo  that  oppofite  to  Reedy 
I/land,  or  near  the  head  of  Chefapeak,  it  is  only 
about  twenty-five  miles  broad. 

The  many  navigable  waters,  or  creeks,  on  each 
fide  of  this  peninfula,  which  run  into  their  refpec-  See  Lewis' 
tive  bays,  on  the  eaft  and  weft,  are  of  preat  ad-  Evan*'8

vantage  here  ;  iome  or  which  are  delcnbed,  as 
follows  :

Shallops  may  go  up  Nanticoke  river,  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  fame  bay,  near  twenty  miles 
into  the  Delaware  counties ;  the  portage  from 
thence  to  Indian  river,  which  runs  into  the  lea  be- 
low Lewis  Town,  is  about  thirteen  miles,  and  to 
Broad  Creek  twelve. 

Cboptqnk)  in  Maryland,  is  navigable  for  fhal- 
lops  to  the  bridge,  about  fix  or  feven  miles  within 
the  Delaware  counties ;  and  the  portage  to  Mother* 
kill,  which  runs  into  the  middle  of  Delaware  bay, 
is  fifteen  miles. 

From  Chefter  or  Newton,  river,  in  the  fame 
,  .  province,  to  Salt/bury^  on  Duck  creek,  which  runs 
into  the  Delaware,  below  Reedy  I/land,  the  port- 
age is  thirteen  miles :  and  from  Sqffafras  river 
there  is  another  portage  to  the  fame  place,  thir- 
teen miles  alfo. 

From  Frederick  town  to  SafTafras  river,  in  Ma- 
ryland, where  good  mips  may  come,  there  is  a 
portage  to  Cantwcll's  bridge,  on  Afoqmmlny,  which 
runs  into  Delaware  near  Reedy  I/land,  fourteen 
miles. 

From  Bohemia  river,  in  the  fame  province, 
where  large  fiats,  or  fmall  fhallops  may  come,  the 
portage  to  CantwelPs  bridge,  being  low  ground, 
is  only  eight  miles,*  All  thefe  creeks,  which 
run  into  the  Delaware,  will  receive  large  fhallops, 
but  no  larger  veflels.

B.  This  is  much  frequented ;  and  as  the  ground,  in  this  place,  is  very 
low,  fo  that  a  canal  may  be  eafily  made  here  at  a  fmall  expence,  in 
proportion  to  the  certain  and  great  advantage, which  might  arife ;  whereby 
a  navigable  communication  to  Philadelphia,  from  Maryland  and  Virginia^ 
\vith  the  wcih-rii  parts  of  Pennjylvania,  might  be  effected  without  going 
to  lea ;  which  undoubtedly  would  raife  the  value  of  the  lands  in  thefe 
province,  and  ;:d\:ince  their  commercial  ir.ttreft  by  increafing  the  mar- 
kets for  their  produce,  and  giving'  a  fpring  to  induftry,  &c. 
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in  Maryland,  the  portage  is  twelve  miles  to  Chrif- 
teen bridge,  in  Newcajile  county;  from  which 
place  Chrifteen  creek  is  navigable,  by  the  fouth 
fide  of  Wilmington,  to  Delaware  river ;  and  is 
capable  of  fea  veffels  of  above  one  hundred  tons 
burden  feveral  miles  above  Wilmington  ;  a  little  be- 
low which  place  before  it  enters  the  Delaware^  it 
is  joined  by  the  Brandy  wine  ;  a  creek,  which  has 
its  courie  on  the  north  fide  of  Wilmington,  diftant 
about  a  mile  from  Chrifteen,  and  extends  into 
the  interior  parts  of  Ghefler  county,  in  Pennfyl-va* 
nia.  This  creek  is  not  navigable  above  the  rocks, 
or  falls,  two  or  three  miles  diftant  from  its  mouth, 
and  nearly  oppofite  to  Wilmington,  where  it  has 
a  good  bridge  over  it,  on  the  road  to  Philadelphia, 
diftant  about  twenty-feven  miles ;  but  this  ftream 
is  not  the  lefs  ufeful,  in  this  corn  country,  for  the 
many  excellent  grift  mills,  fituated  upon  the  fides  Brandy- 
of  it,  efpecially  near  Wilmington,  called  the  Bran-  wine,  &c. 
dywine  mills ;  where  the  tide,  with  convenient 
mipping,  come  up  to  the  very  doors  of  divers  of 
them. 

This  creek  and  that  of  Wiffahiccon,  which  runs  And  of 
into  Sculkil,  a  little  above  Philadelphia,  are  no- 
ted for  the  beft,  and  moft  numerous  grift  mills, 
either  in  this  province,  or  any  other  part  of  Bri- 
tijh  America,  within  the  fame  extent  of  country ; 
and  which,  perhaps,  are  not  inferior  in  quality  to 
any  in  the  world. 

Potowmack  river,  which  runs  into  Chefapcak 
bay,  and  divides  Maryland  from  Virginia,  is  very  mack  riT€r- 
broad,  and  navigable  for  large  (hips,  as  far  as 
Alexandria,  about  perhaps  one  hundred  miles 
from  the  bay ;  and  is  likely  in  future  to  become 
a  very  important,  if  not  the  fole  water  carriage 
from  the  country  about  the  head  of  Ohio,  to  the 
ocean,  in  this  part  of  America.

When  the  winter  mows  thaw,  in  the  fpring, 
this  river  is  faid  to  rife,  in  fome  places,  more  than 
twenty  feet  perpendicular  ;  but  fcarce  ever  over- 
flows its  high  banks.  It  keeps  a  great  uniformity 
of  breadth,  gradually  increafing  from  two  or  three 
furlongs,  at  Pittjburg,  to  near  a  mile  ;  and  flill 
growing  fo  much  larger  before  it  reaches  the  Mif- 
fiffippi')  that  its  breadth,  depth  and  eafy  current 
are  iuppofed  to  equal  thofe  of  any  river  in  Europe, 
except  the  Danube.

AVING  thus  far  given  a  general  account  of 
the  foil,  face  of  the  country,  mountains,  rivers, 
&c.  befides  the  geographical  defcription  of  the 
province,  in  refpecl  to  its  fituation  and  extent,  as 
expreffed  in  the  royal  charter,  and  in  the  difpute 
between  Penn  ancl  Baltimore,  in  the  preceding 
hiilory,  by  which  its  real  extent,  north  and  fouth, 
appears  to  be  no  more  than  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty-feven  miles,  inflead  of  two  hundred  and 
eight,  as  intended  by  charter,  and  about  two 
hundred  and  fixty  eaft  and  weft,  it  may  be  proper* 
in  the  next  place,  to  exhibit  a  fketch  of  the  di* 
vifions,  into  which  the  fettled  or  improved  and 
located  part  of  it  is  formed,  &c. 

The  fettled,  and  located  part  of  Pennfyhania, 
which,  perhaps,  is  near  two-thirds  of  the  pro- 
vince, is  now  divided  into  eleven  counties  ;  and  each 
of  thefe  again  is  fubdivided  into  a  number  of  town- 
mips.  The  counties  fituated  between  the  rivers  Number 
Delaware  and  Stffquabartna  are  called  the  counties  and 
of  Philadelphia,  Bucks,  Chcjler,  Lancajler,  Berks,  £ 
and  Northampton  ;  the  counties  on  the  weft  fide  of  Pennf

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Sufquahanna  are  thofe  of  Tork,  Cumberland^  Bed- 
ford, and  Weftmor eland ;  which  is  the  laft  efta- 
bliihed,  and  extends  weflward  as  far  as  Pitt/burg, 
incluiive,  or  to  the  weflern  boundary  of  the  pro- 
vince ;  which  boundary,  though  not  yet  abfo- 
lutely  fixed,  is  fuppofed  to  be  fo  far  weft,  at  leaft, 
or  near  that  place :  thefe,  with  the  county  of 
Northumberland^  fituated  on  both  fides  of  Sujqua- 
hanna^  northward,  and  upon  the  forks  of  that 
river,  are  all  the  counties,  which  are  yet  afcer- 
tained :  but  the  more  northern,  and  north  well 
parts  of  Pennfy/vania,  being  not  yet  taken  up,  or 
purchafed  from  the  Indians^  remain  ftill  in  their 
pofleffion,  though  they  are  here  fuppofed  to  be 
included  in  the  exterior  back  counties. 

The  three  firft  mentioned  counties  of  Philadel- 
pbla,  Bucks  and  Chejler,  with  thofe  of  Newcajlley 
Kent  and  Suffex,  on  Delaware  (which  laft  are  al- 
ready defcribed  in  another  place)  were  laid  out 
and  named  by  the  Proprietary  William  Penn,  in 
conjunction  with  the  firft  and  early  purchafers, 
when  he  was  the  firft  time  in  the  country.  The 
boundaries,  or  divifion  lines,  of  the  three  former, 
are  laid  to  have  been  fixed  according  to  his  mind, 
or  direction,  fignified  to  fome  of  his  friends,  before 
he  left  the  province,  and  afterwards  confirmed  by 
the  provincial  Council,  on  the  firii  day  of  the 
fecond  month,  1685.*

"  "  At  a  council  held  at  Philadelphia  firft  of  fecond  month,  1685, 
prefent,  Thomas  Holme,  President,  and  nine  others:  the  line  of  repara- 
tion between  the  counties  of  Philadelphia  and  Buck^  and  of  Philadelphia 
and  Chejicr,  were  now  confirmed,  according  to  the  Proprietary's  inten- 
tion, fignified  to  fome  of  his  friends  while  here. 

"  The  county  of  Chtjler  was  to  begin  at  the  mouth,  or  entrance  of 
Bov^h  Creek,  upon  Delaware  river,  being  the  upper  end  of  T cm-emu  illand  ; 
and  fo  up  that  creek,  dividing  the  faid  ifland  frcm  the  land  of  Andrew. 
Boonc  and  company ;  from  thence  along  the  feveral  courfes  thereof,  to  a 
large  creek,  called  M'.ll-crtek ;  from  thence,  along  the  feveral  courfes  of 
the  faid  creek,  to  a  weft-fouth-weft  line  ;  which  line  divides  the  liberty 
lands  of  Philadelphia  from  feveral  traces  of  land,  belonging  to  the  Welfo 
and  other  inhabitants;  and  fiom  thence  ecifl-north-eaft,  by  a  line  of 
marked  trees  one  hundred  and-twcn'y  perches,  more  or  lefs;  from  thence

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The  fouth  eaft  boundary  of  thefe  three  coun-  Boundar 
ties  is  the  river  Delaware  ;  which  river  likewife  is  COUnths 
the  north  eaft  limit  of  Bucks  county,  as  the  circu-  of  plaila 
lar  line,  drawn  twelve  miles  diftant  from  Newcaf-  BuJ^i 
tie  northward  and  weftward  from  the  river  Dela  chefter. 
ware,  with  part  of  the  north  boundary  of  Mary- 
land,   is  that   of  the  county  of  Chefter,  on  the 
fouth.     They  are  now  bounded  on  the  weft,  and 
north  weft,  by  the  counties  of  Lancajler,  Berks  and 
Northampton.

line,  to  the  Delaware,  on  the  upper,  or  north  eait 
fide  of  Bucks  county,  '  and  about  forty  miles  in 
breadth,  north  weftward  from  the  Delaware,  at 
Philadelphia,  to  their  north  weft  boundary,  which 
has  nearly  a  north  eaft,  and  fouth  weft  direction.

"  To  begin  at  the  mouth  of  Pottoptejfiitg  creek,  on  Delaware  river,  and 
to  go  up  thence  along  the  faid  creek,  and  by  the  feveral  courfes  thereof 
to  a  fouth  weft  and  north  eaft  line ;  which  faid  line  divides  the  land  be- 
longing to  Jofeph  Grotudon  and  company,  from  Southampton  tov/nihip  ; 
from  therice  by  a  line  of  marked  trees,  along  the  faid  line  one  hundred 
and  twenty  perches,  more  or  lefs;  from  thence  north  weft  by  a  line  of 
marked  trees;  which  faid  line,  in  part,  divided  the  land,  belonging  to 
Nicholas  Moore  from  Southampton  and  Warmlujlcr  tovmfhips,  confirm- 
ing faid  line  fo  far  as  the  faid  county  fhall  extend."

Note.  Adjoining,  or  near,  the  lower  fide  of  PociqurJJing  creek,  en  the 
fide  of  the  Ddatvure,  is  an  elevated  piece  of  ground,  faid  to  have  be.n 
firft  intended  for  the  fituation  of  the  city,  till  maturer  COHfidefatioc  De- 
termined the  place  for  that  purpofe  where  PiUuildfhia  now  Hands.  MS, 
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extent  of  thefe  two  counties,  though  the  latter 
contains  many  more  inhabitants  than  any  other 
county  in  the  province,  on  account  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  being  within  its  limits.  The  capitals 
of  the  other  two  counties  are  the  old  borough 
towns  of  Briflol  in  Bucks,  and  Chejier  in  Chejier 
county  ;  both  fituated  on  the  river  Delaware  ;  the 
former  about  twenty  miles  north  eaft,  and  the  lat- 
ter fifteen  miles  fouth  weft  from  Philadelphia,  be- 
ing noted  for  feveral  good  inns,  for  the  accommo- 
dation and  entertainment  of  travellers ;  but  they 
both  have  appeared  in  late  years,  to  be  on  the 
decline  ;  and  the  county  courts,  for  Bucks  county, 
have  for  fome  years  pad,  been  held  at  Newtown, 
in  the  faid  county. 

Lancafter  county,  which  before  was  the  north 
county,  &C.  weft  part  Of  Chefter  county,  was  eflablifhed  by  law, 
in  the  year  1729;  bounded  by  Odoraro  creek, 
which  running  into  Sufquahanna,  divides  it  from 
Chefter  county,  and  by  part  of  the  Maryland  line, 
on  the  fouth  ;  and  on  the  eaftward,  by  a  line  run- 
ning from  the  north  branch  of  the  faid  creek, 
north  eafterly,  to  the  river  Sculkil :  it  is  now 
limited  at  about  fixty  miles  in  length  north  weft  and 
fouth  eaft,  and  in  breadth  north  eaft  and  fouth 
weft,  about  thirty  miles ;  having  the  river  Sufqua- 
hanna  on  the  fouth  weft  and  north  weft,  and  the 
county  of  Berks  on  the  north  eaft  of  it.  Its  ca- 
pital is  the  borough  of  Lancajler,  fituated  about 
one  mile  from  Conejlogo  creek,  which  runs  into  Suf- 
quahanna  river.  It  is  about  fixty-fix  miles  weft  from 
Philadelphia,  and  confifts  of  about  feven  hundred 
dwelling  houfes,  befides  other  buildings ;  but  this 
county  contains  feveral  other  confiderable  towns. 

York  coun-      Tork  county,  on  the  weft  fide  of  Sufquahanna, 
t-y,  &c.      vas  eftablifhed  by  law  in  1 749  ;  when  it  was  fepa- 
rated  from  Lancafler  county,  and  bounded  north- 
ward and  weftward  by  a  line  run  from  the  river 
Sufquahanna,  along  the  ridge  of  the  South  Moun- 
tain, 
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tain,  till  it  interfecls  the  Maryland  line ;  fouth- 
ward  by  the  faid  Maryland  line  ;  and  eaflward  by 
the  river  Sufquahanna  ;  which  divides  it  from  Lan- 
cafter county.  This  county  is  ahnoft  of  a  trian- 
gular form ;  whofe  longed  fide,  next  Maryland, 
is  about  fixty  miles ;  the  other  two  fides  about 
fifty  miles  each.  It  now  has  Cumberland  county 
on  the  north  weft.  Its  capital  is  York  town,  con- 
taining about  four  hundred  dwelling  houfes,  fitu- 
ated  on  Codorus  creek,  which  runs  into  Sufqua- 
banna,  and  is  about  eighty-fix  miles  weftward 
from  Philadelphia. 

Cumberland  county,  weftward  of  Sufquahanna,  Cumber- 
and  north-weftward  of  the  county  of  York,  was  di-  l" 
vided  from  Lancafter  county,  and  eftablifhed  by  law  ^ 
in  1 749 ;  then  bounded  northward  and  weftward  by 
the  line,  or  boundary,  of  the  province,  and  eaft- 
ward  partly  by  the  river  Sufquahanna,  which  divides 
it  from  Lancajier  county  ;  and  by  the  county  of 
Yo rk,  and  the  Maryland  line,  or  boundary  on  the 
fouth  ;  it  now  has  Bedford  county,  on  the  weft, 
and  part  of  Northumberland  on  the  north  of  it. 
It  is  of  an  irregular  figure  extending  about  feventy 
miles  in  length  north  and  fouth,  and  in  breadth 
eaft  and  weft  about  fifty  in  the  broadeft,  and  twen- 
ty miles  in  the  narrowed  part.  Its  chief  town, 
Carlijle,  is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
north-north-weft  from  Philadelphia,  fituated  near 
Conedogwinet  creek  ;  which  runs  into  Sufquahanna  : 
it  is  a  good  town,  but  not  fo  large  as  York,  or 
Reading. 

Berks  county,    which  before  was  included  in  Berks 
the  north  part  of  the  counties  of  Philadelphia,  W>  &c- 
Chejier  and  Lancafter,  was  eftablifhed  by  law  in 
1752  ;  being  then  bounded  and  divided  from  thefe 
counties  by  a  line  at  the  diftance  of  ten  miles 
fouth  weft  from  the  weftern  bank  of  the  river 
Sculkil,  oppofite  to  the  mouth  of  a  creek,  called 
j  ;  thence  north  weft  to  the  extremity  of 

the 
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the  province ;  and  fouth  eaft,  till  it  interfe&s  the 
line  of  Cbefter  county  ;  then  by  a  right  line,  crof- 
fing  the  river  Sculkil,  to  the  upper,  or  north  weft- 
ward,  line  of  M'Ca/I's  manor ;  then  along  the 
faid  line  to  the  extremity  thereof ;  and  continuing 
the  fame  courfe  to  the  line  dividing  Philadelphia 
and  Bucks  counties  ;  then  along  the  laid  line  north 
v/eft  to  the  extent  of  the  county  aforefaid. 

This  county,  at  prefent,  has  that  of  Lancqfter, 
on  the  fouth  weft,  Northumberland  on  the  north 
weft,  Northampton  on  the  north  eaft,  and  thofe  of 
Philadelphia  and  Cbefter  on  the  fouth  eaft.  It  is 
about  fifty  miles  long  north  weft  and  fouth  eaft, 
and  thirty  broad  north  eaft  and  fouth  weft.  Its. 
principal  town  is  Reading,  fituated  on,  or  near, 
the  river  Sculkil,  about  fifty-fix  miles  north  weft 
from  Philadelphia.  "  In  the  year  1751  it  con- 
tained one  hundred  and  thirty  dwelling  houfes, 
befides  (tables  and  other  buildings,  one  hundred 
and  fix  families,  three  hundred  and  feventy-eight 
inhabitants,  though  about  two  }^ars  before  it  had 
not  above  one  houfe  in  it."  It  is  now  near  three 
times  as  large,  and  contains  about  as  many  houfes, 
&c.  as  Tork. 

'Northampton  county,  which  before  was  included

ton  county,  in  the  north  weit  part  oi  Bucks  county,  was  di- 
&c-  vided  from  it,  and  eftablimed  by  law  in  1752  :  it 

was  then  bounded  and  feparated  from  the  faid  coun- 
ty of  Bucks,  by  the  upper,  or  north  weftward  line 
of  Durham  tradt,  to  the  upper  corner  thereof; 
then  by  a  right  line  fouth  wefterly,  to  the  line  di- 
viding Philadelphia  and  Bucks  counties,  and  then 
by  that  line  to  the  extremity  of  the  province. 
But  this  county,  at  prefent,  has  that  of  Nortkum* 
her  land  on  the  north  weft,  and  Berks  on  the 
fouth  weft  of  it ;  and  it  is  bounded  by  the  Dela- 
ware, on  the  fouth  eaft  and  north  eaft.  It  ex- 
tends in  length,  north  eaft  r-nd  fouth  weft  about 
feventy  miles,  and  is  perhaps  forty  miles  broad, 

north 
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north  weft  and  fouth  eaft.  Eafton  is  its  capital 
town,  fituated  in  the  forks  of  Delaware ,  about 
fixty  miles  north  from  Philadelphia. 

The  other  three  are  frontier  counties,  in  the 
back  parts  of  the  province,  next  the  Indians : 
they  were  laid  out  but  very  lately,  and,  as  yet, 
are  but  thinly  inhabited,  and  little  improved,  be- 
ing the  mod  remote  from  the  capital  of  the  pro- 
vince. 

The  natural,  or  original  produce  of  Pennfyha-  Produce  cf 
nia,  in  regard  to  animals  and  vegetables,  or  trees  J^"nfylva" 
and  fruits,  as  well  as  the  original  inhabitants,  &c. 
has  already,  in  part,  been  mentioned,  in  William 
Penn's  account  of  them,  in  the  preceding  hlftory  : 
maize i  or  Indian  corn,  is  an  original ;  and  ftrcrw- 
berries,  with  grapes,  of  various  kinds,  grow  natu- 
ral in  the  woods,  as  well  as  mulberries,  &c.  Deer, 
among  the  quadrupeds,  and  wild  turkeys,  among 
the  winged  tribe,  were  formerly  very  plentiful, 
but  now  fcarce,  &c. 

But  moft  kinds  of  European  grain  and  fruits, 
as  well  as  doineflic,  or  tame  animals,  have  been 
naturalized  here ;  fome  of  the  fruits  have  been 
meliorated  by  the  change,  while  others  degene- 
rate. But  the  principal  ftaple  of  Pennfyivania. 
and  its  vicinity,  is  wheat,  flour,  rye,  Indian  corn, 
&c.  which  will  appear  in  the  following  account 
of  exports  from  the  po:L  of  Philadelphia,  where 
the  trade  of  the  province  principally  centers, 

The  ground  abounds  with  iron  ere,  in  many 
places,  as  well  as  with  marble  and  lime/lone,  &c. 
in  others  ;  from  the  former  of  which,  great  quan- 
tities of  pig  and  bar  iron,  callings,  &c.  are  made 
both  for  exportation  and  home  ufe.  But  the  woods 
have  hitherto  been  {till  more  remarkable  for  their 
abundance  of  timber,  not  only  for  home  confump- 
tion,  and  fhip  building,  but  alfo  for  the  various 
articles,  exported  under  the  name  of  lumber,  &c.

t  this  timCj  are  arable.  Iheloil,  in  general,  be- 
ing naturally  more  adapted  for  grain,  than  grafs  ; 
wheat,  rye  and  Indian  corn  fuit  it  well.  Other 
grain,  as  barley,  oats,  &c.  being  here  moflly  of 
inferior  quality  to  thofe  of  fome  other  parts  of  the 
world,  are  more  feldom  raifed  in  very  confiderable 
quantity,  in  this  province  :  Indian  corn  and  buck* 
wheat  fupplying  the  ufe  of  thefe  in  divers  refpecls. 

The  country  abounds  with  excellent  mills, 
turned  by  water,  for  various  purpofes,  but  chiefly 
for  grinding  of  grain  ;  for  which  it  is  well  adapted, 
by  reafon  of  its  uneven  furfacc,  many  hills,  rivu- 
lets, or  creeks,  fo  that  generally  more  flour  and 
bread,  in  latter  years,  have  been  exported  from 
hence,  than  wheat,  or  grain,  unmanufactured  : 
befides,  the  quantity  of  flaxfeed  annually  raifed 
here,  and  fhipped  to  Ireland,  has  been  very  con- 
fiderable ;  as  well  as  that  of  barrelled  pork  ,  to  the 
Weft  Indies,  and  other  markets,  &c.

In  which  account  it  is  manifeft  that  the  value 
of  thefe  exports  was  nearly  trebled  every  twenty 
years. 

The  export  from  Philadelphia  in  1774,  in  grain, 
flour  and  bread  alone,  was  computed  to  be  equal  to 
about  2,i7o,ooobufhels;  of  which  1 40,000  bufhels 
confided  of  Indian  corn,  the  whole  at  live  millings 
per  bufhel,  amounts  to  £.  542,500,  in  value ; 
and  if  the  quantity  of  flaxfeed  was  equal  to  that  of 
the  next  preceding  year,  it  would  make  the  whole 
value  amount  to  above  £.  600,000,  in  thefe  par- 
ticular articles  alone,  at  a  very  moderate  compu- 
tation.

Grafs  lands,  ^he  grafs  lands  in  the  firft  fettled,  or  old  coun- 
ties, are  but  a  fmall  proportion,  and  are  chiefly 
fituated  on  the  fides  of  rivers,  creeks  and  rivulets, 
or  moid  places,  where,  at  times,  they  are  partly 
overflowed,  being  moflly  very  rich,  and  produce 
abundance,  but  of  a  rapid  growth.  Of  this  kind  are 
the  large  quantities  of  fine  low  meadows,  near  and 
about  Philadelphia;  which,  being  fecured  by  banks 
from  the  tides  and  floods  of  the  Delaware,  and 
the  creeks  which  run  into  it  (by  which  they  were 
formerly  overflowed,  and  rendered  ufelefs)  are  of 
very  great  and  extraordinary  advantage  to  that 
city. 

Large  orchards  of  apple-trees  are  propagated  in 
almoft  every  plantation ;  which  every  where  pro- 
duce great  quantities  of  line,  large,  well  flavoured 
fruit ;  and  in  fome  places  peaches  arc  fo  common 
and  plentiful,  that  the  country  people  feed  their 
hogs  with  them ;  like  wife  cherries,  of  various 

L1  ror$  kinds,  are  no  lefs  abundant  and  good.  But,  though 
cyder  is  the  common  drink  of  this  country,  and 
very  plentiful  and  eafy  to  be  procured,  yet  it  is 
not  made  by  the  inhabitants  to  fuch  perfection  as 
it  is  capable  of.  Befides,  Lijbon  and  Madeira 
wines*  among  the  higher  rank,  and  Weft  India 
rum  and  fpirits  are  much  drank,  in  mixture,  by 
the  people  in  general.  And  fometimes  a  kind  of 
weak  beverage  is  ufed,  made  of  a  mixture  of  mo* 

lafles,

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laffes,  &c.  which  is  called  molaiTes  beer.  Malt 
liquor,  which  among  the  firft  fettlers,  was  more 
common,  is  made  in  fome  of  the  principal  towns, 
in  fmall  quantity.  It  has  long  been  at  times  more 
or  lefs  an  article  of  exportation  from  Philadelphia. 
And  the  ufe  of  tea,  coffee  and  chocolate,  &c.  is 
very  common. 

But  the  liquors  of  the  native  growth  and  pro-  and  provi- 
duce  of  the  country,  exclufive  of  what  are  im-  flolis'  &c' 
ported  from  abroad,  are,  in  general,  but  mean, 
or  fcarce  and  inferior,  compared  with  the  provi- 
fions,  which  are  good  and  plentiful.  This  ieems 
to  arife,  at  lead,  in  part,  from  too  much  neglecl 
in  this  particular,  occafioned  by  getting  rum  and 
fpivits  at  fuch  exceeding  low  rates  from  the  Weft 
Indies  ^  which  has  rendered  malt  liquor,  though  more 
wholefome,  and  profitable  for  the  country,  lefs 
ufed  than  formerly,  in  the  early  time  of  the  pro- 
vince, in  proportion  to  the  number  of  people, 
notwithflanding  it  is  fo  great  a  grain  country. 

Befides,  though  grapes  grow  fpontaneoufly,  Jn 
great  variety  and  abundance,  aimed  every  where  in 
the  woods,  &c.  being  natural  to  the  country,  and 
laudable  attempts  have  been  made  in  making  wine 
from  them,  yet  not  much  has  hitherto  been  done 
in  it  to  very  confiderable  advantage.  And  as  mul- 
berry trees  are  no  lefs  plentiful  and  natural  to  the 
foil  than  the  grape  vine,  fo  Jllk  has  already  been 
attempted  in  Pennfyhania  and  New  Jerfey  with 
much  promifing  fuccefs. 

It  is  not  my  intention,   as  before  mentioned, 
to  give  a  minute,  but  only  a  general  account  of 
the  (late  of  the  province,  at  the  time  fpecified,  fo 
I  mall  obferve  the  fame  conduct  in  regard  to  its  TraJe  3nd

Note.  How  far  this  account  may  be  depended  on,  I  fhall  not  pre- 
tend to  fay,  feeing  fome  parts  of  it,  at  leaft,  fccm  to  be  very  imperfect ; 
for  in  the  fame  journal  for  July  5th,  1775,  the  quantity  of  wheat  alore 
exported  from  Quebec  t  in  the  year  1774,  is  faid  to  be  three  hundred  and 
fifty  thoufand  bulhels  (but  fuppofed  by  fome  to  have  been  much  more) 
no  other  exports  from  thence  being  mentioned;  fo  that  in  the  export 
from  Canada  the  great  fur  and  Ikin  trade  of  that  country  appears  not  to 
toe  properly  noticed,  &c. 
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thence  ;  except  perhaps  what  is  returned  hither  in 
wines  of  Ltfbon,  Madeira,  Canary,  or  Weftern 
I/lands,  Weft  India  produce,  with  fait  and  other 
necefTaries,  for  the  ufe  of  the  country,  and  con- 
fumed  in  the  province  and  its  neighbourhood. 

The  prefent  inhabitants  of  Pennfyhania,  exclu-  inhabitants, 
five  of  the  few  Indians,  ilill  remaining  in  the  re- 
mote, or  back  parts,  of  it,  confift  moftly  of  fuch 
people  as  have  removed  thither  from  Europe,  and 
of  their  defendants  ;  and  flill  many  of  them  have 
connections  there;  hence  they  are  generally  in 
the  practice  of  the  cuftoms  and  manners  of  the 
different  countries,  from  which  they  originally 
came,  according  to  their  rank  in  life.  Of  thofe 
which  constitute  the  different  religious  focieties, 
fuch  as  appear  to  be  leaft  known,  and  moft  re- 
markable, either  have  been  already,  or  will  here- 
after, be  mentioned  in  the  proper  place. 

Befides  the  great  numbers  of  the  firft  and  early 
colonifts,  as  well  as  fince,  from  Great  Britain, 
and  the  large  importations  of  people  from  Ireland 
into  this  province,  both  in  early  and  latter  times, 
thofe  from  Germany  have  been  fo  great,  that  it  is  Germans, 
fuppofed  near  one-third,  at  leaft,  of  the  inhabi-  &c- 
tants,  at  this  time,  confifts  of  the  laft,  and  their 
defcendants:  the  counties  of  Lancajier,  Tork,  Berks, 
and  Northampton  being  principally  fettled  by  them, 
and  they  are  very  numerous,  even,  in  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  as  well  as  in  the 
others. 

In  the  fummer  of  the  year  1749,  twenty-five 
fail  of  large  mips  arrived  with  German  paflengers 
alone  :  which  brought  about  twelve  thoufand  fouls, 
fome  of  the  mips  about  fix  hundred  each  ;  and  in 
feveral  other  years  near  the  fame  number  of  thefc 
people  arrived  annually ;  and  in  fome  years  near 
as  many  annually  from  Ireland.  By  an  exact  ac- 
count of  all  the  mips  and  paffengers  annually,

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which  have  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  with  Germans 
alone,  nearly  from  the  firfl  fettlement  of  the  pro- 
vince, till  about  the  year  1776,  when  their  im- 
portation ceafed,  the  number  of  the  latter  appears 
to  be  about  thirty-nine  thoufand  ;  and  their  inter- 
nal increafe  has  been  very  great.  Cumberland 
county  is  moftly  fettled  by  the  Injh,  who  abound 
through  the  whole  province.  The  Germans  feem 
more  adapted  for  agriculture,  and  the  improvement 
of  a  wildernefs,  and  the  Irijh  for  trade,  &c.  The 
former  foon  get  eftates  in  this  country,  where  in- 
duflry  and  parfimony  are  the  chief  requifites  to 
procure  them,  &c. 

Negroes.  The  Negroes,  or  black  people,  it  is  fuppofed, 
are  lefs  numerous  in  Pennfylvania  and  New  Jerfey, 
than  in  moft  of  the  other  colonies,  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  other  inhabitants ;  the  Legifla- 
ture,  at  different  times,  having  ufed  the  belt  en- 
deavours in  their  power,  to  difcourage  and  pre- 
vent the  impolitic  and  inhuman  practice  of  the 
introduction  or  importation,  of  them  ;  a  practice, 
which  has  long  prevailed  in  this  part  of  the  world, 
both  in  its  nature  and  manner,  not  only  the  great 
opprobrium  of  Chriftianity,  but  even  the  Ihameful 
difgrace  of  human  nature  itfelf ! 

But  there  is  another  clafs  of  people,  whofe 
Refufe  of  numbers  here,  in  latter  years,  have  annually  fo 
muc^  increafed  as  apparently  to  portend  confe- 
quenoes  no  lefs  dangerous  and  unhappy  to  the 
public  good,  in  fome  refpects,  than  thofe  lall 
mentioned,  as  they  are  more  capable  of  it,  and 
thofe  very  ccnfequences  manifeftly  a  prefent  ad- 
vantage to  them  ;  I  mean  fuch  as  fiee  from  juftice, 
in  other  countries,  and  convicts  from  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Ireland ;  who  frequently  find  the  way 
hither,  after  they  are  landed  in  other  places,  to 
the  no  fmall  detriment  of  the  honed  part  of  the 
community ;  befides  the  dangerous  confequences, 

which 
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\vhich  may  juflly  be  dreaded  from  fo  large,  and 
long  continued  collection  of  fuch  kind  of  people 
together ;  which  at  prefent  feerns  to  demand  the 
public  attention  more  than  it  has  done. 

About  the  year  1759,  or  fometime  before,  the 
number  of  families  in  the  province  was  computed  N"™ber  of 

.         r       .  .  inhabitants, 

at  twenty  thouiand,  by  a  very  moderate  computa-  &c. 
tion  ;*  and  confidering  the  very  great  increafe,  di- 
vers ways,  fince  that  time,  the  whole  number  of 
people  in  Penn/ylvania,  about  the  year  1770,  may 
probably  be  near  two  hundred  thoufand,  at  leafl, 
or  fomewhere  between  two  and  three  hundred 
thoufand. 

For  the  number  of  taxables,  from  time  to  time,  Number

This  is  the  lowed  or  moft  moderate  computation  that  I  find ;  for  other- 
wife,  as  publiflied  in  Benjamin  Martin's  general  magazine,  &c.  for  July, 
1755,  their  number  is  then  afferted  to  have  been  250,000,  which  in 
1775,  twenty  years  after,  being  doubled,  would  make  500,000,  &c.

The  land  tax  of  eighteen  pence  in  the  pound,  in  1771,  amounted 
to  about  £.  27,600,  and  the  excifc,  in  the  fame  year,  £.  5,000;  «*f 
which  the  city  arid  county  of  Philadelphia  paid  about  j£.  14,006. 
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pofed,  for  feveral  years  lad  pad,  has  been  aug- 
mented with  above  tv/o  hundred  new  dwelling 
houfes  annually,  including  the  fuburbs  north  and 
fouth  of  it,  along  the  fide  of  the  river  Delaware  ; 
where  its  buildings  now  extend  about  two  miles 
In  length ;  but  it  is  not  built,  perhaps,  much 
above  half  a  mile  weflward  from  the  river,  along 
High-ftreet,  in  the  middle,  or  broadeft  part  of  it. 

The  houfes  are  moftly  built  of  brick,  and  co- 
vered with  mingles  of  cedar,  very  uniform,  plain 
and  neat ;  though  both  good  marble,  and  other 
flone,  are  procured,  within  fifteen  miles  from  the 
city,  by  water  carnage,  and  by  land  near  the 
fame  didance.  They  are  moftly  three  (lories 
high,  befides  the  garrets  and  cellars,  more  efpe- 
.cially  in  the  interior  parts  of  the  town ;  and  for 
the  mod  part  it  is  well  paved,  watered,  lighted, 
and  cleaned  ;  and  the  general  fuel  is  wood.  But 
too  much  of  a  fimilarity  is  faid,  by  fome,  to  pre- 
vail in  the  dru&ure  of  this  city ;  and  the  eye  is 
not  delighted  with  that  variety  here,  which  fome- 
times  is  obfervable  in  fmaller  places. 

The  number  of  houfes  erected  upon  the  plan 
of  the  city,  exclusive  of  public  buildings,  ftores, 
work-houfes,  &c.  in  December,  1769,  were  three 
thoufand  three  hundred  and  eighteen ;  thofe  of 
the  northern  fuburbs,  five  hundred  and  fifty-three  ; 
and  in  the  fouthern  fuburbs,  fix  hundred  and 
three ;  in  all  four  thoufand  four  hundred  and  fe- 
venty-four  dwelling  houfes ;  which,  at  the  mod 
moderate  computation,  being  multiplied  by  fix, 
gives  twenty-fix  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
four  inhabitants ;  but  they  were  fuppofed  to  ave- 
rage nearer  feven  to  a  family,  which  makes  thirty- 
one  thoufand  three  hundred  and  eighteen,  in  the  city 
and  fuburbs  of  Philadelphia  at  that  time,  when  it  was 
not  above  eighty-feven  years  old  ;  and  for  the  next

polnbly  be  obtained.  Befides,  along  the  water  fide, 
where  there  ought  to  be  a  wide  public  flreet,  or 
quay,  continued  the  whole  front  of  the  city,  for 
the  free  and  uninterrupted  ufe  of  the  citizens  ;  be- 
fides  wharves,  extending  further  into  the  water,  and 
other  convenient  fpacc,  for  fhipping  and  landing 
of  merchandize,  and  properly  accomodating  the 
general  trade,  &c.  private  perfons  are  permitted 
to  build  and  place  obftructions  clofe  to  the  ri- 
ver. Add  to  thefe,  the  principal  flreet  in  the  city 
is  Ihamefully  obflrucled  by  a  court-houfe  in  the 
middle  of  the  moft  crowded  part  of  it,  and  by 
other  buildings  creeled  for  butchers  fhambles,  and 
holding  a  market  ;  now  long  experienced  to  be 
the  mod  inconvenient  and  improper  place  that 
could  be  appropriated  for  that  purpofe  in  fuch  a 
crowded  and  increafing  city,  as  well  as  contrary

Note.  Above  a  year  before  this  laft  period,  building  in  Philadelphia, 
by  re.;'bn  of  a  particular  circumftance,  being  interrupted,  had  ciitirrk- 
ceafed. 
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to  the  original  intention,  which  defigaed  all  the  pub- 
lie  ftreets  for  high  ways  without  obitru&ion,  or  in- 
terruption ;  though  in  early  time,  it  might  have 
been  otherwife,  in  regard  to  conveniency,  when  the 
place  was  finall,  and  the  people  few.  Thefe  in- 
conveniences, and  abufes,  not  to  fay  public  nui- 
fances,  and  impediments  to  the  falubrity  of  the 
city,  with  their  growing  confequences,  if  it  con- 
tinues to  increafe  as  it  has  done,  and  they  not  re- 
moved, and  better  provifion  made,  future  time 
will  indoubtcdly  be  more  fenfible  of.* 

The  public  buildings  in  this  city,  at  this  time,  Pu^nc 
are  moflly  plain,  yet  fome  of  them  elegant ;  but,  buildings, 
in  general,  they  are  adapted  more  for  real  ufe  and  &c' 
conveniency,  than  ornament.  The  Jlate-houfe^ 
where  the  General  Affembly^  and  Supreme  Court,  of 
the  nrovince,  are  held,  is  a  plain,  but  elegant  and 
fpacious  edifice,  for  the  time  in  which  it  was 
built,  about  the  year  1732  :  it  (lands  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  Chefnut-jtrect ;  and  with  its  wings  and  ap- 
pendages, on  each  fide  of  it,  occupies  the  whole 
extent  of  a  fquare  of  near  four  hundred  feet,  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth-ftreets  from  Delaware.  The 
prifon  and  work  houfe,  at  the  corner  of  High-ftreei 
and  Third-ftreet,  are  ftrong  and  fpacious  buildings, 
but  have  nothing  very  remarkable  in  their  archi- 
tecture. 

Of  houfes  for  worfhip,  that  of  the  Epifcopalians, 
er   Church  of   England,    in   Seconder eet,    called  ^1 
Chrift's  Church,  is  looked  upon  as  the  moll  ele- 
gant ;

The  Quakers  have 
four  houfes  for  public  worlhip  in  the  city ;  of 
which  they  conftantly,  at  the  appointed  times  for 
worfhip,  occupy  three  ;  the  fourth  is  ufed  on  par- 
ticular occafions.  The  Epifcopalians  have  three  ; 
the  Prejbyteriam,  four ;  the  Baptifls,  one ;  the 
Moravians i  one  ;  the  Roman  Catholics,  tv/o  ;  the 
Methodifts,  one ;  the  German  Lutherans,  two  ^ 
and  the  German  Cafainifts,  one ;  likewife  the 
Swedijh  Lutherans,  one,  in  the  lower  fuburbs,  at 
Wicocoa. 

schools  and  Befides  the  numerous  private  fchools,  for  the 
feminaries  education  of  youth,  in  this  city,  there  are  two 
o^ea  amg,  pjftfajfay^jgj  of  learning,  incorporated  by  char- 
ter, and  provided  with  funds ;  the  firft,  in  order 
of  time,  is  that  of  the  Quakers,  already  mentioned 
in  another  place ;  incorporated  by  the  firft  Pro- 
prietor, William  Penn ;  the  corporation  confifts 
of  fifteen  perfons,  chofen  by  themfelves ;  they 
have  their  monthly  meetings,  for  the  care  and 
management  of  the  inftitution  ;  and  their  regular 
vifitations  of  the  various  fchools,  under  their  di- 
rection and  notice.* 

Befides  the  fchools  in  other  parts  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  under  their  care,  they 
have  a  convenient  and  handfome  building,  ele- 
gantly fituated,  in  the  eaft  fide  of  Fourth-Jlreet, 
near  Chefnut-ftreet ;  where,  befides  reading  and 
'writing,  are  taught  grammar  and  the  languages, 
with  the  moft  ufeful  parts  of  mathematical  learning, 
in  different  apartments,  under  their  proper  mafters ; 
where  alfo  is  kept  a  library,  for  the  ufe  of  the 
inftitution :  but  this  feminary,  in  fome  refpecls, 
has  not  been  improved,  or  advanced,  according 
to  the  original  intention,  or  to  as  great  utility  as 
it  is  capable  of. 

The 

*  The  Q^afars  have  one  fchool  in  the  city  befides  thefc  under  their 
oare,  at  their  fole  expcnce,  for  teaching  Negro  children  only. 
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Thefecond  is  the  College  and  Academy  of  Phi  la-  college  and 
delphia,  of  a  much  later  ftandingj  and  not  exifting 
as  fuch,  before  the  year  1  749  ;  but  greatly  im-  ph\a 
proved  of  late  years  ;  and  is  likely,  if  its  prefent 
prudent  management  be  continued,  to  become 
hereafter,  the  mod  confiderable  of  the  kind,  per- 
haps, in  Britifh  America  :  the  corporation  confifts 
of  twenty-four  members,  called  Tru/lees  ;  they 
have  a  large  commodious  building,  on  the  weft 
fide  of  Fourth-ftreet,  near  Mulberry-Jireet^  where 
the  different  branches  of  learning  and  fcience  are 
taught,  in  the  various  parts  of  the  inltitution. 

In  this  city  are  erected  two  large  arid  elegant 
edifices,  for  charitable  ufes,  but  not  yet  compleat- 
ed  ;  the  Pennfylvania  Hofpital,  and  the  Houfe  of™  Hofp 
Employment  for  the  poor  of  Philadelphia  ;  it  is  fup- 
pofed  there  are  not  other  two  inilitutions  of  the 
kind  equal  to  them,  in  any  of  the  Britijh  colonies 
in  America^  for  the  number  of  perfons  annually 
relieved,  the  fpacious,  convenient  and  healthy 
accommodations,  and  general  good  management, 
in  every  department  ;  in  the  former,  which  had 
its  firft  rife  fo  late  as  in  the  year  1751,  there  have 
been  cured  and  relieved  above  four  hundred  per- 
fons annually  ;*  and  in  the  latter,  which  is  of

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Houfe  for  ftill  later  {landing,  about  four  hundred  indigent 
the  poor,  people,  and  helplefs  objecls  of  charity  have  been 
constantly  provided  with  fuitable  employment,  or 
comfortable  living  and  accommodations.  The  ma- 
nagers of  thefe  inftitutions  are  annually  chofen  by 
the  contributors,  according  to  acts  of  Affembly, 
by  which  they  are  incorporated :  both  of  them 
were  fir  (I  promoted  chiefly  by  the  Quaker  s^  and 
Hill  continue  under  the  management  principally  of 
the  fame  people. 

Other  infti-  There  are  other  inflitutions  and  companies,  in 
tut  ions,  &c.  this  city,  formed  either  for  the  good  order  and 
fecurity  of  it,  or  other  patriotic  purpofes ;  as,  that 
for  the  Infurance  of  houfes  from  lofs  by  firs  ;  with  a 
number  ofjire  companies  ^  or  affectations,  to  prevent 
and  extinguifh  fire  in  it :  the  foci  ety  for  the  relief  of 
poor  and  diftrefled  mafters  ofjhips,  their  widows  and 
children  ;  the  American  philofophical  fociety^  &c.  for 
promoting  ufeiul  knowledge ;  the  library  company 
of  Philadelphia  ;  the  fociety  for  promoting  the  cul- 
ture offilk,  &c. 

Citycorpo-  The  corporation  of  the  city  itfelf,  for  its  inter- 
ration,  &c.  Ra|  government  and  police,  has  been  already 
mentioned,  in  the  account  of  its  original  inftitu- 
tionby  the  firft  Proprietor  William  Penn,  in  1701. 
It  confifls  of  a  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen,  and 
Common  Council,  by  the  name  of,  "  The  Mayor 
and  Commonalty  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,"  &c. 
They  are  chofen  by  the  corporation ;  and  the 
number  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council-men 
is  not  limited :  the  nature,  constitution,  power, 
and  office  of  the  corporation  are  defcribed  in  the 
city-  charter  in  the  appendix. 

Befides 


"  And  divers  had  medicines  and  vifits  of  the  phyficians,  as  aut-pa» 
tii'tits,  whofe  cafes  were  not  proper,  or  ncceffary,  to  admit  them  into  the 
houfe." 
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Befides  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  there  are  fe- 
veral  confiderable  towns  in  the  province,  exclufive 
of  the  capitals  of  the  counties,  already  mentioned  ; 
fome  of  which  have  their  dated  market  days,  and 
regular  markets  for  pfovifions,  &c. 

Germantown,  in  Philadelphia  county,  about  fix 
miles  north  of  the  city,  with  which  it  is  nearly 
coeval,  and  noted  for  its  manufacture  of  Jlochlngs^ 
by  the  German  fettlers  and  their  defendants,  who 
principally  inhabit  it,  confifts  chiefly  of  one  ftreet, 
feveral  miles  in  length,  different  parts  of  it  ha- 
ving different  names,  irregularly  built  of  (tone, 
dug  out  of  the  ground  where  the  houfes  (land ; 
in  a  high  and  healthy  fituation>  with  dlilances,  or 
vacant  fpaces,  in  fome  places,  between  the 
houfes ;  it  aiTords  a  pleafant  retreat  in  fummer  to 
divers  inhabitants  of  Philadelphia ;  and  contains 
mare  houfes  and  people  than  any  other  town  in 
the  province,  Philadelphia  and  Lancafter  excepted. 

Wilmington^    in    Newcaftle   county,    which   ap- 
pears to  be  no  older  than  about  thirty  or  forty 
years  (anno    1772)  is  now  next  to  Philadelphia,^ 
in  trade  and  populoumefs,  on  or  near  the  Dela- 
ware ;  and  in  late  years,  has  far  exceeded  New- 
cajlle^  which  has  long  feemingly  been  on  the  de- 
cline, 
• 

Note*  Wilmington  was  firft  laid  out,  for  a  town,  and  fettled  principally 
by  the  Quakers,  &c.  of  whom,  in  the  year  1738,  I  find,  IVilllam  Shipley, 
Jofiua  Way,  Thomas  WtJI,  Dai-id  Ferris,  Jofcpb  Hews,  Edward  ?«*««/, 
and  others,  had  a  religious  meeting  fixed  here.  MS. 

The  large  numbers  of  Europeans,  which  have  floclced  into  Pennfyl- 
vania,  who  had  been  ufed  to  towns,  efpe'cially  from  Gtrmany,  feem  to 
have  been  one  caufe  of  fo  many  Confiderable  towns  fuddenly  ftaiting  up 
in  this  province  of  late  years ;  but  they  are  lefs  adapted  to  agricultural 
employment,  than  to  that  of  manufacturing;  hence  they  generally  here 
either  foon  decline,  or  ceafe  to  increafe ;  except  upon  navigable  waters, 
and  fupported  by  foreign  trade,  or  mar.ufadluring,  &c. 

Lebanon  in  Lancafter  county  (as  -well  as  many  orher  towns  in  the  pro- 
vince) is  now  in  a  very  ilourilhing  flate  5  it  was  laid  out  about  the  year 
1759,  and  n°w  in  1772,  is  faid  to  contain  above  two  hundred  good 
dwelling  houfes,  many  of  them  large,  and  well  built  of  ftonc,  dug  put  of 
the  ground  where  they  ftand,  and  principally  inhabited  by  Otrma^. 
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eline,  though  the  courts,  &c.  are  frill  held  at  the 
latter  place ;  from  which  it  is  only  fix  miles  dif- 
tant,  northward,  and  about  twenty-eight  fouth 
weft  from  Philadelphia.  It  is  fituated  on  an  ele- 
vated and  hilly  declivity,  defcending  to  Chrifteen 
creek  ;  which  fo  far,  at  leaft,  is  navigable  for  vef- 
iels  of  two  hundred  tons  burden,  and  runs  into 
the  Delaware  at  a  fmall  diftance ;  from  whence, 
to  a  fpeclator,  paffing  on  the  faid  river,  this  town, 
by  reafon  of  its  particular  and  elevated  fituation, 
exhibits  a  pleafant  appearance. 

Of  the  Internal  Police,  and  Courts  of  Judicature 
in  Pennfylvania. 

The  nature  and  manner  of  the  government,  by 
a  Governor  and  provincial  Aflembly,  as  exprefied 
in  the  laft  charter  of  privileges,  given  in  the  year 
1701,  with  the  powers  granted  to  the  Proprietary, 
William  Penn,  in  the  royal  charter  of  1681,  upon 
which  the  former  is  founded,  have  already  been 
mentioned,  in  the  preceding  hiftory ;  and,  there- 
fore, in  this  place,  need  no  repetition.  Accord- 
ing to  which  charter  of  privileges,  there  >  are  two 
negatives  in  the  Legiilature ;  that  of  the  Governor, 
and  that  of  the  Affenibly,  Pr  Reprefentatives  of 
the  people. 

governor's  The  Council^  as  before  obferved,  are  no  part  of 
Councii,&c  the  Legiflature,  otherwife  than  by  advifmg  the 
Governor,  in  his  negative,  &c.  they  are  chofen  by 
the  Proprietary,  or  Governor,  and  are  properly 
called  the  Governor's  Council.  The  acts  of  legiila- 
ture  run  thus,  in  the  prefidency  of  a  Deputy  Go- 
vernor, who  is  appointed  by  the  Proprietary,  with 
the  royal  approbation,  viz.  "  Be  it  enabled  by  the 

honourable- Efquire,   Lieutenant  Governor  of 

the  province  of  Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  counties  of 
Newcqftk*  Kent  and  Suffix,  on  Delaware  t  river  ; 
by  and  with  the  confent  of  the  Reprefentatives  of  the 

freemen

freemen  of  f aid  province,  in  General  Affembly  met." 
The  Governor's  falary,  which  is  a  free  gift,  or  in 
the  power  of  the  people,  was  never  permanently 
fixed  by  law ;  but  of  late  years,  has  generally" 
been  about  jT.  1,000  currency  per  annum,  bendes 
the  perquifites,  which  amounted  to  a  confidera- 
ble  fum. 

The  AJfe?nb!y,  by  charter,  is  elected  on  the  firft 
day  of  October  annually,  by  the  freeholders,  in  Provincial 
each  county.  The  qualifications,  by  law,  for  an  A 
elector  and  elected,  is  a  freeman,  relident  in  the 
county,  for  two  years,,  at  leaft,  having  fifty  acres 
of  land,  well  feated,  or  otherways  worth,  in  real 
or  perfonal  eftate,  or  both  jointly,  the  value  of 
fifty  pounds  currency ;  which,  if  required,  muft 
be  declared  on  oath  or  affirmation.  But  the  num- 
ber of  the  members,  and  mode  of  elections,  are 
fixed,  altered  and  regulated  by  act  of  AfTembly, 
purfuant  to  the  powers  granted  by  the  faid  charter. 
They  have  far  many  years,  before  the  laft  frontier 
counties  were  added,  or  till  about  the  year  1771, 
confided  of  about  thirty-fix ;  of  which  number, 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  returned  two ;  each  of 
the  oldeft  counties,  of  Philadelphia,  Bucks  and 
Cbefler,  eight ;  that  of  Lancqfter  four ;  and  the 
later  (and  in  thofe  times,  much  thinner  inhabited) 
counties  of  Tork,  Cumberland,  Berks  and  North- 
ampton, returned  the  reft. 

The   Sheriffs   and  Coroners  are  ufually  elected  shrrlffsan(| 
at  the  fame  time  with  the   Reprefentatives,    by  coroners, 
county  elections ;  the  people  elect  two  for  each 
office ;  out  of  which  the  Governor  chufes  one ; 
who,    in    the  fame    manner,    may  be   re-elected 
for  three  years  running  ;  but  after  three  years, 
cannot  be  re-elected,  unlefs  after  the  intervention 
of  three  years  out  of  office ;  and  then  he  is  capa- 
ble of  a  new  election. 

The 
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The  County  Cormiiiffioners^  for  managing  of  the 
public  affairs  of  their  refpeftive  counties,  are 
three,  and  the  Affeffcrs  are  fix,  in  and  for  each 
county  ;  of  the  latter  the  whole  number  is  annu- 
ally chofen,  at  the  fame  time,  with  the  Affembly, 
Sheriff's  and  Coroners,  according  to  aft  of  Ajjem- 
bly  ;  the  former,  or  the  Cortwiij/ioners  ,  continue  in 
office  for  three  years  ;  of  whom,  one,  or  the  oldefl 
Commiflioner,  is  changed,  or  goes  out,  and  ano- 
ther is  elsftcd  in  his  place  every  year,  in  each 
county.

Juries  are  all  returned  by  the  Sheriff]  excepting 

in  particular  cafes,  but  not  often  ;  there  may  be  a 

Jlruek  jury,  by  confent  of  parties  ;  and  that  mull 

be  in  the  prefence  of  the  Judges,  the  Sheriff  and 

the  parties. 

Juftices  cf  the  Peace  are  all  of  the  Governor's 
appointing,  and  fit  in  Quarter  Ssffions,  conforma- 
ble to  the  laws  and  inflitutions  of  England. 

The  Regifter  General  is  appointed  and  commiili- 
oned  by  the  Governor,  according  to  aft  of  Afiem- 
bly,  for  the  probate  of  wills,  and  granting  letters 
of  admiriiftration.  His  authority  extends  all  over 
the  province  ;  but  is  executed  by  a  Deputy,  in 
each  refpeftive  county,  except  at  Philadelphia  ; 
where  he  is  obliged  to  refide  himfelf. 

The  power  of  eftablifhing  all  the  Courts  of  "Judi- 
cature^ in  Pcnnfyfoania,  was  granted,  by  the  royal 
charter,  to  the  Proprietary.  They  were  accord- 
ingly, for  fome  time,  erefted  and  held  by  ordi- 
nances of  the  Governor  and  Council  ;  but  they 
were  afterwards  eitablimed  by  laws  of  the  province. 

The  Courts  of  yudicature,  for  the  adminiflration 
of  juirlce,  as  eftablilhed  by  law,  within  the  pro- 
vince, confifl  of, 

i  .  The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennfylvania^  held  in 
Philadelphia^  twice  every  year,  by  any  two  of  the 

three 
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three  Juftices,  or  Judges,  of  the  faid  court.  Of 
thefe  Judges,  who  are  commiflioned  by  the  Go- 
vernor ieverally,  by  diftincT:  patents,  one  is  diftin- 
guifhed,  in  his  cornmiilion,  by  the  name  of  Chief 
Juftice  ;  the  others,  by  that  of  fecond  and  third 
Judge,  or  Juilice  ;  and  none  of  them  can  fit  judi- 
cially in  any  inferior  court :  every  of  which  Juf- 
tices having  full  power  to  iflue  forth  writs  of  ha- 
beas corpus,  certiorari  and  'writs  of  error,  &c. 

This  court  is  empowered  to  hear  and  determine  its  powef-; 
all  caufes,  by  writ  of  the  fame  court,  removed  &c> 
from  the  courts  of  Quarter  Sejfiom,  and  Comtmn, 
Pleas,  in  the  feveral  counties,  and  from  the  city 
court :  to  reverfe,  or  affirm,  the  judgments  of 
the  inferior  courts :  to  examine  and  puniih  ail 
officers  of  courts,  for  default,  &c.  to  award  pro- 
c:;(s  for  levying  fines :  and  if  occasion  require,  to 
go  the  circuit  twice  every  year,  to  try  the  iiiues  in 
faff,  in  the  counties,  from  whence  the  caufe  was 
removed  :  the  Judges  of  this  court  have  power  to 
deliver  the  jails  of  perfons,  committed  for  treafon, 
murder,  and  other  felonies  of  death  ;  and  to  hear 
and  determine  all  fuch  felonies,  committed  in  the 
out  parts  of  the  province,  by  a  jury  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  ;  efpecially  felonies  committed  by  /;;- 
dians^  &c.  But  from  the  final  fentence  of  this 
court,  as  well  as  from  that  of  the  Courts  cf  Ad- 
miralty, and  all  other  courts,  within  the  province, 
is  referved  the  right  of  appeal  to  Great  Britain. 

2.   The  Court  of  General  Quarter  Seffjons  cf  the  Co-.:rtof 
Peace  and  Gaol  Deli-very ',  held  in  each  county,  four  ?£u 
times  in  ayear,  by  any  three,  or  more,  of  the  Juftices,  " 
nominated  and  authorized  by  the  Governor  ;  and 
fpecial,  or  private,  feflions,  as  often  as  occafion 
requires,  purfuant  to  their  commiflions,  &c.  any 
of  which  Juftices  has  power  in  or  out  of  feflions, 
to  take  all  manner  of  recognizances,  &c. 

3.  Thf 
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Court  of  3-  The  County  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  held 
Common  four  times  annually,  at  the  fame  places,  in  each 
county  where  the  Quarter  Sejfiom  are  kept,  by, 
at  leaft,  three  of  the  Juftices  thereof,  commiffioned 
by  the  Governor ;  who  are  empowered  to  hear 
and  determine  all  pleas,  fuits  and  caufes,  civil, 
perfonal,  real  and  mixt,  &c. 

The  Judges  of  the  Common  Pleas  are  the  Juftices 
of  the  Peace  in  each  refpective  county  :  when  the 
Quarter  Sejfions  are  finifhed,  they  continue  to  fit 
(in  moft  of  the  counties)  in  quality  of  the  Judges 
of  Common  Pleas,  by  commiilion  from  the  Go- 
vernor. 

Orphans'         4.   The  Orphans'  Court ,  held  by  the  Juftices  of 
-ourt,        t^e  Quarter  Sejfions ,  in  each  county,  in  the  fame 

week,  in  which  the  fejfions  are  held  j  or,  at  any 

other  time  as  they  fee  occafion. 

its  power,        They  are  empowered  to  call  to   account  any 
&Ct  perfon,  who  is  entrufted  with,  or  any  wife  account-- 

able  for,  any  eftate,  belonging  to  any  orphan,  or 
perfon  under  age ;  (and  even  adminiftrators  of 
inteftate  eftates)  to  oblige  the  Regifter  General, 
or  his  Deputies,  to  tranfmit  to  their  court,  copies 
of  fuch  writings,  as  relate  to  eftates  of  orphans, 
or  minors  ;  to  oblige  adminiftrators  to  give  better 
fecurity ;  and  upon  neglect  thereof,  or  if  the  ad- 
miniftrator  has  imbezzled  the  decedant's  eftate, 
by  their  fentence  to  revoke  his  letter  of  admini- 
ftration  ;  to  oblige  as  well  an  executrix,  that  is 
married  to  another  hufband,  without  fecuring  the 
minors*  portions,  as  alfo  all  other  executors,  to  give 
fecurity  for  the  payment,  or  delivery,  of  the  le- 
gacies, or  fhares  of  eftates  belonging  to  minors, 
and  for  their  maintenance  and  education :  to  ad- 
mit minors  to  chufe  guardians,  and  to  appoint 
guardians  for  fuch  as,  by  the  common  law,  are  un* 
capable  of  chufing ;  to  direct  the  putting  out  ;;//- 
nors  apprentices :  tQ  fend  their  attachments,  for 

contempt 
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Contempt,  and  force  obedience  to  their  orders, 
by  imprisonment,  or  fequeftration  of  lands  and 
goods :  finally,  to  fettle  the  accounts  of  admini- 
flrators,  and  to  make  diftribution  of  the  furpluf- 
age  of  the  eftate ;  and  to  fettle  and  difcharge  the 
accounts  of  bonds  of  guardians,  and  other  per- 
fons,  entr lifted  with  minors9  eftates. 

5.  The  Mayor's  Court ',  held  in  Philadelphia,  by  Mayor'* 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and,  at  leaft,  two  Alder-  Court* 
men  of  the  city,  quarterly,  by  charter,  for  hear- 
ing and  determining  all  crimes  and  offences,  com- 
mitted in  the  faid  city :  but  the  power  of  hearing 
and  determining  all  felonies  of  death  is,  by  law, 
vefled  in  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Befides  thefe  are  the  Court  of  Admiralty,  for 
the  province  of  Pennfyhania,  and  the  counties  of  Courts. 
Newcqftle,  Kent  and  Suflex,  on  Delaware;  and 
the  Court  of  Admiralty,  in  cafe  of  appeals,  for 
the  provinces  of  New  York,  New  yerfey,  Penn- 
fyhania, Maryland,  and  Virginia ;  held  in  Phi- 
ladelphia only,  agreeable  to  the  dire&ion  in  the 
Judges'  commiflion.

S  to  the  origin  of  the  Indians,  or  aboriginal 
inhabitants  of  America^  in  general,  there  is  no- 
originofthe  thing  on  record,  but  mere  modern  conjecture ; 
ms,&c.  ^jpjj  varies  according  to  the  different  opinions 
and  fancies  of  thofe,  who  have  thought  and  writ 
on  the  fubjeft,  and  endeavoured  to  account  for 
the  firft  peopling  of  that  continent.  It  is,  per- 
haps, as  improbable  for  a  people,  who  have  not 
the  knowledge  of  letters,  to  derive  their  original 
from  thofe,  who  were  polfeiTed  of  that  ufeful  and 
neceflary  fcience,  and  not  to  retain  it  among  them- 
felves  afterwards,  as  it  would  be  nugatory  to  pre- 
tend to  give  an  account  thereof,  without  the 
means,  abfolutely  neceflary  for  that  purpofe  ? 
Therefore,  without  faying  any  thing  of  their  ori- 
ginal, 
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ginal,  or  troubling  the  reader  with  conjectures, 
how  this  country  firft  began  to  be  inhabited  by 
mankind,  let  it  fuffice  here  to  obferve,  in  general,  Pr°bably  a

that  thefe  people  appear  to  form  a  diitinct  ipecies  fpecics  of 
of  the  human  race,  as  well  as  the  Negroes,  and  fome  mankind, 
other  kinds  of  people,  in  the  world :  this  is  fo 
manifeflly  vifible,  from  an  entire  uniformity, 
among  them,  of  certain  marks  and  characters, 
peculiar  to  their  perfons  and  features,  that  they 
are  thereby  as  fufficiently  diflinguifhed  from  all 
the  reft  of  mankind,  into  a  different,  or  diftincl: 
ipecies,  or  variety,  of  rational  beings,  as  the  va- 
rious fpecies  of  fome  of  the  particular  genera  of 
the  irrational  animals  and  plants  are  characterized 
by  their  refpeclive  and  peculiar  properties  and 
phenomena.* 

The  Indians,  called  the  Six  Nations ,  have  held  The  si*  Na- 
fovereignty  over  all  the  Indians,  both  in  this  and  tlous>  &c* 
the  neighbouring  provinces,  for  a  long  feries  of 
years ;  and  as  a  firnilarity  of  their  cuftoms  pre- 
vails much  among  tjiofe,  who  are  fubject  to  them, 
fo  previous  to  an  account  of  the  Indians  of  Penn- 
fylvania  and  New  Jerfey,  as  they  were  found  and 
obferved  by  the  fir  (I  and  early  European  or  Englijh 
fettlers  among  them,  whole  defcription  or  obier- 
vation,  may  be  mo  ft  depended  on,  as  neareih  the 
truth,  it  may  be  proper  to  lay  fomething  farther 
refpe&ing  thefe  nations,  though  they  have  not,  nt 
prefent,  their  refidence  within  the  limks  of  tlide 
provinces. 

The  Six  Nations  fir  ft  entered  into  an  alliance 
with  the  Englifh,  on  the  capture  of  New  Tork 
from  the  Dutch,  in  1664;  which  has  remarkably 
continued  ever  fince.  The  limits  of  their  land;?,

.     towns  commonly  on  the  borders  of  great  rivers, 
on  account  of  the  rich  lawns,  for  planting  their 
corn :  the  intermediate  ground  they  referve  for 
hunting ;  which  equally  ferves  them  for  that  pur- 
pofe  and  a  frontier. 

Manner  of  ,  Their  nations  and  tribes  are  generally  diftin- 
thririnnati-  guifhed  and  denominated  by  the  names  of  the  ri- 
onsand  vers  and  creeks,  or  other  noted  places,  of  their 
refidence ;  which  original  names  they  commonly 
ftill  continue  to  retain  after  their  removal  to  other 
places.  The  tribes,  which  compofed  their  nations, 
were  frequently  in  proportion  to  the  number  and 
importance  of  the  creeks,  that  ran  into  the  rivers 
which  bore  their  nations.  The  Delaware*  fo  cal- 
led from  the  river  Delaware,  by  the  Englifh,  but 
by  themfelves  in  their  own  language,  Lenelenoppes, 
or  the  original  people,  confided  of  the  Affunpink 
(Stony  creek)  Indians ;  Rankokas,  (Lamikas,  or 
Cbichequaas)  Mingoes,  Andaftakas ;  (Chrlftccn 
creek,  near  Wilmington)  Nejbamimesy  in  Bucks 
county ;  ShackafliaxonS)  about  Kenfington,  near 
Philadelphia ;  Manias^  or  Frog  Indians,  about 
Burlington?  and  a  creek  of  that  name,  in  Glouccfhr

Since  the  conquefl  and  fubje&ion  of  divers  of  Their 
the  Indian  nations  and  tribes,  by  the  Six  Nations, 
particularly  after  the  Europeans  became  acquainted  &c. 
with  them,  (during  which  time  they  appear  to 
have  been  continually  decreafing  in  number)  many 
of  their  places  of  refideuce  have  been  changed  for 
others,  by  the  direction  and  order  of  their  con- 
querors, or  i'uperiors  ;  efpecially  to  make  room 
for  the  fettlement  of  the  Europeans,  &c.  Hence, 
after  the  Sufquahannocks  were  exterminated,  the 
upper  parts  of  the  river  Sufquahanna  were  allotted 
to  the  Naniicokes,  from  the  eaftern  fhore  of  Ma- 
ryland ;  to  the  Tuteloes,  from  Meherin  river,  in 
the  fouth  of  Virginia;  and  to  the  Delaware*  , 
among  which  lait  are  included  the  Menefmks, 
from  above  the  forks  of  Delaware,  and  the  'Man- 
des,  or  Salem  Indians,  Sec.  and  as  the  country  be- 
comes more  inhabited  by  Europeans  and  their  de- 
fcendants,  the  Indians  move  ftill  further  back  into

The  5/',v  Nations,  fometlmes  called  Mingos,  and 
Confederates,  as  their  name  denotes,  called  by  the 
Dutch,  Maquaas,  or  Mahakuafe,  and  by  the 
French,  Iroquois,  were  fo  greatly  diminifhed  in  the 
the  year  1757,  that  they  were  then  fuppofed  to 
confrfl  only  of  about  twelve  hundred  fighting 
men.  "  They  confifl  (fays  Golden  in  his  hiftory 
of  them)  of  fo  many  tribes,  or  nations,  joined 
together  by  league,  or  confederacy,  like  the  Uni- 
ted Provinces,  and  without  any  fuperiority  of  one 
over  the  other.

Govern-  "  Each  of  thefe  nations  is  an  abfolute  republic, 
TolkV'11'  anc*  *s  governed,  in  all  public  affairs,  by  its  own 
fachems,  or  old  men  ;  the  authority  of  thefe  rulers 
is  gained  by,  and  confifts  wholly  in,  the  opinion 
the  reft  of  the  natives  have  of  their  wifdom  and 
integrity.  They  never  execute  their  refolutions 
by  force,  upon  any  of  their  people.  Honour  and 
efteem  are  their  principal  rewards ;  as  marne,  and 
being  defpifed,  their  punifhments.  They  have  cer- 
tain cuftoms,  which  they  obferve,  in  their  public 
tranfaclions,  with  other  nations,  and  in  their  pri- 
vate affairs  among  themfelves ;  which  it  is  fcanda- 
lous  for  any  among  them  not  to  oblerve ;  and 
thefe  always  draw  after  them  either  public  or 
private  refentment,  whenever  they  are  broken. 

"  Their  leaders  and  captains,  in  like  manner, 
obtain  their  authority  by  the  general  opinion  of 
their  courage  and  conduct,  and  lofe  it  by  a  failure 
in  thefe  virtues. 

"  Their  great  men,  both  fachems  and  captains^ 
are  generally  poorer  than  the  common  people ; 
for  they  affect  to  give  away  and  diflribute  all  the 
prefcnts-  and  plunder,  they  get  in  their  treaties, 
and  in  war,  fo  as  to  leave  nothing  to  themfelves. 
There  is  not  a  man  in  the  miniftry  of  the 
Their  free  ^'ve  Nations,  who  has  gained  his  office  otherwife, 
and  indt-  than  by  merit ;  there  is  not  the  leaft  falary,  or 
ailY  f°rt  °^  P1"0^?  annexed  to  any  office,  to  tempt 
the  covetous  or  fordid ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
every  unworthy  aclion  is  unavoidably  attended 
with  the  forfeiture  of  their  commifiion ;  for  their 
authority  is  only  the  efleem  of  the  people,  and 
ceafes  the  moment  that  efleem  is  loft.  Here  we 
fee  the  natural  origin  of  all  power  and  authority, 

among 
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among  a  free  people  ;  and  whatever  artificial  pow- 
er, or  fovereignty,  any  man  may  have  acquired, 
by  the  laws  and  conftitution  of  a  country,  his  real 
power  will  be  ever  much  greater,  or  lefs,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  efteem  the  people  have  of  him.* 

"  The  Five  Nations  think  themfelves,  by  nature,  Their  high 
fuperior  to  the  reft  of  mankind,  and  call  them-  °PiRion  of

lelves  (Jngue-honwe,  tnat  is,  777672  fur  paying  all  others.  &c. 
This  opinion,  which  they  take  care  to  inculcate 
into  their  children,  gives  them  that  courage, 
which  has  been  ib  terrible  to  all  the  nations  of 
Norfb  America  ;  and  they  have  taken  inch  care  to 
imprefs  the  iaine  opinion  of  their  people  on  all 
their  neighbours,  that,  on  all  occafions,  they  yield 
the  rnoil  fubmiifive  obedience  to  them."  "  The 
*Tufcarorasi  after  the  war  they  had  with  the  people 
of  Carolina,  rled  to  the  Five  Nations,  and  are  now 
incorporated  with  them  ;  fo  that  they  now  pro- 
perly indeed  confiit  of  Six  Nations. 

"  There  is  one  vice,  which  all  the  Indians  have  Drunken- 
fallen  into,  fince  their  acquaintance  with  the  Chrif*  "^toThe 
tians  ;  of  which  they  could  not  be  guilty  before  Indians,  &c 
that  time,  that  is,  drunkennefs.     It  is  ftrange  how 
all  the  Indian  nations,  and  almoft  every  perfon 
among  them,  male  and  female,  are  infatuated  with 
the  love  of  Jlrong  drink  ;  they  know  no  bounds  to  - 
their  delire,  while  they  can  fwallow  it  down  ;  and 
then  indeed,  the  greatefl  man  among  them  fcarcely 
deferves  the  name  of  a  brute. 

"  They  never  have  been  taught  to  conquer  any 
paiTion,  but  by  fome  contrary  paffion ;  and  the 
traders,  with  whom  they  chiefly  converfe,  are  fo 
far  from  giving  them  any  abhorrence  of  this  vice, 
that  they  encourage  it  all  they  can,  not  only  for

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the  profit  of  the  liquor  they  fell,  but  that  they 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  impofe  upon  them. 
And  this,  as  they  chiefly  drink  fpirits,  has  de- 
ftroyed  greater  numbers,  than  all  their  wars  and 
difeafes  put  together. 

«  As  to  the  hiflory  of  the  Five  Nations,"  (fays 
ob!  SmM>  in  his  Wftory  of  New-Tork}  "  before  their 
fcure,  &c.  acquaintance  with  the  Europeans,  it  is  wrapt  up 
in  the  darknefs  of  antiquity.  It  is  faid  that  their 
firft  refidence  was  in  the  country  about  Mont- 
real ;*  and  that  the  fuperior  ftrength  of  the  Adit 
rondacks,  whom  the  French  call  Algonquins,  drove 
them  into  their  prefent  pofleffions,  lying  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  Mohawks  river,  and  the  great 
lake  Ontario,  Towards  the  clofe  of  thofe  difputes, 
which  continued  for  a  great  feries  of  years,  the 
Confederates-  gained  advantages  over  the  Adiran* 
dacks,  and  (truck  a  general  terror  into  all  the  In- 
dians. The  Hurons,  on  the  north  fide  of  lake 
Erie,  and  the  Cat  Indians,  on  the  fouth  fide  were 
totally  conquered  and  difperfed.  The  French, 
who  fettled  in  Canada,  in  1603,  to°k  umbrage 
at  this  fuccefs,  and  began  a  war  with  them,  which 
had  well  nigh  ruined  their  new  colony. 

Their  ian-       "  As  to  the  language  of  thefe  people  (fays  the 
&c.  fame  author)  except  the  Tufcaroras,  all  the  Six  Na~ 
tions  fpeak  a  language  radically  the  fame.    It  is  ve- 
ry mafculine  and  fonorous,  abounding  with  guttu- 
rals, and  ftrong  afpirations,  but  without  labials.f

f  "  They  have  but  few  radical  words ;  but  they  compound  their  wor«U 
tvithout  end;  by  this  their  language  becomes  fufficiently  copious,  and 
leaves  room  for  a  good  deal  of  art,  to  pleafe  a  delicate  ear.  Sometimes 
one  word,  among  them,  includes  an  entire  definition  of  a  thing  ;  for  ex- 
ample, they  call  wine,  Oneharadefehoengtferaghcrie,  as  to  fay,  &  liquor 
mads  of  tie  juiee  of  the  grape,  The  words  exprefling  things,  lately  come 
to  their  knowledge,  are  all  compounds :  they  have  no  labials  in  th'.-ir 
language ;  nor  can  they  pronounce  perfectly  any  word,  wherein  there  is 
a  labial;  and  when  one  endeavours  to  teach  them  to  pronounce  the-fe 
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Its  folemn,  grave  tone  is  owing  to  the  generofity  of 
its  feet,  as  may  be  obferved  in  the  following  tranf- 
lation  of  the  Lord9?,  Prayer ;  in  which  is  diftin- 
guifhed  the  time  of  every  fy liable,  by  the  com- 
mon marks,  ufed  in  profody.

cc  The  extraordinary  length  of  Indian  words, 
and  the  guttural  afpirations  neceffary  in  pronounc- 
ing them,  render  the  fpeech  extremely  rough  and 
difficult.  The  verbs  never  change  in  their  termi- 
nations, as  in  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  ;  but 
all  their  variations  are  prefixed.  A  ilrange  tranf- 
pofition  of  fyllables  of  different  words,  Eupbon'ui 
gratia,  is  very  common  in  the  Indian  tongue;  of 
wb?ch  I  will  give  an  inftance  :  ogilla,  figninesy/r^, 
and  cawaunna,  great,  but  inftead  of  joining  the 
adjective  and  fubftantive,  to  fay  great  Jirc,  c^- 
ivaunna  ogilla,  both  words  would  be  blended  into 
this  one,  co-gilla-waunna. 

"  The  dialecl  of  the  Qneydos  is  fofter  than  that 
of  the  other  nations,  and  the  reafon  is,  bccaufe 
they  have  more  vowels,  and  often  fupply  the  place 

of 

words,  they  tell  one,  they  think  it  ridiculous,  that  they  nr'.r-  {hut  tl 
lips  to  fpeak.     Their  language  abounds  with  •  .-'Vi- 

rations;  thele  m^ike  it  very  fonorous  a:;d  bold  ;  and  their  fpcechcs  ah,. 
with  mctaohors,  aft^r  the  manner  of  the  e^ii;m  :ia 
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of  harfh  letters  with  liquids.     Inflead  of  R,  they 
always  ufe  L.     Rebecca  would  be  pronounced  Le- 

quecca. 

"  The  art  of  public  fpeaking  is  in  high  efleem 
among  the  Indians,  and  much  ftudied.  They  are 
extremely  fond  of  method,  and  difpleafed  with 
an  irregular  harrangue,  becaufe  it  is  difficult  to 
be  remembered.  When  they  anfwer,  they  repeat 
the  whole,  reducing  it  into  ftrift  order.  Their 
fpeeches  are  fhort,  and  the  fenfe  conveyed  in 
flrong  metaphors.  In  converfation  they  are 
fprightly,  but  folemn  and  ferious  in  their  mef- 
fages  relating  to  public  affairs.  Their  fpeakers 
deliver  themfelves  with  furprifing  force,  and  great 
propriety  of  gefture.  The  fiercenefs  of  their 
countenances,  the  flowing  blanket,  elevated  tone, 
naked  arm,  and  erect  flature,  with  a  half  circle 
of  auditors  feated  on  the  ground,  cannot  but  im- 
prefs  on  the  mind  a  lively  idea  of  the  ancient 
orators  of  Greece  and  Rome. 

"  At  the  claufe  of  every  important  part  of  a 
fpeech,  ratifying  an  old  covenant,  or  creating  a 
new  one,  a  belt  is  generally  given,  to  perpetuate 
the  remembrance  of  the  tranfaction.  Thefe  belts 
are  about  four  inches  wide,  and  thirty  in  length, 
They  confifl  of  firings  of  conque-mell  beads  fatt- 
ened together.* 

Of  the  Indians  of  Pennfylvanla  and  New  Jerfey. 

THE  Indians  of  Pennfyhania  and  New  Jerfey, 
like  the  Six  Nations,  obferved  the  greateft  deco- 
rum in  their  councils  and  public  tranfaclions,  and 

in 

*  Thefe  beads,  which  pafs  for  money,  are  called  by  the  Indians,  Wam- 
pum, and  by  the  Dutch,  Scivant.  Six  beads  were  formerly  valued  at 
a  ftyver  (one  penny  fterling.)  There  are  always  feveral  poor  families  at 
Albany,  who  fupport  themfelves  by  coining  this  cafh  for  the  traders."

"  They  treafured  thefe  bejts,  when  delivered  to  them  in  trea- 
ties, and   kept  them  as  records  of  the  nation,  to  have   recourfc  to  upon 
;  .u.ony,  at  laid   treaties,    being   omitted,  all 
..ing,"  Sfntt&'s  Hijlory  of  Neiv  J&fey* 
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in  all  their  difcourfes  and  converfation  ;  their  lan- 
guage, like  theirs,  being  lofty  and  fententious  : 
very  feldom,  or  never,  more  than  two  held  a  dif-  Smith's  hif- 
courfe  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  in^any  one  com-  ^  jferfej 
pany,  though  never  fo  large  ;  in  which  they  never 
interrupted  or  contradicted  each  other>  while 
fpeaking,  but  always  waited  in  filence  till  he,  that 
was  ipeaking,  had  finifhed  what  he  had  to  fay, 
before  an  anfwer  was  returned,  or  any  other 
fpeech  attempted  ;  all  the  reft  remaining  in  pro- 
found filence  till  their  turn,  without  either  mur- 
mur or  whifper. 

As  to  their  perfons,  they  are  generally  more  Their  per- 
upright  and  flrait,  in  their  limbs,  than  Europeans  fons>  &c- 
are  ;  their  bodies  fbrong,  but  more  adapted  to 
endure  hardfhips  than  to  fuftain  labour  :  they  are 
very  rarely  crooked  or  deformed.  Their  features 
are  regular  ;  their  countenances  fometimes  fierce, 
in  common  rather  refembling  yews  than  Chrifti- 
ans  ;  the  colour  of  their  {kin,  a  tawney,  reddifh 
brown,  or  copper  colour  :  they  all  have  long, 
flrait,  black  hair  on  their  heads,  which  they 
greafe,  and  make  it  mine,  with  bear's  fat,  efpe- 
cially  the  women,  who  tie  it  behind  in  a  large 
knot,  and  fometimes  in  a  bag.  They  are  hardy, 
lean,  and  fqualid,  and  the  whole  manner  of  their 
lives  uniform.  They  fometimes  paint,  or  (break,- 
their  faces  with  black,  when  in  mourning  ;  but 
with  red,  when  their '  affairs  go  well.  It  is  faid, 
they  have  no  beards,  but  whether  it  be  fo  univer- 
fally  or  not,  among  them,  it  is  certain  they  have 
an  averfion  to  hairs  growing  on  their  faces  ;  for 
they  always  pull  them  out  by  the  roots,  when  any 
appear,  &c, 

Though  they  are  much  given  to  mirth,  yet  they  Their  gene- 
are  fometimes  grave,  even  to  fadnefs,  upon  com- ra!  tur»  of 
mon,  and  more  fo  upon  ferious  occafions.     They  ™"  oHi- 
are  very  generous  and  liberal  of  what  they  have  ;  bcrty,  &c. 
not  eafily  provoked  to  anger ;  nor  foon  appeafed 

when 
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when  mcenfed.  But  liberty,  in  the  fulled  extent, 
is  their  ruling  paflion  ;  to  this  every  other  confider- 
ation  is  fubfervient.  Their  children  are  fo  trained 
up,  as  to  cherifh  this  difpofition  to  the  utmoft ;  they 
are  very  much  indulged,  feldom  chaftifed  with 
blows,  and  but  rarely  reproved,  or  checked.  They 
leave  their  children's  faults  for  their  own  reafon  to 
correct,  when  they  are  grown  up ;  which,  they 
fay,  cannot  be  very  great,  before  it  arrives  at  fome 
degree  of  maturity.  They  abhor  what  appears  to 
have  a  flavifh  motive  to  action,  as  inconfiflent  with 
their  notion  of  freedom  and  independency ;  even 
flrong  and  importunate  perfuafion  is  induftrioufly 
avoided  by  them,  as  bordering  too  much  on  depen- 
dency, and  a  kind  of  violence  offered  to  the  will ; 
they  dread  flavery  more  than  death.  They  never 
liked  to  be  afked  their  judgment  twice  upon  the 
fame  thing. 

Their  cuf-  Their  property  was  little,  arid  their  anxiety  to 
toms,  em-  incrcafe  it  was  lefs  ;*  their  intercourfe  naturally 
pioyments,  free  anj  unfettere(i  witn  ceremony.  No  ideas  of 

ftate  and  grandeur  ;  no  homage  of  wealth,  office, 
birth,  or  learning ;  no  pride  of  houfe,  habit,  or 
furniture ;  very  little  emulation  of  any  kind,  to 
interrupt ;  thefe  common  caufes  of  the  violation 
and  preventions  of  friendfhips  had  no  place  with 
them.  They  were  conftant  and  Ready  in  their  at- 
tachments to  each  other,  and,  in  many  inftances, 
far  exceeded  what  might  be  expected.  Their 
chief  employment  was  hunting,  fidiing  and  fowl- 
ing ;  making  canoes,  bowls,  and  other  earthen 
ware  ;  in  all  which  they  were  ingenious,  confider- 
ing  the  means  ufed.  Their  women's  bufmefs 
principally  confifted  of  planting  Indian  corn,  parch- 
ing, or  roailing  it,  pounding  it  to  meal,  in  mor- 
tars, or  breaking  it  between  ftones,  making  bread, 

and 

*  "  An  Indian,  in  anfwer  to  this  queftion,  "  What  did  the  ivhite  peo- 
ple mean  by  the  word,  covctoitfnefs  ?  was  told  by  another  perfon,  That  it 
fignificd  a  deftre  of  more  tban  a  man  bad  need  of;  That  is  af.range  tiring^  ro 
plied  the  Indian. 
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and  dreffing  victuals.  They  alfo  made 
ropes,  hats,  and  bafkets  (fome  very  ingenioufly)  of 
wild  hemp,  and  roots,  or  fplits  of  trees.  Derides 
thefe  and  'their  toil  of  hunting,  they  had  but  few 
exercifes  to  fatigue  them  ;  and  this  they  fweetened 
with  frequently  meeting  in  companies,  to  feaft, 
dance,  -and  make  merry  ;  in  ihort,  a  life  of  diffi- 
pation  and  eafe,  of  uncertainty  and  want,  of  ap- 
petite, fatiety,  indolence,  and  deep,  feemed  to  bs 
the  mm  of  their  character,  and  the  fmrmiit,  to 
which  their  wifhes  afpired." 

In  their  cuftoms  and  employments,  they  were 
Very  loving  to  one  another,  taking  great  care  of 
each  other  in  ficknefs,  while  hopes  of  life  remained, 
but  afterwards  fometimes  remifs.  If  a  company 
of  them  came  to  a  Chriftian's  houfe,  and  the  maf- 
ter  of  it  gave  victuals  to  one  of  them,  and  none 
to  the  reft,  that  one  divided  what  was  given  hint 
into  equal  fhares  among  his  companions.  If  Chrif- 
tians  viiited  them,  they  ferved  them  firft,  with 
the  bed  of  their  victuals.  Their  times  of  eating 
\vere  commonly  the  morning  and  evening  ;  their 
feats  and  tables,  the  ground.  They  lived  much 
on  maize  i  or  Indian  corn,  roafted  in  the  afhes, 
fometimes  beaten  and  boiled  with  v/ater,  called 
homine  :  they  alfo  made  an  agreeable  cake  of  the 
ground  corn,  and  raifed  beans  and  peas  ;  but  the 
woods  and  rivers  afforded  them  the  chief  part  of 
their  provifions., 

They  were  great  obfervers  of  the  weather  •,  by 
the  moon  ;  they  delighted  in  fine  clothes  ;  and 
were  uneafy  and  impatient,  in  ficknefs,  for  a  re-- 
medy  :  for  which  they  commonly  drank  a  decoc- 
tion of  roots,  in  fpring  water  ;  forbearing  fleili 
meat,  excepting  of  the  female  only,  when  in  fuch 
cafe  they  ufed  any.  They  were  naturally  refer  ved, 
apt  to  refent,  to  conceal  their  refentments,  and 
retain  them  long  ;  but  they  v/ere  liberal  and  ge- 

VOL.  II.  [39]  nerous, 
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nerous,  kind  and  affable  to  the  Englijh.  They 
were  punctual  in  their  bargains ;  and  obferved 
this  fo  much  in  others,  that  it  was  very  difficult 
for  a  perfon,  who  had  once  failed  in  this  particu- 
lar, to  get  any  dealings  with  them  afterward* : 
they  were  flricl:  obfervers  of  property  ;  yet,  to 
the  laft  degree,  thoughtlefs  and  inactive  in  ac- 
quiring or  keeping  it.  They  did  juflice  to  one 
£r  other,  for  crimes  among  themfelves,  in  a  man- 
ner peculiar  to  them  ;  even  murder  might  be 
atoned  by  feafts,  and  prefents  of  wampum :  the 
price  of  a  woman  killed  was  twice  as  much  as 
that  of  a  man  ;  becaufe,  faid  they,  Jke  bred  chil- 
dren, which  men  could  not  do.  When  fober,  they 
rarely  quarrelled  among  themfelves.  They  lived 
to  fixty,  feventy,  and  eighty  years,  and  more,  be- 
fore rum  was  introduced  among  them,  but  feldom 
fo  long  afterwards. 

Their  houfes,  or  wigwams,  were  fometimes 
many  together,  in  towns ;  but  mcftly  moveable, 
drefs,  &e.  and  occafionally  fixed  near  fprings,  or  other  wa- 
ters, for  conveniency  of  hunting,  fifhing,  bafket- 
making,  &c.  built  of  poles,  laid  on  forked  fticks 
fixed  in  the  ground,  with  bark,  flags,  or  biifhes, 
on  the  top  and  fides  ;  having  an  opening  to  the 
fouth,  and  their  fire  in  the  middle.  In  the  night 
they  flept  on  the  ground,  with  their  feet  towards 
the'fire.  Their  clcathing  was  a  coarfe  blanket,  or 
{kin,  thrown  over  their  moulders,  which  covered 
to  the  knee,  and  a  piece  of  the  fame  tied  round 
their  legs  ;  with  part  of  a  deer  fkin  fewed  round 
their  feet,  for  {hoes.  "When  a  company  travelled 
r  together,  they  generally  followed  each  oilier,  in 
'  a  row  fmgly,  and  in  filence  ;  fcarccly  ever  two 
being  feen  abreaft,  or  by  the  fide  of  each  other : 
the  man  went  before  with  his  bow  and  arrow  ;  the 
woman  followed  after,  not  uncommonly  with  a 
child  on  her  back,  and  other  burdens  beficko; 
the  woman  generally  carrying  the  luggage.

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Their  young  men  married  at  fixteen  or  feven-  Their  mar- 
teen  years  of  age,  if  before  that  time  they  had  f^e68*

given  a  iumcient  proof  or  their  manhood,  by  a  burials, 
large  return  of  (kins.  The  girls  married  at  about 
thirteen  or  fourteen,  but  refided  with  their  mo- 
thers, for  fome  years  after  marriage,  to  hoe  the 
ground,  bear  burdens,  &c.  The  young  women 
were  originally  very  modeft,  but  diftinguiftied 
themfelves,  when  at  a  marriageable  (late,  or  age, 
with  a  kind  of  worked  mats,  or  red,  or  blue  bays, 
interfperfed  with  fmall  rows  of  'white  and  black 
•wampum^  put  round  the  head,  down  to  near  the 
middle  of  the  forehead.  Both  the  young  and  old 
women  were  highly  offended  at  indecent  expref- 
fions,  unlefs  corrupted  with  flrong  liquor.  Their 
marriage  ceremony  was  fonietimes  thus  : — the  re- 
lations and  friends  being  prefent,  the  bridegroom 
delivered  a  bons  to  the  bride,  and  me  gave  him  an 
ear  of  Indian  corn  ;  meaning,  that  he  was  to  pro- 
vide flefh  meat,  and  me,  bread.  It  was  not  unu- 
fual,  notwith (landing,  to  change  their  mates  upon 
difagreement ;  the  children  went  with  the  party 
that  loved  them  molt,  the  expence  being  of  no 
moment  to  either ;  but  in  cafe  of  difference,  or 
difagreement,  on  this  head,  the  man  was  allowed 
the  firft  choice,  when  the  children  were  divided, 
or  when  there  was  but  one ;  but,  for  the  moil 
part,  agreeable  to  the  Indian  rule,  in  fuch  cafes, 
partus  fequitur  ventrem,  the  children,  or  young, 
go  with  the  mother  ;  which  is  as  reafonable  among 
them,  as  among  cattle,  fince  the  whole  burden 
of  bringing  up  falls  on  her.  They  commonly  Mdn 
warned  their  children  in  cold  water,  as  foon  as  mem  of 
born ;  and  to  make  their  limbs  ftrait,  they  tied  ^  c^' 
them  to  a  board,  and  hung  them  on  their  backs, 
when  they  travelled.  Their  children  ufually  walked 
alone  at  nine  months  old.  From  their  infancy 
they  were  formed  with  care  to  endure  hardfhips, 

to 
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to  bear  derifion,    and  even  blows,  patiently — at 
lead,  with  a  compofed  countenance. 

Their  fmall  knowledge  of  numbers  appeared  in 
their  manner  of  counting,    which  was  by  tens,

ityinfome  when  the  number  was  above  their  comprehension, 
things,  &c.  they  pointed  to  the  ftars,  to  the  hairs  of  their 
head,  &c.  and  they  kept  reckoning  of  time  by 
moons.  Their  ingenuity  appeared  in  fever al  of 
their  mechanic  inventions  and  performances ;  as, 
in  their  manner  of  pointing  their  arrows,  with  a 
fharp,  flinty  done ;  and  in  their  making  of  their 
axes,  of  the  fame  materials,  for  cutting  their 
wood  ;  which  are  often  found,  and  dug  up  in  the 
fields,  with  other  kinds  of  their  implements.  They 
got  fire  by  rubbing  certain  pieces  of  wood  together 
of  different  forts,  turning  the  end  of  a  hard  piece 
upon  the  fide  of  one  which  was  foft  and  dry.  By 
the  means  of  fire  and  their  (lone  axes,  they  felled 
large  trees,  and  afterwards  fcooped  them  into 
bowls  and  other  utenfils.  They  were  very  ftudious 
in  obferving  the  virtues  of  roots  and  herbs,  by 
which  they  ufually  cured  themfelves  of  difeafes, 
both  by  outward  and  inward  applications ;  befides 
which  they  frequently  ufed  fweatlng  and  the  cold 
bath* 

Their  go-  Their  government,  in  thefe  parts,  was  monar- 
chical and  fucceffive,  or  hereditary  ;  but  moftly  on 
the  mother's  fide,  to  prevent  a  fpurious  imie ; 
that  is,  the  children  of  him  who  reigns  will  not 
fucceed,  but  his  brother  by  the  mother,  or  the 

children 

*  Their  manner  of  fcvsaiing  the  patient  was,  firft,  to  inclofc  him  in 
?..  narrow  cabbin,  in  the  midft  of  which  was  a  red  hot  ftone  ;  this  being 
frequently  wetted  with  water,  made  a  warm  vapour ;  with  which  and 
his  own  fweat,  the  patient  being  fuffkieiitly  wet,  was  immediately,  in 
this  condition,  brought  to  the  neareft  creek,  or  river,  and  plunged  into 
it.  This  was  repeated  as  often  as  was  thought  neceflary  ;  and  fometimes 
was  faid  to  have  performed  great  cures;  but  at  other  times  killed  the  pa- 
tient, notwithftanding  the  hardy  natures  of  the  Indians,  efpecially  ia 
ljl>&xt  and  other  European  difeaies.

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children  of  his  fitter  ;  whofe  fons  were  to  reign  ; 
and  after  them,  the  male  children  of  her  daugh- 
ters ;  for  no  women  inherited. 

Notwithflanding  this  mode  of  fucceflion  of  their 
kings,  yet,  for  extraordinary  reafons,  it  was  fome- 
times  altered ;  of  which  appears  an  inftance  in 
S.  Smith's*  hiftory  of  New  Jtrfey^  in  the  cafe  of 
the  old  king  Ockanickon,  who  died  at  Burlington, 
in  that  province,  about  the  year  1681  :  before  his  . 
death  he  altered  the  mccefiion ;  and  inftead  of 
Sheoppy  and  Swampis,  who,  in  regular  order,  were 
to  have  fucceeded  him,  he,  for  reafons  in  his 
fpeech  there  given,  appointed  his  brother's  fon, 
Jahkurfoe,  to  fucceed  him,  giving  him  fome  ex- 
cellent advice  on  the  occafion.  This  king,  as 
there  related,  foon  after  this,  made  a  good  and 
pious  exit ;  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  the 
Quakers9  burying  ground,  at  that  place,  being  at- 
tended to  the  grave  with  folemnity  by  the  Indians, 
in  their  manner,  and  with  great  refpect  by  many 
of  the  Englijh  fettlers ;  to  whom  he  had  been  a 
true  friend. 

That  formality,  which,  in  the  European  flyle,  Qf  the.f 
or  acceptation  of  the  term,  conftitutes  what  is  religion, 
commonly  called  religion,  feems  to  have  made  but  &c' 
little  appearance  among  them,  though  probably 
they  had  fome  cuftoms  no  lefs  irrational  and  ridi- 
culous, in  the  eye  of  reafon ;  but  they  were  ac- 
quainted with  the  principle  of  juftice  and  truth  ; 
which,  by  their  conduct,  they  demonftrated,  in  a 
high  degree,  fo  far  as  the  molt  judicious  among  the 
firfl  and  early  Engliih  fettlers  obferved,  and  inform 
us.  And  it  were  to  be  wifhed  that  what  notions 
they  had  of  a  Deity,  and  their  actions  relative  to 
their  duty  to  him,  had  not,  in  part,  been  mifre- 
prefented  by  any  ;  who,  by  attempting  to  give  an 
account  of  what  they  did  not,  or  could  not,  fully 
imderfland,  have  {applied  that  deficiency  with

conjectures,  perhaps  without  defign  of  mifrepre- 
fentation,  and  thereby,  in  fome  things,  difguifed, 
or  obfcured,  what  was  really  known  refpecting 
fome  of  them,  in  this  cafe.

«cc.  demand  were  for  their  real  benefit  \  yet,  in  this, 

fometimes  their  paffions  prevailed  over  their  better 
underftanding  ;  inftance,  their  drunkennefs,  &c. 
But  though  the  hoped  and  defired  fuccefs  did  not 
fo  fully  attend  the  labours  beftowed  on  them,  and 
the  means  ufed,  both  by  William  Penn  hhnfelf,  in 
perfon,  and  by  divers  others  of  the  more  pious 
and  early  fettlers,  whofe  good  example  was  very 
remarkable,  with  the  later  endeavours  fince  con- 
tinued, to  inform  the  judgment  of  the  Indians, 
in  thefe  provinces,  in  religious  affairs,  to  acquaint 
them  with  the  principles  and  advantage  of  Chrif- 
tianity,  to  reltrain  them  from  fome  things,  ac- 
knowledged by  themfelves  to  be  manifeftly  perni- 
cious, particularly  from  abufing  themfelves  with 
Jlrong  liquor  )  by  law,  as  well  as  advice,  &c.  fo 
much  as  might  reafonably  have  been  wifhed,  or 
expecled  ;  yet  thefe  very  labours  and  means  were 
far  from  being  ufelefs,  or  entirely  without  good 
effect  ;  for  the  confequence  declared  that  the  In- 
dians ,  in  general,  were  fenfible  of  the  kind  regard 
paid  them,  and  of  the  good  intended  thereby  ; 
which  they  fhcwed  and  proved  by  their  future 
conduct,  and  fteady  friendfhip  ;  as  appears  in  the 
preceding  hiftory,  though  they  generally  refufed, 
in  a  formal  manner,  to  embrace  European  manners^ 
religion  and  opinions  :  "  For,  governed  by  their 

s.  Smith.  own  cufloms,  and  not  by  laws,  creeds,  &c.  they 
greatly  revered  thofe  of  their  anceflors,  and  fol- 
lowed them  fo  implicitly,  that  a  new  thought,  or 
action,  feldom  took  place  among  them."

aim  at  a  public  worihip  :  in  performing  this,  they  the  indiang. 
fometirrres  fat  in  feveral  circles,  one  within  ano- 
ther :  the  action  confided  of  fmging,  jumping, 
mouting,  and  dancing ;  which  they  are  laid  to 
have  ufed,  modly'as  a  tradition  from  their  ancef- 
tors,  rather  than  from  any  knowledge,  or  enquiry 
of  their  own  into  the  ferious  parts  of  its  origin. 

They  faid  the  great  King,  who  made  them, 
d-v.*It  in  a  glorious  country  to  the  fouthward ; 
ai.d  that  the  fpirits  of  the  bed  mould  go  thither, 
and  live  again.  Their  mod  folemn  worfhip  was 
;*  orifice  of  the  firft  fruits  ;  in  which  they  burned 
the  fir  ft  and  fatted  buck,  and  feaded  together 
uoon  what  elfe  they  had  colle&ed.  In  this  facri- 
n-.-2  they  broke  no  bones  of  any  creature,  which 
they  ate ;  but  after  they  had  done,  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  burned  them  very  carefully. 
They  diitinguifhed  between  a  good  and  evil 
ictta,  or  Spirit ;  worshipping  the  former  for 
the  good,  they  hoped ;  and,  it  is  faid,  fome  of 
them,  the  latter,  that  they  might  not  be  affiicled 
wi  i  h  the .  evil,  which  they  feared  ;  fo  ilavifhly 
dark  are  fome  of  them  reprefented  to  have  been 
in  their  underdan  dings  !  But  whether  this  lad  be 
true,  in  a  general  fenfe,  or  peculiar  only  to  fome 
parts,  it  was  certainly  not  the  cafe  at  all  among 
the  Indians  within  the  limits  of  thefe  provinces, 
(  .  at  lead,  very  much  concealed  from  the  fird 
and  early  fettlers  of  them. 

But  in  late  years  it  is  lefs  to  be  admired  that  the  Reafons  for 
fadians,    in  thefe  provinces,    and  their  vicinity,  the  Indians' 
have  ihewn  fo  little  regard  to  the  Chriftian  religion,  c^rifti?-'0 
but  rather  treat  ed  it,  as  well  as  its  profeiTors,  with  nity,  &c. 
on.empt  and  abhorrence,  when  it  is  duly  con- 
fidered   what  kind  of   Chrijllnns  thofe  generally 
are,  with  whom  they  moitiy  deal  and  convert ; 
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as,  the  Indian  traders,  and  moil  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  back  counties  of  this  and  the  neighbouring 
provinces,  who  have  chiefly  reprefented  the  pro- 
feflbrs  of  Ghriftianity  among  them,  for  many 
years  !*  viz.  fuch  of  the  lowed  rank,  and  lead 
informed,  of  mankind,  who  have  flowed  in  from 
Germany,  Ireland^  and  the  jails  of  Great  Britain, 
and  fettled  next  them,  as  well  as  thofe,  who  flee 
from  juftice  in  the- fettled,  or  better  inhabited  parts 
of  the  country,  and  retire  among  them,  that 
they  might  be  out  of  the  reach  of  the  laws,  &c. 
the  leafl  qualified  to  exhibit  favourable  ideas  of 
this  kind ;  but  it  is  moil  certain  they  have  done 
the  contrary  ;  infomuch  that,  it  were  to  be  wifhed 
the  caufe  of  the  late  unhappy  Indian  <war  within 
the  limits  of  thefe  provinces,  did  not  take  its  rife, 
in  no  fmall  degree,  from  the  want  of  common 
juftice,  in  the  conduct  of  too  many  of  thefe  peo- 
ple towards  them  :  for  notwithstanding  the  general 
ignorance  of  the  Indians  in  many  things,  efpeci- 
ally  of  European  arts  and  inventions,  yet  in  things 

of 

*  The  trade  between  the  Englifi  and  the  Indians,  in  later  years  efpecl* 
ally,  has  been  moftly  carried  on  by  the  vileft,  and  moft  abandoned  part  of 
the  community  :  the  Indians  have  long  had  but  very  little  opportunity  to 
converfe  with  any  other  kind  of  Cbrijlians,  befides  thefe,  who  go  moft 
among  them :  from  the  lives  and  conduct  of  thefe  they  judge  of  C&rtfti* 
anity,  and  European  manners,  &c.  This  is  mentioned  in  a  treatife, 
printed  in  London,  in  1759,  as  one  caufe,  among  others,  of  the  firft. 
war,  that  commenced  with  them  in  Pennfylvaitia,  about  the  year  1754; 
wherein  is  likewife  expreffed ;  "  It  would  be  too  {hocking  to  defcribe 
the  conduct  and  behaviour  of  the  traders,  when  among  the  Indians,  and 
endlefs  to  enumerate  the  abufe*,  the  Indians  had  received  and  borne  from 
them,  for  a  feries  of  years.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  that  feveral  of  the  tribes 
were,  at  laft,  weary  of  bearing.  And  as  thefe  traders  were  the  perfons, 
who  were,  in  fome  part,  the  reprefentatives  of  the  Englifb  among  the 
Indians ;  and  by  whom  they  were  to  judge  of  our  manners  and  religion, 
th^y  conceived  fuch  invincible  prejudices  againft  both,  particularly  againfl 
ou  holy  religion,  that  when  Mr.  Serjeant,  a  gentleman  in  Neiv  England^ 
took  a  journey,  in  1741,  to  the  Sbaiuanefe,  and  fome  other  tribes,  living  on 
Si/fquahanna,  and  offered  to  iriftru'cl:  them  in  the  Cbriftian  religion,  they 
reicAed  his  offer  with  difdain.  They  reproached  Chriftianity.  They 
told  him  the  traders  would  lie,  cheat,  and  debauch  their  women,  and 
even  their  wives,  if  their  hufbands  were  not  at  home.  They  faid  fur- 
ther, that  the  Senecas  had  given  them  their  country,  but  charged  them 
,  witha),  never  to  receive  Cbriftianity  from  the  £»gli/l>"  &c. 
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of  this  kind  they  rely  more  on  experience,  than 
theory ;  and  they  moftly  formed  their  judgment 
of  the  Englifh^  or  Europeans,  and  of  their  religion 
and  atftoms,  not  from  the  words,  but  from  the 
actions  and  manners  of  thofe,  with  whom  they 
moil  converted  and  tranfacled  bufmefs.*

*  The  following  has  been  printed  in  Pennfylvania,  as  a  genuine  fpeech 
of  an  Indian  chief  in  that  province ;  but  whether  it  be  really  f'o,  or  not, 
it  certainly  contains  arguments,  which  have  been  ufed  by  fome  of  thele 
people,  and,  in  this  place,  may  ferve,  in  part,  to  give  fome  idea,  of  their 
fentiments  on  the  fubject :  it  is  thus  firft  introduced,  viz. 

"  In,  or  about  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1710,  a  Siutdifo  MiJJlonary 
preached  a  fermon,  at  an  Indian  treaty,  held  at  Conejlovoe  in  Pmnfytoattia  ; 
in  which  fermon  he  fet  forth  original  Jin,  the  necefilty  of  a  Mtd'nttor ; 
and  endeavoured,  by  certain  arguments,  to  induce  the  Indians  to  embrace 
the  ChriJIian  religion.  After  he  had  ended  his  difcourfe,  one  of  the  Indi- 
an chiefs  made  a  fpeech  in  reply  to  the  fermon ;  and  the  difcourfes,  on 
both  fides,  were  made  known  by  interpreters.  The  MiJJlonary,  upon 
his  return  to  Sweden,  publiihed  his  fermon,  and  the  Indian's  anfwer. 
Having  wrote  them  in  Latin,  he  dedicated  them  to  the  univeriity  of 
Upfal,  and  requefted  them  to  furnifh  him  with  arguments,  to  confute 
fuch  ftrong  reafoning  of  die  Indians »  The  Indian  fpedch,  tranflated  from 
the  Latin,  is  as  follows,"  viz. 

"  A.fyfetb  delivered  by  an  Indian  chief,  in  reply  to  a  fermon,  preached  by 
a    Stvedijb   Mijjlonary,  in   order  to  convert  the  Indians  to  the  Gbrijlian 


"  Since  the  fubject  of  his  (the  Miflionary's)  errand  is  to  perfuade  us 
to  embrace  a  new  doctrine,  perhaps  it  may  not  be  amifs,  before  we  offer 
him  the  reafons,  why  we  cannot  comply  with  his  requeft,  to  acquaint 
him  with  the  grounds  and  principles  of  that  religion,  which  he  would 
have  us  abandon. 

"  Our  forefathers  were  under  a  ftrong  perfuaflon,  as  we  are,  that  thofe, 
who  act  well,  in  this  life,  fhall  be  rewarded  in  the  next,  according  to 
the  degree  of  their  virtue :  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  thofe,  who 
behave  wickedly  here,  will  undergo  fuch  puniihments  hereafter,  as  are 
proportionate  to  the  crimes  they  were  guilty  of  This  hath  been  con- 
ilantly  and  invariably  received  and  acknowledged  for  a  truth,  through 
every  fucceffive  generation  of  our  anceftors.  It  could  not  have  taken 
its  rife  from  fable;  for  human  fiction,  however  artfully  and  plaufibly 
contrived,  can  never  gain  credit  long,  among  any  people,  where  free 
enquiry  is  allowed;  which  was  never  denied  by  our  anceftors ;  who, 
on  the  contrary,  thought  it  the  facred,  inviolable,  natural  right  of  every 
man,  to  examine  and  judge  for  himfelf.  Therefore  we  think  :*.  evident 
that  our  notion,  concerning  future  rewards  and  punifhrnents,  was  either 
revealed  immediately  from  heaven,  to  fome  of  our  forefathers,  and  from 
them  defcended  to  us,  or,  that  it  was  implanted  in  each  of  us,  at  our 
creation,  by  the  Creator  of  all  things.  Whatever  the  methods  might 
have  been,  whereby  God  hath  been  ~p!eafed  to  make  known  to  us  hi» 
will,  and  give  us  a  knowledge  of  our  duty,  it  is  Hill,  in  our  feuie,  a

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For,  however  ignorant  and  averfe  to  European 
Indians  not  refinement,   ancf  ways  of  thinking;,    on  religious

a  fenfe  of    fubjccis,  the  Indians,  in  general,  might  appear  to 
God  and      have  been,  yet,  as  in  all  other  nations  of  man- 
griou.rel      kind,  it  is  moft  certain  there  were  fome  among 
them  of  a  more  exalted  way  of  thinking,  and  en- 
lightened 

"  Now  we  defire  to  propofe  to  him  fome  few  queftions.  Does  he  be- 
lieve that  our  forefathers,  men,  eminent  for  their  piety,  conftant  and 
warm  in  the  purfuit  of  virtue,  hoping  thereby  to  merit  everlafting  hap- 
pinefs,  were  all  damned?  Does  he  think  that  we,  who  are  their  zealous 
imitators,  in  good  works,  arid  influenced  by  the  fame  motives  as  they 
were,  earneftly  endeavouring,  with  the  greateft  circumfpedlion,  to  tread 
the  paths  of  integrity,  are  in  a  flare  of  damnation  ?  If  thefe  be  his  fcnti- 
ments,  they  are  furely  as  impious  as  they  are  bold  and  daring. 

"  In  the  next  place,  we  beg  that  he  would  explain  himfelf  more  par- 
ticularly concerning  the  revelation  he  talks  of.  If  he  admits  no  other, 
than  what  is  contained  in  his  tvritten  book,  the  contrary  is  evident,  from 
what  has  been  fhewn  before :  but,  if  he  fays,  God  has  revealed  himfelf 
to  us,  but  not  fufficient  for  our  falvation  ;  then,  we  afk,  to  what  purpofe 
fhould  he  have  revealed  himfelf  to  us  in  any  wife  ?  It  is  clear,  that  a 
reveijt-on,  infuflicient  to  fave,  cannot  put  us  in  a  better  condition,  than 
we  fhould  be  in,  without  any  revelation  at  all.  We  cannot  conceive 
that  God  fhould  point  out  to  us  the  end,  we  ought  to  aim  at,  without 
opening  to  us  the  way  to  arrive  at  that  end.  But,  fuppofmg  our  undcr- 
ftandings  to  be  fo  far  illuminated,  as  to  know  it  to  be  our  duty  to  pleafe 
God,  who  yet  hath  left  us  under  an  incapacity  of  doing  it,  will  this- 
AliJ/lenary,  therefore,  conclude  that  we  fhall  be  eternally  damntd?  Will 
he  take  upon  him  to  pronounce  damnation  againft  us,  for  not  doing  thofe 
things,  which  he  himfelf  acknowledges  were  impoffible  by  us  to  be  done  ? 
It  is  our  opinion  that  every  man  is  pofiefTcd  of  fufficient  knowledge  foe 
his  falvation.  The  Almighty,  for  any  thing  we  know,  may  have  com- 
municated the  knowledge  of  himfelf  to  a  different  race  of  people,  in  a 
different  manner. 

"  Some  fay,  they  have  the  will  of  God  In  writing :  be  it  fo ;  their 
revelation  has  no  advantage  above  ours;  fmce  both  mull  be  equally  fuffi- 
cient to  fave ;  otherwife  the  end  of  the  revelation  would  be  fruftrated. 
Befides,  if  they  be  both  true,  they  muft  be  the  fame  in  fubitance ;  and 
the  difference  can  only  lie  in  the  mode  of  communication  He  tells  us 
there  are  many  precepts  in  his  tvritfen  revelation,  which  we  are  entirely 
ignorant  of  But  thefe  written  commands  can  only  be  defigned  for  tbofe, 
who  have  the  writings ;  they  cannot  poffibly  regard  us.  Had  the  Al- 
mighty thought  fo  much  knowledge  neceffary  to  our  falvation,  his  good- 
ivefs  would  not  long  have  deferred  the  communication  of  it  to  us  :  and  to 
fay,  that,  in  a  matter  fo  neceffary,  he  could  not,  at  one  and  the  fame 
time,  equally  reveal  himfelf  to  all  mankind,  is  nothing  left  than  an  abfo- 
lute  denial  of  his  omnipotence.  Without  doubt  he  can  make  his  v/ill 
manifeft,  without  the  help  of  any  book,  or  the  affuiance  of  any  boolttfi 
man  whatever. 

"  We  fhall,  in  the  next  place,  confider  the  arguments,  which  arife 
from  a  confideration  of  Providence.  If  we  are  the  work  of  God,  (which 
I  prefume  will  not  be  denied)  it  follow*  from  thence,  that  we  are  under 
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lightened  under/landings,  who,  not  with  (landing 
the  great  abfurdities,  among  the  generality,  were 
not  without  fome  degree  of  a  juil  fenfe  and  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  providential  care  and  regard 
of  the  Almighty  Creator  over  the  human  race, 
both  in  a  general  and  particular  capacity,  and, 
even,  of  divine  grace  and  influence  on  the  human 
mind,  and  that  independent  of  foreign  information,  v 
or  inftruction  :  of  this  their  immediate  fenfe  and 
understanding  of  mental  objects,  which,  is  molt 
manifeft,  many  of  them  poffefled,  even  of  the 
higheft  nature,  are  very  demonflrative ;  befides, 
part,  at  lead,  of  their  traditions,  from  their  an- 
ceflors,  whofe  prime  original,  fo  far  as  it  is  founded 
in  truth,  mud  necerTarily  have  firlt  arifen  from  the 
divine  Intelligence,  though  communicated  in  dif- 
ferent degree  to  different  parts  of  the  human  race, 

and 


the  care  and  protection  of  God :  for,  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  the 
Deity  fhould  abandon  his  own  creatures,  and  be  utterly  regardlefs  of 
their  welfare.  Then,  to  fay,  that  the  Almighty  hath  permitted  us  to 
remain  in  a  fatal  error,  through  fo  many  ages,  is  to  reprefent  him  as  a 
tyrant :  how  is  it  confiftent  with  his  jullice,  to  force  life  upon  a  race  of 
mortals,  without  their  confent,  and  then  damn  them  eternally,  without 
ever  opening  to  them  a  door  of  falvation  ?  Our  conceptions  of  the  g ra- 
cluus  Cod  are  more  noble  ;  and  we  think  that  thofe,  who  teach  otherwife, 
do  little  lefs  than  blafpbcms.  Again,  it  is  through  the  care  and  goodnefs 
of  the  Almighty,  that  from  the  beginning  of  time,  through  many  gene- 
rations, to  this  day,  our  name  has  been  preferved,  unblotted  out  by  ene- 
mies, unreduced  to  nothing.  By  the  fame  care  we  now  enjoy  our  lives ; 
are  furniihed  with  the  neccffary  means  of  preferving  thofe  lives,  But  all 
thefe  things  are  trifling,  compared  with  our  falvation. 

"  Therefore,  fince  God  hath  been  fo  careful  of  us,  in  matters  of  little 
confequence,  it  would  be  abfurd  to  affirm,  that  he  has  neglected  us,  in 
cafes  of  the  greateft  importance.  Admit,  that  he  hath  forfaken  us,  yet 
it  could  not  have  been  without  a  juft  caufe.  Let  m  fuppofe,  that  an 
heinous  crime  was  committed  by  one  of  our  anceftors,  like  to  that,  which 
we  are  told,  happened  among  another  race  of  people;  in  fuch  cafe,  God 
v?ould  certainly  punilh  the  criminal,  but  would  never  involve  us,  who 
are  innocent,  in  his  guilt.  Thofe  who  tkink  otherwife  mull  make  the 
Al>n'ighty  a  very  ivbimjical,  ill-natured  being.  Once  more,  are  the  Gbrijlrans 
more  virtuous  ?  or,  rather,  are  they  not  more  vicious,  than  we  are  ?  If 
fo,  how  came  it  to  pafs,  that  they  are  the  objev^s  of  God's  beneficence, 
while  we  are  neglected  ?  Docs  the  Deity  confer  his  favours  without  ren-* 
fon,  and  with  fo  much  partiality  ?  In  a  word,  we  find  the  Chr'ftinr.s  much 
more  depraved,  in  their  morals,  than  ouiielvi's ;  iuid  we  jticij^e  of  their 
doctrine  by  the  badnefs  of  their  lives" 
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and  though  much  of  fuch  tradition  may  be  mixt 
with  imagination  and  abfurdity. 

Religion  of  The  following  letter  of  Conrad  Weifer  to  a  friend, 
the  Indians,  refpe&iiig  the  Indians,  on  this  fubject,  is  inform- 
ing. The  author  was  born  in  Germany,  and  was 
many  years  Indian  interpreter  for  the  province ; 
and  confequently  was  well  acquainted  with  thefe 
people :  he  was  highly  efteemed  by  both  the  En- 
glijh  and  Indians,  as  a  perfon  of  integrity,  ikill 
and  ability,  in  the  difcharge  of  divers  important 
trufts,  which  had  been  committed  to  him  by  both 
parties,  for  a  long  feries  of  years :  the  letter  tranf- 
lated  from  the  German  language,  is  thus  exprefied, 
viz. 

"  Efteemed  Friend, 

Conrad  "  ^  write  this,  in  compliance  with  thy  requeil, 

wafer's  to  give  thee  an  account  of  what  1  have  obierved 
among  the  Indians,  in  relation  to  their  belief  and 
confidence  in  a  Divine  Being,  according  to  the 
obfervatipns  I  have  made,  from  1714,  in  the  time 
of  my  youth,  to  this  day,  (about  the  year  1746). 

"  If,  by  the  word  religion,  people  mean  an  af- 
fent  to  certain  creeds,  or  the  obfervance  of  a  let  of 
religious  duties ;  as,  appointed  prayers,  fmgings, 
preaching,  baptifm,  &c.  or,  even,  Heathenijh 
ivor/hip,  then  it  may  be  faid,  the  Five  Nations,  and 
their  neighbours,  have  no  religion,  But,  if,  by 
religion,  \ve  mean  an  attraction  of  the  foul  to  God, 
whence  proceeds  a  confidence  in,  and  hunger  af- 
ter, the  knowledge  of  him,  then  this  people  mufl 
be  allowed  to  have  fome  religion  among  them,  not- 
withflanding  their  fometimes  favage  deportment. 
For  we  find  among  them  fome  tracts  of  a  confi- 
dence in  God  alone ;  and,  even,  fometimes, 
though  but  feldom,  a  vocal  calling  upon  him  :  I 
fhall  give  one  or  two  inftances  of  this,  that  fell 
under  my  own  observation. 

"  In 
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cc  In  the  year  1737,  I  was  fent,  the  firfl  time, 
to  Onondago,  at  the  defire  of  the  Governor  of 
Virginia.  I  departed  in  the  latter  end  of  February, 
very  unexpectedly,  for  a  journey  of  five  hundred 
Englijh  miles,  through  a  wildernefs,  where  there 
was  neither  road  nor  path,  and  at  fuch  a  time  of 
the  year,  when  creatures  (animals)  could  not  be 
met  with,  for  food.  There  were  with  me  a  Dutch- 
man and  three  Indians.  After  we  had  gone  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  on  our  journey,  we  came 
to  a  narrow  valley,  about  half  a  mile  broad,  and 
thirty  long ;  both  fides  of  which  were  encompaf- 
fed  with  high  mountains ;  on  which  the  ihow  laid 
about  three  feet  deep  :  in  it  ran  a  flream  of  water, 
alfo  about  three  feet  deep  ;  which  was  fo  crooked, 
that  it  kept  a  continued  winding  courfe  from  one 
fide  of  the  valley  to  the  other.  In  order  to  avoid 
wading  fo  often  through  the  water,  we  endea- 
voured to  pafs  along  on  the  flope  of  the  moun- 
tain ;  the  fnow  being  three  feet  deep,  and  fo  hard 
frozen,  on  the  top,  that  we  could  walk  upon  it : 
but  we  were  obliged  to  make  holes  in  the  fnow 
with  our  hatchets,  that  our  feet  might  not  flip 
down  the  mountain  ;  and  thus  we  crept  on.  It 
happened  that  the  old  Indian's  foot  ilipt ;  and  the 
root  of  a  tree,  by  which  he  held,  breaking,  he 
flid  down  the  mountain,  as  from  the  roof  of  a 
houfe ;  but  happily  he  was  flopped  in  his  fall,  by 
the  firing,  which  faflened  his  pack,  hitching  on  the 
flump  of  a  fmall  tree.  The  other  two  Indians 
could  not  go  to  his  aid,  but  our  Dutch  fellow-tra- 
veller did ;  yet  not  without  vifible  danger  of  his 
own  life.  I  alfo  could  not  put  a  foot  forward, 
till  I  was  helped  ;  after  this  we  took  the  firfl  oppor- 
tunity to  defcend  into  the  valley ;  which  was  not 
till  after  we  had  laboured  hard  for  half  an  hour 
with  hands  and  feet.  Having  obferved  a  tree  ly- 
ing directly  off,  from  where  the  Indian  fell,  when 
we  were  got  into  the  valley  again,  we  went  back 

about 
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about  one  hundred  paces,  where  we  faw,  that  if 
the  Indian  had  flipt  four  or  five  paces  further,  he 
would  have  fallen  over  a  rock,  one  hundred  feet 
perpendicular,  upon  craggy  pieces  of  rocks  below. 
The  Indian  wras  aflonifhed,  and  turned  quite  pale  ; 
then  with  out-ftretched  arms,  and  great  earnefl- 
nefs  he  fpoke  thefe  words :  "  /  thank  the  great 
Lord  and  Governor  of  this  ivorld,  in  that  he  has 
had  mercy  upon  me,  and  has  been  willing  that  I 
foould  live  longer"  Which  words  I,  at  that  time, 
put  down  in  my  journal :  this  happened  on  the 
25th  of  March,  1737. 

"  In  the  9th  of  April  following,  while  we  were 
yet  on  our  journey,  I  found  myfelf  extremely  weak, 
through  the  fatigue  of  fo  long  a  journey,  with  the 
cold  and  hunger,  which  I  had  fullered ;  there  having 
fallen  a  frefli  fnow  about  twenty  inches  deep,  and 
we  being  yet  three  days  journey  from  Onondagoy 
in  a  frightful  wildernefs ;  my  fpirit  failed,  my  bo- 
dy trembled  and  fhook ;  I  thought  I  mould  fall 
down  and  die ;  I  flept  afide,  and  fat  down  under 
a  tree,  expecting  there  to  die.  My  companions 
foon  miffed  me ;  the  Indians  came  back,  and  found 
me  fitting  there.  They  remained  awhile  filent ; 
at  lad,  the  old  Indian  faid,  "  My  dear  companion, 
thou  haft  hitherto  encouraged  us,  wilt  thou  now 
quite  give  up  ?  remember  that  evil  days  are  better 
than  good  days :  for  when  we  fuffer  much,  we  do 
not  fin  ;  fin  will  be  driven  out  of  us  by  fuffering  ; 
but  good  days  caufe  men  to  fin  ;  and  God  cannot 
extend  his  mercy  to  them ;  but  contrarywife, 
when  it  goeth  evil  with  us,  God  hath  companion 
upon  us/'  Thefe  words  made  me  afhamed ;  I 
rofe  up,  and  travelled  as  well  as  I  could. 

"  The  next  year  I  went  another  journey  to 
OnondagO)    in  company  \vith  'Jofepb  Spanhenberg 
and  two  others.     It  happened  that  an  Indian  came 
to  us  in  the  evening,  who  had  neither  fhoes,  {lock- 
ings, 
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ings,  fhirt,  gun,  knife,  nor  hatchet ;  in  a  word, 
he  had  nothing  but  an  old  torn  blanket,  and  fome 
rags.  Upon  enquiring  whither  he  was  going,  he 
anfwered  to  Onondago.  I  knew  him,  and  afked 
him  how  he  could  undertake  a  journey  of  three 
hundred  miles  fo  naked  and  unprovided,  having 
no  provifions,  nor  any  arms,  to  kill  creatures,  for 
his  fuftenance  ?  He  anfwered,  he  had  been  among 
enemies,  and  had  been  obliged  to  fave  himfelf  by 
flight;  and  fo  had  lofl  all.  This  was  true,  in 
part ;  for  he  had  difpofed  of  fome  of  his  things 
among  the  Irijh,  for  ilrong  liquors.  Upon  fur* 
ther  talk,  he  told  me  very  chearfully ;  "  That 
God  fed  every  thing,  which  had  life,  even,  the 
rattle  fnake  itfelf,  though  it  was  a  bad  creature ; 
and  that  God  would  alfo  provide,  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, that  he  fliould  get  alive  to  Onondage  ;  he 
knew  for  certain  that  he  mould  go  thither ;  that 
it  was  vifible  God  was  with  the  Indians,  in  the 
wildernefs ;  becaufe  they  always  cad  their  care 
upon  him  ;  but  that,  contrary  to  this,  the  Euro- 
peans always  carried  bread  with  them."  He  was 
an  Onondago  Indian  ;  his  name  was  Onontagketa ; 
the  next  day  we  travelled  in  company ;  and  the 
day  following  I  provided  him  with  a  knife,  hatchet, 
flint,  and  tinder,  alfo  moes  and  {lockings,  and 
fent  him  before  me,  to  give  notice  to  the  council, 
at  Onondago,  that  I  was  coming ;  which  he  truly 
performed,  being  got  thither  three  days  before  us. 

"  Two  years  ago  I  was  fent  by  the  Governor  to 
Shamokin,  on  account  of  the  unhappy  death  tfjohn 
Arniftrong,  the  Indian  trader,  (about  1744).  After 
I  had  performed  my  errand,  there  was  a  fealt  pre- 
pared ;  to  which  the  Governor's  mefifengers  were 
invited  :  there  were  about  one  hundred  perfons  pre- 
fent,  to  whom,  after  we  had,  in  great  filence,  devour- 
ed a  fat  bear,  the  eldeft  of  the  chiefs  made  a  fpeech, 
in  which  he  faid,  "  That,  by  a  great  misfortune, 
three  of  their  brethren,  the  white  men,  had  been 

killed 
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killed  by  an  Indian  ;  that  neverthelefs  the  fun  was 
not  fet,  (meaning  there  was  no  war)  ;  it  had  only 
been  fomewhat  darkened  by  a  fmall  cloud,  which 
was  now  done  away ;  he  that  had  done  evil  was 
like  to  be  punifhed,  and  the  land  to  remain  in 
peace  :  therefore  he  exhorted  his  people  to  thank- 
fulnefs  to  God ;  and  thereupon  he  began  to  fing 
with  an  awful  folemnity,  but  without  expr effing 
any  words ;  the  others  accompanied  him  with  their 
voices:  after  they  had  done,  the  fame  Indian, 
with  great  earneftnefs,  or  fervour,  fpoke  thefe 
words;  "  Thanks,  thanks,  be  to  thee,  thou  great 
Lord  of  the  world,  in  that  thou  haft  again  caufed 
the  fun  to  Jhine,  and  haft  difperfed  the  dark  cloud; 
— the  Indians  are  thine," 


Account  of  more  inftance  may  be  mentioned  on  this 

fomereiigi-  fubjecl:,  which  has  come  under  my  own  obferva- 
ous  Indians  tion  anj  perfonal  knowledge.     In  the  fummer  of 
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the  year  1700,  a  number  or  religious  Indians  paid 
a  vifit  to  the  Quakers  in  Philadelphia,  on  a  religi- 
ous account;  They  were  moflly  of  the  Minufing 
tribe,  and  came  from  a  town  called  Mahackloojing, 
or  Wyalufing,  on,  or  near  the  eaft  branch  of  Suf- 
quahanna  river,  in  Pennfyl-vania,  about  two  hun- 
dred miles  north  weflward  from  the  city.  Their 
chief  man,  whom  the  reft  of  the  company  ftyled 
their  minifter,  was  named  Papimehung,  or  Papou- 
nan  ;  and  their  interpreter,  Job  Chillaway,  an  In- 
dian. 

On  their  arrival,  they  waited  on  Governor  Ha- 
milton, to  pay  him  their  refpefts,  and  to  deliver 
three  prifoners,  whom  they  had  redeemed ;  hav- 
ing themfelves  abfolutely  rcfufed  to  join  with  the 
other  Indians,  in  the  favage  war,  which  raged 
about  that  time  ;  though  their  vifit  was  principally 
on  a  different  account. 

They  had  a  public  conference  with  the  Govern- 
or, in  the  flate-houfe,  on  the  occafion,  in  the 

prefence 
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prefence  of  many  citizens  ;  wherein  Papounan  ex- 
preffed  the  defign  of  their  viiit  was  principally  to 
the  Quakers ^  on  a  religious  account ;  that  they 
defired  to  do  juftice,  to  love  God,  and  to  live  in 
peace  ;  requeuing,  at  the  fame  time,  that  none  of 
his  company  mould  be  permitted  to  have  any  fpi- 
rituous  liquors,  &c.  He  refufed  the  prefents,  cfFer- 
ed  by  the  Governor,  and  gave  him  the  reafons ; 
further  faying  :  "  I  think  on  God,  who  made  us ; 
I  want  to  be  inftruclcd  in  his  worfhip  and  fervice  ; 
I  am  a  great  lover  of  peace,  and  have  never  been 
concerned  in  war  affairs ;  I  have  a  fincere  remem- 
brance of  the  dd friendfhip  between  the  Indians  and 
your  forefathers,  and  mail  ever  obferve  it,"  After 
mentioning  fome  other  things,  and  exprelfmg 
himfelf  further  on  the  view,  or  defign,  of  their  vi- 
iit, on  a  religious  account,  he  faid,  "  Though 
what  he  had  mentioned  refpedting  religious  affairs 
might  appear  trivial  to  fome,  who  thought  differ- 
ent from  him,  yet  Ke  was  fixed  in  his  mind  re- 
fpecling  them ;  that  their  young  men  agreed  with 
him,  and  wanted  to  love  God,  and  to  defift  from 
their  former  bad  courfe  of  life  ;"  further  declaring, 
"  I  am  glad  I  have  an  opportunity  of  mentioning 
thefe  feveral  affairs  in  the  prefence  of  fuch  a  large 
auditory  of  young  and  old  people  ;  the  great  God 
obferves  all  that  paffes  in  our  hearts,  and  hears 
all  that  we  fay  one  to  another,"  &c.  The  notes, 
&c.  on  the  occafion,  were  taken  from  the  inter- 
preter by  Secretary  Peters. 

He  then  rimmed  with  a  folemn  acl  of  public 
thankfgiving  and  prayer  to  God,  with  great  devo- 
tion and  energy,  in  the  Indian  language  (not  being 
able  to  fpeak  nor  underfland  Engli/hjf.  The  un- 
ufualnefs,  force  and  found  of  the  Indian  language, 
on  fuch  an  occafion,  with  the  manifeft  great  fin- 
cerity,  fervour  and  concern  of  the  fpeakcr,  feemed 
to  flrike  the  whole  auditory  in  an  uncommon 
manner,  as  well  as  the  Indians  themfclves ;  who, 
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all  the  while,  behaved  with  a  gravity  and  deport- 
ment becoming  the  occafion,  and  appeared  to 
unite  heartily  with  him,  in  his  devotion. 

They  were  kindly  treated  by  the  Governor,  and 
remained  in  town  afterwards  feveral  days,  vifiting 
and  conferring  with  divers  of  the  Friends,  or  Qua- 
kers, and  attending  their  religious  meetings,  while 
they  flaid ;  who  behaved  towards  them  in  a  kind, 
hofpitable  and  friendly  manner.  They  repeatedly 
expreffed  their  great  diilike  and  abhorrence  of 
war,  as  arifing  from  a  bad  fpirit,  admiring  that 
the  Chriftians  were  fuch  great  warriors,  rather 
than  lovers  and  cultivators  of  peace,  &c.  They 
^  kept  themfelves  entirely  from  flrong  liquor,  and 
uniformly  obferved  a  fober,  orderly  and  commend- 
able behaviour,  often  expreffing  their  fatisfaclion 
with  what  they  heard  from  the  Friends. 

From  the  account,  they  gave  of  themfelves, 
they  had  been  of  this  mind  for  feveral  years  be- 
fore this  time ;  and,  as  far  as  appeared,  and  was 
underftood  by  'thofe  they  vifited,  principally  from 
an  immediate  fenfe  of  divine  goodnefs,  manifcfled 
in  their  minds,  without  any  inflrumental  means, 
preaching,  or  information  from  other  perfons ; 
yet,  it  was  but  lately,  that  in  a  more  efpecial 
manner  they  had  been  thus  difpofed,  and  that  Pa- 
potman  had  been  induced  to  preach  among  them ; 
in  which  fervice  he  was  afterwards  joined  by  two  or 
three  other  Indians.  They  appeared  very  earned 
and  fincere  in  promoting  true  piety ;  which  they  re- 
prefented,  according  to  their  apprehenfion  of  it, 
to  be  the  eftecl  of  an  internal  operation  of  the  di- 
vine influence  on  the  mind ;  whereby  it  became 
changed  from  a  bad  to  a  good  ftate  :  this  they  em- 
phatically expreffed  by  the  heart  becoming  foft,  and 
filled  with  goody  &c. 

The  interpreter  gave  the  following  account  of 
Papunehung's  change,  or  converfion,  viz.  "  He 

was 
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•was  formerly  a  drunken  man ;  but  the  death  of 
his  father  bringing  forrow  over  his  mind,  he  fell 
into  a  thoughtful,  melancholic  flate  ;  in  which  his 
eyes  were  turned  to  behold  the  earth,  and  confider 
the  things  which  are  thereon ;  from  feeing  the 
folly  and  wickednefs,  which  prevailed,  his  forrow 
increafed ;  and  it  was  given  him  to  believe,  there 
was  a  great  power,  which  had  created  all  thefe 
things.  Upon  which  his'  mind  was  turned  from 
beholding  this  lower  world,  to  look  towards  him, 
who  had  created  it ;  and  ftrong  defires  were  raifed 
in  his  heart  after  the  further  knowledge  of  his 
Creator:  neverthelefs  the  Almighty  was  not  yet 
pleafed  to  be  found,  or  known,  by  him.  But 
his  defires  increafing,  he  forfook  the  town,  and 
went  into  the  woods,  in  great  bitternefs  of  fpirit. 
He  was  miffed  by  the  other  Indians,  who  feared 
fome  cafualty  might  have  happened  to  him,  but 
after  fearching  for  him,  he  was  not  found.  At 
the  end  of  five  days  it  pleafed  God  to  appear  to 
him,  to  his  comfort ;  and  to  give  him  a  fight  not 
only  of  his  own  inward  (late,  but  alfo  an  acquaint- 
ance, or  knowledge,  into  the  works  of  nature  :  fo 
that  he  apprehended  a  fenfe  was  given  him  of  the 
virtues  and  natures  of  feveral  herbs,  roots,  plants,  , 
trees,  with  the  different  relation  they  had  one  to 
another  ;  and  he  was  made  fenfible  that  man  flood 
in  the  neareft  relation  to  God,  of  any  part  of  the 
creation.  It  was  at  this,  time  that  he  was  more 
particularly  made  fenfible  of  his  duty  to  God, 
He  came  home  rejoicing,  and  endeavoured  to  put 
in  practice  what  he  apprehended  was  required  of 
him,"  &c. 

Thefe  Indians  made  a  fecond  vifit  to  the  Qua* 
kers  in  the  next  following  fummer,  on  the  fame 
account,  and  behaved  in,  the  fame  regular  and  be- 
coming manner  as  before.  They  maintained  an 
orderly  public  worfhio,  in  their  way,  at  ftated 
times ;  at  fome  of  which  thev  werq  vlfited  bv  feveral 
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of  the  Friends,  Papunebung,  their  chief  preacher, 
in  his  difcourfes,  at  fuch  times,  principally  ad- 
vifed  and  exhorted  them  to  circumfpeclion,  and 
brotherly  love,  in  their  conduct ;  that  it  might  be 
manifeft  they  retained  a  true  fenfe  of  their  Crea- 
tor's goodnefs  and  favour  continued  to  them  ;  and 
in  his  public  prayers  and  addrefles  to  his  Maker, 
he  acknowledged,  and  returned  thanks  for,  his 
mercy,  in  ftill  affording  them  a  fenfe  of  his  com- 
paffion  and  loving  kindnefs,  requeuing  a  continu- 
ance and  increafe  thereof ;  that  they  might  jointly 
know,  in  the  end,  a  place  of  reft,  where  love 
would  prevail  and  have  the  dominion.  When 
they  were  not  difperfed,  as  in  their  hunting  feafon, 
it  appeared,  they  conftantly  met  in  this  manner, 
in  the  morning,  before  fun-rife,  and  in  the  even- 
ing, after  fun-let. 

The  purport  of  more  of  Papunehung's  expref- 
fions  was,  "  That  it  was  an  affair  of  much  for- 
row  to  him,  that  men  mould  make  fo  bad  ufe  of 
the  breath  of  life,  which  God  had  breathed  into 
them ;  and  which  ought  continually  to  be  im- 
proved to  his  honour,  and  the  mutual  benefit 
of  mankind ;  that  it  was  not  well  to  fpeak  of 
things,  which  related  to  the  Almighty  only  from 
the  root  of  the  tongue ;  (meaning,  in  a  fuperfi- 
cial,  or  infenfible,  manner)  but,  in  order  that 
fuch  words  fhould  be  good,  they  muft  proceed 
from  the  good  principle  in  the  heart ;  that  he  had, 
for  many  years,  felt  the  good  fpirit  in  his  heart ; 
but,  wanting  to  try  and  prove  it,  in  order  to  come 
to  fome  certainty,  he  remained  in  an  unfettled 
flate,  till  about  four  years  ago,  when  he  received 
an  affurance,  that  this  love  was  good,  and  that  he 
needed  no  further  enquiry  about  if;  and  being 
paft  all  doubt,  that  this  was  the  right  way,  he 
had  endeavoured  to  walk  Readily  therein  imce 
that  time ;  this  fpirit  was  a  fpirit  of  love ;  and 
that  it  was  his  daily  prayer,  that  it  might  continu- 
ally 
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ally  abide  with  him.  That  when  he  felt  it  preva- 
lent in  his  heart,  he  was  fo  directed,  as  to  fpeak 
what  was  right,  and  prevented  from  faying  any 
wrong  thing ;  that  by  reafon  of  men  not  keeping 
to  this  love,  which  their  Maker  hath  given  them, 
in  their  hearts,  the  evil  fpirk  gets  porTeifion  there, 
and  deflroys  all  that  is  good  in  them  ;  and  this  is 
the  caufe  why  men  difiike  one  another,  grow  an- 
gry with,  and  endeavour  to  kill,  one  another; 
but  when  we  follow  the  leadings  of  the  good  fpi- 
rit,  it  caufes  our  hearts  to  be  tender,  to  love  one 
another,  to  look  upon  all  mankind  as  one,  and  fo 
to  become  as  one  family,"  &c. 

That  flrict  amity  between  the  Indians  and  thefirft 
and  early  Englifh  fettlers  of  Pcnnfylvania  and  Ne-w 
yerfey,  and  their  fucceifors,  for  above  feventy  years, 
with  the  means  of  fixing  and  preferring  that  friend- 
fhip,  have  already  been  occafionaliy  mentioned  in 
the  courfe  of  the  preceding  hiftory.  It  was  about 
the  year  1754,  when  a  very  different  conduct  be-  Com. 
gan  to  exhibit  itfelf,  in  fome  of  the  Indians,  fitu- 
ated  north  weftward  of  the  fettled  parts  of  Penn- 
fvlvania,  very  contrary  to  what  before  had  been  1754,  &«.. 
the  uniform  practice  of  that  people,  in  this  pro- 
vince. 

Hoftilities  commenced ;  and  many  of  the  fron- 
tier inhabitants  fuffered,  in  confequence  cf  a  fa- 
vage  war.  The  affair  was  conndered  as  very  ex- 
traordinary, and  caufed  much  fpsculation  in  fucli 
perfons,  as  were  but  little  acquainted  with  the  na- 
ture and  management  of  Indian  affairs,  about  that 
time,  in  the  province ;  that  thcfe  people,  who 
had  ever  mewed  themfelves  kind  and  fteady  friends 

to 

Note.  Befides  Papunelung  and  his  company,  there  were  fomc  ctlurr 
fober,  religiouflf  difpofcd  Indian^  who  came  to  P.Y.^Jeifhia  a'wnt  tins 
time,  from  a  p£ace  about  fifty  miles  above  Wyalufw'* ;  cf  ^  • 
Curtis,  of  the  Nantlcokc  tribe,  was  ose.  He  had  formerly  been  adiliclcd 
to  (trong  liquor,  but  was  now  reformed  by  means  of  P.ipitmb'.'.ns*  mi- 
Ji'.Hry,  become  a  fober  man,  and  afier  feme  time,  a  preacher  among  hi* 
people. 
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to  the  EttgHJh)  for  fuch  a  long  feries  of  years,  as 
ever  fincc  their  firft  arrival  in  the  country,  fhould 
now  become  their  enemies,  and  join  with  the 
French  againfl  them :  and  many,  who  had  been 
continually  flocking  into  the  province,  in  later 
years,  having  from  their  inexperience  and  igno- 
rance, too  defpicable  an  opinion  of  that  people, 
and  treating  them  accordingly,  were  by  this  con- 
dud  foolifnly  enraged  againft  the  whole  fpecies 
indifcriminately  ;  infomuch  that,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  1763,  calling  to  their  aid  themadnefs 
of  the  wildefh  enthufialm,  with  which,  under 
pretence  of  religion,  certain  mofl  furious  zealots, 
among  the  preachers  of  a  numerous  feel:,  in  the 
province,  could  infpire  their  hearers,  to  cover 
their  barbarity,  a  number  of,  not  improperly  nam- 
ed, armed  demi-favages,  inhabitants  of  Lancafter 
county,  principally  from  the  townfhips  of  Pax- 
tang  and  Donnegal,  and  their  neighbourhood, 
committed  the  mofl  horrible  maffacre,  that  ever 
was  heard  of  in  this,  or  perhaps,  any  other  pro- 
vince, with  impunity  !  *  and  under  the  notion  of 

extirpating 

*  The  following  extrad  is  taken  from  an  authentic  publication, 
printed  at  that  time  in  Philadelphia,  entitled,  "  A  narrative  of  the  late 
maffacrees,  in  Lancajler  county,  of  a  number  of  Indians,  friends  of  this  pro- 
I'ince,"  &c.  viz, 

"  Thefc  Indians  were  the  remains  of  a  tribe  of  the  Six  Nations,  fet- 
tled at  Conef.ogof,  and  thence  called  Conejlogoc  Indians.  On  the  firft  arri- 
val of  the  Englifu  in  Pennfylvania,  meffengers  from  this  tribe  came  to 
•welcome  them,  with  prefents  of  <venifon,  corn  and  ftins ;  and  the  whole 
tribe  entered  into  a  treaty  of  friendfhip  with  the  firft  Proprietary  William 
Pcnn ;  ivhich  ivas  to  lajl  as  long  as  the  fun  Jhould  Jaifif,  or  tie  waters  run 
into  tie  rivers. 

"  This  treaty  has  been  fmce  frequently  renewed,  and  the  dam  bright- 
ened, as  they  exprefs  it,  from  time  to  time.  It  has  never  been  violated, 
on  their  part,  or  ours,  till  now.  As  their  lands,  by  degrees,  were  moftly 
purchafcd,  and  the  fcttlemcnt  of  the  white  people  began  to  furround  them, 
the  Proprietor  afligned  them  lands  on  the  manor  of  Conefogte,  which  they 
might  not  part  with ;  there  they  have  lived  many  years,  in  friendfirg 
with  their  m?hite  neighbours,  who  loved  them  for  their  peaceable,  inoffen- 
five  behaviour. 

"  It  has  always  been  obferved,  that  Indian?,  fettled  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  white  people,  do  not  iacrcafe,  but  diminifh  continually.  Tin's 
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extirpating  the  Heathen  from  the  earth,  as  Jofhua  Maffacre  of 
did  of  old,  that  thefe  faints  might  poflefs  the  land 
alone,  they  murdered  the  remains  of  a  whole  tribe 
of  peaceable,  inoffenfive,  helplefs  Indians^  who 
were  Britijh  fubjefts,  young  and  old,  men,  wo- 
men and  children,  fituated  on  Cone/fogoe  manor  ^ 

in 

tribe  accordingly  went  on  diminiftung,  till  there  remained  in  their  town, 
on  the  manor,  but  twenty  perfons,  viz.  feven  men,  five  women  and  eight 
children,  boys  and  girls. 

"  Of  thefe  Shebais  was  a  very  old  man,  having  aflifted  at  the  fecond 
treaty,  held  with  them  by  Mr.  Penn,  in  1701 ;  and  ever  fmce  continued 
a  faithful  friend  to  the  Englijb ;  he  is  faid  to  have  been  an  exceeding  good 
man,  confidering  his  education,  being  naturally  of  a  moil  kind,  bene- 
volent temper. 

— — "  This  little  fociety  continued  the  cuftom  they  had  begun,  when 
more  numerous,  of  addrefftng  every  new  Governor,  and  every  dtficndant 
of  the  firft  Proprietary,  welcoming  him  to  the  province,  alluring  him  of 
their  fidelity,  and  praying  a  continuance  of  that  favour  and  protection, 
which  they  had  hitherto  experienced.  They  had  accordingly  fent  up  an 
addrefs  of  this  kind  to  our  prefcnt  Governor  (John  Penn,  Efquire)  on 
his  arrival;  but  the  fame  was  fcarce  delivered  when  the  unfortunate  ca- 
taftrophe  happened,  which  we  are  about  to  relate. 

"  On  Wednefday,  the  I4th  of  December,  1763,  fifty-feven  men, 
from  fome  of  our  frontier  townihips,  who  had  projected  the  deftructiou 
of  this  little  commonwealth,  came  all  well  mounted,  and  armed  with 
fire-locks,  hangers  and  hatchets,  having  travelled  through  the  country 
in  the  night  to  Cone/logos  manor.  There  they  furrounded  the  fmall  vil- 
lage of  Indian  liuts,  and  juft  at  break  of  day,  broke  in  upon  thtm  all 
at  once.  Only  three  men,  two  women,  and  a  young  boy  were  found 
at  home  ;  the  reft  being  out  among  the  neighbouring  ivbite  people ;  fome 
to  fell  their  baikets,  brooms  and  bowls,  they  manufactured,  and  others 
on  other  occafions.  Thefe  poor  defencelefs  creatures  were  immediutely 
fired  upon,  ftabbed  and  hatcheted  to  death  !  The  good  SbeLaes,  among 
the  reft,  cut  to  pieces  in  his  bed!  All  of  them  viert  fcalped,  and  other* 
wife  horridly  mangled.  Then  their  huts  were  fet  on  fire,  and  mcft  of 
them  burnt  down. 

"  The  Magiftrates  of  Lancafler  fent  out  to  collect  the  remaining  /,?- 
titans,  brought  them  into  the  town,  for  their  better  fecurity  agakilt  any 
further  attempt ;  and,  it  is  faid,  condoled  with  them,  on  the  misfortmu. , 
that  had  happened,  took  them  by  the  hand,  and  prom  fid  them  protect. ,/.. 

'  They  were  put  into  die  work-houfc,  a  ilrong  building,  as  the  place 
of  greateft  fafety. 

"  Thefe  cruel  men  again  aflembled  themfelves;  aftd  hearing  that  the 
remaining  fourteen  Indians  were  in  the  work-houfe  at  Lancn/rcr,  they 
fuddenly  appeared  before  that  town  on  the  twenty- feventh  of  December. 
Fifty  of  them  armed  as  before,  difmounting,  went  directly  to  the  vork- 
hotife,  and  by  violence  broke  open  the  door,  and  entered  with  the  utmoft 
fury  in  their  countenances.  When  the  poor  wretches  faw  they  had  ,:y 
protctfion  nigh,  nor  could  poUibly  cfcape,  and  being  without  the  lc>.-'t 
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in  the  fame  county  ;  where  they  had  been  placed 
by  the  government,  in  former  time ;  and  had 
ever  fmce  continued  in  Uriel  and  inviolable  friend- 
ihip  with  the  Eng/ifo  ;  being  then  far  within  the  fet- 
tled parts  of  the  province,  and  entirely  innocent,  as, 
to  the  war :  of  whom  mention  has  already  been 
made,  in  the  preceding  hiilory,  reflecting  their 

lad 

weapon  of  defence,  they  divided  their  little  families,  the  children  cling- 
ing to  their  parents ;  they  fell  on  their  faces,  protefled  their  innocence, 
declared  their  love  to  the  Englijhy  and  that,  in  their  whole  lives,  they 
Lad  never  done  them  injury ;  and  in  this  pofture,  they  all  received  the 
hatchet !  Men,  women  and  children,  were  every  one  inhumanly  mur- 
dered in  cold  blood ! 

"  The  barbarous  men,  who  committed  the  atrocious  fact,  in  defiance 
of  government,  of  all  laws  human  and  divine,  and,  to  the  eternal  dif- 
graoe  of  their  country  and  colour,,  then  mounted  their  horfes,  huzzaed 
in  triumph,  as  if  they  hud  gained  a  victory,  and  rode  off  unmolefted  ! 

"  The  bodies  of  the  murdered  were  then  brought  out,  and  expofed 
in  the  ilreet,  till  a  hole  could  be  made  in  the  earth,  to  receive  and  cover 
them  But  the  wickednefs  cannot  be  covered,  and  the  guilt  will  lie  on 
the  whole  land,  till  juftice  is  done  on  the  murderers.  The  blood  of  the 

innocent  ivill  cry  to  beat) en  for  vengeance. 

"  Notwithftanding  the  proclamations  and  endeavours  of  the  Governor, 
on  the  occafion,  £.c.  [continues  the  narrative]  "  The  murderers  having 
given  out  fuch  threatenings  againft  thofe  that  disapproved  their  proceed- 
ings, that  the  whole  country  fecms  to  be  in  terror,  and  no  one  cluril 
fpeak  what  he  knows ;  even,  the  letters  from  thence  are  unfigned,  in 
which  any  diilike  is  expreffed  of  the  rioters. 

"  But  it  feems  thefe  people  (being  chiefly  Prefbyterians)  think  they 
have  a  better  juftification — nothing  lefs  than  the  ivord  of  God.  With  the 
fcriptures  in  their  hands  and  mouths  they  can  fet  at  nought  that  exprefs 
command,  "  Thou  (halt  do  no  murder"  and  juftify  their  wickednefs  by 
the  command  given  Jcjbua,  to  deftroy  the  Heathen  !  Horrid  perverfion 
of  fcripture  and  of  religion !  to  father  the  wont  of  crimes  on  the  God 
of  loi)e  and  peace  ! 

"  The  faith  of  this  government  has  been  frequently  given  to  thofe  In- 
tJians,  but  that  did  not  avail  them  with  people  iui)o  defpife  all  government" 
&c. 

So  far  had  the  infection  fprezd,  which  caufed  this  action,  and  fo  much 
had  fear  feizcd  the  minds  of  the  people,  or  perhaps  both,  that  neither 
the  printer  nor  the  writer  of  this  publication,  though  fuppofed  to  be 
as  ntarly  connected  as  Franklin  and  Hall  were  at  that  time,  and  men  of 
the  fir  ft  character  in  their  way,  did  not  infert  cither  their  names,  or 
places  of  abode,  in  it ! 

It  was  printed  while  the  infurgents  were  preparing  to  advance  towards 
Philadelphia ;  or  on  their  way  thirher  :  it  appeared  to  have  fome  effect, 
in  preventing  the  threatened  confequences,  by  exciting  an  exertion  of 
endeavours,  in  the  citizens,  for  that  purpofc ;  r.nd  being  a  relation  of 
real  fads,  though  writ  in  a  hurry,  it  was  ncvc.r  anf \vereg  or  contradicted. 
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laft  compact  with  William  Penn,  in  the  year  1701  ; 
and  in  the  treaties  held  with  them  fmce  by  Go 
vernor  Keith  ^  &c. 

"  The  bloody  fcene  was  compleated  in  the 
town  of  Lancqfter  itfelf ;  where  the  remainder  of 
the  tribe,  which  had  efcaped  the  firft  flaughter, 
taking  refuge,  declaring  their  innocence,  and  cry- 
ing for  mercy  and  protection,  were  through  the 
connivance,  if  not  the  encouragement,  of  the 
Chriftian-profefling  Magiftrates,  and  other  princi- 
pal perfons  of  that  town,  all  inhumanly  butchered, 
in  cold  blood,  even  infants  at  the  bread,  by  the 
fame  party  of  armed  niffians,  at  mid-day,  without 
opposition,  or  the  lead  moledation  ! — to  the  lad- 
ing infamy  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  place,  who 
had  power  fufficient  to  prevent  it !" 

With  hands  imbrued  in  innocent  blood,  and 
taking  courage  from  their  unoppofed  fuccefs  and 
cruelty,  the  infurgents  now  greatly  increafed  in 
number,  and  proceeded  towards  Philadelphia, 
with  avowed  intention  to  cut  off  a  party  of  inno- 
cent and  friendly  Indians  there  ;  confiding  of  thofe 
of  Wyalufing,  before  mentioned,  and  fome  others ; 
who  had  thrown  themfelves  under  the  protection 
of  the  government,  to  the  number  of  about  one 
hundred  and  forty.  By  their  conduct,  they  ap* 
peared  to  depend  on  the  fecret  affidance  of  a  num- 
ber of  their  brethren,  the  fame  kind  of  faints,  in 
that  city ;  who,  afterwards,  by  many  of  them 
advocating  their  caufe  and  proceedings,  with  other 
drong  fymptc-ins,  appeared  to  have  been,  either, 
in  fome  manner,  privately  connected  with  them, 
or  concerted  and  directed  the  whole  tragical  and 
bloody  infurrection. 

This  lawlefs  banditti  advanced,  in  many  hun- 
dreds, armed,  as  far  as  Gen?iantown9  within  about 
fix  miles  of  the  city,  threatening  death  and  flaugh- 
ter to  all,  who  mould  dare  to  oppoie  them ;  and,

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in  all  probability,  they  would  have  effected  their 
bloody  purpofe,  had  they  not  met  with  fuch  a  pro- 
per and  vigorous  oppofition  from  the  government, 
and  the  inhabitants  of  Philadelphia,  as  they  feem- 
ed  not  to  expect ;  which  put  a  ftop  to  their  career. 
But  fo  far  was  the  contagion  fpread,  and  fo  deeply 
had  the  fpirit  of  faction  infected  the  minds  of  ma- 
ny, that  the  weaknefs  of  the  government  was  not 
able  to  punifh  thefe  murderers,  nor  to  chaftife  the 
infurgents  !  a  forrowful  prefage  of  an  approaching 
change  in  that  happy  conflitution,  which  had  fo 
long  afforded  a  peaceable  afylum  to  the  unjuftly 
oppreflcd  and  diilreffed,  by  means  of  the  great 
influx  and  increafe  of  fuch  kind  of  people  into 
it,  of  later  years,  as  experience  has  abundantly 
demonftrated  a  rod  of  iron  is  more  proper  to 
rule,  than  fuch  a  mild  eflablifliment,  as  is  better 
adapted  to  promote  the  profperity  of  the  virtuous 
and  good,  than  properly  to  chaflife  the  moil  pro- 
fligate, of  mankind  ;  more  calculated  to  make  men 
happy,  than  to  punifh  the  wicked  and  ungoverna- 
ble, according  to  their  demerits. 

But  there  were  many  in  the  province,  who  very 
well  knew  the  caufe  of  this  revolt  of  the  Indians, 
and  of  the  forrowful  confequences  of  it ;  which, 
it  was  not  in  their  power,  at  that  time,  to  prevent. 
The  management  of  Indian  affairs  was  put  into 
new  hands  ;  and  after  the  death  of  James  Logan,* 
if  not  fome  time  before,  a  very  different  conduct 
was  too  much  practifed  towards  that  people,  from 
that  which  formerly  had  never  failed  to  gain  and 
preferve  their  friendfhip  and  alliance. 

The  Quakers,  whom  the  Indians  regarded  from 
the  beginning,  above  any  other  people  in  the  pro- 
vince, were  excluded  from  the  Proprietary  agency, 
to  which  the  management  of  their  affairs  was 

chiefly 

*  James  Zjogan,  who  died  in  1751,  was  the  Proprietary's  Secretary, 
and  principal  ^gcnt,  or  commifiioner,  for  land  affairs,  for  ucar  forty 

years. 
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chiefly  committed  ;  though  they  were,  for  the 
above  reafon,  of  all  perfons  the  moil  proper  to  be 
concerned,  or  to  aft,  in  it. 

But  there  were  feveral  caufes,  which  admini-  c  mfeg  of 
ftered  to  the  unhappy  ruprure;  which  may  be  feen,  the  Indian 
as  mentioned  in  a  treatife,  publifhed  in  London,  in  ™; 
1759,  written  in  Pennfyhdnia,  entitled,  "  An 


en 


quiry  into  the  caufes  of  the  alienation  of  the  Delaware 
and  Shawanefe  Indians  ,  from  the  Britijh  inter  eft" 
&c.  And,  in  the  whole,  it  is  certain  they  had  been 
too  much  neglected  ;  of  which  the  French,  then 
at  war  with  the  Englifn,  made  their  advantage. 

The  principal  caufes  of  the  quarrel  and  aliena- 
tion of  thefe  Indians  were  afferted  to  be, 

Firft,  The  abufes  committed  in  the  Indian 
trade  ;  which  had  been,  more  or  lefs,  of  long- 
continuance,  and  very  difficult  to  be  properly  regu- 
lated, or  redrafted  ;  though  doubtlefs  a  great  part 
of  them  might  have  been  better  guarded  againd, 
and  prevented,  than  they  really  were.* 

Secondly, 

*  Governor  Thomas,  in  a  meffage  to  the  Aflcmbly  of  Pcnr;/yli>anhi,  in 
1744,  fays,  "  I  cannot  hut  be  apprchenfive  that  the  Indian  trade,  as  it  is 
now  carried  en,  will  involve  us  in  fome  fatal  quarrel  with  the  Indians. 
Our  traders,  in  defiance  of  the  laws,  carry  fpirituous  liquors  among 
them,  and  take  the  advantage  of  their  inordinate  appetite  for  it,  to  cheat 
them  of  theiryZ'/Vzj,  and  their  ^vainpnm^  which  is  their  money,  and  often 
debauch  their  wives  into  the  bargain.  Is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  then,  if, 
when  they  recover  from  their  drunken  fit,  they  ihould  take  fome  feverc 
revenges  ?  If  I  am  rightly  informed,  the  like  abufes  of  the  traders  in 
Neiv  England,  were  the  principal  caufes  of  the  Indian  wars  there  ;  and 
at  length  obliged  the  government  to  take  the  trade  into  their  own 
hands.  This  is  a  matter,  that  well  deferves  your  attention,  and  perhaps, 
will  foon  require  your  imitation." 

The  author  of  tic  enquiry  into  the  c?.ufe  of  the  alienation  of  the  Induing, 
&c.  above  mentioned,  further  obferves  on  this  part,  "  It  would  be  too 
fhocking  to  defcribe  the  conduct,  and  behaviour  of  the  traders,  when 
among  the  Indians,  and  endlefs  to  enumerate  the  abufes,  the  Indians  had 
received  and  borne  from  them,  for  a  ft-rics  of  years,  fuffice  it  to  fay 
that  feveral  of  the  tribes  were,  at  Lift,  weary  of  bearing,*'  &c. 

At  a  treaty,  held  with  the  Ohio  Indians,  at  Curlfi:,  in  Pcrinfilvania,  by 
Commiffioners,  appointed  by  Governor  HnKilltan,  in  the  year  1753,  the 
former  fay, 

"  Brother  Oms  (which  m^ms  P,>n,  the  nutria  ;nvjn  by  rh-?m  to  the 
Governors  of  Pennsylvania)  your  traders  now  brin^-  icarct  any  thisig  but 
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Secondly ',  Their  being,  as  they  infifled  in  later 
years,  unjuftly  deprived,  or  dilpofTefled,  of  part 
of  their  lands.* 

Thirdly, 

turn  andyiW ;  they  bring  but  little  powder  and  lead,  and  other  vuluable 
goods.  The  rum  ruins  us.  We  beg  you  would  prevent  its  coming  in 
fuch  quantities,  by  regulating  the  traders.  We  never  underftood  the 
trade  was  to  be  for  ivhtfcy  and  jlour.  We  deiire  it  may  be  forbidden, 
and  none  fold  in  the  Indian  country ;  but  that,  if  the  Indians  will  have 
any,  they  may  go  among  the  inhabitants,  and  deal  with  them  for  it. 
"When  thefe  ivkijky  traders  come,  they  bring  thirty  or  forty  cags,  and  put 
them  down  before  us,  and  make  us  drink ;  and  get  all  the  {kins,  that 
Ihould  go  to  pay  the  debts,  we  have  contracted  for  goods,  bought  of 
the  fair  trader ;  and  by  thefe  means  we  not  only  ruin  ourfelves,  but  them 
too.  Thefe  wicked  ivuifiy  fellers,  when  they  have  once  got  the  Indians  in 
liquor,  make  them  fell  their  very  clothes  from  their  backs.  In  Ihort,  if 
this  practice  be  continued  we  muft  be  inevitably  ruined  :  we  moil  earn- 
cftly,  therefore,  befeech  you  to  remedy  it." 

In  the  report  of   thefe  Commiflioners  to   the    Governor,    on   their 
return  from  the  treaty,  they  conclude  as  follows,  viz. 

"  Thus,  may  it  pleafe  the  Governor,  we  have  given  a  full  and  jufl  ac- 
count of  our  proceedings,  and  we  hope  our  conduit  will  meet  with  his 
approbation.  But,  in  juflice  to  thefe  Indians,  and  the  promifes  we  made 
them,  we  cam?ot  clofe  our  report  without  taking  notice,  that  the  quan- 
tities of  ftrong  liquors,  fold  to  thefe  Indians,  in  the  places  of  their  refi- 
dence,  and  during  their  hunting  feafon,  from  all  parts  of  the  counties, 
over  Stifquahanna,  have  increafed,  of  late,  to  an  inconceivable  degree,  fp 
as  to  keep  thofe  poor  Indians  continually  under  the  force  of  liquors,  that 
they  are  thereby  become  diffolute,  enfeebled  and  indolent,  when  fobcr, 
and  untra&abie  and  mifchievous  in  their  liquor,  always  quarrelling,  and 
often  murdering  one  another ;  that  the  traders  are  under  no  bonds,  nor 
give  any  fecurity  for  their  obfervance  of  the  laws,  and  their  good  bt> 
havioilr  ;  and  by  their  own  intemperance,  unfair  dealing  and  irregula- 
rities, will,  it  is  to  be  feared,  entirely  eilrange  the  affe&Ions  of  the  In- 
dians from  the  Englfi,  deprive  them  of  their  natural  flrcngth  anci  acti- 
vity, and  oblige  them  either  to  abandon  their  country  or  iubmit  to  any 
terms,  be  they  ever  fo  unreafonable,  from  the  French.  Theft  truths,  may 
it  pleafe  the  Governor,  are  of  fo  iutereiling  a  nature,  that  we  ihall  ftand 
excufed  in  recommending,  in  the  moft  earneft  manner,  the  deplorable Jlat* 
of  thefe  Indians,  and  the  heavy  difcouragements,  under  which  cur  com- 
merce with  them,  at  prefent,  labours,  to  the  Governor's  moil  ferious 
conilderation,  that  fome  good  andfpeedy  remedies  may  be  provided,  be- 
fore it  be  too  late.

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Thirdly.,  The  death  of  Weekweely,  or  Wekabe-

Tn  the  minutes  of  conferrence,  held  with  the  Indians  by  Governor 
Denny,  £c.  at  Eajron  in  Pennfflvania,  in  November,  1/56,  upon  the  Go- 
venor's  requefling  of  the  Indians,  to  know  the  caufe  of  their  uneafinefs, 
and  hoftile  condu&,  Teedyufcung^  king,  or  chief,  of  the  Dclaivares,  and 
who  there  reprefented  four  nations,  mentioned  fcveral ;  among  which 
were  the  mitigations  of  the  French ;  and  the  ///  vfage,  or  grievances,  they 
had  fuffered  both  in  Pennfylvania  and  New  Jerfey.  When  the  Governor 
.defired  to  be  informed  what  thefe  grievances  were,  Teedyufcung  replied, 
"  I  have  not  far  to  go  for  an  inftance ;  this  very  ground,  that  is  under 
me,  (ftriking  it  with  his  foot)  was  my  land  and  inheritance;  and  is  ta- 
ken from  me  by  fraud .-  when  I  fay  this  ground,  I  mean  all  the  land,  ly- 
ing between  tohlccon  creek  and  VPiemirtg,  on  the  river  Sufjuabanna.  I 
have  not  only  been  ferved  fo  in  this  government,  but  the  fame  thing 
has  been  done  to  me,  as  to  feveral  tracls  in  Neiu  Jerfey,  over  the  river." 
The  Governor  afked  him,  what  he  meant  by -fraud?  Teedyufiung  an- 
fwered,  "  When  one  man  had  formerly  liberty  to  purchafe  lands,  and 
he  took  the  deed  from  the  Indians  for  it,  and  then  dies ;  after  his  death 
his  children  forge  a  deed  like  the  true  one,  with  the  fame  Indian  names 
to  it ;  and  thereby  take  lands  from  the  Ind'nms  which  they  never  fold ; 
this  is  fraud:  alfo,  when  one  king  has  land  beyond  the  river,  and  another 
king  has  land  on  this  fide,  both  bounded  by  rivers,  mountains  and  fprings, 
which  cannot  be  moved ;  and  the  Proprietaries,  greedy  to  purchafe 
lands,  buy  of  one  king  what  belongs  to  another;  this  likewife  is  fraud" 

Then  the  Governor  afked  Ttcrfyitfcung,  whether  he  had  been  ferved 
fo  ?  He  anfwered,  "  Yes  ;  I  have  been  ferved  fo  in  this  province ;  all  the 
land  extending  from  Tobiccon,  over  the  great  mountain,  to  Wioming,  has 
been  taken  from  me  \>y  fraud ;  for  when  I  had  agreed  to  fell  land  to  the 
old  Proprietary,  by  the  courfe  of  the  river,  the  young  Proprietaries  came, 
and  got  it  run  by  a  Jtrait  courfe,  by  the  compafs,  and  by  that  means, 
took  in  double  the  quantity,  intended  to  be  fold,"  &c. 

*  S.  Smith,  in  his  hiflory  of  Neiv  'jcrfiy,  gives  the  following  very- 
different  account  of  this  affair,  viz. 

"  The  fact  was,  this  IVeeketucbela  was  an  Indian  of  great  note  and  ac- 
count, both  among  the  CLriJiia;is  and  Indians,  of  the  tribe  that  refided 
about  South  River,  (near  Strtiifiury  in  Eajl  JerfeyJ,  where  he  lived 
with  a  tafte  much  above  the  common  rank  of  Indians,  having  an  exten- 
iive  farm,  cattle,  horfes,  negroes,  and  raifc-d  large  crops  of  wheat;  and 
was  fo  far  Englijb,  in  his  furniture,  as  to  have  a  houfe  well  provided  with 
feather  beds,  calko  curtains,  &c.  He  frequently  dined  with  governors, 
and  great  men,  and  behaved  well,  &c  but  his  neighbour,  captain  John 
Leonard,  having  purchafed  a  cedar  fwamp  of  c^er  Indians,  to  which  he 
bid  claim,  and  Leonard  refuting  to  take  it  en  his  right,  he  refentcd  it 
highly,  and  threatened  that  he  would  moot  him ;  which  he  accordingly 
took  an  opportunity  of  doing,  in  thcfpring,  1728,  while  Leonard  was,  in 
the  day  tinvr,  walking  in  his  garden,  or  near  his  own  houfe,  at  South 
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Fourthly,  The  imprifonment  of  fome  Shawanefe 
warriors,  in  Carolina^  in  time  of  peace ;  where 
the  chief  man  of  the  party  died. 

Fifthly, 

River  aforefaid ;  for  which  he  had  a  legal  trial,  and  was  executed  for  actu- 
al murder." 

But  the  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations,  at  a  meeting  in  Lancafter,  with 
Governor  Denny,  &c.  May  2^th,  1757,  fay  tkus, 

"  Brothers,  fome  years  ago,  in  the  Jerfeys,  one  of  the  head  men  of 
the  Delaiuqres  had  hcen  out  a  hunting.  On  his  return,  ho  called  to  fee  a 
gentleman,  a  great  friend  of  his,  one  of  your  people ;  whom  he  found  in  the 
field  ;  when  the  gentleman  faw  him,  he  came  to  meet  him.  It  was  rainy 
weather,  and  the  Delaivare  chief  had  his  gun  under  his  arm ;  they  met 
at  a  fence,  and  as  they  reached  out  their  hands  to  each  other,  the  Dela- 
ware's gun  went  off,  by  accident,  and  (hot  him  dead.  He  was  very 
much  grieved,  went  to  the  houfe,  and  told  the  gentleman's  wife  what 
had  happened;  and  faid,  he  was  willing  to  die,  and  did  not  chufe  to  live 
after  his  friend.  She  immediately  fent  for  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  : 
when  they  were  gathered,  fome  faid,  it  was  an  accident,  and  could  not 
be  helped  ;  but  the  greateft  number  were  for  hanging  him ;  and  he  was 
taken  by  the  Sheriff,  and  carried  to  Jlmbey,  where  he  was  tried  and 
hanged. 

"  There  was  another  misfortune  that  happened :  A  party  of  Shaiva- 
fiffe,  who  were  going  to  war  againft  their  enemies,  in  their  way  through 
Carolina,  called  at  a  houfe,  not  fufpe&ing  any  harm,  as  they  were  among 
their  friends  :  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  rofc,  and  took  them  prifoners, 
on  account  of  fome  mifchief  which  was  done  there  about  that  time  ;  fuf- 
pe&ing  them  to  be  the  people  who  had  done  the  mifchief ;  and  carried 
them  to  Cbarlf/loivn,  and  put  them  in  prifon,  where  the  chief  man, 
called  The  Pride,  died.  The  relations  of  thcfe  people  were  much  exaf- 
perated  againft  you,  our  brothers,  the  Englijb,  on  account  of  the  ill  treat- 
ment you  gave  their  friends ;  and  have  been  continually  fpiriting  up  their 
nations  to  take  revenge. 

"  Brothers,  you  defired  us  to  open  our  hearts,  and  inform  you  of  every 
thing  we  know,  that  might  give  rife  to  the  quarrel  between  you  and 
our  nephews  and  brothers: — That,  in  former  times,  our  forefathers 
conquered  the  Delaivares,  and  put  petticoats  on  them  ;  a  long  time  after 
that,  they  lived  among  you,  our  brothers ;  but,  upon  fome  difference 
between  you  and  them,  we  thought  proper  to  remove  them,  giving  them 
lands  to  plant  and  hunt  on,  at  Wionting  and  Juniata,  on  Sufquabanna  ; 
but  you,  covetous  of  land,  made  plantations  there,  and  fpoiled  their 
hunting  grounds  ;  they  then  complained  to  us,  and  we  looked  over  thofe 
lands,  and  found  their  complaints  to  be  true. 

"  At  this  time  they  carried  on  a  correfpondence  with  the  French ;  by 
which  means  the  French  became  acquainted  with  all  the  caufes  of  com- 
plaint they  had  againft  you  ;  and  as  your  people  were  daily  increafing 
their  fettlements,  by  thefe  means  you  drove  them  back  into  the  arms  of 
the  French ;  and  they  took  the  advantage  of  fpiriting  them  up  againft 
you,  by  telling  them,  "  Children,  you  fee,  and  we  have  often  told  you, 
how  the  Envlfl,  your  brothers,  would  ferve  you  ;  they  plant  all  the 
country,  and' drive  you  back  ;  fo  that,  in  a  little  time,  you  will  have  no 
land  :  it  is  not  fo  with  us;  though  we  build  trading  houfes  on  your  land, 
we  do  not  plant  it ;  we  have  our  provifions  from  over  the  great  water.  ^ 
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Fifthly,  The  mitigations  of  the  French ;  who 
made  an  artful  ufe  of  their  complaints,  or  difcon- 
tents,  &c.  to  incite  them  againft  the  Englifh  in  the 
late  war,  &c. 

Thefe  were  the  chief  caufes,  though  there  were 
others,  alledged  both  by  the  Delawares,  the  Shaw- 
ancfe,  and  the  Six  Nations,  in  the  divers  treaties, 
held  with  them,  by  the  government  of  Pennfylva- 
nia,  in  different  parts  of  the  province,  between 
the  years  1755  and  1763:  wherein,  as  they  are 
printed,  may  be  feen,  in  part,  as  well  as  in  the 
definitive  treaty  of  Colonel  Bradftreet  with  them,  Caufes  and 
near  lake  Erie,  in  1764,  how  a  reconciliation  was  JJ^^ia 
effected:  I  fay,  in  part ;  for  the  Quakers,  who,  1763  and 
as  before  obferved,  had  the  leafl  mare  in  thefe  I?64* 
public  tranfactions,  as  to  appearance,  being,  con- 
trary to  ancient  cuflom,  excluded  from  the  Pro- 
prietary agency,  by  which  all  treaties  and  public 
tranfactions  with  them,  in  the  province,  were  di- 
rected and  managed,  more  efpecially  reflecting 
land  affairs;  which  appeared  to  be  the  principal 
caufe  of  the  quarrel,  were  neverthelefs,  in  fact, 
the  prime  movers  of  the  peace,  and  the  firft  and 
chief  promoters  of  redrafting  the  Indians9  wrongs, 
or  complaints,  fo  far  as  in  them  lay,  in  their  re- 
flricted  capacity :  they  formed  a  fociety  among 
themfelves,  particularly  for  that  good  purpofe, 
called  The  friendly  affociation,  for  gaining  and  prc- 
ferving  peace  with  the  Indians,  by  pacific  mcafures  ;* 
conftituted  truftees,  and  had  a  treasurer ;  and  by 
a  voluntary  contribution  among  themfelves,  of 

many 

"  We  have  opened  our  hearts,  and  told  you  what  complaints  we  have   ' 
heard,  that  they  had  againfl  you ;  and  our   advice  to   you  is,  that   you 
fend  for  the  Scnecas  and  than  ;   treat  them  kindly,  and  rather  give  them 
fome  part  of  their  fields   back  again,  than   differ  with  them.     It  is  iu 
your  power  to  fettle  all  the  differences  with  them,  if  youpleafe."

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many  thoufand  pounds,  to  which  divers  well  difpofed 
perfons,  among  the  more  religious  Germans,  liberally 
contributed  (an  expenfe,  which  ought  to  have 
been,  either  from  a  different  quarter,  or,  at  leaft, 
of  a  more  general,  and  public  nature)  which, 
with  the  Governor's  confent,  or  approbation,  nrfl 
had,  they  applied  in  fuch  prudent  manner,  by 
prefents,  and  redrefling  their  grievances,  together 
with  their  way  of  friendly  behaviour  and  fincerlij, 
which  the  Indians  had  long  experienced,  they  dif- 
pofed them  to  hearken  to  terms  of  peace  and  re- 
conciliation, made  way  for  the  fucceeding  treaties, 
with  their  recovery  and  return  from  the  French 
intereft,  &c.  which  afterwards  enfued  ;  as,  in  part, 
appears  in  the  aforefaid  treatife,  or  enquiry,  &c. 
as  well  as  in  the  printed  Indian  treaties  ;  and  in  the 
journals  of  Chrijiian  Frederick  Pg/l ;  which  laft, 
as  they  are  fomewhat  curious  and  informing  in  the 
nature  of  Indian  affairs,  are,  therefore,  inferted 
in  the  appendix.! 

For,  to  pretend  to  conquer  thofe  favages,  when 
united  in  oppofition,  by  a  regular  army,  in  the 
woods,  without  fomething  of  this  nature,  would 
be  as  abfurd  as  the  attempt  of  the  giants,  in  the 
fable,  to  effeft,  by  ?nerejirength,  what  would  more 
properly  and  only  be  attainable  by  the  means  of 
ivifdom  and  good  policy  ;  according  to  the  fpeech  of 
the  Scythian  Ambatiador  to  Alexander  the  Great ; 
and  the  truth  of  the  Roman  adage,  "  parum  ft 
bellwn  for  is,  nifi  fit  con/ilium  domi"\  in  its  fullefl 
extent,  is  no  lefs  applicable,  in  dealing  with  this 
people,  than  it  was  formerly  experienced  to  be, 
by  the  greateft  conquerors  and  rulers  of  the  world, 
in  their  management  of  other  nations.

Religious  ftate  of  Pennfyfoania. — Variety  and  bar* 
mony  of  the  religious  fefts  in  the  province. — Their

i 


T  has  already  been  obferved  that  the  civil  con- 
ftitution  of  Pennfyivania  was  originally  founded  on 
fuch  a  generous  plan  of  liberty,  that  the  freedom  Reugious 
allowed  by  it,  of  thinking  on  religious  fubjeds,  and  liberty  one 
of  ivorjhipping  the  Almighty ',  according  to  the  beft  pe"kf°[va. 
of  men's  understandings,  without  being  deprived  nia's  im- 
either  of  their  natural  rights,  as  men,  or  of  their  F°vement» 
civil  liberties,  as  fubjects  of  government,  on  that 
account,  has  not  a  little  contributed  to  the  great 
and  rapid  increafe  and  profperity  of  the  province, 
abovt:  any  other  of  the  Briti/h  colonies  in  Ameri- 
ca ;  and,  in  proportion  to  its  age,  and  other  cir- 
cum (lances,  rendered  it  far  fuperior,  in  real  worth 
and  importance ;  fo,  in  giving  an  account  of  its 
general  ftate,  after  the  conclufion  of  the  war,  in 
1761,  fome  reprefentation,  at  lead,  of  the  various 
religious  focieties,  or  feels,  of  which  its  inhabitants 
moltly  confiit,  becomes  proper  and  neceffary. 

There  is  a  greater  number  of  different  religious  Numerous 
focieties  in  this  province,  than,  perhaps,  in  any 
other,  throughout  the  Britijh  dominions  bdkles  ; 
and  in  regard  to  difputes,  on  religious  fubjeds, 
and  the  confequences  of  an  univerfal  toleration  of 
all  the  varieties  of  opinion,  in  religion,  though  fo 
widely  different,  and  fo  contrary  and  oppoiite  to

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one  another,  elfewhere  much  dreaded,  it  is  appre- 
hended there  is  not  more  real  harmony  any  where 
known,  in  this  refped,  even,  under  the  moil  def- 
potic  hierarchies,  than  in  Pgnnfyhanta.  Here  are 
Names  of  the  Quaker s,  who  were  principally  the  firfl  fettlers, 

anc^>  m  e^e^?  tne  makers  °f  tne  province ;  and 
who,  in  general,  are  already  described,  in  the 
Introduction  :*  The  Epifcopalians,  according  to  the 
manner  of  the  Church  of  England ;  and  the  Ger- 
man and  Swedi/h  Lutherans  :  The  Prejbyterians  and 
Independents )  of  various  kinds,  or  fects ;  and  the 
German  CaMnifts  :  The  Church  of  Rome  and  the 
Jews  :  The  Baptifts  of  different  kinds  ;  with  thofe 
among  the  Germans,  called  Mennonifts,  and  Dunk- 
ards,  or  Dumpier s  ;  the  Moravians  and  Swenckf el- 
ders ;  befides  the  Aborigines  of  America,  &c. 

Their  har-  All  thefe,  for  a  confiderable  feries  of  years, 
and  have,  in  general,  from  the  example  of  the  Qua- 
kers,  who  were  providentially  the  caufe  of  that 
liberty,  which  they  all  there  enjoy,  and  who  ap- 
pear never  to  have  perfecuted  any  other  people, 
for  religion,  maintained  fuch  harmony  and  con- 
cord among  themfelves,  as  approaches  nearer  to 
that  univerfal  loroe  and  charity,  which  Chriftianity 
teaches,  and  which  its  votaries,  in  general,  profefs, 
at  leaft,  in  theory,  than  has  ever  been  known  to 
arife  from  any  contrary  conduct.,  or  intolerant  au- 
thority, fo  predominant  in  many  other  countries. 

For,  notwithftanding  their  feeming  fo  extremely 
to  differ  one  from  another,  in  religious  fentiments 
and  cufloms ;  and  that  ibme  of  their  opinions  and 
practices  doubtlefs  are  very  abfurd,  and  probably 
more  or  lefs  fo  under  every  profeflion,  or  form  ; 

in 

*  The  number  of  religious  viftts  from  the  preachers  of  this  fociety, 
in  Great  Britain,  and  other  places  in  Europe,  but  chiefly  from  England, 
in  the  fervice  of  the  gofpel,  to  this  country,  and  their  fociety  in  Awcricj, 
between  the  years  1661,  and  1771,  as  appears  by  their  own  records, 
was  aljout  132;  exclufwe  of  thofe,  who,  from  Europe  had  fettled  ia 
Amcriia>  and  travelled  in  that  fervice ;  who  were  many,  £c.

the  more  thinking  and  intelligent,  in  every  feet, 
or  fociety,  a  firm  perfuafion  feems  to  prevail,  that 
they  all  have  one  and  the  fame  thing,  happinefs,  in 
view  ;  and  that  their  difference  arifes  from  opinion 
and  cuftom  only,  refpecting  the  mode  of  obtaining 
it ;  which  notion  has  fuch  a  tendency  to  moderate 
and  temper  their  way  of   thinking  on  religious 
matters,  as,  in  great  meafure  to  occafion  that  jfor- 
bearance  and  charity ',  which  appears  in  their  con- 
duct to  each  other  ;  a  furer  characleridic  of  true 
Qbriftianityj  and  beft  Philofophy,  than  the  practice 
of  many,  who  make  great  profeilion  of  Superior, 
attainments  of  fcience  and  knowledge,  and  who 
fhew  much  greater  zeal  for  what  they  eileein  to  be 
truth,  and  place  more  ftrefs  on  opinion,  creeds, 
or  beliefs,  than  in  practice  and  charity,  than  is  to 
be  found  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Quakers,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  com-  ofthe 
pofe,  probably,  about  one  feventh  part  of  its  inha-  Quakers, 
bitants.     The  reft  of  that  fociety  at  prefent  have  *:c' 
their  refidence  principally  in  the  firfl,  or  older 
counties  of   Philadelphia,    Bucks,    Chefter,    New- 
cajlle,  &c.  and  in  the  year  1770,  they  had  between 
fixty  and  feventy  meeting  houfes,  for  divine  wor- 
ihip,  in  the  province,  and  lower  counties  on  Dela- 
ware.    But  of  late  they  have  been  much  exceeded 
in  number  by  other  focieties,  complexly  taken, 
though  they  generally  are  efteemed  among  the 
wealthieft,  and  mod  fubflantial  of  the  inhabitants. 

The   Church  of  England  has  feveral  places  of 
worfhlp  in  the  city,  as  before  mentioned,  in  the

of  the  dif-  defcription  of  it  and  its  public  edifices ;  (page  279) 
and  alfo  in  divers  other  parts  of  the  province ; 
and  the  German  Lutherans  have  large  congregati- 
ons in  Philadelphia^  Lancqfter,  &c.  but  the  Pref- 
byterians  and  Independants  are  fuppofed,  by  far, 
to  be  more  numerous  than  any  other  particular 
religious  fociety,  taking  in  the  Dutch  ^  or  German 
Calviniits ;  feveral  of  the  back  counties  being 
principally  peopled  by  them ;  they  have  flowed  in, 
of  late  years,  from  the  north  of  Ireland,  in  very 
large  numbers,  befides  their  great  internal  increaie 
and  frill  greater  induftry,  than  that  of  many  others, 
to  make  proielytes.* 

The  Roman  Catholics  have  a  chapel  .in  Phil  a  del* 
phia,  and  another  at  Lancajler  ;  a  number  among 
the  Germans  are  alfo  of  that  community.  Th$ 
Jews  are  but  few,  and  thofe  chiefly  in  the  city. 
The  Englijh  Bapttfts  are  not  very  numerous  in 
Pennfyhania  ;  they  have  a  meeting  houie  in  the 

city,

Note.  In  the  year  1759,  according  to  the  fr.id  bills  of  mortality,  prirt- 
ed  annually,  were  1406  funerals  in  Philadelphia^  of  which  thofe  in  Cln-ljl 
Church  parifli  only  were  272  ;  of  whom  106  died  of  the  fmall  pox  (three 
only  inoculated)  of  the  Quakers  171 ;  of  other  focieties  490;  of  Grangers 
326;  of  Negroes  147;  in  all  1406.  Increafe  of  funerals  that  year  648. 

Which  great  mortality  that  year,  as  well  as  in  feme  other  years,  ap- 
pears to  have  arifen  principally  jYom  the  fmall  pox,  before  iiu  culatirn 
had  taken  much  place,  and  was  fo  well  underftcod  as  fincc ;  which  dif- 
temper,  that  year,  in  proportion  to  thofe  who  died  of  it  in  (Thrift  Clnirrji 
parifli,  muft  have  carried  off,  in  the  whole,  between  j  and  600,  £c.

city,  and  fome  others  in  different  parts  of  the 
country :  they  appear,  in  general,  efpecially  of 
late  years,  to  differ  very  little,  both  in  principle 
and  practice,  from  the  Prejbyterians,  fave  in  thofe 
of  baptlfm  only.* 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  that  fome  Ger-  Greatnum, 
mans  very  early  fettled  in  Pennfyhania  ;  but  that  her' of  Ger- 
afterwrards  they  flocked  into  it,  in  much  greater  mans' &c> 
numbers ;  infomuch  that,  of  late  years,  it  is  fup- 
pofed  near  one-third  part  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  province  confif-ied  of  thefe  people,  and  of  their 
defcendants.     They  have  moflly  been  of  the  lower 
rank,  but  very  induflrious,  ufeful,  and  well  adapt- 
ed for  the  improvement  of  a  wildernefs,  under 
proper  government  and  reftriftion. 

There  are  feveral  different  profedions  of  religion 
among  them,  in  the  province  ;  fome  of  which  ap- 
pear more  remarkable  than  others,  for  a  fimplicity 
of  manners,  and  lefs  known  to  many ;  of  fuch, 
therefore,  I  mail  more  particularly  give  fuch  brief 
account,  as  partly  I  find  of  them,  and  partly  ac- 
cording to  my  own  obfervation  :  firft, 

Of  the  Mennonifts. 

THE  Mennonifts  of  Pennfyhania  take  their 
name  from  Menno  Simon,  of  the  Netherlands,  one 
of  the  leaders  of  that  fociety  or  feel  of  the  Bap- 
tiffs,  in  the  fixteenth  century ;  who  took  their 
rife  in  Germany  foon  after,  or  about,  the  time  of 
the  reformation.  But,  it  is  laid,  they  themfelves 
derive  the  origin  of  their  religious  profeilion  and 

practice 

*  Morgan  Edivards,  in  his  printed  account  of  the  Bapf'fl*  of  Pennfyl- 
wania,  in  1770,  divides  them  into  Brltljb  and  German;  of  the  former  he 
makes  about  650  families,  and  3252  perfons,  at  five  to  a  family  (fup- 
pofing  every  family  to  be  totally  compofed  of  Baptifts)  who  have  18 
meeting  honfes :  the  Germans  he  divides  into  Dunkards  and  Mcnnonijfs  ;

Among  the  articles  of  their  faith,  in  which 
they  appear  to  be  very  rigid,  ufmg  great  plainnefs 
in  fpeech  and  drefs,  are,  in  fubftance,  the  follow- 
ing, viz.

des  of  their  Son  and  Holy  Ghoft, 

2.  Of  Baptifm.  They  confefs  baptifm  into  faith  ; 
but  no  infant  baptifm. 

3.  They  confefs  an  eucharift,  to  be  kept  with 
common  bread  and  wine,  in  remembrance  of  the 
fufferings  and  death  of  Chrift. 

4.  Of  Marriage.     They  confefs  a  'wedlock,  of 
two  believing  perfons  ;  and  no  external  marriage 
ceremony,  by  punifhment  of  excommunication,  &c. 

5.  Of  taking  Oaths.  They  confefs  that  no  Chrif- 
tian  may  take  an  oath  ;  or,  in  his  evidence  go  be- 
yond yea  and  nay,  though  he  have  the  truth  on 
his  fide  ;  but  muft  rather  chufe  to  die. 

6.  Of  bearing  Amis.     No    Chriftian  muft,  in 
any  wife,  withftand  with  arms,  or  take  the  fword, 
&c. 

They  fay  their  church  has  always  from  the  be- 


-  ginning  (though  under  almoft  continual  oppretfion 
tiquity.they  anci  perfecutioji)  infifted  on  the  above  confeffio.n, 
e.rmuc]fer~  with  many  other  articles,  even,  from  the  time  of 
perfection,  the  Apoflles  ;  from  which  the  violence  of  perfecu- 
tion  and  death,  whicfi  at  different  times  they  en- 
dured,  never  could  compel  them  to  depart  ;  in- 
ftancing  the  ten  perfections,  till  310  years  after 
Chrift  ;    and  'afterwards  till  the  year    1210,  &c. 
when    great    numbers    of    them    fuffered    death, 
chiefly  in  Europe,  for  not  admitting  infant  baptifm  ; 
but  only  a  baptifm  into  their  faith,  in  their  own 
mode,  and  likewife  for  refufmg  to  take  an  oath  and 
hear  arms  ;  and  for  adhering  to  other  articles  of 
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their  faith ;  for  which  they  fuffered  fuch  heavy 
perfecutions,  that  they  were  reduced  to  a  final! 
number,  till  the  time  of  the  reformation,  when, 
from  the  year  1520  to  1530,  they  began  to  flou- 
rifh  again,  to  the  no  fmall  mortification  of  the 
Romifh  clergy  ;  who  gave  them  the  name  of  Ana- 
baptifts  ;  and  ufed  their  endeavours,  fir  ft,  by  per- 
fuafion,  to  draw  them  over,  and  then  by  a  terri- 
ble perfecution,  throughout  all  the  emperor's  do-  Ti,eyare 
minions,  by  banifhments,  prifons,  torture,  and  persecuted 
death,  in  various  modes ;  all  which  they  encoun- 1J) 
tered,  and  fuffered  with  inflexible  fortitude,  ra- 
ther than  depart  from  their  tenets.  That  this 
perfecution  began  in  1524,  and  continued  about 
one  hundred  years.  Of  which  they  give  many 
cruel  inflances,  particularly  in  Aujlrla,  at  Hem- 
born,  and  in  the  Palatinate  about  Alfom  ;  where, 
in  the  year  1529,  feveral  hundreds  of  them  were, 
in  a  ihort  time,  by  the  count  Palatine,  executed 
by  fire  and  /word.  And  after  this  they  differed  in  r

Switzerland;    particularly    at   Inricb   and   Bern ;  m  Switze 
where  feveral  of  their  teachers  were  beheaded  ;  of land'  &c- 
whom  one  Ha/lebacker  is  mentioned  thus  to  have 
fuffered  at  the  latter  place  ;  and  many  of  them  are 
faid  to  have  been  ftarved  to  death  by  hunger. 

Though  thefe  Mennonijls  of  Pennsylvania  appear  Th    djf 
to  be  a  fpecies  or  feel,  of  thofe  who  Avent  under  chum  the 
the  general  name  of  Baptifts^  or  Anabaptifts  for-  ^'^ra 
merly  in  Germany  and  the   Netherlands,    yet,  in  &c. 
both  their  writings  and  practice,  they  feem  highly 
to  disapprove  or  reprobate  and  condemn,  the  wild 
actions  and  extravagances,  done  at  Munjler,  &c. 
by  theie  people  in  1533,  in  oppofition  to  the  ma- 
giftracy  and  government ;  in  confcquence  of  which 
many  thoufands  of  perfons  loft  their  lives,  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Germany. 

They  moreover  fay,  that  in  thefeventeenth  centu- 
ry, they  fuffered  fevere  perfecution  in  Switzerland, 

and 
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They  fuffer  and  feme  other  places ;  and  that  in  the  year  1670, 
again  in      fome  of  their  fociety  were  chained  together,  and

land,  &C.  lent  to  the  games,  on  account  or  their  religion  ; 
others  fhipped  and  banifhed  their  country,  being 
branded  with  the  mark  of  a  bear  (the  arms  of 
the  canton}  :  that,  in  the  year  1710,  a  barge,  full 
of  thefe  prifoners,  was  carried  down  the  Rhine  ^ 
to  be  tranfported  beyond  the  fea ;  but  when  they 
came  to  Holland^  the  government  of  that  republic 
declared,  they  would  have  no  fuch  prifoners  in  their 
country ;  and  they  fet  them  all  at  liberty.

Hef,  &c.  their  children  baptifed ;  and  gained  the  liberty  or 
upholding-  public  wor/hip,  in  their  own  way  :  but 
notwithflanding  this,  they  were  grofsly  impofed 
upon  and  abuled,  for  the  exercife  of  their  confci- 
ences  ;  being,  in  time  of  war,  obliged  to  have 
their  houfes  filled  with  wicked  crews  of  foldiers, 
and  to  endure  many  other  grievances  and  diflrefles. 
Thefe  things  caufed  their  looking  out  for  another 
country ;  and,  in  time,  a  way  was  opened  for 
their  removal  to  Pennfyfoania. 

William  Penn,  both  in  perfon  and  writing,  pub- 
William      lifhed  in  Germany,  firft  gave  them  information  that 
forms  them  tnere  was  liberty  of  conference  in  Pennfylvania  ; 
of  Pennfyi-  and  that  every  one  might  live  there  without  mo- 
vama,  &c.   ief]-ation>     Some  of  them  about  the  year  1698, 
others  in  1706,  1709  and  1711,  partly  for  confci- 
ence  fake,  and  partly  for  their  temporal  intereft,  re- 
moved thither ;  where  they  fay,  they  found  their 
expectation  fully   aniwered,    enjoying  liberty  of 
confcience,  according  to  their  defire,  with  the  be- 
nefits of  a  plentiful  country.     With  this  they  ac- 
quainted 
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quainted  their  friends  in  Germany  ;  in  confequence 
of  which  many  of  them,  in  the  year  1717,  &c. 
removed  to  Pennfylvania. 

The  Mennoni/h  are  fettled  chiefly  near  Lancqfter^ 
and  in  fonie  parts  of  the  neighbouring  counties. 
They  are  a  fober,  induflrious  people,  of  good  eco-  dence  and 
nomy,    found  morals*  and  very  ufeful  members  ge"cralcha

or  the  general  community ;  and  are  iuppoled  to 
confiil  of  feveral  thoufand  perfons,  within  the 
province.*  Their  articles  of  faith,  refpeding 
oaths  and  war,  are  founded  on  the  fame  principles, 
as  thofe  of  the  Quakers,  in  thefe  points,  viz.  the 
plain  and  abfolute  prohibition  thereof,  as  under- 
ftood  by  them,  in  the  New  Teftament. 

Of  the  Dunkards,  or  Dumpier s* 

THOSE  people,  in  Pennfylvania,  called  Dun* 
hards,  Tunkers,  or  Dumplers,  are  another  fpecies  of 
German  Baptifts.  They  are  fingular  in  fome  of  their  Dunkards 
opinions  and  cuftoms ;  and  perhaps  more  fo  in 
their  manner  of  living,  and  perfonal  appearance, 
than  any  others  of  that  name  in  the  province, 
particularly  thole  who  refide  at  a  place,  called  by 
them,  Ephrata,  in  Lancajier  county. 

They  alfo  hold  it  not  becoming  a  follower  of  Their  opi- 
Jefus  Chrift  to  bear  arms,  orjight;  ^becaufe,  fay  ™ and 
they,  their  true  rnafter  has  forbid  his  difciples  to 
rejift  evil ;  and  becaufe  he  alfo  told  them,  not  to 
Jwear  at  all,  they  will  by  no  means  take  an  oath  ; 
but  adhere  clofe  to  his  advice,  in  the  affirmation 
of  yea  and  nay.

the  feventh  day  of  the  week,  forfabbath  :  they  pro- 
fefs  a  fyiritnal  worftrip  ;  and  they  have  been  re- 
markable, at  the  place  laft  mentioned,  for  their 
fine  .finging  at  their  devotion.  They  fay,  they 
have  iuffered  great  perfecution  in  Europe;  o 
which  they  give  particular  accounts ;  and  as  ap- 
pears  in  a  manufcript,  from  which  part  of  this  ac-  &c' 
count  of  them  is  taken. 

They  removed  from  the  places  before  menti-  when  they 
oned  into  Pennfyhania,  chiefly  between  the  years 
1718  and  1734;  a  few  of  them  ftill  remaining  at  ma, 
Creyfield  in  Friezland. 

They  are  a  quiet,  inoffenfive  people,  not  riu-  TheJr  cha_ 
merous,*  and  feemingly,  at  prefent,  on  the  de-  radcr,  refi- 
cline,    efpecially   at  Ephrata  before  mentioned ;  dcnce>  &c- 
where  they  have  a  kind  of  a  mono/try,  about  fif- 
teen miles  diftant  from  Lancqfler^  and  fixty  miles 
weft  north  weft  from  Philadelphia. 

Here  more  particularly  they  drefs  in  a  kind  of  Thdf  drefs 
uniform,    confiding  of   a  triangular,    or  round,  and  manner 
white,  and  fometimes  grey  cloth,  or  linen  cap,  on  t*^r"*& 
the  head,  a  little  fimilar  to  a  bonnet ;  with  a  loofe  E 
garment  of  the  fame  ftuff  and  colour,  hanging 
over  them;   in  imitation  of  the  famion  of  the 
eaftern    Chrlftians   formerly.      They   wear   their 
beards,  and  have  a  folemn  fteady  pace,  when  they 
walk,  keeping  right  forward  with  their  eyes  fixed 
on  the  ground,  and  do  not  ufualiy  turn  to  give 
an  anfv/er,  when  afked  a  queftion.    Their  burying 
place  here  they  call  the  Valley  -/  Achor  ;  and  here 
it  has  been  their  cuftom  to  live  on  a  common  ftock, 
compofed  of  the  fruits  of  all  their  Ip.bours,  and 
the  gifts  of  fuch  as  join  them.     They  eat  no  flefh, 
drink  no  wine,  ufe  no  tobacco,  nor  fleep  on  beds,

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in  this  place,  as  other  people  do  ;  and  the  men  and 
women  live  in  different  apartments,  or,  in  feparate 
large  houfes,  containing  many  diftind  apartments  ; 
and  it  has  been  their  practice,  for  thofe  of  each 
houfe,  to  meet  every  two  hours,  both  day  and 
night,  to  join  in  prayer  ;  but,  it  is  faid,  they  have 
lately  abated  of  this  rigour. 

Their  whole  method  in  this  place  feems  to  be  a 
kind  of  monqftlc  life,  much  according  to  its  ori- 
ginal fimplicity  ;  and  if  any  of  them  marry,  after 
they  come  hither,  fuch  are  not  permitted  to  live 
longer  here,  but  (till  remain  members  of  the  foci- 
ety  ;  and,  in  general,  another  of  their  cuftoms  is, 
to  receive  no  interefl  for  money  lent,  on  pain  of 
excommunication,  &c, 

Of  the  Swenckfelders. 

swenckfel-       THE  people,  who  bear  the  name  of  Sivenck- 
f elders,  in  Pennfyfoania,  are  fo  called  from  Cafpar 
Swenckfeld,  of  Offing;  who,  at  the  time   of   the 
reformation,  in  the  fixteenth  century,  was  a  teach- 
vid.  God-  er  °f  note-     He  was  born  in  Silefia,  and  of  noble 
fried  Ar-     birth.     The  fe£t,  which  he  gathered,   was  from 
of  the hlft'  t^le  beginning  tolerated,  under  feveral  of  the  Ger- 
church,       man  emperors,  in  their  arcb-clukedom  of  Sllefui,  efpe- 
cially  the  principalities  of  Taur  and  Lignite,  for 
about  two  hundred  years  fucceffively,  and  in  feve- 
ral other  places,  though  not  without  envy  of  the 
Rowjh  clergy,  who  mitigated  feme  of  the  inferior 
Magistrates  fo  much  to  difirefs  them  about  the 
years  i  $90  and  1650,  as  to  caufe  what  they  thought 
a  pretty  fevere  perfecution.     After  this  they  en- 
joyed peace  till  the  reign  of  the  emperor  Charles 
the  Sixth.     But  about  the  year  1725,  through  the 
mitigation  of  the  clergy,  they  were  again  moleited ; 
xvherefore,  defpairing  of  obtaining  the  continua- 
tion of  their  former  tranquillity,  in  that  country, 
for  which  they  had  endeavoured  in  vain,  mod  of 

them, 
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them,  after  frequent  citations,  appearing  before  the  Much  ha- 
clergy,  arrefts  and  imprifonments,  heavy  fines  and  raffed  and 
penalties,  threats  and  menaces,  taking  away  their 
children  to  catechife,  and  inftruct  them  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  doctrine,  conftituting  Roman  Ca- 
tholic executors,  for  the  widows,  and  guardians 
for  orphans,  and  many  other  hard  proceedings, 
which  they  endured,  found  themfelves  obliged  to 
leave  their  real  eflates  and  habitations  behind  them, 
and  emigrate  to  fome  other  country. 

They  found  a  place  of  fhelter  in  Upper  Lufatia, 
in  Saxony,  under  the  Senate  of  Gortitz  :  as  alfo 
unexpectedly  under  Count  Zinzindorf,  which  they 
enjoyed  about  eight  years ;  after  which  this  tolera- 
tion was  difcontinued. 

They  then  enquired  for  another  place  of  fafety, 
under  fome  of  the  Proteftant  princes  of  Germany ', 
but  upon  confidering  the  great  uncertainty  of  the 
long  continuance  of  any  toleration  there,  and  hav- 
ing got  intelligence  of  the  province  of  Pennfyl-va- 
nia,  and  of  the  privileges  there  enjoyed,  &c.  they 
refolved  to  remove  thither.  Some  of  them  came 
over  in  the  year  1733,  but  tne  grcateft  part  in 
1734,  and  fome  families  afterwards.*

In  regard  to  oaths  and  war,  they  agree  with  the 
Mennonifts,  and  give  the  fame  reafons,  as  they  and 
the  Quakers ^  in  thefe  refpects :  they  fay,  they  have 
been  much  mifreprefented,  and  charged  with  ne- 
glecting the  ufe  of  the  f acred  fcriptures,  and  thofe 
religious  ceremonies,  called  facraments.  The  firft 
of  which  charges  they  deny,  as  entirely  untrue ; 
their  difufe  of  the  fecond,  they  fay,  hath  not,  nor 
doth  happen  from  contempt,  but  merely  from  con- 
fcientious  motives.  They,  and  their  founder, 
SchwenckfeldiuSi  are  charged  with  fundry  other 
things,  which,  they  fay,  will  appear  entirely  un- 
true to  any,  who  will  be  at  the  trouble  of  fearching 
the  theological  works,  left  by  him. 

Thefe  people  are  not  numerous  in  the  province, 
and  charac-  they  are  fettled  chiefly  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and 
are  an  induflrious,  frugal  people,    of  exemplary 
morals,  and  a  general  good  character.

were  exiled,  out  of  an  imprudent  zeal  of  religion,  to  the  irreparable  da- 
mage of  the  commerce  and  country,  again  to  recall  them,  into  our  fove- 
reign  dutchy  of  Nether  Silffia,  We  have,  therefore,  thought  fit  to  af- 
furc  all  thofe,  by  thefe  prefents,  who  confefs  themfelves  to  be  of  the 
faid  doctrine,  upon  our  royal  word,  that  they  mall  and  may  fafely  re- 
turn, not  only  into  our  fovereign  dutchy  of  Nether  Si/efia,  but  alfo  into 
all  our  provinces,  peaceably  to  live  and  trade  there  ;  fince  we  do  not  on- 
ly receive  them  into  our  fpecial  protection,  but  alfo  will  give  them  all 
neceffary  fupply,  for  the  prumoting  of  their  commerce  ;  and  to  all  them, 
who,  feveral  years  ago,  were  deprived  of  their  habitations  and  effects, 
in  our  country  of  Silejta,  in  cafe  they  are  not  paid  for  by  the  new  pcffef- 
fors,  they  fhall  be  reftored  without  any  reward  Such  as  will  fettle  in 
our  villages  fhall  have  farms  afligned  them,  and  care  be  taken  to  meet 
with  good  employment ;  and  they  that  will  fix  their  abode  in  towns, 
fhall,  befidcs  feveral  ordinary  free  years,  have  places  afligned  them  gra- 
tis, to  the  building  of  their  houfes:  for  which  purpofe  they  only  nerd  to 
apply  to  our  military  and  domainen  chambers.  We  do,  therefore,  com- 
mand our  fuperior  colleges  of  juftice  and  finance,  as  alfo  all  mediate 
primes,  lords,  magiftrates,  &c.  carefully  to  obferve  the  fame  In  wjt- 
nefs  whereof,  we  have  figned  this  prefent  Edift,  with  our  hand,  and 
caufe4  our  royal  feal  to  be  affixed.

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Of  the  Unitas  Fratrum,  or  United  Brethren,  com- 
monly called  Moravians. 

IT  is  faid,  the  firft  emigration  of  the  Moravi- 
ans, from   Moravia,  a  country  adjacent  to  Bohe- 
mia,  from  which  they  were  named,  was  with  a  raviam  in 
view  of  going  to  Pennfyhania,  for  the  fake  of  an  J^^f^ 
uninterrupted  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  pri-  try,  &c. 
vileges  ;  but,  having  found  a  place  of  retreat,  in 
Upper    Lufatla,    which    they   thought    would  be 
agreeable  to  their  minds,  they,  for  a  time,  fixed 
their  refidence  there. 

After  this,  in  the  year  1733,  the  colony  of 
Georgia  was  talked  of  in  Holland  ;  which  induced 
their  ordinary,  Count  Zinzindorf,  to  correfpond 
with  the  Engfifh  resident,  at  Copenhagen,  upon 
that  fubjecl  ;  in  confequence  of  which  the  Brethren 
concluded  to  fend  fome  of  their  people  thither  ; 
and  agreed  with  the  truftees,  among  other  things, 
that  they  Jhould  be  exempted  from  taking  an  oath, 
and  bearing  arms.  But  afterwards,  perceiving  that 
this  gave  umbrage  to  fome  perfons,  from  whom 
they  did  not  expect  it,  they  refolved  to  purfue 
their  former  intention,  and  to  go  to  Pennfyhania, 
which  they  accordingly  performed,  in  the  years  Time  of 
1739  and  1740;  where,  applying  themfelves  totheir.re- 
agri  culture,  they  have  fince  made  confiderable 
fettlements,  efpecially  on  the  weltern  branch  of  ni 
Delaware  river,  called  Lehi,  in  Northampton 
county,  at  a  place  named  by  them,  Bethlehem,  with 
the  circumjacent  villages  and  farms  of  Nazareth, 
Gnadenthal,  Friedenfhal,  and  elfe  where. 

Their  fettlements  about  Bethlehem,  though  fo 
lately   begun,  are  fuperior,  in  fome  refpecls,  to  ^Sat^ 


any  in  the  province.     Here  their  excellent  fkill,  about  Beth- 
induftry,  regular  management  and  economy  have  lehem»&c* 
a    very    conipicuous    and    remarkable.      The 
n  itielf,  is  pleafantly  fituated  upon  a  hill,  or 

elevated 
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elevated  ground,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Lehi, 
with  a  fine  defcent  to  the  river.  It  confifls  of 
private  houfes,  improved  and  ornamented  by  di- 
vers large  and  fpacious  buildings,  of  a  more  pub- 
lic, or  general  kind,  for  the  ufe  of  the  fociety, 
which  are  called  quolr  houfes  :  thefe  are  diflinclly 
appropriated  for  the  ufe  of  the  different  parts  of 
their  community,  at  that  place ;  as,  for  the  chil- 
dren, fmgle  men,  fmgle  women,  widows,  and 
widowers,  &c.  feparated  in  thefe  large  houfes ;  be- 
fides  the  congregational  inn,  which  has  been  reputed 
one  of  the  beft  in  Pennfylvarua9  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  fir  angers,  &c.

undertake  ;  aiming  in  common  life,  to  make  them- 
felves  agreeable,  to  avoid  fmgularity,  and  to  ap- 
prove themfelves  honeft,  in  the  hearts  of  all  peo- 
ple ;  though  in  part  of  their  drefs,  efpecially  the 
female  fex,  in  thefe  places,  they  appear  to  ufe  a 
particular,  plain  uniform  ;  and  their  mode  of 
language,  or  difccurfe,  feems  to  be  fomewhat 
affected,  or  peculiar  to  themfelves. 

They  have,  from  time  to  time,  received  fuc- 
cours  from  Europe,  and  are  now  increafed  to  a 
confiderable  number.  Befides  thefe  fettlements, 
they  have  a  meeting  houfe  in  Philadelphia,  and 
another  at  Lanca/ter,  befides  their  fine  fettlement

fettlements,  at  Lite,  in  Lancofler  county.      1  hey  have  likewiie 
&c-  made  fettlements  in  the  government  of  New  Tork 

and  New  Jerfey,  and  on  the  river  Dan,  which 
runs  into  the  Roanoake,  in  North  Carolina. 

In  Pennfylvania^  at  prefent,  the  Moravian?,  or 
United  Brethren,  confift  of  a  mixture  of  fome 
Englifh,  and  other  people,  from  different  coun- 
tries, befides  Germans  and  aborigines  of  America  ; 
for  they  likewife  have  a  number  of  the  Indians^ 
in  the  province,  under  their  care  and  tuition. 

They 
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They  ufe  great  variety  of  ?mific^  at  their  devo- 
tion ;  and  have  drong  picturefque  reprefentations 
of  Chrift's  paffion,  &c.  in  their  place  of  worfhip, 
at  Bethlehem  ;  and,  as  a  remarkable  policy  feems  to 
run  through  their  whole  fydem,  whereby  it  ap-  Remarka- 
pears,  in  fome  cafes,  adapted  to  operate,  in  the  ^et£frlcfyf_ 
ftrongeft  manner,  on  the  human  paffions  ;  fo,  in  tem,  &c.' 
the  more  civil  part  of  their  conftitution  and  tranf- 
actions,  in  this  province,  an  admirable  order  and 
economy,  to  more  than  common  perfection,  has 
been  very  confpicuous. 

But  their  method  of  educating  their  children 
and  youth,  to  anfwer  the  end  defigned,  has  been  ffc1S°p 
more  fo  ;  and  perhaps,  exceeded  by  no  other  peo-  youth, 
pie  in  the  province :  an  affair  of  very  great  im- 
portance, in  whatever  view  we  take  it :  the  low- 
ed, or  moll  ignorant  and  uninformed  part  of  the 
rational  creation,  perhaps,  doth  not  excel  the 
mod  knowing  and  fagacious  of  the  brutal  kind, 
fo  much  as  one  part  of  the  human  fpecies  exceeds 
the  other,  in  fuperior  knowledge,  wifdom  and  fe- 
licity, by  means  of  an  early  and  good  education, 
a  wife  and  virtuous  inflitution  of  youth,  in  its 
mod  extenfive  acceptation  ?  For,  though  God  has 
given  talents  to  men,  yet  it  is  in  their  power  to 
improve  or  debafe  them,  and  to  apply  them  to 
proper  or  improper  objects,  by  the  means  which 
God  has  given ;  and  how  much  this  depends  on 
education,  information  and  early  habit,  is  fuflici- 
ently  manifed  to  fuch  as  are  enough  acquainted 
with  the  fubject,  and  with  mankind. 

As  to  the  religious  tenets,    or  creed,    of  the  R»fc  of 
Moravians,    they   acknowledge  the   Bible  to   be 
their  only  rule,  *  "  In  the  mod  fnnple  fenfe,  and 
in  every  refpect ;  and  that  fo  perfectly,  that  while  *  via.  A 
difputants  are  felicitous  to  feek  and  find,  or  make, 
that  to  be  fenfe  there,  which  they  have  heard,  the  &c. 
Brethren  receive  all,  according  to  the  letter ;  nay,

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all  that  is  written  therein  is  truth  to  them,  even, 
that  part,  which  is  looked  upon  by  others,  as 
Contradictory,  without  being  nrfl  explained." 

Their  bifliops,  teachers,  &c.  by  an  eflablifhed 
rule,  at  flated  times,  every  week,  warn  the  feet 
of  all,  they  call  to  the  Lord's  Supper ;    in  per- 
forming which  they  are  methodical,   and   ufe  a 
particular  ceremony,  &c.     But  their  zeal  arid  in- 
Their  great  duftry  for  propagating  the  gofpel  in  foreign  na- 
&c.ufbry'     tions,  which  never  heard  it  before,  has  been  very 
remarkable   and    extraordinary   for    thefe    latter 
times,  &c. 

oftheori-  They  date  their  religion,  as  moft  religious  foci- 
gin  of  their  eties  do,  from  the  firft  eftablimment  of  true  reli- 
&cg°n>  g*on  m  tne  wor^5  in  general  terms.  They  do 
not  pretend  to  any  warrantable  account  of  their 
origin  ;  having,  as  they  imagine,  the  fate  of  mod 
other  institutions ;  that  is,  to  be  loft  in  uncertainty  ; 
but,  that  their  congregation  ilourilhcd  in  the  ijth 
century,  at  Lite,  i.  e.  fifty  years  before  the  refor- 
mation, and  was  then  a  Scla-vonian  congregation, 
which  fprung  from  the  old  Bulgarian  Chnjlians  ; 
that  George  Podcbrad,  regent  of  Bohemia^  who, 
as  they  fay,  partly  froi»i  his  own  motion  and  love, 
?,nd  partly  at  the  interceilion  of  the  arch-biihop  ojf 
Prague,  being  in  the  like  circumflances  with  him, 
eftablifhed  at  Lite,  on  the  borders  of  Bohemia,  a 
congregation,  to  ferve  God  in  quietnefs  and  peace, 
without  being  fo  eafy  a  prey  to  the  Roman  Catho- 
lics ;  to  whom  the  king  and  primate  of  the  realm 
were  outwardly  gone  over.  This  they  did  fo 
much  the  rather,  as  thofe  Brethren  differed  from 
the  Tabor ites,  in  the  principle  of  defending  reli- 
gion by  the  force  of  arms ;  piofelling  prayer,  in 
ipiritual  things,  to  be  the  beft  weapon  of  CLrif- 
tians,  againft  their  enemies. 

They  are  faid  originally  to  have  con  filled  of 
fcattered  Bohemians  and  Moravians ;  but  the  Wai- 
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denfcs,  as  they  imagine,  taking  refuge  among 
them,  learned  their  language,  and,  in  a  while,  be- 
came loft  in  their  nation  ;  that,  gaining  ground, 
they  became  a  people,  considerable  enough  to  be 
denominated  a  national r,  or  more  properly,  a  gene- 
ral church  ;  for  it  confifted  of  fubje&s,  under  fe- 
veral  different  princes ;  that  they  fought  protec- 
tion, and  gained  fettlements,  in  Poland,  England, 
Prujfia,  Wertemburg,  and  Saxony ;  that  Poland, 
by  degrees,  became  their  chief  rendence ;  that, 
in  England,  the  Walloons ',  Gerrna?is,  nay,  all  fo- 
reign Proteftants,  were  difpofed  by  Edward  the 
Sixth,  under  their  bifhop,  John  a  Lafco,  as  fu- 
perintendant  of  all  foreign  Proteftants ;  that  in 
time,  it  becoming  too  tedious  to  diftinguifh  them 
by  the  different  names  of  the  countries,  to  which 
they  belonged,  they  amimed  the  general  name 
of  Unltas  Fratrum,  or  United  Brethren,  compre- 
hending all  their  different  divifions,  under  that 
denomination. 

By  this  name  they  were  acknowledged  by  Great 
Britain  in  the  year  1737  and  1739  ;  and  by  feve- 
ral  other  nations  and  ftates  about  the  fame  time. 
In  the  latter  of  which  years  they  received  a  general 
toleration,  by  an  act  of  the  Brittfh  parliament,  en- 
couraging them  to  fettle  in  the  American  planta-  Jhcy  are

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CONCLUSION. 

Conciufion       AS  it  is  not  my  intention  to  fay  any  thing  fur- 
refpeding    ther,  refpectinp'  the  more  generally  well  known

religious  lorins  or  the  other  religious  iocieties,  in  the  pro- 
opinions,  yince,  which,  at  different  times,  have  refulted 
from  a  variety  of  opinion,  on  the  fubject  of  reli- 
gion^ I  fhall,  therefore,  only  obferve,  that,  fo 
Jong  as  different  degrees  of  light  and  knowledge 
are  communicated  to  men,  while  cuftqm  and  edu- 
cation vary  among  them,  and  while  the  capacity 
and  opportunity  to  receive  inflruction  are  unequal 
and  various  in  individuals,  according  to  their  dif- 
ferent abilities  and  fituations  in  the  world,  fo  long 
it  cannot  reafonably  be  expected  that  all  people 
mould  fee  or  think  exactly  alike,  or  poffefs  an  uni- 
formity of  underflanding,  in  objects  merely  intel- 
lectual, more  efpecially  fuch  as  are  only  known  to 
exifl  in  opinion,  or  belief:  for  as  our  bodies  dif- 
fer in  fhape,  fize  and  capacity,  and  vary  in  their 
properties  and  qualities,  fo  is  it  in  refpect  to  the 
minds  of  men  ;  which  are  as  various  as  the  flowers 
of  the  field  ;  and,  when  duly  confidered,  have 
no  lefs  real  beauty,  in  their  variety  :  it  is  as  un- 
reafonable  to  expect,  or  attempt,  an  abfolute  uni- 
formity of  the  one  as  of  the  other ;  and  compul- 
fion,  in  fuch  cafe,  would  be  no  lefs  tyrannical  and 
abfurd,  than  the  ufe  of  Procruftes's  bed  ;  for  the 
nature  of  all  fe£ts,  in  religion,  is  to  keep  up  the 
difference. 

But,  as  wifdom  is  better  than  flrength,  and  the 
raufe  above  the  effect,  fo  the  power  of  reafon  and 
perfuafion  alone,  on  the  intelligent  and  rational 
mind,  is  the  mofl  adequate  and  proper  to  rectify 
the  erroneous,  or  lefs  informed  underflanding, 
in  objects  entirely  of  a  mental  or  intellectual  na- 
ture ;  in  which  a  difference  of  thinking  may  not 
be  inconfifient  with  reafon  and  truth  ;  for  perhaps, 

as 
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as  light  and  knowledge  increafe  and  advance 
among  mankind,  the  greater  will  be  the  variety 
of  fentiment  ?  Which,  fo  long  as  it  is  free,  may 
have  the  more  effectual  tendency  to  difcufs  and 
difcriminate  truth  from  error,  and  that  not  incom- 
patible with  an  unity  of  principle,  even,  in  reli- 
gious fubjects ;  provided  that  men,  inflead  of 
wickedly  making  religion  an  engine  of  power, 
for  one  part  of  the  community  to  opprefs  the 
other,  would  keep  within  the  bounds  of  mental 
purfuits  only,  in  their  pretenfions  to  things  of 
this  kind,  and  clear  of  all  felfifh  and  ambitious 
views,  artifice,  and  party-defign ;  this  has  ever 
been  inflanced  in  the  wifeft  and  moil  civilized  na- 
tions, and  in  the  progrefs  of  arts  and  fciences. 
For,  though  the  firft  principles  of  things  are  but 
few,  and  thefe  all  ultimately  terminate  in  unity,  yet 
like  the  rays  of  light,  from  the  folar  luminary, 
which  reflect  an,  infinite  variety  of  appearances,  and 
fo  much  the  more,  the  lefs  they  are  obfcured  and  ob- 
ftru&ed,  fo  the  greater  the  diverfity  of  effect  from 
thefe  principles,  the  more  is  the  eternal  wifdom 
difplayed,  in  any  one  part  of  the  creation. 

In  regard  to  the  final  iffue  of  the  various  opini- 
ons of  a  religious  nature,  among  mankind,  with 
their  Creator,  and  of  the  many  different  cufloms 
arifmg  from  them,  (than  the  lowed  and  molt  abfurd 
of  which,  as  well  as  the  mod  rational  and  fublime, 
perhaps,  nothing  fhews  more  the  weakness  of  the 
human  race,  and  its  abfolute  dependance  on  a 
Superior  Being}  why  may  we  not  conclude, 
that,  as  a  perfon  of  fuperior  wifdom  and  fagacity, 
or  of  better  information  than  others,  fometimcs 
obferves  and  confiders  the  difagreements  and  dif- 
putes,  between  perfons  of  different  judgment,  or 
education,  and  inferior  knowledge,  but  of  fin- 
cere  mind  and  intention,  whether  in  the  low  and 
common  affairs  of  life,  or  on  things  of  a  fuperior 

and

and  mental  nature,  on  which  they  feem  fo  widely 
to  differ  in  opinion,  that,  by  their  manner  of  ma- 
naging their  arguments,  or  difputes,  they  would 
probably  never  agree ;  nay,  inftead  of  uniting, 
Ibmetimes  their  oppofition  of  fentiment  may  render 
them  fo  much  the  more  pofitive  and  tenacious  of 
their  different  opinions,  as  to  become  highly  in- 
cenfed  againil  each  other  (which  is  often  the  cafe 
with  the  more  ignorant)  becaufe  they  do  not  un- 
derftand  the  fubjetts  of  difpute  all  alike  ;  yet,  by  his 
greater  penetration  and  understanding  of  the  affair 
in  difpute,  he  plainly  perceives  they  all  mean,  or  in- 
tend, the  fame  thing,  in  the  main  ;  and  their  views 
all  center  to  one  point,  or  what  appears  to  them  right, 
(though  if  left  to  themfelves  they  would  probably 
never  agree)  that  they  all  are  proportionably  right ; 
and,  when  properly  underftood,  differ  only  either 
in  circumilantials,  or  on  account  of  their  various 
degrees  of  underftanding  and  conception,  or  ac- 
cording to  fuch  information  as  each  is  poffeffed 
of,  or  by  reafon  of  the  different  mediums  of  edu- 
cation and  cuftom,  through  which  they  fee  ;  whence 
he  may  pity  their  ignorance,  and  perhaps  blame 
their  animofity,  which  arifes  from  it ;  but  cannot 
juftly  cenfure  them  for  any  thing,  that  is  providenti- 
ally out  of  their  power  :  fo,  who  will  deny  that  the 
great  Creator  of  mankind',  who  fees  and  knows 
all  things,  looks  down  upon  his  creatures,  whom 
he  has  proportionably  endowed  with  reafon^  and 
the  proper  means  of  anfwering  the  end  of  their 
exiftence,  and,  in  his  great  wifdom^  beholds  how 
zealous  they  are  to  pleafe  him,  and  obtain  felicity  ; 
which  they  all  aim  at,  according  to  the  different 
degrees  of  knowledge,  capacity  and  ability  afford- 
ed them  ?  I  fay,  who  will  venture  to  deny,  not- 
withftanding  their  great  difparity,  difagreement, 
feeming  inconfiftency,  and  the  many  contrary  cuf- 
toms,  ufed  by  men,  for  that  purpofe  (divers  of 
which  to  one  another,  and  not  without  reafon, 

may

may  appear  very  abfurd  and  improper  for  the  end 
defigned  thereby)  ;  that  in  his  wifdom  and  mercy, 
v/hich  are  over  all  his  works,  he  comrniferates  all, 
as  the  mod  wife,  affectionate  and  true  parent  of 
bis  offspring  ?  For,  according  to  the  divine  model 
above,  it  is  in  .  degree  here  below ;  as  wifdom 
(which  is  the  real  jent  of  the  Almighty)  prevails, 
ignorance  vanifhes ;  and  as  that  fuperior  happinefs, 
and  true  Chriftian  chanty,  which  are  the  confe- 
quences  of  the  former,  gain  ground,  among  men, 
in  the  fame  proportion  muft  mankind  neceifarily 
approach  to,  or  partake  of,  the  fupreme  love 
and  perfection  ;  which  ever  take  place  of  all  vio- 
lence, cruelty  and  wrath,  the  infernal  dregs,  and 
genuine  offspring  of  the  latter ;  whofe  habitation 
is  only  in  the  regions  of  darknefs  and  forrow,  the 
reward  of  falfe  conception  and  error ;  which  ne- 
ver can  be  the  fituation  of  the  perfectly  happy, 
the  end  of  all  true  religion.

Fir  ft,   Pennfylvania^  memorable  name, 
From  Penri)  the  Founder  of  the  country,  came ; 
Sprung  from  a  worthy  and  illuftrious  race, 
But  more  ennobled  by  his  virtuous  ways. 
High  in  efteem  among  the  great  he  flood ; 
His  wifdom  made  him  lovely,  great  and  good. 
Tho'  he  be  faid  to  die,  he  will  furvive ; 
Thro'  future  time  his  memory  fhall  live : 
This  wife  Proprietor,  in  love  and  praife, 
Shall  grow  and  fiourifh  to  the  end  of  days. 
With  juft  propriety,  to  future  fame, 
Fair  Pennfylvania  fhall  record  his  name. 
This,   Charles  the  Second  did,  at  firft  command, 
And  for  his  father's  merits  gave  the  land :

Beneath  the  temp'rate  zone  the  country  lies, 
And  heat  and  cold  with  grateful  change  fupplies.

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A  favage  Indian  race  here  firft  was  known ; 
But  milder  now,  in  life  and  manners,  grown* 
To  fnendmip's  laws  they  faithfully  adhere  ; 
And  love  the  Eng/i/h  with  a  mind  fmcere. 
Of  jars  and  baneful  flrife  they  fhun  the  caufe ; 
And  practife  juftice  uncompell'd  by  laws. 
A  life  of  cafe,  and  void  of  care,  they  chufe ; 
But  labour,  and  the  toilfome  arts,  refufe. 
Thro1  woods  and  forefts  wide,  they  hunting  ftray, 
In  fearch  of  beafls,  their  much  beloved  prey. 
Their  fkins,  for  cloaths,  their  flefh,  for  food  is  fought ; 
Warm  raiment,  and  delicious  food,  unbought. 
Thro'  devious  wilds,  and  woody  deferts,  they 
Oft  wander  far,  but  never  lofe  their  way, 

But  more  laborious  in  domeftic  care, 
The  female  fex  their  corn  and  bread  prepare  ; 
Long  journeys  thefe,  in  patience,  perfevere  j 
And  heavy  loads  upon  their  bodies  bear. 
With  unremitted  labor,  too,   the  fame 
Their  wooden  veflels  make,  and  balkets  frame. 
Wild  fruits  and  ftrawberries  by  them  are  fought ; 
And  fifh  and  fowl  by  various  methods  caught. 
All  ftronger  drink  than  water  from  the  lake, 
The  Indian  youth  forbidden  are  to  take. 
No  feather  bed,  nor   eafy  couch  they  keep  ; 
Upon  the  ground,  or  fhaggy  (kin  they  fleep. 
For  cloathing,  firft  warm  (kins  they  did  poiTefs ; 
But  now  coarfe  linen  hides  their  nakednefs. 
Where'er  they  go  their  heads  are  always  bare  ; 
But  (kins  upon  their  feet  and  legs  they  wear. 
Tho'  brown,  or  copper  colour,  marks  them  all, 
Yet  are  their  bodies  proper,  ftrait  and  tall. 
Chaile  in  their  lives,  unlawful  lulls  they  fly  ; 
Scarce  ever  known  to  break  the  marriage  tie. 
With  native  eloquence  their  fpeech  abounds, 
Untaught,  with  figures  grand,  ancj  lofty  founds. 
O  happy  Indians !  bjefs'd  with  joy  and  peace  ; 
No  future  cares  of  life  difturb  your  eafe  ! 

On  juft  and  equal  terms  the  land  was  gain'd, 
No  force  of  arms  has  any  right  obtain'd  : 
JTis  here  without  the  ufe  of  arms,  alone, 
The  blefs'd  inhabitant  enjoys  his  own ; 
Here  many,  to  their  wifh,  in  peace  enjoy 
Their  happy  lots,  and  nothing  doth  annoy*

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But  fad  New  England's  different  conduft  fliow'd 
What  dire  effe£h  from  injur'd  Indians  flow'd  ! 

Yet  once  to  arms  falfe  rumor  called  here  ; 
To  which  the  vulgar  mod  inclined  were. 
'Twas  on  a  certain  day  the  plot  began  -, 
Deluded  crowds  together  madly  ran  : 
By  artful  means  the  ftratagem  was  laid, 
And  great  commotion  thro'  the  city  made  ; 
So  wild  the  tumult  and  fo  great  the  fear, 
No  law  nor  order  was  obferved  there  : 
While  from  th'  approaching  foe  to  hafle  away, 
One  urg'd,  another  orders  gave,  to  ft  ay. 
This  drange  affair,  whatever  was  defign'd, 
For  lofs  to  many,  will  be  kept  in  mind. 
The  ev'ning  did  the  plot's  defign  betray  ; 
The  farce  was  ended  with  the  clofing  day. 

This  fruitful  land  all  plenty  doth  produce ; 
And  never  fails  to  anfwer  human  ufe. 
Here  yellow  Ceres  loads  the  joyful  fields  ; 
And  golden  crops  the  happy  hp.rved  yields. 
With  beads  the  woods,  with  fim  the  dreams  abound  ; 
The  bending  trees  with  plenteous  fruits  are  crown'd. 
Here  flocks  and  herds  in  flow'ry  padures  dray  ; 
Their  num'rous  young  around  them  feed  and  play. 
The  fquirrels,  rabbits,  and  the  timid  deer 
To  beads  of  prey  are  yet  expofed  here  : 
The  bear,  the  panther,  and  the  wolf  devour 
Th'  innocuous  flocks,  which  feklom  are  fecure. 
Here  dwells  the  crafty  fox,  which,  night  and  day, 
Invents  his  wiles,  to  catch  th'  unwary  prey. 
But  now  thefe  noxious  beads,  which  much  annoy 
The  growing  grain,  and  tender  flocks  dedroy, 
Are  by  a  law  diminim'd,  with  their  breed, 
And  in  the  woods  more  fafe  the  cattle  feed. 
Amphibious  animals  here  too  are  found ; 
Which  both  in  water  live,  and  on  the  ground  ; 
Thefe  for  their  fkins  alone  are  ever  priz'd, 
And  lofe  their  lives ;  their  carcafe  is  defpis'd. 
'Tis  here  the  mocking  bird  extends  his  throat, 
And  imitates  the  birds  of  ev'ry  note ; 
'Tis  here  the  fmalleft  of  the  feather'd  train, 
The  humming  bird,  frequents  the  flow'ry  plain. 
Its  motion  quick  feems  to  elude  the  eye  ; 
It  now  a  bird  appears,  and  now  a  fly.

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The  various  woodpeckers  here  charm  the  fight ; 
Of  mingled  red,  of  beauteous  black  and  white. 
Here's  whip-per-will ;  a  bird,  whofe  fanci'd  name 
From  its  nocturnal  note  imagin'd,  came. 
Here,  in  the  fall,  large  flocks  of  pigeons  fly, 
So  num'rous,  that  they  darken  all  the  fky. 
Here  other  birds  of  ev'ry  kind  appear, 
Whofe  names  would  be  too  long  to  mention  here. 

Large  fturgeons  num'rous  crowd  the  Delaware ; 
Which,  in  warm  weather,  leap  into  the  air ; 
So  high,  that  (flrange  to  tell !)  they  often  fly 
Into  the  boats,  which  on  the  river  ply  ! 
That  royal  iifh  is  little  valu'd  here ; 
But  where  more  fcarce,  'tis  more  efteem'd  and  dear. 

Here  num'rous  mines  of  many  kinds  are  found, 
And  precious  metals,  treafured  in  the  ground. 
The  verdant  woods,  roots,  herbs,  and  flow'rs  produce, 
For  many  virtues  fam'd  for  human  ufe. 
Here  infects    are,  which  many  much  admire, 
Whofe  plumes  in  Cummer  ev'nings  mine  like  fire. 
Here  too  the  magnets  found,  whofe  wond'rous  pow'r 
Directs  the  feamen  to  each  diftant  fhore. 
Here  is  the  (tone-like  flax*  of  wond'rous  fame, 
For  not  confuming  in  the  burning  flame  ! 

But  the  chief  produce  of  this  happy  land 
Is  always  good,  and  ever  in  demand  : 
And  bounteous  Ceres'  rich  redundant  {tores 
Are  fhipp'd  abroad  to  many  diftant  fhores. 
Its  fame  to  diftant  regions  far  has  fpread, 
And  fome  for  peace,  and  fome  for  profit,  led  ; 
Born  in  remoteft  climes,  to  fettle  here, 
They  leave  their  native  foil,  and  all  that's  dear ; 
And  (till  will  flock  from  far,  here  to  be  free ; 
Such  pow'rful  charms  has  lovely  liberty  ! 

Here  high  unequal  taxes  have  no  place  ; 
A  juft  proportion  ev'ry  perfon  pays. 
Th'  extenfive  woods  abound  with  various  game, 
Where  all  may  freely  take,  and  ufe  the  fame. 
In  ev'ry  flowing  ftrcam,  all  perfons  may 
Take  plenteous  fifh,  and  freely  ufe  the  prey. 
Such  privilege  in  Europe  is  unknown  ; 
Where  ev'ry  man  is  bounded  with  his  own.

Here  bubbling  fountains  flow  thro*  ev'ry  mead  -, 

Where  flocks  and  herds  delight  to  drink  and  feed. 

The  marfhy  grounds  improv'd  rich  meadows  yield  5 

The  wildernefs  is  made  a  fruitful  field* 

The  Legislators,  chofen  ev'ry  year, 
Proceed  to  act,  as  mail  to  them  appear. 
Here  juft  adminiftration  of  the  laws 
Make  public  good,  and  private  right  one  caufe* 
All  crimes  are  punifh'd,  as  their  natures  are  \ 
The  laws  unwrefted  no  offenders  fpare. 
All  civil  magiftrates  have  pow'r  and  truft, 
To  ac~l,  in  office,  what  is  right  and  juft. 

Tho'  firil  it  was  th'  intention  of  the  laws 
To  punilh  vice,  and  favour  virtue's  caufe  ; 
Yet,  by  the  pow'r  of  gold  how  oft  is  loft 
The  poor  man's  caufe,  and  facred  juftice  croft  ! 
Nay,  may  it  not  be  faid,  for  curfed  gold, 
Both  law  and  juftice  oft  are  to  be  fold  ! 
If  with  the  rich,  to  law  a  poor  man  go, 
Believe  me,  he  (hall  have  an  overthrow  ! 
For  Danae  fair  had  ftill  remain'd  a  maid, 
And  in  the  brazen  tow'r  fecurely  (laid, 
H  id  not  the  pow'r  of  gold  unbarr'd  the  chain  j 
What  cannot  gold  and  pow'rful  love*  obtain  !  ,  or  -. 

What  wonder  then,  if  love  of  gold  compel 
The  minds  of  men  the  right  of  law  to  fell  ? 

When  ftormy  winter  whitens  all  below, 
When  woods  and  plains  are  clad  in  ice  and  fnoW, 
The  (hips  with  icy  chains  are  anchor'd  faft, 
Till  the  diffblring  fpring  return  at  laft ;

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But  yet  thro'  holes,  which  in  the  ice  are  made, 
With  hook  and  line  goes  on  the  Miner's  trade. 
Sometimes  the  ice  fo  ftrong  and  firm  we  know, 
That  loaded  waggons  on  the  rivers  go  ! 
But  yet  fo  temp'rate  are  fome  winters  here, 
That  in  the  ftreams  no  bars  of  ice  appear ; 
And  all  the  feafon  boats  and  {hipping  may, 
With  oar  and  fail  divide  the  liquid  way ; 
So  various  and  uncertain  is  the  clime, 
For  heat  and  cold  extreme,  in  little  time  ! 

Fair  Philadelphia  next  is  rifing  feen, 
Between  two  rivers  plac'd,  two  miles  between ; 
The  Delaware  and  Sculkil,  new  to  fame, 
Both  ancient  ftreams,  yet  of  a  modern  name. 
The  city,  form'd  upon  a  beauteous  plan, 
Has  many  houfes  built,  tho'  late  began  ; 
Rectangular  the  flreets,  direcl:  and  fair  ^ 
And  reftilinear  all  the  ranges  are. 
Five  houfes  here  for  facred  ufe  arc  known, 
Another  (lands  not  far  without  the  town. 
Of  thefc  appears  one  in  a  grander  ftyle  $ 
But  yet  unfinifb'd  is  the  lofty  pile. 
Here  pfalms  divine  melodious  accents  raife, 
And  choral  fymphony  fweet  fongs  of  praife ; 
To  raife  the  mind,  and  footh  the  pious  ear  5 
But  God  devoted  minds  doth  aVays  hear. 
A  lofty  tow'r  is  founded  on  this  ground, 
For  future  bells  to  make  a  diftant  found, 
Here  fchools,  for  learning,  and  for  arts,  are  feen  , 
In  which  to  many  I've  a  teacher  been ;

Certain  conditions,  of  conceflions,  agreed  upon  by  William  Penn, 
Proprietary  and  Governor  of  the  province  of  Pentifylvaniay  and 
thofc  who  are  the  adventurers  and  pur  chafers  in  the  fame  province  ^ 
the  eleventh  of  July,  one  thoufand  ftx  hundred  and  eighty~(jnc* 

T 

I.  J»-  HAT  fo  foon  as  it  pleafeth  God  that  the  abovefaid  perfonf 
arrive  there,  a  certain  quantity  of  land,  or  ground  plat,  flrall  be 
laid  out,  for  a  large  town  or  city,  in  the  mod  convenient  place,, 
upon  the  river,  for  health  and  navigation ;  and  every  purchafer 
and  adventurer  {hall,  by  lot,  have  fo  much  land  therein  as  will 
anfwer  to  the  proportion,  which  he  hath  bought,  or  taken  up, 

upon 
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upon  rent :  but  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  the  furveyors  fhall  confider 
what  roads  or  high-ways  will  be  neceflary  to  the  cities,  towns,  or 
through  the  lands.  Great  roads  from  city  to  city  not  to  contain 
lefs  than  forty  feet,  in  breadth,  {hall  be  firfl  laid  out  and  declared  to 
be  for  high-ways,  before  the  dividend  of  acres  be  laid  out  for  the 
purchafer,  and  the  like  observation  to  be  had  for  the  flreets  in  the 
towns  and  cities,  that  there  may  be  convenient  roads  and  flreets 
preferved,  not  to  be  encroached  upon  by  any  planter  or  builder, 
that  none  may  build  irregularly  to  the  damage  of  another.  In 
this)  cujlom  governs. 

II.  That  the  land  in  the  town  be  laid  out  together  after  the  pro- 
portion of  ten  thoufand  acres  of  the  whole  country,  that  is,  two 
hundred  acres,  if  the  place  will  bear  it :  however,  that  the  pro- 
portion be  by  lot,  and  entire,  fo  as  thofe  that  defire  to  be  toge- 
ther, efpecially  thofe  that  are,   by  the  catalogue,  laid  together, 
may  be  fo  laid  together  both  in  the  town  and  country. 

III.  That,  when  the  country  lots  are  laid  out,  every  purchafer, 
from  one  thaitfand^  to  ten  thoufand  acres,    or  more,    not  to  have 
above  one  thoufand  acres  together,  unlefs  in  three  years  they  plant 
a  family  upon  every  thoufand  acres ;  but  that  all  fuch  as  purchafe 
together,  lie  together  j  and,  if  as  many  as  comply  with  this  con- 
dition, that  the  whole  be  laid  out  together. 

IV.  That,    where   any  number  of  purchafers,    more   or  lefs, 
whofe  number  of  acres  amounts  to  fve  or  ten  thoufand  acres,  de- 
fire  to  fit  together  in  a  lot,  or  townfhip,  they  mail  have  their  lot, 
or  townfhip,  caft  together,  in  fuch  places  as  have  convenient  har- 
bours,  or  navigable  rivers  attending   it,   if  fuch  can  be  found; 
and  in  cafe  any  one  or  more  purchafers  plant  not  according  to 
agreement,  in  this  conceflion,  to  the  prejudice  of  others  of  the 
fame  townfhip,  upon  complaint  thereof  made  to  the  Governor, 
or  his  Deputy,  with  afliftance,  they  may  award  (if  they  fee  caufe) 
that  the  complaining  purchafer  may,  paying  the  furvey  money, 
and  purchafe  money,  and  interefl  thereof,  be  entitled,  enrolled 
and  lawfully  invefted,  in  the  landvs  fo  not  feated. 

V.  That  the  proportion  of  lands,  that  mall  be  laid  out  in  the 
firft  great  town,  or  city,  for  every  purchafer,  mall  be  after  the 
proportion  of  ten  acres  for  every  five  hundred  acres  purchafed,  if 
the  place  will  allow  it. 

VI.  That  notwithstanding  there  be  no  mention  made,  in  the  fe- 
veral  deeds  made  to  the  purchafers  •,  yet  the  faid   William  Penn 
does  accord  and  declare,  that  all  rivers,  rivulets,  woods,  and  un- 
derwoods, waters,   watercourfcs,  quarries,   mines,  and  minerals, 

(except 
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(except  mines  royal)  (hall  be  freely  and  fully  enjoyed,  and  wholly 
by  the  purchafers,  into  whofe  lot  they  fall. 

VII.  That,  for  every  fifty  acres,  that  (hail  be  allotted  to  a  fer- 
vant, at  the  end  of  his  fcrvice,  his  quit-rent  fhali  be  two  jhillings 
per  annum,  and  the  mafler,  or  owner  of  the  fervant,  when  he 
fhdl  take  up  the  other  fifty  acres,  his  quit-rent,  mall  ^  four  foil- 
lings  by  the  year,  or,  if  the  mailer  of  the  fervant  (by  reafon  in 
the  indentures  he  is  fo  obliged  to  do)  allot  out  to  the  fervant  fifty 
acres  in  his  own  divifion,  the  faid  mailer  mall  have,  on  demand, 
allotted  him,  from  the  Governor,  the  one  hundred  acres,  at  the 
chief  rent  of  fix  millings  per  annum. 

VIII.  And,  for  the  encouragement  of  fuch  as  are  ingenious  and 
willing  to  fearch  out  gold  and  filver  mines  in   this  province,  it  is 
hereby  agreed,  that  they  have  liberty  to  bore  and  dig  in  any  man's 
property,  fully  paying  the  damage  done ;  and  in  cafe  a  difcovery 
mould  be  made,  that  the  difcoverer  have  one-fifth,  the  owner  of 
the  foil  (if  not  the  difcoverer)  a  tenth  part,  the  Governor  two* 

fifths,  and  the  reft  to  the  public  treafury,  faving  to  the  king  the 
mare  referred  by  patent. 

IX.  In  every  hundred  thoufand  acres,  the  Governor  and  Proprie* 
tary,  by  lot,  referveth  ten  to  himfclt,  what  {hull  lie  but  in  one 
place. 

X.  That  every  man  mall  be  bound  to  plant,  or  man,  fo  much. 
of  his  (hare  of  land  as  mail  be  fet  out  and  furveyed,  v/ithin  three 
years  after  it  is  fo  fet  out  and   furveyed,  or  elfe  it  ihall  be  lawful 
for  new  comers  to  be  fettled  thereupon,  paying  to  them  their  fu-r- 
vey  money,  and  they  go  up  higher  for  their  (hares. 

XL  There  mall  be  no  buying  and  felling,  be  it  with  an  Indian, 
or  one  among  another,  of  any  goods  to  be  exported,  but  what 
mall  be  performed  in  public  market,  when  fu-jh  places  (hall  be 
let  apart,  or  creeled,  where  they  Ihall  pafs  the  public  (lamp,  or 
mark.  If  bad  ware,  and  prized  as  good,  or  deceitful  in  propor- 
tion or  weight,  to  forfeit  the  value,  as  if  good  and  full  weight 
and  proportion,  to  the  public  treafury  of  this  province,  whether 
it  be  the  merchandize  of  the  Iml'uin,  or  that  of  the  planters. 

XII.  And  forafmuch,  as  it  is  ufual  with  the  planters  to  over- 
reach the  poor  natives  of  the  country,  in  trade,  by  goods  not  be- 
ing good  of  the  kind,  or  debafcd  with  mixtures,  with  which  they 
are  feniibly  aggrieved,  it  is  agreed,  whatever  is  fold  to  the  Indians, 
in  confideration  of  their  furs,  (hall  be  fold  in  i  :.;t  place, 

and  there  fufrer  the  tell,  whether  good  or  bad ;  if  good,  to  pafs ; 
if  not  good,  not  to  be  fold  for  good,  that  the  natives  may  not  be 
abufed,  nor  provoked.

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XIII.  That  no  man  mall,  by  any  ways  or  means,  in  word,  or 
deed, 'affront,  or  wrong  any  Indian,  but  he  fhall  incur  the   fame 
penalty  of  the  law,  as  if  he  had  committed  it  againil  his  fellow 
planter,    and  if  any   Indian  fhall   abufe,    in  word,  or  deed,  any 
planter  of  this  province,  that  he  mall  not  be  his  own  judge  upon 
the  Indian,  but  he  {hall  make  his  complaint  to  the  Governor  of  the 
province,  or  his  Lieutenant,  or  Deputy,  or  fome  inferior  Magiftrate 
near  him,  who  mall,  to  the  utmoil  of  his  power,  take  care  with 
the  king  of  the  faid  Indian,  that  all  reafonabis  fatisfaclion  be  made 
to  the  faid  injured  planter. 

XIV.  That  all  differences,  between  the  planters  and  the  natives, 
mall  alfo  be  ended  by  twelve  men,  that  is,  by  iix  planters  and  fix 
natives  j  that  fo  we  may  live  friendly  together  as  much  as  in  us 
lieth,  preventing  all  occafions  of  heart-burnings  and  mifchief. 

XV.  That  the  Indians  {hall  have  liberty  to  do  all  things  relating 
to  improvement  of  their  ground,  and  providing  fuilcnance  for  their 
families,  that  any  of  the  planters  mail  enjoy. 

XVI.  That   the  laws,    as   to  flanders,  drunkennefs,  fwearing, 
curfing,  pride  in  apparel,  trefpaffes,  diilreffes,  replevins,  weights, 
and  meafures,  mall  be  the  fame  as  in  England,  till  altered  by  law 
in  this  province. 

XVII.  That  all  {hall  mark  their  hogs,  flieep  and  other  cattle, 
and  what  are  not  marked  within  three  months  after  it  is  in  their 
poffeffion,  be  it  young  or  old,  it  mall  be  forfeited  to  the  Governor, 
that  fo  people  may  be  compelled  to  avoid  the  occafions  of  much 
flrifc  between  planters. 

XVIII.  That,  in  clearing  the  ground,  care  be  taken  to  leave  one 
acre  of  trees  for  every  jive  acres  cleared,  efpecially  to  preferve  oak 
and  mulberries,  for  filk  and  {hipping. 

XIX.  That  all  {hip-mailers  fhall  give  an  account  of  their  coun- 
tries, names,  {hips,  owners,  freights  and  paffengers,  to  an  officer 
to  be  appointed  tor  that  purpofe,  which  mall  be  regiftered  within 
two  days  after  their  arrival,  and  if  they  mall  refute 'fo  to  do,  that 
then  none  prefume  to  trade   with  them,  upon  forfeiture  thereof; 
and  that  fuch  mailers  be  looked  upon  as  having  an  evil  intention 
to  the  province. 

XX.  That  no  perfon  leave  the  province,  without  publication 
being  made  thereof,  in  the  market  place,  three  weeks  b  jiore,  and 
a  certificate  from  fome  Jullice  of  the  Peace,  ot  his  clearnefs  with 
his  neighbours  and  thole  he  dealt  with,  fo  far  as  fiich  an  allurance 
can  be'attained  and  given  :  and  if  any  mailer  of  a  imp  fhall,  con- 
trary hereunto,  receive  and  carry  away  any  pcrLn,  that  hath  not 

give,' 
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given  that  public  notice,  the  faid  matter  fhall  be  liable  to  all  debts 
owing  by  the  faid  perfon,  fo  fecretly  tranfported  from  the  province. 

Lajllyy  That  thefe  are  to  be  added  to,  or  corrected,  by  and  with 
the  confent  of  the  parties  hereunto  fubfcribed.

THE    PREFACE, 


HEN  the  great  and  wife  Go/had  made  the  world,  of  all 
his  creatures,  it  pleafed  him  to  chufe  man  his  Deputy  to  rule  it : 
and  to  fit  him  for  fo  great  a  charge  and  truft,  he  did  not  only 
qualify  him  with  (kill  and  power,  but  with  integrity  to  ufe  them 
juftly.  This  native  goodnefs  was  equally  his  honour  and  his  hap- 
pinefs ;  and  whilft  he  flood  here,  all  went  well ;  there  was  no 
need  of  coercive  or  ccmpuluve  means  ;  the  precept  of  divine  love 

and 
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and  truth,  in  his  bofom,  was  the  guide  and  keeper  of  his  innocency. 
But  lull  prevailing  againft  duty,  made  a  lamentable  breach  upon 
it  j  and  the  law,  that  before  had  no  power  over  him,  took  place 
upon  him,  and  his  disobedient  poflerity,  that  fuch  as  would  not 
live  conformable  to  the  holy  law  within,  fhould  fall  under  the 
reproof  and  correction  of  the  juit  law  without,  in  a  judicial  ad- 
miniftration. 

This  the  Apoflle  teaches  in  divers  of  his  epi files :  "  The  law 
(fays  he)  was  added  becaufe  of  tranfgreflion :"  In  another  place, 
"  Knowing  that  the  law  was  not  made  for  the  righteous  man ; 
but  for  the  difobedient  and  ungodly,  for  fmners,  for  unholy  and 
prophane,  for  murderers,  for  whoremongers,  for  them  that  defile 
themfelves  with  mankind,  and  for  manfhealers,  for  lyers,  for  per- 
jured perfons,"  £c.  but  this  is  not  all,  he  opens  and  carries  the 
matter  of  government  a  little  further :  "  Let  every  foul  be  fub- 
jecl:  to  the  higher  powers  •,  for  there  is  no  power  but  of  Qod.  The 
powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  G$d :  whofoever  therefore  refifteth 
the  power,  refiilcth  the  ordinance  of  God.  For  rulers  are  not  a 
terror  to  good  works,  but  to  evil :  wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of 
the  power  ?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  malt  have  praife  of 
the  fame."  "  He  is  the  miriifler  of  God  to  thec  for  good." 
«  Wherefore  ye  muft  needs  be  fubjecl:,  not  only  for  wrath,  but 
for  conscience  lake." 

This  fettles  the  divine  right  of  government  beyond  exception, 
nnd  that  for  two  ends:  iirft,  to  terrify  evil  doers ;  fecondly,  to 
cherifh  thofe  that  do  t.rell ;  which  gives  government  a  life  beyond 
corruption,  and  makes  it  as  durable  in  the  world,  as  good  men 
ihould  be,  So  that  government  feems  to  me  a  part  of  religion  it- 
felf,  a  thing  facred  in  its  inftitution  and  end.  For,  if  it  does  not 
direclly  remove  the  caufe,  it  cruihes  the  effects  of  evil,  and  is  as 
fuch,  (though  a  lower,  yet)  an  emanation  of  the  fame  Divine  Pow- 
er, that  is  both  author  and  object  of  pure  religion  ;  the  difference 
lying  here,  that  the  one  is  more  free  and  mental,  the  other  more 
corporal  and  compulfive  in  its  operations :  but  that  is  only  to  evil 
doers ;  government  itfelf  being  otherwife  as  capable  of  kindnefs, 
goodnefs  and  charity,  as  a  more  private  fociety.  They  weakly 
err,  that  think  there  is  no  other  ufe  of  government,  than  qorrec- 
tion,  which  is  the  coarfeft  part  of  it :  daily  experience  tells  us, 
that  the  care  and  regulation  of  many  other  affairs,  more  foft,  and 
daily  necerlary,  make  up  much  the  greatefl  part  of  government  $ 
:md  which  muft  have  followed  the  peopling  of  the  world,  had 
Adam  never  feli,  and  will  continue  among  men,  on  earth,  ur.der 
the  higheft  attainments  they  may  arrive  at,  by  the  coming  cf  the 

blefed 
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blefled  Second  Adam,  the  Lord,  from  heaven.  Thus  much  of  go- 
vernment in  general,  as  to  its  rife  and  end. 

For  particular  frames  and  models,  it  will  become  me  to  fay  little  •, 
and  comparatively  I  will  fay  nothing.  My  reafons  are  : — 

Firft,  That  the  age  is  too  nice  and  difficult  f->r  it ;  there  being 
nothing  the  wits  of  men  are  more  bufy  and  divided  upon.  It  is 
true,  they  feem  to  agree  to  the  end,  to  wit,  happinefs ;  but,  in 
the  means,  they  differ,  as  to  divine,  fo  to  this  human  felicity  •, 
and  the  caufe  is  much  the  fame,  not  always  want  of  light  and 
knowledge,  but  want  of  ufing  them  rightly.  Men  fide  with  their 
paffions  againft  their  reafon,  and  their  finifter  interefts  have  fo 
ftrong  a  bias  upon  their  minds,  that  they  lean  to  them  againft  the 
good  of  the  things  they  know. 

Secondly,  I  do  not  find  a  model  in  the  world,  that  time,  place, 
and  fome  fingular  emergences  have  not  necefTarily  altered ;  nor  is 
it  eafy  to  frame  a  civil  government,  that  {hall  ferve  all  places  alike. 

Thirdly,  I  know  what  is  faid  by  the  feveral  admirers  of  monar- 
chy ariftocracy  and  democracy,  which  are  the  rule  of  one,  a  few, 
and  many,  and  are  the  three  common  ideas  of  government,  when 
men  difcourfe  on  the  fubjecl:.  But  I  chufe  to  folve  the  controverfy 
with  this  fmall  diftinction,  and  it  belongs  to  all  three  :  Any  govern- 
ment is  free  to  the  people  under  it  (whatever  be  the  frame)  where  the 
laws  rule,  and  the  people  are  a  party  to  thofe  laws,  and  more  than  this 
is  tyranny,  oligarchy,  or  confufion. 

But,  laflly,  when  all  is  faid,  there  is  hardly  one  frame  of  go- 
vernment in  the  world  fo  ill  defigned  by  its  firfl  founders,  that, 
in  good  hands,  would  not  do  well  enough  •,  and  ftory  tells  us,  the 
beft,  in  ill  ones,  can  do  nothing  that  is  great  or  good ;  witnefs' 
the  Jeivi/b  and  Roman  ftates.  Governments,  like  clocks,  go  from 
the  motion  men  give  them ;  and  as  governments  are  made  and 
moved  by  men,  fo  by  them  they  are  ruined  too.  Wherefore  go- 
vernments rather  depend  upon  men,  than  men  upon  governments. 
Let  men  be  good,  and  the  government  cannot  be  bad ;  if  it  be 
ill,  they  will  cure  it.  But,  if  men  be  bad,  let  the  government 
be  never  fo  good,  they  will  endeavour  to  warp  and  fpoil  it  to 
their  turn. 

I  know  fome  fay,  let  us  have  good  laws,  and  no  matter  for  the 
men  that  execute  them:  but  let  them  confider,  that  though  good  laws 
do  well,  good  men  do  better:  for  good  Jaws  mav  want  good  me"., 
and  be  aboiifhed  or  evaded  by  ill  men  ;  bu(  good  men  will  never 
want  good  laws,  nor  miVor  ill  07^03.  It  ;.-;  trm:,  good  : 
fornc  awe  upon  ill  hainiftlrrs,  but  that  is  whei 
jto  eicape  or  aboliih  th^r.i,  and  the  people  a 
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good  :  but  a  loofe  and  depraved  people  (which  is  to  the  queflion) 
love  laws  and  an  adminiftration  like  themfelves.  That,  therefore, 
which  makes  a  good  conflitution,  muft  keep  it,  viz.  men  of  wif- 
dom  and  virtue,  qualities,  that  becaufe  they  defcend  not  with 
worldly  inheritances,  muft  be  carefully  propagated  by  a  virtuous 
education  of  youth ;  for  which  after  ages  will  owe  more  to  the 
care  and  prudence  of  founders,  and  the  fucceffive  rnagiftracy, 
than  to  their  parents,  for  their  private  patrimonies. 

Thefe  confiderations  of  the  weight  of  government,  and  the 
nice  and  various  opinions  about  it,  made  it  uneafy  to  me  to  think 
of  publifhing  the  enfuing  frame  and  conditional  laws,  foreseeing 
both  the  cenfures,  they  will  meet  with,  from  men  of  differing 
humours  and  engagements,  and  the  occafion  they  may  give  of  dil- 
courfe  beyond  my  defign. 

But,  next  to  the  power  of  neceffity,  (which  is  a  folicitor,  that 
will  take  no  denial)  this  induced  me  to  a  compliance,  that  we  have 
(with  reverence  to  God,  and  good  confcience  to  men)  to  the  beft 
of  our  (kill,  contrived  and  compofed  the  frame  and  laws  of  this 
government,  to  the  great  end  of  all  government,  viz.  To  fupport 
power  in  reverence  with  the  people,  and  to  fecure  the  people  from  the 
abitfe  of  power ;  that  they  may  be  free  by  their  juft  obedience,  and 
the  magiftrates  honourable,  for  their  juft  adminiftrat'on  :  for  liberty 
without  obedience  is  confufion,  and  obedience  without  liberty  is 
flavery.  To  carry  this  evennefs  is  partly  owing  to  the  conftitution, 
and  partly  to  the  rnagiftracy :  where  either  of  thefe  fail,  govern- 
ment will  be  fubjecl;  to  convulfions ;  but  where  both  are  wanting, 
it  muft  be  totally  fubverted :  then  where  both  meet,  the  government 
is  like  to  endure.  Which  I  humbly  pray  and  hope  God  will  pleafe 
to  make  the  lot  of  this  of  Penfilvania.  Amen.

THE  FRAME,  &c. 

TO  all  people,  to  whom  thefe  prefents  mail  come.  WHEREAS 
king  Charles  the  Second,  by  his  letters  patents,  under  the  great 
leal  of  England^  for  the  confideration  < herein  mentioned,  hath 
been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me  William  Penn 
(by  the  name  of  William  Penn,  Efquire,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam Pcnn  deceafed)  and  to  my  heirs  and  affigns  forever,  all  that 
tracl  of  land,  or  province,  called  Penfthania,  in  America,  with 
divers  great  powers,  preheminences,  royalties,  jurifdictions,  and 
authorities,  neccfiary  for  die  well-being  and  government  ther 
Now  know  ye,  that'  for  the  well-being  and  government  of 
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faid  province,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  all  the  freemen  and 
planters,  that  may  be  therein  concerned,  in  purfuance  of  the  pow- 
ers aforementioned,  I,  the  faid  William  Penii^  have  declared, 
granted  and  confirmed,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  me,  my  heirti 
and  ufiigns,  do  declare,  grant  and  confirm  unto  all  the  freemen, 
planters  and  adventurers  of,  in  and  to  the  laid  province,  thefe 
liberties,  francliifes  and  properties,  to  be  held,  enjoyed  and  kept 
by  the  freemen,  planters  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  province  of 


Imprimis.  That  the  government  of  this  province  mall,  accord- 
ing to  the  powers  of  the  patent,  confift  of  the  Governor  and  free- 
men of  the  laid  province,  in  form  of  a  provincial  Council  and 
General  AlTembly,  by  whom  all  laws  mall  be  made,  officers  cho- 
fen,  and  public  affairs  tranfadted,  as  is  hereafter  refpeclively  de- 
clared, that  is  to  fay — 

II.  That  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province  mall,  on  the  twenti- 
eth day  of  the  twelfth  month,  which  (hall  be  in  this  prefent  year 
one  thouiand  fix  hundred  eighty  and  two,  meet  and  aflemble  in 
fome  fit  place,  of  which  timely  notice  mail  be  before  hand  given 
by  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy  ;  and  then,  and  there,  mall  chufe 
out  of  thzmfetyts ^eventy-two  perfons  of  mod  note  for  their  wif- 
dom,  virtue  and  ability,  who  {hall  meet,  on  the  tenth  day  of  thu 
firft  month  next  enfuing,  and  always  be  called,  and  a£t  as,  the 
provincial  Council  of  the  faid  province. 

III.  That,  at  the  firfb  choice  of  fuch  provincial  Council,  one- 
third  part  of  the  faid  provincial  Council  mall  be  chofen  to  ferve 
for  three  years,  then  next  enfuing  •,  one-third  part,  for  two  years 
then  next  enfuing ;    and  one-third  part,  for  one  year  then  next; 
enfuing  fuch  election,  and  no  longer ;  and  that  the  faid  third  part 
{hall  go  out  accordingly  :  and  on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  twelfth 
month,  as  aforefaid,   yearly  for  ever  afterwards,  the  freemen  of 
th~  faid  province  mail,  in  like  manner,  meet  and  aflemble  together, 
and  then  chufe  twenty-four  perfons,  being  one-third  of  the  faid 
number,  to  ferve  in  provincial  Council  for  three  years :  it  bein-^ 
intended^    that  one-third   part  of    the   whole  provincial  Council 

,ys  confiding,  and  to  confifb,  of  feventy-two  perfons,  as  afore- 
faid) falling  off  yearly,  it  {hall  be  yearly  fupplied  by  fuch  new  yearly 

Ions,  as  aforefaid ;  and  that  no  one  perfon  {hall  continue 
therein  longer  than  three  years :  and,  in  cafe  any  member  {ha; I 
deceafe  before,  the  laft  election  during  his  time,  that  then  at  tlu 
next  election  enfuing  his  deceafe,  another  mall  be  choien  t..» 
fupply  his  place,  for  the  remaining  time,  he  was  to  have  fervcd, 
and  no  lc 

IV.  That, 
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IV.  That,  after  the  firft  feven  years,    every   one  of  the  faid 
third  parts,  that  goeth  yearly  off,  fhall  be  uncapabfc  of  being  cho- 
fen  again   for  one  whole  year  following :  that  io  all  may  be  fitted 
for  government,  and  have  experience  of  the  care  and  burden  of  it. 

V.  That  the   provincial  Council,  in  all  cafes   and   matters  of 
moment,  as  their  arguing  upon  bills  to  be  patted  into  laws,  creel  - 
ing  courts  of  juftice,  giving  judgment  upon  criminals  impeached,, 
and  choice  of  officers,  in  fuch  manner  as  is  herein  after  menti- 
oned •,  not  lefs  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  provincial  Council 
mall  make  a  quorum ;  and  that  the   confent  and   approbation  of 
two-thirds  of  fuch  quorum  {hall  be  had  in  all  fuch  cafes  and  mat- 
ters of  moment.     And  moreover  that,  in  all  cafes  and  matters  of 
leiTer  moment,  twenty-four  Members  of  the  faid  provincial  Coun- 
cil mail  make  a  quorum,  the  majority  of  which  twenty-four  mall, 
and  may,  always  determine  in  fuch  cafes  and  caufes  of  lefler  mo- 
ment. 

VI.  That,  in  this  provincial  Council,  the  Governor,  or  his  De- 
puty, (hall  or  may,  always  prefide,  and  have  a  treble  voice ;  and 
the  laid  provincial  Council  (hail  always  continue,  and  fit  upon  its 
own  adjournments  and  committees. 

VII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  mall  prepare 
and  propofe   to  the    General  Aiiembly,  hereafter  mentioned,  all 
bills,  which  they  mail,  at  any  time,  think  fit  to  be  parled  into 
laws,   within  the  faid  province  ;  which  bills  fhall  be  publifhed  and 
affixed  to  the  moil  noted  places,  in  the  inhabited  parts  thereof,  thirty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  AfTembly,  in  order  to  the 
pairing  them  into  laws,  or  rejecting  of  them,  as  the  General  Af- 
fcmbly  mall  fee  meet. 

VIII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  fhall  take  care, 
that  all  laws,  ftatutes  and  ordinances,  which  mall  at  any  time  be 
made  within  the  faid  province,  be  duly  and  diligently  executed. 

IX.  That   the    Governor  and  provincial  Council   fhall,    at  all 
times,  have  the  care  of  the  peace  and  fafety  of  the  province,  and 
that  nothing  be  by  any  perfon  attempted  to  the  fubverfion  of  this 
frame  of  government. 

X.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  mall,  at  all  times, 
fettle   and  order   the  fituation  of   all  cities,    ports,    and   market 
towns  in  every  county,    modelling  therein  all  public  buildings, 
ftreets  and  market  places,  and  mall  appoint  all  neceilary  roads,  and 
high-ways  in  the  province. 

XI.  That  the  Governor  and  Provincial  mail,  at  all  times,  have 
power  ;to  infpecl:  the  management  of   the  public  treafury,    and 

punifh 
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puniih  thole  who  (hall  convert  any  part  thereof  to  any  other  ufe, 
than  what  hath  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Governor,  provincial 
Council  and  General  Ailembly. 

XII.  That  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council,  {hall  ere£t  and 
order  all  public  fchools,  and  encourage  and  reward  the  authors  of 
ufeful  fciences  and  laudable  inventions  in  the  faid  province. 

XIII.  That,  for  the  better  management  of  the  powers  and  truft 
aforefaid,  the  provincial  Council  fliall,  from  time  to  time,  divide 
itfelf  into  four  diftin£t  and  proper  committees,  for  the  more  eafy 
adminiftration  of  the  affairs  of  the  province,  which  divides  the  fe- 
venty-two  into  four  cighteens,  every  one  of  which  eighteens  fliall 
confift  of  fix  out  of  each  of  the  three  orders,  or  yearly  elections, 
each  of  which  (hall  have  a  diftincl:  portion  of  bufmefs,  as  fol- 
loweth :  Firft>  .a  committee  of  plantations,  to  fituate  and  fettle 
cities,  ports,  and  market  towns,  and  high-ways,  and  to  hear  and 
decide  all  fiiits  and  controverfies  relating  to  plantations.     Secondly^ 
A  committee  of  juftice  and  fafety,  to  fecure  the  peace  of  the 
province,  and  punifh  the  mal-adminiftration  of  thofe  who  fubvert 
juftice,    to   the    prejudice    of   the   public,    or  private,    intereft. 
Thirdly^  A  committee  of  trade  and  treafury,  who  fhall  regulate 
all  trade  and  commerce,  according  to  law,  encourage  manufac- 
ture and  country  growth,  and   defray  the  public  charge  of  the 
province.     And,  Fourthly    A  committee  of  manners,    education 
and  arts,  that  all  wicked  and  fcandalous  living  may  be  prevented, 
and  that  youth  may  be  fucceflively  trained  up  in  virtue  and  ufeful 
knowledge  and  arts  :  the  quorum  of  each  of  which  committees  be- 
ing fix,  that  is,  two  out  of  each  of  the  three  orders,  or  yearly 
elections,  as  aforefaid,  make  a  conftant  and  (landing  Council  of 
twenty-four  i  which  will  have  the  power  of  the  provincial  Council, 
being  the  quorum  of  it,  in  all  cafes  not  excepted  in  the  fifth  arti- 
cle ;  and  in   the  faid  committees,    and  (landing  Council  of  the 
province,  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  (h  ill,  or  may  prefide,  as 
aforefaid  ;  and  in  the  ab fence  of  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  if 
no  one  is  by  either  of  them  appointed,  the  faid  committees  or 
Council  (hall  appoint  a  Prefident  for  that  time,  and  not  otherwife  ; 
and  what  ihall  be  refolved  at  fuch  committees,  (hall  be  reported 
to  the  faid  Council  of  the  province,  and  (hall  be  by  them  refolved 
and  confirmed  before  the  fame  (hall  be  put  in  execution  ;  and  that 
thefe  refpe&ive  committees  (hall  not  fit  at  one  and  the  fame  time, 
except  in  cafes  of  necefiity. 

XIV.  And,  to  the  end  that  all  laws  prepared  by  the  Governor 
and  provincial  Council  aforefaid,  may  yet  have  the  more  full  con- 
currence of  the  freemen  of  the  province,  it  is  declared,  granted

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and  confirmed,  that,  at  the  time  and  place  or  places,  for  the  choice 
of  a  provincial  Council,  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  freemen  (hall  yearly 
chufe  Members  to  ferve  in  a  General  AfTembly,  as  their  reprdVnt- 
atives,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  perfons,  who  {ball  yearly  meet, 
on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month,  which  {hall  be  in  the 
year  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  eighty  and  three  following,  in  the 
capital  town,  or  city,  of  the  faid  province,  where,  during  eight 
days,  the  fevetal  Members  may  freely  confer  with  one  another ; 
and,  if  any  of  them  fee  meet,  with  a  committee  of  the  provincial 
Council  (confiding  of  three  out  of  each  of  the  four  committees 
aforefaid,  being  twelve  in  all)  which  fhall  be,  at  that  time,  pur- 
pofely  appointed  to  receive  from  any  of  them  propofals,  for  the 
alterations  or  amendment  of  any  of  the  faid  vpropofed  and  prc- 
mu] gated  bills  :  and  on  the  ninth  day  from  their  fo  meeting,  the 
faid  General  AfTembly,  after  reading  over  the  propofed  bills  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  provincial  Council,  and  the  occasions  and  motives 
for  them  being  opened  by  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy,  (hall  give 
their  affirmative  or  negative,  which  to  them  feemeth  bcfl,  in  fuch 
manner  as  herein  after  is  expreiled.  But  not  lefs  than  two-thirds 
{hall  make  a  quorum  in  the  pailing  of  laws,  and  choice  of  fuch 
officers  as  are  by  them  to  be  chofeii. 

XV.  That  the  laws  fo   prepared   and   propofed,  as   aforefaidj 
that  are  aifented  to  by  the  General  AfTernbly,  mall  be  enrolled  as 
laws   of  the   province,  with  this  (tile  :   By  ihs  G$uernor$  with  the 
ajjent  and  approbation  of  the  freemen  In  provincial  Council  and  General 
Affetybly* 

XVI.  That,  for  the  eftablifnment  of  the  government  and  laws 
of  this  province,  and  to  the  end  there  may  be  an  univerfal  fatis- 
faction   in   the  laying  of  the  fundamentals  thereof  ^  the  General 
Aflembly  fhall,  or  may,  for  the  firil  year,  conn  ft  of  all  the  free- 
men of  and  in  the  faid  province  •,  and  ever  after  it  {hall  be  yeaily 
chofen,  as  aforefaid  ;   -vhich  number  of  tv/o  hundred  {hall  be  en- 
larged as  the  country  {hall  increafe  in  people,  fo  as  it  do  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred,  at  any  time  ;  the  appointment  and  proportion- 
ing of  which,  as  alfo  the  laying  and  methodizing  of  the  choice  of 
the  provincial  Council   and   General  Afiernbly,  in   future  times, 
moft  equally  to  the  divifions  of  the  hundreds  and  counties,  which 
the  country  fhall  hereafter  be  divided  into,  fhall  be  in  the  power 
of  the  provincial  Council  to  propofe,  and  the  General   Aflembly 
to  refolve. 

XVII.  That    the   Governor  and   the  provincial  Council   fhall 
ere£r.,    from    time   to  time,    {landing   courts   of  juftice,  in  fuch 
places  and  number  as  they  fhall  judge  convenient  for  the  good 
government  of  the  faid  province.     And  that  the  provincial  Coun-< 

cxl 
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cil  fliall,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  fir{l  month,  yearly.,  elect 
and  prefent  to  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  a  double  number  of 
perfons,  to  ferve  for  Judges,  Treafurers,  Mafters  of  Rolls*  within 
the  faid  province,  for  the  year  next  enfuing  ;  and  the  freemen  of 
the  faid  provlncj,  in  the  county  courts,  when  they  fliall  be  ere£t- 
ed,  and  till  then,  in  the  General  Aflembly,  (hall,  on  the  three 
and  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month,  yearly,  ele6l  and  prefent 
to  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  a  double  number  of  perfons,  to 
ferve  for  S;?e::i*ts,  Juttices  of  the  Peace,  and  Coroners,  for  the 
year  next  enfuing  ;  cut  of  which  refpcclive  elections  and  pre^ 
Jentments,  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy  fhail  nominate  and  com- 
m'J-ionp.te  the  proper  number  for  each  office,  the  third  day  after 
the  faid  presentments,  or  elfe  the  firft  named  in  fuch  preferment, 
fc"  each  cilice,  ihall  {land  and -ferve  for  that  office  the  year  en- 
(mug. 

XVIII.  But  fovafniuch  as  the  prefent  condition  of  the  province 
feqiHT€8   fume  immediate  fettlement,  and  admits  not  of  io  quick 
a  revolution  of  officers ;  and  to  the  end  the  faid  province  may, 
with  ail  convenient  fpeed,  be  well  ordered  and  fettled,  I,   William 
Penny  do  therefore  think  fit  to  nominate  and  appoint  fuch  perfons 
for  Judges,  Treafurers,  Mafters  of  the  Rolls,  Sheriffs,  Juitices 
of  the  Peace,  and  Coroners,  as  are  mod  fitly  qualified  for  thofe 
employments  ;  to  whom  1  fliall  make  and  grant  commiflions  for 
fhe  faid  offices,  refpefbively,  to  hold  to  them,  to  whom  the  fame 
(hall  be  granted,  for  fo  long  time  as  every  fuch  perfon  fliall  well 
behave  himfelf  in  the  office,  or  place,  to  him  refpeclively  granted, 
and   no   longer.      And  upon  the  deceafe  or  displacing  of  any  of 
the  faidoiTicersj  the  fucceeding  officer,  or  officers,  fliall  be  chofenj 
as  aforefaid. 

XIX.  That  the  General  AHembly  fliall  continue  To  long  as  may 
be  needful  to   impes.cn  criminals,  fit  to  be  there  impeached,  to 
pafs  bills  into  laws,  that  they  fliall  think  fit  to  pafs  into  laws,  and 
till  fuch  time  as  the  Governor  and  provincial  Council  (hall  declare 
that  they  have   nothing  further  to  propofe  unto  them,  for  their 
afient  and  approbation :  and  that  declaration  fliall  be  a  difmifs  to 
the  General  AfTembly  for  that  time  •,    which  General   Affembly 
fliall  be,  notwithstanding,   capable   of  aflembling  together   upon 
the  fummons  of  the  provincial  Council,  at  any  time  during  that 
year,  if  the   faid  provincial  Council  fliall  fee  occafion  for  their  fo 
afTembling. 

XX.  That  all  the  elections  of  members,  or  reprefentntives  of 
the  people,  to  ferve  in  provincial  Council  and  General  AlTembly, 
$nd   all  queilions  to  be  determined  by  both,  or  either  of  them, 

that 
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that  relate  to  pafliiag  of  bills  into  laws,  to  the  choice  of  officers, 
to  impeachments  by  the  General  AfTembly,  and  judgment  of  crimi-? 
nals  upon  fuch  impeachments  by  the  provincial  Council,  and  to 
all  other  cafes  by  them  refpetfrvely  judged  of  importance,  mall  be  re- 
folved  and  determined  by  the  ballot ;  and  unlefs  on  fuclden  and 
indifpenfible  occafions,  no  bufmefs  in  provincial  Coimcil,  or  its 
reipeclive  committees,  mall  be  finally  determined  the  fame  day 
that  it  is  moved. 

XXI.  That,  at  all  times,  when,  and  fo  often  as  it  fhall  happen 
that  the  Governor  fhall,  or  may,  be  an  infant,  under  the  age  of 
one  and  twenty  years,   and  no  guardians,  or  commiffioners,  are 
appointed,  in  writing,  by  the  father  of  the  faid  infant,    or  that 
fuch  guardians,  or  commiidioners,  fhall  be  deceafed ;  that  during 
fuch  minority,  the  provincial  Council  {hall,  from  time  to  time,  as 
they  mall  fee  meet,  conftitute  and  appoint  guardians,  or  commif- 
iioners,  not  exceeding  three ;  one  of  which  three  mall  prefide  as 
deputy,  and  ehief  guardian,  during  fuch  minority,  and  mall  have 
and  execute,  with  the  confent  of  the  other  two,  all  the  power  of 
a  Governor,  in  all  the  public  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  faid  pro- 
vince. 

XXII.  That,  as  often  as  any  day  of  the  month,  mentioned  in 
any  article  of  this  charter,  fhall  fall  upon  the  firft  day  of  the  week, 
commonly  called  the  Lord's  Day,  the  bufinefs  appointed  for  that 
day,  fhall  be  deferred  till  the  next  day,  unlefs  in  cafe  of  emergency. 

XXIII.  That  no  aft,  law,  or  ordinance  whatfoever,  {hall,   at 
any  time  hereafter,  be  made   or  done  by  the  Governor  of  this 
province,  his  heirs,  or  afligns,  or  by  the  freemen  in  the  provin- 
cial Council,  or  the  General  AfTembly,  to  alter,  change,  or  dimi- 
nifh  the  form,  or  efiecT:,  of  this  charter,  or  any  part,  or  claufe 
thereof,  or  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  with- 
out the  confent  of  the  Governor,  his  heirs,  or  afligns,  and  fix 
parts  of  feven  of  the  faid  freemen  in  provincial  Council  and  Ge- 
neral AlTembly. 

XXIV.  Andlaftly,  that  I,  the  faid  William  Penn,  for  myfelf, 
my  heirs  and  affigns,  have  folemnly  declared,  granted  and  con- 
firmed, and  do  hereby  foiemnly  declare,  grant  and  confirm,  that 
neither  I,  my  heirs,  nor  affigns,  {hall  procure  or  do  any  thing  or 
things,  whereby  the  liberties,  in  this  charter  contained  and  expref- 
fed,  {hall  be  infringed  or  broken;  and  if  any  thing  be  procured 
by  any  perfon  or  perfons  contrary  to  thefe  premifes,  it  fhall  be 
held  of  no  force  or"  effect.     In  witnefs  whereof,  I,  the  faid  Willi- 
am Penny  have  unto  this  prefent  charter  of  liberties  fct  my  hand 
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and  broad  feal,  this  five  and  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month, 
vulgarly  called  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  fix 
Jiundred  and  eighty-two.

Laws  agreed  upon  in  England,   &c* 

L  That  the  charter  of  liberties,  declared,  granted  and  confirm- 
ed the  five  and  twentieth  day  of  the  fecond  month,  called  April, 
1682,  before  divers  witneffes,  by  William  Penn,  Governor  and 
chief  Proprietor  of  Peiiftlvania,  to  all  the  freemen  and  planters  of 
the  faid  province,  is  hereby  declared  and  approved,  and  mall  be 
for  ever  held  for  fundamental  in  the  government  thereof,  accord- 
ing to  the  limitations  mentioned  in  the  faid  charter. 

II.  That  every  inhabitant  in  the  faid  province,  that  is  or  fhali 
be,  a  purchaser  of  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  or  upwards,  his 
heirs  and  affigns,  and  every  perfon  who  (hall  have  paid  his  pafiage, 
and  taken  up  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  at  one  penny  an  acre, 
and  have  cultivated  ten  acres  thereof,  and  every  perfon,  that  hath 
been  a  fervant,  or  bonds-man,  and  is  free  by  his  fervice,  that  fhall 
have  taken  up  his  fifty  acres  of  land,  and  cultivated  twenty  thereof, 
and  every  inhabitant,  artificer,  or  other  refident  in  the  faid  pro- 
vince, that  pays  fcot  and  lot  to  the  government ;  {hall  be  deemed 
and  accounted  a  freeman  of  the  faid  province  :  and  every  fuch 
perfon  fhall,  and  may,  be  capable  of  electing,  or  being  elected, 
reprefentativqs  of  the  people,  in  provincial  Council,  or   General 
Aflembly,  in  the  faid  province. 

III.  That  all  elections  of  members,   or  reprefentatives  of  the 
people  and  freemen  of  the  province  of  Penfthanta^  to  ferve  in 
provincial  Council,  or  General  Aflembly,  to  be  held  within  the 
faid  province,  mall  be  free  and  voluntary :  and  that  the  elector, 
that  fhali  receive  any  reward  or  gift,  in  meat,  drink,  monies,  or 
otherwife,    (hall  forfeit  his  right  to  elect ;    and  fuch  perfon  as 
fhall  directly   or  indirectly  give,   promife,    or  beftow  any  fuch 
reward  as  aforefaid,  to  be  elected,  fhall  forfeit  his  election,  and 
be  thereby  incapable   to  ferve   as  aforefaid :  and  the  provincial 
Council  and  General  Aflembly  fhall  be  the  fole  judges  of  the  regu- 
larity, or  irregularity  of   the  elections  of  their  own  refpective 
Members. 

IV.  That  no  money  or  goods  fhall  be  raifed  upon,  or  p:ud 
by,  any  of  the  people  of  this  province  by  way  of  public   tax, 
cuftom  or  contribution,  but  by  a  law,  for  that  purpofe  made  ;   and 
whoever  fhall  levy,  collect,  or  pay  any  money  or  goods  co. 
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thereunto,  Hi  all  be  held  a  public  enemy  to  the  province,  and  a 
betrayer  of  the  liberties  of  the  people  thereof, 

V.  That  all  courts  mall  be  open,  and  jufcice  {hall  neither  be 
fold,  denied  nor  delayed. 

VI.  That,  in  all  courts  all  perfons  of  all  perfuafions  may  freely 
appear  in  their  own  way,  and  according  to  their  own  manner,  and 
there  perfonr/y  plead  their  o\vn  caufe  themfelves ;  or,  if  unable, 
by  their  friend  :  and  the  firft  procefs  {hall  be  the  exhibition  of  the 
complaint  in  court,  fourteen  days  before  the  trial ;  and  that  the 
party,  complained  againft,  may  be  fitted  for  the  fame,  he  or  me 
fhall  be  fummoned,  no  lefs  than  ten   days  before,  and  a  copy  o£ 
the  complaint  delivered  him  or  her,  at  his  or  her  dwelling  houfe. 
But  before  the  complaint  of  any  perfon  be  received,  he  fhall  fo-* 
lemnly  declare  in  court,  that  he  believes,  in  his  confcience,  his 
caufe  is  juft. 

VII.  That  all  pleadings,  proceiTes  and  records  in   courts,  {hall 
be  fhort,  and  hi  Rugltfh*  and  in  an  ordinary  arid  plain  character, 
that  they  may  be  tmderflood,  and  jujlice  fpeedily  adminiftered. 

VI.II.  That  all  trials  flivill  be  by  twelve  men,  and  as  near  as 
may  be,  peers  or  equals,  and  of  die  neighbourhood,  and  men  without 
juft  exception;  in  cafes  of  life,  there  mall  be  firil  twenty-four  re- 
turned by  the  Sheriffs,  for  a  grand  inqueft,  of  whom  twelve,  ?.t 
Jeaft,  {hall  find  the  complaint  to  be  true ;  and  then  the  twelve 
men,  or  peers,  to  be  likewife  returned  by  the  Sheriff,  {hall  have 
the  final  judgment.  But  reafonable  challenges  (hall  be  always  ad- 
mitted againft  the  fajd  twelve  men,  or  any  of  them. 

IX.  That  all  fees  in  all  cafes  {hall  be  moderate,  and  fettled  by 
the  provincial   Council,  and  General   Affembly,  and  be  hung  up 
in  a  table  in  every  refpeftive  court ;  and  whofoever  fhall  be  con- 
victed of  taking   more,  {hall  pay  two-fold,  and  be  diimified  his 
employment ;  one  moiety  of  which  fhall  go  to  the  party  wronged. 

X.  That  all  prifons  {hall  be  work-houfes,  for  felons,  vagrants, 
and  loofe  and  idle  perfons ;  whereof  one  fhall  be  in  every  county. 

XL  That  all  prifoners  {hall  be  bailable  by  fmTicient  fureties, 
unlefs  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  prc- 
fumption  great, 

XII.  That  all  perfons  wrongfully  imprifoned,  or  profecuted  at 
law,  fhall  have  double  damages  againii  the  informer,  or  profe- 
cutor. 

XIII.  That  all  prifons  {hall  be  free,  as  to  fees,  food  and  lodging, 

XIV.  That 
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XIV.  That  all  lands  and  goods  (hall  be  liable  to  pay  debts,  ex- 
cept where  there  is  legal  iffiie,  and  then  all  the  goods,  and  one- 
third  of  the  land  only. 

XV.  That  all  wills,  in  writing,  attefled  by  two  witnefles,  {hall 
be  of  the  fame  force,  as  to  lands,  as  other  conveyances,  being  le- 
gally proved  within  forty  days,  either  within  or  without  the  faid 
province. 

XVI.  That  feven  years  quiet  poffeffion  (hall  give  an  unqueftion- 
able  right,  except  in  cafes  of  infants,  lunatics,  married  women, 
or  perfons  beyond  the  feas. 

XVII.  That  all  briberies  and  extortions  whatfoever  {hall  be  fe- 
Verely  punifhed. 

XVIII.  That  all  firies  mall  be  moderate,  and  faving  men's  con- 
tentments, merchandize,  or  wainage. 

XIX.  That  ail  marriages  (not  forbidden  by  the  law  of  God,  as 
to  nearnefs  of  blood  and  affinity  by  marriage)  {hall  be  encouraged ; 
but  the  parents,  or  guardians,  (hall  be   firit  confulted,   and  ths 
marriage  {hall  be  publimed  before  it  be   folemnized ;  and  it  {hall 
be  folemnized  by  taking  one  another  as  hulband  and  wife,  before 
credible  witnefies  ;  and  a  certificate  of  the  whole,  under  the  hands 
of  parties  and  witnefles,  (hall  be  brought  to  the  proper  regiiter  of 
that  county,  and  {hall  be  regiilered  in  his  oiTics. 

XX.  And,  to  prevent  frauds  and  vexatious  fuits  within  the  faid 
province,  that  all  charters,  gifts,  grants,  and  conveyances  of  land 
(except  leafes  for  a  year  or  under)  and  all  bills,  bwids,  and  fpeci- 
aities  above  five  pounds,  and  not  under  three  months,  made  in  the 
£iid  province,  mall  be  enrolled,  or  regidercd  in  the  public  enrol- 
ment office  of  the:  faid  province,  within  the  fpace  of  two  months 
next  after  the  making  thereof,  elfe  to  be  void  in  lav/,  and  all 
deeds,  grants,  and  conveyances  of  land  (except  as  aforefaid)  within 
the  faid  province,  and  made  out  of  the  faid  province,  {hall  be  en- 
rolled or  regiitered,  as  aforefaid,  within  fix  months  next  after  the 
making  thereof,  and  fettling  and  conitituting  an  enrolment  office 
or  regiftry  within  the  faid  province,  elfe  to  be  void  in  law  againft 
all  perfons  whatsoever.. 

XXI.  That  all  defacers  or  corruptefs  of  charters,  gifts,  grants, 
bonds,  bills,   wills,  contracts,  and  conveyances,  or  that  {hall  de- 
face or  falfify  any  enrolment,  regiftry  or  record,  within  this  pro- 
vince, mall  make  double  fatisfaclion  for  the  fame ;  half  whereof 
mall  go  to  the  party  wronged,  and  they  {hall  be   difmifled  of  all 
places  of  truft,  and  be  publicly  difgraced  as  faiie  men. 

XXIL  That 
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XXII.  That  there  (hall  be  a  regifter  for  births,  marriages,  bu- 
rials, wills,  and  letters  of  adminiftration,  diftincl:  from  the  other 
regiftry. 

XXIII.  That  there  mall  be  a  regifter  for  all  fervants,  where 
their  names,  time,  wages,  and  days  of  payment  (hall  be  rrgiftered. 

XXIV.  That  all  lands  and  goods  of  felons  fhall  be  liable,  to 
make  fatisfaftion  to  the  party  wronged  twice  the  value ;  and  for 
want  of  lands  or  goods,  the  felons  fhall  be  bondmen  to  work  in 
the  common  prifon,  or  work-houfe,  or  otherwife,  till  the  party 
injured  be  fatisfied. 

XXV.  That  the   cftates  of  capital  offenders,    as   traitors  and 
murderers,  (hall  go,  one-third  to  the  next  of  kin  to  the  fufferer, 
and  the  remainder  to  the  next  of  kin  to  the  criminaL 

XXVI.  That  all  witnefies,  coming,  or  called,  to  te'ftify  their 
knowledge  in  or  to  any  matter  or  thing,  in  any  court,  or  before 
any  lawful  authority,  within  the  faid  province,  (hall  there  give  or 
deliver  in  their  evidence,  or  teftimony,  by  folemnly  promifing  to 
ipeak  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  to 
the  matter,    or  thing   in   queftion.     And  in  cafe  any  perfon  fo 
called  to  evidence,  mall  be   convicled  of  wilful  falfchood,  fuch 
perfon  fhall  fuffer  and  undergo  fuch   damage   or  penalty,  as  the 
perfon,  or  perfons,  againft  whom  he  or  fhe  bore  falfe  witnefs, 
did,  or  fhould,  undergo ;  and  mall  alfo  make  fatisfaclion  to  the 
party  wronged,  and  be  publicly  expofed  as  a  falie  witnefs,  never 
to  be  credited  in  any  court,  or  before  any  Magiftrate,  in  the  laid 
province. 

XXVII.  And,  to  the  end  that  all  officers  chofen  to  ferve  within 
this  province,  may,    with  more  care   and  diligence,  anfwer  the 
truft  repofed  in  them,  it  is  agreed,  that  no  fuch  perfon  mall  en- 
joy more  than  one  public  office,  at  one  time. 

XXVIII.  That  all  children,  within  this  province,  of  the  age 
of  twelve  years,  (hall  be  taught  fome  ufeful  trade  or  fkill,  to  the 
end  none  may  be  idle,  but  the  poor  may  work  to  live,  and  the 
rich,  if  they  become  poor,  may  not  want. 

XXIX.  That  fervants  be  not  kept  longer  than  their  time,  and 
fuch  as  are  careful,  be  both  juftly  and  kindly  ufed  in  their  fervice, 
and  put  in  fitting  equipage  at  the  expiration  thereof,  according  to 
cuftom. 

XXX.  That  all  fcandalous  and  malicious  reporters,  backbiters, 
defamers  and  fpreaders  of  falfe  news,  whether  again! L  Magrftrates, 
or  private  perfons,  fhall  be  accordingly  fevereiy  punifhed,  as  ene- 
mies to  the  peace  and  concord  of  this  province. 

That, 
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XXXI.  That,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  planters  and  trad- 
ers in  this  province,  who  are  incorporated  into  a  focicty,  the  pa- 
tent granted  to  them  by  William  Pcnn,  Governor  of  the  faid  pro- 
vince, is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

XXXIL  ****** 


XXXIII.  That  all  factors  or  correfpcndents  in   the  faid  pro- 
vince,   wronging  their    employers,    (hall  make  fatisfaction,  and 
one-third  over,  to  their  faid  employers  :  and  in  cafe  of  the  death 
of  any  fuch  factor  or  correfpondent,  the  committee  of  trade  mall 
take  care  to  fecure  fo  much  of  the  deceafed  party's  eftate  as  be- 
longs to  his-  faid  refpective  employers. 

XXXIV.  That  all  Treafurers,  Judges,  Matters  of  the  Rolls, 
Sheriffs,  Juftices  of  the  Peace,    and  other  officers  and  perfons 
whatfoever,  relating  to  courts,  or  trials  of  caufes,  or  any  other 
fervice  in  the  government ;  and  all  Members  elected  to  ferve  in 
provincial  Council  and  General  Affembly,  and  all  that  have  right 
to  elect  fuch  Members,    mail  be  fuch  as  profefs  faith  in  JefuS 
Chrift,  and  that  are  not  convicted  of  ill  fame,  or  unfober  and  dif- 
honeft  converfation,  and  that  are  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  at 
leaft  ;  and  that  all  fuch  fo  qualified,  ihall  be  capable  of  the  faid 
feveral  employments  and  privileges,  as  aforefaid. 

XXXV.  That  all  perfons  living  in  this  province,  who  confefs 
and  acknowledge  the  one  Almighty  and  eternal  God,  to  be  the 
Creator,  Upholder  and  Ruler  of  the  world  •,  and  that  hold  them- 
felves  obliged  in  confcience  to  live  peaceably  and  juftly  in  civil  fo- 
ciety,  mail,  in  no  ways,  be  molefted  or  prejudiced  for  their  reli- 
gious perfuafion,  or  practice,  in  matters  of  faifh  and  worfhip, 
nor  mail  they  be  compelled,  at  any  time-,  to  frequent  or  maintain 
any  religious  worfhip,  place  or  miniilry  whatever. 

XXXVI.  That,  according  to  the  good  example  of  the  primitive 
Chriftians,  and  the  eafe  of  the  creation,  every  firft  day  of  the 
week,  called  the  Lord's  day,  people  mall  abftain  from  their  com- 
mon daily  labour,  that  they  may  the  better  difpofe  themfelves  to 
worfhip  God  according  to  their  underftandings. 

XXXVII.  That  as  a  carelcfs  and  corrupt  adminiflration  of  juf- 
tice    draws    the  wrath    of  God  upon  magiftrates,  fo    the    wild- 
nefa  and  loofenefs  of  the  people  provoke  the  indignation  of  God 
againft  a  country :  therefore,  that  all  fuch  offences  againft  God, 
ns,    fwearing,    curfmg,    lying,    prophane    talking,    druakennefs, 
drinking  of  healths,  obfcene  words,  inceft,  fodomy,  rapes,  whore-

dom,  fornication,  and  other  uncleannefs  (not  to  be  repeated)  all 
treafons,  mifprifions,  murders,  duels,  felony,  fedition,  maims, 
forceable  entries,  and  other  violences,  to  the  perfons  and  eftates 
of  the  inhabitants  within  this  province ;  all  prizes,  flage-plays, 
cards,  dice,  Maygames,  gamefters,  mafques,  revels,  bull-baitiiigs, 
cock-fightings,  bear-baitings,  and  the  like,  which  excite  the  peo- 
ple to  rudenefs,  cruelty,  loofenefs,  and  irreligion,  {hall  be  refpec- 
tively  difcouraged,  and  feverely  punifhed,  according  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Governor  and  freemen  in  provincial  Council  and 
General  Aflembly ;  as  alfo  all  proceedings  contrary  to  thefe  laws, 
that  are  not  here  made  exprefsly  penal. 

XXXVIII.  That  a  copy  of  thefe  laws  (hall  be  hung  up  in  the 
provincial  Council,  and  in  public  courts  of  juftice :  and  that  they 
{hall  be  read  yearly  at  the  opening  of  every  provincial  Council  and 
General  Aflembly,  and  court  of  juftice ;  and  their  aflent  {hall  be 
teftified,  by  their  {landing  up  after  the  reading  thereof. 

XXXIX.  That  there  mail  be,  at  no  time,    any  alteration  of 
any  of  thefe  laws,    without  the  confent  of  the   Governor,    his 
heirs,  or  affigns,  and  fix  parts  of  feven  of  the  freemen,  met  in 
provincial  Council  and  General  Aflembly. 

XL.  That  all  other  matters  and  things  not  herein  provided  for, 
which  mall,  and  may,  concern  the  public  juftice,  peace  or  fafety 
of  the  faid  province  ;  and  the  raifing  and  impofmg  taxes,  cuftoms, 
duties,  or  other  charges  whatfoever,  {hall  be,  and  are,  hereby  re- 
ferred to  the  order,  prudence  and  determination  of  the  Governor 
and  freemen,  in  provincial  Council  and  General  Aflembly,  to  be 
held,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  faid  province.

und-?r  the  great  feal  of  England,  bearing  date  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  in  the  thirty  and  third  year  of  the  king, 
for  divers  confiderations  therein  mentioned,  hath  been 
gracioufly  plea  fed  to  give  and  grant  unto  me,  William 
Pean  (by  the  name  of  William  Penn,  Efquire,  fon  and 
heir  of  Sir  William  Penn,  deceafed)  and  to  my  heirs  and 
affigns  for  ever,  all  that  tracl:  of  land,  or  province, 
called  Pennfyfaatria,  in  Ame rica,  with  divers  great  powers, 
preheminencies,  royalties,  jurifdiclions  and  authorities, 
necefTary  for  the  well-being  and  government  thereof. 
And,  whereas,  the  king's  deareft  brother  'James,  duke  of 
York  and  Albany,  &c.  by  his  deeds  of  feoffment,  under 
his  hand  and  feal,  duly  perfected,  bearing  date  the  four 
and  twentieth  day  of  Auguft,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
eighty  and  two,  did  grant  unto  me,  my  heirs  and  affigns, 
all  that  tracl:  of  land,  lying  and  being  from  twelve  miles 
northward  of  Newcaftle,  upon  Delaware  river,  in  Ameri- 
ca, to  Cape  Hinlopen,  upon  the  faid  river  and  bay  of 
Delaware  fouthward,  together  with  all  royalties,  fran- 
chifes,  duties,  jurifdiclions,  liberties  and  privileges  there- 
unto belonging.

The  Frame  of  Government  of  the  Province  of  Pennfylvaniaj 
and  the  territories  thereunto  belonging,  pajfed  by  Governor 
Markham,  November  7,  1696. 

1606.  *  *  HERE  AS  the  late  king  Charles  the  Second,  in 
the  three  and  thirtieth  year  of  his  reign,  by  letters  pa- 
9thmo.7th.  tent  under  the  great  feal  of  England,  did,  for  the  con- 
fiderations  therein  mentioned,  grant  unto  William  Penn, 
his  heirs  and  affigns,  for  ever,  this  colony,  or  tracT:  of 
land,  thereby  erecting  the  fame  into  a  province,  called 
Pennfylvanmy  and  conftituting  him,  the  faid  William 
Penn,  abiblute  Proprietary  thereof,  veiling  him,  his  De- 
puties and  Lieutenants,  with  divers  great  powers,  pre- 
eminences, royalties,  jurisdictions  and  authorities,  ne- 
ceffary  for  the  well-being  and  good  government  of  the 
faid  province.  And  whereas  the  late  duke  of  York  and 
Albany  &c.  for  valuable  confiderations,  did  grant  unto 
the  faid  William  Penn,  his  heirs  and  affigns,  all  that  tracl:  of 
land  which  hath  been  caft,  or  divided  into  three  coun- 
ties, now  called  Neivcaftle,  Kent,  and  Sujfix,  together 
with  all  royalties,  franchifes,  duties,  jurifdiftions,  liber- 
ties and  privileges  thereunto  belonging  ;  which  laft  men- 
tioned traft  being  intended  as  a  beneficial  and  requifite 
addition  to  the  territory  of  the  faid  Proprietary,  he,  the 
faid  Proprietary  and  Governor,  at  the  requeft  of  the 
freemen  of  the  faid  three  counties,  by  their  deputies,  in 
Aflcmbjy  met,  with  the  reprefentatives  of  the  freemen 
of  the  faid  province  at  Chejler,  alias  Upland,  on  the  fixth 
day  of  the  tenth  month,  1682,  did  (with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  Members  of  the  faid  Aflembly)  enacl, 
that  the  faid  three  counties  mould  be  annexed  to  the  pro- 
vince of  Pennfylvania,  as  the  proper  territories  thereof : 
and  whereas  king  William  and  the  late  queen  Mary,  over 
England,  &c.  by  their  letters  patent  and  commiffion,  un- 
der the  great  feal  of  England,  dated  the  twenty-firfl  day 
of  October,  in  the  fourth  year  of  their  reign,  having, 
(for  the  reafons  therein  mentioned)  taken  the  government 
of  this  faid  province  and  territories  into  their  hands,  and 
under  their  care  and  protection,  did  think  fit  to  confti- 

tute 
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tute  Benjamin  Fletcher,:  Governor  of  New  York,  to  be 
their  Captain  General,  and  Governor  in  Chief,  over  this 
province  and  country.  And  whereas  alfo  the  faid  king 
and  queen  afterwards,  by  their  letters  patent,  under  the 
great  feal  of  England,  dated  the  twentieth  day  of  Au- 
guft,  in  the  fixth  year  of  their  reign,  have  thought  fit, 
upon  the  humble  application  of  the  faid  William  Penn, 
to  reftore  them  to  the  adminiftration  of  the  government 
of  the  faid  province  and  territories  ;  and  that  fo  much  of 
their  faid  commiflion  as  did  conftitute  the  faid  Benjamin 
Fletcher,  their  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief 
of  the  faid  province  of  Pennfy/vania,  country  of  Neiu- 
c afile,  and  the  territories  and  tracts  of  land  depending 
thereupon,  in  America,  together  with  all  the  powers  and 
authorities  thereby  granted  for  the  ruling  and  governing 
their  faid  province  and  country,  mould,  from  the  publi- 
cation of  the  faid  laft  recited  letters  patent,  ceafc,  deter-

is  not  deemed,  in  all  refpects,  fuitably  accommodated  to 
our  prefent  circumftances,  therefore  it  is  unanimoufly 
defired  that  it  may  be  enacted,  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
Governor  aforefaid,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province  and 
territories,  in  Aflembly  met,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  fame,  that  this  government  {hall,  from  time  to  time, 
confift  of  the  Governor,  or  his  Deputy,  or  Deputies, 
and  the  freemen  of  the  faid  province,  and  territories 
thereof,  in  form  of  a  Council-  and  Aflembly ;  which 
Council  and  Aflembly  mall  be  men  of  moft  note  for 
virtue,  wifdom  and  ability,  and  mall,  from  and  after 
the  tenth  day  of  the  firft  month  next,  confift  of  two  per-

vernor and  Council  fhall  think  fit  to  appoint  another 
place. 

Oualifica-  And,  to  the  end  it  may  be  known  who  thofe  are,  in  this 
tion  of  province  and  territories,  who  ought  to  have  right  of,  or 
clcdors.  to  be  deemed  freemen,  to  chufe,  or  be  chofen,  to  ferve  in 
Council  and  Aflembly,  as  aforefaid,  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforefaid,  That  no  inhabitant  of  this  province 
or  territories,  fhall  have  right  of  electing,  or  being 
elected  as  aforefaid,  unlefs  they  be  free  denizens  of  this 
government,  and  are  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
or  upwards,  and  have  fifty  acres  of  land,  ten  acres  where- 
of being  feated  and  cleared,  or  be  otherwife  worth  fifty 
pounds,  lawful  money  of  this  government,  clear  eftate, 
and  have  been  refident  within  this  government  for  the 
fpace  of  two  years  next  before  fuch  election. 

Solemn  af-  And  whereas  divers  perfons  within  this  government, 
firmation  cannot,  for  confcience  fake,  take  an  oath,  upon  any  ac- 
sufoath0f  count  whatfoever,  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  autho- 
rity aforefaid,  That  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  and  per- 
fons, being,  at  any  time  hereafter,  required,  upon  any 
lawful  occafion,  to  give  evidence,  or  take  an  oath,  in 
any  cafe  whatfoever,  fhall,  inftead  of  fwearing,  be  per- 
mitted to  make  his,  or  their  folemn  affirmation,  atteft, 
or  declaration,  which  (hall  be  adjudged,  and  is  hereby 
enacted  and  declared  to  be  of  the  fame  force  and  effect, 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes  whatfoever,  as  if  they  had 
taken  an  oath ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  perfon  or  perfons 
fhall  be  lawfully  convicted  of  having  wilfully  and  cor- 
ruptly affirmed,  or  declared  any  matter  or  thing,  upon 
fuch  folemn  affirmation  or  atteft,  fhall  incur  the  fame 
penalties  and  forfeitures,  as  by  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of 
England  are  provided  againft  perfons  convicted  of  wilful 
and  corrupt  perjury. 

Declaration  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
of  officer*,  That  a]j  perfons  wno  fhall  be  hereafter  either  elected  to 
ferve  in  Council  and  Aflembly,  or  commiffionated  or  ap- 
pointed to  be  Judges,  Juftices,  Maflers  of  the  Rolls, 
Sheriirs,  Coroners,  and  all  other  officers  of  flate  and 
trufl,  within  this  government,  whd  flinll  confcientiotifly 

fcruple. 
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fcruple  to  take  an  oath,  but  when  lawfully  required, 
will  make  and  fubfcribe  the  declaration  and  profeilion  of 
their  Chriftian  belief,  according  to  the  late  aft  of  parli- 
ament, made  in  the  firft  year  of  king  William,  and  the 
late  queen  Mary,  entitled,  An  act  for  exempting  their 
majeities'  Proteftant  fubjects,  diffenting  from  the  Church 
of  England)  from  the  penalty  of  certain  laws,  (hall  be 
adjudged,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  qualified  to  act 
in  their  faid  refpective  offices  and  places,  and  thereupon 
the  leveral  officers  herein  mentioned,  mall,  inftead  of 
an  oath  make  their  folemn  affirmation  or  declaration  in 
manner  and  form  following ;  that  is  to  fay, 

The  form  of  Judges'  and  Juftices*  atteft  mail  be  in 
thefe  words,  Wz. 

Thou  malt  folemly  promife,  that  as  Judge,  or  Juftice,  Forms  of 
according  to  the  Governor's  commiiTion  to  thee  directed,  0®cers'  at~ 
thou  {halt  do  equal  right  to   the  poor  and  rich,  to  the  tc 
beft   of  thy  knowledge  and  power,    according  to  law, 
and   after  the  ufages  and  conflitutions  of  this  govern- 
ment j  thou  (halt  not  be  of  council  of  any  matter  or 
caufe  depending  before  thee,  but  (halt  well  and  truly  do 
thy  office  in  every  refpect,  according  to  the  b^ft  of  thy 
underftanding. 

The  form  of  the  attefts  to  be  taken  by  the  Matters  of 
the  Rolls,  Secretaries,  Clerks,  and  fuch  like  officers, 
ihail  be  thus,  viz. 

Thou  malt  well  and  faithfully  execute  the  office  of, 
&c.  according  to  the  beft  of  thy  (kill  and  knowledge  •, 
taking  fuch  fees  only,  as  thou  oughteil  to  receive  by 
the  laws  of  this  government. 

The  form  of  the  Sheriffs'  and  Coroners'  atteft,  (hall 
be  in  thefe  words,  viz. 

Thou  malt  folemnly  promife,  that  thou  wilt  well  and 
truly  ferve  the  King  and  Governor  in  the  office  of  the 
Sheriff  (or  Coroner)  of  the  county  of,  &c.  and  prefer ve 
the  King  and  Governor's  rights,  as  far  forth  as  thou 
canft,  or  mayeft ;  thou  malt  truly  ferve,  and  return,  all 
the  writs  and  precepts  to  thee  directed ;  thou  {halt  take 
no  bailiff,  nor  deputy,  but  fuch  as  thou  wilt  anfwer  for ; 
thou  malt  receive  no  writs,  except  from  fuch  Judges 
and  Jultices,  who,  by  the  laws  of  this  government,  have 
authority  to  iffue  and  direct  writs  unto  thee ;  and  thou 
malt  diligently  and  truly  do  and  accomplim  all  things 

appertaining 
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appertaining  to  thy  office,  after  the  bed  of  thy  wit  and 
power,  both  for  the  King  and  Governor's  profit,  and 
good  ©f  the  inhabitants  within  the  faid  county,  taking 
fuch  fees  only  as  thou  oughteft  to  take  by  the  laws  of 
this  government,  and  not  otherwife. 

The  form  of  a  Conftable's  atteft  mail  be  this,  viz. 

Thou  malt  folemnly  promife,  well  and  duly,  accord- 
ing to  the  bell  of  thy  underflanding,  to  execute  the 
office  of  a  Confbble  for  the  town  (or  county)  of  P.  for 
this  enfuing  year,  or  until  another  be  attefted  in  thy 
room,  or  thou  {halt  be  legally  difcharged  thereof. 

The  form  of  the  Grand  Inqueft's  attefts  mail  be  in 
thefe  words,  viz. 

Thou  fhalt  diligently  enquire,  and  true  prefentment 
make,  of  all  fuch  matters  and  things  as  (hall  be  given 
thee  in  charge,  or  come  to  thy  knowledge,  touching 
this  prefent  fervice ;  the  King's  counfel,  thy  fellows, 
and  thy  own,  thou  malt  keep  fecret,  and  in  all  things 
thou  (halt  prefent  the  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth, 
to  the  beft  of  thy  knowledge. 

This  being  given  to  the  Foreman,  the  reft  of  the  In- 
queft  mall  be  attefted  thus,  by  three  at  a  time,  viz. 

The  fame  atteftation  that  your  Foreman  hath  taken 
on  his  part,  you  will  well  and  truly  keep  on  your  pa'rts. 

The  form  of  the  atteft  to  be  given  to  the  Traverfe 
Jury,  by  four  at  a  time,  mall  be  thus,  viz. 

You  folemnly  promife,  that  you  will  well  and  truly 
try  the  iflue  of  traverfe  between  the  lord  the  King,  and 
A.  B.  whom  you  have  in  charge,  according  to  your  evi- 
dence. 

In  civil  caufes  thus,  viz. 

You  folemnly  promife  that  you  will  well  and  truly 
try  the  iflue  between  A.  B.  plaintiff,  and  C.  D.  defend- 
ant, according  to  your  evidence. 

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  intended,  that  no 
perfon  mall  be,  by  this  acl:,  excufed  from  {'wearing,  who, 
by  the  a£ts  of  parliament,  for  trade  and  navigation,  are, 
or  mall  be  required  to  take  an  oath. 

FJedions          And,  that  elections  may  not  be  corruptly  managed, 

'e  *     on  which  the  good  of  the  government  fo  much  depends, 

Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That 

all 
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all  elections  of  the  laid  reprefentatives  fhall  be  free  and 
voluntary,  and  that  the  electors,  who  fhall  receive  any 
reward,  or  gift,  for  giving  his  vote,  (hall  forfeit  his  right 
to  elect  for  that  year  ;  and  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  as 
fhall  give,  or  promife,  any  fuch  reward  to  be  elected,  or 
that  (hall  offer  to  ferve  for  nothing,  or  for  lefs  wages 
than  the  law  prescribes,  fhall  be  thereby  rendered  inca- 
pable to  ferve  iri  Council,  or  AfTembly,  for  that  year ;

the  representatives  of  the  freemen  of  the  province  and 
territories,  in  Affembly  met,  having  taken  into  ferious  confidera^ 
tion  fome  articles  concerning  our  privileges  in  property,  incited  by 
an  addrefs  to  this  houfe  from  the  'inhabitants  of  this  place,  and 
encouraged  by  thyfelf,  in  fetting  forth  thy  care  of  us,  and  pro- 
mifes  of  compliance  therewith,  do  humbly  offer  the  following 
heads  for  confirmation,  requefting  they  may  be  granted  the  peo- 
ple of  the  province  and  territories,  and  afcertained  to  them  in  a 
charter. 

I.  Imprimis,  That,  in  cafe  the  Proprietary  go  for  England,  due 
care  be  taken  that  he  be  reprefented  here  by  persons  of  integrity, 
and  confiderable  known   eflates,  who  may  have  full  power  and 
authority,  not  only  to  grant  and  confirm  lands,  &c.  as  if  he  were 
perfonally  .prefent,  but  alfo  to  make  fatisfa£lion  to  thofe.  who  have 
ihort,  as  well  as  receive  what  may  be  due  from  thofe  who  have 
too  much  over  meafure,  according  to  former  agreement. 

II.  That  before  the  Proprietary  go  for  England,  he  grant  us 
fuch  an  inflrument  as  may  abfolutely  fecure  and  defend  us  in  our 
eflates  and  properties    from   himfelf,  his  heirs  and  aftigns,  for 
ever,  or  any  claiming  under  him,  them,  or  any  of  them,  as  alfo 
to  clear  all  Indian,  purchafes  and  others. 

III.  That,  whereas  there  hath  been  great  delay  in  the  confirm- 
ation of  land,  and  granting  of  patents,  due  care  may  be  taken  by 
the  Proprietary,  that  no  fuch  delays  may  be  for  the  future ;  and 
that  the  ten  acres  in  the  hundred  may  be  allowed,  according  to 

the  Proprietary's  engagements. 

IV.  That  no  Surveyor,  Secretary,  or  any  other  officer  under 
the  Proprietary,  prefume  to  exact  or  take  any  fees,  but  what  were, 
are,  or  mall  be  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  province,  under  fevere 
penalties. 

V.  That  no  perfon,  or  perfons,    (hall,    or  may,  at  any   time 
hereafter,  be  liable  to  anfwer  any  complaint,  matter  or  thing  what- 
foever,  relating  to  property,  before  the  Governor,  or  his  Council, 
or  in  any  other  place,  but  in  the  ordinary  courts  of  juftice. 

VI.  That 
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VI.  That  the  ancient  records  made  before  the  Proprietary's  firft 
arrival  here,  be  lodged  in  fuch  hands  as  the  Aflembly  fhall  judge 
to  be  moft  fit. 

VII.  That  a  patent  office,  and  all  a£tual  Surveyors  thereby  em- 
ployed, may  be  modelled  according  to  the  law  of  Jamaica,  and 
fuch  fecurity  taken,  as  may  render  the  people's  intereft  fafe, 

VIII.  That,  whereas  the  Proprietary  formerly  gave  the  pur- 
chafers  an  expectation  of  a  certain  tracl:  of  land,  which  is  fince 
laid  out,  about  two  miles  long,  and  one  mile  broad,  whereon  to 
build  the  towji  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  fame  mould  be  a  free 
gift ;  which  fince  has  been  clogged  with  divers  rents  and  r'feferva-* 
tions  contrary  to  the  firft  defign  and  grant,  and  to  the  great  difTa- 
tisfaftion  of  the  Inhabitants :  we  defire  the  Governor  to  take  it 
into  coniideration,  and  make  them  eafy  therein. 

IX.  That  the  land,  lying  back  of  that  part  of  the  town  already 
built,  remain  for  common,  and  that  no  leafes  for  the  fiiture,  to 
make  inclofures  to  the  damage  of  the  public,  until  fuch  time  as 
the  refpeclive  owners  fhall  be  ready  to  build  or  improve  therecn ; 
and  that  the  iflands  and  flats  near  the  town,  be  left  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  town  to  get  their  winter  fodder. 

X.  That  the  ftreets  of  the  town  be  regulated  and  bounded,  and 
that  the  ends  of  the  ftreets  on  Delaware  and  S'culkil  be  unlimited, 
and  left  free  to  be  extended  on  the  river  as  the  inhabitants  malt 
fee  meet  •,  and  that  public  landing  places  at  the  Blue  Anchor  and 
Penny  Pot  houfe  be  confirmed  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  town, 
hot  infringing  any  man's  property. 

XL  That  the  Juftices  may  have  the  licenfing  and  regulating  or- 
dinaries and  drinking  houfes,  as  in  England,  and  as  by  thy  letter, 
dated  November  5,  1697,  did  order. 

XII.  That  the  letters  of  feoffment  for  the  foil  of  the  three 
lower  counties,  from  the  Duke  of  Tork,  be  refcorded  in  the  terri- 
tories. 

XIII.  That  all  Iand3,  in  the  fa'id  counties  not  yet  taken   up, 
may  be  difpofed  of  at  the  old  rent,  of  a  bufhel  of  wheat  a  hun- 
dred. 

XIV.  1?hat  the  thoufand  acres  of  land,  formerly  promifed  by 
the  Governor  to  the  town  of  Neiucaftle,  for  common,  be  laid  out 
and  patented  for  that  ufe. 

XV.  That  the  bank  lots  at  Newcaftle  be  granted  to  thofe  that 
have  the  front  lots,  to  low-water  mark  ;  or  fo  far  as  they  may  im- 
provej  at  a  bufnel  of  wheat  a  lot. 

XVI.  THat 
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XVL  That  all  the  bay  marfhes  be  laid  out  for  common,  except 
fuch  as  are  already  granted. 

XVII.  That  all  patents  hereafter  to  be  granted  to  the  territories, 
be  on  the  fame  conditions,  as  the  warrants  or  grants  were  obtained. 

XVIII.  That  the  divifion  lines  between  the  counties  of  Ne<wcajllt 
and  Chefter  be  afcertained,  allowing  the  bounds  according  to  the 
Proprietary's  letters  patent  from  the  king. 

XIX.  That  the  twertty-fecond  article  in  the  old  charter,  con-- 
terning  fifhing  and  fowling,  be  confirmed. 

XX.  That  the  inhabitants  or  poflefTors  of  land  may  have  liberty 
to  purchafe  off  their  quit-rents,  as  formerly  promifed. 

XXI.  That  the  bill  of  property  paiTed  at  Neivca/}te,  1 700,  be  in* 
ferted  in  the  charter,  with  fuch  amendments  as  fhall  be  agreed  on*

of  the  AjfcmUy^  head  t?y  head. 

To  the  firft  I  fhall  appoint  thofe,  in  whom  I  can  confide,  whofe 
powers  fhall  be  fufficient  and  public  for  the  fecurity  of  all  con- 
cerned ;  ana  I  hope  they  fhall  be  of  honeft  character,  without 
juft  exception,  to  do  that  which  is  right  between  you  and  me. 

II.  Much  of  it  is  included  in  my  anfwer  to  the  firft ;  however, 
I  am  willing  to  execute  a  public  inflrument,  or  charter  to  fecure 
you  in  your  properties,  according  to  purchafe,  and   the  law  of" 
property  made  lately  at  ^eivcajlte^  excepting  fome  corrections,  or 
amendments,  absolutely  rieceflafy,  therein. 

III.  I  know  of  no  wilful  delays,  and  fhall  ufe  my  endeavours  to 
prevent  any  for  the  future,  and  am  very  willing  to  allow  the  ten 
acres  per  cent,  for  the  ends  propofed  by  the  law,  and  not  otherwife'. 

IV.  I  am  willing  that  reafonable  fees  to  officers  fhall  be  afcer- 
tained by  lav/,  or  their  fervices  left  to  a  quantum  meruit  •  for  I 
hope  you  do  not  think  they  mould  be  maintained  at  my  charge. 

V.  I  know  of  no  perfon,  that  has  been  obliged  to  anfwer  be- 
fore the   Governor  and  Council,  in  fuch  cafes ;  but  I  conceive 
that  difputes  about  unconfined  properties  mufi  lie  before  the  Pro- 
prietary, though  not  before  his  Council,  as  judges. 

VI.  The  records  concern  me,  as  well  as  the  people,  and  are, 
or  fhall  be,  in  the  hands  of  men  of  good  fame,  and  to  keep  them 
only  during  good  behaviour ;  but  thbfc  of  this  Countjr  of  Phild- 
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delphici)  that  chiefly  concern  the  people,  are  in  fo  great  diforder, 
by  razures,  blots  and  interlineations,  that  you  would  do  well  to 
ufe  fome  method  in  time,  for  their  rectification. 

VII.  If  the  'Jamaica  law  will  improve  our  regulation,  as  it  doth 
augment  the  fees,  I  am  content  we  copy  after  it. 

VIII.  You  are  under  a  miftake,  in  faft ;  I  have  tied  you  to  no- 
thing, in  the  allotment  of  the  city,  which  the  firft  purchafers, 
then  prefent,  did  not  readily  feem  to  comply  with,  and  I  am  forry 
to  find  their  names  to  fuch  an  addrefs,  as  that  prefented  to  you, 
who  have  got  double  lots,  by  my  re-aplotment  of  the  city,  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred  and  two  feet  front  lots  ;  and  if  they  are  willing 
to  refund  the  fifty-two  feet,  I  mail,  as  you  defire,  be  eafy  in  the 
quit-rents,  although  this  matter  folely  refers  to  the  firft  purchafers, 
and  to  me  as  Proprietary. 

IX.  You  are  under  a  mifapprehenfion,  to  think  that  a  fourth 
part  of  the  land,  laid  out  for  a  city,  belongs  to  any  body  but  my- 
felf,  it  being  referved  for  fuch  as  were  not  firft  purchafers,  who 
might  want  to  build  in  future  time ;  and  when  I  reflect  upon  the 
great  abufe,  done  in  my  ab'fence,  by  deftroying  of  my  timber  and 
wood,  and  how  the  land  is  over-run  with  brufh,  to  the  injury  and 
discredit  of  the  town,  it  is  fmall  encouragement  to  grant  your  re- 
queft  ;  however,  I  am  content  that  fome  land  be  laid  out  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  town,  till  inhabitants  prefent  to  fettle  it  under 
regulations  that  {hall  be  thought  moft  conducing  to  the  end  de^ 
fired,  about  which,  I  (hall  confult  with  thofe  perfons  chiefly  con- 
cerned therein ;  and  for  the  reft  of  the  ninth  article,  about  the 
iflands,  I  know  not  which  you  mean,  nor  on  what  terms  defired, 
it  being  an  independant  property  from  the  town,  if  not  from  the 
province. 

X.  About  the  ends  of  ftreets,  and  other  public  landings  of  this 
town,  I  am  willing  to  grant  the  ends  of  ftreets,  when  and  where 
improved,  and  the  other  according  to  your  requeft. 

XI.  I  am  contented  that  no  licences  be  granted  to  any  ordinary 
keepers,  but  fuch  as  the  Juftices  fhall  recommend,  nor  fufter  them 
longer,  than  the  Magiftrates  find  they  behave  well. 

XII.  I  do  not  underftand  it ;  for  I  had  no  letters  of  feoffment, 
but  deeds,  which  were  recorded  by  Ephraim  Harman,  at  Neivcaf- 
//<?,    and  by    John  Weft,    to  the  beft   of    my  memory,    at  New 
Tork,  and  fince  confirmed  by  the  order  of  Council,  for  the  line,  as 
well  as  otherwife,  and  a  moil  formal  pafiTefTion  and  obedience  given 
me  in  purfuance  thereof.

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XIII.  I  think  this  an  unreafonable  article,  either  to  limit  me  in 
that  which  is  my  own,  or  to  deprive  me  of  the  benefit  of  raifmg 
in  proportion   to  the   advantage,  which  time  gives  to  other  men's 
properties ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  I  am  yet  in  difburfe  for  that 
long  and  expenfive  controverfy  with  the  Lord  Baltimore,  promiied 
to  be  defrayed  by  the  public,  as  appears  by  the  minutes  of  Council. 

XIV.  I  allow  it,  according  to  what  I  lately  exprefled  at  New- 
caftle>  and  it  is  not  my  fault  it  has  not  been  done  fooner. 

XV.  According  to  their  own  propofals,  at  Newcaftley  I   {hall 
gratify  their  defire,  viz.  that  the  fame  revert  to  me,  after  a  cer- 
tain time,  if  not  improved. 

XVI.  This  I  take  for  a  high  impofition  ;  however,  I  am  willing 
that  they  all  lye  in  common  and  free,  until  otherwise  difpofed  of, 
and  fhall  grant  the  fame  from  time  to  time,  in  reafonable  portions, 
and  upon  reafonable  terms,  efpecially  to  fuch  as  fhall  engage  to 
drain  and  improve  the  fame ;  having  always  a  regard  to  back  in- 
habitants, for  their  accommodations. 

XVII.  I  cannot  well  underfland  it  j  therefore  it  muft  be  ex- 
plained. 

XVIII.  It  is  my  own  inclination,  and  I  defire  and  expe<ft  the 
reprefentatives  of  Neivcaflle  and  Chefler  forthwith,  or  before  they 
leave  the  town,  to  attend  me  about  the  time  and  method  of  do- 
ing it. 

XIX.  They  mall  have  liberty  to  fifli,  fowl  and  hunt,  upon  their 
ov/n  lands,  and  upon  all  other  lands  that  are  mine  untaken  up. 

XX.  If  it  mould  be  my  lot  to  lofe  a  public  fupport,  I  muft  de- 
pend upon   my  rents  for  a  fupply  •,  and  therefore  muft  not  eafily 
part  with  them ;  and  many   years  are  elapfed  fmce  I  made  that 
offer,  that  was  not  excepted. 

XXI.  I  agree  that  the  law  of  property,  made  at  Newcaftky  mall 
be  inferted  in  the  charter,  with  requifite  amendments.

offences,  or  any  of  them.

HAT  on  confuleratlon  of  the  nnfwer  given  by  the  Governor 
to  our  offer  of  contributing  towards  the  expence  of  the  enfuinef 
treaty  with  the  India/is,  we  apprehend  it  to  be  necefiary  to  lay  be- 
fore him  a  true  ftate  of  the  motives,  which  induced  us  to  ufe 
our  endeavours  to  promote  a  .reconciliation  with  them  ;  of  the 
manner,  in  which  we  proceeded  before  and  fince  the  Governor's 
arrival  in  this  province,  and  of  fome  reaibns  we  have  for  dcfiriny; 
to  fee  that  the  grounds  of  their  complaints  arc  carefully  and 
partially  enquired  into  and  (  iul  fuch  meafur^3  purfued

for  fatisfying  them  as  the  prefent  melancholy  circumftances  of  this 
province  immediately  require  :  and  we  doubt  not,  if  the  Governor 
will  be  plcafed  to  attend  to,  and  impartially  coniider,  what  we  {hall 
offer,  he  will  be  fully  convinced  that  our  conduct  hath  been  con- 
fident with  the  profeilion,  \ve  make,  of  acting  on  thcfe  principles, 
of  fearing  God,  honouring  the  king,  and  promoting  peace  among 
men. 

We,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  inform  the  Governor,  that  foon 
after  the  firft  accounts  were  brought  of  the  mifchief  done  by  the 
Indians ,  on  the  frontiers  of  Virginia^  fome  of  the  people  called 
£htakers,  refiding  in  Philadelphia^  fcrioufly  confidering  the  fatal 
confequences  of  lofmg  that  intereil  and  friendiliip  our  predeceffors 
had  obtained,  by  their  upright  dealing  and  hofpitable  treatment  of 
the  Indians^  in  the  iirft  feltlement  of  this  province ;  and  appre- 
hending the  general  neglect  of  them,  which  had,  for  fome  time, 
been  obvious,  would  terminate  to  the  public  difadvantage,  deter- 
mined to  improve  every  future  opportunity  of  manifefting  fome 
regard  to  them  ;  and  feveral  companies  of  Indians^  of  different 
tribes,  coming  to  this  city  on  divers  occafions,  they  were  vifited 
by  fome  of  us,  invited  to  cur  houfes,  and  on  their  going  away, 
prefented  with  fome  fmall  matters,  necefiary  for  them,  in  their 
way  of  living  -3  and  the  grateful  manner  in  which  they  received 
thefe  inftances  of  regard,  and  the  lively  remembrance,  they  ap- 
peared to  retain,  of  the  friendfbip,  which  fubfifted  between  their 
anceftors,  and  the  iirft  fettlers  of  this  province,  afforded  us  real 
fatisfa<5Hon,  and  fome  grounds  to  hope  our  good  intentions  would 
not  be  difappointed, 

During  the  following  winter,  the  frequent  melancholy  ac- 
counts of  the  barbarous  murders,  committed  by  the  Indians,  on 
the  wefcerh  and  northern  frontiers  of  this  province,  filled  the/ 
minds  qf  people  in  general,  with  a  fpirit  of  indignation  and  re- 
fentment  againil  them,  and  no  opportunity  prefented  of  publicly 
manifefting  the  earned  concern  we  had,  to  life  our  utmoff  endea- 
vours, in  a  manner  confident  with  our  peaceable  principles,  to 
prevent  the  impending  Tlefolation  ;  the  calamity  became  general, 
and  every  one  v/as  deeply  interefted  in  the  meafures  taken  for  en» 
quiring  into  the  caufcs,  <vhich  induced  our  ancient  fleady  friends 
to  become  our  enemies;  yet  this  being  the  proper  bufmefs  of 
thofe  then  concerned  in  the  aclminiilration  of  the  government, 
we  waited  the  event  of  their  proceedings,  having  juft  grounds  to 
hope,  that  the  knowledge  fome  of  them  had  of  feveral  matters, 
;ht  probably  have  contributed  to  this  unhappy  rupture,* 


Thefe  were  j.n;;tecl  both  in  the  gazettes  unu  in  l!u:ir  minutes, 
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together  with  the  repeated  applications  of  the  Aflembly  of  the 
province,  would  have  excited  them  to  purfue  every  rational  me- 
thod of  making  fuch  an  enquiry,  and  obtaining  an  amicable  ad- 
juftment  of  all  differences  with  thefe  Indians,  and  of  thereby 
averting  the  melancholy  confequences  of  continuing  to  expoie 
them  immediately  to  the  artifices  of  the  French^  who  would  not 
fail  to  take  advantage  of  our  mifunderilanding  with  them  :  but 
the  fpring  of  another  year  returned,  and  the  public  remained  un- 
acquainted with  fuch  meafures  being  purfued ;  great  military 
preparations  were  indeed  made  and  forts  erected  in  many  parts  of 
the  frontiers,  but  the  defolation  and  difr.refs  of  the  province  in- 
creafed,  and  the  fanguine  expectations  of  the  people,  who  had, 
at  firft,  hoped  by  thefe  means  to  defend  themfelves,  were  remark-* 
ably  difappointed.  Governor  Morris^  neverthelefs,  determining 
to  iffue  a  declaration  of  war  againft  the  Delaivares  and  Shaivanefe, 
many  of  the  people  called  Quakers  refitting  in  Philadepbia,  met 
together  and  presented  an  addrefs  to  him,  earneflly  befeeching, 
"  That  every  meafure  which  had  been  purfued,  and  whatever 
remained  poflible  to  be  done,  to  prevent  fo  lamentable  an  extre- 
mity, might  be  ftricl:ly  and  impartially  reviewed  and  confidered ; 
that  full  enquiry  might  be  made,  whether  fome  apprehenfions  thefe 
Indians  had  conceived  of  a  deviation  from  the  integrity  cf  con- 
duel  towards  them,  confpicuous  in  the  firil  eftablimment,  might 
not  unhappily  have  contributed,  in  fome  degree,  to  the  alteration 
of  their  conducl:  towards  us ;  that  full  time  might  be  allowed 
for  thefe  Indians,  who  remained  well  affected  towards  us,  to  ufe 
and  report  the  effecl:  of  their  endeavours  to  reconcile  our  enemies 
to  us,  and  that,  by  the  Governor's  care,  to  guard  araintl  involv- 
ing the  innocent  with  the  guilty,  fuch  clear  derhonilrutions  of 
Chriitian  tendernefs  might  be  given,  as  might  tend  to  the  engag- 
ing other  neighbouring  Indians  in  the  defirable  work  of  rcftoring 
peace  and  tranquillity ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  offering,  though 
a  much  larger  part  of  their  eftates  mould  be  neceflary,  than  the 
heavieit  taxes  of  a  war  could  be  expected  to  Require,  by  voluntary 
grants  chearfully  to  contribute  towards  the  obtaining  peace,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  unhappy  experience  of  feveral  of  the  moil: 
martial  neighbouring  colonies  had,  after  long  and  bloody  wars, 
teitiried  it  muit  at  lait,  if  ever,  be  obtained," 

Governor  Afcrri/.was  pleafed  to  give  a  civil  anfwer  to  this  ad- 
dreis  ;  but  thought  it  neceflary  to  proceed  immediately  to  a  decla- 
ration of  War:  a  few  days  after  which,  fome  of  us  having  the 
opportunity  of  a  free  conference  with  Conrad  Wafer,  who  had, 
as  provincial  interpreter,  been  long  concerned  in  public  tranfac- 
tions  with  the  Indians ;  we  were  thereby  confirmed  in  our  appre- 
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henfions,  that,  forae  diffatisfaftion,  refpecling  their  lands,  had 
tended  to  the  alienating  their  friendfliip  from  us  •,  and  that  he 
thought  the  only  method,  to  fave  the  province  from  ruin,  was  to 
endeavour  for  a  peace  with  them,  by  pacific  mtafures ;  and  the 
next  day  a  Delaware  Indian,  from  the  ^ferfeys,  was  fent  to  one  of 
us,  with  a  letter  from  Conrad  Weifer,  recommending  him,  as  a 
perfon  worthy  of  fome  notice  from  ns,  and  fit  to  be  employed  on 
a  meflage  to  the  Qtlawares,  when  an  opportunity  of  fending  one 
could  be  obtained  \  and  there  being,  at  that  time,  a  number  of 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nation  Indians  in  town,  fome  nf  us  thought 
it  necefiary  to  take  fome  friendly  notice  of  them  ;•  but  being  de- 
termined to  avoid  giving  any  occafion  of  offence,-  before  we  had 
any  converfation  with  them,  two  of  us  waited  on  Governor  Mor- 
ris, and  informed  him,  "  That  as  he  had  ifiued  his  declaration 
of  war,  we  thought  it  our  duty  to  aequiefce  therein  j  but,  as 
there  were  fome  friendly  Indians  in  town,  we  were  difpofed  to 
take  fome  notice  of  them,  and  to  endeavour,  by  a  friendly  conver- 
fation, to  manifeft  our  good  difpofition  towards  them,  and  engage 
their  good  offices  on  any  occafion,  which  might  be  improved  for 
the  public  welfare ;  and  we,  at  the  fame  time,  allured  the  Go- 
vernor if  any  thing  mould  occur,  which  had  a  profpe£V,  of  tend- 
ing to  the  public  intereil,  or  might  be  worthy  of  his  notice,  he 
mould  be  fully  acquainted  therewith."  The  Governor  expreffed 
his  approbation  of  our  defign,  and  gave  us  full  liberty  to  profe- 
cute  our  intentions,  and  the  next  day  fome  of  thefe  Indian  Chiefs^ 
with  Ctinrad  Weifer  and  Andrew  Monfour,  the  provincial  interpre- 
ters, and  D.  Clans,  General  Johnforfs  Secretary,  dined  at  one  of 
our  houfes  ;  and  after  dinner,  had  fome  converfation  on  the  happy 
flate  of  the  firil  fettlers  of  this  province,  and  the  unhappy  rup- 
ture, which  had  lately  happened. 

The  free  and  hearty  acknowledgments  of  pleafu're  and  gratitude, 
from  thefe  Indians,  fully  evidenced  their  good  difpofition  towards 
us,  and  induced  Conrad  Weifer  to  declare,  he  had  not  lately  heard 
them  exprefs  themfelves  with  fo  much  opennefs,  and  earneflly  to 
urge  our  improving  this  opportunity  ;  and,  in  order  to  it,  he  advifal 
the  calling  together  as  many  of  our  ancient  men,  of  the  furvivors 
of  the  firil  fettlers,  as  we  could  collect,  and  to  give  the  Indians 
another  meeting,  in  which  the  fubftance  of  that  converfation 
might  be  repeated,  and  enforced  on  their  minds,  by  prefenting 
them  with  a  belt  of  wampum. 

Governor  Morris  was  immediately  informed  of  what  had  parted  ; 
and  as  there  appeared  fome  profpeft  of  improving  this  difpofition 
of  the  Indians  to  the  public  benefit,  he  was  allured,  that  if  he 
would  advife  and  direct  the  manner  of  proceeding,  nothing  more 

Was 
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was  defired  by  us  than  under  his  direction  to  proceed  therein,  in 
fu-  a  manner  as  would  be  moft  agreeable  to  him,  mofl  effectually 
anfwer  the  purpofe  intended,  and  demonftrate  that  we  did  not  aft 
from  views  of  private  advantage  thereby  :  and  left  the  differences 
then  fubfifting,  between  him  and  the  Affembly,  about  the  raifmg 
money  for  the  public  fervices,  mould  difcourage,  or  retard  his  en- 
gaging therein  ;  he  was  told,  that  whatever  fum  of  money  mould 
be  wanting,  even,  to  the  amount  of  £.  5,000,  he  mould  be  im- 
mediately iupplied  with,  and  by  every  part  of  our  conduct,  mould 
find  our  hearty  concern  for  the  public  welfare  to  be  our  principal 
motive. 

Our  purpofes  appeared  acceptable  to  the  Governor;  about 
twenty  of  us,  with  the  fame  interpreters,  had  two  conferences 
with  the  Indians ;  and  the  moft  material  parts  of  what  they  faid 
were  immediately  communicated  to  the  Governor ;  and  the  pro- 
pofal*  of  fending  three  meffengers  to  the  Delanvares  and  Shawa- 
nefg  being  approved  of  by  him,  the  neceffary  provifion  was  made 
for  their  fetting  out,  and  proper  company  provided,  for  their  fafe 
conduct  through  the  improved  part  of  the  province ;  and  whefi 
they  were  ready  to  proceed  on  their  journey,  the  Governor  being 
waited  On  for  the  paffes,  and  requefted  to  direct  what  fignal  they 
fhould  give,  on  their  return,  to  diftinguifh  them  from  enemies ; 
while  the  paffes  lay  before  him  ready  to  be  figned,  he  fuddenly 
appeared  to  change  his  intentions,  and  fignified  his  resolution  to 
confult  his  Council,  on  the  occafion.  The  minutes  of  our  con- 
verfation  with  thefe  Indians^  being  examined  and  figned  by  the 
three  interpreters,  were  immediately,  after  this,  delivered  to  the 
Governor ;  and,  his  Council  being  fummoned,  we  were  informed, 
they  foon  agreed,  that,  as  he  had  fo  lately  declared  war,  any  of- 
fers of  peace  from  him  would  be  unfcafonable,  and  that  the  me- 
thod firft  propofed  of  the  meffengers  going  with  fuch  inftructions, 
as  they  had  received  from  their  own  chiefs^  was  moft  fit  to  be  pur- 
fued.  The  next  day  the  Indian  chiefs  fetting  out  in  the  ftage  boat 
for  New  T"orky  after  they  were  gone,  the  meffengers  refufed  to  per- 
form the  fervice  they  had  undertaken,  and  the  day  following,  the 
Governor,  in  confequence  of  fome  intelligence  received  from  the 
Governor  of  New  Tork,  concluded  to  fend  the  meffengers  in  his 
own  name. 

To  prevent  any  mifreprefentations  of  our  conduct,  as  well  as 
to  engage  the  friendmip  of  gentlemen,  from  whom  we  hoped  to 
receive  more  hearty  affiftance,  than  we  had  from  thofe,  on  whom

This  was  made  t>y  the  Indian  Chiefs,  and  the  meffage  to  be  from  there  to  tke 
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we  had  hitherto  depended,  copies  of  the  minutes  of  our  converfations 
with  the  Indians,  and  their  anfwers,  were  immediately  fcnt  to  the 
Governor  of  New  Tork,  and  to  General  Johnfon$  and  an  earneft 
application  for  their  afliitance,  in  engaging  the  Indians  of  the  Six 
Natio?is  to  promote  the  reiteration  of  peace,  with  an  offer  of 
chearfully  defraying  the  expences  thereof,  Governor  Hardy  was 
fo  kind  as  to  fend  fuch  an  anfwer  as  evidenced  his  hearty  concern 
for  the  public  welfare ;  and  laid  us  under  fenfible  obligations ; 
and  we  never  received  the  lead  hint,  from  General  Jobnfon,  of 
his  difapprobation  of  any  part  of  our  conduct  therein.  Under  thefe 
circumftances,  we  had  reafon  to  apprehend,  that  our  intention  was 
approved  of,  and  the  fpeedy  return  of  the-  meflengers  with  an 
agreeable  anfwer,  confirmed  us  in  a  refolution  to  continue  our  en- 
deavours to  engage  as  many  of  our  fellow-fubje&s,  as  poflible, 
to  concur  with  us  therein. 

The  meflengers  being  fent  the  fecond  time,  on  their  return 
brought  with  them  the  Indian  king,  Teedytifrung,  and  feme  of  his 
people,  to  Eaftonj  and  repeatedly  informed  us  of  the  neceflity  of 
our  perfonal  attendance  there,  and  manifeft  thereby,  and  by 
contributing  towards  the  expences  of  a  fuitable  prefent,  the  fin- 
ccrity  of  our  profeflions  of  regard  to  them ;  and  they  were  not 
willing  to  go  back  to  the  Indians,  without  us. 

We,  therefore,  being  informed  that  Governor  Morris  had  re- 
folved  to  meet  them  at  Eajlon,*  that  the  provincial  treafury  was 
exhaufted,  and  that  the  Proprietaries'  agents  refufed  to  contribute 
towards  the  necefiary  expences,  and  appeared  averfe  to  the  pro- 
motion of  thefe  pacific  meafures,  a  confiderable  number  of  us 
thought  it  neceflary  to  enter  into  a  fubfcrption,  towards  raifing  a 
fund,  to  fupply  the  deficiency  of  what  ought,  in  juftice,  to  be 
contributed  by  the  Proprietaries,  on  this  occafion  ;  and  a  confider- 
able fum  was  immediately  fubfcribed,  and  Governor  Morris  in- 
formed of  our  inclination  to  attend  the  treaty,  and  to  make  fome 
addition  to  the  prefent  provided  at  the  public  expence.  From  the 
time  of  the  firll  meflengers  arriving  at  Teaogon,  the  hoftilities  orf 
our  northern  frontiers  ceafed,  and  a  flop  being  put  to  the  cruel 
devaftations  that  had  been  committed,  an  acceptable  refpite  was 
obtained  for  our  diftrefled  fellow  fubjecls,  which  afforded  us  real 
pieafure  and  fatisfa£tion  •,  fo  that  all  the  malicious  calumnies  and 
afperfions  (which  then  were  uttered)  were  not  fufficient  to  divert 
us  from  the  fteady  profecution  of  our  purpofe.  Governor  Morris 
being  at  Eafton  fome  time  before  us,  immediately  after  our  arrival 
there,  fome  of  us  waited  on  him,  to  repeat  cur  defires  of  promot- 
ing

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ing  the  public  mtereft,  and  contributing  any  afiiftance  in  our 
power,  in  fucli  manner  as  might  be  moft  agreeable  to  him  •,  he  re- 
ceived us  civilly,  and  exprefled  his  approbation  of  our  defign. 
At  the  Governor's  lodgings  we  rirft  faw  Tttdyujcung  the  Delaware 
chief,  to  whom  we  were  before  utterly  ftrangers  :  on  our  coming 
in  he  immediately  exprefled  his  regard  for,  and  confidence  in,  the 
^takers  /*  and  declared,  "  He  would  not  proceed  to  any  bufmefs, 
u.-iiefs  we  were  prefent ;"  and  confirmed  it  fo  evidently  by  his  fub- 
fcquent  conduct,  at  that  time,  and  the  enfuing  treaty,  that  we 
could  not,  without  unjuftifiable  neglecl:  of  our  duty,  decline  con- 
trioutiag  our  utmoft  endeavours  to  improve  this  difpofition  to  the 
intereft  of  our  country,  fo  far  as  we  might  be  able  to  do  it,  con- 
fident with  our  refpedtive  ftations  in  life. 

Governor  Morris  was  afterwards  pleafed  to  accept  of  the  pre- 
fent provided  by  us,  and  to  deliver  it  to  the  Indians,  in  our  name. 

After  the  conclufion  of  this  treaty.  Governor  Morris  thought 
it  neceflary  to  fend  Capt.  Nciuca/Ue  on  a  mefiage  to  the  Indians, 
at  or  near  fort  Johnfon  :  but  before  he  was  fet  out,  Governor  Denny 
arrived,  and  fucceeded  in  the  government  of  this  province,  and 
we  always  apprehended,  that,  in  his  name,  and  by  his  authority, 
Capt.  Neivcaftle  went  on  that  rneflage,  as  we  never  interfered  there- 
in, in  any  manner  whatever,  and  were  not  informed  the  particular 
bufmefs  he  was  charged  with.  On  Captain  jtfeivccftl/s  return,  we 
found  by  converfing  with  him,  he  had  given  fome  offence  to  Ge- 
neral Jobnfon,  and  we  have  fince  had  caufe  to  apprehend  f  that 
fome  gentlemen  in  higher  ftations,  have  been  informed,  that  we 
had  fent  Newcaftle  on  this  meflage,  and  given  him  matters  in 
charge,  to  be  privately  tranfacled  with  the  Indians,  after  it  was 
known  to  us  that  the  king  had,  by  a  fpeeial  commiflion,  autho- 
rized Sir  William  Johnfon  to  negotiate  all  matters  of  a  public  con- 
cern with  them ;  but  as  we  had  not  given  any  occafion  fcr  fuch  a 
charge,  nor  were  any  way  concerned  in  fending  that  meflage,  it 
affords  us  a  particular  pleafure,  that  the  Governor  has  given  u^» 
fo  favourable  an  opportunity  of  clearing  ourfelves  from  this  unjuic 
cenfure,  and  we  hope  that  this  ingenuous  account  of  our  conduct,, 
in  the  courfe  of  this  bufmefs  before  the  Governor's  arrival,  will 
fully  evince  that  we  proceeded  therein  on  juft  motives,  and  with 
the  regard  due  from  us  to  the  Governor  of  this  province. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  Governor,  that  on  his  arrival  here, 
fome  of  us  waited  on  him,  and  one  of  us  aflured  him  of  our  fm~

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cere  defire  to  proceed  in  contributing  our  afliftance  towards  the 
refloration  of  peace,  in  a  manner  moft  agreeable  to  him,  and  ccn- 
fiftent  with  our  characters  and  ftations.  He  was  then  pleafecf  to 
declare  his  approbation  of  our  purpofe ;  and  when  we  waited  on 
him  with  our  addrefs,  before  the  fecond  treaty  of  Eaftony  the  Go- 
vernor, by  his  anfwer,*  declared  his  approbation  of  our  pro- 
ceedings, and  his  being  willing  to  receive  the  prefent  we  prepared, 
and  invited  us  to  attend  the  treaty :  we  had  reafon  to  conclude, 
that  our  conduct  there  had  given  the  Governor  no  occafion  of 
offence  ;  as,  after  the  bufmefs  was  finifhed,  on  our  acknowledging 
his  integrity  and  candour  in  the  public  tranfaftions  there  ;f  he 
gave  us  fuch  an  anfwer  as  fully  exprefled  his  being  well  pleafed 
with  us  j  and  the  Secretary  and  Provincial  Interpreter  very  libe*. 
rally  declared  their  fatisfacHon  and  approbation  of  our  conduct ; 
and  the  latter  fully  teftified  that  we  had  thereby  evidently  pror 
moted  the  public  intereft,  and  been  inftrumental  in  bringing  the 
bufmefs  fo  far  towards  the  deiired  iflue. 

From  that  time  till  the  late  treaty  at  Lancajler,  we  know  of  no 
part  of  our  proceedings,  which  could  difpleafe  the  Governor,  un- 
lefs  our  application  to  the  Secretary,  for  an  infpection  of  the  re- 
cords, in  his  office,  had  that  unexpected  effect.  J^eft  that  mould 
be  the  cafe,  and  the  intention  and  manner  of  that  application  be 
mifreprefented  by  any  of  the  Proprietaries'  Agents,  and  others  en- 
gaged with  them  in  the  meafures,  which  have  contributed  to  the 
prefent  unhappy  circumflances  of  this  province,  we  think  it  necef- 
fary  to  inform  the  Governor,  that  this  province  was  fettled  on 
terms  very  different  from  moft  of  the  other  colonies ;  the  firft  ad- 
venturers were  men  of  fubflance  and  reputation,  who  purchafed 
the  lands  of  the  Proprietor  j  and  as  he  obliged  himfelf,  and  his 
heirs,  by  an  exprefs  covenant,  contained  in  their  original  deeds, 
"  To  clear  the  land  from  all  titles,  claims,  or  demands  of  the  Indian 
natives,  or  any  other  perfons  whatfoever ;"  they  agreed  to  pay  an 
annual  quit-rent,  more  than  fufficient  to  enable  him  to  fatisfy  the 
Indians,  and  obtain  a  peaceable  pofleffion  of  the  land  ;  and  during 
the  lives  of  our  firft  Proprietor,  and  the  firft  fettlers,  we  believe 
this  was  faithfully  performed,  and  fo  large  a  balance  remained, 
towards  making  further  purchafes,  as  the  fettlement  of  the  coun- 
try increafed,  that  any  attempt  to  elude  the  original  intention  -and 
agreement  of  honeftly  purchafing  the  land  of  the  people,  who 
had  a  native  right  in  it,  will  be  ever  condemned  by  all  impartial 
and  honeft  men.

his  conduct  was  iatisfadory  to  us,  and  that  he  fnould  endeavour  to  act  io  upon  all  oc- 
cafious,  a  a  to  defer  ve  our  eflceai,  &c. 
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At  the  fecond  treaty,  at  Eafton,  the  Governor,  by  his  candid 
and  ingenuous  treatment  of  the   Indians  (as  the   Mohawks  fince 
aptly  expreiTed  it)  "  Put  his  hand  into  Teedyufcungs  bofom,  and  was 
fo  fuccefsful  as  to  draw  out  the  fecret ;  which  neither  Sir  William 
Johnfon,  nor  the  Six  Nations  could  do."    From  that  time  it  was 
generally  known,  that  one  caufe  of  the  alienation  of  their  friend- 
ihip  was  fome  injuftice  they  had  received,  or  fuppofed  to  be  done 
them,  in  the  purchafes  and  running  out  of  their  lands.     They 
complained  of  divers  kinds  of  frauds,  which  had  been  committed, 
repeatedly  urged,  that  an  impartial  enquiry  ihould  be  made  into 
the  grounds  of  their  complaints,  by  fearching  all  our  records,  and 
by  the  ftrong  motives  of  a  regard  to  our  temporal  and  eternal  in- 
tereft,  urged  the  Governor  to  give  liberty  to  all  perfons  and  friends 
to  fearch  into  thgfe  matters.     Thus  we   thought  ourfelves  under 
the  ftrongeft  obligations  to  make  all  the  enquiry  in  our  power, 
into  the  true  ftate  of  the  Indian  claims,  whether  or  not  fuch  care 
had  been  taken  to  purchafe,  and  pay  them  for  the  lands,  as  the 
Proprietaries'  Agents  had  conftantly  aflerted.    The  right  many  of 
\is  who  hold  large  tra6ts  of  land  under  the  firft  fettlers,  the  Go- 
vernor's repeated  .declarations,  both  in  public  and  private,  that 
thofe  matters  mould  be  honeftly  and  fully  enquired  into,  and  the 
Indians'  injunctions  that  this  (Jjould'be  done,  not  only  by  the  per- 
fons thus  complained  of,  or  their  Agents,  but  by  others  likewife 
interefted  therein,  united  in  engaging  our  particular  attention,  and 
gave  us  a  reafonable  profpecl:  of  meeting  with  the  Governor's  ap- 
probation ;  and  though  the  Secretary  refufed  to  permit  us  to  pro- 
ceed therein,  by   infpecl:ing  the  records  in  his  office,  we  dill  had 
caufe  to  think  our  farther  application  to  the  neceflary  and  import- 
ant concern  of  regaining  peace,  was  not  contrary  to  the  Govern- 
or's inclination,  as  on  our  informing  him  of  our  intention  to  at- 
tend the  treaty  at  Lancafter^  and  our  willingnefs  to  contribute  to- 
wards the  expenfes  of  the  prefent,  to  be  given  to  the  I-ndians  there, 
the  Governor  with  the  utmoft  readinefs  exprefied  his  approbation 
of  our  propofal  j  and   we  are   not   confcious   of  having,  at   that 
treaty,  or  frnce,  given  the  lead  occafion  for  the  alteration  of  his 
conduct  towards  us ;  which  from  the  anfwer  now  received,  and 
the  converfation  confequent  thereon,  we  have  occafion  to  obferve. 

We  have  no  views  inconfiilent  with  the  honour  of  our  gracious 
king,  and  the  intereft  of  our  country,  both  which  we  iiricerdy 
endeavour  to  promote ;  we  have  heartily  defired  that  people  of 
every  denomination,  in  the  province,  would  unite  in  the  lame 
good  purpofe,  and  particularly  in  this  bufinefs,  that  the  fame  har- 
mony and  good  underftanding,  which  fubfifted  between  the  firft 
fettlers  of  the  province  and  the  natives,  might  be  revived  and 

maintained 
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maintained,  and  we  have  happily  fucceeded  with  feveral  religious 
focieties,  who  have  railed  funds,  and  are  ready  to  apply  them  to- 
wards refloring  peace :  and,  if  the  complaints  of  the  Indians  ap- 
pear to  be  juft,  and  the  Proprietaries  and  their  Agents  mould  re- 
fufe  to  make  them  fuch  fatisfaction  as,  in  juftice,  they  ought  to 
have,  rather  than  the  lives  of  our  fellow-fubjects  mould  be  facri- 
ficed,  their  properties  deftroyed,  and  fo  large  a  part  of  the  king's 
dominions  laid  wafte,  they  will  freely  join  with  us,  in  contributing 
towards  the  fatisfying  fuch  juft  claims  of  the  Indians,  or  at  leaft, 
to  pacify  them,  till  the  immediate  authority  of  the  king,  of  whofe 
juftice  and  paternal  care  we  have  not  the  leaft  doubt,  can  be  in- 
terpofed,  and  juftice,  equity  and  mercy  be  again  reftored  and 
maintained  amongft  us. 

And,  if  we  are  now  fo  happy  as  to  convince  the  Governor  of 
the  integrity  of  our  intentions  and  conduct,  we  mall  have  reafon 
to  hope,  he  will  concur  with  us,  in  taking  the  firft  opportunity 
of  convincing  the  nobleman  he  has  named,  that  it  muft  be  from 
fome  unjuft  reprefentations,  that  he  was  induced  to  think,  "  We 
had  prefumed  to  treat  with  foreign  princes,  or  by  acting  as  medi- 
ators, between  the  government  and  an  independent  people,  in- 
vaded the  king's  prerogative  royal."  We  apprehend,  our  duty  to 
God  and  the  king  has  engaged  us  in  this  bufmefs ;  and  fome  of 
the  good  effects  thereof  have  already  appeared  j  we,  therefore, 
now  again  offer  the  Governor,  to  contribute  fomething  confidera- 
ble  towards  the  prefent  neceffary  to  be  made  to  the  Indians^  at  the 
cnfuing  treaty,  and  by  our  perfonal  attendance  to  improve  the 
confidence  and  good  opinion  thefe  people  have  of  us,  to  the  pub- 
lic benefit. 

Should  the  Governor  perfift  in  refufmg  to  accept  our  prefent, 
we  affure  him,  we  (hall  not,  by  any  part  of  our  conduct,  give  any 
juft  occafion  to  charge  us  with  a  difrefpe&ful  conduct  toward* 
him,  and  we  defire  our  attendance,  at  the  treaty,  may  not  be  con- 
fidered  as  fuch.  The  bufmefs  to  be  tranfacted  there  is  of  fo  much 
confequence  to  the  lives,  liberties,  and  properties  of  the  people 
of  this  province,  that  mould  we  omit  to  attend  there,  and  depend 
on  the  Governor  and  the  King's  Agent,  receiving  all  their  infor- 
mation, on  this  important  occafion,  from  the  Proprietaries'  Agents 
and  others,  who  have,  for  fome  years  paft,  been  concerned  in  the 
tranfacting  Indian  affairs,  we  ihould  be  deficient  of*  our  duty,  as 
Chriftlans  and  Engljfljmeny  denominations,  we  hold  more  dear  to 
us,  than  any  ether  titles,  or  appellations,  whatfoever.

IHRISTIAN  FREDERICK  POST  was  a  plain,  honeft,  re- 
ligiouily  difpofed  German,  and  one  of  the  Moravian  brethren  ;  who, 
from  a  confcientious  opinion  of  duty,  formerly  had  lived  among 
the  Mohiccon  Indians,  with  a  view  to  convert  them  to  Chriftianity. 

He  had  married  twice  among  them,  and  lived  with  them  feven- 
teen  years.  It  was  a  dangerous  undertaking  ;  and  though  he  was 
an  illiterate  perfon,  and  his  narrative  feemingly  artlefs  and  un- 
couth, yet  being  a  man  of  fmcerity,  acquainted  with  the  Indian 
manners,  and  the  importance  of  the  affair,  at  that  time,  being 
very  interefting,  the  Indian  cuftom  of  treating  on  public  affairs 
snay  thereby  partly  appear,  and  be  entertaining.  The  event  mewed 
the  propriety  of  ufmg  reafon,  and  friendly  treatment,  or  true  po- 
licy, towards  the  Indians,  in  preference  to  force,  or  violence, 
when  it  may  be  done  :  the  former  of  which  had  fo  long  been  fuc- 
cefsfully  ufed  by  the  more  early  fettlers  of  Pennfylvania,  and  the 
.latter  fo  lately  attended  with  unhappy  confequences,  &c. 

THE  JOURNAL,  &c. 

July  the  1 5th,  1758. — This  day  I  received  orders  from  his  ho- 
nour, the  Governor,  to  fet  out  on  my  intended  journey,  and  pro- 
ceeded as  far  as  German  Town,  where  I  found  all  the  Indians 
drunk.*  Willamegicken  returned  to  Philadelphia,  for  a  horfe,  that 
was  promifed  him. 

1 6th.  This  day  I  waited  for  the  faid  Willamegic'ken  till  near 

ftoon,  and  when  he  came,  being  very  drunk,*  he  could  proceed 
fto  further,  fo  that  I  left  him,  and  went  to  Bethlehem.^ 

July 

*  All  Indians  arc  cxceflive  fond  of  rum,  and  will  be  drunk  whenever  they  can 
get  it. 

t  The  Moravian  Brethren'*  fetU^ment* 
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July  i  yth.   I  arrived  at  Bethlehem,  and  prepared  for  my  journey- 

1 8th.  I  read  over  both  the  laft  treaties,  that  at  Eafion,  and 

that  at  Philadelphia,  and  made  myfelf  acquainted  with  the  particu- 
lars of  each. 

J9th.  With  much  difficulty  I  perfuaded  the  Indians  to  leave 

Bethlehem,  and  travelled  this  day  no  further  than  Hayes's,  having 
a  hard  mower  of  rain. 

2cth.  Arrived  at  fort  Allen. 

2 1  ft.  I  called  my  company  together,  to  know  if  we  mould 

proceed.  They  complained  they  were  fick,  and  mull  reft  that  day. 
This  day,  I  think,  Teedyufcung  laid  many  obftacles  in  my  way,  and 
was  very  much  againft  my  proceeding :  he  faid,  he  was  afraid  I 
Jhould  never  return  -9  and  that  the  Indians  would  kill  me.  About 
dinner  time  two  Indians  arrived  from  Wyoming,  with  an  account 
that  Teedyufcung  $>  fon,  Hans  Jacob,  was  returned,  and  brought 
news  from  the  French  and  Allegheny  Indians.  Tcedyufcimg  then 
called  a  Council,  and  propofed  that  I  fliould  only  go  to  Wyomingy 
and  return,  with  the  melTage  his  foil  had  brought,  to  Philadelphia. 
I  made  anfwer,  that  it  was  too  late,  that  he  mould  have  propofed 
that  in  Philadelphia ;  for  that  the  writings  containing  my  orders 
were  fo  drawn,  as  obliged  me  to  go,  though  I  mould  lofe  my  life. 

22d.  I  defired  my  companions  to  prepare  to  fet  out,  upon 

which  Teedyufcung  called  them  all  together  in  the  fort,  and  pro- 
tefted  againft  my  going.  His  reafons  were,  that  he  was  afraid 
the  Indians  would  kill  me,  or  the  French  get  me ;  and  if  thafc 
Ihould  be  the  cafe  he  mould  be  very  forry,  and  did  not  know  what 
he  mould  do.  I  gave  for  anfwer,  «  that  I  did  not  know  what 
to  think  of  their  conduct.  It  is  plain,  faid  I,  that  the  French  have 
a  public  road*  to  your  towns,  yet  you  will  not  let  your  own  flefti 
and  blood,  the  Englijh,  come  near  them ;  which  is  very  hard : 
and  if  that  be  the  cafe,  the  French  muft  be  your  mafters."  I  ad- 
ded, that,- if  I  died  in  the  undertaking,  it  would  be  as  much  for 
the  Indians  as  the  EngliJJj,  and  that  I  hoped  my  journey  would  be 
of  this  advantage,  that  it  would  be  the  means  of  faving  the  lives 
of  many  hundreds  of  the  Indians :  therefore,  I  was  refolved  to  go 
forward,  taking  my  life  in  my  hand,  as  one  ready  to  part  with  it  for 
their  good.  Immediately  after  I  had  fpoken  thus,  three  rofe  up 
and  offered  to  go  with  me  the  neareft  way ;  and  we  concluded  to 
go  through  the  inhabitants,  under  the  Blue  mountains  to  fort  AU* 
gujla,  on  Sufquahanna ;  where  we  arrived  the  25th. 

It  gave  me  great  pain  to  obferve  many  plantations  deferted  and 
laid  wafte  j  and  I  could  not  but  reflect  on  the  diftrefs,  the  poor 

owners 

*  An  Indian  expreffion  meaning  free  admiflion, 
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owners  muft  be  drove  to,  who  once  lived  in  plenty  •,  and  I  prayed 
the  Lord  to  re  it  ore  peace  and  profperity  to  the  dlftrelTed. 

At  fort  Aitgujia  we  were  entertained  very  kindly,  had  our  horfes 
fhod,  and  one  being  lame,  we  exchanged  for  another.  Here  we 
received,  by  Indians  from  Diahogo,*  the  difagreeable  news  that  our 
army  was,  as  they  faid^  entirely  cut  off  at  Ticomleroga^  which  dif- 
couraged  One  of  my  companions,  Lappopetungs  fon,  fo  much, 
that  he  would  proceed  no  further.  Shamokln  Daniel  here  aiked  me, 
if  I  thought  he  mould  be  fatisfied  for  his  trouble  in  going  with 
me.  I  told  him  every  body,  that  did  any  fervice  for  the  province, 
I  thought,  would  be  paid. 

-  27th.  They  furnifhed  us  here  with  every  neceflary  for  our 
journey,  and  we  fet  out  with  good  courage.    After  we  rode  about 
ten  miles,  we  were  caught  in  a  hard  guft  of  rain. 

-  28th.  We  came  to  Wekeeponall^  where  the  road  turns  off 
for   Wyoming,  and  flept  this  night  at  ^hteenajhaiuakee. 

—  —  29thi  We  croiTed  the  Sitfqbahanna  over  the  Big  I/land.  My 
companions  were  now  very  fearful,  and  this  night  went  a  great 
way  out  of  the  road,  to  fleep  without  fire,  but  could  not  fleep  for 
the  mufquetoes  and  vermin. 

-  30th  &  31(1.  We  were  glad  it  was  day,  that  we  might  fet 
out.     We  got  upon  the  mountains,  and  had  heavy  rains  all  night. 
The  heavens  alone  were  our  covering,  and  we  accepted  of  all  that 
was  poured  down  from  thence. 

A.uguft  i  ft.  We  faw  three  hoops  f  on  a  bum;  to  one  of  them 
there  remained  fonie  long  white  hair.  Our  horfes  left  us,  I  fuppofe, 
jnot  being  fond  of  the  dry  food  on  the  mountains  :  with  a  good 
deal  of  trouble  we  found  them  again.  We  flept  this  night  on  the 
fame  mountain. 

-  2d.  We  came  acrofs  feVeral  places  where  two  poles,  painted 
red,  were  ftuck  in  the  ground  by  the  Ifidiatis,  to  which  they  tye 
the  prifoners,  when  they  ftop  at  night,  in  their  return  from  their 
incurfions.     We  arrived  tliis  night  at   Shinglimubee9    where  was 
another  of  the  fame  pods.     It  is  a  difagreeable  and  melancholy 
fight,  to  fee  the  means  they  make  ufe  of,  according  to  their  favagd 
•way,  to  diftrefs  others. 


-  3d.  We  came  to  a  part  of  a  river  called  Tebeecy  over 
mountains,  a  very  bad  road.

An  Indian  fettkment  towards  the  heads  of  Sufquahanna, 
1    i.itile  hoops  on  which  the  Indians  ftretch  anJ  drefs  the  raw  f<<aJp^ 
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Auguft  4th.  We  loft  one  of  our  horfes,  and  with  much  dif- 
ficulty found  him,  but  were  detained  a  whole  day  on  that  account. 

I  had  much  converfation  with  Pifquetumen  ;*  of  which  I  think  to 
inform  myfelf  further  when  I  get  to  my  journey's  end. 

5th<  We  fet  out  early  this  day,  and  made  a  good  long  ftretch, 

crofling  the  big  river  Tobcco,  and  lodged  between  two  mountains. 
I  had  the  misfortune  to  lofe  my  pocket  book  with  three  pounds 
five  ihi!!ings,f  and  fundry  other  things.  What  writings  it  con- 
tained were  illegible  to  any  body  but  myfelf. 

~- 6th.  We  palled  all  the  mountains,  and  the  big  river,  VScfiu- 

waucks,  and  crcfled  a  fine  meadow  two  miles  in  length,  where 
we  flept  that  night,  having  nothing  to  eat. 

— 7th.  We  came  in  fight  of  fort  Venango,  belonging  to  the 

French,  fituate  between  two  mountains,  in  a  fork  of  the  Ohio  river. 
I  prayed  the  Lord  to  blind  them,  as  he  did  the  enemies  of  Lot  and 
Ell/Jja,  that  I  might  pafs  Unknown .  When  we  arrived,  the  fort 
being  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  we  hallooed,  and  defired  them 
to  fetch  us  over -,  which  they  were  afraid  to  do  •,  but  (hewed  us  a 
place  where  we  might  ford.  We  flept  that  night  within  half  gun 
(hot  of  the  fort. 

8th.  This  morning  I  him  ted  for  my  hcrfe,  round  the  fort, 

within  ten  yards  of  it.  The  Lord  heard  my  prayer,  and  I  pafled 
unknown  till  we  had  mounted  our  horfes  to  go  off,  when  two 
Frenchmen  came  to  take  leave  of  the  Indians,  and  were  much  fur- 
prifed  at  feeing  me,  but  faid  nothing. 

By  what  I  could  learn  of  Pifquetutnen,  and  the  Indians,  who 
went  into  the  fort,  the  garrifon  confided  of  only  fix  men,  and  an 
dfficer  blind  of  one  eye.  They  enquired  much  of  the  Indians 
concerning  the  Englijh,  whether  they  knew  of  any  party  coming 
to  attack  them,  of  which  they  were  very  apprehenfive. 

o.th.  Heavy  rains  all  night  and  day :  we  flept  on  fwampy 

.ground. 

. loth.  We  imagined  we  were  near  K uJJjktt/Jjkee  <  and  having 

travelled  three  miles,  we  met  three  Frenchmen,  who  appeared  ve- 
ry ihy  of  us,  but  faid  nothing  more  than  to  enquire,  whether  we 
knew  of  any  Englijb  coming  againft  fort  Venango. 

After  we  travelled  two  mile-s  farther,  we  met  with  an  Indian, 
and  one  that  I  took  to  be  a  runagade  Englijb  Indian  trader ;  he 
fpoke  good  Englifi,  was  very  curious  in  examining  every  thing, 

particularly 

*  An  Indian  Chief,  that  travelled  with  him. 
4-  The  money  »f  Pennfylvanla,  being  paper,  is  chiefly  carried  in  pocket  books. 
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particularly  the  filver  medal  about  Pifquitumen's  neck.  He  ap- 
peared by  his  countenance  to  be  guilty.  We  enquired  of  them 
where  we  were,  and  found  we  were  loft,  and  within  twenty  miles 
of  fort  Duquefne.  We  flruck  out  of  the  road  to  the  right,  and 
flept  between  two  mountains  5  and  being  dcftitute  of  food,  two 
went  to  hunt,  and  the  others  to  feek  a  road,  but  to  no  purpofe. 

^i  ith.  We  went  to  the  place  were  they  had  killed  two  deers, 

and  Pifquetumen  and  I  roafted  the  meat.  Two  went  tp  hunt  for 
the  road,  to  know  which  way  we  fhould  go  :  one  came  back,  and 
had  found  a  road  j  the  other  loll  himfelf, 

-1 2th.  The  reft  of  us  hunted  fqr  him,'  but  in  vain  ;  fo,  as  we 

could  not  find  him,  we  concluded  to  fet  off,  leaving  fuch  marks, 
that,  if  he  returned,  he  might  know  which  way  to  follow  us  \ 
and  we  left  him  fome  meat.  We  came  to  the  river  Conaquonajhon^ 
where  was  a^n  o!4  Indian  town,  We  were  then  fjfteen  miles  from 
Kujhkufikee. 

There  we  ftopt,  and  fent  forward  Pifquetumen  with  four  firings 
of  wampum  to  apprize  the  tqwn  of  our  cording,*  with  this  meffagc : 

"  Brother,f  thy  brethren  are  come  a  great  way,  and  want  to 
fee  thee,  at  thy  fire,  to  fmoak  that  good  tobacco^  which  our  good 
grandfathers  ufed  to  fmoak.  Turn  thy  eyes  once  more  upon  that 
road,  by  which  I  came.§  I  bring  thee  words  of  great  confequence 
from  the  Governor,  and  people  of  Pennsylvania,  and  from  the 
king  of  England.  Now  I  defire  thee  to  call  all  the  kings  and 
captains  from  all  the  towns,  that  none  may  be  miffing.  I  do  not 
defire  that  my  words  may  be  hid,  or  fpoken  under  cover.  I  want 
to  fpeak  loud,  that  all  the  Indians  may  hear  me.  1  hope  thou  wilt 
bring  me  on  the  road,  an4  lead  me  into  the  town.  I  blind  t^je 
French,  that  they  may  not  fee  me,  and  ftop  their  ears,  that  they 
may  not  hear  the  great  news  I  bring  you." 

About  noon  we  met  fome  $hau}an*fet  that  ufed  to  live  at  Wyo- 
ming. They  knew  me,  and  received  me  very  kindly.  I  faluted 
them,  and  aflured  them  the  government  of  Pennfyhania  wiihed 
them  well,  and  wifh~d  to  live  in  peace  and  friendihip  with  them. 
Before  we  came  to  the  town,  two  men  came  to  meet  us  and  lead

$  I.  £.  Call  to  mind  our  ancient  friendly  intcrcourfe. 
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us  in.  King  Beaver  (hewed  us  a  large  houfe  to  lodge  in.*  The  peo- 
ple fo.on  came  and  ihook  hands  with  us.  The  number  was  about 
fixty  young  able  men.  Soon  after  king  Beaver  came  and  told  his 
people,  "  Boys,  hearken,  we  fat  here  without  ever  expelling 
again  to  fee  pur  brethren  the  Engltfb  ;  but  now  one  of  them  is 
brought  before  you,  that  you  may  fee  your  brethren,  the  Englt/b^ 
with  your  own  eyes  ;  and  1  wifli  you  may  take  it  into  confideration." 
Afterwards  he  turned  to  me  and  faid, 

"  Brother,  I  am  very  glad  to  fee  you,  I  never  thought  we 
mould  have  had  the  opportunity  to  fee  one  another  more ;  but 
now  I  am  very  glad,  and  thank  God,  who  has  brought  you  to  us. 
It  is  a  great  fatisfaclion  to  me."  I  faid,  "  Brother,  I  rejoice  in 
my  heax*t,  I  thank  God,  who  has  brought  me  to  you.  I  bring 
you  joyful  news  from  the  Governor  and  people  of  Pennfyfoamd\ 
and  from  your  children,  the  Friends  :\  and,  as  I  have  words  of 
great  confluence  I  will  lay  them  before  you,  when  all  the  kings 
and  captains  are  called  together  from  the  other  towns.  I  wifli 
there  may  not  be  a  man  of  them  miffing,  but  that  they  may  be  all 
here  to  hear." 

In  the  evening  king  Beaver  came  again,  and  told  me,  they  had 
held  a  council,  and  lent  out  to  all  their  towns,  but  it  would  take 
five  days  before  they  could  all  come  together.  I  thanked  him  for 
his  cafe.  Ten  captains  came  and  fainted  me.  One  faid  to  the 
others  ;  *c  We  never  expelled  to  fee  our  brethren  the  Englijb  again, 
but  now  God  has  granted  us  once  more  to '{hake  hands  with  them, 
which  we  will  not  forget."  They  fat  by  my  fire  till  midnight. 

1 4th.  The  people  crowded  to  my  houfe  ;  it  was  full.     "We 

had  much  talk.  Delaware  George  faid,  he  had  not  flept  all  night, 
fo*rnuch  had  he  been  engaged  on  account  of  my  coming.  rlhe 
French  came,  and  would  fpeak  with  me.  There  were  then  fifteen 
of  them  building  houfes  for  the  'Indians.  The  captain  is  gone 
with  fifteen  to  another  town,  He  can  fpeak  the  Indian  tongue 
well.  The  Indians  fay  he  is  a  cunning  fox  ;  that  they  get  a  great 
deal  of  goods  from  the  Preach  >  and  that  the  French  clontli  the 
Indians  every  year,  men,  women  and  children,  and  give  them  as 
much  powder  and  lead  as  they  want. 

1  ^th.     Beaver  king  was  informed,  that   feedytt/aatg  had 

faid  h.e  had  turned  the  hatchet  againft  the  French,  by  Advice  of 
the  Mkgptty  Indians ;  this  he  blamed,  as  they  had  never  lent  him 
fuch  advice.  But  being  informed  it  was  'his1  own  doing,  without 
iiny  perfuafion  of  the  Governor,  he  was  eaiy  on  that  head.  De- 
laware 

*  Every  Indian  town  has  a  large  cabbln  for  the  entertainment  of  ftrangcrs  by  the 
public  hofpitality. 
f  That  is,  the  Bunkers,  for  v/hom  the  Indians  have  a  parLcvJjir  regard. 
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laivare  Daniel  prepared  a  dinner,  to  which  he  invited  me,  and  all 
the  kings  and  captains ;  and  when  I  came,  he  faid,  "  Brother, 
we  are  as  glad  to  fee  you  among  us,  as  if  we  dined  with  the  Go- 
vernor and  people  in  Philadelphia.  We  have  thought  a  great  deal 
iince  you  have  been  here.  We  never  thought  fo  much  before."* 
I  thanked  them  for  their  kind  reception  •,  I  laid,  it  was  fomething 
great,  that  God  had  fpared  our  lives,  to  fee  one  another  again, 
m  the  old  brother-like  love  and  friendfhip.  There  were  in  all 
thirteen,  who  dined  together. 

In  the  evening  they  danced  at  my  fire,  firft  the  men,  and  then 
the  women,  till  after  midnight. 

On  the  1 6th,  the  king  and  the  captains  called  on  me  privately. 
They  wanted  to  hear* what  Teedyufcung  had  faid  of  them,  and  beg- 
ged me  to  take  out  the  writings.  I  read  to  them  what  Tfedyufcung 
had  faid,  and  told  them,  as  Teedyufcung  had  faid  he  would  fpeak 
fo  loud,  that  al}  at  Allegheny^  and  beyond,  lliould  hear  it,  I  would 
conceal  nothing  from  them.  They  faid,  they  never  fent  any  fuch 
advice  (as  above  mentioned)  to  Teedyufcung]  nor  ever  fent  a  mef- 
fage  at  ail  to  the  government ;  and  now  the  French  were  here, 
their  captain  would  come  to  hear,  and  this  would  make  difturbance. 
I  then  told  them  I  would  read  the  reft,  and  leave  out  that  part, 
and  they  might  tell  the  kings  and  captains  of  it,  when  they  came 
together. 

i  yth.  Early  this  morning  they  called  all  the  people  toge- 
ther to  clean  the  place,  where  they  intended  to  hold  the  council, 
it  being  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  Kujbkv/hkee  is  divided  into 
four  towns,  each  at  a  diihince  from  the  others ;  and  the  whole 
conlifis  of  about  ninety  houfes,  and  two  hundred  able  warriors. 

About  noon  two  public  meiTengers  arrived  from  the  Indians  at 
fort  Dujuefne  and  the  other  towns.  They  brought  three  large 
belts  and  two  bundles  of  firings  ;f  there  came  with  them  a  French 
captain,  and  fifteen  men.  The  two  meflengers  infifted  that  I 
ijiould  go  with  them  to  fort  Duquef/ie  /  that  there  were  Indians  of 
eight  nations,  who  wanted  to  hear  rne  j  that  if  I  brought  good  news, 
they  inclined  to  leave  off  war,  and  live  in  friendship  with  the  En- 
£///£'.  The  above  me  Hungers  being  Indian  captains,  were  very 

furly. 

*  That  is,  we  Igok  on  your  coming  as  a  matter  of  Importance,  i*  engages  c'ur  at- 
tention. 

f  Thefe  belts  and  firings  are  made  of  fhell-beads,  called  luatapunr.  The  ii-^r- 
ferves,  among  the  Indians,  as  money;  of  it  they  alfo  make  their  necklaces,  bracelets, 
alii  other  ornaments.  Bjlts  and  firings  of  it  are  ufed  in  all  public  negotiations ;  to 
each  belt  or  firing  there  is  connected  a  meflage,  fpeech,  or  part  of  a  fpeeui,  to  b;' 
delivered  with  a  belt  by  the  mefTenger,  or  fpeaker  Thefe  belts  alfo  ferve  for  records, 
being  worked  with  figures,  conipofed  of  beads  of  different  colours,  to  alliit  the  iae- 
mury. 
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furly.  When  I  went  to  {hake  hands  with  one  of  them,  he  gave  me 
his  little  finger  *?  the  other  withdrew  his  hand  entirely  ;  upon  which 
I  appeared  as  flout  as  either,  and  withdrew  my  hand  as  quick  as 
I  could.  Their  rudenefs  to  me  was  taken  very  ill  by  the  other  cap- 
tains, who  treated  them  in  the  fame  manner  in  their  turn. 

I  told  them  my  order  was  to  go  to  the  Indian  towns,  kings  and 
captains,  and  not  to  the  Frtneh ;  that  the  EnglijJj  were  at  war 
with  the  French,  but  not  with  thofe  Indians,  who  withdrew  from 
the  French,  and  would  be  at  peace  with  the  Englifj. 

King  Beaver  invited  me  to  his  houfe  to  dinner,  and  afterwards 
he  invited  the  French  captain,  and  faid  before  the  Frenchman,  that 
the  Indians  were  very  proud  to  fee  one  of  their  brothers,  the  En** 
gl't/h,  among  them  ;  at  which  the  French  captain  appeared  low  fpi- 
fited,  and  feemed  to  eat  his  dinner  with  very  little  appetite. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Indian  kings  and  captains  called  me  afide, 
and  defired  me  to  read  them  the  writings  that  I  had.  Firft  I  read 
part  of  the  Eajlon  treaty  to  them  *,  but  they  presently  flopped  me, 
;md  would  not  hear  it ;  I  then  began  with  the  articles  of  peace 
made  with  the  Indians  there.  They  (lopped  me  again,  and  faid, 
they  had  nothing  to  fay  to  any  treaty,  or  league,  of  peace,  made 
at  Ecf6n%  nor  had  any  thing  to  do  with  ^ecdyufcimg  ;  that,  if  I 
had  nothing  to  fay  to  them  from  the  government,  or  Governor, 
they  would  have  nothing  to  fay  to  me  ;  and  farther  faid,  they  had 
hitherto  been  at  war  with  the  Ettgfijb,  and  had  never  expefted  to 
be  at  peace  with  them  again  5  and  that  there  were  fix  of  their  men 
now  gone  to  war  againfl  them  with  other  Indians ;  that  had  there 
been  peace  between  us,  thofe  men  fhould  not  have  e;one  to  war.  X 
then  f  he  wed  them  the  belts  and  firings  from  the  Governor ;  and 
they  again  told  me  to  lay  aiide  Teedyitfcung,  and  the  peace  made 
by  him ;  for  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.*  I  defired 
them  to  fu'ffer  me  to  produce  my  papers,  and  I  would  read  what 
I  had  to  fay  to  them, 

r8th.  Delaware  George  is  very  active  in  endeavouring  to  cfla- 

blilh  a  peace.  I  believe  he  is  in  earncfl.  Hitherto  they  have  all 
Created  me  kindly, 

In  the  afternoon,  all  the  kings  and  captains  were 'called  together, 
and  fent  for  ine  to  their  council.  King  Beaver  tirft  addrefled  him- 
felf  to  the  captains  j  and  afterwards  fnoke  to  me,  as  follows : 

"  Brother, 

*  The  peace  irKidj  with  Teedjufctag,  was  for  the  Df'nvn res,  £cc.  on  Sufquabanna  oir'y, 
and  did  not  include  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio ;  they  having  no  deputies  at  the  treaty.  But 
tit-  had  promifcd  to  bullvo  to  them,  that  is,  fend  meflcngers  to  them,  and  caclciivouv  to 
dray?  them  ijr.o  tiu-  peace,  v:hkh  he  uc:cr;'i:;r]y  did. 
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«  Brother,  you  have  been  here  now  five  clays  by  our  fire.*  We 
have  fent  to  ail  the  kings  and  captains,  defiling  them  to  come  to  our 
fire  and  hear  the  good  news  you  brought.  Yefterday  they  fent 
two  captains  to  acquaint  us,  they  were  glad  to  hear  our  Engll/h  bro- 
ther was  come  among  us,  and  were  defirous  to  hear  the  good 
news  he  brought ;  and  fince  there  are  a  great  many  nations  that 
went  to  fee  our  brother,  they  have  invited  us  to  their  fire,  that 
they  may  hear  us  all.  Now,  brother,  We  have  but  one  great  fire  j 
fo,  brother,  by  this  firing  we  will  take  you  in  our  arms,  and  de- 
liver you  into  the  arms  of  the  other  kings,  and  when  we  have 
called  all  the  nations  there,  we  will  heat  the  good  news,  you  have* 
brought."  Delivers  four  firings. 

King  Beaver,  Shingds,  and  Delaware  George,  fpoke  as  follows  s 

«  Brother,  we  alone  cannot  make  a  peace ;  it  would  be  of  no 
fignification  5  for,  as  all  the  Indians,  from  the  fun-rife  to  the  fun* 
fct,  are  united  in  a  body,  it  is  neceiTary  that  the  whole  fhould 
join  in  the  peace,  or  it  can  be  no  peace  ;  and  we  can  aflure  you, 
all  the  Indians,  a  great  way  from  this,  even  beyond  the  lakes,  are 
defirous  of,  and  wifh  for  a  peace  with  the  Englijh,  and  have  defired 
us,  as  we  are  the  neareft  of  kin,  if  we  fee  the  Englljh  incline  to 
a  peace,  to  hold  it  faft." 

On  the  Ipth,  all  the  people  gathered  together,  men,  women, 
and  children  •,  and  king  Beaver  defired  me  to  read  to  them  the  news 
I  had  brought,  and  told  me  that  all  the  able  men  would  go  with 
me  to  the  ether  town.  I  complied  with  his  defire,  and  they  ap- 
peared very  much  pleafed  at  every  thing,  till  I  came  to  that  part 
refpecling  the  prisoners.  This  they  cliilikcd ;  for,  they  fry,  it 
appears  very  odd  and  unreafonable  that  We  mould  demand  prifon- 
ers  before  there  is  an  eftablifhed  peace  ;  fuch  an  'unreafonable  de- 
mand makes  us  appear  as  if  we  wanted  brains. 

— — 2oth.  We  fet  out  from  Knftkufiket,  for  Sankonk ;  my  com- 
pany confided  of  twenty-five  horfemen  and  fifteen  foot.  We  ar- 
rived at  Sanko?ik>  in  the  afternoon.  The  people  of  the  town  were 
much  difturbed  at  my  coming,  and  received  me  in  a  very  rough 
manner.  They  furrounded  me  with  drawn  knives  in  their  hands, 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  I  could  hardly  get  along  ;  running  up 
againft  me,  with  their  breads  open,  as  if  they  wanted  fome  pre- 
tence to  kill  me.  I  faw  by  their  countenances  they  fought  my 
death.  Their  f^ces  were  quite  diilofted  with  rage,  and  they  went 
fo  far  as  to  fay,  I  fhould  not  live  long  ;  but  fome  Indians,  with 
whom  I  was  formerly  acquainted,  coming  up,  and  fciluting  me  in 
a  friendly  manner,  their  behaviour  to  me  was  quickly  changed. 

On 

A  fir;,  in  puWic  affairs,  fijniucs,  among;  the  /»./;««•,  a  council. 
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On  the  2fft,  they  fent  Meflengers  to  Fort  'Duqiiefne^  to  let  them 
know  I  was  there,  and  invited  them  to  their  fire.  In  the  after- 
noon, I  read  them  all  my  meflage,  the  French  captain  being  pre- 
fent  j  for  he  dill  continued  with  us  :  upon  which  they  were  more 
kind  to  me.  In  the  evening,  fifteen  more  arrived  here  from  Kujh- 
kujbkee.  The  men  here  now  about  one  hundred  and  twenty. 

•  —  •  —  22d.  Arrived  about  twenty  Shatvahe/e  and  Mingos.  I  read 
to  them  the  meflage  ;  at  which  they  feemed  well  pleafed.  Then 
the  two  kings  came  to  me,  and  fpoke  in  the  following  manner  : 

(t  Brother,  we,  the  Shaiudnefe  and  Mingoss  have  heard  your 
meflage  ;  the  meflenger  we  fent  to  Fort  Duquefne,  is  returned,  and 
tells  us,  there  are  eight  different  nations  there,  who  want  to  hear 
your  meiTage  •,  we  will  con  duel:  you  there,  and  let  both  the  Indians 
and  French  hear  what  our  brothers,  the  Englifli,  have  to  fay." 

I  prqfcefted  again  ft  going  to  Fort  Duquefne9  but  alf  in  vain  ;  for 
they  infilled  on  my  going,  and  faid  that  I  need  not  fear  the  French, 
for  they  would  carry  me  in  their  bofoms,  i.  e.  engage  for  my 
fafety. 

--  231!.  We  fet  off  for  Fort  Duquefney  and  went  no  farther 
this  night  than  Log's  town,  where  I  met  with  four  Shaivanefe, 
who  lived  in  Wyoming  when  I  did.  They  received  me  very  kindly, 
and  called  the  prifoners  to  make  hands  with  me,  as  their  country- 
man, and  gave  me  leave  to  go  into  every  houfe  to  fee  them,  which 
was  done  iri  no  other  town  befides. 

—  -  —  24th.  They  called  to  me,  and  defired  that  I  would  write 
to  the  general  for  them.  The  jealoufy  natural  to  the  Indians  is 
not  to  be  defcribed  ;  for  though  they  wanted  me  to  write  for 
tliem,  they  were  afraid  I  would,  at  the  fame  time,  give  other 
information,  and  this  perplexed  them. 

We  continued  our  journey  to  the  fort  ;  and  arrived  in  fight,  on 
this  fide  the  river,  in  the  afternoon,  and  all  the  Indian  chiefs 
immediately  came  over  ;  they  called  me  into  the  middle,  and  king 
heaver  prciented  me  to  them,  and  faid,  "  Here  is  our  Englifi 
brother,  who  has  brought  great  news."  Two  of  them  rofe  up 
and  fijrnified  they  were  glad  to  fee  me.  But  an  old  deaf  Onotidng* 
Jxd'uiH  rofe  up  and  fignified  his  difpleafurc-  This  Indian  is  much 
difliked  by  the  others  5  he  had  heard  nothing  yet,  that  had  paffed, 
lie  has  lived  here  a  great  while,  and  conflantly  lives  in  the  fort,  and 
is  mightily  attached  to  the  French  ,-  he  fpoke  as  follows,  to  the  Dt- 
lawarn  : 

«  T  ^ 
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"  I  do  not  knew  this  Sivannock  •*  it  may  be  that  you  know  him. 
I,  the  Shawaneff)  and  our  father j-  do  not  know  him.  I  (land  here 
({lamping  his  foot)  as  a  man  on  his  own  ground  ;J  therefore,  I, 
the  Shavuanefe  and  my  father  do  not  like  that  a  Swanncck  come  on 
our  ground."  Then  there  was  filence  awhile,  till  the  pipe  went 
round  ;§  after  that  was  over,  one  of  the  Delaware*  rcfe  up,  and 
fpoke  in  oppofition  to  him  that  fpoke  laft,  and  delivered  himfelf 
as  follows : 

<c  That  man  fpeaks  not  as  a  man  ;  he  endeavours  to  frighten 
us,  by  faying  this  ground  is  his ;  he  dreams  \  he  and  his  father 
have  certainly  drank  too  much  liquor ;  they  are  drunk ;  pray  let 
them  go  to  fleep  till  they  be  fober.  You  do  not  know  what  your 
own  nation  does,  at  home ;  how  much  they  have  to  fay  to  the 
Swannocks.  You  are  quite  rotten.  You  itink.||  You  do  no- 
thing but  fmoke  your  pipe  here.  Go  to  fleep  with  your  father, 
and  when  you  are  fober  we  will  fpeak  to  you." 

After  this  the  French  demanded  me  of  the  Indians.  They  faid 
it  was  a  cuftom  among  the  white  people  when  a  meiTenger  came, 
even  if  it  was  the  Governor,  to  blind  his  eyes,  and  lead  him  into 
the  fort,  to  a  prifon,  or  private  room.  They,  with  fome  of  the 
Indians  infilled  very  much  on  my  being  fent  into  the  fort,  but  to 
no  purpofe  •,  for  the  other  Indians  faid  to  the  French ;  "  It  may 
be  a  rule  among  you,  but  we  have  brought  him  here,  that  all  the 
Indians  might  fee  him,  anc4  hear  what  our  brothers  the  Englifh 
have  to  fay ;  and  we  will  not  fuffer  him  to  be  blinded  and  carried 
into  the  fort."  The  French  ftill  infilled  on  my  being  delivered  to 
them ;  but  the  Indians  defired  them,  to  let  them  hear  no  more 
about  it ;  but  to  fend  them  one  hundred  loaves  of  bread  ;  for  they 
were  hungry. 

25th.  This  morning  early  they  fent  us  over  a  large  bul- 
lock, and  all  the  Indian  chiefs  came  over  again,  and  counielled  a 
great  deal  among  themfelves  •,  then  the  Delaware,  that  handled 
the  old  deaf  Onondago  Indian  fo  roughly  yeflerday,  addrefTed  him- 
ielf  to  him,  in  this  manner ;  a  I  hope,  to  day,  you  are  fober.  I

':<   The  Indians  fmc-.kc  in  their  councils, 

jj    I  nar  ;c.  tr.r  fentimefttfi  you  exprefs,  are  offenfive  to  the  csmpaiiy. 
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am  certain  you  did  not  know  what  you  faid  yefterday.  You  en- 
deavoured to  frighten  us ;  but  know,  ive  are  noiv  men,  and  not  fb 
eafily  frightened.  You  faid  fomething  yefterday  of  the  Sbtrwatiefi  ; 
fee  here  what  they  have  fent  you,"  (prefcnting  him  with  a  large  roll 

cf  tobacco*) 

Then  the  old  deaf  Indian  rofe  up,  and  acknowledged  he  had 
been  in  the  wrong  ;  he  faid,  that  he  had  now  cleaned  himfelf,*  and 
hoped  they  would  forgive  him. 

Then  the  Delaware  delivered  the  meflage,  that  was  fent  by  the 
S&awdnefe,  which  was,  "  That  they  hoped  the  Delawares,  &c. 
would  be  ftrongj-j-  in  what  they  were  undertaking ;  that  they  were 
extremely  proud  to  hear  fuch  good  news  from  their  brothers,  the 
EngHJJj ;  that  whatever  contracts  they  made  with  the  Englifo,  the 
Shaiuanefe  would  agree  to  ;  that  they  were  their  brothers,  and 
that  they  loved  them." 

The  French  whifpered  to  the  Indians,  as  I  imagined,  to  infifl  on 
my  delivering  what  I  had  to  fay,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water. 
Which  they  did  to  no  purpofe,  for  my  company  ftill  infifted  on  a 
hearing  on  this  fide  the  water.  The  Indians  crofled  the  river  to 
council  with  their  Fathers.^  My  company  defired  to  k-now  whe- 
ther they  would  hear  me  or  no.  This  afternoon  three  hundred 
Canadians  arrived  at  the  fort,  and  reported  that  fix  hundred  more 
were  foon  to  follow  them,  and  forty  battoes  laden  with  amunition. 
Some  of  my  party  defired  me  not  to  ftir  from  the  fire  ;  for  that  the 
French  had  offered  a  great  reward  for  my  fcalp,  and  that  there 
were  feveral  parties  out  on  that  purpofe.  Accordingly  I  ftuck 
conftantly  as  clofe  to  the  fire,  as  if  I  had  been  chained  there. 

26th.  The  Indians,  with  a  great  many  of  the  French  officers, 

frame  over  to  hear  what  I  had  to  fay.  The  officers  brought  with 
them  a  table,  pens,  ink  and  paper.  I  fpoke  in  the  middle  of  them' 
with  a  free  confcience,  and  perceived  by  the  look  of  the  French, 
they  were  not  pleafed  with  what  I  faid ;  the  particulars  of  which 
were  as  follows  5  I  fpoke  in  the  name  of  the  government  and  peo- 
ple of  Pcnjihania. 

«  Brethren  at  Allegheny,  We  have  a  long  time  defired  to  fee 
und  hear  from  you  •,  you  know  the  road  was  quite  ilopt  •,  and  we 
did  not  know  how  to  come  through*  We  have  fent  many  meffen- 
gers  to  you  j  but  we  did  not  hear  of  you  •,  now  we  are  very  glad 


"*  That  is,  he  had  changed  his  offenfive  fentimentf. 
|  That  is,  that  they  would  a<5t  vigoroufly. 
i  The  Frtncb,  at  the  fort. 
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\ve  have  found  an  opening  to  come  and  fee  you,  and  to  ipc.ik 
with  you,  and  to  hear  your  true  mind  and  refolution.  We  filute 
you  very  heartily."  A  firing,  No.  i. 

"  Brethren  at  Allegheny,  Take  notice  of  what  I  fay.  You 
know  that  the  bad  fpirit  has  brought  fomething  between  us,  that 
has  kept  us  at  a  diftancc  one  from  another;  I  now,  by  this  belt, 
lake  every  thing  out  of  the  way,  that  the  bad  fpirit  has  brought 
between  us,  and  all  the  jealoufy  and  fearfulncfs  we  had  of  one 
another,  and  whatever  elfe  the  bad  fpirit  might  have  poifoned 
your  heart  and  mind  with,  that  nothing  of  it  may  be  left.  More- 
over let  us  look  up  to  God,  and  beg  for  his  afhitance,  that  he  may 
put  into  our  hearts  what  pleafes  him,  and  join  us  clofe  in  that  bro- 
therly love  and  friendfbip,  which  our  grandfathers  had.  \Ve  aiTure 
you  of  our  love  towards  you."  A  belt  of  eleven  rows. 

"  Brothers  at  Allegheny,  Hearken  to  what  I  fay  ;  we  began  to 
liear  of  you  from  WettemeghilAnki  who  returned  from  AL\\.^:-:r\\ 
We  heard  you  had  but  a  flight  confufed  account  of  us ;  and  did 
not  know  of  the  peace,  we  made  twelve  months  paft,  in  Eaftcn. 
It  was  then  agreed,  that  the  large  belt  of  peace  fhould  be  lent  to 
you  at  Allegheny.  As  thefe  our  two  old  friends  from  Allegheny 
who  are  well  known  to  many  here,  found  an  opening  to  come  to 
our  council  fire,  to  fee  with  their  own  eyes,  to  fit  with  us  face  to 
face,  to  hear  with  their  own  ears,  every  thing  that  has  been  Iranf- 
adtcd  between  us  •,  it  gives  me  and  all  the  people  of  the  province 
great  pleafure  to  fee  them  among  us.  And  I  allure  all  my  brethren 
at  Allegheny  that  nothing  would  pleafe  me,  and  all  the  people  of 
the  province  better,  than  to  fee  our  countrymen  the  Delaivarts 
well  fettled  among  us."  A  belt, 

«  Hearken,  my  brethren  at  Allegheny.  When  we  began  to  make 
peace  with  the  Delawares,  twelve  months  ago,  in  behalf  of  ten 
other  nations,  we  opened  a  road,  and  cleared  the  bufhes  from  the 
blood,  and  gathered  all  the  bones,  on  both  fides,  together ;  and 
when  we  had  brought  them  together,  in  one  heap,  we  could  find 
no  place  to  bury  them  :  we  would  not  bury  them  as  our  grandfa- 
thers did.  They  buried  them  tinder  ground,  where  they  may  be  found 
again.  We  prayed  to  Gocl>  that  he  would  have  mercy  on  us,  and 
take  all  thefe  bones  away  from  us,  and  hide  them,  that  they  might 
never  be  found  any  more  ;  and  take  from  both  fides  all  the  remem- 
brance of  them  out  of  our  heart  and  mind.  And  we  have  a  firm 
confidence,  that  God  will  be  pleated  to  take  all  the  bones  and 
hide  them  from  us,  that  they  may  never  be  remembered  by  us, 
while  we  live,  nor  our  children,  nor  grand  children,  hereafter. 
The  hatchet  was  buried  en  both  fides,  and  large  belts  of  peace 

exchanged. 
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exchanged.  Since  we  have  cleared  every  thing  from  the  heart,  and 
taken  every  thing  out  of  the  way;  now,  my  brethren  at  Allegheny, 
every  one  that  hears  me,  if  you  will  join  with  us,  in  that  brotherly 
love  and  friendfhip,  which  our  grand-fathers  had,  we  aflure  you, 
that  all  pad  offences  mail  be  forgotten,  and  never  more  talked  of 
by  us,  our  children  and  grand  children  hereafter.  This  belt  af- 
fures  you  of  our  fmcerity,  and  honefl  and  upright  heart  towards 
you."  A  belt  of  feven  rows. 

"  Hearken,  brethren  at  Allegheny.  I  have  told  you  that  "we 
really  made  peace  with  part  of  your  nation,  twelve  months  paft  \ 
1  now  by  this  belt  open  the  road  from  Allegheny  to  our  council  Tire, 
where  your  grandfathers  kept  good  councils  with  us,  that  all  may 
pafs  without  moleftation  or  danger.  You  mull  be  fcniible,  that 
unlefs  a  road  be  kept  open,  people  r.t  variance  can  never  come  to- 
gether to  make  up  their  differences.  Meflengers  are  free  in  all  na- 
tions throughout  the  world,  by  a  particular  token.  Now,  bre- 
thren at  Allegheny,  I  defire  you  will  join  with  me  in  keeping  the 
road  open,  and  let  us  know  in  what  manner  we  may  come  free  to 
you,  and  what  the  token  ihall  be.  I  join  both  my  hands  to  yours, 
ir'ud  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  keep  the  road  open."  A  belt  of 
i'even  rows. 

"  Now,  brethren  at  Allegheny,  Hear  what  I  fay.  Every  one 
that  lays  hold  of  this  belt  of  peace,  I  proclaim  peace  to  them  from  the 
Englifh  nation,  and  Lt  yen  know  that  the  great  king  of  England 
iloes  not  incline  to  have  war  with  the  Indians ;  but  he  wants  to  live 
in  peace  and  love  with  them,  if  they  will  lay  down  the  hatchet, 
and  leave  off  war  againfl  him." 

"  We  love  you  farther,  we  let  you  know  that  the  great  king  of 
England  has  fent  a  great  number  of  warriors  into  this  country,  not 
to  go  to  war  againll  the  Indians,  in  their  towns,  no,  not  at  all;  thefe 
warriors  are  ::oing  againft  the  French  ;  they  are  on  the  march  to  the 
(j&'ioj  to  revenge  the  blood  they  have  filed.  And  by  this  belt  I 
take  you  by  the  hand,  and  lead  you  at  a  diilance  from  the  French, 
for  your  own  fafety,  that  your  legs  may  not  be  fhained  with  blood. 
Come  away  on  this  fide  of  the  mountain,  where  we  may  oftencr 
converfe  together,  and  where  your  own  fleih  and  blood  lives.  We 
look  upon  you  as  our  countrymen,  that  fprung  out  of  the  fame 
ground  with  us ;  we  think,  therefore,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  take 
care  of  you,  and  we  in  brotherly  love  advife  you  to  come  away 
with  your  whole  nation,  and  as  many  of  your  friends  as  you  can 
get  to  follow  you,  We  do  not  come  to  hurt  you,  we  love  you, 
therefore  we  do  not  call  you  to  war,  that  you  may  be  flam  ;  what  be- 
nefit will  it  be  to  you  to  go  to  war  with  your  own  flefli  and  blood  : 

We 
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We  wim  you  may  live  without  fear  or  danger  with  your  women 
and  children."     The  large  peace  belt. 

"  Brethren,  I  have  almoft  finifhed  what  I  had  to  fay,  and  hope 
it  will  be  to  your  fatisfa£lion  ;  my  wifh  is,  that  we  may  join  clofe 
together  in  that  old  brotherly  love  and  friendfhip,  which  our 
grandfathers  had  ;  fo  that  ail  the  nations  may  hear  and  fee  us,  and 
have  the  benefit  of  it ;  and  if  you  have  any  uneafmefs,  or  com- 
plaint, in  your  heart  and  mind,  do  not  keep  it  to  yourfelf.  We 
have  opened  the  road  to  the  council  fire,  therefore,  my  brethren, 
come  and  acquaint  the  Governor  with  it;  you  will  be  readily 
heard,  and  full  juftice  will  be  done  you."  A  belt. 

."  Brethren,  One  thing  I  muft  bring  to  your  remembrance. 
You  know,  if  any  body  lofes  a  little  child,  or  feme  body  takes  it 
from  him,  he  cannot  be  eafy,  he  will  think  on  his  child  by  day 
and  night ;  fmce  our  fleih  and  blood  is  in  captivity,  in  the  Indian 
towns,  we  defire  you  will  rejoice  the  country's  heart,  and  bring 
them  to  me ;  I  {hall  ftretch  out  my  arms  to  receive  you  kindly." 
A  firing. 

After  I  had  done,  I  left  my  belts  and  firings  flill  before  them. 
The  Delaware*  took  them  all  up,  and  laid  them  before  the  Min- 
goes  ;*  upon  which  they  rofe  up,  and  fpoke  as  follows  : 

"  ChaU)  What  I  have  heard  pleafes  me  well  \  I  do  not  know 
why  I  go  to  war  againfl  the  Englijh.  Noques,  what  do  you  think  ? 
You  muft  be  ftrong.  I  did  not  begin  the  war,  therefore,  I  have 
little  to  fay  ;  but  whatever  you  agree  to,  I  will  do  the  fame." 
Then  he  addrefTed  himfelf  to  the  Shaivanefe,  and  faid,  "  You 
brought  the  hatchet  to  us  from  the  French,  and  perfuaded  us  to 
flrike  our  brothers  the  Englifh ;  you  may  confider  (laying  the  belts, 
&c.  before  them)  wherefore  you  have  done  this." 

The  Shawanefe  acknowledged  they  received  the  hatchet  from  the 
French,  who  perfuaded  them  to  ftrike  the  Englijh ;  that  they  would 
now  fend  the  belts  to  all  the  Indians,  and  in  twelve  days  would 
meet  again. 

Prefent  at  this  council,  three  hundred  French  and  Indians. 
They  all  took  leave,  and  went  over  again  to  the  fort,  but  my  com- 
panions, who  were  about  feventy  in  number. 

Shamokin  Daniel,  who  came  with  me,  went  over  to  the  fort  by 
himfelf,  (which  my  companions  difapproved  of )  and  cbunfelled 
with  the  Governor  ;  who  prefented  him  with  a  laced  coat  and  hat, 
a  blanket,  ihirts,  ribbons,  a  new  gun,  powder,  lead,  &c.  When 
he  returned  he  was  quite  changed,  and  faklj  "  See  here,  you 

fools, 

*  The  Six  Nations. 
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fools,  what  the  French  hr.ve  given  me.  I  was  in  Philadelphia,  and 
never  received  a  farthing-,"  and,  directing  himfelf  to  me,  he  faid, 
«  The  Englifh  are  fools,  and  fo  are  you."  In  fhort,  he  behaved 
in  a  very  proud,  fancy  and  imperious  manner.  He  further  faid, 
<c  The  jLnglifb  never  give  the  Indians  any  powder,  and  that  the  French 
would  have  given  him  a  hos&load,  if  he  would  have  taken  it ;  fee 
that  young  man  there,  he  was  in  Philadelphia  and  never  got  any 
thing  ;  I  will  take  him  over  to  the  French,  and  get  fume  cloathiug 
for  him." 

Three  Indians  informed  me,  that  as  foon  as  the  French  got  over, 
they  called  a  council,  with  their  own  Indians,  among  whom  there 
happened  accidentally  to  be  a  Delaware  captain,  who  was  privately 
invited  by  one  of  his  acquaintance  to  hear  what  tjhe  French  had 
to  fay ;  and  when  they  were  aflembled,  the  French  fpoke,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  My  children,  now  we  are  alone,  hearken  to  what  I  have  to 
fay.  I  perceive  the  Delaware;  are  wavering ;  they  incline  to  the 
Engli/k,  and  will  be  faithful  to  us  no  longer.  Now  all  their  chiefs 
are  here,  and  but  a  handful,  let  us  cut  them  off,  and  then  we 
fhall  be  troubled  with  them  no  longer."  Then  the  Tawaas  an- 
fwcred,  "  No,  we  cannot  do  this  thing ;  for  though  there  is  but 
a  handful  here,  the  Delaware^  are  a  flrong  people,  and  are  fpread 
to  a  great  diilance,  and  whatever  they  agree  to  muft  be." 

This  afternoon,  in  council,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  the 
French  infilled  that  I  muft  be  delivered  up  to  them,  and  that  it 
was  not  lawful  for  me  to  go  away ;  which  occasioned  a  quarrel  be- 
tween them  and  the  Indians,  who  immediately  came  away  and 
crofTcd  the  river  to  me ;  and  fome  of  them  let  me  know  that  Da- 
?;;>/had  received  a  firing  from  the  French,  to  leave  me  there  ;  but  it 
was  to  no  purpcfe,  for  they  would  not  give  their  confent  \  and 
then  agreed  that  I  mould  fet  off  before  day  the  next  morning. 

27th.  Accordingly  I  fet  out  before  day,  with  fix  Indians, 

and  took  another  road,  that  we  might  nut  be  feen  ;  the  main  body 
lold  me,  they  would  ftay  behind,  to  know  whether  the  French 
•would  make  an  attempt  to  take  me  by  force  *,  that  if  they  did, 
they,  the  Indians,  would  endeavour  to  prevent  their  crofting  the 
river,  and  coming  fecretly  upon  me,  jufc  as  I  fet  off  the  French 
fired  all  their  great  guns,  it  being  Sunday  (I  counted  nineteen) 
and  concluded  they  did  the  fame  every  Sabbath.  We  palled 
through  three  Shawanefe  towns ;  the  Indians  appeared  very  proud 
to  fee  me  return,  and  we  arrived  about  night  at  Saiucunk,  where 
they  were  Ukwife  very  glad  to  fee  me  return.  Here  I  met  \virh 
the  two  captains,  who  treated  me  fo  uncivilly  before  j  they  now 

received 
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received  me  very  kindly,  and  accepted  of  my  hand,  and  apolo- 
gized for  their  former  rude  behaviour.  Their  names  are  Kuckqufr 
tackton  and  Klllbucl.  They  laid, 

"  Brother,  we,  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  SawcunZ,  defire 
that  you  will  hold  faft  what  you  have  begun,  and  be  ftrong.* 
We  are  but  little  and  poor,  and  therefore  cannot  do  much.  Yoit 
are  rich,  and  mull  go  on  and  be  ftrong.  We  have  done  all  irt 
our  power  towards  bringing  about  a  peace:  we  have  had  a  great  quar- 
rel about  you  with  the  French  ;  but  we  do  not  mind  them.  Do  you 
make  hade,  and  be  ftrong,  and  let  us  fee  you  again."  The  (aid 
Killbuck  is  a  great  captain  and  conjurer-,  lie  defired  me  to  men- 
tion him  to  the  Governor,  and  afk  him  if  he  would  be  pleafed  to 
fend  him  a  good  faddle  by  the  next  merTenger  ;  and  that  he  would* 
do  all  in  his  power  for  the  fervice  of  the  EngKJh. 

28th.  We  fet  out  from  Sawcunk,  in  company  with  twenty, 

for  Kujhkujhikee ;  on  the  road  Bhingas  addrefled  himfelf  to  me,  and 
aiked,  if  I  did  not  think,  that,  if  he  came  to  the  EngKJb,  they 
would  hang  him,  as  they  had  offered  a  great  reward  for  his  head. 
He  fpoke  in  a  very  foft  and  eafy  manner.  I  told  him  that  was  a 
great  while  ago,  it  was  all  forgotten  and  wiped  clean  away ;  that 
the  Englilh  would  receive  him  very  kindly.  Then  Daniel  inter- 
rupted me,  and  faid  to  Shingast  "  Do  not  believe  him,  he  tells 
nothing  but  idle  lying  ftories.  Wherefore  did  the  'Englijh  hire 
one  thoufand  two  hundred  Indians^  to  kill  us."  I  preceded  it  was 
falfe  -,  he  faid,  G-d  d-nj  you  for  a  fool  •,  did  you  not  fee  the  wo- 
man lying  in  the  road  that  was  killed  by  the  Indians^  that  the  En- 
glijb  hired?  I  faid,  u  Brother  do  confider  how  many  thoufand 
Indians  the  French  have  hired  to  kill  the  Engiijh^  and  how  many 
they  have  killed  along  the  frontiers/'  Then  Daniel  faid,  «  D — n 
you,  why  do  not  you  and  the  French  fight  on  the  fea  ?  You  come 
here  only  to  cheat  the  poor  Indians^  and  take  their  land  from 
them."  Then  Shingas  told  him  to  be  flill ;  for  he  did  not  know  what 
he  faid.  We  arrived  at  Kufihijtokej  before  night,  and  I  informed 
Pifqiietumen  of  Daniels  behaviour,  at  which  he  appeared  ferry. 

-29th.  I  dined  with  Shingas ;  he  told  me,  though  the  En- 

gli/b  had  fet  a  great  price  on  his  head,  he  had  never  thought  to 
revenge  himfelf,  but  was  always  very  kind  to  any  prifoners  that 
were  brought  in  -,  and  that  he  afiured  the  Governor,  he  would  do- 
all  in  his  power  to  bring  about  an  eftablifhed  peace,  and  wiflied 
he  could  be  certain  of  the  Englifij  being  in  earned. 

Then 

*  That  i»,  go  on  fteacSily  with  this  good  work  of  eilabliihing  a  peace, 
j-    Meaning  the  CLerckees. 

\  Some  ci'  the  Crft  EneliPa  fncech,  ;ha£  the.  Indians  learn  from,  the  traders,  if 
fwearing. 
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Then  feven  chiefs  prefent  faid,  when  the  Governor  fends  the 
next  mefTenger,  let  him  fend  two  or  three  white  men,  at  leaft,  to 
confirm  the  thing,  and  not  fend  fueh  a  man  as  Daniel  ,•  they  did  not 
underftand  him  ',  he  always  fpeaks,  faid  they,  as  if  he  was  drunk  ; 
and  if  a  great  many  of  them  had  not  known  me,  they  fhould  not 
know  what  to  think  ;  for  every  thing  I  faid  he  contradicted.  I 
affured  them  I  would  faithfully  inform  the  Governor  of  what  they 
faid,  and  they  mould  fee,  as  meflengers,  otherguife  Indians  than 
Daniel^  for  the  time  to  come  ;  and  I  farther  informed  them,  that 
he  was  not  fent  by  the  Governor,  but  came  on  his  own  accord  ; 
and  I  would  endeavour  to  prevent  his  coining  again.  Darnel  de- 
manded of  me  his  pay,  and  I  gave  him  three  dollars  -,  and  he  took 
as  much  wampum  from  me  as  he  pleafed,  and  would  not  fuffer 
me  to  count  it.  I  imagined  there  was  about  two  thoufand. 

About  night,  nine  Tawaas  paft  by  here,  in  their  way  to  the 
French  Fort. 

30th  and  311!:.  The  Indians  feafted  greatly,  during  which 

time,  I  feveral  times  begged  of  them  to  coniider  and  difpatchme. 

September  id.  S&ingas,  King  Beaver,  Delaware  George,  and 
Pifquetumen,  with  feveral  other  captains  faid  to  me, 

"  Brother,  We  have  thought  a  great  deal  fince  God  has  brought 
you  to  us ;  and  this  is  a  matter  of  great  confequence,  which  we 
cannot  readily  anfwer  ;  we  think  on  it,  and  will  anfwer  you  as 
foon  as  we  can.  Our  feaft  hinders  us  ;  all  our  young  men,  wo- 
men and  children  are  glad  to  fee  you  ;  before  you  came,  they  all 
ngreed  together  to  go-  and  join  the  French  ,•  but  fince  they  have 
feen  you,  they  all  draw  back ;  though  we  have  great  reafon  to  be- 
lieve you  intend  to  drive  us  away,  and  fettle  the  country  ;  or  elfe, 
why  do  you  come  to  fight  in  the  land  that  God  has  given  us  ?" 

I  faid,  we  did  not  intend  to  take  the  land  from  them  ;  but  only 
to  drive  the  French  away.  They  faid,  they  knew  better  ;  for  that 
they  were  informed  fo  by  our  greateft  traders  •,  and  fome  Juftices. 
of  the  Peace  had  told  them  the  fame,  and  the  French,  faid  they* 
tell  us  much  the  fame  thing, — «  that  the  EngliJJj  intend  to  deflroy 
us,  and  take  our  lands  from  us  ;  but,  that  they  are  only  come  to 
defend  us  and  our  lands ;"  but  the  land  is  ours,  and  not  theirs  j. 
therefore,  we  fay,  if  you  will  be  at  peace  with  us,  we  will  fend 
the  French  home.  It  is  you  that  have  begun  the  war,  and  it  is  ne- 
ceflary  that  you  hold  fait,  and  be  not  difccuraged,  in  the  work  of 
peace.  We  love  you  more  than  you  love  us ;  for  when  we  take;, 
any  prifoners  from  you,  we  treat  them  as  our  own  children-  We 
are  poor,  and  yet  we  clothe  them  as  well  as  we  can,  though  you 
fee  our  children  urs  as  naked  as  at  the  iiril.  By  this  you  may  fee 

that

that  our  hearts  are  better  than  yours.  It  is  plain  that  you  white 
people  are  the  caufe  of  this  war  ;  why  do  not  you  and  the  French 
fight  in  the  old  country,  and  on  the  fea  ?  Why  do  you  come  to 
fight  on  our  land  ?  This  makes  every  body  believe,  you  want  to 
take  the  land  from  us  by  force,  and  fettle  it.* 

I  told  them,  "  Brothers,  as  for  my  part,  I  have  not  one  foot  of 
land,  nor  do  I  defire  to  have  any  ;  and  if  I  had  any  land,  I  had  ra- 
dier  give  it  to  you,  than  take  any  from  you.  Yes,  brothers,  if  I 
die,  you  will  get  a  little  more  land  from  me  -,  for  I  fhall  then  no 
longer  walk  on  that  ground,  which  God  has  made.  We  told  you 
that  you  fhould  keep  nothing  in  your  heart,  but  bring  it  before  the 
Council  fire,  and  before  the  Governor,  and  his  council  ;  they  will 
readily  hear  you  ;  and  I  promife  you,  what  they  anfwer  they  will 
ftand  to.  I  further  read  to  you  what  agreements  they  made  about 
Wioming^  arjd  they  ft  and  to  them." 

They  faid,  «  Brother,  your  heart  is  good,  you  fpeak  always  fill- 
merely  ;  but  we  know  there  are  always  a  great  number  of  people  that 
want  to  get  rich  ;  they  never  have  enough  :  look,  we  do  not  vrant 
to  be  rich,  and  take  away  that  which  others  have.  God  has  given 
you  the  tame  creatures  ;  we  do  not  want  to  take  them  from  you. 
God  has  given  to  us  the  deer,  and  other  wild  creatures,  which  we 
muft  feed  on  ;  and  we  rejoice  in  that  which  fp  rings  out  of  the 
ground,  and  thank  God  for  it.  Look  now,  my  brother,  the  white 
people  think  we  have  no  brains  in  our  heads  ;  but  that  they  are 
great  and  big,  and  that  makes  them  make  war  with  us  :  we  arc 
but  a  little  handful  to  what  you  are  j  but  remember,  when  you 
look  for  a  wild  turkey  you  cannot  always  find  it,  it  is  fo  little  it 
hides  itfelf  under  the  bufhes  :  and  when  you  hunt  for  a  rattle-. 
fnake,  you  cannot  find  it  ;  and  perhaps  it  will  bite  you  before  you 
fee  it.  However,  fince  you  are  fo  great  and  big,  and  we  fo  little, 
do  you  ufe  your  greatnefs  and  ftrength  in  compleating  this  work  of 
peace.  This  is  the  firft  time  that  we  faw  or  heard  of  you,  fince 
the  war  begun,  and  we  have  great  reafon  to  think  about  it,  fince

*  The  Indians,  having  plenty  of  land,  are  no  niggards  of  it.  They  fometimcs 
give  large  traces  to  their  friends  freely  ;  and  when  they  fell  it,  they  make  moft  ge- 
nerous bargains  But  fome  fraudulent  purebafist  in  which  they  were  grofsly  impofcd 
on,  and  fome  -violent  intruftont,  imprudently  and  wickedly  made  without  purchafc, 
have  rendered  them  jealous  that  we  intend  finally  to  take  all  from  them  by  force, 
We  fliould  endeavour  to  recover  our  credit  with  them  by  fair  purchafes  and  honeft 
payments;  and  then  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  will  readily  fell  us,  at  reafonable 
rates,  as  much,  from  time  to  time,  as  we  can  poilibly  have  occafion  for. 


f  The  agreement  made  with  T^dyufcun^  that  he  fhonld  enjoy  the  Warning  lands, 
and  have  houfes  built  there  for  him  and  hfs  people-. 
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fuch  a  great  body  of  you  comes  into  our  lands*.  It  is  told  us,  that 
you  and  the  French  contrived  the  war,  to  wafte  the  Indians  between 
you  ;  and  that  you  and  the  French  intended  to  divide  the  land  be- 
tween you  :  this  was  told  us  by  the  chief  of  the  Indian  traders ; 
and  they  faid  further,  brothers,  this  is  the  laft  time  we  (hall  come 
among  you  •,  for  the  French  and  Englijh  intend  to  kill  all  the  Indians , 
and  then  divide  the  land  among  themfelves. 

Then  they  addrefTed  themielves  to  me,  and  faid,  cc  Brother,  I 
fuppofe  you  know  fomething  about  it ;  or  has  the  Governor  flopped 
your  mouth,  that  you  cannot  tell  us  ?" 

Then  I  faid,  "  Brothers,  I  am  very  forry  to  fee  you  fo  jealous. 
I  am  your  own  flefh  and  blood,  and  fooner  than  I  would  tell  you  any 
flory  that  would  be  of  hurt  to  you,  or  your  children,  I  would 
fufFer  death :  and  if  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  the  defire  of  the 
Governor,  that  we  mould  renew  our  old  brotherly  love  and  friend- 
fliip,  that  fubfifted  bet  \veen  our  grandfathers,  I  would  not  have 
undertaken  this  journey.  I  do  aflure  you  of  mine  and  the  people's 
honefty.  If  the  French  had  not  been  here,  the  Englifo  would  not 
have  come ;  and  confider,  brothers,  whether,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  we 
can  always  fit  ftihV' 

Then  they  faid,  "  It  is  a  thoufand  pities  we  did  not  know  this 
fooner;  if  we  had,  it  would  have  been  peace  long  before  now." 

Then  I  faid,  "  My  brothers,  I  know  you  have  been  wrongly 
perfuaded  by  many  wicked  people  ;  for  you  muft  know,  that  there, 
are  a  great  many  Papifts  in  the  country,  in  French  ihtereft,  who 
appear  like  gentlemen,  and  have  fent  many  runaway  Irift  papiit  fer- 
vantsf  among  you,  who  have  put  bad  notions  into  your  heads,  and 
ftrengthened  you  againft  your  brothers  the  Engll/h. 

"Brothers,  I  beg  that  you  would  not  believe  every  idle  and  falfe 
(lory,  that  ill-defigning  people  may  bring  to  you  againft  us  your 
brothers.  Let  us  not  hearken  to  what  lying  and  foolifli  people  may 
bring  to  you,  againft  us  your  brothers.  Let  us  not  hearken  to  what 
lying  and  foolifh  people  fay,  but  let  us  hear  what  wife  and  good 
people  fay ;  they  will  tell  us  what  is  good  for  us  and  our  children." 

Mem.  There  are  a  great  number  of  Irijlj  traders  now  among  the^ 
Indians ,  who  have  always  endeavoured  to  fpirit  up  the  > Indians 
againft  the  Engli/Jj ;  which  made  fome,  that  I  was  acquainted  with 
from  their  infancy,  defire  the  chiefs  to  enquire  of  me,  for  that  they 
were  certain  I  would  fpeak  the  truth.

f  The  Indian  traders  ufed  to  buy  the  tranfported  /?•//&,  and  other  conviclg,  as  frr- 
vants,  to  he  employed  in  carrying  up  the  goods  among  the  Indians  .-  many  of  thole 
ran  away  from  their  mafters,  and  joined  the  Indians.  The  ill  behaviour  of  thefe  peo- 
ple has  always  hurt  the  character  of  the  Engli/b  among  the  Indians. 
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Pifquetumin  now  told  me,  we  could  not  go  to  the  General,  that 
it  was  very  dangerous,  the  French  having  fent  out  feveral  fcouts  to 
wait  for  me  on  the  road.  And  further,  Pifquetumen  told  me,  it 
was  a  pity  the  Governor  had  no  ear*,  to  bring  him  intelligence  j 
that  the  French  had  three  ears,  whom  they  rewarded  with  great 
prefents ;  and  fignified,  that  he  and  Shingas  would  be  ears,  at  the 
(ervice  of  his  honour,  if  he  pleafed. 

2d.  I  bade  Shingas  to  make  hafte  and  difpatch  me,  and  one© 

more  defired  to  know  of  them,  if  it  was  pomble  for  them  te  guide 
me  to  the  General*  Of  all  which  they  told  me  they  would  confi- 
der ;  and  Shingas  gave  me  his  hand,  and  faid,  "  Brother,  the  next 
time  you  come,  I  will  return  with  you  to  Philadelphia,  and  will  do 
fcll  in  my  power  to  prevent  any  body's  coming  to  hurt  the  Englijh 
more." 

3d.  To-day  I  found  myfelf  unwell,  and  made  a  little  tea,. 

Which  refreflied  me  :  had  many  very  pretty  difcourfes  with  George. 
In  the  afternoon  they  called  a  council  together,  and  gave  me  the 
following  anfwer  in  council ;  the  fpeaker  addreffing  the  Governor 
and  people  of  Pennfylvania  : 

"  Brethren,  It  is  a  great  many  days  fince  we  have  feen  and  heard 
you.f  I  now  fpeak  to  you  in  behalf  of  all  the  nations,  that  have 
heard  you  heretofore. 

"  Brethren,  it  is  the  firft  meflage  which  we  have  feen  or  heard 
from  you.  Brethren,  you  have  talked  of  that  peace  and  friend- 
(hip  which  we  had  formerly  with  you.  Brethren,  we  tell  you  to 
be  itrong,  and  always  remember  that  friendmip,  which  we  had 
formerly.  Brethren,  we  defire  you  would  be  ftrong,  and  let  us 
once  more  hear  of  our  good  friendmip  and  peace,  we  had  former- 
ly. Brethren,  we  defire  that  you  make  hafte,  and  let  us  hear  of 
you  again  j  for,  as  yet,  we  have  not  heard  you  rightly. 

Gives  a  firing. 

"  Brethren,  hear  what  I  have  to  fay  :  look,  brethren,  we,  who 
have  now  feeri  and  heard  you,  we,  who  are  prefent,  are  part  of 
till  the  feveral  nations,  that  heard  you  fome  days  ago ;  we  fee  that 
you  are  forry  we  have  not  that  friendihip,  we  formerly  had.

f  That  is,  fince  we  had  a  friendly  iritercourfe  with  each  other.  The  frequcrit  re- 
petition of  the  word,  Brethren^  is  the  efFeA  of  their  rules  of  politenefs,  which  eiijoin, 
in  all  converfations,  a  conftant  remembrance  of  the  relation  fub lifting  between  ths 
parties,  efpecially  where  that  relation  implies  any  affe<5lion,  or  refpcdt.  It  is  like  th« 
perpetual  repetitions  among  us,  of  Sir,  or,  Madam,  or,  Tour  LorJJblp.  In  the  fam* 
manner  the  Indian  at  every  fentfBG*  repeat,  My  Father^  My  U<ult,  My  £<"*/"'>  -^ 
Bi'tthtt-i  My  fr'un-d)  £c» 
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"  Look,  brethren,  we  at  Allegheny  are  likewife  forry,  we  have 
not  that  friendfhip  with  you,  which  we  formerly  had.  Brethren, 
we  long  for  that  peace  and  friendfhip  we  had  formerly.  Brethren, 
it  is  good  that  you  defire  that  friendfhip,  that  was  formerly 
among  our  fathers  and  grandfathers.  Brethren,  we  will  tell  you, 
you  mufl  not  let  that  friendfhip  be  quite  loft,  which  was  formerly 
between  us. 

"  Now,  brethren,  it  is  three  years  fmce  we  dropt  that  peace 
and  friendfhip,  which  we  formerly  had  with  you.  Brethren,  it 
was  dropt',  and  lay  buried  in  the  ground,  where  you  and  I  fland, 
in  the  middle  between  us  both.  Brethren,  I  fee  you  have  digged 
up,  and  revived,  that  friendfhip,  which  was  buried  in  the 
ground ;  and  now  you  have  it,  hold  it  faft.  Do  be  ftrong,  bre- 
thren, and  exert  yourfelves,  that  that  friendfhip  may  be  well  efta- 
blifhcd  and  finifhed  between  us.  Brethren,  if  you  will  be  ftrong, 
it  is  in  your  power  to  finifh  that  peace  and  friendfhip  well.  There- 
fore, brethren,  we  defire  you  to  be  flrong  and  eftablifh  it,  and 
make  known  to  all  the  Englijh  this  peace  and  friendihip,  that  it 
may  embrace  all  and  cover  all.  As  you  are  of  one  nation  and  co- 
lour, in  all  the  EngliJJj  governments,  fo  let  the  peace  be  the  fame 
with  all.  Brethren,  when  you  have  finifhed  this  peace,  which 
you  have  begun ;  when  it  is  known  every  where  amongft  you? 
brethren,  and  you  have  every  where  agreed  together  on  this  peace 
and  friendfhip,  then  you  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  the  great  peace 
belt  to  us  at  Allegheny. 

"  Brethren,  when  you  have  fettled  this  peace  and  friendfhip, 
and  finifhed  it  well,  and  you  fend  the  great  peace-belt  to  me,  I 
will  fend  it  to  all  the  nations  of  my  colour,  they  will  all  join  to  it, 
and  we  all  will  hold  it  faft. 

"  Brethren,  when  all  the  nations  join  to  this  friendfhip,  then 
the  day  will  begin  to  mine  clear  over  us.  When  we  hear  once 
more  of  you,  and  we  join  together,  then  the  day  will  be  ftill,  and 
no  wind,  or  ftorm,  will  come  over  us,  to  difturb  us. 

"  Now,  brethren,  you  know  our  hearts,  and  what  we  have  to 
fay  ;  be  ftrong  •,  if  you  do  what  we  have  now  told  you,  and  in  this 
peace  all  the  nations  agree  to  join.  Now,  brethren,  kt  the  king- 
of  England  know  what  our  mind  is  as  foon  as  pofiibly  you  can."* 
Gives  a  belt  of  eight  rows.

*  In  this  fpccch  the  Indians  carefully  guard  the  honour  of  their  nation,  by  fre- 
quently intimating,  that  the  peace  is  fought  l>y  the  Englijb  :  you  have  talked  of  peace  :• 
\ou  are  forry  for  the  ivar  :  you  have  digged  up  the  peace,  that  tuas  buried,  &C.  ThcJt 
they  declare  their  rcadinels  to  grant  peace,  if  the  Englifi  agree  to  its  heing  general 
ft»r  ail  the  colonies.  The  Indian  word,  that  is  tranfl*ted,  beftrong,  fu  often  repeated. 
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I  received  the  above  fpeech  and  belt  from  the  underwritten, 
who  .are  all  captains  and  counfeUors.

Delaware  George  fpoke  as  follows : 

"  Look,  brothers,  we  are  here  of  three  different  nations.  I 
am  of  the  Unami,  nation :  I  have  heard  all  the  fpeeches  that  you 
have  made  to  us  with  the  many  other  nations. 

«  Brothers,  you  did  let  us  know,  that  every  one  that  takes  hold 
of  this  peace-belt,  you  would  take  them  by  the  hand,  and  lead 
them  to  the  council  fire,  where  our  grandfathers  kept  good  coun- 
cils. So  foon  as  I  heard  this,  I  took  hold  of  it. 

«  Brother,  I  now  let  you  know  that  my  heart  never  was  parted 
from  you.  I  arn  forry  that  I  mould  make  friendfhip  with  the 
French  againft  the  Engll/J}.  I  now  aflure  you  my  heart  flicks  clofe 
to  the  Engliih  intereft.  One  of  our  great  captains,  when  he  heard 
it,  immediately  took  hold  of  it  as  well  as  myfelf.  Now,  Bro- 
ther, I  let  you  know  that  you  mall  foon  fee  me  by  your  council 
fire,  and  then  I  {hall  hear  from  you  myfelf,  the  plain  truth,  m 
every  refpecl:. 

"  I  love  that  which  is  good,  like  as  our  grandfathers  did :  they 
chofe  to  fpeak  the  fentiments  of  their  mind :  all  the  Five  Nations 
know  me,  and  know  that  I  always  fpoke  truth ;  and  fo  you  (hall 
find,  when  I  come  to  your  council  fire."  Gives  a  ftfing. 

The  above  Delaware  George  had  in  company  with  him,

-4th.  Prefent,   Shiugas9  King  Beaver,  Pifqueiumeti^  and  fo 

veral  others.  I  aiked  what  they  meant  by  fayingj  "  They  had  not 
rightly  heard  me  yet."  They  faid, 

"  Brother, 

is  an  expr«flion  they  nfc  to  fpirit  up  perfons,  who  have  undertaken  foiae  difficult 
taik,  as  to  lift,  or  move,  a  great  weight,  or  execute  a  Jalkuk  entcrprizc;  nearly 
cUrtVidtnt  t«  « 
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<(  Brother,  you  very  well  know  that  you  have  collected  all 
your  young  men  about  the  country,  which  makes  a  large  body  j* 
and  now  they  are  Handing  before  our  doors ;  f  you  come'  with  good 
news,  and  fine  fpeeches.  Brother,  this  is  what  makes  us  jealous, 
and  we  do  not  know  what  to  think  of  it :  if  you  had  brought  the 
news  of  peace  before  your  army  had  begun  to  march,  it  would 
have  caufed  a  great  deal  more  good.  We  do  not  fo  readily  be- 
lieve you,  becaufe  a  great  many  great  men  and  traders  have  told  us, 
long  before  the  war,  that  you  and  the  French  intended  to  join  and 
cut  all  the  Indians  off.  Thcfe  were  people  of  your  own  colour,  and. 
your  own  countrymen  j  and  fome  told  us  to  join  the  French ;  for 
that  they  would  be  our  fathers  :  befides,  many  runaways  have  told 
Us  the  fame  flory ;  and  fome  we  took  prifoners  told  us  how  you 
would  ufe  us,  if  you  caught  us :  therefore,  brother,  I  fay,  we 
cannot  conclude,  at  this  time,  but  muit  fee  and  hear  you  once 
more."  And  further  they  faid, 

C(  Now,  brother,  you  are  here  with  us,  you  are  our  flefh  and 
blood,  fpeak  from  the  bottom  of  your  heart,  will  not  the  French 
and  Englifi  join  together  to  cut  off  the  Indians  ?  Speak,  brother,' 
from  your  heart,  and  tell  us  the  truth,  and  let  us  know  who  were 
the  beginners  of  the  war." 

Then  I  delivered  myfelf  thus  : 

<£  Brothers,  I  love  you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  I  ami 
extremely  forry  to  fee  the  jealoUfy  fo  deeply  rooted  in  ycur  hearth 
and  minds*  I  have  told  you  the  truth ;  and  yet,  if  I  was  to  tell 
it  you  a  htmdred  times,  it  fcems  you  would  not  rightly  believe 
me.  My  Indian  brothers,  I  wifh  you  would  draw  your  hearts  ta 
God,  that  he  may  convince  you  of  the  truth. 

"  I  do  now  declare,  before  God,  that  the  Englijh  never  did, 
nor  never  will,  join  with  the  French  to  deilroy  you.  As  far  as  I 
know,  the  French  are  the  beginners  of  this  war.  Brothers,  about 
twelve  years  ago,  you  may  remember,  tney  had  war  with  the; 
Englifh,  and  they  both  agreed  to  articles  of  peace.  The  Engliflj 
gave  up  Cape  Breton  in  Acadw^  but  the  French  never  gave  up  the 
part  of  that  country,  which  they  had  agreed  to  give  Up;  and,  in 
a  very  little  time,  made  their  Children  ftrike  the  Englijh.  This' 
was  the  firft  catifc  of  the  war.  Now,  brothers ;  if  any  body 
ftrike  you  three  times,  one  after  another,  you  ftill  fit  itill  anil 
confider:  they  itrike  you  again,  then,  my  brothers,  you  fay,  it  is  time,- 
and  you  will  rife  up  to  defend  yourfelves.  Now,  my  brothers,  this  is 
exactly  the  cafe  between  the  French  and  Eftglifkt  Gonfider  farther, 

my 

*  Meaning  General  Forbes'*  army, 
f  7,  £,  Juft  rtr.dy  to  enter  our  country. 
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my  brothers,  what  a  great  number  of  our  poor  back  inhabitants  have 
been  killed  fmce  the  French  came  to  the  Ohio.  The  French  are 
the  caufe  of  their  death,  and  if  they  were  not  there,  the  Englijh 
would  not  trouble  themfelves  to  go  there.  They  go  no  where  to 
war,  but  where  the  French  are.  Thofe  wicked  people  that  fet 
you  at  variance  with  the  Englijhy  by  telling  you  many  wicked  flo- 
ries,  are  papifts  in  French  pay :  befides,  there  are  many  among 
us,  in  the  French  fervice,  who  appear  like  gentlemen,  and  buy 
Irifh  papift  fervants,  and  promife  them  great  rewards  to  run  away 
to  you  and  ftrengthen  you  againft  the  Englijh)  by  making  them 
appear  as  black  as  devils." 

This  day  arrived  here  two  hundred  French  and  Indians,  on  their 
way  to  fort  Duquefne.  They  (laid  all  night.  In  the  middle  of  the 
night  king  Beaver's  daughter  died,  on  which  a  great  many  guns 
were  fired  in  the  town. 

^th.  It  made  a  general  flop  in  my  journey.  The  French 

faid  to  their  Children,  they  mould  catch  me  privately,  or  get  my 
fcalp.  .  The  commander  wanted  to  examine  me,  as  he  was  going 
to  fort  Duquefne.  When  they  told  me  of  it,  I  faid,  as  he  was 
going  to  fort  Duquefne,  he  might  enquire  about  me  there :  I  had 
nothing  at  all  to  fay,  or  do  with  the  French  ;  they  would  tell  them 
every  particular  they  wanted  to  know  in  the  fort.  They  all  came 
into  the  houfe  where  I  was,  as  if  they  would  fee  a  new  creature. 

In  the  afternoon  there  came  fix  Indians,  and  brought  three  Ger- 
man prifoners,  and  two  fcalps  of  the  Catalans. 

As  Daniel  blamed  the  Englif)>  that  they  never  paid  him  for  his 
trouble,  I  afked  him  whether  he  was  pleafed  with  what  I  paid 
him.  He  faid,  no.  I  faid,  "  Brother,  you  took  as  much  as  you 
pleafed."  I  aiked  you,  whether  you  was  fatisfied  ;  you  faid,  yes. 
I  told  him,  I  was  afhamed  to  hear  him  blame  the  country  fo.  I 
told  him,  "  You  (hall  have  for  this  journey  whatever  you  defire, 
when  I  reach  the  inhabitants." 

6th.  Pifquetumeny  Tom  Hickman  and  Shingas  told  me, 

"  Brother,  it  is  good  that  you  have  flayed  fo  long  with  us  ;  we 
love  to  fee  you,  and  wifli  to  lee  you  here  longer ;  but  fince  you 
are  fo  defirous  to  go,  you  pay  fet  off  to  morrow :  Pifquetumen 
has  brought  you  here,  and  he  may  carry  you  home  again  :  you  have 
jfeen  us,  and  we  have  talked  a  great  deal  together,  which  we  have 
not  done  for  a  long  time  before.  Now,  Brother,  we  love  you, 
but  cannot  help  wondering  why  the  Englijh  an|l  French  do  not 
make  up  with  one  another,  and  tell  one  another  not  to  fight  on 
our  land." 

ItoU 
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I  told  them,  «  Brother,  if  the  Englljb  told  the  French  fo  a  thou- 
fand  times,  they  never  would  go  away.  Brother,  you  know  fo 
long  as  the  world  has  flood  there  has  not  been  fuch  a  war.  You 
know  when  the  French  lived  on  the  other  fide,  the  war  was  there, 
and  here  we  lived  in  peace.  Confider  how  many  thoufand  men 
are  killed,  and  how  many  houfes  are  burned  fmce  the  French  lived 
here ;  if  they  had  not  been  here  it  would  not  have  been  fo ;  you 
know  we  do  not  blame  you ;  we  blame  the  French ;  they  are  the 
eaufe  of  this  war ;  therefore,  we  do  not  come  to  hurt  you,  but 
to  chaftife  the  French" 

They  told  me,  that  at  the  great  council,  held  at  Onondago9 
among  the  Five  Nations,  before  the  war  began  (Conrad  Weifervn.* 
there,  and  wrote  every  thing  down)  it  was  faid  to  the  Indians  at 
the  Qhioy  that  they  fhouid.  let  the  French  alone  there,  and  leave  it 
entirely  to  the  Five  Nations  $  the  Five  Nations  would  know  what 
to  do  with  them.  Yet  foon  after  two  hundred  French  and 
Indians  came  and  built  Fort  f)uqttefne, 

King  Beaver  and  Shingas  fpoke  to  Pifquetttmen> 

"  Brother,  you  told  us  that  the  Governor  of  Philadelphia  and 
*Teedyufcung  took  this  man  out  of  their  bofoms,  and  put  him  into  your 
bofom,  that  you  fhouid  bring  him  here ;  and  you  have  brought 
him  here  to  us ;  and  we  have  feen  and  heard  him ;  and  now  we 
give  him  into  your  bofom,  to  bring  him  to  the  fame  place  again, 
before  the  Governor  -,  but  do  not  let  him  quite  loofe  •,  we  fhall 
rejoice  when  we  fhall  fee  him  here  again."  They  defired  me  to 
fpeak  to  the  Governor,  in  their  behalf,  as  follows  : 

"  Brother,  we  beg  you  to  remember  our  oldefl  brother,  Pifque- 
tumen,  and  furnifh  him  with  good  cloathes,  and  reward  him  well 
for  his  trouble  5  for  we  all  fhall  look  upon  him  when  he  comes  back." 

-yth.  When  we  were  ready  to  go,  they  began  to  council 

which  courfe  we  fhouid  go,  to  be  fafeit ;  and  then  they  hunted 
for  the  horfes,  but  could  not  find  them  5  and  fo  we  loft  that  days' 
journey. 

It  is  a  troublefome  crbfs  and  heavy  yoke  to  draw  this  people  : 
They  can  punifli  and  fqueeze  a  body's  heart  to  the  utmoft.  I  fuf- 
pe£l  the  reafon  they  kept  me  here  fo  long  was  by  mitigation  of  the 
French.  I  remember  fomebody  told  me,  the  French  told  them  to 
keep  me  twelve  days  longer,  for  that  they  were  afraid  I  mould  get 
back  too  foon,  and  give  information  to  the  general.  My  heart  has 
been  very  heavy  here,  becaufe  they  kept  me  for  no  purpofe.  The 
Lord  knows  how  they  have  been  counfelling  about  my  life ;  but 
they  did  not  know  who  was  my  protestor  and  deliverer :  I  believe 

my 
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my  Lord  has  been  too  ftrong  againft  them ;  my  enemies  have  done 
what  lies  in  their  power. 

8th.  \Ve  prepared  for  our  journey  on  the  morning,  and 

made  ourfelves  ready.  There  came  fonie  together  and  examined 
nie  what  I  had  wrote  yeflerda.y.  I  told  them,  I  wondered  what 
need  they  had  to  concern  themfelves  about  my  writing.  They 
laid,  if  they  knew  I  had  wrote  about  the  prifoners,  they  would 
not  let  me  go  out  of  the  town.  I  told  them  what  I  writ  was  my 
duty  to  do.  "  Brothers,  I  tell  you,  I  am  not  afraid  of  you,  if 
there  were  a  thoufand  more.  I  have  a  good  confcience  before  God 
and  man.  I  tell  you  I  have  wrote  nothing  about  the  prifoners.  I 
tell  you,  Brothers,  this  is  not  good ;  there's  a  bad  fpirit  in  your 
heart,  which  breeds  that  jealoufy  ;  and  it  will  keep  you  ever  in  fear, 
that  you  will  never  get  reft.  I  beg  you  would  pray  to  God,  for 
grace  to  refiil  that  wicked  fpirit,  that  breeds  fuch  wicked  jealoufies 
in  you  j  which  is  the  reafon  you  have  kept  me  here  fo  long.  How 
often  have  I  begged  of  you  to  difpatch  me  ?  I  am  afhamed  to  fee 
you  fo  jealous ;  I  am  not,  in  the  leaft,  afraid  of  you.  Have  I  not 
brought  writings  to  you  ?  and  what,  do  you  think  I  mufb  not  carry 
iome  home,  to  the  Governor  ?  or,  fhall  I  fhut  my  mouth,  and 
fay  nothing  ?  Look  into  your  own  hearts,  and  fee  if  it  would  be 
light  or  wrong,  if  any  body  gives  a  falutation  to  their  friends,  and 
it  is  not  returned  in  the  fame  way.  You  told  me  many  times  how 
kind  you  were  to  the  prifoners,  and  now  you  are  afraid  that  any 
of  them  mould  fpeak  to  me." 

They  told  me,  they  had  caufe  to  be  afraid ;  and  then  made  a. 
draught,  and  mewed  me  how  they  were  furrounded  with  war. 
Then  I  told  them,  if  they  would  be  quiet,  and  keep  at  a  diftance, 
they  need  not  fear.  Then  they  went  away,  very  much  afhamed, 
one  after  another.  I  told  my  men,  that  we  mult  make  hafte  and 
go ;  and  accordingly  we  fet  off,  in  the  afternoon,  from  Ku/Lkifl- 
Zt'e,  and  came  ten  miles. 

pth.  We  took  a  little  foot-path  hardly  to  be  feen.  We 

loft  it,  and  went  through  thick  bufhes,  till  we  came  to  a  mire, 
which  we  did  not  fee,  till  we  were  in  it  j  and  Tom  Hickman  fell  in, 
and  almoft  broke  his  leg.  We  had  hard  work  before  we  could 
get  the  horfc  out  again.  The  Lord  helped  me,  that  I  got  fafe 
irom  my  horfe.  I  and  Pifqiietumen  had  enough  to  do  to  come 
through.  We  palled  many  fuch  places :  it  rained  all  day ;  and 
we  got  a  double  portion  of  it,  becaufe  we  received  all  that  hung 
on  the  bufiies.  We  were  as  wet  as  if  we  were  fwimming  all  the 
ilny  -,  and  at  night  \ve  laid  ourfelves  down  in  a  fvvampy  place  tQ 
lijep,  where  we  had  nothing  but  the  heavens  for  our  covering. 

VOL,  IT.  [col loth.  We 
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— - — ictli.  We  had  but  little  to  live  on.  Tom  Hick/nan  {hot  a 
deer  on  the  road.  Every  thing  here,  upon  the  Ohio,  is  extremely 
dear,  much  more  fo  than  in  Pennfylvania :  I  gave  for  one  dim  of 
corn  four  hundred  and  fixty  "wampum.  They  told  me  that  the 
Governor  of  fort  Duquefne  kept  a  ftore  of  his  own,  and  that  all 
the  Indians  muft  come  and  buy  the  goods  of  him  ;  and  when  they 
come  and  buy,  he  tells  them,  if  they  will  go  to  war,  they  mall 
have  as  much  goods  as  they  pleafe.  Before  I  fet  off,  I  heard  fur- 
ther, that  a  French  captain  who  goes  to  all  the  Indian  towns*  came 
to  Sacuncky  and  faid,  "  Children,  Mall  you  not  come  and  help 
your  father  againft  the  Englijh  ?"  They  anfwered,  "  Why  mould 
we  go  to  war  againft  our  brethren  ?  They  are  now  our  friends." 
"  O  !  Children,"  faid  he,  "  I  hope  you  do  not  own  them  for 
friends."  "  Yes,"  faid  they,  "  We  do  ;  we  are  their  friends,  and 
we  hope  they  will  remain  ours."  "  O  !  Children,  faid  he,  ycu 
muft  not  believe  what  you  have  heard,  and  what  has  been  told 
you  by  that  man."  They  faid  to  him,  "  Yes,  we  do  believe  him 
more  than  we  do  you  :  it  was  you  that  fet  us  againft  them  •,  and 
we  will  by  and  by  have  peace  with  them  :"  and  then  he  fpoke  not 
•A  word  more,  but  returned  to  the  fort.  So,  I  hope,  forrie  good 
is  done  :  praifed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

nth.  Being  Monday,  we  went  over  Antlgcc :    we  went 

down  a  very  deep  hill,  and  our  horfes  flipt  fo  far,  that  I  expected, 
every  moment,  they  would  fall  heels  over  head.  We  found  frcfli 
Indian  tn:c~rs  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river.  We  crofled  Allegheny 
river,  raid  went  through  the  buflies  upon  a  .high  hill,  and  ilept 
upon  the  fide  of  the  mountain,  without  fire,  for  fear  of  the  ene- 
my. It  was  a  cold  night,  and  I  had  but  a  thin  blanket  to  cover 
myftlf. 

1 2th.  We  made  a  little   fire,  to   warm  ourfelves   in   the 

.morning.  Our  horfes  began  to  be  weary  with  climbing  up  and 
down  thefe  fleep  mountains.  We  came  this  night  to  the  top  of  a 
mountain,,  where  we  found  a  log-houfe.  Here  we  made  a  fmall 
fire,  juft  to  boil  ourfelves  a  little  victuals.  The  Indians  were  very 
much  afraid,  and  lay  with  their  guns  and  tomhocks  on  all  night. 
They  heard  fomebody  run  and  whifper  in  the  night.  I  Ilept  very 
founc1,  and  in  the  morning  they  afked  me,  if  I  was  not  afraid  the 
enemy  Indians  would  kill  me.  I  faid,  "  No,  I  am  not  afraid  of 
the  Indians )  nor  the  devil  himfelf :  I  fear  my  great  Creator,  God." 
«  Aye,  they  faid,  you  know  you  will  go  to  a  good  place  when 
you  die,  but  we  do  not  know  tl^t :  that  makes  us  afraid." 

i 3th.  In 

*  lie  was  fcnt  to  colled  the  Indians  together,  to  attack  General  Forbes's  army, 
ease  nu.<.x-,  on  their  ::,*/ch. 
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1 3th.  In  the  afternoon  we  twice  croffed    Ckowqttrt)  and 

came  to  Poncheftanning,  an  old  deferted  Indian  town,  that  lies  on 
the  fame  creek.  We  went  through  a  bad  fwamp,  where  were 
very  thick  {harp  thorns,  fo  that  they  tore  our  cloaths  and  flefli, 
both  hands  and  face,  to  a  bad  degree.  "We  had  this  kind  of  read 
all  the  day.  In  the  evening  we  made  a  fire,  and  then  they  heard 
fomething  rufli,  in  the  buflies,  as  though  they  heard  fcmebody 
walk.  Then  we  went  about  three  gun-fhot  from  our  fire,  and 
could  not  find  a  place  to  lie  down  on,  for  the  innumerable  rocks ; 
fo  that  we  were  obliged  to  get  fmall  {tones  to  fill  up  the  hollow 
places  in  the  rocks,  for  our  bed;  but  it  was  very  uneafy ;  almoil 
fhirt  and  {kin  grew  together.  They  kept  watch  one  after  another 
all  night. 

1 4th.  In  the  morning,    I  afked  them  what  made   them 

afraid.  They  {aid,  I  knew  nothing ;  the  French  had  fet  a  great 
price  on  my  head  ;  and  they  knew  there  was  gone  out  a  great  fcout 
to  lie  in  wait  for  me.  We  went  over  great  mountains  and  a  very 
bad  road. 

1 5th.  We  came  to  Sefquehatina,  and  crofled  it  fix  times, 

and  came  to  Cataiuaiuejhink)  where  had  been  an  old  Indian  town. 
In  the  evening  there  came  three  Indians,  and  faid  they  faw  two 
Indian  tracks,  which  came  to  the  place  where  we  flept,  and 
turned  back,  as  if  to  give  information  of  us  to  a  party  5  fo  that 
we  were  fure  they  followed  us. 

1 6th  and  i7th.     We  crofied  the  mountain. 

1 8th.  Came  to  the  Big  I/land,  where  having  nothing  to 

live  on,  we  were  obliged  to  ftay  to  hunt. 

ipth.  We  met  20  warriors,  who  were  returning  from  the 

inhabitants,  with  five  prifoners  and  one  fcalp ;  fix  of  them  were 
Delaware*,  the  reft  Mingoes.  We  fat  down  all  in  one  ring  to 
gether.  I  informed  them  where  I  had  been,  and  what  v/as  done  ; 
they  afked  me  to  go  back  a  little,  and  fo  I  did,  and  flept  all  night 
with  them.  I  informed  them  of  the  particulars  of  the  peace  pro- 
pofed  j  they  faid,  "  If  they  had  knov/n  fo  much  before,  they 
would  not  have  gone  to  war.  Be  ftrong ;  if  you  make  a  good 
peace,  then  we  will  bring  all  the  prifoners  back  again."  They 
killed  two  deer,  and  gave  me  one. 

2oth.  We  took  leave   of  each   other,   and   went  on  our 

journey,  and  arrived  the  22d  at  fort  Augiifta>  in  the  afternoon, 
very  weary  and  hungry  •,  but  greatly  rejoiced  of  our  return  from 
this  tedious  journey. 

There 
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There  is  not  a  prouder,  or  more  high  minded  people,  in  them- 
felves,  than  the  Indians.  They  think  themfelves  the  wifeft  and 
prudentefl  men  in  the  world  •,  and  that  they  can  over-power  both 
the  French  and  Englijh  when  they  pleafe.  The  white  people  are, 
in  their  eyes,  nothing  at  all.  They  fay,  that  through  their  conjur- 
ing craft  they  can  do  what  they  pleafe,  and  nothing  can  withftand 
them.  In  their  way  of  fighting  they  have  this  method,  to  fee  that 
they  firft  moot  the  officers  and  commanders  *,  and  then,  they  fay, 
we  mall  be  fure  to  have  them.  They  alfo  fay,  that  if  their  conju- 
rers run  through  the  middle  of  our  people,  no  bullet  can  hurt 
them.  They  fay  too,  that  when  they  have  (hot  the  commanders, 
the  foldiers  will  all  be  confufed,  and  will  not  know  what  to  do. 
They  fay  of  themfelves,  thnt  every  one  of  them  is  like  a  king  and 
captain,  and  fights  for  himfelf.  By  this  way  they  imagine  they  can 
overthrow  any  body  of  men,  that  may  come  againft  them.  They 
fay,  "  The  Englljh  people  are  fools ;  they  hold  their  guns  half 
man  high,  and  then  let  them  fnap :  we  take  fight  and  have  them 
at  a  (hot,  and  fo  do  the  French ;  they  do  not  only  flioot  with  a 
bullet,  but  big  fwan  met."  They  fay,  the  French  load  with  a 
bullet  and  fix  fwan-fhot.  They  further  fay,  "  We  take  care 
to  have  the  firft  fhot  at  our  enemies,  and  then  they  are  half  dead 
before  they  begin  to  fight." 

The  Indians  are  a  people  full  of  jealouiy,  and  will  not  eafilv 
truft  any  body ;  and  they  are  very  eafily  affronted,  and  brought 
into  jealoufy  •,  then  afterwards  they  will  have  nothing  at  all  to  do 
with  thofe  they  fufpecl:  •,  and  it  is  hot  brought  fo  eafy  out  of  their 
minds ;  they  keep  it  to  their  graves,  and  leave  the  feed  of  it  in 
their  children  and  grand  children's  minds ;  fo,  if  they  can,  they 
will  revenge  themfelves  for  every  imagined  injury.  They  are  a 
very  diftruftful  people.  Through  their  imagination  and  reafon  they 
think  themfelves  a  thoufand  times  ftronger  than  all  all  other  peo- 
ple. Fort  dn  £hicfne  is  faid  to  be  undermined.  The  French  have 
given  cut,  that,  if  we  overpower  them,  and  they  fhould  die,  we 
{hould  certainly  all  die  with  them.  When  I  came  to 'the  fort,  the 
garrifon,  it  was  faid,  confided  of  about  one  thoufand  four  hun- 
dred men ;  and  I  am  told  they  will  nov/  be  full  three  thoufand 
French  and  Indians.  They  are  almoft  all  Canadians,  and  will  cer- 
tainly meet  the  general  before  he  comes  to  the  fort,  in  an  ambufli. 
You  may  depend  upon  it  the  French  will  make  no  open  field-battle, 
as  in  the  old  country,  but  lie  in  nmbufh.  The  Canadians  are  all 
hunters.  The  Indians  have  agreed  to  draw  back  •,  but  how  far  we 
may  give  credit  to  their  promifes  the  Lord  knows.  It  is  the  beft 
way  to  be  on  our  guard  again  ft  them,  as  if  they  really  could  with 
One  thoufand  overpower  eight  thoufand. 

Thirty-two 
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Thirty-two  nights  I  lay  in  the  woods-,  the  heavens  were  my 
covering.  The  dew  came  fo  hard  fometimes,  that  it  pinched  clofe 
to  the  fkin.  There  was  nothing  that  laid  fo  heavy  on  my  heart,  as 
the  man  that  went  along  with  me.  He  thwarted  me  in  every 
thing  I  faid  or  did  •,  not  that  he  did  it  againft  me,  but  againft  the 
country,  on  whofe  bufmefs  I  was  fent :  I  was  afraid  he  would 
overthrow  what  I  went  about.  When  he  was  with  the  Englijh 
he  would  fpeak  againft  the  French,  and  when  with  the  French  againft 
the  Englijh.  The  Indians  obferved  that  he  was  a  falfe  fellow,  and 
defired  me,  that  I  would  not  bring  him  any  more,  to  tranfaci  any 
bufmefs  between  the  Englijh  and  them  •,  and  told  me,  it  was  through 
his  means  I  could  not  have  the  liberty  to  talk  with  the  prifoners. 

Praife  and  glory  be  to  the  Lamb,  that  has  been  flain,  and  brought 
me  through  the  country  of  dreadful  jealoufy  and  miftruft,  where 
the  prince  of  this  world  has  his  rule  and  government  over  the 
children  of  difobedience. 

The  Lord  has  preferved  me  through  all  the  dangers  and  difficul- 
ties, that  I  have  ever  been  under.  He  directed  me  according  to 
his  will,  by  his  holy  fpirit.  I  had  no  one  to  convene  with  but  him. 
He  brought  me  under  a  thick,  heavy,  and  dark  cloud,  into  the 
open  air ;  for  which  I  adore,  praife  and  worfhip  the  Lord  my  God, 
that  I  know  has  grafped  me  in  his  hands,  and  has  forgiven  me  for 
all  fins,  and  fent  and  warned  my  heart  with  his  moft  precious  blood  ; 
that  I  now  live  not  for  myfelf,  but  for  him  that  made  me ;  and  to 
Jo  his  holy  will  is  my  pleafure.  I  own  that,  in  the  children  of 
light,  there  dwells  another  kind  of  fpirit,  than  there  does  in  the 
children  of  this  world  •,  therefore,  thefe  two  fpirits  cannot  rightly 
in  fellowfhip.

The  fecond,  journal  of  Chriftian  Frederick  Poll,  on  a  mejjagt  from 
the  Governor  of  Pennfylvania,  to  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio,  in  the 

latter  part  of  the  fame  year  : 

Containing  his  further  negotiation  whh  thefe  people,  to  accompli/?}  the 
dtfign  -of  his  former  journey,  and  procure  a  peace  with  them  j  in 
which  he  mst  with  fvefh  difficulties  and  danger sy  cccafuncd  by  the 
French  injlueticey  £sV. 

the  Indians,  being  acquainted  with  his  fatieft Jimplicityj  and  calling 
to  mind  their  former  friendjhlp  with  the  inhabitants  of  Pennfylva- 
iiia,  fo  far  paid  a  regard  to  his  fincerity,  as  to  llflcn  to  the  terms 
prop-fid  •,  and  in  confiqiiense  thereof  the  French  lucre  obliged  to  aban- 
don the  whole  Ohio  country  to  General  Forbes,  after  deflroying  with 
their  own  hands  their  Jlrong  fort  of  Duquefne. 


OSiber  2$tk,  1758.  JL  JL  A VJNG  received  the  orders  of  the 
honourable  Governor  Denny>  I  fet  out  from  Ecjlcn  to  Bethlehem, 
and  arrived  there  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  I  was  em- 
ployed moil  of  the  night,  in  preparing  myfelf  witli  neceilaries, 
&c.  for  the  journey. 

26t!i.  Rofe  early,  but  my  horfe  being  lame,  though  I  tra- 
velled all  the  day,  I  could  not,  till  after  night,  reach  to  an  inn, 
about  ten  miles  from  Reading. 

27th.  I  fet  out  early,  and  about  feven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing came  to  Reading  and  there  found  Captain  JBu/I,  Mr.  Hays, 
and  the  Indians  jult  mounted,  and  ready  to  fet  out  on  their 
journey;  they  v/ere  heartily  glad  to  fee  me  j  Pifqueiomcn  ftretched 
out  his  arms,  and  fakl,  "  Now,  Brother,  I  am  glad  I  have  got 
you  in  my  arms,  I  v/ill  not  let  you  go,  I  will  not  let  ycur  go  again 
from  me,  you  mufl  go  with  me  :"  and  1  likewife  faid  the  fame  to 
him,  and  told  him,  "  I  will  accompany  you,  if  you  will  go  the 
fame  way  as  I  mud  go."  And  then  I  called  them  together,  in 
Mr.  Weif:.rs  houfe,  and  read  a  letter  to  them,  which  I  had  received 
from  the  Governor,  which  is  as  follows,  v;z.~

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"   To    Pifquetomen   and    Thomas   Hickman,    to    Totiniontonna   and 
Skickalamy,  and  to  Ifaac  Still. 

"  Brethen,  Mr.  Frederick  Poft  is  come  exprefs  from  the  general, 
who  fends  his  compliments  to  you,  and  defires  you  would  come 
by  the  way  of  his  camp,  and  give  him  an  opportunity  of  talking 
with  you. 

.  "  By  this  firing  of  wampum  I  requeft  of  you  to  alter  your 
intended  rout  by  way  of  Shamokm,  and  to  go  to  the  general,  who 
will  give  you  a  kind  reception.  It  is  a  nigher  way,  in  which  you 
will  be  better  fupplied  with  provifions,  and  can  travel  with  lefs  fa- 
ti^ue  and  more  fafety.

"  Eajl-ony   October  2^d.  1758. 

To  which  I  added,  "  Brethren,  I  take  you  by  this  ftring,*  by 
the  hand,  and  lift  you  from  this  place,  and  lead  you  along  to  the 
general." 

After  which  they  confulted  among  themfelves,  and  foon  refolved 
to  go  with  me.  We  (hook  hands  with  each  other,  and  Mr.  Hays 
immediately  fet  out  with  them  ;  after  which,  having  with  foine 
difficulty  procured  a  frefh  horfe,  in  the  king's  fervice,  I  fet  ofF 
about  noon  with  captain  Bull ;  and  when  we  came  to  Conrad  Wei- 
fers  plantation,  we  found  Ptfyuetomen  lying  on  the  ground  very 
drunk,|  which  obliged  us  to  flay  there  all  night  •,  the  other  Indians 
were  gone  eight  miles  farther  on  their  journey. 

28th.  We  rofe  early,  and  I  fpoke  iaPt/quetontert  a  great  deal  ; 

he  was  very  fick,  and  could  hardly  ftir  •,  when  we  overtook  the 
reft,  we  found  them  in  th.:  fame  condition  ;  and  they  feemed  dif- 
couraged,  from  going  the  way  to  the  general ;  and  wanted  to  go 
through  the  woods.  I  told  them,  I  was  forry  to  fee  them  waver- 
ing, and  reminded  them,  that  when  I  went  to  their  towns,  I  was 
not  fent  to  the  French,  but  when  your  old  men  infifled  on  my  go- 
ing to  them,  I  followed  their  sdvice,  and  went ;  and  as  the  gene- 
ral is,  in  the  king's  name,  over  the  provinces,  in  matters  of  war 

and

f  The  Indian^  having  learned  drunkennefs  of  the  white  people,  do  not  reckon  it 
among  the  vices.  They  all,  without  exception,  and  without  fhame,  practice  it  when 
they  can  get  flrong  liquor.  It  does  not,  among  them,  hurt  the  character  of  the 
greatefi:  warrior,  th-  Created  counfellor,  or  the  modelled  matron.  It  is  not  fo  much 
an  n(f<nce,  as  an  excufi  for  other  offences;  the  injuries  they  do  each  other  in  their 
drink  being  charged,  noi  upon  the  man,  but  upon  the  rum, 
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and  peace,  and  the  Indians, -at  Allegheny*,  want  to  know,  whether  all 
the  Englijh  governments  will  join  in  the  peace  with  them  ;  the  way 
to  obtain  full  fatisf action  is  to  go  to  him,  and  there  you  will  receive 
another  great  belt  to  carry  home  *,  which  I  defire  you  ferioufly  to 
take  into  confideration.  They  then  refolved  to  go  to  Harris's  fer^ 
ry,  and  confider  about  it  as  they  went ; — we  arrived  there  late  in 
the  night. 

-2pth.  In  the  morning,  the  two  Cayugas  being  moil  defir- 

ous  of  going  through  the  woods,  the  others  continued  irrefolute  f  5 
upon  which  I  told  them,  u  I  willi  you  would  go  with  good  cou- 
rage, and  with  hearty  refolution,"  and  repeated  what  I  had  faid  to 
them  yeiterday,  and  reminded  them,  as  they  were  meflengers,  they 
ihould  confider  what  would  be  the  beft  for  their  whole  nation  ; 
*(  confult  among  yourfelves,  and  let  me  know  your  true  mind  and 
determination  j"  and  I  informed  them,  I  could  not  go  with  them, 
unlefs  they  would  go  to  the  general,  as  I  had  meflages  to  deliver 
him.  After  which,  having  confulted  together,  Pefquitcmen  came 
and  gave  me  his  hand,  and  faid,  "  Brother,  here  is  my  hand,  we 
have  all  joined  to  go  with  you,  and  we  put  ourfelves  under  your 
protection  to  bring  Us  fafe  through,  and  to  fecure  us  from  all  dan- 
ger." We  came  that  night  to  Carlifle  and  found  a  fmall  houfe 
without  the  fort,  fot  the  Indians  to  be  by  themfelves,  and  hired  a 
woman  to  drefs  their  victuals,  which  pleafed  them  well. 

— —3oth.  Setting  out  early,  we  came  to  Shippenfturg,  and  were 
lodged  in  the  fort,  where  the  Indians  had  a  houfe  to  themfelves. 

3 1  ft.  Set  out  early;  in  ourpaffing  by  Chambers  Fort,  fome 

of  the  Iriflj  people,  knowing  fome  of  the  Indians,  in  a  ram  man- 
ner exclaimed  againft  them,  and  we  had  fome-dimculty  to  get  them 
oflf  clear.  At  fort  London  we  met  about  fixteen  of  the  Cherokees, 
who  came  in  a  friendly  manner  to  our  Indians,  enquiring  for  Bill 
Sockum,  and  {hewed  the  pipe  J  they  had  received  from  the  Shaiva- 
nefe,  and  gave  it,  according  to  their  cuftom,  to  fmoak  out  of,  and 
faid,  they  hoped  they  were  friends  of  the  Englijfj.  They  knew 
me.  Pefqitiiomen  begged  me  to  give  him  fome  luarnpum,  that  he 
might  fpeak  to  them  :  I  gave  him  400  white  iuainpumy  and  he  then 
faid  to  them  : — "  We  formerly  had  friendmip  one  with  another) 
we  are  only  meiTengers,  and  cannot  fay  much,  but  by  thefe  ilrings 
we  let  you  know  we  are  friends,  and  we  are  about  fettling  a  peace 
with  the  Englifi,  and  wifli  to  be  at  peace  aiib  with  you,  and  all 

other

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other  Indians" — And  informed  them  further,  they  came  from  a 
treaty,  which  was  held  at  Eqfton,  between  the  Eight  United  Na- 
tions, and  their  confederates,  and  the  Englifb  ;  in  which  peace  was 
eftablifhed  j  and  mewed  them  the  two  meiTengers  from  the  Five 
Nations,  who  were  going,  with  them,  to  make  it  known  to  all  the 
Indians  to  the  weftward.  Then  the  Cherokees  anfwered  and  faid  ; 
"  they  mould  be  glad  to  know  how  far  the  friendship  was  to  reach  ; 
they,  for  themfelves,  wifhed  it  might  reach  from  the  fun-rife  to 
the  iun-fet ;  for,  as  they  were  in  friendfliip  with  the  EnglifJj,  they 
would  be  at  peace  with  all  their  friends^  and  at  war  with  their  ene- 
mies." 

Nov.  i.  We  reached  fort  Littleton,  in  company  with  the  Che- 
rokees,  and  were  lodged,  in  the  fort ;  they,  and  our  Indians,  in  dif- 
tinft  places ;  and  they  entertained  each  other  with  ftories  of 
their  warlike  adventures. 

2d.   Pefquitomen  faid  to  me,  "  you  have  led  us   this   way, 

through  the  fire ;  if  any  mifchief  mould  befal  us,  we  mail  lay  it 
entirely  to  you  ;  for  we  think  it  was  your  doing,  to  bring  us  this 
way ;  you  mould  have  told  us  at  Eajlon,  if  it  was  neceflary  we 
mould  go  to  the  general." 

I  told  him,  «  that  I  had  informed  the  great  men,  at  Eajlon,  that: 
I  then  thought  it  would  be  beft  not  to  let  them  go  from  thence,  till 
they  had  feen  the  general's  letter  ;  and  affured  them  that  it  was 
agreeable  to  the  general's  pleafure." 

•  3d.  Pefquitomen  began  to  argue  with  captain  Bull  and  Mr. 
Hays,  upon  the  fame  fubje£t,  as  they  did  with  me,  when  I  went  to 
them  with  my  firft  meflage  ;  which  was,  "  that  they  mould  tell 
them,  whether  the  general  would  claim  the  land  as  his  own,  when 
he  mould  drive  the  French  away  ?  or,  whether  the  Engli/h  thought 
to  fettle  the  country  ?  We  are  always  jealous  the  Englifo  .vrill  take 
the  land  from  us.  Look,  brother,  what  makes  you  come  with 
fuch  a  large  body  of  men,  and  make  fuch  large  roads  into  our 
country  ;  we  could  drive  away  the  French  curfelves,  without  your 
corning  into  our  country." 

Then  I  defired  captain  £#//and  Mr.  Hays  to  be  careful  how  they 
argued  with  the  Indians  ;  and  be  fure  to  lay  nothing,  that  might 
affront  them ;  for  it  may  prove  to  our  difadvantage,  when  we 
come  amongil  them.  This  day  we  came  to  Rays-town,  and  with 
much  difficulty  got  a  place  to  lodge  the  Indians  by  themfelves,  to 
their  fatisfaclion. 

4th.  We  intended  to  fet  out,  but  our  Indians  told  us,  the 

Cherokee*  had  defired  them  to  flay  that  day,  as  they  intended  to 
hold  a  council ;  and  they  defired  us  to  read  over  to  them  the  go- 

yernor's 
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vernor's  mefTage  ;  which  we  accordingly  did.  Pefquitomen,  finding 
Jenny  Frazer  there,  who  had  been  their  prifoner,  and  efcaped, 
{poke  to  her  a  little  rafhly.  Our  Indians,  waiting  all  the  day,  and 
the  Cherokees  not  fending  to  them,  were  difpleafed. 

5th.  Rofe  early,  and,  it  raining  fmartly,  we  aiked  our  In- 
dians, if  they  would  go  ;  which  they  took  time  to  confult  about. 

The  Cherokees  came  and  told  them,  the  EngliJJj  had  killed  about 
thirty  of  their  people,  for  taking  fome  horfes  •,  which  they  refent- 
ed  much  -,  and  told  our  Indians  they  had  better  go  home,  than  go 
any  farther  with  us,  left  they  mould  meet  with  the  fame.  On 
hearing  this,  I  told  them  how  I  had  heard  it  happened  •,  upon 
which  our  Indians  faid,  they  had  behaved  like  fools,  and  brought 
the  mifchief  on  themfelves. 

Pefquitomen,  before  we  went  from  hence,  made  it  up  with  Jen~ 
ny  Frazer,  and  they  parted  good  friends  ;  and  though  it  rained 
hard,  we  fet  out  at  I  o  o'clock,  and  got  to  the  foot  of  the  Alleghenny* 
and  lodged  at  the  firft  run  of  water. 

6th.  One  of  our  horfes  went  back  ;  we  hunted  a  good 

while  for  him.  Then  we  fet  off,  and  found  one  of  the  worft 
roads  that  ever  was  travelled  until  Stoney  creek.  Upon  the  road  we 
overtook  a  great  number  of  pack  horfes ;  whereon  Pefquitomen 
faid,  "  Brother,  now  you  fee,  if  you  had  not  come  to  us  before, 
this  road  would  not  be  fo  fafe  as  it  is  ;  now  you  fee,  we  could  have 
deftroyed  all  this  people  on  the  road,  and  great  mifchief  would  have- 
been  done,  if  you  had  not  ftopt,  and  drawn  our  people  back." — 
We  were  informed  that  the  general  was  not  yet  gone  to  fort  Du- 
quefne,  wherefore  Pefquitomen  faid,  he  was  glad,  and  exprefled, 
"  If  I  can  come  to  our  towns  before  the  general  begins  the  attack, 
I  know  our  people  will  draw  back,  and  leave  the  French" — We 
lodged  this  night  at  Stoney  creek. 

7th.  We  arofe  early,  and  made  all  the  hafte  we  could  on 

our  journey ;  we  croiled  the  large  creek,  Rekempalin,  near  Lawrel 
hill.  Upon  this  hill  we  overtook  the  artillery  ;  and  came,  before 
fun  fet,  to  Loyal  Hanning*  We  were  gladly  received  in  the  camp 
by  the  general,  and  moft  of  the  people.  We  made  our  fire  near 
the  other  Indian  camps ;  which  pieafed  our  people.  Soon  after 
fome  of  the  officers  came,  and  fpoke  very  rafhly  to  our  Indians,  ia 
refpecl  to  their  conduct  to  our  people ;  at  which  they  were  much 
difpleafed,  and  anfwered  as  rafhly,  and  faid,  "  they  did  not  under- 
ftand  fuch  ufage  ;  for  they  were  come  upon  a  meffage  of  peace ; 
if  we  had  a  mind  to  war,  they  knew  how  to  help  themielves  j 
and  that  they  were  net  afraid  of  us.'* 

— — 8th.  At 
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8th.  At  eleven  o'clock  the  general  called  the  Indians  toge- 
ther, the  Cherokees  and  Cataiubas  being  prefent ;  he  fpake  to  them 
in  a  kind  and  loving  manner,  and  bid  them  heartily  welcome  to  his 
camp,  and  exprefied  his  joy  to  fee  them,  and  defired  them  to  give 
his  compliments  to  all  their  kings  and  captains  : — He  defired  them 
that  had  any  love  for  the  Englifo  nation,  to  withdraw  from  the 
French ;  for  if  he  mould  find  them  among  the  French,  he  mufl 
treat  them  as  enemies,  as  he  mould  advance  with  a  large  army 
very  foon,  and  cannot  wait  longer  on  account  of  the  winter  fea- 
fon.  After  that  he  drank  the  king's  health,  and  all  that  wifh  well 
to  the  Englijh  nation  ;  then  he  drank  king  Beaver's,  Shingas\  and 
all  the  warrior's  healths,  and  recommended  us  (the  mefiengers) 
to  their  care  ;  and  defired  them  to  give  credit  to  what  we  mould 
fay.  After  that  we  went  to  another  houfe  with  the  general  alone  -, 
and  he  fhewed  them  the  belt,  and  faid,  he  would  furnifh  them 
with  a  writing,  for  both  the  belt  and  firing  ;  and  after  a  little  dif- 
courfe  more,  our  Indians  parted  in  love,  and  well  fatisfied.  And 
we  made  all  neceflary  preparation  for  our  journey. 

pth.  Some  of  the  colonels  and  chief  commanders  wonder- 
ed how  I  came  through  fo  many  difficulties,  and  how  I  could  rule 
and  bring  thefe  people  to  reafon,  making  no  ufe  of  gun  or  fword. 
I  told  them,  it  is  done  by  no  other  means  than  by  faith.  Then 
they  afked  me,  if  I  had  faith  to  venture  myfelf  to  come  fafe 
through  with  my  companions.  I  told  them,  it  was  in  my  heart  to 
pray  for  them,  "  you  know  that  the  Lord  has  given  many  promifes 
to  his  fervants,  and  what  he  promifes,  you  may  depend  upon,  he 
will  perform." — Then  they  wifhed  us  good  fuccefs.  We  waited 
till  almoft  noon  for  the  writing  of  the  general.  We  were  efcorted 
by  an  hundred  men,  rank  and  file,  commanded  by  captain  Hafelet  ; 
we  pafled  through  a  tract  of  good  land,  about  fix  miles  on  the 
old  trading  path,  and  came  to  the  creek  again,  where  there  is  a 
large  fine  bottom,  well  timbered ;  from  thence  we  came  upon  a 
hill,  to  an  advanced  breaft  work,  about  ten  miles  from  the  camp, 
well  fituated  for  flrength,  facing  a  fmall  branch  of  the  aforefaid 
creek  ;  the  hill  is  fteep  down,  perpendicular  about  twenty  feet, 
on  the  fouth  fide  ;  which  is  a  great  defence  -,  and  on  the  weft  fide 
the  breaft-work  about  feven  feet  high,  where  we  encamped  that 
night  :  Our  Indian  companions  heard  that  we  were  to  part  in  the 
morning,  and  that  twelve  men  were  to  be  fent  with  us,  an(l  the 
others,  part  of  the  company,  to  go  towards  fort  Dtiqttcftie.  Our 
Indians  defired  that  the  captain  would  fend  twenty  men,  inftead  of 
twelve ;  that  if  any  accident  mould  happen,  they  could  be  mess 
able  to  defend  themfelves  in  returning  back  ;  «  for  we  know,  fay 
they,  the  enemy  will  follow  the  fmallcft  party."  It  began  to  rain, 

Within 
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Within  five  miles  from  the  bread-work  we  departed  from  captain 
Jiafek't ;  he  kept  the  old  trading  path  to  the  Ohio.  Lieutenant 
Hays  was  ordered  to  accompany  us  to  the  Alleghenny  river  *  with 
fourteen  men.  We  went  the  path  that  leads  along  the  Loyal 
Harming  creek,  where  there  is  a  rich  fine  bottom,  land  well  tim- 
bered, good  fprings  and  fmall  creeks.  At  four  o'clock  we  were 
alarmed  by  three  men,  in  Indian  drefs  ;  and  preparation  was  made 
on  both  fides,  for  defence.  Ifaac  Still  fhewed  a  white  token,  and 
Pefqttitomen  gave  an  Indian  halloo ;  after  which  they  threw  down 
their  bundles,  and  ran  away  as  fail  as  they  could.  We  afterwards 
took  up  their  bundles,  and  found  that  it  was  a  fmall  party  of  our 
men,  that  had  been  long  out.  We  were  forry  that  we  had  feared  them ; 
for  they  loft  their  bundles  with  all  their  food.  Then,  I  held  a 
conference  with  our  Indians^  and  aiked  them,  if  it  would  not  be 
good,  to  fend  one  of  our  Indians  to  Logjfown  and  fort  Duquefne, 
and  call  the  Indians  from  thence,  before  we  arrive  at  Kuft&ufb* 
lifjg.  They  all  agreed  it  would  not  be  good,  as  they  were  but  mef- 
fengers  ;  it  inuft  be  done  by  their  chief  men.  The  wolves  made 
a  terrible  rnufic  this  night, 

nth.  We  ftarted  early,  and  carrre   to   the   old    Shawancfe 

town,  called  Keckkeknepolin,  grown  up  thick  with  weeds,  briars  and 
buihes,  that  we  fcarcdy  could  get  through.  Pefquitomen  led  us 
upon  a  fteep  hill,  that  our  horfes  could  hardly  get  up  •,  and  Tho- 
mas Hickmaifs  horfc  tumbled,  and  rolled  down  the  hill  like  a 
wheel  •,  on  which  he  grew  angry,  and  would  go  no  further  with 
us,  and  faid,  he  would  go  by  himfelf :  It  happened  we  found  a 
path  on  the  top  of  the  hill.  At  three  o'clock  we  came  to  Kj/ke- 
ineneco,  an  old  Indian  town,  a  rich  bottom,  well  timbered,  good 
fine  Englifb  grafs,  well  watered,  and  lays  wafte  fmce  the  war  be- 
gan. We  let  cur  horfes  feed  here,  and  agreed  that  lieutenant 
Ha\s  might  go  back  with  his  party  -,  and  as  they  were  fhort  of 
provifions,  we,  therefore,  gave  them  a  little  of  ours,  which  they 
took  very  kind  of  us.  Thomas  Hickman  could  find  no  other  road, 
rvnd  came  to  us  again  a  little  afhamecl ;  we  were  glad  to  fee  him  ; 
and  we  went  about  three  miles  farther,  where  we  made  a  large 
fire.  Here  the  Indians  looked  over  their  prefcnts,  and  grumbled  at 
me  ;  they  thought,  if  they  had  gone  the  other  way  by  Shanwkin> 
they  woiikl  have  got  more.  Captain  Bull  fpoke  in  their  favour 
againit  me.  Then  1  faid  to  them,  "  I  am  afhamed  to  fee  you 
crumble  about  prefents ;  I  thought  you  were  fent  to  eftablifh  a 
peace."  Though  I  confefs  I  was  not  pleafed  that  the  Indians  were 
ib  flightly  fitted°out  from  Eajlon>  as  the  general  had  nothing  to 

give 

*  The  Ohio,  as  it  is  called  by  the  Sennecas.  Alleghenny  is  the  name  o"  the  fame  river 
in  the  Delaware  language.    Both  words  fignify  the  fine,  or  fair 


river. 
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give  them,  in  the  critical  circumftances  he  was  in,  fit  for  their  pur- 
pofe. 

1 2th.  Early  in  the  morning,  I  fpoke  to  the  Indians  of  my 

company,  "  Brethren,  you  have  now  paired  through  the  heart  of 
the  country  back  and  forward,  likewife  through  the  midfl  of  the 
army,  without  any  difficulty  or  danger ;  you  have  feen  and  heard 
a  great  deal.  When  I  was  among  you,  at  Alleghenny,  you  told  me, 
I  mould  not  regard  what  the  common  people  would  fay,  but  only 
hearken  to  the  chiefs ;  I  mould  take  no  bad  ftories  along.  I  did 
accordingly ;  and  when  I  left  Alleghenny  I  dropt  all  evil  reports, 
and  only  carried  the  agreeable  news,  which  was  pleafing  to  all 
that  heard  it.  Now,  brethren,  I  beg  of  you  to  do  the  fame,  and 
to  drop  all  evil  reports,  which  you  may  have  heard  of  bad  people, 
and  only  to  obferve  and  keep  what  you  have  heard  of  our  rulers, 
and  the  wife  people,  fo  that  all  your  young  men,  women  and 
children,  may  rejoice  at  our  coming  to  them,  and  may  have  the 
benefit  of  it." 

They  took  it  very  kindly.  After  awhile  they  fpoke  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  to  us,  and  faid,  "  Brethren,  when  you  come  to 
Kufbkufhkmg,  you  muft  not  mind  the  prifoners,  and  have  nothing 
to  do  with  them.  Mr.  Pcft,  when  he  was  firft  there,  liilened 
too  much  to  the  prifoners  ,  the  Indians  were  almoil  mad  with  him 
for  it,  and  would  have  confined  him  for  it  j  for,  they  faicl,  he 
had  wrote  fomething  of  them." 

As  we  were  hunting  for  our  horfcs,  we  found  Thomas  Hickman's 
horfe  dead,  which  rolled  yefterday  down  the  hill.  At  one  o'clock 
we  came  to  the  Alleghenny,  to  an  old  Rbaiuano  town,  fituated  under  a 
high  hill  on  the  eaft,  oppofite  an  ifland  of  about  one  hundred 
acres,  very  rich  land,  well  timbered.  We  looked  for  a  place  to 
crofs  the  river,  but  in  vain ;  we  then  went  fmartly  to  work,  and 
made  a  raft ;  we  cut  the  wood,  and  carried  it  to  the  water  fide. 
The  wolves  and  owls  made  a  great  noife  in  the  night. 

1 3th.    We  got  up  early,   and  boiled  fome  chocolate  for 

breakfaft,  and  then  began  to  finifti  our  rafts;  we  cloathed  ourfelves 
as  well  as  we  could  in  Indian  drefs  ;  it  was  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  before  we  all  got  over  to  the  other  fide,  near  an  old 
Indian  town.  The  Indians  told  us,  we  fhould  not  call  Mr.  Bull> 
captain^  their  young  men  would  be  mad  that  we  brought  a  warrior 
there.  We  went  up  a  deep  hill,  good  land,  to  the  creek  Covve- 
wamck,  where  we  made  our  fire.  They  wanted  to  hunt  for  meat, 
and  looked  for  a  road.  Captain  Bull  {hot  a  fquirrel,  and  broke 
his  gun.  I  cut  fire  wood,  and  boiled  fome  chocolate  for  fupper. 
The  others  came  home,  and  brought  nothing.  Pefqttitcmen  wanted 

tp 
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to  hear  the  writing  from  the  general,  which  we  read  to  them,  to 
their  great  fatisfaftion.  This  was  the  firft  night  we  flept  in  the 
open  air.  Mr.  Bull  took  the  tent  along  with  him.  We  difcourfed 
a  good  deal  of  the  night  together. 

1 4th.  We  rofe  early,  and  thought  to  make  good  progrefs 

on  our  way.  At  one  o'clock  Thomas  Hickman  (hot  a  large  buck ; 
and,  as  our  people  were  hungry  for  meat,  we  made  our  camp 
there,  and  called  the  water  Buck  run.  In  the  evening  we  heard 
the  great  guns  fire  from  fort  Duquefne.  Whenever  I  looked  to- 
wards that  place,  I  felt  a  difmal  impreffion,  the  very  place  feemed 
{hocking  and  dark.  Pefqiiitomen  looked  his  things  over,  and  found 
a  white  belt,  fent  by  the  commiffioners  of  trade,*  for  the  Indian 
affairs.  We  could  find  no  writing  concerning  the  belt,  and  did  not 
know  what  was  the  fignification  thereof ;  They  feemed  much  con- 
cerned to  know  it. 

!^th.  We  arofe  early,  and  had  a  good  day's  journey  :  we 

palled  thefe  two  days  through  thick  bullies  of  briars  and  thorns ; 
fo  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  get  through.  We  crofied  the  creek 
Paquakonink  ;  the  land  is  very  indifferent.  At  twelve  o'clock  we 
croffed  the  road  from  Venango  to  fort  Duquefne.  We  went  weft  to- 
wards Kitftjkujhking,  about  fixteen  miles  from  the  fort.  We  went 
over  a  large  barren  plain,  and  made  our  lodging  by  a  little  run. 
Pefqnitomen  told  us,  we  muft  fend  a  meffenger,  to  let  them  know 
of  our  coming,  as  the  French  live  amongft  them  j  he  defired  a 
firing  of  wampum  •,  I  gave  him  three  hundred  and  fifty.  We 
concluded  to  go  within  three  miles  of  Kujbkujbkmg,  to  their  fu- 
gar  cabbins,f  and  to  call  their  chiefs  there.  In  difcourfe,  Mr. 
Bull  told  the  Indians,  the  Englifb  mould  let  all  the  prifoners  ftay 
amongft  them,  that  liked  to  ftay. 

1 6th.  We  met  two  Indians  on  the  road,  and  fat  down  with 

them  to  dinner.  They  informed  us  that  no  body  was  at  home, 
at  Kujbkujhking ;  that  one  hundred  and  fixty,  from  that  town, 
were  gone  to  war  againft  our  party.  We  crofled  the  above  men- 
tioned creek  ;  good  land,  but  hilly.  Went  down  a  long  valley  to 
Beaver  creek,  through  old  Ku/bku/bking, ^  a  large  fpot  of  land, 
about  three  miles  long  ;  they  both  went  with  us  to  the  town  ;  one 
of  them  rode  before  US,  to  let  the  people  in  the  town  know  of 
our  coming  •,  we  found  there  but  two  men,  and  fome  women. 
Thofe,  that  were  at  home,  received  us  kindly.  Pefquitomen  de- 
fired  us  to  read  the  meffage  to  them  that  were  there. 

1 7th. 

*  Perfons  appointed  by  law  to  manage  the  Indian  trade,   for  the  public ;  the  pri- 
vate trade,  on  account  of  its  abufes,  being  abolilhed. 

t   Where  they  boil  into  fugar  the  juice  of  a  tree  that  grows  in  thofe  rich  lands. 
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— — -i 7th.  There  were  five  Frenchmen  in  the  town;  the  reft 
were  gone  to  war.  We  held  a  council  with  Delaware  George* 
delivered  him  the  firing  and  prefents,  that  were  fent  to  him  ;  and 
informed  him  of  the  general's  fentiments,  and  what  he  defired  of 
them  ;  upon  which  he  agreed,  and  complied  to  go  with  Mr.  Bull, 
to  the  general.  Towards  night  Keckkenepalin  came  home  from  the 
war,  and  told  us  the  difagreeable  news,  that  they  had  fallen  in  with 
that  party,  that  had  guided  us ;  they  had  killed  Lieutenant  Hays* 
and  four  more,  and  took  five  prifoners,  the  others  got  clear  ofF. 
They  had  a  fkirmifh  with  them  within  twelve  miles  of  fort  Du- 
quefne.  Further  he  told  us,  that  one  of  the  captives  was  to  be 
burnt,  which  grieved  us.  By  the  prifoners  they  were  informed  of 
our  arrival ;  on  which  they  concluded  to  leave  the  French^  and  to 
hear  what  news  we  brought  them.  In  the  evening  they  brought 
a  prifoner  to  town.  We  called  the  Indians  together,  that  were  at 
home,  and  explained  the  matter  to  them,  and  told  them,  as  their 
own  people  had  defired  the  general  to  give  them  a  guide  to  conduct 
them  fafe  home,  and  by  a  misfortune,  your  peop'o  have  fallen  in 
with  this  party,  and  killed  five  and  taken  five  prifoners ;  and  we 
are  now  informed  that  one  of  them  is  to  be  burnt ;  u  Confider, 
my  brethren,  if  you  fhould  give  us  a  guide,  to  bring  us  fafe  on 
our  way  home,  and  our  parties  fhould  fall  in  with  you,  how  hard 
you  would  take  it." 

They  faid,  "  Brother,  it  is  a  hard  matter,  and  we  are  forry  it 
hath  happened  fo."  I  anfwered,  «  Let  us  therefore  fpare  no  pains 
to  relieve  them  from  any  cruelty."  We  could  fcarce  find  a  mef- 
fenger,  that  would  undertake  to  go  to  Saivciing,  where  the  prifoner 
was  to  be  bunt.  We  promifed  to  one  named  Compafs9  500  black 
wampum,  and  Mr.  Hays  gave  him  a  fhirt  and  a  dollar,  on  which 
he  promifed  to  go.  We  fent  him  as  a  meflenger.  By  a  ftring  of 
wampum  I  fpoke  thefe  words,  "  Brethren,  confider  the  meflengers 
are  come  home  with  good  news,  and  three  of  your  brethren,  the 
Englijb)  with  them.  We  defire  you  would  pity  your  own  young 
men,  women  and  children,  and  ufe  no  hardships  towards  the  cap- 
tives, as  having  been  guiding  our  party." 

Afterwards  the  warriors  informed  us,  that  their  defign  had  not 
been  to  go  to  war,  but  that  they  had  a  mind  to  go  to  the  general, 
and  fpeak  with  him  •,  and  on  the  road  the  French  made  a  divifion 
among  them,  that  they  could  not  agree ;  after  which  they  were 
difcovered  by  the  Cherokees  and  Catawbas,  who  fled,  and  left  their 
bundles,  where  they  found  an  E?:giiflj  colour.  So  Kekeufcung  told 
them  he  would  go  before  them  to  the  general,  if  they  would  fol- 
low him  ;  but  they  would  not  agree  to  it ;  and  the  French  per- 
fuaded  them  to  fall  upon  die  Englfo  at  Loyal-banning ;  they  ac- 
cordingly 
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cordingly  did,  and  as  they  were  driven  back,  they  fell  in  with 
that  party,  that  guided  us,  which  they  did  not  know.  They 
feemed  very  forry  for  it. 

—i  8th.  Captain  Bull  acted  as  commander,  without  letting 
us  know  any  thing,  or  communicating  with  us.  He  and  George 
relieved  a  prifoner  from  the  warriors,  by  what  means  I  do  not 
know.  When  the  warriors  were  met,  he  then  called  us  firft  to 
fit  clown,  and  to  hear  what  they  had  to  fay.  The  Indian  that  de- 
livered the  prifoner  to  Bull  and  George,  fpoke  as  follows  : 

"  My  brethren,  the  Englijh  are  at  fuch  a  diftance  from  us,  as  if 
they  were  under  ground,  that  I  cannot  hear  them.  I  am  very 
glad  to  hear  from  you  fuch  good  news ;  and  I  am  very  forry  that 
it  happened  fo,  that  I  went  to  war.  Now  I  let  the  general  know, 
he  mould  confider  his  young  men,  and  if  you  mould  have  any  of 
us,  to  fet  them  at  liberty,*  fo  as  we  do  to  you. 

Then  Pefqmtomen  faid,  "  As  the  Governor  gave  thefe  three 
mefiengers  into  my  bofom,  fo  I  now  likewife,  by  this  firing  of 
wampum,  give  Bull  into  Delaware  Georgia  bofom,  to  bring  him 
fafe  to  the  general."  Mr.  Bull  fat  down  with  the  prifoner,  who 
gave  him  fome  intelligence  in  writing  $  at  which  the  Indians  grew 
very  jealous,  and  afked  them  what  they  had  to  write  there  ?  I 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  general  by  Mr.  Bull.  In  the  afternoon  Mr. 
Bull)  Delaware  George,  and  Kejkenepalen  fet  out  for  the  camp.  To- 
wards night  they  brought  in  another  prifoner.  When  Mr.  Bull 
and  company  were  gone,  the  Indians  took  the  fame  prifoner, 
whom  Mr.  Bull  had  relieved,  and  bound  him  and  carried  him  to 
another  town,  without  our  knowledge.  I  a  thoufand  times  wifhed 
Mr.  Bull  had  never  meddled  in  the  affair,  fearing  they  would  ex- 
ceedingly punifh,  and  bring  the  prifoner  to  confeffion  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  writing. 

ipth.  A  great  many  of  the  warriors  came  home.     The 

French  had  infufed  bad  notions  into  the  Indians,  by  means  of  the 
letters,  they  found  upon  Lieutenant  Hays,  who  was  killed,  which 
they  falfely  interpreted  to  them,  viz.  That,  in  one  letter  it  was 
wr.te,  that  the  general  mould  do  all  that  was  in  his  power  to  con- 
quer the  French,  and,  in  the  mean  time  the  meflengers  to  the 
Indians  mould  do  their  utmoft  to  draw  the  Indians  back,  and 
keep  them  together  in  conferences,  till  he,  the  general,  had  made 
a  conquefl  of  the  French,  and  afterwards  he  fnould  fall  upon  all 
Indians,  and  deftroy  them.  And,  that,  if  we  mould  lofe  our 
lives,  the  Englt/b  would  carry  on  the  war,  fo  long  as  an  Indian,  cr 
Frenchman  was  alive.  Thereupon  the  French  faid  to  the  Indians  ; 

"  Now 
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"  Now  yoU  can  fee,  my  children,  How  the  Engli/b  want  to  de- 
ceive you,  and  if  it  would  not  offend  you,  I  would  go  and  knock 
thefe  meffengers  on  the  head,  before  you  ihould  be  deceived  by 
them."  One  of  the  Indian  captains  fpoke  to  the  French  and  laid, 
"  To  be  fure  it  would  offend  us,  if  you  mould  offer  to  knock  them 
on  the  head.  Jf  you  have  a  mind  to  go  to  war,  go  to  the  EngliJJ) 
army,  and  knock  them  on  the  head,  and  not  thefe  three  men,  that 
come  with  a  meffage  to  us." 

After  this  fpeech  the  Indians  went  all  off,  and  left  the  Frmch. 
Neverthelefs  it  had  enraged  fome  of  the  young  people,  and  made 
them  fufpicious  •,  fo  that  it  was  a  precarious  time  for  us.  I  faid> 
"  Brethren,  have  good  courage,  and  be  flrong  ;  let  not  every  wind 
diilurb  your  mind ;  let  the  French  bring  the  letter  here  j  for,  as 
you  cannot  read,  they  may  tell  you  thoufands  of  falfe  flories.  We 
will  read  the  letter  to  you.  As  Ifaac  Still*  can  read,  he  will  tell 
you  the  truth." 

After  this  all  the  young  men  were  gathered  together,  Ifaac  Still 
being  in  company.  The  young  men  faid,  "  One  that  had  but 
half  an  eye  could  fee  that  the  Engliftj  only  intended  to  cheat  them  ; 
and  that  it  was  beft  to  knock  every  one  of  us  meffengers  on  the 
head.'* 

Then  Ifaac  began  to  fpeak  and  faid,  "  I  am  alhamed  to  hear  fucli 
biking  from  you ;  you  are  but  boys  like  me ;  you  mould  not  talk 
of  fuch  a  thing.  There  have  been  thirteen  nations  at  Eajlony  where 
they  have  eftablifhed  a  firm  peace  with  the  EtigliJJj  ,•  and  I  have 
heard  that  the  Five  Nations  were  always  called  the  wifeft  j  go  tell 
them  that  they  are  fools,  and  cannot  fee ;  and  tell  them  that  you 
are  kings^  and  wife  men.  Go  and  tell  the  Cayitga  chiefs  fo,  that 
iir •-  here  ;  and  you  will  become  great  men."  Afterwards  they  were 
all  full,  and  faid  not  one  word  more. 

2oth.  There  came  a  great  many  more  together  in  the  town, 

and  brought  Plenry  Often,  the  ferjeant,  who  was  to  have  been 
burnt.  They  hallooed  the  war  halloo  ;  and  the  men  and  women 
beat  him  till  he  came  into  the  houfe.f  It  is  a  grievous  and  me- 
lancholy fight  to  fee  our  fellow  mortals  fo  abufed.  Ifaac  Still 
had  a  long  difcourfc  with  the  French  captain  5  who  made  himfelf

as  foon  as  he  can  get  into  uny  «f  their  but*,  lit  is  under  prote&ion,  *nd  refrtfhmentf 
are  adminiitercd  to  hi». 
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great,  by  telling  how  he  had  fought  the  Englifh  at  Loyal-Hann'mg. 
Ifaac  rallied  him,  and  faid  he  had  feen  them  fcalp  horfes,  and 
take  others  for  food.  The  firft  he  denied,  but  the  fecond  he 
owned.  Ifaac  ran  the  captain  quite  down,  before  them  all.  The 
French  captain  fpoke  with  the  two  Cayugas ;  at  lafl  the  Cayugas 
fpoke  very  fliarp  to  him,  fo  that  he  grew  pale,  and  was  quite  filent. 

Thefe  three  days  paft  was  precarious  time  for  us.  We  were 
warned  not  to  go  far  from  the  houfe  ;  becaufe  the  people  who  came 
from  the  flaughter,  having  been  driven  back,  w^ere  pofTefled  with 
a  murdering  fpirit ;  which  led  them  as  in  a  halter,  in  which  they 
were  catched,  and  with  bloody  vengeance  were  thirfly  and  drunk. 
This  afforded  a  melancholy  profpecl.  Ifaac  Still  was  himfelf  du- 
bious of  our  lives.  We  did  not  let  Mr.  Hays  know  of  the  dang- 
er. I  faid,  "  As  God  hath  flopped  the  mouth  of  the  lions,  that 
they  cou-d  not  devour  Daniel,  fo  he  will  preferve  us  from  their 
fury,  and  bring  us  through."  I  had  a  difcourfe  wirh  Mr.  Hays 
concerning  our  mefiage,  and  begged  him  he  would  pray  to  God 
for  grace  and  wifdom,  that  he  would  grant  us  peace  among  this 
people.  We  will  remain  in  flillnefs,  and  not  look  to  our  own 
credit.  We  are  in  the  fervice  of  our  king  and  country.  This 
people  are  rebellious  in  heart ;  now  we  are  here  to  reconcile  them 
again  to" the  General,  Governor,  and  the  Engli/b  nation  ;  to  turn 
them  again  from  their  errors.  And  I  wifhed  that  God  would 
grant  us  his  grace,  whereby  we  may  do  it ;  which  I  hope  and 
believe  he  will  do.  Mr.  Hays  took  it  to  heart  and  was  convinced 
of  all  *,  which  much  rejoiced  me.  I  begged  Ifaac  Still  to  watch 
over  himfelf,  and  not  to  be  difcouraged ;  for  I  hoped  the  ftorm 
would  foon  pafs  by. 

In  the  afternoon  all  the  captains  gathered  together  in  the  middle 
town  ;  they  fent  for  us,  and  defired  we  mould  give  them  informa- 
tion of  our  meflage.  Accordingly  we  did.  We  read  the  mefiage 
with  great  fatisfa&ion  to  them.  It  was  a  great  pleafure  both  to 
them  and  us.  The  number  of  captains  and  counfellors  were  fix- 
teen.  In  the  evening  mefiengers  arrived  from  fort  Duquefney  with 
a  firing  of  wampum  from  the  commander ;  upon  which  they  all 
came  together  in  the  houfe  where  we  lodged.  The  meflengers 
delivered  their  ilring,  with  thefe  words  from  their  father,  the 
French  King  : 

"  My  children,  come  to  me,  and  hear  what  I  have  to  fay.  The 
Engliflj  are  coming  with  an  army  to  deilroy  both  you  and  me.  I  there- 
fore defire  you  immediately,  my  children,  tohaften  with  all  the  young 
men  •,  we  will  drive  the  Mnglyb  and  deflroy  them.  I,  as  a  father, 
will  tell  you  always  what  is  befl."  He  laid  the  firing  before  one 
of  the  captains.  After  a  little  converfation,  the  captain  flood  up 

and 
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and  faid  j  "  I  have  juft  heard  fomething  of  our  brethren  the  En- 
gli/h,  which  pleafeth  me  much  better.  I  will  not  go.  Give  it 
to  the  others,  may  be  they  will  go."  The  meflenger  took  up  again 
the  firing  and  faid,  "  He  won't  go,  he  has  heard  of  the  Englijh"* 
Then  all  cried  out,  "  yes,  yes,  we  have  heard  from  the  Engltfh"  He 
then  threw  the  firing  to  the  other  fire  place,  where  the  other  captains 
were  ;  but  they  kicked  it  from  one  to  another,  as  if  it  was  a  fnake. 
Captain  Peter  took  a  flick,  and  with  it  flung  the  firing  from  one 
end  of  the  room  to  the  other,f  and  faid,  "  Give  it  to  the  French 
captain,  and  let  him  go  with  his  young  men  ;  he  boafled  much  of 
his  fighting ;  now  let  us  fee  his  fighting.  We  have  often  ventured 
our  lives  for  him  j  and  had  hardly  a  loaf  of  bread,  when  we  came  to 
him  -,  and  now  he  thinks  we  ihould  jump  to  ferve  him."  Then 
we  law  the  French  captain  mortified  to  the  uttermoft ;  he  looked 
as  pale  as  death.  The  Indians  difcourfed  and  joked  till  midnight ; 
and  the  French  captain  fent  mefiengers  at  midnight  to  fort  Duquefne. 

2 1  ft.  We  were  informed  that  the  general  was  within  twenty 

miles  of  fort  Diiquefne.  As  the  Indians  were  afraid  the  Englifi 
would  come  over  the  river  Ohio,  I  fpoke  with  fome  of  the  captains, 
and  told  them  that,  "  I  fuppofed  the  general  intended  to  furround 
the  French,  and  therefore  mufl  come  to  this  fide  the  river ;  but 
we  afTure  you  that  he  will  not  come  to  your  towns  to  hurt  you."  I 
begged  them  to  let  the  Shaiuanefe  at  Logstown^  know  it,  and  gave 
them  four  firings  of  300  wampum,  with  this  meflage  ;  "  Brethren, 
we  are  arrived  with  good  news,  waiting  for  you ;  we  defire  you 
to  be  flrong,  and  remember  the  ancient  friendfhip  your  grandfa- 
thers* had  with  the  EngHJh.  We  with  you  would  remember  it, 
and  pity  your  young  men,  women  and  children,  and  keep  away 
from  the  French  ;  and  if  the  Engiijh  mould  come  to  furround  the 
French,  be  not  afraid.  We  afTure  you  they  won't  hurt  you," 

22d.  KittiufKund  came  home,  and  fent  for  us,  being  very 

glad  to  fee  us.  He  informed  us,  the  general  was  within  fifteen 
miles  of  the  French  fort  •,  that  the  French  had  uncovered  their 
houfes,  and  laid  the  roofs  round  the  fort  to  fit  it  on  fire,  and 
made  ready  to  go  off,  and  would  demolifh  the  fort,  and  let  the 
J&ngKJh  have  the  bare  ground ;  faying  ;  "  they  are  not  able  to 
build  a  flrong  fort  this  winter  ;  and  we  will  be  early  enough  in  the 
fpririg  to  deflroy  them.  We  will  come  with  feventeen  nations  of 
Indians,  and  a  great  many  French,  and  build  a  Hone  fort." 

The 

*  E.  I.  He  has  liftened  to  the  Englljb  meffages. 

f  Kicking  the  firing  ahout,  and  throwing  it  with  a  flick,  not  touching  it  with  thetf 
hands,  were  xnarks  of  diilike  of  the  meflage,  that  accompanied  it. 
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The  Indians  danced  round  the  fire  till  midnight,  for  joy  of  their 
brethren,  the  Engli/Jj  coming.  There  went  Ibme  fronting  parties, 
towards  the  army.  Some  of  the  captains  told  me,  that  Shamokin 
Daniel,  who  came  with  me  in  my  former  journey,  had  fairly  fold 
me  to  the  French  ;  and  the  French  had  been  very  much  difpleafed, 
that  the  Indians  had  brought  me  away. 

23d.  The  liar  raifed  a  (lory,  as  if  the  Englifb  were  divided 

into  three  bodies,  to  come  on  this  fide  the  river."  They  told  us 
the  Cayugasy  that  came  with  us,  had  laid  fo.  We  told  the  Cayu- 
gas  of  it  5  on  which  they  called  the  other  Indians  together  ;  denied 
that  they  ever  faid  fo  ;  and  faid,  they  were  fent  to  this  place  from 
the  Five  Nations,  to  tell  them  to  do  their  befl  endeavors  to  fend 
the  French  off  irom  this  country  ;  and  when  that  was  done,  they 
would  go  and  tell  the  general  to  go  back  over  the  mountains. 

I  fee  the  Indians  concern  themfelves  very  much  about  the  affair 
of  land  •,  and  are  continually  jealous,  and  afraid  the  Englifi  will 
take  their  land.  I  told  them  to  be  (till  and  content  themfelves, 
**  for  there  are  fome  chiefs  of  the  Five  Nations  with  the  army  \ 
they  will  fettle  the  affair,  as  they  are  the  chief  owners  of  the  land  \ 
and  it  will  be  well  for  you  to  come  and  fpeak  with  the  general  your- 
felves." 

ffaac  Still  afked  the  French  captain,  whether  it  was  true,  that 
ZW/V/had  fold  me  to  the  French  ?  He  owned  it,  and  faid,  I  was 
theirs,  they  had  bought  me  fairly  ;  and,  if  the  Indians  would  give 
them  leave,  he  would  take  me. 

24th.    We  hanged   out   the  Englifo   flag,  in  fpite   of  the 

French  ;  on  which  pur  prifoners  folded  their  hands,  in  hopes  that 
their  redemption  was  nigh,  looking  up  to  God,  which  melted  my 
heart  in  tears,  and  prayers  to  God,  to  hear  their  prayers,  and  change 
the  times,  and  the  fituation,  which  our  prifoners  are  in,  and  under 
which  they  groan.  "  O  Lord,  laid  they,  when  will  our  redemp- 
tion come,  that  we  (hall  be  delivered,  and  return  home  ?" — And 
if  any  accident  happeneth,  which  the  Indians  diflike,  the  prifoners 
all  tremble  with  fear,  faying,  "  Lord,  what  will  become  of  us, 
and  what  will  be  the  end  of  our  lives  ?"  So  that  they  often  wifli 
themfelves  rather  under  the  ground,  than  in  this  life.  King  Beaver 
came  home,  and  called  us  to  his  houfe,  and  fainted  us  in  a  friend- 
ly manner  j  which  we,  in  like  manner,  did  to  him.  Afterwards  I 
fpoke  by  four  firings  of  350  wampum,  and  faid,  as  followed! : 

"  I  have  a  falutation  to  you,  and  all  your  people,  from  the  ge- 
neral, the  governor,  and  many  other  gentlemen.  Brother,  it 
pleafes  me  that  the  day  is  come  to  fee  you  and  your  people.  We 
have  warmed  ourfelves  by  your  fire,  and  waited  for  you,  and 

thank 
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thank  you,  that  you  did  come  home.  We  have  good  news  of 
irrcat  importance  j  which  we  hope  will  make  you,  and  all  your 
people's  hearts  glad.  By  thefe  firings  Idefire  you  would  be  pleafed 
to  call  all  your  kings  and  captains,  from  all  the  towns  and  nations ; 
fo  that  they  all  may  hear  us,  and  have  the  benefit  thereof,  while 
they  live,  and  their  children  after  them." 

Theii  he  fiiu,  "As  foon  as  I  heard  of  your  coming,  I  rofe  up 
airedllv  to  come  to  you."  Then  there  came  another  meflage, 
which  called  me  to  another  place,  where  fix  kings  of  fix  nations 
were  met  together.  I  fcnt  them  word,  they  mould  fit  together  a 
while,  and  frnoke  their  pipes,  and  I  would  come  to  them.  King 
Beaver  Lid  further, 

"  Brother,  it  pleafeth  me  to  hear  that  you  brought  fuch  good 
news ;  and  my  heart  rejoices  already  at  what  you  faid  to  me.  It 
rejoices  me  that  I  have  now  heard  of  you."  I  faid,  "  Brother, 
you  did  well,  that  you  firft  came  here,  before  you  went  to  the 
kings  ;  as  the  good  news  we  brought  is  to  all  nations,  from  the 
rifing  of  the  fun  to  the  going  down  of  the  fame  ;  that  want  to  be 
in  peace  and  friendfhip  with  the  Englt/h.  So  it  will  give  them 
fatisfa£tion,  when  they  hear  it."  The  French  captain  told  us, 
that  they  would  demolim  the  fort ;  and  he  thought  the  Engli/b 
would  be  to-day  at  the  place. 

25th.  Sh'mgas  came  home,  and  faluted  us  in  a  friendly  man- 
ner, and  fo  did  Beaver,  in  our  houfe ;  and  then  they  told  us, 
they  would  hear  our  meffage  ;  and  we  perceived  that  the  French 
captain  had  an  inclination  to  hear  it.  We  called  Beaver  and  Shin- 
gas  y  and  informed  them,  that  all  the  nations,  at  E^afton^  .had  agreed 
with  the  governor,  that  every  thing  mould  be  kept  fecret  from  the 
ears  and  eyes  of  the  French.  He  faid,  «  it  was  no  matter,  they 
were  beaten  already.  It  is  good  news,  and  if  he  would  fay 
any  thing,  we  would  tell  him  what  friendfhip  we  have  together." 
Accordingly  they  met  together,  and  the  French  captain  was  pre- 
fent.  The  number  coniiiled  of  about  fifty. 

King  Beaver  iirfl  fpoke  to  his  men,  "  Hearken,  ail  you  captains 
and  warriors,  here  are  our  brethren,  the  Engli/b  ;  I  wiili  that  you 
may  give  attention,  and  take  notice  of  what  they  fay.  As  it  is 
for  our  good,  that  there  may  an  everlafting  peace  be  eftablifhed, 
although  there  is  a  great  deal  of  mifchief  done,  if  it  pleafeth  God 
to  help  us,  we  may  live  in  peace  again." 

Then  I  began  to  fpeak  by  four  firings  to  them,  and  faid, 

"  Brethren,  being  come  here  to  fee  you,  I  perceive  your  bodies 
are  all  Rained  with  blood,  and  obferve  tears  and  forrows  in  your 
eyes  :  With  this  fmng  I  clean  your  body  from  blood,  and  wipe 

and 
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and  anoint  your  eyes  with  the  healing  oil,  fo  that  you  may  fee 
your  brethren  clearly.  And  as  fo  many  florms  have  blown  mice 
we  lad  faw  one  another  and  we  are  at  fuch  a  diftance  from  you, 
that  you  could  not  rightly  hear  us  as  yet,  I,  by  this  firing,  take  a 
foft  feather,  and  with  that  good  oil,  our  grandfathers  ufed,  open 
and  clear  your  ears,  fo  that  you  may  both  hear  and  understand 
what  your  brethren  have  to  fay  to  yen.  And  by  thefe  firings  I 
clear  your  threat  from  the  dull,  and  take  all  the  bitternefs  out  of 
your  heart,  and  clear  the  paflage  from  the  heart  to  the  throat,  that 
you  mr.y  fpeak  freely  with  your  brethren,  the  EtigKJb}  from  the 
heart." 

Then  Ifaac  Still  gave  the  pipe,  fent  by  the  Friends  *,  filled  with 
tobacco,  and  handed  round,  after  their  cuftom,  and  faid  : 

"  Brethren,  here  is  the  pipe,  which  your  grandfathers  ufed  to 
fmoke  with,  when  they  met  together  in  councils  of  peace.  And 
here  is  fome  of  that  good  tobacco,  prepared  for  our  grandfathers 
from  God  : — When  you  fhall  tafte  of  it,  you  fhall  feel  it  through 
all  your  body  •,  and  it  will  put  you  in  remembrance  of  the  good 
councils,  your  grandfathers  ufed  to  hold  with  the  Eriglif!jy  your 
brethren,  and  that  ancient  friendihip,  they  had  together." 

King  Beaver  rofe,  and  thanked  us  firft,  that  we  had  cleaned 
his  body  from  the  blood,  and  wiped  the  tears  and  forrow  from  his 
eyes,  and  opened  his  ears,  fo  that  now  he  could  well  hear  and  un- 
derftand.  Likewife  he  returned  thanks  for  the  pipe  and  tobacco^ 
that  we  brought,  which  our  grandfathers  ufed  to  fmoke.  He  faid, 
— «  When  I  tailed  that  good  tobacco,  I  felt  it  all  through  my  body, 
and  it  made  me  all  over  well," 

Then  we  delivered  the  mcdages,  as  followeth  : 

Governor  Dzmrfs  anfwer  to  the  rneflage  of  the  Ohio  Indians, 
brought  by  Frederick  Po/lj  Pcfquitcmen  and  'Thomas  Hickman* 

"  By  this  firing,  my  Indian  brethren  of  the  United  Nations  and 
De/a'-iuaresy  join  with  me,  in  requiring  of  the  Indian  councils,  to 
which  thefe  following  mefiages  fhall  be  prefented,  to  keep  every 
thing  private  from  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  French"  A  firing. 

c{  Brethren,  we  received  your  meffage  by  Pefqaitomen  and  Fre- 
derick Poft,  and  thank  you  for  the  care  you  have  taken  of  our  mef- 
fenger  of  peace,  and  that  you  have  put  him  in  your  bofom,  and 
protected  him  againft  our  enemy,  Qncnt'u,  and  his  children,  and 
lent  him  fafe  back  to  our  council  fire,  by  the  fame  man,  that  re- 
ceived him  from  us."  A  firing. 

"  Brethren, 

*  The  ^tinkers  of  Pl'ilnl'l^L'm^  who  firft  fct  on  foot  thefe  negotiations  of  peace ; 
and  for  whom  the  Indians  hav^  hj'.vays  had  a  ^reut  regard. 
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"Brethren,  I  only  fent  Poji  to  peep  into  your  cabbins,  and  to 
know  the  fcr/arnents  of  your  old  men,  and  to  look  at  your  faces, 
to  ice  how  you  look.  And  I  am  glad  to  hear  from  him,  that  you 
look  friendly  ;  and  that  there  (till  remain  fonie  fparks  of  love  to- 
wards us.  ft  is  what  we  believed  before  band,  and  therefore  we 
never  let  flip  the  chain  »f  frienciihip,  but  held  it  fait}  on  our  fide, 
and  it  lias  never  clropt  out  of  our  hands.  By  this  belt  we  defire 
that  you  will  dig  up  your  end  of  the  chain  of  friendfhip,  .that  yotf 
fufferedj  by  the  fubtlety  of  the  French,  to  be  buried."  A  belt. 

"  Brethren,  it  happened  that  the  governor  of  Jerfy  was  with 
me,  and  a  great  many  Indian  brethren,  fitting  in  council  at  Eaiton, 
when  your  meffengers  arrived  ;  and  it  gave  pleafure  to  every  one 
that  heard  it  •,  and  it  will  afford  the  fame  fatisfaction  to  our  neigh- 
boring governors,  and  their  people,  when  they  come  to  hear  it. 
I  mall  lend  mefTengers  to  them,  and  acquaint  them  with  what  you 
have  faid. 

"  Your  requefting  us  to  let  the  king  of  England  know  your 
good  difpcfitions  we  took  to  heart,  and  mall  let  him  know  it ;  and 
we  will  {peak  in  your  favor  to  his  majefty,  who  has,  for  fome  time 
pail,  looked  upon  you  as  his  loil  children.  And  we  can  aiTure 
you,  that,  as  a  tender  father  over  all  his  children,  he  will  forgive 
what  is  paft,  and  receive  you  again  into  his  arms."  A  belt. 

"  Brethren,  if  you  are  in  earner!  to  be  reconciled  to  us,  you 
will  keep  your  young  men  from  attacking  our  country,  and  killing, 
and  carrying  captive  our  back  inhabitants  :  And  will  likewife  give 
orders,  that  your  people  may  be  kept  at  a  diilance  from  Fort  Du- 
quefne ;  that  they  may  not  be  hurt  by  our  warriors,  who  are  fent 
by  our  king  to  chaftife  the  French,  and  not  to  hurt  you.  Confider 
the  commanding  officer  of  that  army  treads  heavy,  and  would  be 
very  forry  to  hurt  any  of  his  Indian  brethren."  A  large  belt. 

tc  And  brethren,  the  chiefs  of  the  United  Nations,  with  'their 
coufms,  our  brethren,  the  Delau^ires,  and  others  now  here,  jointly 
with  me  fend  this  belt,  which  hus  upon  it  two  figures,  that  repre- 
fent  all  the  Engli/Jj,  and  all  the  Indians,  now  prefent,  taking  hands, 
and  delivering  it  to  Pefqu*t&mtn  ,-  and  we  defire  it  may  be  likewife 
fent  to  the  Indians,  who  are  named  at  the. end  of  thefe  meflages*  ; 
as  they  have  all  been  formerly  our  very  good  friends  and  allies ; 
and  we  deiire  they  will  all  go  from  among  the  French  to  their  own 
towns,  and  no  longer  help  the  French." 

"  Brethren  on  the  Ohio,  if  you  take  the  belts  we  juft  now  gave 
you,  in  which  all  here  join,  Englijb  and  Indians,  as  we  do  not

doubt  you  will ;  then,  by  this  belt,  I  make  a  road  for  you,  and  in- 
vite you  to  come  to  Philadelphia,  to  your  firfl  old  council  fire, 
which  was  kmdled  when  we  firfl  law  one  another  ;  which  fire  we 
will  kindle  up  again,  and  remove  all  difputes,  and  renew  the  old 
and  firft  treaties  of  friendship.  This  is  a  clear  and  open  road  for 
you  ;  fear,  therefore,  nothing,  and  come  to  us  with  as  many  as  can 
be  of  the  Datawares,  Shaivanefe,  or  of  the  Six  Nations  :  "We  will 
be"  glad  to  fee  you  ;  we  defire  all  tribes  and  nations  of  Indians,  who 
are  in  alliance  with  you,  may  come.  As  foon  as  we  hear  of  your 
coming,  of  which  you  will  give  us  timely  notice,  we  will  lay  up 
provisions  for  ycu  along  the  road." 

A  large  white  belt,  with  the  figure  of  a  man,  at  each  end,  and 
itreaks  of  black,  reprefenting  the  road  from  the  Ohio  to  Philadelphia* 

f(  Brethren,  the  Six  Nation  and  Delaware  chiefs  join  with  me 
in  thofe  belts,  which  are  tied  together,  to  fignify  our  union  and 
friendfhip  for  each  other  -,  with  them  we  jointly  take  the  teinahawls 
out  of  your  hands,  and  bury  them  under  ground. 

"  We  fpeak  aloud,  fo  as  you  may  hear  us  ;  you  fee  we  all  fland 
together,  joined  hand  in  hand."  Two  belts  tied  together. 

"  General  Forbes  to  the  Shawanefe,  and  Delaware*,  on  the  Ohio. 

"  Brethren,  I  embrace  this  opportunity  by  our  brother,  Pefquiio- 
mcn,  who  is  now  on  his  return  home  with  fome  of  your  uncles,  of 
the  Six  Nations,  from  the  treaty  of  Efifton,  of  giving  ycu  joy  of  the 
happy  conclufion  of  that  great  council,  which  is  perfectly  agreea- 
ble to  me ;  as  it  is  for  the  mutual  advantage  of  our  brethren,  the 
Indians  y  as  well  as  the  Englifti  nation. 

"  I  am  glad  to  find  that  all  paft  difputes  and  animofities  are  now 
finally  fettled,  and  amicably  adjufted  ;  and  I  hope  they  will  be  for 
ever  buried  in  oblivion,  and  that  you  will  now  again  be  firmly  unit- 
ed in  the  intereit  of  your  brethren,  the  Englifo" 

"  As  I  am  now  advancing,  at  the  head  of  a  large  army,  againfl 
his  majeily's  enemies,  the  French,  on  the  Ohio,  I  muft  ftrcngly  re- 
commend to  you  to  fend  immediate  notice  to  any  of  your  people, 
who  may  be  at  the  French  fort,  to  return  forthwith  to  your  towns  ; 
where  you  may  fit  by  your  fires,  with  your  wives  and  children, 
quiet  and  undiiturbecl,  and  fmoke  your  pipes  in  fafcty.  Let  the 
French  light  their  own  battles,  as  they  were  the  firil  caufe  of  the 
war,  and  the  occafion  of  the  long  difference,  which  hath  fubfifled 
between  you  and  your  brethren,  the  Englijb  ;  but  I  muft  entreat 
you  to  reftrain  your  young  men  from  crofting  the  Ohio,  as  it  will 
be  impoiliblc  for  me  to  diftinguifh  them  from  our  enemies  ;  which 
I  expert  you  will  comply  with,  without  delay ;  left,  by  your  ne- 
glecl  thereof,  I  fhould  be  the  innocent  caufe  of  fome  of  our  bre- 
thren's 
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thren's  death.     This  advice  take  and  keep  in   your  own  breafts, 
and  fuffer  it  not  to  teach  the  ears  of  the  French. 

"  As  a  proof  of  the  truth  and  fmcerity  of  what  I  fay,  and  to 
confirm  the  tender  regard  I  have  for  the  lives  and  welfare  of  our 
brethren,  on  the  Ohio,  I  fend  you  this  firing  of  wampum. 

"  I  am,  brethren  and  warriors, 
u  Your  friend  and  brother, 

"JOHN    FORBE  S." 

"  Brethren,  kings  Beaver  and  Shingas,  and  all  the  warriors,  \vho 
join  with  you  : 

"  The  many  a£ls  of  hoftility,  committed  by  the  French  againft 
the  Er'itijli  fubjects,  made  it  neceffary  for  the  king  to  take  up  arms, 
in  their  defence,  and  to  redrefs  their  wrongs,  which  have  been 
done  them  ;  heaven  hath  favoured  the  juftice  of  the  caufe,  and 
jgiven  fuccefs  to  his  fleets  and  armies,  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 
I  have  received  his  commands,  with  regard  to  what  is  to  be  done 
on  the  Obis,  and  mall  endeavour  to  a£r.  like  a  foldier,  by  driving 
the  French  from  thence,  or  deftroying  them. 

"  It  is  a  particular  pleaiure  to  me  to  learn,  that  the  Indians,  who 
inhabit  near  that  river,  have  lately  concluded  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  Englijh  •,  by  which  the  ancient  friendfhip  is  renewed  with 
their  brethren,  and  fixed  on  a  firmer  foundation  than  ever.  May 
it  be  laiting  and  unmoveable  as  the  mountains.  I  make  no  doubt 
but  it  gives  you  equal  fatisfaclion,  and  that  you  will  unite  your  en- 
deavours with  mine,  and  all  the  governors  of  thefe  provinces,  to 
ftrengthen  it :  The  clouds,  that,  for  fome  time,  hung  over  the  En- 
glifh,  and  their  friends,  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio,  and  kept  them  both 
in  darknefs,  are  now  difperfed,  and  the  chearful  light  now  again 
mines  upon  us,  and  warms  us  both.  May  it  continue  to  do  fo, 
while  the  fun  and  moon  give  light. 

"  Your  people,  who  were  fent  to  us,  were  received  by  us  with 
open  arms  ;  they  were  kindly  entertained,,  while  they  were  here  ; 
and  1  have  taken  care  that  they  (hall  return  fafe  to  you  ;  with  them 
come  trulty  meflengers,  whom  I  earneftly  recommend  to  your 
protection  ;  they  have  feveral  matters  in  charge  ;  and  I  defire  you 
may  give  credit  to  what  they  fay ;  in  particular,  they  have  a  large 
belt  of  wampum,  and  by  this  belt  we  let  you  know,  that  it  is  agreed 
by  me,  and  ail  the  governors,  that  there  mall  be  an  everlafting 
peace  with  all  the  Indians,  eilablimed  as  fure  as  the  mountains,  be- 
tween the  Engli/Jj  nation  and  the  Indians,  all  over,  from  the  fun 
rifmg  to  the  fun  letting ;  and  as  your  influence  on  them  is  great, 
fo  you  will  make  it  known  to  all  the  different  nations,  that  want.

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to  be  in  friendfliip  with  the  Engli/h  ;  and  I  hope,  by  your  means 
and  perfuafions,  many  will  lay  hold  on  this  belt,  and  immediately 
withdraw  from  the  "French  :  this  will  be  greatly  to  their  own  inter- 
eft  and  your  honor,  and  I  mall  not  fail  to  acquaint  the  great  king 
of  it  :  I  fmcerely  wim  it,  for  their  good  j  for  it  will  fill  rne  with 
concern,  to  find  any  of  you  joined  with  the  French  /  as  in  that 
cafe,  you  muft  be  fenfible  I  muft  treat  them  as  enemies  *,  howe- 
ver, I  once  more  repeat,  that  there  is  no  time  to  be  loft  \  for  I  in- 
tend to  march  with  the  army  very  foon  ;  and  I  hope  to  enjoy  the 
pleafure  of  thanking  you  for  your  zeal,  and  of  entertaining  you 
in  the  fort  ere  long.  In  the  mean  time  I  wifh  happinefs  and  prof- 
perity  to  you,  your  women  and  children. 

"  I  write  to  you  as  a  warrior  fhould,  that  is,  with  candour  and 
love,  and  I  recommend  fecrecy  and  difpatch. 

"  I  am,  kings  Beaver  and  Shingas, 
"  And  brother  warriors, 

"  Your  afTured  friend  and  brother, 


"JOHN    FORBES. 


From  my  camp  at  Loyalhannon, 
Nov.  9,  1758." 


The  meffagcs  pleafed,  and  gave  fatisfa&ion  to  all  the  hearers, 
except  the  French  captain.  He  (hook  his  head  with  bitter  grief, 
and  often  changed  his  countenance.  Ifaac  S////ran  down  the  French 
captain  with  great  boldnefs,  and  pointed  at  him  faying,  "  There 
he  fits."  Afterwards  Shingas  rofe  up  and  faid  : 

"  Brethren,  now  we  have  rightly  heard  and  underftood  you,  it 
plcafeth  me  a-nd  all  the  young  men,  that  hear  it  ;  we  fhall  tjiink  of 
it,  and  take  it  into  due  confideration  ;  and  when  we  have  confider- 
ed  it  well,  then  we  will  give  you  an  aniwer,  and  fend  it  to  all  the 
towns  and  nations,  as  you  defired  us." 

We  thanked  them  and  wifhed  them  good  fuccefs  in  their  under- 

taking ;  and  wifhed  it  might  have  the  fame  effecl:   upon   all  other 

nations,  that  may  hereafter  hear  it,  as  it  had  on  them.     We  went 

a  little  out  of  the  houfe.     In  the  mean  time  Ifaac  Still  demanded 

the  letter,  which  the  French  had  falfely  interpreted,  that  it  might  be 

read  in  public.     Then  they  called  us  back,  and  I,    Frederick  Po/ly 

found  it  was   my  own  letter,   I    had  wrote  to    the  general.     I 

therefore  flood  up,  and  read  it,  which  Ifaac  interpreted.     The  In- 

dians were  well  pleafed,  and  took  it  as  if  it  was  written  to  them  ; 

thereupon  they  all  laid  \  "  We  always  thought  the  French  report 

of 
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of  the  letter  was  a  lie  ;  they  always  deceived  us  :"  Pointing  at  the 
French  captain  ;  who,  bowing  down  his  head,  turned  quite  pale, 
and  could  look  no  one  in  the  face.  All  the  Indians  began  to  mock 
and  laugh  at  him  ;  he  could  hold  it  no  longer,  and  went  out.  Then 
the  Cayuga  chief  delivered  a  firing,  in  the  name  of  the  Six  Nations, 
with  tbefe  words : 

"  Coufms,  hear  what  I  have  to  fay ;  I  fee  you  are  forry,  and 
the  tears  Hand  in  your  eyes.  I  would  open  your  ears,  and  clear 
your  eye?  from  tears,  fo  that  you  may  fee,  and  hear  what  your 
uncles,  the  Six  Nations,  have  to  fay.  We  have  eflabliihed  a  friend- 
fhip with  your  brethren,  the  Engli/h.  We  fee  that  you  are  all  over 
bloody,  on  your  body  j  I  clean  the  heart  from  the  dull,  and  your 
eyes  from  the  tears,  and  your  bodies  from  the  blood,  that  you  may 
hear  and  fee  your  brethren,  the  Engliflj,  and  appear  clean  before 
them,  and  that  you  may  fpeak  from  the  heart  with  them." 

Delivered  four  firings. 

Then  he  (hewed  to  them  a  firing  from  the  CheroJtees,  with  thefc 
words : 

"  Nephews,  we  let  you  know,  that  we  are  exceeding  glad  that 
there  is  fuch  a  firm  friendfhip  eflablifhed,  on  fo  good  a  foundation, 
with  fo  many  nations,  that  it  will  lafl  for  ever ;  and,  as  the  Six 
Nations  have  agreed  with  the  Englijh,  fo  we  wifh  that  you  may  lay 
hold  of  the  fame  friendfhip.  We  will  remind  you,  that  we  were 
formerly  good  friends,  Likewife  we  let  you  know,  that  the  Six 
Nations  gave  us  a  tomahawk,  and,  if  any  body  offended  us,  we 
fhould  ftrike  him  with  it  •,  likewife  they  gave  me  a  knife,  to  take 
off  the  fcalp.  So  we  let  you  know,  that  we  are  defirous  to  hear 
very  foon  from  you,  what  you  determine.  It  may  be  we  mall  ufc 
the  hatchet  very  foon,  therefore  I  long  to  hear  from  you." 

Then  the  council  broke  up.  After  a  little  while  meflengers 
arrived,  and  Beaver  came  into  our  houfe,  and  gave  us  the  pleafure 
to  hear,  that  the  Engli/h  had  the  field,  and  that  the  French  had 
demolished  and  burnt  the  place  entirely,  and  went  off;  that  the 
commander  is  gone  with  two  hundred  men  to  Venango,  and  the 
reft  gone  down  the  river  in  battoes,  to  the  lower  Shawanefe  town, 
with  an  intention  to  build  a  fort  there  j  they  were  feen  yeilerday 
pafling  by  Sawcung. 

We  ended  this  day  with  pleafure  and  great  fatisfaclion  on  both 
fides :  the  Cayuga  chief  faid,  he  would  fpeak  further  to  them  to- 
morrow. 

26th.  We  met  together  about  ten  o'clock.     Firft,  King 

Beaver  addrefled  himfelf  to  the  Cayuga  chief,  and  faid  5 

"  My 
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«  My  uncles,  as  it  is  cuftomary  to  anfwer  one  another,  fo  I 
thank  you,  that  you  took  fo  much  notice  of  your  coufins,  and  that 
you  have  wiped  the  tears  from  our  eyes,  and  cleaned  our  bodies 
from  the  blood ;  when  you  fpoke  to  me  I  faw  myfelf  all  over 
bloody ;  and  fince  you  cleaned  me  I  feel  myfelf  quite  pleafant 
through  my  whole  body,  and  I  can  fee  the  fun  mine  clear  over  us." 

Delivered  four  ftrings. 

He  faid  further,  <c  As  you  took  fo  much  pains,  and  came  a 
great  way  through  the  bufhes,  I,  by  this  ftring,  clean  you  from 
the  fweat,  and  clean  the  duft  out  of  your  throat,  fo  that  you  may 
fpeak  what  you  have  to  fay  from  your  brethren,  the  Englijh,  and 
cur  uncles,  the  S/'.v  Nations,  to  your  coufins,  I  am  ready  to  hear/' 

Then  p-rtiniontonltn,  the  Cayt/ga  chief,  took  the  belt  with  eight 
diamonds,*  and  faid ; 

"  Coufins,  take  notice  of  what  I  have  to  fay  ;  we  let  you  know 
what  agreement  we  have  made  with  our  brethren,  the  Englijb. 
We  had  almoft  flipt  and  dropt  the  chain  of  friendfhip  with  our 
brethren,  the  Englifi ;  now  we  let  you  know  that  we  have  renew- 
ed the  peace  and  friendmip  with  our  brethren,  the  Engli/h ;  and 
Mre  have  made  a  new  agreement  with  them.  We  fee  that  you 
have  dropt  the  peace  and  friendfhip  with  them.  We  defire  you 
v/ould  lay  hold  of  the  covenant,  we  have  made  with  our  brethren, 
the  J5ngl/ft>9  and  be  ftrong.  We  like  wife  take  the  tomahawk  out 
of  your  hands,  that  you  received  from  the  white  people  ;  ufe  it  no 
longer ;  fling  the  towahawk  away ;  it  is  the  white  people's ;  let 
them  life  it  among  themfelvcs ;  it  is  theirs,  and  they  are  of  one 
colour ;  let  them  fight  with  one  another,  and  do  you  be  ftill  and 
quiet  in  Kit/bku/bkmg.  Let  our  grandchildren,  the  8&amwefet  like- 
wife  know  of  the  covenant,  we  eftabliflied  with  our  friends,  the 
Enpjifljj  and  alfo  let  all  other  nations  know  it." 

Then  he  explained  to  them  the  eight  diamonds,  on  the  belt, 
fignifying  the  five  united  nations,  and  the  three  younger  nations, 
which  join  them  :  thefe  all  united  witli  the  EngKJb.  Then  he 
proceeded  thus  : 

«  Brethren,"  (delivering  a  belt  with  eight  diamonds,  the  fecond 
belt)  "  we  hear  that  you  did  not  fit  right ;  and  when  I  came  I 
found  you  in  a  moving  pofture,  ready  to  jump  towards  the  fun- 
fet ;  fo  we  will  fct  you  at  eafe,  and  quietly  down,  that  you  may 
fit  well  at  KtilbkuJbHing ;  and  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong  5  and  if 
you  will  be  'ftrong,  your  women  and  children  will  fee  from  day  to 
day  the  light  raining  more  over  them  ;  and  our  children  and  grand 

children, 

'"  Diamond  figures,  formed  by  beads  of  wampum,  of  different  colours. 
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children  will  fee  that  there  will  be  an  everlafting  peace  eftabliflied. 
We  deftre  you  to  be  ftill ;  we  do  not  know  as  yet,  what  to  do ; 
towards  the  fpring  you  (hall  hear  from  your  uncles  what  they  con- 
clude •,  in  the  mean  time  do  you  fit  ftill  by  your  fire  at  Kujhkujb- 
king." 

In  the  evening  the  devil  made  a  general  difturbance,  to  hinder 
them  in  their  good  difpofition.  It  was  reported  they  faw  three 
Cataiuba  Indians  in  their  town ;  and  they  roved  about  all  that  cold 
night,  in  great  fear  and  confufion.  When  I  confuler  with  what 
tyranny  and  power  the  prince  of  this  world  rules  over  this  people, 
it  breaks  my  heart  over  them ;  and  I  wifh  that  God  would  have 
mercy  upon  them,  and  that  their  redemption  may  draw  nigh,  and 
open  their  eyes,  that  they  may  fee  what  bondage  they  are  in,  and 
deliver  them  from  the  evil. 

27th.  We  waited  all  the  day  for  an  anfwer.     Beaver  came 

and  told  us,  "  They  were  bufy  all  the  day  long."  He  faid,  "  It 
is  a  great  matter,  and  wants  much  confideration.  We  are  three 
tribes,  which  muft  feparately  agree  among  ourfelves  ;  it  takes  time 
before  we  hear  each  agreement,  and  the  particulars  thereof."  He 
defired  us  to  read  our  meffage  once  more  to  them  in  private ;  we 
told  them,  we  were  at  their  fervice  at  any  time ;  and  then  we  ex- 
plained him  the  whole  again.  There  arrived  a  meffenger  from 
Saiucung,  and  informd  us  that  four  of  their  people  were  gone  to 
our  camp,  to  fee  what  the  Englifi  were  about;  and  that  one  of  them 
climbing  upon  a  tree  was  difcovered  by  falling  down  ;  and  then  our 
people  fpoke  to  them;  three  refolved  to  go  to  the  other  fide,  and  one 
came  back  and  brought  the  news,  which  pleafed  the  company.  So-^e 
of  the  captains  and  counfellors  were  together  ;  they  faid,  that  the 
French  would  build  a  (Irong  fort,  at  the  lower  Shaiuanefe  town. 
I  anfwered  them,  "  Brethren,  if  you  fuffer  the  French  to  build  a 
fort  there,  you  muft  fuffer  likewife  the  Englijb  to  come  and  deftroy 
the  place ;  Engliflj  will  follow  the  French^  and  purfue  them,  let  it 
coft  whatever  it  will ;  and  wherever  the  French  fettle,  the  Englijh 
will  follow  and  deftroy  them." 

They  faid,  "  We  think  the  fame,  and  would  endeavour  to  prevent 
it,  if  the  EngliJJj  only  would  go  back,  after  having  drove  away  the 
French^  and  not  fettle  there."  I  faid,  "  I  can  tell  you  no  cer- 
tainty in  this  affair  ;  it  is  beft  for  you  to  go  with  us  to  the  general, 
and  fpeak  with  him.  So  much  I  know,  that  they  only  want  to 
eftablifli  a  trade  with  you  ;  and  you  know  yourfelves  that  you  can- 
not do  without  being  fupplied  with  fuch  goods  as  you  Hand  in 
need  of;  but,  brethren,  be  aflured  you  muft  entirely  quit  the 
frettcby  and  have  no  communication  with  them,  elfe  they  will  al- 
ways 
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ways  breed  difturbance  and  confufion  amongfl  you,  and  perfuadc 
your  young  people  to  go  to  war  againft  our  brethren,  the 


I  fpoke  with  them  further  about  Venango9  and  faid,  "  I  believed 


you 

fo."  I  found  them  inclined  to  fend  off  the  French  from  Venango  ; 
but  they  wanted  iirft  to  know  the  difpofkion  of  the  Englijh,  and 
not  to  fiiircr  the  French  to  build  any  where. 

aCth.  King  Beaver  arofe  early  before  the  break  of  day,  and 

bid  all  his  people  a  good  morning,  oefired  them  to  rife  early  and 
prepare  victuals  •  for  they  had  to  anfwer  their  brethren,  the  En- 
gli/Jj,  ?.nd  their  uncle?,  and  therefore  they  ftiould  be  in  a  good 
humour  and  difpofition.  At  ten  o'clock  they  met  together ;  Bea- 
ver addreiiscl  himfelf  to  his  people,  and  faid, 

"  Take  notice  all  you  young  men  and  warriors  to  what  we  an. 
fwer  now :  it  is  three  clays  fince  v/e  heard  our  brethren,  the  En- 
glt/h)  and  our  uncles ;  and  what  we  have  heard  of  both  is  very 
good  :  ?AV\  v/e  rre  all  much  plcafed  with  whit  we  have  heard.  Our 
uncles  have  made  nn  agreement,  and  peace  is  eftablifhed  with  our 
brethren,  the  Englt/ht  and  they  have  (hook  hands  with  them ;  and  we 
likewife  iigrcc  in  the  peace  and  friendship,  they  have  eflablimed  be- 
tween them."  Then  he  fpoke  to  the  French  captain  Qanaquais,  and 
faid, 

"  You  n:ay  near  wh?.t  I  anfwer ;  it  is  good  news,  that  we  have 
heard.  I  have  not  made  myfelf  a  king.  My  uncles  have  made 
me  like  ?  queen,  that  I  always  mould  mind  what  is  good  anci 
right,  and  whatever  I  agree  with,  they  will  affift  me,  and  help 
me  through.  Since  the  warriors  came  amongft  us,  I  could  not 
follow  that  which  is  good  and  right ;  which  has  made  me  heavy  •> 
and  fince  it  is  my  duty  to  do  that  which  is  good,  fo  I  will  endea- 
vour to  do  and  to  fpeak  what  is  good,,  and  not  let  myfelf  be  dif- 
turbed  by  the  warriors." 

Then  he  fpoke  to  the  Mingoes,  and  faid, 

"  My  uncles,  hear  me  :  It  is  two  days  fince  you  told  me,  that 
you  have  made  peace  and  friendship,  and  {hook  hands  with  our 
brethren,  the  Englijb.  I  am  really  very  much  pleafed  with  what 
you  told  me ;  and  I  join  with  you  in  the  fame  ;  and,  as  you  faid, 
I  mould  let  the  Shaivanefe  and  Delamattanoes  know  of  the  agree- 
ment, you  have  made  with  our  brethren,  the  Engli/Jjy  I  took  it  to 
heart,  and  mall  let  them  know  it  very  foon," 

He  delivered  a  firing. 

«  Look 
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«  Look  now,  my  uncles,  and  hear  what  your  coufins  fay :  you 
have  fpoke  the  day  before  yeflerday  to  me.  I  have  heard  you. 
You  told  me,  you  \vonM  (Vt  me.  -.t  Kujbkufiikyig  eafy  down.  I 
took  it  to  heart ;  and  I  (hall  do  fo,  and  be  Hill,  and  lay  myfeif 
eafy  down,  and  keep  my  imtcli-coat  clofe  to  my  breaft.  You  told 
me,  you  will  let  me  know  in  the  next  fpring,  what  to  do  j  fo  I 
will  be  flill,  and  wait  to  hear  from  you/1 

Gave  him  a  belt. 

Then  he  turned  himfelf  to  us,  and  gave  us  t'ie  following  an- 
fwers.  Firft,  to  the  general  -, 

"  Brother,  by  thefe  firings  I  would  defite,  in  a  moft  land  and 
friendly  manner,  you  would  be  pleafed  to  hour  :ne  v/hrt  I  have  to 
fay,  as  you  are  not  far  off. 

"  Brother,  now  you  told  me  you  have  heard  of  that  good 
agreement,  that  has  been  agreed  to,  at  the  treaty  at  Ecifton  ;  and 
that  you  have  put  your  hands  to  it,  to  flrengthen  it,  fo  that  it  may 
lafl  for  ever.  Brother,  you  have  told  me,  that  after  you  have; 
come  to  hear  it,  you  have  taken  it  to  heart,  and  then  you  fent  it 
to  me,  and  let  me  know  it.  Brother,  I  would  deiirc  you  would 
be  pleafed  to  hear  me,  and  I  would  tell  you,  in  a  moil  foft,  lov- 
ing and  friendly  manner,  to  go  back  over  the  mountain,  and  to 
ftay  there  ;  for,  if  you  will  do  that,  I  will  uic  it  for  an  argument, 
to  argue  with  other  nations  of  Indians.  Now,  brother,  you  have 
told  me  you  have  made  a  road  clear,  from  the  fun-fet  to  our  firft 
old  council  fire,  at  Philadelphia^  and  therefore  I  fhould  fear  no- 
thing, and  come  into  tli,.t  road.  Brother,  after  thefe  far  Indians 
iliall  come  to  hear  of  that  good  and  wide  road,  that  you  have  laid 
out  for  us,  then  they  will  turn  and  look  at  the  road,  and  fee  no- 
thing in  the  way  ;  and  that  is  the  reafon,  that  maketh  me  tell  you 
to  go  back  over  the  mountain  again,  and  to  ftay  there ;  for  then 
the  road  will  be  clear,  and  nothing  in  the  way." 

Then  he  addrefled  himfelf  to  the  Governor  of  Ptnnfylvania,  as 
follows  •, 

"  Brother,  give  good  attention  to  what  I  am  going  to  fay ;  for 
I  fpeak  from  my  heart ;  and  think  nothing  the  lefs  of  it,  though 
the  firings  be  fmall.* 

"  Brother,  I  now  tell  you  what  I  have  heard  from  you  is  quite 
agreeable  to  my  mind  ;  and  I  love  to  hear  you.  I  tell  you  likewife, 
that  all  the  chief  men  of  Allegheny  are  well  pleafed  with  what  you 
have  faid  to  us  ;  and  all  my  young  men,  women  and  children,  that

are  able  to  underftand,  are  well  pleafed  with  what  you  have  faid 
tome. 

"  Brother,  you  tell  me  that  all  the  Governors  of  the  feveral 
provinces  have  agreed  to  a  well  eflablifhed  and  everlafting  peace 
with  the  Indians ;  and  you  likewife  tell  me,  that  my  uncles,  the 
Six  Nation f9  and  my  brethren,  the  Datawares,  and  feveral  other 
tribes  of  Indians  join  with  you  in  it,  to  eftablifh  it,  fo  that  it  may 
be  everlafting ;  you  likewife  tell  me,  you  have  all  agreed  on  a 
treaty  of  peace  to  lad  for  ever  j  and  for  thefe  reafons  I  tell  you, 
I  am  pleafed  with  what  you  have  told  me. 

"  Brother,  I  am  heartily  pleafed  to  hear  that  you  never  let  flip 
the  chain  of  friendihip  out  of  your  hands,  which  our  grandfathers 
had  between  them,  fo  that  they  could  agree  as  brethren  and  friends 
in  any  thing. 

"  Brother,  as  you  have  been  pleafed  to  let  me  know  of  that 
good  and  defirable  agreement,  that  you  and  my  iincles  and  bre- 
thren have  agreed  to,  at  the  treaty  of  peace,  I  now  tell  you  I 
heartily  join  and  agree  in  it,  and  to  it ;  and  now  I  defire  you  to  go 
on  fteadily  in  that  great  and  good  work,  you  have  taken  in  hand  ; 
and  I  will  do  as  you  defire  me  to  do  •,  that  is,  to  let  the  other 
tribes  of  Indians  know  it,  and  more  efpecially  my  uncles,  the  Six 
Nations,  and  the  Sbaiuanefe,  my  grandchildren,  and  all  other  na- 
tions, fettled  to  the  weftward. 

"  Brother,  I  defire  you  not  to  be  out  of  patience,  as  I  have  a 
great  many  friends  at  a  great  diftance  ;  and  I  mall  ufe  my  beft  en- 
deavours to  let  them  know  it  as  foon  as  poflible ;  and  as  foon  as 
I  obtain  their  anfwer,  mall  let  you  know  it." 

Then  he  gave  fix  firings  all  white. 

In  the  evening  arrived  a  meflenger  from  Sarkbng,  Netodiuehe- 
ment)  and  defired  they  mould  make  all  the  hafte  to  difpatch  us, 
and  we  mould  come  to  Sackung ,-  for,  as  they  did  not  know  what 
is  become  of  thofe  three,  that  went  to  our  camp,  they  were  afraid 
the  Engli/k  would  keep  them,  till  they  heard  what  was  become  of 
us,  their  meflengers. 

29th.  Before  clay  break  Beaver  and  Shingas  came,  and  called 

us  into  their  council.  They  had  been  all  the  night  together.  They 
faid  -,  "  Brethren,  now  is  the  day  coming,  you  will  fet  off  from 
here.  It  is  a  good  many  days  iince  we  heard  you  •,  and  what 
we  have  heard  is  very  pleafing  and  agreeable  to  us.  It  rejoices  all 
our  hearts ;  and  all  our  young  men,  women  and  children,  that 
are  capable  to  underftand,  are  really  very  well  pleafed  with  what 
they  have  heard  j  it  is  fo  agreeable  to  us,  that  we  never  received  fuch 
^ood  news  before ;  \v'e  think  God  has  made  it  fo ;  he  pities  us, 

and 
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and  has  mercy  on  us.  And  now,  brethren,  ygu  4efire  that  I 
fhould  let  it  be  known  to  all  other  nations  ;  and  I  fhall  let  thcra 
know  very  foon.  Therefore  Skingas  cannot  go  with  you.  He 
muft  go  with  me,  to  help  me  in  this  great  work  j  and  I  fhall  fend 
nobody,  but  go  myfelf,  to  make  it  known  to  all  nation?." 

Then  we  thanked  them  for  their  care  *,  and  wifhed  him  good 
fuccefs  on  his  journey  and  undertaking  :  and,  as  this  meffage  had 
fuch  a  good  effect  on  them,  we  hoped  it  would  have  the  fame  on 
all  other  nations,  when  they  came  to  hear  it.  I  hoped  that 
all  the  clouds  would  pafs  away,  and  the  chearful  light  would  (hine 
over  all  nations  :  fo  I  wifhed  them  good  affiftance  and  help  on  their 
journey.  Farther,  he  faid  to  us  ; 

"  Now  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong  ;*  becaufe  I  fhall  make  it 
my  ftrong  argument  with  other  nations  ;  but  as  we  have  given  cre- 
dit to  what  you  have  faid,  hoping  it  is  true,  and  we  agree  to  it  ; 
if  it  fhould  prove  the  contrary,  it  would  make  me  fo  amamed, 
that  I  never  could  lift  up  my  head,  and  never  undertake  to  fpeak 
any  word  more  for  the  intereft  of  the  Englijh" 

I  told  them,  f(  Brethren,  you  will  remember  that  it  was  wrote 
to  you  by  the  general,  that  you  might  give  credit  to  what  we  fay  ; 
fo  I  am  glad  to  hear  of  you,  that  you  give  credit  ;  and  we  affure 
y  ju,  that  what  we  have  told  you  is  the  truth  j  and  you  will  find 

it  fo." 

They  faid  further,  «  Brethren,  we  let  you  know,  that  the 
French  have  ufed  our  people  kindly,  in  every  refpecl:  5  they  have 
ufed  them  like  gentlemen,  efpecially  thofe  that  live  near  them.  So 
they  have  treated  the  chiefs.  Now  we  defire  you  to  be  ftrong  ; 
we  wifh  you  would  take  the  fame  method,  and  ufe  our  people 
well  :  for  the  other  Indians  will  look  upon  us  ;f  and  we  do  not 
otherwife  know  how  to  convince  them,  and  to  bring  them  into 
the  Engli/h  intereft,  without  your  ufing  fuch  means  as  will  convince 
them.  l?or  the  French  will  ftill  do  more  to  keep  them  to  their  in- 
tereft." 

I  told  them,  "  I  would  take  it  to  heart,  and  inform  the  Govern- 
or, and  other  gentlemen  of  it  ;  and  fpeak  to  them  in  their  favour." 
Then  they  faid,  «  It  is  fo  far  well,  and  the  road  is  cleared  ;  but 
they  thought  we  (hould  fend  them  another  call,  when  they  may 
come."  I  told  them  ;  "  We  did  not  know  when  they  would  have 
agreed  with  the  other  nations.  Brother,  it  is  you,  who  muft  give

*  The  word,  ivifihlfy,  translated,  le  ftrong,  is  of  a  very  extcnfivc  %nifi«&tiw 
be  ftrong,  be  fltady,  purfue  to  effeft  what  you  have  begun,  &c. 

'   7.  F,,  They  will  obfervc  hew  we  arc  drefled, 
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us  the  firft  notice  when  you  can  come  •,  the  fooner  the  better  -,  and 
fo  foon  as  you  fend  us  word,  we  will  prepare  for  you  on  the  road.'* 
After  this  we  made  ready  for  our  journey. 

Kftiujhund,  a  noted  Indian,  one  of  the  chief  counfellofs,  told 
us  in  fecret,  "  That  all  the  nations  had  jointly  agreed  to  defend 
their  hunting  place  at  Allegheny,  and  fuffer  nobody  to  fettle  there  5 
and  as  thefe  Indians  are  very  much  inclined  to  the  Hnglijb  intereft, 
fo  he  begged  us  very  much  to  tell  the  Governor,  General,  and  ail 
other  people  not  to  fettle  there.  And  if  the  Engli/h  would  draw 
back  over  the  mountain,  they  would  get  all  the  other  nations  into 
their  intereil ;  but  if  they  (laid  and  fettled  there,  all  the  nations' 
would  be  againit  them ;  and  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  a  great 
war,  and  never  come  to  a  peace  again." 

I  promifed  to  inform  the  Governor,  General,  and  all  other  peo- 
ple of  it,  and  repeated  my  former  requeft  to  them,  not  to  fuffer 
any  French  to  fettle  among fl  them.  After  we  had  fetched  ou-r 
horfes,  we  went  from  Kujkkufbkwg,  and  came  at  five  o'clock  to  Sac- 
cung,  in  company  with  twenty  Indians.  When  we  came  about 
half  way,  we  met  a  mefl'enger  from  fort  Duqucfne,  with  a  belt 
from  'Thomas  King,  inviting  all  the  chiefs  to  Saccung.  We  heard 
at  the  fame  time,  that  Mr.  Croghn  and  Henry  Montour  would  be 
there  to  day.  The  mefienger  was  one  of  thofe  three,  that  went 
to  our  camp  ;  and  it  feemed  to  rejoice  all  the  company ;  for  feme 
of  them  were  much  troubled  in  their  minds,  fearing  that  the  En- 
glijh  had  kept  them,  as  prifoners,  or  killed  them.  In  the  evening 
we  arrived  at  Saccung,  on  the  Beaver  creek.  We  were  well  re- 
ceived. The  king  provided  for  us*  After  a  little  while  we  vifited 
Mr.  Croghn  and  his  company. 

— —  ^oth.  In  the  morning  the  Indians  of  the  town  vifited  us. 
About  eleven  o'clock  about  forty  came  together ;  when  we  read 
the  meffage  to  them ;  Mr.  Croghn,  Henry  Montour  and  Thomas 
King  being  prefent.  They  were  all  well  plsafed  with  the  meflage. 
In  the  evening  we  came  together  with  the  chiefs,  and  explained 
the  fignification  of  the  belts  ;  which  lafted  till  eleven  o'clock  at 
night. 

December  \Jl.  After  hunting  a  great  while  for  our  horfes,  with- 
out finding  them,  we  were  obliged  to  give  an  Indian  three  hun- 
dred wampum  for  looking  for  them.  We  bought  corn  for  four 
hundred  and  fifty  wampum  for  our  horfes.  The  Indians  met  to- 
gether to  hear  what  Mr.  Croghn  had  to  fay.  Thomas  King  fpoke 
by  a  belt,  and  invited  them  to  come  to  the  general ;  upon  which 
they  all  refolved  to  go. 

In 
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In  the  evening  the  captains  and  counfellors  came  together,  I 
and  Ifaac  Still  being  prefent ;  they  told  us,  that  they  had  formerly 
agreed  not  to  give  any  credit  to  any  meffage,  fent  from  the  Englifh 
by  Indians  ;  thinking,  if  the  EngliJJ}  would  have  peace  with  them, 
they  would  come  themfelves  5  "  So  foon,  therefore,  as  you  came, 
it  was  as  if  the  weather  changed  j  and  a  great  cloud  patted  away, 
and  we  could  think  again  on  our  ancient  friendfhip  with  our  bre- 
thren, the  Engli/Jj.  We  have  thought  fince  that  time,  more  on 
the  Engli/b  than  ever  before,  although  the  French  have  done  all, 
in  their  power,  to  prejudice  our  young  men  againft  the  Englifh'. 
Since  you  now  corne  the  fecond  time,  we  think  it  is  God's  work ; 
he  pities  us,  that  we  fhould  not  all  die ;  and  if  we  mould  not  ac- 
cept of  the  peace  offered  to  us,  we  think  God  would  forfake  us." 

In  difcourfe,  they  fpoke  about  preaching,  and  faid,  "  They 
wifhed  many  times  to  hear  the  word  of  God ;  but  they  were  al- 
ways afraid  the  EngKJh  would  take  that  opportunity  to  bring  them 
into  bondage."  They  invited  me  to  come  and  live  amongft  them  •, 
fince  I  had  taken  fo  much  pains  in  bringing  a  peace  about  between 
them  and  the  Engl'ijh.  I  told  them,  "  It  might  be,  that  when  the 
peace  was  firmly  ettablifhed,  I  would  come  to  proclaim  the  peace 
and  love  of  God  to  them." 

In  the  evening  arrived  a  meflage,  with  a  firing  of  wampum,  to 
a.  noted  Indian^  Ketiufcund^  to  come  to  Wenango,  to  meet  the  Una- 
mi  chief,  ghiitahicung  there  ;  he  faid  that  a  French  Mohock  had  kil- 
led a  Delaware  Indian ;  and  when  he  was  alked  why  he  did  it  ? 
He  faid  the  French  bid  him  do  it. 

•—. 2d.  Early  before  we  fet  out,  I  gave  300  wampums  to  the 

Cayttgas,  to  buy  fome  corn  for  their  horfes ;  they  agreed  that  I 
ihould  go  before  to  the  general,  to  acquaint  him  of  their  coming. 
The  Beaver  creek  being  very  high,  it  was  almoft  two  o'clock, 
in  the  afternoon,  before  we  came  over  the  creek  ;  this  land  feems 
to  be  very  rich.  I,  with  my  companion,  KekiuftuncFs  fon,  came 
to  LogVtown,  fituated  on  a  hill.  On  the  eafi  end  is  a  great 
piece  of  low  land,  where  the  old  Logs-town  ufed  to  ftand.  In  the 
new  Logs-town  the  French  have  built  about  thirty  houfes  for  the 
Indians.  They  have  a  large  corn  field  on  the  fouth  fide,  where 
the  corn  ftands  ungathered.  Then  we  went  farther  through  a 
large  tract  of  fine  land,  along  the  river  fide.  We  came  within 
eight  miles  of  Pitt/burg,  where  we  lodged  on  a  hill,  in  the  open 
air.  It  was  a  cold  night  j  and  I  had  forgot  my  blanket,  being 
packed  upon  Mr.  Hays' s  horfe.  Between  Saccung  and  Pitt/burg^ 
all  the  Shawanos  town^  are  empty  of  people. 

-3d. 
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3d.  We  flatted  early,  and  came  to  the  river  by  Pitt/burg  : 

We  called  that  they  fliould  come  over  and  fetch  us  ;  but  their  boats 
having  gone  adrift,  they  made  a  raft  of  black  oak  pallifadoes, 
which  funk  as  foon  as  it  came  into  the  water.  We  were  very 
hungry,  and  ftaid  on  that  ifland,  where  I  had  kept  council  with 
the  Indians,  in  the  month  of  Auguft  laft ;  for  all  I  had  nothing  to 
live  on,  I  thought  myfelf  a  great  deal  better  off  now,  than  at  that 
time,  having  now  liberty  to  walk  upon  the  ifland  according  to 
pleafure ;  and  it  feemed  as  if  the  dark  clouds  were  difperfed. 

While  I  waited  here,  I  faw  the  general  march  off  from  Pittf- 
lurg ;  which  made  me  forry,  that  I  could  not  have  the  pleafure 
of  fpeaking  with  him.  Towards  evening  our  whole  party  arrived  : 
upon  which  they  fired  from  the  fort  with  twelve  great  guns  j  and 
our  Indians  faluted  again  three  times  round  with  their  fmall  arms. 
By  accident  fome  of  the  Indians  found  a  raft  hid  in  the  buihes, 
and  Mr.  Hays,  coming  laft,  went  over  firft  with  two  Indians. 
They  fent  us  but  a  fmall  allowance  j  fo  that  it  would  not  ferve 
«ach  round.  I  tied  my  belt  a  little  clofer,  being  very  hungry,  and 
nothing  to  eat.*  If  fnowcd,  and  we  were  obliged  to  ileep  without 
any  fhelter.  In  the  evening  they  threw  light  balls  from  the  fort ; 
at  which  the  Indians  darted,  thinking  they  would  fire  at  them  •, 
but  feeing  it  was  not  aimed  at  them,  they  rejoiced  to  fee  them  fly 
fo  high.  ; 

4th.  We  got  up  early,  and  cleared  a  place  from  the  fnow, 

Cut  fome  fire  wood,  and  hallooed  till  we  Xvere  tired.  Towards 
noon  Mr.  Hays  came  with  a  raft,  and  the  Indian  chiefs  went 
over :  he  informed  me  of  Colonel  Bouquet's  difpleafure  with  the 
Indians'  anfwer  to  the  general,  and  his  defire  that  they  fhould  al- 
ter their  mind,  in  infifting  upon  the  general's  going  back  ;  but  the 
Indians  had  no  inclination  to  alter  their  rnind.  In  the  afternoon 
fome  provifion  was  fent  over,  but  a  fmall  allowance.  When  I 
came  over  to  the  fort,  the  council  with  the  Indians  was  almoft  at 
an  end.  I  had  a  difcourfe  with  Colonel  Bouquet  about  the  affairs, 
difpofition  and  refolution  of  the  Indians. 

I  drew  provifion  for  our  journey  to  fort  Ligonier,  and  baked 
bread  for  our  whole  company :  towards  noon  the  Indians  met  to- 
gether in  a  conference.  Firil  king  Beaver  addreffed  himfelf  to 
the  Mohocks,  defiring  them  to  give  their  brethren  an  anfwer  about 

fettling 

*  As  it  often  happens  to  the  Indians,  on  their  long  marches,  in  war,  and  fomc- 
timcs  in  their  hunting  expeditions,  to  be  without  victuals  for  feveral  days,  occafioned 
by  bad  weather  and  other  accident*,'  they  have  this  cuftom  in  fuch  cafes;  which  Poj\ 
probably  learned  of  them,  'viz.  girding  their  bellies  tight,  when  they  haire  nothing 
to  put  in  them ;  and  they  fay  it  prevents  the  pain  of  hunger. 
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fettling  at  Pitt/burg.  The  Mohocks  faid,  "  They  Kved  at  fuch  a 
diftance,  that  they  could  not  defend  the  Englijk  there,  if  any  ac- 
cident mould  befal  them  •,  but  you,  coufms,  who  live  clofe  here, 
muft  think  what  to  do."  Then  Beaver  faid  by  a  firing  : 

"  What  this  meffenger  has  brought  is  very  agreeable  to  us  ;  and 
as  our  uncles  have  made  peace  with  you,  the  Engl'ifl^  and  many 
other  nations,  fo  we  likcwife  join,  and  accept  of  the  peace  offered 
to  us  5  and  we  have  already  anfwered  by  your  meflenger,  what  we 
have  to  fay  to  the  general,  that  he  fhould  go  back  over  the  mount- 
ains •,  we  have  nothing  to  fay  to  the  contrary." 

Neither  Mr.  Croghn  nor  Andre<iu  Montour  would  tell  Colonel 
Bouquet  the  Indians1  anfwer.  Then  Mr.  Croghn,  Colonel  Armjlrong 
and  Colonel  Bouquet  went  into  the  tent  by  themfelves,  and  I  went 
upon  my  bufinefs.  What  they  have  further  agreed  I  do  not 
know ;  but  when  they  had  done,  1  called  king  Beaver  ^  Shingas, 
and  Kekettfcund,  and  faid, 

"  Brethren,  if  you  have  any  alteration  to  make,  in  the  anfwer 
to  the  general,  concerning  leaving  this  place,  you  will  be  pleafed 
to  let  me  know."  They  faid,  they  would  alter  nothing,  "  We 
have  told  them  three  times  to  leave  the  place  and  go  back ;  but 
thev  infill  upon  (laying  here  ;  if,  therefore,  they  will  be  deflroyed 
bv  the  French  and  the  Indians,  we  cannot  help  them." 

Colonel  Bouquet  fet  out  for  Loyaihannon  :  The  Indians  got  fome 
liquor  between  ten  and  eleven  o'clock.  One  Mohock  died  ;  the 
others  fired  guns  three  times  over  him  ;  at  the  lafl  firing  one  had 
accidentally  loaded  his  gun  with  a  double  charge  :  this  gun  burfl 
to  pieces,  and  broke  his  hand  clean  off;  he  alfo  got  a  hard  knock 
on  h;s  bread  ;  and  in  the  morning  at  nine  o'clock  he  died,  and 
they  buried  them  in  that  place,  both  in  one  hole. 

— ' — 6th.  It  was  a  cold  morning  ;  we  fvvam  our  hcrfes  over  tke 
river,  the  ice  running  violently.  Mr.  Croghn  told  me  that  the 
Indians  had  fpoke,  upon  the  fame  firing  that  I  had,  to  Colonel 
Bowptrt)  and  altered  their  mind  ;  and  had  agreed  and  defired  that 
200  men  ihould  flay  at  the  fort.  I  refufed  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  anfwer  to  the  general,  till  1  myfelf  did  hear  it  of  the  Indi- 
ans ;  at  which  Mr.  Croghn  grew  very  angry.  I  told  him  I  had 
already  fpol^e  with  the  Indians ;  he  faid,  it  was  a  d — d  lie  ;  and 
defired  Mr.  Hays  to  enquire  of  the  Indians^  and  take  down  in 
writing  what  they  faid.  Accordingly  he  called  them,  and  aiked 
them,  if  they  had  altered  their  fpeech,  or  fpoke  to  Colonel  Bou- 
quet on  that  firing  they  gave  me.  Sbingas  and  the  other  counfel- 
Jor  faid,  they  had  fpokcn  nothing  to  Colonel  Bouquet  on  the  firing 

they 
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they  gave  me,  but  what  was  agreed  between  the  Indians  at  Kufi- 
hiJIMng.  They  faid,  Mr.  Cnghn  and  Henrj  Montour  had  not 
ipoke  and  a£led  honeftly  and  uprightly  ;  they  bid  us  not  alter  the 
Isaft,  and  faid,  "  We  have  told  them  three  times  to  go  back ; 
but  they  will  not  go,  inditing  upon  flaying  here.  Now  you  will 
let  the  governor,  general,  and  all  people  know,  that  our  defire  is, 
that  they  mould  go  back,  till  the  other  nations  have  joined  in  the 
peace,  and  then  they  may  come  and  build  a  trading  houfe." 

They  then  repeated  what  they  had  faid  the  5th  inftant.  Then 
we  took  leave  of  them,  and  promiled  to  inform  the  general,  go- 
vernor, and  all  other  gentle  people  of  their  difpofition  ;  and  io 
\ve  fet  out  from  Pittfonrgy  and  came  within  fifteen  miles  of  the 
bread-work ;  where  we  encamped.  It  fnowed,  and  we  made  a 
little  cabbin  of  hides. 

^tli.  Our  horfes  were  fainting,  having  little  or  no  food. 

We  came  that  day  about  twenty  miles,  to  another  breaft-work ; 
where  the  whole  army  had  encamped  on  a  hill  ;  the  water  being 
far  to  fetch. 

. 8th.  Between  Piitjburg  and  fort  Ligcnler  the  country  is 

hilly,  with  rich  bottoms,  well  timbered,  but  fcantily  watered. 
We  arrived  at  fort  Ligwier  in  the  afternoon,  about  four  o'clock  ; 
where  we  found  the  general  very  fick ;  and  therefore  could  have 
no  opportunity  to  fpe.ik  with  him. 

pth.  We  waited  to  fee  the  general  ;  they  told  us  he  would 

march  the  next  day,  and  we  mould  go  with  him.  Captain  Sinclair 
wrote  us  a  return  for  provisions  for  four  days. 

loth.  The  general  was  ftill  fick;  fo  that  he  could  not  go 

on  the  journey. 

T  ith.  We  longed  very  much  to  go  farther  ;  and  therefore 

Ipoke  to  Major  Hafcet,  and  defired  him  to  enquire  of  the  general, 
if  he  intended  to  fpeak  with  us,  or,  if  we  might  go ;  as  we  were 
in  a  poor  condition,  for  want  of  linen,  and  other  neceffaries.  He 
defired  us  to  bring  the  Indians'  an  fiver,  and  our  journal  to  the  ge- 
neral. Mr.  PLi\-s 'read  his  journal  to  Major  Halkct  and  Governor 
Glen.  T  hoy  took  memorandums,  and  went  to  the  general. 

. i  ith.  They  told  us  we  fhould  (lay  till  the  general  went. 

1 4th.  The  general  intended  to  go;  but  his  horfes  could 

not  be  found.  They  thought  the  Indians  had  carried  them  off. 
They  hunted  ail  day  for  the  horfes,  but  could  not  find  them.  I 
fpoke  to  Colonel  Bouquet  about  our  allowance  being  fo  frnall,  that 
we  could  hardly  fubfiit ;  and  that  we  were  without  money;  and 

defired

defired  him  to  let  us  have  fome  money,  that  we  might  buy  necef- 
faries.  Provifions,  and  every  thing  is  exceeding  dear.  One  pound 
of  bread  cod  a  milling ;  one  pound  of  fugar  four  millings,  a 
quart  of  rum  feven  {hillings  and  fix  pence,  and  fo  in  propor- 
tion. Colonel  Bwquet  laid  our  matters  before  the  general ;  who 
let  me  call,  and  excufed  himfelf,  that  his  diftemper  had  hindered 
him  from  fpeaking  with  me ;  and  promifed  to  help  me  in  every 
thing  I  mould  want,  and  ordered  him  to  give  me  fome  money. 
He  faid  farther,  that  I  often  ihould  call  j  and  when  he  was  alone 
he  would  fpeak  with  me. 

1 6th.  Mr.  Hays,  being  a  hunting,  was  fo  lucky  as  to  find 

the  general's  horfes,  and  brought  them  home  j  for  which  the  gene- 
ral was  very  thankful  to  him, 

1 7th.  Mr.  Hays,  being  defired  by  Major  Hafkct  to  go  and 

look  for  the  other  horfes,  went,  but  found  none. 

1 8th.  The  general  told  me  to  hold  myfelf  ready,  to  go  with 

him  down  the  country. 

2oth.  After  we  had  been  out  two  days,  to  hunt  for  our 

horfes,  in  the  rain,  we  went  again  to  day,  and  were  informed, 
they  had  been  feen  in  a  loft  condition  ;  one  laying  on  the  hill,  and 
the  other  (landing  j  they  had  been  hoppled  together;  but  a  peribn 
told  us,  he  had  cut  the  hopples.  When  we  came  home  we  found 
the  horfes ;  they  having  made  home  to  the  fort. 

22d.  It  was  cold  and  florray  weather. 

23d.  I  hunted  for  our  horfes,  and  having  found   them, 

we  gave  them  both  to  the  king's  commiflary ;  they  not  being  able 
to  carry  us  farther. 

The  ferjeant  Henry  Often,  being  one  of  the  company  that  guid- 
ed us,  as  above  mentioned,  and  was  that  fame  prifoner,  \vhom 
the  Sbavanos  intended  to  burn  alive,  came  to  day  to  the  fort.  He 
was  much  rejoiced  to  fee  us,  and  faid,  u  I  thank  you  a  thoufand 
times  for  my  deliverance  from  the  lire  -,  and  think  it  not  too  much 
to  be  at  your  fcrvice  my  whole  life  time."  He  gave  us  intelligence 
that  the  Indians  were,  as  yet,  mightily  for  the  Englt/b.  His  maf- 
ter  had  offered  to  fet  him  at  liberty,  and  bring  him  to  Prttftnirg  if 
he  would  promife  him  ten  gallons  of  rum  ;  which  he  did  ;  and  he 
was  brought  fafe  to  Plttjburg.  Delaware  George  is  ftill  faithful  to 
the  EngliJJj ,-  and  was  very  helpful  to  procure  his  liberty.  Ifia* 
S//7/,  Shingas  and  Bsaver  are  gone  with  the  meflage  to  the  nations 
Jiving  further  off.  When  the  French  had  heard  that  the  garriibr, 
at  Pivfiurv,  confined  only  of  zco  men,  they  rcfolved  to  go  down 

from 
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from  VenangQy  and  deftroy  the  Englijb  fort.  So  foon  as  the  Indians 
at  Kuj&kufhking)  heard  of  their  intention,  they  fent  a  meflage  to 
the  French,  defiring  them  to  draw  back  -,  for  they  would  have  no 
war  in  their  country.  The  friendly  Indians  have  fent  out  parties 
with  that  intention,  that  if  the  French  went  on,  in  their  march 
towards  the  fort,  they  would  catch  them,  and  bring  them  to  the 
Englijh.  They  fhewed  to  Often  the  place,  where  eight  French  .  n- 
dian  fpies  had  lain  near  the  fort.  By  their  marks  upon  the  place 
they  learned  that  thefe  eight  were  gone  back,  and  five  more  were 
to  come  to  the  lame  place  again.  He  told  us  further,  that  the 
Indians  had  fpokc  among  themfelves,  that  if  the  Englifo  would 
join  them,  they  would  go  to  Venango^  and  deftroy  the  French  there. 
We  hear  that  the  friendly  Indians  intend  to  hunt  round  the  fort, 
at  Pittjburg)  and  bring  the  garrifon  freih  meat.  And  upon  this 
intelligence  the  general  fent  Captain  Wedderhol-z  with  fifty  men,  to 
reinforce  the  garrifon  at  Pittjburg. 

25th.  The  people  in  the  camp  prepared  for  a  Chriftmas 

frolick  >  but  I  kept  Chriftmas  in  the  woods  by  myfelf. 

2 6th.  To  day  an  exprefs  came  from  Pittjburg  to  inform  the 

general,  that  the  French  had  called  all  the  Indians  in  their  intereft 
together,  and  intended  to  come  and  deftroy  them  there. 

- 27th.  Towards  noon  the  general  fet  out-,  which  caufed  a 

great  joy  among  the  garrifon,  which  had  hitherto  lain  in  tents, 
but  now  being  a  fmaller  company,  could  be  more  comfortably 
lodged*  It  ino wed  the  whole  day.  We  encamped  by  a  beaver 
daniy  under  Laurel  HilL 

— 28th.  We   came  to    Stony   Creek,  where   Mr.    <%uickfell  is 

ftationed.  The  general  fent  Mr.  Hays,  exprefs,  to  fort  Bedford 
(Rays  %'<nvnj  and  commanded  him  to  fee,  if  the  place  for  en- 
campment, under  the  Allegheny  mountain,  was  prepared ;  as  alfo 
to  take  care  that  refremments  fhould  be  at  hand,  at  his  coming. 
It  was  ftormy  and  fnowed  all  the  day. 

2 pth.  On  the  road  I  came  up  with  fome  waggons ;  and 

found  my  horfes  with  the  company ;  who  had  taken  my  hcrfe  up, 
und  intended  to  carry  the  fame  away.  We  encamped  on  this  fide3 
under  the  Allegheny  hill. 

30th.  Very  early  I  hunted  for  my  horfes,  but  in  vain,  and 

therefore  was  obliged  to  carry  my  faddle  bags,  and  other  baggage 
on  my  back.  The  burden  was  heavy,  the  roads  bad  ;  which  made 
me  very  tired,  and  came  late  to  Bedford ,-  where  I  took  my  old 
lodging  with  Mr.  Frazier.  They  received  me  kindly,  and  re- 
frcfhed  me  according  to  their  ability. 

3 1  ft.   This 
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3!  ft.  This  day  we  retted,   and,  contrary   to  expectation, 

preparation  was  made  for  moving  further  to-morrow.  Mr.  Hays% 
who  has  his  lodging  with  the  commander  of  that  place,  vifited  me. 

January  I  ft.  1759-  We  fet  out  early.  I  got  my  faddle  bags 
upon  a  waggon  ;  but  my  bed  and  covering  I  carried  upon  my  back  ; 
and  came  that  day  to  the  crofting  of  Juniata  ;  where  I  had  poor 
lodgings,  being  obliged  to  fleep  in  the  open  air,  the  night  being 
very  cold. 

— - — 2d.  We  fet  out  early.  I  wondered  very  much  that  the 
horfes,  in  thefe  flippery  roads,  came  fo  well  with  the  waggons 
over  thefe  fteep  hills.  We  came  to  fort  Littleton ;  where  I  drew 
provifions ;  but  could  not  find  any  who  had  bread,  to  exchange 
for  flour.  I  took  lodging  in  a  common  houfe.  Mr.  Hays  arrived 
late. 

-3d.  We  rofe  early.     I  thought  fo  travel  the  neareft  road  to 

Shippers  Towtiy  and  therefore  defired  leave  of  the  general  to  pro- 
fecute  my  journey  to  Lancafttr,  and  wait  for  his  excellency  there  -, 
but  he  defired  me  to  follow  in  his  company.  It  fnowed,  freezed, 
rained,  and  was  ftormy  the  whole  day.  All  were  exceeding  glad 
that  the  general  arrived  fafe  at  fort  London.  There  was  no  room 
in  the  fort  for  fuch  a  great  company ;  I,  therefore,  and  fome 
others  went  two  miles  further,  and  got  lodgings  at  a  plantation. 

— — 4th.  I  and  my  company  took  the  upper  road ;  which  is 
three  miles  nearer  to  Skippens  toivn,  where  we  arrived  this  even- 
ing. The  flippery  roads  made  me,  as  a  traveller,  very  tired. 

-5 tli.  To  day  I  (laid  here  for  the  general.    Mr.  Hays  went 

ten  miles  further,  to  fee  fome  of  his  relations.  In  the  afternoon 
Ifracl  Perftberfon  came  from  Philadelphia  to  wait  upon  the  general. 

-6th.  I   came   to-day  ten   miles  to  Mr.   Millet* s>  where  I 

lodged,  having  no  comfortable  place  in  Skipped  s  town ;  all  the 
houfes  being  crowded  with  people. 

yth.  They  made  preparation,  at  Mr.  Mit/frs,  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  general ;  but  he,  being  fo  well  to-day,  refolved  to 
go  as  far  as  Carlifle*  I  could  fcarce  find  any  lodging  there.  Henry 
Montour-wz$  fo  kind  as  to  take  me  in  his  room. 

8th.  I  begged  the  general  for  leave  to  go  to  Lancajler^  hav- 
ing fome  bufmefs,  which  he  at  laft  granted.  I  went  to  captain 
Sinclair  for  a  horfe,  who  ordered  me  to  go  to  the  chief  juftice  of 
the  town ;  who  ought  to  procure  one  for  me,  in  the  province  fer- 
vice.  According  to  this  order  I  went  \  but  the  juftice  told  me, 
that  he  did  not  know  how  to  get  any  horfe ;  if  I  would  go  and 
look  for  one,  he  fhould  be  slad  if  I  found  any.  But  bavins;  no
